At  this  time  and  place,  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  assembled. 

Present,  the  Rt  Rev.  C.  P.  McIlvaine,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  and  President  of  the  Convention;  the  Rev.  Ethan  Al- 
len, Rev.  B.  P.  Aydelotf,  Rev.  J.  P.  Bausman,  Rev.  J.  L, 
Bryan,  Rev.  Erastus  Burr,  Rev.  S.  Davis,  Rev.  G.  Denison, 
Rev.  C.  W.  Fitch,  Rev.  A.  Guion,  Rev.  J.  Hall,  Rev.  James 
McElroy,  Rev.  D.  Potier,  Rev.  W.  Preston,  Rev.  R.  V. 
Rogers,  Rev.  A.  Sanford,  Rev.  J.  T.  Wheat,  Rev.  M.  T.  C. 
Wing. 

Morning  Prayer  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  W.  Preston;  in 
the  Aote  Communion  Service  the  Bishop  officiated^  Sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Aydelott,  and  tlie  Communion  admin- 
istered by  the  Bishop  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Bryan  and 
Preston.  After  a  recess  of  half  an  hour,  the  Convention  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  E.  Allen,  Resolved,  That  in  consequence 
of  the  absence  of  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  a  Secre- 
taiy  pro  tern,  be  appointed  by  tlie  chair;  whereupon  the  Rev.  E. 
Alien  was  appointed. 

On  motion  of  Judge  Prince,  Besolvedj  That  a  Committee  of 
three  be  appointed  to  receive  the  certificates  of  the  Lay  Dele- 

fates.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Aydelott,  Rev.  Mr.  Bausman,  ana  David 
[.  Rste,  Esq.  were  appointed  said  committee,  who  reported  tlie 
following  persons  as  entitleil  to  seats  in  this  Convention — which 
report  was  accepted.

BISHOP^S  ADDRESS. 

BCLOTKO  BftXTURXK:-* 

It  is  with  the  snoerest  pleasure  and  thankfulness,  that  I  find  myself  la 
tlie  midst  *of  the  Clergy  and  delegated  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohia — So  long 
associated  with  you  in  name;  so  long  prerented,  by  wise  providences,  from  knowing 
and  acting  with  you  as  my  own  a£fections  would  have  prompted,  I  rejoice  that,  at 
last,  we  have  an  opportunity  of  meeting  face  to  face;  of  consulting  together  con- 
cerning the  great  interests  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  the  nlvation  of  souls;  and 
of  endeavoring  to  promote  in  each  others  hearts  the  loVe  of  the  brethren  and  of  our 
blessed  Lord.     I  meet  you,  dearly  beloved,  under  a  solemn,  and  affectionate  sense  of 
the  imspeakably  important,  and  interesting  relation  in  which  it  has  pleased  God  to 
connect  me  with  you  and  the  Churches  you  represent.     Its  responsibility — the  va- 
riety and  difficulty  of  the  duties  involved  in  it^thc  exalted  spirit  of  love  and  ten- 
derness, as  well  as  the  eminent  wisdom  and  ffrnmess  which  they  Kquires,  and  the 
many  trials  of  body  and  mind  to  which  they  will  call  me,  should  not  my  term  of 
service  on  earth  be  soon  brought  to  an  end;  all  these  are  considerations  which  ex- 
pand the  more  I  review  them :  and  associated  with  the  consciousness  of  my  own 
unworthiness  and  wants  in  every  thing  pertaining  to  the  dudes  of  my  office;  fill  me 
with  wonder,  that  ever  the  great  Head  of  the  Churoh  should  have  called  me  to^ 
(Uch  a  station;  and  with  fear,  lest,  in  such  a  stewardship,  I  should  not  be  found  fiutb- 
fuL     One  consolation,  at  least,  1  may  always  feel.     Nothing  but  an  entire  and  im- 
pressive conviction  of  duty,  persuaded  me  to  undertake  this  office.     Situated  in  one 
of  the  most  desirable  regions  of  our  country,  where  all  the  advantages  of  refined, 
intellectual  and  spiritual  society  are  so  abundantly  posscsted;  associated  with  a  con- 
gregation whose  kindness  and  affection  seemed  almost  unbounded,  and  among  whom 
I  could  have  rejoiced  in  the  permission  to  spend  the  remnant  of  my  days;  my  re- 
latives around  me,  and  every  earthly  comfort  supplied  me:  there  was  no  secular  or 
selfish  motive  to  desire  a  change  of  residence,  or  of  labor;  and  it  was  with  the  most 
painful  emotions,  and  a  strong  effort  of  spirit  that  I  entered  upon  the  question  of 
duty,  when  the  election  to  the  Episcopate  of  this  Diocese  was  received.     The  office 
I  had  never  desired.     From  its  exeroise  amidst  the  circimistances,  in  which  the 
Churoh  in  this  Diocese  has  of  late  yearabaen  situated,  I  could  not  but  wish  to  be 
j^Mured     For  encountering  its  duties,  in  a  new  country,  among  a  widely  scattered' 
people,  there  was  little  in  my  education  or  habits  to  prepare  me.    But  the  Lord,  I 
humbly  believe,  showed  me  what  he  would  have  me  to  do;  and  now  trusting  in  His 
grace  to  make  mc  sufficient  for  it,  am  J  hero  befiire  you,  brethren,  in  the  name  of 
tlie  Lord,  with  a  heart  full  of  love  for  all:  anxious  by  all  means  and  all  labors  ta 
promote  the  kingdom  of  God  among  your  respective  flocks,  and  among  all  people^ 
and  looking  unto  Jesus,  the  Author  and  finisher  of  our  fiuth,  whose  strength  is  suffi- 

cient  in  all  weakness;   whose  m|rcy  abounds  over  all  unworthiness. May  His  spirit 

abide  upon  us  during  our  present  Convention,  ruling  our  hearts,  and  minds  accord- 
ing to  His  will,  so  that  a  spirit  of  peace,  and  of  love,  and  of  a  sound  mind  may  per- 
vade every  member,  and  all  of  us  when  we  separate  may  feel  that  our  season  of 
eodesiastical  business,  was  alao,  what  it  should  always  be  made,  a  season  of  spiritual 
refreshing  and  improvement 

You  have  reason  to  expect  of  me  an  account  of  the  duties  I  have  been  employed 
in,  since  my  consecration. — In  regard  to  the  visitation  of  the  Diocese,  little  has  yet 
been  done.  Various  circumstances,  of  a  cbiu-acter  perfectly  iniperalivc,  have  pre- 
vented a  more  cxtenbive  accomplijjimcnt  of  this  important  branch  of  Episcopal  duty. 


Qnefrtam  on  wbieh  ode  the  decision  of  the  General  Convention  as  to  the 
■cs^Bttien  of  my  predeonior  would  lie,  until  a  few  days  before  that  of  the  conaecra- 
fftn;  it  was  the  ISth  of  Novemixnr,  before  I  could  make  preparations  for  a  short 
fish  to  Ohiok     Mj  olgeet,  in  this,  was  not  a  ndtation  of  the  Churches.     The  late 
nets  of  tbe  season,  the  almost  impassable  condition  of  the  roads  and  the  necessity 
of  sooii  returning  to  my  family,  as  wcU  as  to  my  congregation,  with  whom  my  pas~ 
coral  rdadoa.adll  continue^  forbade  the  hope  of  doing  any  thing  more  than  aseer. 
Csta  tba  condition  and  wants  of  our  Coll^;  collect  information  by  which  to  deter- 
miBB  on  my  place  of  residence,  and  vistt  such  parishes  as,  in  the  prosecution  of  those 
olgeets^  sfaoold  come  within  oouTenieht  reach. 
Tht  BBMrval  between  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  and  the  commence- 
of  tho  Tisit  was  not  spent  without  adfantage  to  the  Diocese.     An  efibrt  wa* 
to  obtaaif  by  subscription  for  five  years,  the  salary  of  an  additional  Frofossor- 
4up  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  connected  with  Kenyon  CoDege;  under  the 
ezpeetatioB  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  the  Institution  would  be  enabled  to 
gDrtaia  the  Piofesaorhip  without  fiuther  aid.     By  the  cheerful  liberality  of  members 
of  tbe  congregations  of  Si.  Ann's  Church  Brooklyn,  and  St.  George's  New-Tork 
by  the  eor£al  contributions  of  some  of  St.  Stephens,  and  the  Church  of 
together  with  a  fow  subscriptions  from  Ohio,  the  required  sum  was  ob. 
tained:  and  on  the  foundation  thus  kid,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Muenscher  of  the  eastern 
Diocese,  has  been  appointed  to  the  Professorship  of  Sacred  Literature  and  is  expected 
at  the  beginning  of  the  next  term  (Nor.  1st.)  to  enter  upon  its  duties. 

Haring  assisted  and  preached  at  an  ordination  of  Deacons  in  the  City  of  New- 
Yatk,  by  Biabop  B.  T.   Onderdonk,  I  left  my  fomily  in  Brooklyn  on  tbe  ISth  of 
Ncnrenibcr,  and  set  out  for  this  Diocese.     1  preadied  once  at  Burlington  N.  J.  my 
lnlofiJ  birth  plant)    tiiicc  in  Philadelphia— «nd  twice  in  Baltimore.     Riding  night 
and  day,  I  fbond  myvlf  on  the  morning  of  the  24fth  in  Zanesrille,  a  town  which 
I  4mJ1  always  think  of  with  interest  As'  my  first  resting  place  in  Ohio,  and  where 
I  fint  had  an  opportunity  of  meeting  and  preaching  to  the  people  of  my  new  and 
most  inteicsting  charge. — Received  most  kindly  and  affectionately  to  the  house  of 
Mr.  Goddard.     I  passed  two  days  in  Zonesville,  with  every  reason  to  be  pleased  with 
tbe  e^t  nd  manner  with  which  I  was  treated.     On  Saturday  evening,  (the  day  of 
my  arrival,)  I  preached  in  St.  James*  Church,  and  [again  on  Sunday  morning  and 
afternoon,  administering  on  the  last  occasion  tbe  sacrament  of  Bi4>tism  to  an  infant. 
On  Sunday  night,  the  Episcopal  Church  being  found  too  small  for  the  attendance, 
and  that  of  the  Presbyterian  Congregation  having  been  kindly  offered,  1  preached 
in  it  my  fourth  sermon  in  Zanesville.     The  Church  there,  I  was  sorry  to  find  desti- 
tute of  a  Pastor,  and  in  a  depressed  and  desponding  condition.     An  effort  was  made 
with  the  vestry  and  the  congregation  to  revive  thcii^  exertions,  and  induce  them  as 
soon  ss  possible  to  obtain  a  permanent  minister.    Vhe  attempt  wss  not  in  .vain, 
though  I  regret  to  say  their  efforts  have  not  been  successful. 

On  Monday,  Nov.  26,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bausman,  who  bad  been  my 
attentive  and  most  serviceable  companion  all  the  way  firom  Baltimore,  I  rode  to 
Newark  on  the  way  to  Gambler.  The  weather  being  extremely  bod,  and  a  pros- 
pect appearing  of  being  able  to  do  something  toward  the  erection  of  a  Church  in  that 
place,  I  agreed  to  remain  there  two  nights  instead  of  one,  as  had  been  at  first  in- 
tmded.  The  churches  of  the  Methodist  and  Presbyterian  congregations  were  kindly 
cAered  for  the  use  of  the  Episcopalians  of  Newark.  I  preached  once  in  each,  and 
J^eid  a  meeting  «t  the  house  of  Mr.  Hailitt,  where  I  was  hospitably  lodged^  for  the 
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purpoM  of  trying  what  eouM  be  efibcted  towards  the  ereetion  of  a  Chinrh.  The 
meeting  was  small,  but  ^irited>  and  about  (1 100  were  subscribed.  The  sum  has 
since  been  increased  to  ^100.  A  spacious  lot  has  been  purchased;  and  nothing 
remains  but  a  small  measure  of  united  exertion  to  erect  an  impropriate  edifice  tot 
the  worship  of  God. 

Nov.  28. — Arrived  at  Gambler,  where  I  Remained  till  Dec.  4th:  inspecting  the 
condition  of  the  College.  During  this  time  I  held  a  private-meeting  of  such  stu- 
dents as  were  professors  of  religion,  for  the  purpose  of  prayer  and  exhortationr— 
pneached  thrice  in  the  College  Chapel  and  ordained  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Fitch,  Proteor 
of  Greek,  to  theorder  of  the  Priesthood. 

On  Sunday  night,  Dec  2nd,  preached  in  St  PauVs  Church,  Moimt  Vernon,^— a 
new  Churdi  recently  finished  at  the  cost  of  no  little  sacrifice  and  effort,  and  in  which 
m  congregation  is  fast  rising  to  such  a  measure  of  strength  as  it  is  hoped,  wiU  enabW 
them  befiire  long  to  support  the  ministry. — On  the  following  Tuesday,  left  Gamtner* 
accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sparrow,  and  Rev.  Mr.  McElroy,  and  rode  to  Berk- 
diire.  Preached  at  night  to  an  interesting  congregation  in  Grace  Chiurch,  then 
unfinished.  Next  day  arrived  at  Delaware  and  preached  at  night  in  Sl  Peter's 
Church.  I  was  particularly  pleased  with  the  appearance  of  the  congregations 
last  named.  United  under  the  care  of  the  same  Rector,  they  seemed  to  be  of  one 
character  and  to  exhibit  evidence  of  a  very  healthy,  spiritual  state.  I  have  seldom 
seen  a  more  animated  and  unanimous  participation  in  public  worship,  or  a  more 
earnest  attention  to  the  preaching  of  the  word.  May  they  grow  in  grace  and  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ! 

The  day  following,  rode  to  Worthington  and  preached  at  night  in  SL  John's 
Church,  a  new  and  l^>propriate  building,  then  unfinished.  The  congregation  was 
large  and  highly  interesting;  and  so  fiur  as  could'be  judged  from  so  short  an  oppor- 
tunity, afforded  a  promising  field  for  a  fiuthful  minister.  The  Church  was  then 
without  a  minister.  The  Rev.  Erastus  Burr,  recently  ordained  by  the  Bishop  of 
Kentucky,  and  received  into  this  Diocese,  by  letters  dimiasory  from  the  Diocese  of 
Tennessee,  has  since  been  called  to  be  its  minister;  and  is  now  officiating  in  that 
relation. 

Friday,  Dec,  7th— Rode  to  Columbus  and  remained  there  till  the  following 
Monday.  Met  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Kenyon  College:  preached  twice  In  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  once  in  a  small  edifice  used  by  the  Episcopal  congrega- 
tion, during  the  erection  of  a  new  and  handsome  Church,  tlien  considerably  advanced 
At  Columbus,  I  admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons,  the  Rev.  Alvah  Guion,  now  ofii. 
ciating  in  Piqua  and  its  vicinity. 

It  should  here  be  stated,  that  in  consequence  of  the  brief  notice  the  Chyrchcs 
had  received  of  my  intention  tft  visit  them,  confirmation  was  very  seldom  adminis- 
tered, t 

Dec  10.— Arrived  at  Circleville — was  welcomed  very  affectionately  by  a  small 
but  closely  united  congregation,  in  whose  condition  and  efforts,  I  was  deeply  inter- 
ested. No  Episcopal  Church  being  yet  erected,  I  preached  that^night  in  that  of  the 
Presbyterians.  After  service,  assembled  some  of  the  leading  members  of  the  con- 
gregation, with  the  hope  of  persuading  them  to  commence  the  building  of  a  (Church. 
An  encouraging  subscription  was  obtained  i  and  I  have  the  pleasure  of  stating  tliat 
an  appropriate  edifice  is  now  in  progress,  and  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  consecra- 
tion during  the  coming  summer.  Next  morning,  met  the  congregation  before  break- 
fast for  prayer  and  exhortation;  and  soon  afterwards  departed  for  Chillicothc,  where 
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I  anifcd  Smu  II.— Found  a  very  interestiiig  oongregatioii,  without  •  Church  and 
without  A  pattor,  and  taking  no  rcry  diligent  measures  for  either.  Preached  that 
tfCDtng  in  the  Methodist,  and  next  morning  in  the  Seceders*  Church,  in  the  latter  of 
vbicfa  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered.  Met  many  of  tlic  congregation  in  a  pri- 
fate  boiiae»  with  reference  to  the  necessity  of  instant  effort  towards  the  building  of 
a  Church.  The  subscription  list  wa%  considerably  increased :  a  handsome  and  spa- 
cious buildingnf  Gothic  architecture  has  been  sinco  commenced,  and  is  well  ad- 
fiDced;  wfaiie  a  call  has  been  made  the  Rev.  £.  W.  Peet  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia, 
to  ba  ha  Minister.  Mr.  Peet  has  accepted  the  invitation,  and  will  soon  begin  his 
work  aaVi  member  of  the  Diocese. 

From  ChilUeotbe^  I  proceeded  to  Portsmouth,  and  thenee,  without  stopping  long 

caooigfa  ibr  any  official  act,  to  Cincinnati.     Sunday,.  Dec.   16 Preached  twice 

10  Christ  Church,  and  onoe  in  St  Paul's.     In  the  former,  confirmed  fifteen  persons. 

On  the  following  Tuesday,  descended  the  river  to  Louisville,  on  a  visit  to  a  brother, 
residing  tberew  The  Bishop  of  Kentucky  being  on  a  visitation  at  that  place,  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  assisting  him  in  a  confirmation,  besides  preaching  twice  for  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Fm?,  and  baptising  four  children. 

In  eonsequenoe  of  unexpected  delay  in  the  steam-boat  which  conveyed  me  back  to 
Ctnctonati;  my  appointment  for  Sunday  in  that  city  were  frustrated.  On  Monday 
the  21th  of  Dee.  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Cincinnati,  and  confirmed  eleven  persons. 
Hke  following  day,  being  the  anniversary  of  the  Nativity  of  our  blessed  Lord,  I 
preached  in  Christ's  Church,  and  administered  the  communion  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per. 

From  Cindonati,  I  set  out  on  my  return  to  my  fiimily,  and  congregation  in 
Brooklyn;  and  on  the  way  up  the  Ohio  river,  stopped  at  Portsmouth,  preached  twice 
in  the  Prediyterian  Church,  (the  Episcopal  congregation  being  not  yet  provided 
with  a  place  of  worship  of  their  own)  and  at  the  second  service  confirmed  five  persons 
and  administered  the  communion.  Here  also  a  meeting  was  held  with  reference  to 
tbc  erection  of  a  Church,  and  an  encouraging  subscription  obtained.  Here  also  a 
Church  of  Gothic  order,  and  sufficient  dimensions,  is  in  progress,  and  it  is  supposed 
will  soon  be  completed.  On  my  way  homewards,  I  preached  twice  in  Philadelphia 
and  reached  my  beloved  flock  in  Brooklyn  Jan.  7tli,  1833. 

Having  seen  the  immense  importance  of  Kenyon   College,  particularly  of  the 
Theological  department  connected  with  it,  to  the  supply  of  Ministers  of  the  Gospel, 
for  the  sweDing  population  of  the  West,  and  especially  for  the  destitute,  and  multi- 
plying parishes  of  Ohio;  having  seen  also  the  great  necessities  of  that  institution, 
and  how  entirely  it  must  fail  of  accomplishing  its  great  purposes,  unless  means 
should  be  raised  to  erect  additional  buildings  for  students,  and  instructors,  I  consi- 
dered that  1  could  in  no  way  employ  the  time,  before  my  frroily  could  be  moved  to 
the  West,  so  advantageously  to  the  Diocese  as  in  aa  effort  to  raise  the  required  con- 
tributions*    Under  authority  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College,  I  under- 
took to  raise,  as  the  least  sum  that  would  answer  the  purpose,  $30,000,  in  two  an- 
nual pa3rments.     Bt'ginning  among  my  own  affectionate  people,  in  Brooklyn,  I 
proceeded  to  NewVork,  Boston,  Providence,   Norwich  Conn.,  and  New- London; 
then  to  Philadelphia,  and  Baltimore;  in  all  which  places,  the  object  was  entertained 
irith  the  greatest  kindness  and  interest,   by  various  religious  denominations,  as  one 
in  which  all  that  desire  the  advancement  of  useful  learning  and  pure  and  undcfiled 
religion  in  the  West,  should  feel  themselves  concerned.     It  was  delightful  to  sec  how 
sectarian  views  were  kept  out  of  sight,  by  Christians  of  different  names,  and  no-

thing  tfgirdid  tn  th«  application  but  as  it  waa  oonnected  with  the  glory  of  God  and 
tbf  promotion  of  hla  kingdom.  The  whole  amount  of  actual  •ubserlptions  from  the 
above  cities,aided  by  a  few  names  from  other  placet,  irrespeetiTe  of  promises  and  ez- 
pcetations,  and  inelusive  of  J 1000  from  P.  6.  Stuyresant  Esq.  of  New- York,  for 
the  library  (tlie  same  gentleman  haTing  previously  subscribed  $400  to  the  buildings) 
is  $SS^20.  It  is  due  to  the  great  kindness  and  confidence  of  my  friends  in  Brook- 
lyn and  the  city  of  New-Tork,  to  say  that  in  the  former,  $5547,  and  in  the  lat- 
ter $  13375;  of  the  whole  amount  were  subscribed.  The  whole  expence  incurred 
by  the  college  in  my  agency  in  this  work,  exclusive  of  a  bill  for  the  printing  of  an 
address  to  the  public,  which  has  not  been  received,  will  not  exceed  j70.  As  soon  as 
the  collections  shall  have  been  sufficiently  received,  a  minute  statement  of  all  the 
subscriptions  and  reoeipts  wiU  be  printed  and  a  copy  forwarded  to 'every  subscriber.  I 
have  been  thus  particular  on  this  topic,  because  there  is  nothing  in  which  the  Church 
in  Ohlo^  and  in  all  the  western  States  is  more  deeply  oonocmed  than  in  whatever 
rdates  to  the  efficiency  of  our  College;  especially,  its  bearing  upon  the  preparation 
of  ministers  of  the  Go^L 

In  addition  to  the  subscriptions  above  stated,  I  obtained  b^  authority  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  a  loan  of  $15000,  for  ten  years,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  a  num- 
Wr  of  miscellaneous  debts  contracted  during  the  past  transactions  of  tlie  coUege. 
Thb  was  effected,  chiefly  though  the  great  attention  and  the  affectionate  interest  of 
Samuel  Ward  Esq.  of  New- York. 

After  having  thus  far  completed  the  arduous  work  I  had  undertaken,  and  contract- 
ed a  new  debt  of  thankfulness  to  Him  without  whose  blessing  it  cotild  not  have 
prospered  and  without  whose  guidance  the  means  obtained  cannot  be  wisely  applied ;. 
I  took  leave,  with  my  fiimily,  (July  9th)  of  our  relatives,  and  the  congregation  of 
St.  Ann's  Brooklyn,  to  whom  our  a(K.>ctions  were  and  will  long  remain  most  indis- 
-  solubly  attached,  and  commenced  our  journey  for  Ohio.  On  the  following  Sund&y, 
preached  twice  in  Rochester,  and  once  the  next  day.  The  succeeding  Sunday  was 
passed  in  Cleaveland,  where  I  preached  twice.  The  congregation  in  that  flourishing 
town  has  lately  obtained  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Seth  Davis,  from  the  Diocese  of 
New- York,  and  is  rapidly  increaung  in  numbers;  and  I  trust  also  in  the  love  and 
fruth  of  Christ.  A  considerable  addition  has  since  been  made  to  the  size  and  ac- 
commodations of  the  Church. 

Wednesday,  July  24 — Arrived  at  GamUcr  and  took  up  my  residence  here,  having 
experienced  the  kind  care  of  Divine  Psovldence  over  my  family  and  self  during  a 
very  fiitiguing  and  trying  journey.  My  time,  since  my  arrival  here,  has  been  prin- 
cipally  devoted  to  such  changes  in  the  organization  and  discipline  of  the  College, 
as  would  naturally  be  required  after  its  having  been  so  long  without  a  head,  and 
almost  witliout  hope.  I  am  happy  to  state  that  I  found  its  internal  condition  more 
healthy  and  efficient  than  coul^easonably  be  expected  from  the  trying  circura  stan- 
ces it  had  bad  to  contend  with,  and  that  its  present  prospects  are  such  as  to  in^ire 
the  most  confident  belief  that,  with  the  divine  blessing,  it  will  soon  exert  a  most  salu- 
tary influefise  on  the  cause  of  sound  learning  and  enlightened  piety  in  the  West. 

I  have  preached  twice  in  Su  Paul's  Church,  Mount  Vernon,  and  several  times 
in  the  College  Chapel,  since  my  arrival  here.  On  the  17th  of  August  I  made  a 
visitation  to  the  parish  in  Newark  where  I  preached  twice,  baptized  three  children, 
eonfirmed  one  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  to  a  sick  person,  probably  near 
his  end,  some  seven  or  eight  communicants  participating.  From  Newark,  I  visited 
the  parish  at  GranvlUe^  and  there  being  no  Episcopal  Church,  preached  is  the  Free- 
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hjusimk    biptiwd  an  adult,  and  confirmed  tiro  persons.     August  94^  set  off  from* 
on  a  Tiiitation  to  Coshocton   and  Mill-Creek, — Preached  twice  in  St. 
L'a  (a  kg  Church)  at  MUl-Crcek,  ami  haptized  a  child.      Twice  also  in  the 
Court  House  of  Coshocton — next  day  preached  in  the  log-church  of  Perry — the  new 
ooo  being  not  yet  ready  for  use. 

Such  is  tbo  narratiire  of  my  official  acts  since  the  beginning  of  last  NoTcmber. — 
With  the  leave  of  Providence,  I  hope  to  visit  almost  all  the  parishes  of  the  Diooese 
bc&n  tiie  cold  weather  shall  have  commenced. 

Onr  prospaets  are  exceedingly  hopeful.  Brethren,  God  is  with  us.  Diligence 
and  fiudi  and  pimyer  on  our  part  have  every  thing  to  stimulate  and  encourage  them. 
One  evidence  of  what  the  Lord  is  doing  for  the  building  up  of  his  cause  among  us 
tM  seen  in  the  fad  that  no  less  than  twenty-two  churches  either  liave  been  lately 
bmtt  and  are  waiting  to  be  consecrated,  or  are  now  in  progress  towards  completion. 
But  we  are  not  without  affliction.  The  pestileAce  whidi  has  numbered  so  many 
victims  in  this  western  land  during  the  late  summer,  and  which  we  pray  may  not 
be  without  fruits  of  righteousness  to  our  country  and  our  churches,  has  taken  one  of 
ovr  little  bend  of  laborers  in  the  ministry.  The  Rev.  Samuel  Johnston,  one  of  the 
earliest  Episcopal  ministers  in  Ohio,  whose  name  is  assodated  with  the  most  trying 
ciiDCs  and  events  of  the  Church  in  the  West,  and  whose  simplicity  as  a  Christian, 
and  patienee  as  a  laborer,  and  benevolence  in  every  office  of  brotherly  kindness  and 
diarity,  coamended  him  to  all  hearts,  was  slain  by  the  Cholera  during  the  last  ^ing, 
aud  now  rests  firom  lus  labors,  having  died,  as  he  lived,  in  the  Lord. 
Other  changes  in  the  Diocese  are  as  follows: — 

Rev.  J.  T.  Wheat,  from  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Luke*a 
Church,  Marietta;  Rev.  Seth  Davis  from  Seneca  Falls,  New- York,  has  taken 
dtarge  of  Trinity  Church,  Cleavcland.  The  Rev.  R.  V.  Rogers  having  resigned 
the  Church  at  Worthington,  has  taken  St.  Philip's,  Cirdeville.  The  Rev.  J.  P. 
Bausman,  having  resigned  the  Church  at  Chill  icothe,  has  taken  St.  Paul's,  Norwalk. 
Rev.  Alvah  Guion  has  taken  the  parish  of  St.  James'  Piqua,  and  Trinity  Churdi, 
Troy.  Rev.  Dexter  Potter  has  taken  All  Saint's  Parish  Portsmouth,  in  place  of 
the  Rev.  Henry  Caswall,  who  has  left  the  Diocese  for  a  season  for  the  recovery  of 
his  health.  The  Rev.  Abraham  Bronson  from  Vermont,  in  the  employ  of  the  Ge- 
neral Missionary  Society,  has  entered  on  his  labors  in  Liverpool  and  Columbia.  The 
Bev.  £.  W.  Pcet,  from  Virginia,  has  accepted  an  invitation  to  St.  Paul's,  Chilli*' 
ootbe.  The  Rev.  Nathan  Stem,  and  the  Rev.  J.  P.  Robinson  have  received  letters 
dimissory,  the  formfr  to  Pennsylvania,  the  latter  to  New  York. 

'Die  following  persons  are  candidates  for  orders  in  this  Diocese:  Heman  Dyer, 
Alfred  BUke,  Anson  Clark,  Sherlock  A.  Bronson,  Richard  H.  Philips,  Abraham 
Edwards,  Henry  S.  Smith.  Four  more  names  are  expected  soon  to  be  added  to  the 
above. 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  announcing  that  at  the  late  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  Tennessee,  the  Rev.  James  H.  Otey  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Franklin,  Ten- 
nessee^ was  elected  Bishop  of  that  Diocese.  From  what  I  have  learned  of  this 
brother,  it  appears  that  the  Church  has  reason  to  rejoice  in  his  election.  May  the 
unction  of  tlie  Holy  One  abide  upon  him ! 

And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  having  completed  my  report,  I  exhort  you  to 
pursue  the  important  duties  which  have  brought  you  together,  in  the  spirit  of  your 
Master,  maintaining  the  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace.  Especially  let 
me  lay  upon  you  all,  the  solemn  and  affectionatei  njunction  tliat  as  much  as  posuble 
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jaa  will  endeavor  to  make  this  season  of  Contention,  a  season  also  of  prayer  and 
preaching  the  word.— StriTc  that  you  may  not  depart  hence  without  having  your 
hearts  icvived  in  the  lore  of  Christ  and  in  zeal  for  his  Gospel.  Pray  that,  m-heu 
you  separate,  it  may  be  with  a  new  spirit  and  a  new  determination,  whether  you  be 
in  the  ministry  or  oot  of  it,  to  devote  yourselves  and  your  means,  in  your  several 
parishes  to  the  building  up  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  the  gathering  in  of  im- 
mortal souls  to  the  fold  of  Christ 

On  motion  of  Rev.  E.  Allen,  Resolved^  That  any  Clergymen 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  who  may  be  present  from 
other  Dioceses,  be  invited  to  honorary  seats  in  this  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  E.  Allen,  Resolved^  That  this  Convention 
adjourn  on  every  day  during  its  sitting,  at  eleven  o'clock,  for  the 
purpose  of  attending  Divine  Service. 

On  motion.  Rev.  Mr,  Wing  and  Judge  Bailhache  were  ap- 
pointed a  Committee  to  bring  before  the  Convention  any  unfin- 
ished business  of  last  year. 

On  motion,  Mr.  Orin  Gilbert  and  Mr.  Frederick  Wolcott, 
del^atl^  £cpm  Stow,  were  granted  leave  of  absence. 
Conirention  adjourned  till  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.

Convention  met  according  to  adjournment 

The  Committee  on  imfinished  business  made  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  accepted. 

The  Conmiittee  on  Unfinished  Business  respectfully  beg  leave 
to  report,  That,  in  pursuance  of  the  ^uty  assigned  to  them,  they 
have  examined  the  Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  last  Annual 
Convention,  and  submit  the  following  extracts,  which,  in  their 
opinion,  comprise  all  the  subjects  to  which  the  attention  of  the 
present  Convention  appears  to  be  required,  viz: — 

"On  motion,  the  Committee  appointed  last  year  to  make  ar- 
rangemets  for  publishing  an  abtract  of  the  Journals,  having  re- 
ported, was  continued,  and  authorized  to  report  the  probable  ex- 
pense of  such  a  publication  at  the  next  Convention." 

"On  motion,  the  Committee  appointed  likewise  last  year,  to 
report  the  Constitution  of  a  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  w  idows 
and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen,  was  continued." 

Also,  the  following  resolutiou,  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch, 
and  ordered  to  lie  on  die  table,  >az: — 

^^Resolvedy  That  with  the  concurrence  of  tlie  next  Convention, 
the  last  clause  of  the  second  article  of  the  Constitution  of  tliis 
Diocese  be  so  altered  as  to  read,  'llie  Lay  Deputies  must  show 
that  they  have  been  duly  chosen  or  appointed  by  the  Congrega- 
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Gommittiee  likewise  report  the  following  Preamble  and 
ResolutianS)  offiied  by  Mr.  Chase,  wliich  were  agreed  to  by  die 
hst  Coapoitioii,  and  re£?rred  to  a  committee  of  three,  none  of 
the  members  of  which  are  present  at  this  Convention,  vii: — 

*^\lliereas  this  Convention  entertain  a  higii  sense  of  the  great 
and  onwearied  eflSnts  of  their  late  Bishop,  in  promoting  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  in  foumling  Kenyou  College; 
and  whereas  by  his  res^nation,  the  connection  between  him  and 
the  Diocese  is  finally  dissolved — 

"Therefore,  Resolved,  That  this  Convention  recommend  to 
the  seineral  Pkridies  and  the  individual  Episcopalians  of  this 
Diocese^  to  raise  by  private  subscription  a  sufficient  sum  to  pur* 

diase  an  annuity  of dollars,  on  tlie  lives  of  the  Rt  Rev. 

P.  Chase,  and  Mrs.  Chase,  and  die  Survivor  of  them,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  family  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  P.  Chase. 

*^Besolt€dy  Tliat  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  super- 
intend this  subscription,  receive  the  moneys,  and  appropriate 
them  to  die  purpose  designated  in  the  foregoing  resolution. 

A  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  tlie  General  Conven- 
tion was  read  and  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Preston  and  Judge  Prince. 

G.  W.  Doane,  del^ate  from  St  Philip's  Church,  Cirdeville, 
appeared  and  took  his  seat  in  the  Convention. 

PAROCHIAL.  REPORTS. 

CHRIST  CHURCH,  DAYTON. 

Rev.  Ethan  Allen 

Reports,  tliat  since  the  last  Convention,  he  has  Preaclied  in  his 
parish  97  times,  and  administered  the  Communion  3  times  pub- 
licly and  once  privately.  Eight  Communicants  have  been  added 
and  one  removed,  making  the  present  number  22.  He  has  at- 
tended 12  Funerals — 3  only  of  which  were  of  his  own  congrcgar 
tion,  and  those  of  childi-en.  He  has  Married  7  couples.  Baptized 
3  adults  and  9  children,  and  delivered  one  Address  before  the 
County  Bible  Societj'.  The  Sabbath  School  was  recommenced 
on  the  21st  of  July,  and  has  42  scliolai-s  and  6  teachers,  llie 
present  number  of  families — single  individuals  not  included — is 
upwards  of  60.  ITie  congregation  hjis  thus  iucreiised  during  the 
year  in  numbers,  and  it  ls  hoped  also  in  Christian  holiness.  Thus 
far  it  has  been  highly  favored  of  the  Lord,  in  being  preserved 
from  the  desolations  of  the  pestilence. — Numbers  mdeed  have 
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fteen  afflicted  in  its  progress,  but  only  oihe  death  has  occurred; 
and  that  of  a  child,  it  appears  however  to  have  been  sanctified  to 
the  awakening  of  some,  and  brii^ing  them  to  attend  to  the  things 
that  make  for  their  peace  with  God. 

The  Church  reported  at  the  last  Convention  as  building,  and 
as  then  ready  to  receive  the  roo^  has  been  finished,  and  was 
opened  for  service  on  the  15th  of  June.    Tlie  Rector  was  assist- 
ed on  that  occasion,  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  McElroy  and  Guion. — 
Six  services  were  successively  held,  and  were  well  attended,  ani- 
mated and  interesting.     He  will  state  for  matter  of  record  on  the 
Journal,  that  the  Church  is  of  brick — a  gothic  structure — 65  feet 
by  45.    It  lias  a  basement  mostly  above  ground,  in  which  is  a  ves- 
try used  by  the  Rector  for  his  study,  from  which  a  flight  of  stairs 
lead  up  into  the  chancel.     It  has  also  a  room  designed  for  Ladies' 
Society  meetmgs,  a  lecture  and  Sunday-school  room  45  feet  by 
20,  and  another  of  the  same  size  designed  for  a  fi*ee  school.     The 
front  of  the  edifice  is  divided  into  three  equal  parts  by  four  pilas- 
ters or  buttresses,  on  the  top  of  each  of  which  are  pinnacles. — 
The  twa  centre  ones  extend  to  tlie  top  of  the  tower  which  is 
about  60  feet  from  the  ground.     On  each  of  the  sides  are  four 
gothic  windows,  with  the  lancet  arch,  16  feet  high  and  4  in 
width — ^between  each  is  a  pilaster  4  feet  wide.     There  are  64 
pews  and  an  end  gallery  in  which  are  intended  14  pews  more  be- 
sides the  place  for  the  organ  and  the  choir.     The  chtmcel  and 
pulpit  have  been  very  tastefully  dressed  by  the  Ladies  of  the  Be- 
nevolent Society. — An  organ  has  been  procured  and  a  bell  is  now 
about  being  made.     More  pews  have  been  disposed  of  already 
than  it  was  anticipated  would  have  been  for  a  year  and  a  half  to 
come.     The  number  of  families  who  have  secured  seats  is  58,  and 
that  of  single  individuals  11.     Tlie  success  is  encouraging  and  so 
is  the  prospect     Blessed  be  God. 

Besides  tlie  above  services  reported,  he  has  also  to  state  that  he 
has  preached  at  Gambler  once;  at  Worthington  once ;  Colum- 
bus once;  Lebanon  twice;  Cincinnati  tluree  tunes;  Troy  6  times, 
and  administered  tlie  Communion  once;  at  Piqua  7  times  and 
administered  the  Communion  twice.  These  two  last  mentioned 
places  formerly  under  his  pastoral  care,  he  has  resigned  to  the 
charge  of  his  zealtas  and  efficient  successor  the  Rev.  A.  Guion. 
At  Yellow  Spring  he  has  preached  6  times  and  buried  one  infant. 
The  proprietor  having  removed  from  that  place,  the  Church  re- 
ported last  year  as  having  been  commenced,  has  for  the  present 
been  abandoned,  but  we  trust  only  for  tlie  present.  At  Mel- 
nove,  near  Lebanon,  he  has  officiatea  but  once,  and  that  was  on 
the  melancholy  occasion  of  tlie  funeral  of  the  late  proprietor, 
James  S.  Duval,  Esq.  who  died  of  the  cholera.     Tins  afflictive 

Pn)vidence  breaks  up  all  prospect  for  some  time  to  come  of  erect- 
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ing  a  place  of  p)iUic  worship  there.  In  consequence  of  necea- 
aaiy  attention  to  building  his  Church  in  Dayton,  his  senfio^ 
abroad  have  been  less  frequent  than  he  trusts  they  otherwise  would 
have  been.  Though  few  as  they  have  been,  they  have  cost  falm 
about  850  miles  travel.  In  conclusion  he  feels  himself  called 
upon  to  declare  that  frequent  opportunities  of  establishing  con- 
gr^tions  in  this  part  of  the  Diocese  are  lost  for  want  ol  addi- 
tional Ministers  of  the  Episcopal  Church. — May  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  sup|4y  them  in  his  own  good  time. — In  Him  is  our  only 
hope,  and  in  Him  would  we  trust

In  the*  midst  of  judgment  thebrLord  has  remembered  men^. 
Since  my  last  report  it  pleased  the  All-wise  Dispjenser  of  ev^ts 
twice  to  visit  the  city  in  which  our .  Church  is  siti^ted  with  the 
prevailing  pestilence.  On  the  first- occasion,  though  the  disease 
raged  wiut  peculiar  malignity,  not  a  single  communicant, — ^not  a 
r^ular  attendant  on  public  w<)h^hip,  sunk  under  it.  This  sum- 
mer two  of  the  former  have  fallen  before  the  destroyer,  both  how- 
ever so  feeble  in  general  health  as  to  render  them  very  liable  to 
almost  any  epidemic.  But  the  solemn  visitation,  we  have  reason 
to  believe,  has  been  much  blessed.  Deep  seriousness  was  mani- 
fested under  the  preaching  of  tlie  Gospel  and  other  means  of^ 
grace,  and  many  were  add^,  as  we  trust,  to  the  number  of  such 
as  shall  be  saved. 

This  increased  interest  in  religion,  has  given  a  new  impulse  to 
the  temporal  concerns  of  our  Church.  Much  in  the  way  of  pe- 
cuniary contribution  towards  the  erection  of  Churches  m  other 
parishes,  and  to  benevolent  objects  generally,  has  been  done.— 
And  recently  the  parishioners  of  Christ  Church  have  determined 
to  build  an  edifice  for  public  worship  in  a  m^re  eligible  situation 
than  that  occupied  by  them  at  present  They  accordingly  pro- 
cured a  lot,  and  are  now  enga^d  in  putting  up  an  edifice,  spa- 
cious, commodious  and  accessible  to  the  Episcopal  population. — 
Its  dimensions  are  in  length,  in  the  body  of  the  Diulding,  one 
hundred  and  four  feet,  and  in  breadth  sixty-seven  feet.  A  ter- 
race in  the  rear  extends  ten  feet  ten  inches  further.  The  order 
adopted  is  gothic,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  Church  will  be  ready 
for  service  some  time  next  spring.  That  He  who  has  all  hearts 
in  his  hands,  will  make  this  good  work  eminently  instrumental.

'•  himbus,  -  Newark,  tiiunbier,  Mount  Vernon,  Mansfield,  Ncw- 
Hann,  Norwalk,' Mil^n,  LS^dusky,  Cleveland,  Oingritt  ind  Me- 
ilJii:i.  At  almost  ever\  place  wliere  he  enjoyed  tlie  prt^lege  rf 
prucUimitig  the  glad  tiding  of  solvation^  he  was  much  gnitifii'^ 
at  witnesMu^  mftrked,  deep,  solemn,  attention.

Rev,  George  Denison^ 

Reports  to  the  Convention  lliat,  in  addition  to  his  daily  duties 
arising  from  his  connection  with  Kenyon  College,  he  has  preach- 
ed since  the  last  convention  sevenfy^eight  times,  attended  three 
Funerals  and  Baptized  two  children.  These  services  have  been 
principally  devoted  to  the  Churches  at  Gambler  and  Mount  Ver- 
non, tltouffi  the  writer  has  visited  in  the  course  of  the  year  seve- 
ral of  the  adjacent  counties.  During  the  year  he  has  also,  as 
occasion  offered,  advocated  the  temperance  cause — He  has  ad- 
dressed five  public  meetings  on  this  subject  and  been  the  means 
of  obtaining  some  eighty  additional  pledges  of  total  abstinence. 
In  this  he  rejoices,  and,  though  the  success  be  but  litde,  desires 
that,  while  the  need  of  action  in  this  cause  continues  as  great  as 
at  present,  in  no  coming  year  he  may  accomplish  less. 

Mr.  Denison  would  also  report  that  he  has  it  in  contemplation 
to  resign  his  professorship  at  the  ensuing  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees — and,  anticipating  the  reception  of  priest's  orders  on 
the  coming  Sabbath,  will  accept  one  of  the  several  invitations  he 
has  received  to  become  the  pastor  of  a  Church,  so  soon  as,  by 
inquiry  or  personal  intercourse,  lie  shall  become  satisfied  what  is 
the  will  of  nis  Master. 


TRINITY  CHURCH,  CLEVELAND. 

Rev,  Setii  Davis, 

Having  entered  upon  the  duties  of  this  parisli  on  the  1st  ^^un- 
day  of  June  last,  I  nave  not  yet  become  as  well  acquainted  with 
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the  condition  o£  the  congregation  as  could  be  wished  in  order  to 
enable  me  to  present  a  very'  accurate  report  of  the  same;  but  from 
the  increased  attention  to  tlie  services  and  institutions  of  our 
Church  here,  I  am  warranted  in  saying  that  both  the  temporal 
and  spiritual  condition  oi  this  parish  is  truly  encouraging. 

The  church  edifice  has  recently  been  enlarged  16  1-2  feet  in 
length,  making  an  addition  of  24  more  pews. — This  enlargement 
was  foimd  necessary  in  order  to  acconmiodate  all  who  prefer  the 
services  of  our  Church. 

The  number  of  Communicants  is  50;  Baptisms,  2  infants;  Bu- 
rials 4;  Sunday-school  Scholars  60;  Teachers  10,  A  Bible  Class 
has  recently  been  organized,  consisting  at  present  of  about  20 
members. — This  class  is  increasing  in  numbers  and  in  interest, 
and  we  have  reason  to  believe  tliat  many  connected  with  it  will 
be  led  to  search  the  scriptures  daily,  an^  will,  by  Divine  Grace, 
find  them  the  power  of  God  unto  the  salvation  of  the  soul. 


Rkv.  Chauncey  W.  Fitch 

lleporLs  that,  he  has  not  the  charge  of  a  parish,  but  during 
the  year  has  preached  at  Gambier,  Mount  Vernon,  Perry  and 
at  other  places  74  times.     He  has  Baptized  6  and  Buried  9. 

The  congregation  at  Perry  he  has  visited  once  a  month,  and 
administer^  the  holy  communion  twice.  The  aspect  of  the 
Church  there  is  growmg  in  interest.  He  also  administered  the 
communion  in  the  Church  at  Mill-Creek  when  two  were  added 
to  the  number  of  the  communicants.  At  Millwood  he  adminis- 
tered the  communion  to  a  small  number,  who,  together  with  their 
neighbors  of  other  denominations,  but  all  fi-iendly  to  the  Church, 
are  collecting  materials  for  the  erection  of  a  place  of  worship. 


ST.  LUKE'S  CHURCH,  GRANVILLE. 

There  arc  about  ten  families  wlio  have  a  preference  for  the 
Church  and  generally  attend  the  services.  The  number  of  Com- 
mumicants  6 ;  Baptisms  within  the  year  1  adult ;  Confirmations 
2.  Divine  service  has  generally  been  attended  once  on  each 
Lord's  day  by  Lay-reading  when  no  clergyman  was  present — 
Since  Christmas  Rev.  G.  Denison  of  Gambier  has  performed  di- 
viite  service  and  preached  here  one  Sunday,  and  Rev.  E.  Buit  of 
Worthington  two  Sundays  this  season. 

A  subscriptioif  towards  a  salary  for  a  clergyman  is  commenced 
with  a  prospect  of  raising  about  one  hundred  dollai*s.     It  is  be- 
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liered  that  Newark  and  other  parts  of  the  county  wiU  raise  about 
two  hundred  more.  It  is  our  request  that  the  Missionary  Society 
make  an  appropriation  for  the  balance  necessary  to  support  a 
clerOTman  m  the  county.  We  think  it  affords  an  inviting  field 
for  the  labors  of  one  possessing  a  good  d^ree  of  missionary  spirit 
Respectfully  submitted  by  your  Obd't  Serves.

ST.  MICHAEL'S  CHURCH,  UNIONVILLE. 

Rev.  Jobs  Hall 

Reports  to  the  Bisjiop,  that  he  occasionally  performs  service 
in  this  parish,  as  their  minister.  Tlie  congregation  being  small 
and  much  weakened  by  the  deatli  of  its  principal  patrons,  is  una- 
ble to  afford  much  pecuniary  support  to  a  minister,  but  are  anxious 
for  stated  clerical  services,  and  entertain  hopes  that  by  the  Divine 
blessing  their  prospects  may  brighten  and  that  the  Christian  or- 
dinances may  be  more  frequently  enjoyed  by  them  in  time  to 
come« 

He  has  officiated  also  statedly  in  the  Parish  of  St  Peter's 
Church,  Ashtabula,  since  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent  This  par- 
ish having  nearly  extricated  themselves  from  their  pecuniaty  em- 
barrassments, will  soon  be  able  it  is  hoped,  to  give  constant  sup- 
port to  a  minister.  This,  God  permitting,  they  are  determined 
to  do  very  soon. 

In  St  Micliael's,  Unionville,  there  are  Families  6 ;  Baptized 
adults  11;  Baptized  persons  of  all  ages  26;  Communicants,  (1 
added,  2  died) — 1.  Since  last  report.  Baptisms  of  infants,  2 ; 
Funerals  4. 

In  St  Peter^s  Church,  Ashtabula,  Families  52;  Baptized  adults 
Hi;  Baptized  persons  of  all  ages  260;  Communicants  (repelled 
2,  absent  5,  added  18) — 89.  Since  last  report,  Baptisms  (adults 
4,  infants  16) — ^20;  Marriages  6;  Funerals  3. 

In  St  Michael's  there  is  a  small  Sunday-schooL  In  St  Peter's 
there  is  a  Sunday-school  numbering  about  120  scholars,  a  large 
Bible  Class  and  a  Female  Sewing  Society,  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  extending  aid  to  missions,  charities  to  the  poor  and  of  procur- 
ing furniture  for  their  parish  Church,  all  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion. 

He  has  performed  services  not  included  in  any  contract,  as 
follows: — Divhie  service  35  times;  public  lectures  and  sermons 
35 — in   Ashtabula,  Unionville,  Painsville,  Chardon,  Shalersville 
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and  Dover,  chiefly  in  Ashtabula  and  Uniouville.  These  places, 
and  the  north-eastern  part  of  the  Diocese  generally,  form  an  ex- 
tensive field  for  missionary  exertion,  where  an'  abmidant  harvest 
might,  under  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  be  reaped, 
were  not  the  laborers  so  very  few. 


Rev.  N.  Lystsb, 

In  the  early  part  of  August,  1832,  I  accepted  the  temporary 
charge  of  Trimty  Church,  Cleveland.  Since  which  time  in 
Cleveland  and  other  places  I  have  preached.  134  times;  adminis- 
tered the  Lord's  Supper  13  times;  officiated  at  26  Baptisms,  10 
Marriages,  17  Burials,  and  26  other  services  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio,  besides  performing  dudes  at  23  several  periods  in  that  of 
Michigan. 

The  apparent  spiritual  advancement  of  our  congregation  at 
develano,  though  better  perhaps  than  should  be  expected  from 
my  planting  and  watering,  has  fallen  far  short  of  my  wishes  and 
my  prayers;  yet  the  general  appearance  of  a  growing  respect  for 
religion,  evinced  by  the  number  and  attentiveness  of  our  hearers, 
ana  still  more  by  the  enlarged  proportion  in  the  amount  of  our 
communicants,*  bids  me  hope  tnat  we  are  favorably  regarded  by 
His  eye  whose  quickemng  beams  alone  can  produce  a  true  in- 
crease. 

At  Brookljm  there  are  a  few  individuals  who,  I  trust,  are  truly 
XHous,  but  having  no  convenient  meedng-housc,  the  congregation 
IS  but  small. 

The  respectful  attention  with  which  I  was  listened  to  in  the 
jail,  the  gratitude  expressed  there  for  my  few  and  feeble  services, 
and  the  avidity  with  which  tracts  and  religious  papei's  were  re- 
ceived, have  caused  me  to  regret  that  I  did  not  sooner  conmieiice 
my  labors  among  a  class  so  advantageously  situated  for  opportu- 
nity of  reflection,  and  so  lamentably  precluded  irom  the  means 
of  Christian  privilege. 

Of  the  other  parishes  where  I  have  officiated  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio^  there  are  tnree  which  I  think  deserving  of  more  than  ordi- 
nary notice,  viz: — Chagrin,  Stow,  and  Batavia.  By  the  first  . 
named,  exertions  are  being  made  towards  erecting  a  church  edi- 
fice, and  an  invitation  has  been  actually  forwarded  to  a  clergyman 
in  Ireland.  The  same  two  particulars  may  be  affirmed  of  the 
Church  at  Stow,  in  the  organizing  of  which  I  assisted  on  the  30th 
of  ^ay,  1830 ;  its  members  have  seldom  enjoyed  die  ministra- 
tions of  a  clergyman,  but  Heaven  seems  to  have  prospered  their 
r^ularly  assembled  meetings,  die  congregation  has  become  a 

*  The  number  of  oommunicants  reported  for  May  16j  1832,  was  ^i— .that  for  the 
present  date  is  4^ 
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comparadyeljr  large  one^  and  witliin  the  last  year  I  Jiave  enjoyed 
in  their  sdiool-room  the  truly  delightful  privily  of  administer- 
ing the  Lord's  Supper  to  47  persons;  the  greater  number  of 
whom,  I  was  infinrmed,  were  Episcopalians.  The  situation  of 
the  BataTians.  as  respects  cleric^  services  and  lay-reading,  is 
scnnewluit  similar  to  the  above;  though  their  Church  is  erf*  older 
standing,  and  has  provided  itself  a  building. 

I  have  not  often  experienced  a  more  elevated  pleasure  than 
that  I  enjojred  durinsf  a  late  visit  among  those  children  of  the 
forest  Six  adults  ii%o,  I  trust,  had  ^^an  unction  from  the  Holy 
One,"  came  forward,  and  were  admitted  into  the  fold  of  Christ 
by  baptism ;  the  attention  during  services — ^the  regularity  of  re- 
sponses— ^were  such  as  I  do  not  remember  having  ever  witnessed 
b^Mre.  During  my  visits  and  walks  among  them,  I  could  ob* 
serve  much  zeal  combined  with  knowledge,  while  the  general 
character  of  the  neighborhood  for  industiy  and  good  morals, 
seemed  to  intimate  that  the  light  they  had  oeeu  letting  shine  bO" 
/are  men,  had  revealed  their  good  works,  and  promoted  their 
Father's  glory. 

ST.  PAUUS  CHURCH,  STEUBENVILLE. 

Rsy.  Intrepid  Mors£ 

Reports  to  the  Bishop : — Families  45;  Communicants  (remov- 
ed 4,  died  2,  added  10)— 65;  Baptisms  (infants  17,  adult  1)— U; 
Marrii^es  5;  Funerals  13;  Sunday-school  Scholars  70. 

The  Church  edifice  in  this  parish  is  nearly  completed  and  will 
be  ready  for  consecration  at  the  expected  Diocesan  visit  which  is 
earnestly  desired. 

ST.  JAMES'  CHURCH,  CROSS-CREEK. 

Families  50;  Communicants  (removed  6,  died  3,  added  9) — 94; 
Baptisms  (infants  9,  adult  1) — 10;  Marriages  2;  Funerals  4; 
Sunday-school  Scholars  and  Catechumens  30. 

This  Church  has  been  somewhat  diminished  by  removals  and 
the  separation  from  it  of  St.  John's  Church,  Springfield.  It  is 
however  apparently  increasing  in  that  holiness  and  faith  which  is 
better  than  numbers. 

Mr.  M.  has  performed  service  and  preached  in  other  places 
during  the  past  year  seventeen  times,  and  administered  the  holy 
communion  once;  has  Baptized  6  children  and  four  adults ;  Mar- 
ried one  couple,  and  attended  diree  funerals. 

In  conclusion,  he  humbly  trusts  tliat  the  set  time  is  come  for 
the  Lord  to  have  mercy  upon  our  western  Zion;  "y&r  His  ser-

Families  16;  Conununicants  added  2,  total  23;  Marriages  1; 
Sunday-school  Scholars  80;  Bible  Class  22. 

St  PauCSj  Radnor. — Families  12;  Communicants  12. 

Within  the  past  year  Grace  Church  have  plaistered  and  floored 
their  Church,  and  St.  Paul's  have  commenced  theirs,  and  diey 
hope  to  have  it  finished  before  next  convention.

Report  to  the  Bishop  that  we  have  had  preaching  in  our  Church 
during  the  past  year  once  in  four  weeks,  with  a  few  exceptions, 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wing;  the  Rev.  G.  Denison  has  supplied  his 
place  once  and  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch  twice,  who  administered  the  Ix)rd's 
Supper.  There  have  been  ten  Baptisms  (children.)  We  have 
also  had  Lay-reading  regularly.  We  have  a  Sabbath-school  in 
our  Church  consisting  of  near  forty  scholars;  our  school  was 
commenced  in  November  last  under  many  discoiu^aging  circum- 
stances and  continued  during  the  winter ;  we  have  reason  now  to 
think  it  bids  fair  for  usefulness. 


TRINITY  CHURCH,  COLUMBUS. 

Rev.  Wiluam  Preston 

Reports,  that  the  outward  prosperity  of  Trinity  Church,  Co- 
lumbus, has  been  moderately  progressive. — Its  prospects  indeed, 
in  this  point  of  view,  have  never  been  more  encouraging.  In 
relation  however  to  its  spiritual  interests,  both  minister  and  peo- 
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.  pie  have  reason  to  deplore  the  state  of  indiffsience  and  Inke- 
warmneas  prevailiiig  among  them. — ^Thcy  much  need  the  leviving 
and  quickening  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit 

Tbere  is  a  Female  Missicmary  Society  connected  with  this 
Church  containing  both  a  domestic  and  foreign  department — 
The  domestic  is  auxiliary  to  the  Diocesan  Socie^. 

Tbere  are  also  two  Sunday-schools;  one  for  white  children 
containing  more  than  a  hundred  pupils,  and  another  for  cokxed 
persons  numbering  about  sixty. 

The  present  number  of  G>nununicants  is  54;  Burials  IS;  Bap- 
tisms 18 ;  Marriages  9.  It  may  be  pnqper  to  remark  that  the 
above  menticmed  number  of  burials  and  marriages  has  not  taken 
place  exclusively  within  the  limits  of  the  Episcopal  society. — It 
mdades  all  of  those  which  the  minister  has  bee^i  invited  to  at- 
tend both  within  and  without  the  pale  of  the  society.

Communicants  25,  removed  2 — ^total  23.     I  liave  solemnized 
5  Funerals.    The  Rev.  Henry  Caswall  left  this  congregation  on 
May  last,  in  consequence  of  ill  health;  since  that  time  I  have 
officiated  r^ularly  in  the  parish.     We  wait  with  great  impa- 
tience a  second  visit  of  the  Bishop.     There  will  then  be  an  en- 
couraging accession  to  our  communion.    This  Church  now  stands 
up(Hi  a  more  sure  foundation.    The  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion have  erected  a  brick  house  of  worship,  of  the  gothic  anSii- 
tecture,  47  by  34  feet;  and  will  complete  it  some  time  in  the 
coiurse  oS  this  month.     We  have  a  Sabbath-school  in  connexion 
with  the  Presbyterians,  but  shall  sever' the  two  schools  as  soon  as 
the  new  church  is  completed. — All  this,  however,  with  that  love 
which  worketh  no  ill  to  its  neighbor.     In  addition  to  the  r^ular 
services  on  the  Sabbath,  I  have  religious  exercises  with  the  con- 
gregation on  Wednesday  evenings;  but  we  all  need  more  fiuth 
and  grace,  and  to  exercise  more  earnest  and  importunate  prayer. 
With  our  new  Church,  may  God  send  us  new  influences  of  his 
Spirit 


ST.  JAMES'  CHURCH,  PIQUA;  AND  TRINITY 

CHURCH,  TROY. 

Rev,  Alvah  Guion 
Reports  to  the  Bishop,  that  immediately  after  his  ordination 
at  Columbus  on  Sunday,  the  9th  day  of  December  last,  he  pro- 
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ceeded  to  Miami  count}'  and  commenced  his  duties  as  minister  of 
St  James'  Church,  Piqua,  and  Trinity  Church,  Troy.  The 
parish  of  St  James*,  which  has  been  a  long  time  without  a  minis- 
ter, has  been  much  benefited  by  the  monthly  visits  of  the  Rev. 
E.  Allen  of  Da)rton,  for  two  years  previous  to  my  taking  charge 
of  it;  and  to  Mr.  Allen's  persevering  efforts  under  God,  the  hi- 
de parish  of  Troy  owes  its  existence. 

Mr.  Guion  has  officiated  die  one  half  of  his  time  in  St  James' 
Cluirch,  Piqua,  where  he  would  humbly  and  with  the  devoutest 
thankfulness  to  the  Audior  of  all  good,  state,  that  his  labors  have 
evidendy  been  accompanied  with  a  divine  blessing. — Tlie  con- 
gregation has  greatly  increased  in  numbers  and  in  seriousness, 
and  as  they  have  become  better  acquainted  with  the  Church,  they 
have  the  more  fireely  and  heartily  engiged  in  our  truly  appropri- 
ate and  spiritual  form  of  worship.  To  the  praise  of  the  congre- 
gation, since  last  Convention  a  tower  12  feet  square  and  50  feet 
m  height  has  been  added  to  the  Church  edifice,  and  in  it  a  fine- 
toned  beU  has  been  hung,  which  was  obtained  dirough  the  influ- 
ence of  one  of  the  wardeni^  Mr.  Nicholas  Greenham,  as  a  present 
from  some  kind  friends  in  Liverpool,  England.  A  very  impor- 
tant improvement  has  been  made  around  the  pulpit;  by  shorten- 
ing the  pews  2  feet  a  commodious  chancel  and  reading  desk  have 

been  added.

The  Sunday-school,  which  is  auxiliary  to  the  General  Episco- 

Eal  Union,  is  m  a  fiourlshing  state.  A  Teachers'  Association  has 
itely  been  organized,  to  meet  monthly  for  prayer,  to  present  re- 
ports, and  to  transact  business.  A  Bible  Class  has  been  organ- 
ized which  meets  every  Tlmrsday  aftemooA,  the  exercises  of  wTiich 
are  opened  and  closed  with  reading,  smging  and  prayer.  The 
children  of  the  parish  are  catechiseid  every  other  Saturday.  A 
prayer  meeting  has  been  held  every  Sunday  morning,  and  of  late 
every  Thursday  evening  in  the  Church.  We  have  organized  a 
Prayer  Book  and  Tract  Society  auxiliary  to  the  Diocesan  Society, 
and  the  Ladies,  ever  ready  to  do  good,  have  organized  a  Sewing 
Society  for  benevolent  purposes.  The  services  of  the  Church  are 
r^ularly  pei  formed  and  a  sermon  read,  during  my  absence,  by 
lay-readers.  Communicants  (added  15,  removed  1) — 40 j  Fami- 
lies 28;  Baptisms,  2  adults;  Marriages  3;  Funerals  (none  of  the 
congregation)  3;  Sunday-school  Scholars  110,  Teachers  15.  A 
few  zealous  friends  of  our  Church,  residing  about  8  miles  north 
of  Piqua,  are  engaged  in  erecting  a  log  chapel,  which,  it  is  ex- 
pected will  be  completed  in  two  or  diree  months. 

The  one-fourth  of  his  time  has  been  devoted  to  die  congrega- 
tion of  Trinity  Church,  Troy,  where  he  has  been  compelled  to 
perform  service  in  the  court-house. — Great  praise  is  due  to  a  few 
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in  this  infiint  parish  for  their  spirited  exertions  in  rais- 
ing funds  for  the  erection  of  a  plain  neat  Church  edifice.  I  can- 
not withhnld  the  name  of  Dr.  Asa  Coleman  who  generously  pre- 
8KKted  the  Vestry  with  a  Church  lot  in  the  centre  of  tlie  town  and 
8ubsGTibe4  $100  towards  the  building.  The  comer-stone  of  this 
Church  was  laid  by  me  witli  religious  solemnity  <m  tlie  2dth  day 
of  July  last;  the  walls  are  now  rismg  and  will  soon  be  ready  to 
reoeiTe  the  tooL  It  will  be  a  neat  gothic  edifice  82  by  48  feet, 
with  a  basement  story  and  tower.  0>mmunicants  (added  2^  died 
2) — 8;  Families  10;  Bapdsms  3;  Mai-ri^e  1. 

Tlie  other  fourth  of  his  time  has  been  divided  between  Urbana, 
Sl  James'  ch^iel  and  Greenville,  At  Urbana  he  has  preached 
9  times ;  the  prospects  are  encouraging,  and  the  organization  of 
a  parish  is  contemplated.  Six  persons  nave  been  found  who  be-> 
Icmg  to  the  oonmiunion  of  our  Church:  they  manifested  much 
joy  on  receiving  a  visit  from  an  Episcopal  clergyman,  some  of 
wnorn  had  not  Been  thus  favored  since  tneir  settlement  here  II 
years  ago,  but  their  attachment  to  our  apostolic  Church  and 
scriptural  Liturgy  remains  firm. 

At  Greenville,  the  county  seat  of  Darke  county,  and  other 
parts  ct  the  county,  he  has  preached  1 1  times  and  Baptized  1 
adult.  Iliese  were  the  first  ser\'ices  ever  performed  in  tms  coun- 
ty by  an  Episcopal  clergyman. 

At  a  dwelling  house  near  St  James*  chapel  he  has  preached  5 
time^  and  in  omer  places  9  times.  He  has  also  preached  once 
in  Qirfet  and  3  times  in  St.  Paul's  Church  in  Cincinnati,  and 
<mce  in  Quist  Church,  Dayton  on  the  occasion  of  first  opening 
the  Churdi  for  worship,  and  baptized  one  child. 


ST.  PLILIFS  CHURCH,  CIRCLEVILLE. 

Ref.  R.  V.  Rogers, 

Has  pleasure  in  reporting  to  the  Bishop  tliat  he  entered  on  the 
pastoral  cure  of  the  rarish  Oi  St  Philip's,  Circleville,  on  Septem- 
ber 30th,  of  last  year,  and  that  since  that  period  the  far  greater 
proportion  of  his  time  has  been  devoted  to  that  place.  He  has, 
nowever,  been  permitted  to  visit  Zanesville  twice  and  preach 
twice;  Jefferson  twice;  Jackson  and  Pickaway  townships  once 
each  and  delivered  addresses  in  behalf  of  the  American  Bible 
Society;  Chillicothe  4  times,  where  he  administered  the  Lord's 
Supper  once,  and  admitted  4  to  tlie  communion ;  Kingston  once, 
being  the  first  time  tliat  an  Episcopal  clerjGf}Tnan  lias  preaclicd 
there.  There  are  a  few  members  of  our  Church  who  occasion- 
ally come  to  Circleville,  a  diStiUice  of  alx)ut  12  miles.     Ports- 
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mouth  once,  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  and  Baptized  one 
infant;  Cincinnati,  St  Paul's  Church,  twice — Chrisrs  Church 
once;  Wellsburg,  Va^  once;  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  twice;  Bloomfield 
8  times;  Williamsport  once;  Worthington  twice.  The  press  of 
duty  incident  "to  the  entering  on  a  charge  hitherto  destitute  of 
pastoral  oversight,  as  well  as  the  fact  of  his  having  travelled  be- 
tween five  and  six  weeks,  collecting  funds  in  aid  of  the  Church 
now  erecting,  will,  it  is  trusted,  be  a  sufficient  excuse  for  the  scan- 
ty portion  of  missionary  duty  in  other  places  performed  by  the 
minister  of  Cirdeville. 

The  present  condition  of  his  charge  is  this: — A  Sunday-school, 
consisting  of  about  SO  children,  which  was  organized  October 
last;  Junior  Bible  Class  consisting  of  the  youth  of  botli  sexes, 
from  the  ages  of  6  to  16,  which  commenced  with  12,  now  num- 
bers 30 ;  Adult  Bible  Class  and  lecture  combined  comprising  the 
members  of  our  Church  with  other  attendants;  a  school  for  the 
education  of  the  negro  population  has  commenced,  to  be  held 
twice  a  week,  with  the  hope  of  raising  that  oppressed  and  degra- 
ded portion  of  the  communi^  to  the  rank  of  men  and  Christians; 
a  Ladies'  Sewing  Society,  the  proceeds  of  whose  labors  are  de- 
voted to  the  interests  of  our  Church;  the  Supper  of  our  Lord 
and  Master  has  been  administered,  with  one  or  two  exceptions, 
monthly;  admissions  to  the  communion  7;  secessions  2;  total 
number  of  Communicants  24.  In  justice  to  the  Episcopal  Church 
it  ought  to  be  remarked  that  the  cause  of  tlie  aoove  mentioned 
secession  was  not  owing  to  any  objections  to  it,  but  to  the  fact 
that  having  left  the  Presb3rterians  tne  seceders  considered  it  their 
du^  again  to  return.  Baptisms,  4  infants;  Marriages  2:  Funerals 
4,  one  only  of  which  was  a  member  of  our  Church ;  a  prayer 
meeting  for  Sunday-school  teachers,  held  on  each  Lord's  day  pre- 
viously to  commencing  th^  duties  of  the  d^. 

It  may  be  grateful  to  the  feelings  of  our  Diocesan  to  know  that 
though  aestitute  of  a  building,  yet,  as  a  Church,  we  have  receiv- 
ed the  kind  attentions  of  our  Presbyterian  brethren  in  the  loan 
of  their  Church  on  all  occasions  when  needed. 

ST.  PAUL'S,  MEDINA;  AND  ST.  STEPHEN'S, 

GRAFTON. 

Rkv.  a.  Saxford 
Begs  leave  to  report  to  the  Bishop,  that  during  the  year  past 
his  labors  have  been  principally  confined  to  Medina  and  Granon, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  Sundays  which  have  been  spent  in 
other  places.  No  very  important  changes  have  taken  place  in 
the  condition  or  prospects  of  these  parishes  since  my  last  report. 
The  Parish  of  St.  Stephen's,  Grafton,  are  exerting  themselves  to 
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«rect«  Church,  the  corner-stone  of  which  was  laid  on  the  5th  of 
last  monthi  When  this  sliall  be  completed,  it  is  hoped  that  new 
inleiest  will  be  added  to  the  services  of  the  Church,  and  that  her 
bcMrders  will  be  enlarged. 

The  number  of  Families  belonging  to  St  Paiifs  Parish,  Me- 
dina, about  20;  Communicants  last  year  41,  removed  2,  added 
9 — present  number  48;  Baptisms,  adult  1,  children  6;  Marriages 
3;  Funeral  1 ;  Scholars  in  Sunday-school  about  46.  The  num- 
ber of  Families  belonging  to  St.  Stephen's,  Grafton,  about  10; 
Communicants  17;  Baptisms,  2  children;  Funerals  2. 

Besides  preaching  in  die  above  places,  I  have  spent  four  Sun- 
days in  Montville  and  preached  on  four  odier  occasions;  Bapdzed 
1  adult  and  3  children;  attended  2  Funerals  and  preached. — I 
have  spent  two  Sundays  in  Stow  and  Baptized  1  child;— -one  Sun- 
day in  Columbia  and  Bapdzed  3  children;  preached  twice  in 
Liverpool,  once  in  Brunswick,  once  in  Batavia;  attended  one 
Funeral  in  Guilford  and  preached;  solemnized  one  Marriage  at 
Windsor,  Ashtabula  county. 


ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  CHILLICOTHE. 

^         John  C.  Scott  Jr.,  Delegate, 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bausman,  after  having  officiated  in  this  parish 
for  upwards  of  six  years,  resigned  his  charge  of  it  in  September 
last.  During  Mr.  Bansman's  ministrations  among  us,  he  at  all 
times  manifested  the  deepest  solicitude  for  our  spiritual  welfare, 
and  in  a  kind  and  affectionate,  though  decisive  and  fearless  man- 
ner, endeavored  to  exhibit  to  our  view  the  true  light  as  it  is  in 
Christ  Jesus,  and  exliorted  us  to  walk  therein. 

The  number  of  Communicants  reported  to  the  last  Convention 
48;  died  2,  wididi*awn  1,  added  6, — present  number  51. 

In  the  absence  of  ministerial  services,  we  have  endeavored  to 
keep  our  congr^ation  together  by  social  prayer  meetings  held 
alternately  once  a  week  at  uie  houses  of  different  members:  which 
meetings,  we  have  reason  to  hope,  have  been  attended  with  the 
most  beneficial  effects  in  keeping  up  a  spirit  of  Christian  and 
brotherly  love.  A  Church  edifice  has  been  commenced  and  is 
now  in  a  considerable  state  of  forwardness,  75  by  50  feet,  with  a 
basement  story  under  the  whole  9  feet  high.  Under  the  blessing 
of  Providence  we  hope  to  have  it  completed  early  in  the  coming 
."^ring.  Our  Sunday-school,*  which  was  in  quite  a  flourishing 
state,  has  been  suspended  for  want  of  a  suitable  room  in  which 
to  hold  it;  we  hope  soon  however  to  be  able  to  occupy  the  base- 
nieni  storv  of  our  Church,  when  the  school  will  be  resumed. —

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bausman,  the  Committee  appoint- 
ed at  the  last  Convention  to  report  the  form  of  a  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  of  a  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Chil- 
dren of  deceased  Clergymen,  made  a  report,  which  was  accepted. 

Whereupon  it  was,  on  motion.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee 
of  three  be  appointed  to  petition  the  Legislature  for  an  act  of 
incorporation  ror  said  Society. 

Judge  Bailhache,  Mr.  P.  B.  Wilcox  and  Rev.  Mr.  Preston 
were  appointed  as  the  Committee. 

On  motion  having  been  made  by  Rev.  Erastus  Burr  and  car- 
ried, for  a  re-consideration  of  tlie  resolution  for  removing  tlie  next 
annual  Convention  to  Delaware,  it  was 
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Resolved^  That  tlie  next  Convention  be  held  in  Chillicothe  on 
Friday  next  succeeding,  &c. 

On  motion  of  B.  .M  Atherton,  Esq.  the  Committee  appointed 
at  the  last  Convention  for  raising  an  annuity  on  the  lives  of  the 
Rt.  Rev.  P.  Chase  and  Mrs.  Chase,  was  discharged. 

The  Treasurer  was  by  resolution  directed  to  publish  on  the 
pages  of  the  Journal  the  amount  paid  in  on  the  assessment  of 
eadi  parish. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  offered  by  Judge 
Prince: — 

Whereas  Bishop  Chase  in  his  address  to  the  Convention  of 
1831  recommended  die  formation  of  an  Education  Society  for 
Educating  indigent  Young  Men  in  preparing  for  the  Ministry  of 
our  Chuich,  and  whereas  the  committee  appointed  on  the  occa- 
sion have  never  reported;  therefore 

Resohedj  That  a  Committee  of  one  be  appointed  to  take  the 
matter  into  consideration  and  report  at  the  next  annual  Conven- 
tion. 

Rev.  Mr.  Eitch  was  appointed  as  the  Committee. 
On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch,  the  Bishop  was  added  to  the 
committee. 

The  resolution  offered  at  the  last  Convention  by  Rev.  Mr. 
•Fitch,  respecting  the  qualifications  of  Delegates  to  Convention 
•was  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  President  and  Secretary  were  appbinted  to  superintend 
the  publication  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

Chi  motion,  Judge  Bailhache  and  Rev.  Mr.  Preston  were  ap- 
pointed as  a  Committee  to  prepare  an  Abstract  of  the  Journals 
and  report  their  probable  expense  at  the  next  Convention. 

No  more  business  being  presented,  the  Bishop  in  a  brief  ad- 
dress, expressed  his  thankfulness  and  gratification  on  account  of 
the  harmony  and  brotherly  kindness  which  had  marked  all  the 
deliberations  of  the  Convention,  as  well  as  for  the  encouraging 
prospects  which  the  condition  of  the  Church  in  Ohio  presente<5 
concluding  with  earnest  and  affectionate  exhortations  to  all  the 
members  to  return  to  their  respective  paiishes  with  a  determina- 
tion to  devote  themselves  anew  to  the  promotion  of  the  kingdom 
of  God. 

The  Convention  then  united  in  singing  a  hymn  and  in  prayer, 
and  adjourned  sine  die.

CHILLICOTHE  September  bth,  1834.   \ 

9  o'clock,  A.  M.      ) 

At  this  time  and  place,  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  assembled  in  St  Paul'^ 
Chnrch. 

Present  of  the  Cleigy,  Rt  Rev.  Charles  P.  McDvaine,  D.  D. 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  President  of  the  Convention;  Rev. 
£tha9  Allen,  Rev.  Beni.  P.  Aydelott,  Rev.  Erastus  Burr,  Rev. 
Seth  Davis,  Rev.  Creo.  Denison,  Rev.  Alvah  Guion,  Rev.  Benj.

E.  Churcli,  who  may  be  in  the  city  of  Chillicothe  during  the  sit- 
tings of  this  Convention,  and  are  not  members  thereof,  be  admit* 
ted  to  its  sittings. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  E.  Allen,  it  was  Resolved^  That  a 
Committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  draw  up  rules  of  Order  for 
this  Convention — Rev.  Messrs.  Sparrow  and  Wing  were  ap- 
pointed said  Committee. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjounied  till  8  o'clock  P.  M., 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing  die  Bishop's  Charge  to  the  Clergy  of 
the  Diocese. 

Friday  3  o'clock  P.  ilt 

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjoummei^ 

On  motion  of  W.  K.  Bond,  it  was  Resolved,  Thai  the  Rt«  Keir* 
Bp.  Mcllvaine  be  requested  to  furnish  this  Convention,  for  pub* 
lication,  a  copy  of  the  Charge  delivered  by  him  this  inominff  to 
the  Clergy  oi  this  Diocese,  and  diat  1(KH)  copies  be  prixHed  for 
general  circulation. 

Mr.  David  Prince  appeared  and  took  his  seat  in  die  Conven- 
tion, as  delegate  from  Grace  Church,  Berkshire. 

TTie  Bishop  then  delivered  the  following 

ADDRESS: 

Dearly  beloved  Brethren. 

It  gives  me  the  highest  pleasure  to  he  permitted,  hy  the  good  Providence  of 
God,  a  second  time  to  meet  in  convention  the  representatives  of  tlie  churches  orer 
which  I  hare  been  called  to  preside.  And  it  is  a  subject  of  thankfulness  to  our  beav- 
cnly  Father  that  of  thow  who  were  in  the  ministrj'  of  this  Diocese,  when  we  wtve  last 
•  assembled,  though  pestilence  has  raged  in  several  of  their  parishes,  none  hare  been 
called  to  resign  their  stewardship.  The  time  however  must  be  near,  when  some 
must  give  account  thereof.  It  is  not  distant,  when  all  must  answer  fur  the  privile- 
ges, and  mercies,  and  messages,  committed  to  their  trust.  The  uncertainty  of  Uiat 
time  has  been  taught  us  impressively  in  the  recent  departure  of  a  brother,  who 
though  not  of  this  Diocese,  at  our  last  Convention,  was  expecting  the  pleasure  of 
uniting  with  us  ut  this,  and  of  being  ordained  to  the  second  order  of  the  ministry. 
I  speak  of  the  Itcv.  Samual  W.  SheldjMi,  late  Pastor  of  St.  I*eter*s  Church,  Ash- 


ubiilft ;  wlio  (fi^on  the  8d  of  Augutt,  ifter  a  few  dajs  illnesB.  Only  two  or  three 
oxMiths  aSnee,  he  presented  hb  deminory  letter  from  Pennsylrania,  and  was  receired 
into  ui^on  with  that  of  Ohio.  Time  enough,  however,  had  eUpaed,  since  he  enter- 
ed upon  hh  charge  at  Ashtabula,  to  enable  hb  people  to  feel  that  in  his  early  death, 
they  htve  loit  a  Pistor  iVom  whoae  fiiithfUness  they  had  reason  to  hope  fbr  very  pre- 
cious bcneitB.  But  Me  who  has  seen  fit  to  take  one  laborer  to  hb  rest,  can  send  an- 
other. Mxf  tbi  Lord  be  gracious  to  that  afflicted  church  hi  sancti^mg  their  be- 
rcafeneot  to  tfadr  growth  in  grace  and  aipplying  their  vacant  pulpit  with  a  <*  good 
steward  of  the  numifcld  grace  of  God.** 

1  praecedy  without  fbrther  preliminary,  to  a  statement  of  such  epboopal  serrices  as 
I  hive  been  peiuitoed  to  accomplish  since  the  last  convention. 

Hie  Sunday  momlDg  immediately  succeeding  the  rising  of  the  last  convention, 
eas  devoted  to  the  consecration  of  St  Paul's  Church,  Mount  Veroou ;  at  which 
KTviee  I  was  assisted  by  several  of  the  clergy  from  the  convention.  This  parish, 
from  tta  Ibrmation  to  the  present  time,  has  been  dependent  entirely  upon  officers  of 
KenyoQ  CoQege  Ibr  the  ministry  of  the  word ;  whose  gratuitous  labors  are  now  re- 
warded not  eoly  in  the  completion  of  a  commodious  and  sightly  edifice,  aud  the  ex- 
istenee  of  a  leapeeCaUe  and  growing  congregation,  with  encouraging  evidences  of  in- 
ereaatng  attcntkm  to  the  interests  of  the  soul ;  but  also  in  the  pleasing  circumstance 
that  the  Rev.  Ansoo  B.  Hard  of  the  diocese  of  Vermont,  has  eutered  on  the  pasto- 
ral AatfjB  of  the  parish  and  win  supply  it,  we  trust,  not  only  with  the  public  miniv 
tratioot  but  with,  what  fWmi  the  necessity  of  the  case,  it  has  never  yet  enjoyed,  a 
fidtfaful  pamchial  oversight. 

On  the  13di  of  Sept.  I  set  out  on  a  visitation  of  the  Northern  and   North  East- 
ern parti  of  the  Diocese.     Preached  that  night  at  Mansfield,  in  the  Presbyterian 
Cbuieh.     Next  day,  proceeded  to  Norwalk,  held  a  private  meeting  for  conversation 
ad  devotiaiiBl  exercisea,  that  evening,  and  the  next  day,  (Sunday,)  preached  three 
times  in  the  Court  House,  confirmed  three  persons,  adminbtered  the  Lord's  Supper, 
and  Blade  a  collection  of  $8,52,  for  the  diocesan  missionary  society.     At  that  time, 
a  drarch  edifice  of  sufficient  size  and  neat  appearance,  was  under  roof,  and  seemed 
t0  require  no  very  great  efibrt  on  the  part  of  the  parish,  to  prepare  it  for  use.     I  am 
to  kam  that  hardly  any  thing  has  since  been  done  to  it,  aud  that  the  congre- 
are  still  in  the  occupancy  of  the  Court  House.     Little  in  general,  can  be  ex- 
pectedi  beyond  the  mere  keeping  of  a  flock  together,  till  it  b  provided  with  a  place 
of  wonhipy  exclusively  appropriated,  and  in  some  good  degree  adapted,  to  the  purpo- 
aca  ai  ilB  worship  and  ministry.     The  parish  of  St.  Paul's,  Norwalk,  b  now  vacant 
ia  tonaiqmnce  of  the  removal  of  the  late  pastor,  the   Rev.  Mr.  Bausman,  (for 
some  yeeia  a  fiuthful,  beloved,  and  very  useful  Presbyter  of  Ohio,)  to  the  Diocese  of 
B£chisBO.     Public  worship  however,  has  been  conducted,  and  sermons  have  been 
vcr  iuee  Mr.  Bausman's  departure  by  Mr.  Eaton,  a  candidate  fur  orders,  who 
required  by  the  state  of  hb  health,  to  suspend  hb  studies  at  Gambler,  repaired 
CO  Norwalk  tu  that  purpose.     Monday,  Sept.  11th,  rode  to  Elyria,  and  preached  at 
niglit  in  a  school  house  used  by  the   Presbyterian  congregation  for  a  place  of  wor- 
aikip*     I  eould  not  learn  that  any  Episcopalians  resided  in  that  place.     Next  day, 
to  the  paririi  of  St.  Stephen's,  GrafWn,  and  preached  in  a  school  house  to  a  very  at- 
tentive coogregation;  after  which  three  persons  were  confirmed,  and  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per wm  administered.     In  the  evening  of  that  day,  a  meeting  of  the  parish  was  held 
at  a  private  hoaae  with  special  reference  to  the  church  edifice,  then  partially  erected. 
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There  seemed  to  be  a  spirit  of  affectionate  union,  and  self-denying  co-operation 
among  the  few  families  connected  with  that  parish  in  the  promotion  of  religion 
among  them,  and  particularly  iu  the  efibrt  to  accommodate,  as  well  as  possible,  the 
means  of  grace ;  with  which  I  was  rery  much  gratified.  How  few  deny  them- 
selves and  take  up  their  cros^  for  the  sake  of  being  able  to  do  the  more  for  the  king- 
dom of  God  !  How  much  more  do  we  all  need  of  the  mind  of  Him  *<  who,  when 
he  was  rich,  for  our  sakes  became  poor,  that  wc  through  his  poverty  might  be  rich  !** 

From  Grafton,  I  proceeded  to  Liverpool,  a  settlement  about  six  miles  from  the 
former,  which  in  connexion  with  another  called  Columbia,  had  recently  been  taken 
as  a  field  of  Missionary  labor,  by  the  Rev.  Abraham  Bronson,  under  the  patroni|^ 
of  the  General  Missionary  Society.  Here  I  preached  to  a  small  assembly  in  a  build 
ing,  such  as  Ihavc  become,  by  this  time,  well  accustomed  to,  a  little  school  house* 

From  Liverpool,  to  Madison,  where  I  arrived  in  the  aflernoon  of  Thursday,  the 
I9th.  Being  much  exliausted  with  work,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  my  compen<on 
throughout  the  visitation,  preached  in  the  Evening.  Tlie  following  morning  X  met 
the  congregation  of  Sl  Paul's  Medina,  in  the  Court  House,  their  usual  place  of 
worship ;  and  after  the  sermon,  administered  Confirmation  to  fourteen  persons.  In 
the  afternoon,  the  Bible  Society  of  the  County  having  met,  pursuant  to  its  previous 
arrangement,  I  complied  with  a  request  to  address  the  assembly.  Immediately  after 
which,  a  meeting  of  the  parish  was  held  at  my  request,  in  reference  to  a  better  ac- 
commodation of  the  means  of  grace.  A  church  ought  long  since,  and  might  long 
since,  have  been  built  in  Medina.  The  reason  given  for  not  having  erected  a  suita- 
ble place  of  worship,  is  not  any  doubt  of  tlie  ability  of  the  parishionenb  but  a  divia- 
ion  of  opinion  as  to  where  the  building  should  be  located.  This  unhappy  diflRnvnce^ 
which  has  so  paralysed  all  efforts  to  promote  the  revival  of  religion  am<mg  the  peo- 
ple, should  by  all  means  be  done  away,  whatever  sacrificeof  feeling  or  daim  raig^t 
be  required.  Tlie  prospect  of  a  church  edifice  being  soon  erected,  is,  (I  under- 
stand,) more  favorable  at  present,  than  when  I  was  there. 

The  day  following  the  services  at  Medina,  I  preached  at  Weymouth,  another  point 
in  the  same  parish,  in  the  morning ;  and  in  the  Methodist  Church,  at  Bmntwick,  at 
night:  Next  morning,  in  the  Methodist  Church  at  Strongsville,  and  reached  Cbavo- 
land  the  same  day.  The  evening  was  spent  in  the  examination  of  the  Rer.  8eth 
Davis,  Pastor  of  Trinity  Church,  Clcarchmd,  for  Priest's  Orders.  The  following 
day,  (Sunday,  Sept.  22,)  I  preached  twice,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bronaon  once, 
to  full  congregations.  Mr.  Davis  was  ordained  a  Presbyter — ^nineteen  persons  rati- 
fied the  vows  of  baptism  in  confinnation,  and  a  missionary  collection  was  made  of 
$25y  41.  The  next  day  was  given  to  rest,  except  that  I  preached  in  the  efcning. 
Tlie  congregation  as  well  as  the  church-edifice,  in  Clcaveland,  has  been  eonsiderably 
enlarged  since  the  incumbency  of  the  present  minister,  and  the  whole  tmptet  of  tiie 
parish  is  highly  encouraging.  Few  places  in  the  Diocese,  can  vie  with  Cleavland. 
in  its  claims  for  energetic  cflbrts  in  the  promotion  of  the  gospel.  I  trust  the  rising 
xcal  and  enterprise  of  our  brethren  there,  will  be  content  with  nothing  less  than  all 
they  can  do,  to  extend  the  means  of  grace  to  e\'ery  destitute  soul  within  thor  raech. 

Tuesday,  Sept.  2'kh,  to  Chagrin,  and  in  the  afternoon  preached  in  an  unflnfshed 
church,  under  the  control,  (I  believe,)  of  the  Methodists.     Baptized  four  children^ 
confirmed  foiu'  adults,  and  administered  the  Lord*s  Supper  to  a  few  communicants. 
The  organization  of  a  parish  exists  in  Cliagrin,  but  for  want  of  the  ministry,  there 
■eemed  but  little  more.     Only  two  of  the  X'cstry  were  present  at  the  above  serrices^ 


And  jet,  I  have  no  doubt  of  the  success  of  a  diligent  ministry  in  this  place.  There 
wM  at  the  time  of  raj  visit,  no  resident  Minister  of  any  name,  so  fin*  as  I  could 
lenm,  in  the  village,  and  no  bouse  set  apart  for  worship,  except  the  mere  shell  of  a 
bonding  in  which  I  officiated.  It  was  thought  by  those  of  the  Vestry,  whom  I 
Mw,  that  {150  could  be  raised  towards  the  support  of  a  minister  who  should  give 
them  one  third  of  his  time. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  above  date,  proceeded  to  Paines^iUe,  and  preached  the 
neit  day  in  the  Presbyterian  Church*  Here  also  is  the  organization  of  a  parish, 
which  only  needs  a  good  ministry  to  put  on  strength.  Though  the  number  of  per- 
ioos  calling  thamsclves  Episcopalians,  is  small,  it  is  believed  there  are  many  who 
woold  attend  upon  the  services  of  an  Episcopal  minister.  A  Lay- Reader  was  ap- 
pointed during  my  visit,  by  whom,  I  believe,  the  usual  duties  of  that  office 
have  been  since  performed. 

From  Faincs^ille,  on  Tliursday  26th,  to  Chardon,  where  is  a  parish,  supplied  by 
lay-reading,  in  a  very  diligent  and  consistent  manner.  The  Court  House  affiirded 
me  a  place  to  preach  in.  This  interesting  field  might  be  very  easily  associated,  for 
the  present,  with  that  of  Paincsville  and  Chagrin,  under  one  minister,  whose  resi- 
dence shoold  be  at  Painesvillc ;  and  I  have  no  question  that  a  truly  active  and  spir- 
itual laborer,  might  build  up  in  each,  a  flourishing  congregation.  About  {400,  it 
b  bdieved,  would  be  raised  by  the  parishes,  in  the  outset,  for  the  support  of  a  minis- 
ter. 

Friday,  Sept.  27.  From  Painesville  to  Unionville.  Here  a  parish  once  exist- 
ed ;  but  having  never  enjoyed  any  other  than  occasional  services,  it  was  at  that 
time  without  a  vestry,  and  without  a  single  male  communicant.  I  was  met  at  this 
place  by  tlie  Rev.  Mr.  Hall,  and  several  members  of  the  Church  in  Ashtabula,  and 
with  the  Mid  of  the  former  in  the  evening  service,  I  preached  in  a  place  of  wordiip, 
under  the  eontrol  (I  believe,)  of  the  Presbyterians ;  baptized  an  adult,  confirmed 
three,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  to  a  little  flock  of  apparently  devout  com- 
munieanta.  Unionville  has  since  received  the  stated  services  of  Mr.  Hall,  acting  as 
a  "Miaiinnary  in  that  vicinity,  under  the  general  Missionary  Society. 

Aoeompaoied  by  the  brethren  who  had  come  out  from  Ashtabula  to  meet  me, 
with  much  evidence  of  kind  attention,  I  reached  that  place  on  the  evening  of  Fri- 
day 87tb.  The  next  day  was  occupied  in  attending  to  certain  acts  of  parochial  dis- 
cipkioc^  OQ  the  part  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hall,  the  late  Pastor  of  St  Peter's  Church, 
Asbtabolat  of  which  the  parties  on  the  other  side  entered  a  complaint  The  pro- 
'w«*^»ty  of  Mr.  Hall  were  sustained.  In  the  evening,  I  met  the  congregation, 
and  addwawd  them  on  the  duty  and  modes  of  doing  good  among  themselves  and 
Id  their  vicinity.  Tlic  following  day,  (Sunday,)  I  preached  twice  to  very  crowded 
congregations,  administered  Confirmation  to  29  persons,  and  the  Lord's  Supper  to  a 
large  number  of  communicants.  A  missionary  collection  was  also  made  amounting 
to  $37.  I  was  much  pleased  with  the  order  and  apparent  spirit  of  devotion,  in  the 
cbuTclu  The  building  is  neat,  and  in  good  t.i5itc  and  repair.  A  second  parish  has 
recently  been  organized  in  the  town,  and  the  prospect  of  a  considerable  giowth  to 
the  church,  should  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Selden  be  soon  sup- 
plied with  an  efficient  successor,  is  encouraging. 

From^A&hubula,  Sept  30,  to  Rome.  Here  a  few  Episcopalians  reside,  without 
a  pari^  I  preached  in  a  School  House,  to  a  very  thronged  assembly.  Tliis  point 
iias  «>ioce  been  made  a  part  of  Mr.  HaH's  missionary  field  ;  and  if  a  minister  wero 
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aettled  in  some  neighboring  placoy  so  as  to  give  it  much  of  his  attention,  might  great- 
ly increue  in  interest. 

Thence  on  Tucsdaj)  Oct.  I,  to  Windsor,  where  a  new  church  was  consecrated, 
by  the  name  of  Christ*s   Church,  and  a  Urge  congregation,  for  that  neighborhood, 
attended  upon  the  ministry  of  the  word.     Candidates  for  confirmation  were  request- 
ed to  unite  with  those  of  the  adjoining  parish  of  Batavia«     The  condition  of  things 
at  Windsor  and  Batavia,  was  an  encouraging  evidence  of  how  much  a  people,  who 
ore  anxious  to  enjoy  the  public  means  of  grace,  and  cannot  obtain  a  Pastor,  may  do 
towards  promoting  religion,  and  preparing  the  way  for  the  ministry,  when  it  may  be 
had.     In  neither  of  these  places,  had  there  ever  been  any  more  than  an  occasional 
service  firom  a  passing  clerg)'man.     An  episcopal  minister  had  never  resided  neam* 
to  them,  than  Ashtabula,  which  is  more  than  30  miles  from  the  nearest  of  the  two. 
The  population  is  not  collected  into   villages,  but  scattered  far  and  wide.     Not- 
withstanding these  difficulties,  each   parish  lia<t  erected  and  completed,  a  neat  and 
commodious  church,  connected  with  whicli,  is  a  good  Sunday  School,  a  well  trained 
choir,  an  attentive  congregation,  at  home  in  all  parts  of  our  public  worship,  and  a 
communion,  in  which  are  many  evidences  of  intelligent  and  consistent  piety.     In 
both  of  these  parishes,  the  public  worship  and  instruction,  except  when  occasionally 
visited  by  a  clergyman,  had  been  by  lay-reading.     As  was  to  be  expected,  the  peo- 
ple were  exXreedingiy  anxious  for  some  one  to  preside  over  them  in  tlie  ministry^ 
from  whom  they  might  regularly  enjoy  the  sacraments,  as  well  as  the  preaching  of 
the  gospel.     Here  I  must  record  my  debt  of  ihankfulnesf  to  the  Jjord,  for  preser- 
ving me  from  bodily  injury,  when,  as  I  was  standing  by  the  church,  a  tall  tree  from 
the  edge  of  the  adjoining  wood,  was  prostrated  by  the  wind,  at  my  side. 

From  Windsor,  to  Batavia,  on  Wednesday  Oct.,  2,  and  immediately  after,  met 
the  congregation  at  morning  prayer,  and  preached.     Tlie  afternoon  was  employed  in 
examining  and  conversing  with  candidates  for  confirmation,  and  in  a  meeting  with 
tlie  vestry  and  communicants  for  instruction  in  their  respective  duties.     After  which 
the  congregation  met  for  a  night  service,  and  I  preached  again.     Next  moming  the 
new  church  was  consecrated  by  the  name  of  St.  James.     Fifteen  persons  received 
Confirmation  after  a  sermon  and  address  to  the  candidates.     An  hour  intervening 
between  the  services,  we  assembled  again,  vrhen  I  addressed  the  congregation  pre- 
paratory to  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  the  blessed  sacrament  was  administered  to  a 
large  number  of  communicants  collected  from   Batavia,  Painesville,  Windsor,  and 
Parkman.     The  day  following,  I  left   Batavia,  deeply  interested  in  the  two  vacant 
parishes  last  visited,  and  hoping  for  much  good  from  the  word  that  had  been  preach- 
ed and  the  ordinance  administered.     It  will  be  gratifying  to  you  fo  learn  that  in 
both  these  churches,  tliere  appeared  a  few  months  afterwards  a  very  interesting  work 
of  grace,  which  resulted  in  the  re\-ival  of  religion  in  the  hearts  of  many  communi- 
cants and  the  addition  of  several  to  the  commimion,  of  those  who  before  wore  liv- 
ing in  carelessness.     Tliis  happy  event  led  to  the  sending  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  a 
Deacon,  of  this  Diocese,  to  take  a  tcuiporary  charge,  as  IVIissionary,  of  the  parishes 
referred  to,  by  whom  I  addressed  to  them  a  Pastoral  Letter.     His  labors  there,  and 
in  neighboring  places  wore  highly  satisfactory,  until  ill  healtli  required  that  he  should 
leave  them  and  quit  preaching  for  a  time.     lie  has  been  since  called  to  the  parish  of 
Windsor  by  the  Vcitry,  and  expects  during  ilie  present  montli,  to  renew  his  work  in 
that  region.     Soon  after  he  first  went  there,  circumstances  occurred  both  in  Batavia 
and  Windsor,  which  called  for  the  aid  of  an  experienced  minister  for  tlic  exercise  of 
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discipline,  and  the  reforming  of  abuses,  which  had  long  been  existing.  The  Rer. 
Abraham  Bronson  was  requested,  as  one  of  the  nearest  and  eldest,  of  the  neighbcnr- 
ing  clergy,  to  visit  the  jmrishes,  and  aid  Mr.  Smith  for  a  few  days.  I  am  mudi  in- 
debted for  the  readines  with  which  he  complied  with  my  request,  and  the  faithful, 
ncss  with  which  the  trust  was  discharged.  From  his  report  to  me,  soon  after  his  re- 
turn, I  make  the  following  extracts.  "  The  parish  of  Windsor  as  well  as  BataTia, 
had  ciijoyed,**  (he  remarks,)  "ao  abundant  visitation  of  divine  grace;  from  extreme 
coldness  and  formality,  it  had  been  renewed  to  spiritual  life.  Old  professors  of  reli- 
gido  bad  been  renewed,  and  new  ones  brought  in.  The  younger  people  who  almott 
uxiivcrtally  firom  the  first  settlement,  had  grown  up  in  carelessness,  were  mott  of 
tbem,  apparently,  brought  to  repentance. — As  there  had  been  no  communion  at 
Windsor  for  six  or  seven  years,  and  hardly  any  discipline,  since  the  ofganixaiion  of 
the  church  in  1817,  many  tbings  needed  to  be  done  before  tlie  Lord's  supper  could 
be  administered.  We  labored  assiduously  to  reform  abuses,  and  reconcile  dl&ren- 
ccs,  and  with  so  much  success  that  thuugh  several  tilings  remained  unfinished,  we 
ventured  on  the  next  Wednesday  to  join  in  the  sacred  feast.  The  number  of  new 
coiiimunicanta  1  did  not  ascertain,  but  estimated  that  about  twenty  came  to  the  com- 
munion, and  some  waited  for  another  opportunity.'*  During  this  visit  of  Mr.  Bron- 
son, he  went  with  3Ir.  Smith  to  visit  the  neighboring  town  of  Bloomfield,  about  10 
miles  South-east  of  Windsor,  where  they  ofHciated  three  times,  and  reported  to  me 
that  tba  state  of  things  was  interesting.  Though  there  are  few  episcopalians  there 
ibey  were  aanired  that  a  suitable  clergyman  might  soon  raise  up  a  parish,  and  have  a 
home  of  worship. 

I  cannot  proceed  with  my  narrative,  without  calling  the  attention  of  my  brethren 
to  the  important  6elds  of  labor,  the  wants  of  which  I  have  stated  in  detail.  Begin- 
ning 30  miles  East  of  Cleaveland,  we  have  Chagrin,  Painesville,  Chardon,  Batavia, 
Windsor,  Bkxmifield  Rome,  Ashtabula  and  Unionville,  all  within  a  ciicle  of  less 
than  twenty  miles  radius — all  but  two,  containing  organized  parishes ;  three  contain- 
ing new  and  commodious  churches,  and  Mr.  Hall  tlie  only  clergymen  laboring  in 
any  of  them.  Mr.  Smith  as  I  have  stated,  will  go  to  Windsor.  May  the  Lord 
hate  pity  upon  others  to  which  no  one  goes,  and  send  a  true  servant  of  Christ,  to 
brak  to  tbem  the  bread  of  life. 

From  Batavia,  Oct.  4^  to  Parkman,  seven  miles,  where  I  preached  in  the  Acad- 
emy. There  without  a  parish  or  any  episcopalians  to  form  one,  a  good  lay-brother 
bMimCained  public  worsliip,  in  the  want  of  a  minister  of  any  denomination,  by  first 
seCtiBg  up  an  altar  in  his  own  house,  where  he  read  the  service  of  the  church  and  a 
sennoo,  and  afterwards,  as  his  neighbors  came  in  and  took  interest  in  his  humble  and 
consistent  efforts,  officiating  in  the  same  way  in  the  academy.  How  much  good 
might  be  done  in  destitute  places,  where  onlv  one  pious,  judicious  layman  can  be 
fiwnd,  capable  of  reading  to  the  edifying  of  others,  if  he  would  only  imitate  this  ex- 
ample; and  what  a  blessing  it  is  that  our  liturgy  alTurds  such  laborers  such  ready 
and  unexceptionable  means  of  promoting  the  knowledge  and  worship  of  God  where 
the  ministry  cannot  be  obtained. 

From  Parkman,  same  day  towards  Ujardman.  On  tlio  way,  stopped  fur  the 
iiigbty  at  Warren,  and  preached  in  the  Presbyterian  Chuich,  and  the  following  day 
reached  Boardman.  Rested  till  the  nuxt,  (Sunday,)  when  I  preached  three  times 
in  St.  James'  Church — administered  Confiriiiatioii  to  eight  persons,  and  made  a  mis- 
'ionary  collection  of  jIG^b;^.     I  am  liappy  to  say,  that  since  my  visit  to  Boardman, 
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were  confirmed.  Besides  the  effort  accessary  to  what  l»as  been  done  in  I>ayton, 
much  misionarj  duty  in  the  surrounding  region,  has  devolved  on  Mr.  AUeiif  in 
which  he  has  labored  diligently. 

From  Dayton  to  Hamilton,  Monday  Nov.  18.  Here  a  parish  had  once  existed, 
hut  for  want  of  ministerial  aid,  had  died,  and  little  was  known  of  it  when  I  visited 
the  place.  I  preached  in  the  Methodist  Church,  and  saw  enough  to  convince  me_ 
that  a  parish  should  be  founded  again.  Mr.  Allen  of  Dayton  has  recently  Tisited 
tlie  place,  and  organized  a  parish,  under  encouraging  circuoutances.  A  clergyman 
settled  at  Hamilton,  might  build  up  congregatioas  in  two  or  three  places,  at  no  incon. 
venient  distance.  Much  aid  might  be  extended  to  that  neighborhood  by  occasion- 
al visits  from  the  clergy  of  CinclnnatL 

Nov.  19.  Reached  Cincinnati,  where  I  remained  till  the  26t}i — but  being 
much  unwell,  was  able  to  attempt  but  little  bbor,  and  to  perform  satis&ctorily  tu 
myself,  much  less.  The  night  after  my  arrival,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
then  without  a  Pastor,  to  a  crowded  congregation.  On  Saturday  Evening,  met  and 
oddrctsed  the  communicants  of  Christ's  Church.  Next  morning,  preached  in  St. 
Paul's;  administered  the  communion,  and  made  a  missionary  cohection  of  $32,  to 
which,  a  gentleman  of  Christ's  Church  not  present,  afterwards  added  $20.  In  con-> 
sequence  of  the  condition  of  the  church  laiit  named,  and  the  inadequate  size  of  the 
other,  it  was  thought  expedient  to  accept  the  kind  oiTcr  of  the  Presbyterian  cliurchcs 
under  Dr.  Beecher  and  Dr.  Wilson,  for  afternoon  and  night  service  but  ill-health 
preventing  mc  from  preaching  more  than  once  that  day,  I  addressed  a  large  audi- 
ence in  the  church  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Beecher.  A  very  large  and  noble  edifice 
was  then  considerably  advanced  for  Mr.  Aydelott's  congregation,  which  when  ecmi- 
pleted,  will  be  exceeded  in  point  of  appearance  and  accommodation,  by  few,  if  any 
churches  in  the  United  States.  May  its  best  adorning  be  that  of  the  precious  firults 
of  the  Spirit  in  holiness  of  heart  and  fervent  devotion  to  Christ !  I  am  h^py  to 
say  that  the  congregation  of  St.  Pauri,  so  long  destitute,  have  at  length  obtuncd  a 
Pastor.  l*he  Rev.  Mr.  Haight,  recently  of  the  city  of  New  York,  has  entered  OQ 
his  work  among  them,  and  1  trust  will  prove  a  rich  blessing,  through  the  grace  of 
God  abiding  on  him. 

From  Cincinnati,  to  Portsmouth,  where  I  arrived  in  the  night  ol  Nov.  27.  The 
iullowiog  day,  consecrated  the  new  Church  in  that  place,  by  the  name  of  AU  Seiots, 
coafirmed  six,  administered  the  communion,  and  preached  twice.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Potter  was  then  in  charge  of  the  parish,  but  soon  after  relinquished  it  and  moved  to 
Louisville,  Kentucky.  It  has  ever  since  been  vacant,  but  ver}'  desirous  of  obUiniDg 
a  Pastor. 

Thence  to  Marietta,  on  Saturday  night,  Nov.  30th.  Tlie  congregation  in  this 
place  being  without  a  church,  though  they  had  ad\'anced  amsiderably  in  the  cfection 
of  one,  I  preached  once,  on  Sunday,  Dec  l,in  the  Library  Room,  their  usual  place  of 
worship,  and  twice  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Seven  persons  were  confirmed  in  the 
morning.  The  next  day  was  given  to  the  visiting  of  the  families,  and  the  evening  to 
a  meeting  with  many  in  a  private  hou^,  for  prayer  and  familiar  exposition  of  Scrip- 
ture. A  new  church,  in  very  {ro«d  taste,  was  nearly  ready  to  be  covered,  and  is  ex- 
pected to  Iw  ready  for  consecration  thi^  fall. 

From  Marietta,  I  set  out  on  the  3il  of  Dec.  for  Steubenville — stopi>ed  with  the 
steamb(»at,  and  preached  at  Wheeling,  Arrived  at  Steubenville  on  Friday  Dec  6. 
Preached  that  night  in  the  new  Church-^nosi  morning  met  and  addressed  the  Ves- 
try, then  had  the  candidates  for  confirmation  a:>>enih]ed  for  exliortation  and  prayer- 
after  which  the  congregation  came  together — the  Rev,  Mr.  Armstrong  of  Wheel- 
ing, preached,  and  22  [lersons  weic  confirmed.     The  next  day,  (Sunday,)  consccra. 
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ted  the  church,  by  the  nimo  of  St.  PauFs  Church — preached  twice;  once  by  par- 
ticnhr  invitation,  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  ;  administered  the  Lord's  Supper,  and 
made  a  misuonary  oolleaion  of  $27,50.  The  new  Church  in  Stenbenvillc  is  one  of 
mneh  intercft,  not  only  on  account  of  the  commodiousness,  and  excellent  appearanoe 
of  the  building,  and  the  kindness  and  growing  christian  spirit  of  those  who  worship 
tbcre^  but  particularly,  as  it  presents  a  striking  evidence,  of  how  much  the  untiring, 
uopreCcnding  efforts  of  the  female  members  of  Christ's  flock,  may  accomplish  for 
ihc  building  up  of  his  kingdom. 

Next  day  visited  Sl  John's  parish,  Springfield,  where  is  an  unfinished  church, 
then  unfit  for  use  on  account  of  the  cold.  Preached  twice.  The  day  following,  via- 
ilod  St  James',  Cross  Creek,  preached  in  what  I  believe  is  the  oldest  episcopal  church 
la  the  Diocese ;  confirmed  seven  persons,  and  was  much  interested  in  the  simplicity 
ind  plainness,  united  with  the  intelligence  and  devotion  of  the  people.  From  the 
communion  alms  of  this  parish,  Mr.  Morse  presented  $5  to  the  Missionary  collec- 
tion. Next  day  returned  at  hr  as  Wheeling  and  preached  the  day  following  Dec. 
12-.viated  the  vacant  church  of  St.  Thomas  at  St.  Clairsvillc,  preached  twice  a»> 
lemblfid  the  Vestry — baptized  an  adult  and  four  children.  Next  day  visited  the  va- 
cant  pariah  of  Sl  Pinters,  Morristown,  where  is  an  unfinished  church  unfit  for  use. 
Pmched  io  the  Presbyterian  Church  to  a  small  congregation.  It  is  very  desirable 
that  a  minister  should  take  this  parish  and  that  of  St.  Chiirsville,  as  soon  as  possiblew 
Tbey  could  now  raise,  and  have  promised,  about  one  half  of  what  would  be  necessary 
to  the  npport  of  a  small  and  frugal  fiimily.  It  must  be  a  missionary  station.  If  tlie  la- 
borer en  be  obtained.  On  Saturday  Dec  14—rcached  Zanesville  on  ray  way 
home  '  preached  twice  next  day — administered  the  communion  and  received  in  almi 
for  the  BfiMOuary  Society,  $6,6:}.

The  congregation  can  grow 
in  diat  place,  no  more,  till  it  is  done.  Preaehed  there  twice— and  in  Trinity  parish, 
Newark,  on  my  return  home.

Mardi  IV— visited  the  parish  of  St.  James'  at  Rocky  Fork — preached  and  confirm* 

Next  day,  (Sunday,)  visited  Trinity  parish,  Newark,  preached  twice,  bapti- 

adult,  and  confirmed  eleven.     Here  there  has  taken  place,  a  very  encouraging 

iocRHe  of  the  spirit  of  true  godliness,  and  all  the  prospect  of  the  parish  has  greatly 

improted.     A  church  edifice  of  a  substantial  kind,  and  in  good  taste,  is  considerably 

advanced,  and  our  hope  is  strong,  that  under  tlic  present  diligent  and  faithful  Pastor, 

as|riritaal  churdi  of  much  strength  and  usefulness,  will  be  built  up. 

If  ere  it  is  my  duty  to  report,  that  in  consequence  of  the  urgent  solicitations  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Michigan,  and  the  absolute  necessity  laid  on 
ine  by  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  I  consented  to  perform  episcopal  duty  in  Mich- 
t^n,  and  in  the  month  of  April  and  a  part  of  May,  was  engaged  in  visiting  the  par- 
ishes thereb.     By  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention   of  the  Diocese,  which  set 
during  the  visitation,  the  full  charge  of  the   Diocese  trns  placed   in  my  hands,  as  its 
SIsbop,  until  such  time  as  its  circumstance's  will  warrant  the  election  of  a  Bishop  ex- 
clusively fiir  itself.     Full  of  duty  and  burdened  above  measure,  as  I  seemed  to  be, 
with  the  associate  cares  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  and  of  itn  llioological  Seminary  and 
College,  I  could  not  see  that  it  would  be  right  for  me  to  decline  this  additional  re- 
«pofMibi1ity.      Had  I  refuH'd,  where  could  they  have  applied  without  meeting  at  Icatt 
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a<i  much  reason  for  refusal,  as  with  me.     I  trust  that  in  acceding  to  this  new  call 
upon  my  time  and  strength  I  have  the  hearty  approbation  of  all  the  churches  in  Ohio» 
as  well  as  of  my  own  conscience  in  the  sight  of  God.     We  must  be  not  only  for 
Ohio,  but  for  the  West  and  the  world. 

On  my  return  from  ^Iichi;^n  I  preached  in  the  church  at  Maiden,  U.  Canada, 
and  in  Trinity  Church,  CleaTcland,  where  by  appointment,  a  gentleman  of  Paioes- 
ville,  30  miles  distant,  met  me  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  conftrmation. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  Si)ring,  and  nearly  all  of  the  Summer,  I  have  been 
so  far  disabled  irom  public  duty,  by  repeated  attacks  of  sickness,  as  to  be  capable  of 
little  else  than  uccasional  preaching,  on  Sundays,  in  the  chapel  a(  Gambier.  As  aoon 
as  I  could  venture  to  leave  home,  1  visited  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Perry ;  oonaecnu 
ted  the  new  church  recently  finished  in  tl)at  parish,  and  preached  twice. 

August  28th — on  my  way  to  the  Convention,  I  visited  St.  John's,  Worthington 
— spent  two  days  there,  during  which  time  I  preached  thrice,  and  the  Uev.  Mr.  Sud- 
dards  twice ;  eleven  were  confirmed ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burr,  Minister  of  the  parisli, 
was  ordained  to  the  order  of  Priests.  The  Sunday  School  was  assembled  and  ad- 
dressed, and  a  meeting  was  obtained  of  the  Vestry  and  several  leading  members  of 
the  congregation.  The  prospect  of  a  spiritual  increase  in  Worthington  is  encourag* 
ing.  llie  new  church  is  still  too  unfinislied  to  be  consecrated.  I  trust  it  will  not 
long  remain  so. 

Aug.  30 — to  Columbus.  Tn  the  afternoon  aflcr  a  discourse  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Sparrow,  the  new  Church  recently  erected  and  now  with  little  exception  completed^ 
and  in  such  manner  as  to  afford  not  only  the  best  accommodation  to  the  people  and 
the  preacher,  but  a  very  tasteful  ornament  to  the  town,  was  consecrated  bj  the 
name  of  Trinity  Church.  1  preached  that  night  and  twice  the  following  day,  be^ 
sides  addressing  a  flourishing  Sunday  School  attached  to  the  church,  meeting  the 
candidates  fur  confirmation,  addressing  and  praying  with  them  and  adminis- 
tering confirmation,  at\er  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Suddards,  to  eleven  per- 
sons. A  missionary  collection  of  $19  was  also  made.  The  history  of  the  chnich 
in  Columbus,  from  its  feeble  origin  to  its  present  prosperous  conditioni  shoold 
greatly  encourage  its  pastor.  It  is  a  city  set  on  a  hill,  and  I  trust  will  ever 
be  more  and  more,  a  habitation  of  holiness. 

Monday  Sept.  1st.  to  Lancaster,  where  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rogen  of  Circle- 
ville,  under  the  general  Missionary  Society,  has  officiated  once  a  month. 
Preached  at  night  in  a  Methodist  Church,  and  took  some  incipient  steps  towirds 
the  formation  of  a  parish.  Next  morning  met  a  few  persons  for  prayer  and  ex- 
position of  Scripture,  in  a  private  house.  The  opportunity  for  rearing  a  oongreu 
gation  quite  favorable. 

Tuesday,  Sept  2,  to  Circlcville — preached  that  night;  and  the  day  follow- 
ing, addrensed  the  Sabbath  School,  preached  twice,  inHtituted  the  Rev.  R.  Ro- 
gers intothn  Rectorship  of  St.  Philip's  Church — consecrated  the  new  churchy 
and  a<lministerod  ronfirmation  to  ton. 

The  last  lime  1  was  at  Circlcville.  there  was  scarcely  a  thought  of  ventiirin|^ 
the  attempt  to  build  a  churcli.  Few  supposed  it  possible.  There  is  now  conse- 
rrated  a  very  noat  and  appropriate  edifice  of  sufficient  size,  uncommonly  well 
fiuiBhod  and  rurni.shed,  with  a  basement  for  schools  and  lectures;  and  I  am  hap- 
py to  say  tliat  truo  piety  seems  to  have  taken  deep  root,  and  to  be  growing  well 
in  the  congre {ration.  I  have  liad  great  pleasure  in  beholding  the  spirit  of  Chrii- 
tian  fellowship  and  love  which  prevails  among  that  flock. 

Thursday,  Sept.  4th,  to  Chilicothe.  Here  aa  you  have  witnessed,  this  spa- 
cious and  excellent  edifice,  combining  so  many  desirable  qualities  of  a  place  of 
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worahip  and  inttniction,  has  been  this  morning  coniecrated  to  the  wonhip  of 
God.  The  part  which  a  circle  of  ladies  have  taken  and  eustained  in  the  expence 
uf  it*  erection  and  ftimiture,  should  be  remembered  by  way  of  example  and  in- 
citement to  others.  Seventeen  hundred  dollars  they  have  raised  by  their  labore, 
and  eontriboted  to  this  building,  its  drapery,  furniture,  and  organ.  The  visita- 
tion in  this  parish  is  not  yet  completed,  but  will  be  reported  in  the  published  ac- 
coont  of  the  visitations  of  the  Diocese  during  the  year.^

P.  Bausman,  to  Michigan — Rev.  Greoige  Denisop  has  taken  charge  of  Trinity 
Church,  Newark,  St.  Luke's,  Granville,  and   St.  James*,   Rocky  Fork.    Rev. 
John  Hall  has  taken  charge  of  a  missionary  circuit,  embracing  Rome,  Union- 
rille,  and  Painesvill'^.     Rev.  Henry  S.  Smith  has  accepted  an  invitation  to 
Christ^s  Church,   Wind^^or.     Rev.    Wm.  Suddards,   has  taken  charge- of  St. 
James*,  Zanesville.    T!ic  Rev.  Samuel  W.  Selden  was  received  from  the  Dio- 
cese of  Pemisylvania,  and  took  charge  of  St.  Peter's,  Ashtabula,  and  has  since 
departed  thb  life.    Rev.  Joseph  Muenscher  has  been  received  from  the  Eastern 
Diocese,  and  has  entered  upon  a  professorship  cf  Divinity  in  the  Theological 
Seminary  of  the  Prot.  Episcopal  Church,   Ohio.     The  Rev,  Benj.  I.  Haight 
lias  been  received  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  and  entered  upon  the  Pasto- 
ral charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Cincinnati.     Rev.  Charles  V.  Kelly,  recently 
from  Ir^nd,  has  presented  satisfactory  testimonials  from  the  Established  Church 
of  that  country,  and  been  received  into  connexion  with  this  Diocese,  and  per^ 
mi  tied  to  officiate  in  the  same,  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  canon  requiring 
one  jrear*s  rendence  in  the  country,  before  a  clergyman  ordained  by  a  foreign 
Bishop,  can  be  entitled  to  settle  in  any  parish  or  church,  as  the  minister  thereoil 
Her.  Aneon  B.  Hard,  has  been  received  from  the  Diocese  of  Vermont,  and  taken 
charge  of  St  Paul's,  Mt.  Vernon. 

Rev.  Geo.  Danison,  Rev.  Setli  Davis,  Rev.  Alvah  Guion,  and  the  Rev.  Eras- 
tus  Burr,  have  been  ordained  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests,  and  the  Rev.  Henry 
8.  Sfliith,  and  the  Rev.  William  Suddards,  to  that  of  Deacons. 

One  candidate  for  orders,  Edmund  Davis,  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese 
of  Kentucky;  another,  Thomas  H.  Quinan,  has  had  his  name,  at  his  own  re- 
quest, withdrawn  from  the  list  of  candidates;  a  third,  Richard  Graham,  has  been 
dropped  fjrom  the  register,  on  account  of  deficiency  in  preparatory  education. 

There  are  at  present,  fifteen  Candidates  for  Orders,  viz:  Heman  Dyer,  Rlch- 
nrd  H.  Philips,  Joshua  T.  Eaton,  Alexander  Varian,  Alfred  Blake,  Anson  Clarke, 
Sherlock  A.  Bronson,  Abraham  Edwards,  Jehu  Jones,  Thomas  S.  Savage,  Sam- 
uel Buel,  John  Selwood,  M.  F.  Maury,  Henry  L.  BoUman,  Albert  Bledsoe.  Of 
IheBe,  the  first  four  are  expected  to  receive  Deacon's  Orders  during  the  present 
Co&Tention.*  All  of  the  remainder  except  one,  have  been  pursuing  their  stu- 
dies in  connexion  with  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gambier,  or  are  expected  to 
be  during  the  next  term  of  the  Institution. 

Pbur  new  parishes  have  been  organized  since  the  last  Convention,  viz;  at  Ur-

The  Confirmations  since  the  last  Convention,  have  been  285. 
Having  thus  narrated  what  a  kind  providence  has  ])ermitted  me  to  accomplith 
in  the  visitations  of  the  Diocese,  I  take  the  opportunity  to  express  my  gimteibi 
sense  of  the  entire  kindness  and  affectionate  readiness  to  do  as  much  aapoatible 
in  making  my  labors  agreeable,  with  which  I  liave  every  whore  been  met,  both 
by  the  clergy  and  laity  of  our  several  parishes.  The  care  of  seeing  to  the  Tari- 
ous  modes  of  getting  from  place  to  place,  has  been  taken  in  almoat  emy  in- 
stance, from  my  mind.  I  have  nothing  to  desire  in  respect  to  the  attention  of 
the  people.  I  have  much  to  desire  in  regard  to  their  recompense  in  the  blea^ng 
of  God  on  my  nnworthy  labors  among  them. 

One  thing  has  encouraged  me  much — I  refer  to  the  views  entertained  by  the  cler- 
gy, and  very  generally  by  tlicir  people,  of  the  8])iritual  qualifications  mjoired  in 
candidates  for  Confirmation.     Loose  ideas  on  this  subject  and  a  loose  practice  in 
admitting  and  encouraging  to  Confirmation,  the  worldly-minded  and  impenitent, 
as  if  a  sufficient  age  and  a  mere  knowledge  of  the  most  elementary  tmtlis  of 
religion,  without  any  pretention  to  a  serious  consecration  of  heart  and  life  to 
Christ,  were  all  tlie  Church  expected  in  her  members;  the  wide  separation  prac- 
tically made  between  the  candidate  for  confinnation  and  the  communicant  at 
the  Lord's  Table,  os  if  one  might  acceptably  receive  the  former,   without 
imagining  that  he  is  prepared  or  expected  to  approach  the  latter,  has  done 
more  than  almost  any  thinfr  else,  to  injure  the  spiritual  character  and  influence 
of  our  Church,  and  to  encourago  the  idea,  so  prevalent  in  many  parts  of  the 
and,  that  formality  is  all  wc  desire  in  the  service  of  God.    Insist,  brethren  of 
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tbe  ciergy,  upon  newness  of  heart  and  the  decided  embracing  of  the  whole  wilT 
of  God,  as  much  in  reference  to  Confirmation,  as  to  a  preparation  for  the  Micra- 
ineni  to  which  it  is  only  the  admission  door.  Unspeakably  would^  prefer  that 
jou  should  tell  me  when  I  vistt  you,  that  you  have  none  to  present  for  tl:e  lay. 
ing  on  of  hands,  than  that  you  should  array  before  me  a  spectacle  of  candi- 
dates, which  however  beautiful  and  interesting  in  appearance,  would  be  a 
mere  show  cf  unintendedprofession  and  dead  formality. 

During  the  visitations  which  I  have  reported,  I  have  seen  almost  every  where, 
j^aviting  fields  of  labor,  and  excellent  opportunities  of  gathering  congregations, 
to  that  I  know  not  how  to  limit  my  expressions  of  what  might  be  done  in  this 
Diocese,  had  we  laborers  in  some  sense  approximating  to  the  measure  of  our 
wants.  The  pain  of  beholding  so  many  fields  waiting  for  the  husbandman,  and 
of  reflecting  upon  the  fewness  of  those  who  are  ready  to  go  out  and  sow  in  them 
tbe  seed  of  the  word,  has  been  much  compensated  by  the  evidence  of  a  decided 
growth  of  vital  godliness  in  our  churches,  and  of  a  disposition  to  be  actively  en- 
gaged in  maintaining  good  works.  I  have  seen  abundant  reason  to  make  us  al| 
take  courage  and  believe  that  in  due  season,  we  shall  reap  richly  of  the  precioug. 
fhiifs  of  the  spirit,  in  our  churches,  if  we  faint  not. 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  stating  tliat  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese 
u  rapidly  increasing  in  all  that  should  encourage  us  witli  regard  to  its  future  in. 
flaencr  ap<m  the  cause  of  religion  in  tlie  West     During  the  last  year,  a  regular 
comae  of  study,  under  three  Professors,  one  of  Church  Government  and  the  du- 
ties of  the  Pastoral  Office;  a  second  of  Systematic  Theology  and  Church  Histo- 
ry; and  a  third,  of  the  Literature  and  Interpretation  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures, 
has  been  diligently  pursued;  and  a  number  of  students  quite  as  great  as  could 
be  expected  in  the  first  year  of  the  arrangement  of  a  theological  course,  have 
been  in  attendance.     A  considerable  increase  of  students  is  expected  at  the  next 
term  of  the  institution.     The  library  has  been   increased  by  large  and  valuable 
donations  of  books  and  of  money  for  the  )>urchase  of  books,  in  theological  and 
general  literature,  and  now  contains  about  2,300  volumes,  a  large  part  of  which 
are  of  great  importance. 

The  condition  of  Kenyon  College  also,  which  like  our  Theological  Seminary, 
with  which  it  is  connected,  is  part  and  parcel  of  the  Diocese,  is  such  as  affords 
every  prospect  of  great  usefulness  to  the  cause  of  learning  and  religion.  A  large 
number  of  pious  youth  are  now  in  the  college,  or  its  preparatory  departments, 
who  an  diHgently  laboring  for  the  education  necessary  to  theological  studies, 
and  may  be  expected  to  enter  the  theological  seminary  when  their  introductory 
course  is  ended.  The  general  spirit  and  deportment  of  the  students  of  the  col- 
lege and  preparatory  schools,  have  been  during  the  last  year,  highly  satisfactory 
in  general  to  their  instructors  and  creditable  to  themselves.  The  apparatus  of 
the  department  of  Nat.  Philosophy  has  been  increased  by  valuable  donations 
from  D.  B.  Douglas  Esq.  who  though  affectionately  attached  to  the  institution, 
has  been  unavoidably  prevented  from  becoming,  as  was  hoped  and  expected,  its 
Vice  President  The  apparatus  in  the  department  of  Chemistry  has  been  con- 
siderably increased  during  the  last  year,  and  is  now  with  little  exception,  suffi- 
ciently complete  for  the  chomical  course,  though  a  duuation  of  additional  appa- 
ratus has  been  made,  and  will  probably  be  soun  received.  There  is  also  a  cabi- 
net of  {geological  specimen!"  and  fossils,  resjularly  arranged  for  Ihf'  geological 
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eourie,  which,  though  the  properly  of  tlie  Professor  in  that  deparUnent,  is  at  ihc 
a^rrice  of  his  class,  and  valuable  for  its  objects  in  the  science  of  geology. 

The  Society  libraries  among  the  students  have  been  considerably  enlarged.  Of 
these  there  are  two  in  the  college,  and  one  in  the  Senior  Preparatory  department, 
all  of  which  belong  to  their  ^e^5ptictive  societies.  There  is  also  a  library  belong- 
ing to  the  Institution  for  the  use  of  tlie  Junior  Preparatoiy  department,  which 
has  been  made  up  by  donations,  and  has  been  lately  increased  by  about  50  volumes 
presented  by  ladies  in  Boston.  It  now  consists  of  375  volumes.  Jill  the  books 
in  the  several  libraries,  exclusive  of  that  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  amount 
to  2577— added  552  during  the  lastyenr. 

By  reference  to  the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention,  you  will  perceive  that  a 
committee  was  apppointed  to  report  to  tlie  present  Convention,  a  plao  of  a  more 
efficient  organization  in  reference  to  the  missionary  duty — and  also  another  corn- 
mitte  on  the  subject  of  an  education  society  for  the  aid  of  young  men  preparing 
for  the  ministry.  Having  been  attached  to  both  of  those  committees,  it  is  proper 
to  state  that  it  seems  desirable  to  those  who  compose  them,  that  the  two  objects 
be  united  under  one  Society.  I  would  therefore  suggest  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  to  which  the  whole  subject  of  Education  and  Missions,  may  be  referred. 

A  communication  has  been  received,  and  will  be  laid  before  you^  from  an  asso* 
eiation  recently  formed  at  Gaqabier,  called  the  We^Uern  EpiMopal  PreUf  the  ob> 
ject  of  which  is  the  publication  of  such  books,  tracts,  and  periodicals,  as  will  be 
needed  for  the  promotion  of  religion  in  this  country.  The  nature  of  the  aiaocia- 
tion  and  its  objects,  will  be  explained  in  the  communication  referred  to.  They 
are  recommended  to  the  favorable  regard  and  vigorous  co-operation  of  the  Dio- 
eese.  I  would  especially  advert  to  one  of  the  objects  contemplated,  viz:  the  extea- 
sion  and  improvement  in  every  way  of  the  Gambier  Observer.  The  value  of  aoch  a 
periodical  to  the  Diocese,  should  it  be  energetically  sustained  and  widely  circulated^ 
I  need  not  speak  of.  The  Observer  is  soon  to  enter  upon  a  new  volume  with  veiy 
encouraging  prospects  as  to  its  intrinsic  merits.  To  support  its  expenses  and 
make  it  an  efficient  auxiliary  to  the  Church,  its  circulation  must  be  incretsed. 
For  this,  it  must  look  to  the  clergy  and  laity  in  their  respective  pariahea.  I 
am  sure  that  hardly  any  single  effort  would  do  more  to  promote  the  proafieriiy  of 
religion  in  a  parish,  than  that  by  which  the  readers  of  this  paper  should  be  mul- 
tiplied therein. 

Without  detaimng  you,  my  brethren,  any  longer  from  your  appropriate  delib- 
erations, I  wiU  only  add  the  earnest  prayer  that  in  all  your  doings,  begun,  con- 
tinued and  ended  in  God,  you  may  glorify  his  holy  name,  and  further  the  proaper- 
ity  of  his  holy  Church,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

CHRIST  CHURCH,  CINCINNATL 

Rrv.  B.  P.  Atdelott. 

This  Congregation  having  sold  their  former  place  of  worship,  have  been  en- 
gaged since  the  last  Convention,  in  erecting  a  new  church-edifice.  This  circum- 
stance, together  with  the  inconveniences  of  the  building  in  which  tliey  at  pres- 
ent hold  services  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  the  recent  unTiealthines  of  the  city — 
have  much  unsettled  the  congregation,  prevented  many  from  attendance,  and  ex- 
erted an  un&vorable  influence  upon  the  Sunday  School  and  other  religious  io* 
stitutiona  attached  to  the  church. 
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Still  the  Lord  has  manifestly  blessed  the  ministrations  of  the  gospel  among 
us.  Some  have  been  awakened  to  serious  reflection;  others  have  heen  **  1ume3 
from  darimeai  to  li^ht,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  anto  God."  The  change 
ia  the  latter  has,  in  most  instinces,  been  equally  striking  and  gratifying, — such 
u  eouhl  proceed  only  from  a  cordial  reception  of  the  truth  and  grace  of  the 
Lord  Jems.  May  our  God  and  Saviour  cause  their  '^  patli  to  shine  more  and 
mofe  unto  tlic  perfect  day,"— exciting  them  to  all  **  good  works,  which  he  hath 
before  ordained  that  thsy  should  walk  in  them  I" 

Let  it  bs  here  reuiarked  that,  on  no  occojiion,  have  any  been  admitted  to  the 
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acter— new  in  h^art  and  lite.  Where  there  is  no  godly  discipline,  it  is  quite  ca- 
17  to  bring  multitudes  into  the  visible  church;  indeed,  in  this  day  of  honor  to 
caristianity,  it  is  not  possible  to  keep  them  out:  but  it  is  only  with  such  a  disci- 
pline, we  may  hope  to  be  instrumental  in  building  up  the  true  church  of  Christ 
—that  blessed,  holy  company,  who  through  ioith  and  patience  inherit  the  prom- 
lies. 

The  situation  of  our  church  is  necessarily  such  as  demanded  and  still  demands, 
Ttry  lih^ral  exertion;  and  to  tliis  call,  (it  is  here  recorded  with  thankfulness,)  a 
hearty  response  has  been  made.  Besides  the  ordinary  support  of  the  gospel  among 
themselFes,  and  provision  for  one  of  their  number,  who  is  now  pursuing  studies 
at  G.imbier  with  a  view  to  the  ministry,  and  besides  their  usual  contributions  to 
tlie  benevolent  and  religious  operations  of  the  day, — they  have  already  incurred 
an  expense  of  more  than  $20,000  upon  the  new  church-edifice.  The  whole, 
when  completed,  it  is  supposed,  will  have  cost  about  $35,000.  The  building 
will  probably  be  ready  for  consecration  in  the  latter  part  of  October  next. 

Aceording  to  the  Report  of  the  Superintendant  of  our  Sunday  School,  there 
are  oa  his  list  15*2  Scholars,  under  the  care  of  16  Teachers.  But  the  average 
actoal  attendants  upon  the  school,  have  been  only  about  83,  owing  to  the  unset- 
tled state  of  the  congregation,  and  the  extreme  heat,  and  recent  siclcliness  of  the 
seajoo.  7*he  Library  embraces  425  volumes.  A  teachers*  Praver  meeting  is 
held  every  Lord's  day  before  op?niug  the  School.  It  is  added  witfi  just  pleasure, 
that  some  ot'  the  scholars  appear  to  be  deeply  exercised  about  the  things  **  which 
belong  to  Iheir  everlasting  p?ace."  One  of  them  has  been  admitted,  afler  con« 
ta^^x^]^  probation,  to  a  precession  of  religion.  The  Lord  grant  that  in  this  case 
the  divine  promise  may  be  abundantly  exemplified — *^  those  who  seek  me  early^ 
shall  find  me!" 

A  weekly  Bible-class,  made  up  principally  of  Sunday  School  Teachers,  and 
eonducted  by  tlie  Pastor,  has  generally  been  well  attended,  and  the  means  we 
tinst,  of  much  edification  in  the  knowledge  and  faith  of  the  gospel. 

A  weekly  Prayer  meeting  still  continues  to  send  out  its  blessed  influence 
among  oar  people. 

Oar  communion  seasons  have  proved,  through  divine  mercy,  peculiarly  solemn 
and  refreshing.  The  discourse  in  Church  before  the  administration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  the  preparatory  religious  exercises  conducted  by  the  minister  on  Satur- 
day aflemoon,  and  the  meeting  for  special  prayer  by  the  communicants  them- 
selves, before  approaching  the  Table  of  the  Lord — have  all  served,  we  trust,  to 
impress  the  j  ust  truths  ot  the  gospel  upon  their  hearts,  and  make  them  to  see 
and  feel  *'  what)  maimer  of  persons  they  ought  to  be,  in  all  holy  conversation 
and  godliness." 

There  have  been  23  Baptisms— 20  Funerals,  and  14  Marriages.  The  number 
of  Communicants  is  85. 


ST.  JAMES,'  BOARDMAN. 

Rkv.  John.  L.  Bryan, 

Reports  to  the  Bishop— that  during  the  past  year,  he  has  been  principally  oc- 
cupied in  this  parish,  although  not  engaged  to  do  so,  for  more  than  six  months, 
and  two  tliirds  of  the  time  the  previous  six.  He  is  pleased  to  say,  that  some 
have  been  awakened  to  take  a  more  than  ordinary  interest  in  their  eternal  wel- 
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&re— of  these,  a  few  ii&vc  united  tbemselves  to  thecliurok  of  Chriut,  &nd  gjiwen 
promises  of  a  steady  walk  in  tlie  **  old  paths,"  pointed  out  by  the  apocUet  and 
prophets,  on  whom  our  Lord  has  built  his  churcli;  bein?  himself  the  chief  cor- 
ner stone,  against  which  he  has  assured  us,  the  frates  of  hell  shall  not  preraO. 

A  Sunday  Scho<tl  has  been  conducted  in  Caufield  during  the  past  summer. 
It  is  the  only  one  m  the  parish.  In  Boardman  I  have  endeavored  to  organize 
one,  but  without  effect.  I  have  supplied  its  ])lace  in  some  measure,  by  attending 
a  Bible  class  there.  The  ladieu  of  the  parish  continue  their  labors  in  behalf  of 
Missions,  Foreign  and  Domestic,  and  have  made  an  apprepiation  towardr  raising 
the  amount  pledged  by  me  at  the  last  convention,  for  this  Parish,  viz,  $20 — 
which  sum  will  oe  forwarded  to  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wing,  in  a  few  days, 
as  I  shall  not  be  able  to  attend  the  present  convention. 

I  have  preached  two  or  three  Sundays  at  Parkman,  during  lant  autumn;  one 
Sunday  has  been  devoted  to  Windsor,  another  to  Stow,  and  llie  la.«)t  Sunday  but 
one  in  August,  I  si>ent  at  Ashtabula;  at  which  time  I  paid  a  tribute  to  the  worth 
of  a  welll^loved  brother  in  the  Lord,  the  late  Samuel  W.  Selden.  This  make» 
up  the  amount  of  missionary  services  for  the  past  year.

MISSIONARY  REPORT, 
Rev.  a.  Bronson. 

The  commencement  of  my  mission,  I  have  dated  on  the  1 5th  of  August,  1833; 
two  Sundays  I  spent  on  the  road,  and  preached  in  the  state  of  New  York,  and 
the  third,  at  Ashtabula  in  this  state,  when  the  Rector  was  absent  at  Convention. 
In  the  iirst  week  of  Sept.  I  reached  my  station  and  commenced  my  labors. 
Since  that  time,  I  have  oiBciated  every  {Sunday,  and  on  most  of  the  Sundays, 
three  times.  One  Sunday  I  have  spent  at  Cleaveland,  with  the  Bishop,  to  Hsist 
in  an  ordination,  and  another,  on  exchange  with  brother  Davis, — two  Sundays 
at  Medina,  on  exchange  with  brotlier  Sviford,  one  Sunday  at  Newcastle,  one  at 
Perrynburgli — two  weeks  at  Windsor  and  Batavia,  and  delivered  thirteen  dis- 
courses besides  the  common  Sunday  services, — four  Sundays  at  Strongsville,  one 
at  York,  and  the  remainder  at  Columbia  and  Liverpool.  I  have  also  tield  many 
evening  lectures  in  these  townships  und  in  Brunswick. 

Owing  to  an  unhappy  difference  of  opinion  about  the  place  of  performing  ser- 
vices in  Liverpool,  I  have  obtained  leave  of  the  Missionary  Society  to  transfer 
the  half  of  my  services  from  that  place  to  Stron?sville.  In  Liverpool  we  have 
but  six  communicants;  and  so  discouraging  is  their  situation,  they  have  conclu- 
ded to  give  up  tlie  parish.

Our  prospects  at  Woithington  ate  in  some  degree  encouraging,  in  a  parish 
like  that  of  St.  John's,  where  most  of  the  people  are  attached  to  i.ome  christian 
denomination,  the  annual  accessions  to  the  church  must  of  neceHsity  be  few. 
There  is  however,  room  for  labors  abundant  among  those  who  have  afreadj-  na- 
med the  name  of  Christ:  and  to  know  that  these  are  advancinix  in  the  ways  of 
godliness,  is  more  cheering  than  would  be  a  large  increase  of  numbers. 

The  recent  visitation  of  our  Bishop  has  had  the  effect  to  encourage  our  hearts. 
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and  to  excite  us  to  renewed  efforts  in  the  cause  of  Him  who  hath  called  oi  to 
hissenrice. 

Tbe  Vestry  of  Grace  Church,  Berkshire,  have  recently  made  application  for 
one  fiMuth  of  my  services,  und  it  is  expected  that  an  arrangement  to  that  effect 
viil  soon  be  completed. 


ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  MOUNT  VERNON. 

The  wardens  of  St  Paul's  Churcli,  Mt.  Vernon,  report  to  the  Convention, 
ibat  the  parish  has  gradually  continued  to  increase  during  the  past  year,  notwith- 
ttaadiog  the  discouraging  circumstances  under  which  we  are  placed. — ^The  Rev. 
WUTiam  Sparrow  resign^  hu  chargre  of  the  parish  in  February  last,  in  conse- 
qaeaee  of  ill  health;  since  which  tune  we  have  been  partially  supplied  by  the 
derry  from  Gambler. 

T&  Re?.  Anson  B.  Hard,  of  the  Diocese  of  Vermont,  has  received  and  ac- 
cepted a  unanimous  invitation  of  the  Vestry,  to  become  Rector  of  the  parish, 
uid  ii  expected  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  liis  office  this  present  montli. 

Hit  comini^  amongst  us  is  looked  for  with  that  degree  of  anxiety  which  the 
iuportance  of  the  case  demands, — expecting  that  our  Zion  shall  again  put  on 
tier  beaatiiU  garments,  and  that  the  people  will  go  up  to  the  sanctuary  where 
pra^rer  is  wont  to  be  made,  with  the  high  praises  of  God  in  their  mouths.

TRINITY  CHURCH,  NEWARK,  ST.  LUKE'S,  GRANVILLE. 

AND  ST.  JAMES*  HANOVER. 

Rkv.  Grorgk  Dksisox, 

Reports  to  the  Convention,  that  according  to  the  notice  given  in  his  last  re- 
port, he  resigned  his  connexion  with  Kenyon  College  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  tiiat,  seven  months  since,  on  the  first  Sabbath  in  Februa- 
ry he  took  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Newark — since  which  he  has  officiated 
there  one  half  of  his  time.  The  remaining  half  has  been  devoted  to  St  Luke's 
Chnreb,  Granville,  and  St  James*  Hanover.  All  these  parishes  had  long  been 
destitute  of  a  Clergyman — St  James',  Hanover,  was,  however,  frequently  visi- 
ted ky  a  clergyman  from  the  Seminary  at  Gambiei. 

NEWARK. 

The  parish  at  Newark,  at  this  time,  existed  only  in  name;  there  were  no  male 
eommonicants  and  only /our  female.  This  number  was  soon  increased  by  the 
addition  of  six,  who  had  been  communicants  cisowhere,  and  who  were  at  this 
tbae,  resident  in  the  parish.  There  has  also  been  an  addition  of  deven  to  the 
communion  by  confirmation — since  confirmation,  tino  adults  have  been  baptized 
— the«e  last  are  numbered  among  the  communicants.  Including,  thercforet  tbe 
minister's  £unily,  the  number  is  twenty-five. 

A  very  neat  brick  Church  has  been  commenced  in  the  parish,  which  it  is  now 
ascertained,  will  cost  aboct  .^5,000 — one  thousand  more  than  was  anticipated. 
This  will  press  very  heavily  upon  the  little  Society  for  the  coming  year,  and 
win,  it  is  hoped,  be  deemed  a  sufficient  apology  for  asking  the  continuance  of 
the  missionary  stipend  for  another  year.  This  building  is  now  far  advanced — 
the  roof  is  about  completed. 

Tbe  ladies  of  this  parisli  have  raised  $240,  th?  avails  of  their  own  labor,  to  be 
appropriated  to  tbe  finishing  and  furnishing  of  the  church. 
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The  increase  of  coramimicanti  in  this  parish,  has  principally  been  daring  i 
a  perradintr  and  deep  seriousness  on  ths  subject  of  Religion  in  the  community. 
Nine  of  the  number  added,  are  beads  of  families. 

GRANVILLE. 
The  church  in  this  place  is  very  active  considerin^r  its  numbers — but  it  is  very 
small  at  present — the  ground  beiii^  almost  entirely  preoccupied.     It  will,  howev- 
er, I  think,  eventually  increase;  its  members  are  attached  to  it  from  principle. 
There  is  in  this  parisn  an  efficient  sewing  society. 

HANOVER. 

This  is  a  township  entirely  in  the  country.  The  population  being  ver^  much 
scattered,  there  is  no  room  for  rapid  or  extensive  increase;  at  communion  sea- 
■ons,  about  thirty  of  different  denominations,  Epi8co[>alians.  Presbyterians,  and 
Methodists,  unite  together  in  harmony  and  love. — Distillation  of  ardent  spirit, 
once  carried  on  extensively,  is  entirely  stopped  in  this  township;  and  one  of 
the  church-officers  said  to  me,  '*  T  do  not  know  of  a  single  individual  within  a 
circuit  of  two  miles  [a  circle  of  four  miles  diameter,]  who  has  used  a  drop  this 
harvest" 

As  any  information  tending  to  throw  light  upon  the  condition  of  our  church, 
or  to  exhibit  its  prospects,  is,  it  is  presumed,  desirable,  it  may  be  further  stated, 
that  there  appears  to  be  an  excellent  opening  for  the  commencement  of  a  church 
in  (Jtica,  a  flourishing  town  situate  midway  between  Newark  and  Mt  Vernon, 
about  twelve  miles  from  each  place.  The  inhabitants  of  this  town  teem  to  be 
disaffected  towards  other  denominations  on  account  of  their  want  of  union 
among  themselves,  and  many  of  them  would  be  more  willing  to  httr  the  gospel 
from  an  Episcopalian  than  from  a  clergyman  of  any  other  name.  Can  no  Mis- 
sionary be  sent  there  a  part  of  his  time  7  The  writer  has  three  parishes  on  his 
hands  or  he  would  try  to  do  something  himself.

1  preached  at  Painesville  five  times;  id* 
ministered  the  ordinance  ot'  Baptism  to  seven  children  and  one  adult:  preached 
once  at  Newburg-once  at  Chagrin — once  at  Strongsviile — twice  at  Cofumbisr— 
the  two  last  places  have  tli-?  stated  ministrations  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bronson. 

At  Ashtabula,  I  attended  l!.?  funeral  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Selden,  and  preached. 
Tliis  solemn  dispensation  of  Divine  Providence,  has  removed  from  an  iraportaoi 
and  extended  field  of  usefulness,  to  his  eternal  reward,  a  most  faithful  and  devo- 
ted servant  of  the  cross,  and  it  calls  loundly  upon  all  the  surviving  watchmen 
upon  the  walls  of  Zion,  to  be  more  diUgent,  to  make  full  proof  of  their  ministry,  ■ 
to  be  instant  in  season  and  out  of  season,  and  to  labor  earnestly  for  the  salvation 
of  souls  committed  to  their  charge,  as  they  that  must  give  accouiiL 

A  benevolent  association,  embracing  the  different  benevolent  institutions  of 
our  church,  has  been  organized  in  this  parish,  during  the  past  year.    Any  sum, 
however  immll.  paid  quarterly,  constitutes  a  membenhip  of  the  issooiation;  and 
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Ihit  eircunuitaiice  has  enlisted  numbers  of  the  youth  of  the  congregation  in  the 
came  of  benevolence.  The  number  of  members  is  not  far  fiom  ^i^.  The  sum 
fofascribed  amounts  annually  to  i^2'^  dollars.  Wc  trust  that  this  association  by 
Uie  Divine  blessing,  will  be  instrumental  in  much  good  to  this  congregation  and 
tlie  church  generally. 

For  the  last  fer.'  weeks  we  have  been  severely  visited  with  the  Cholera.  Num- 
ben  have  fallen  victims  to  the  destroying  Angel;  but  few  however,  of  those 
who  have  died  of  this  epidemic,  were  ofour  congregation.  When  the  judgments 
of  Ihe  Lord  are  abroad  in  the  land,  may  its  inliabitants  learn  rigliteousnpRs.  We 
hope  that  this  visitation  of  heaven  will  be  sanctified  to  the  inliabitauts  of  this 
pha-. 


Rev.  C.  W.  Fircn, 

Reports,  that  he  has  not  the  parochial  charge  of  a  congregation,  but  that  du- 
hnj  the  past  year  he  ha.s  preached  several  times  at  Gambior  and  its  vicinity;  a 
few  times  at  St.  James  CJnircli,  IJauovor,  and  St.  Paul's,  Mt.  Vernon,  and  fre- 
quently at  SL  Matthew's  Church,  Perry,  ile  has  baptized  one  adult,  officiated 
at  one  foneral  and  several  marriages. 


ST.  JAMES'  CHURCH,  PIQUA,  AND  TRINITY  CHURCH.  TROY. 

Rev.  Alvah  Guion, 

Reports,  that  from  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Convention  until  the  12th  of 
May,  the  half  of  his  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer's 
kinidom,  in  tlie  Parish  of  St.  James*  Cburcli,  Piqua,  where  he  humbly  trust*, 
hislabort  have  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  An  interest  in  the  great  and  mo* 
mentoot  lubject  of  religion,  has  been  constantly  kept  up,  and  at  every  comma- 
nioD  season  adid lions  have  been  made  of  those  who  appeared  to  be  willing  to 
fonake  all  and  follow  Christ. 

The  fint  weekly  Bible  Class  in  Piqua,  which  was  commenced  witli  six  mem- 
bers immediately  after  his  Ordination  in  the  fall  of  1832,  was  with  difficulty  sus- 
tained till  Christmas,  18^U.  Soon  af\er  Cluristmas,  the  class  increased  to  thirty- 
one,  who  iiave  since  been  regular  i:i  their  attendance,  and  have  manifested  a 
lively  interest  in  the  lessons,  and  a  deep  and  incrcasmEr  interest  on  the  subject  of 
rehgioQ.  This  is  believed  to  bo  an  in:.tance  of  the  efficacy  of  constant  and  fer- 
vent prayer. 

The  Sundny  Schools  arc'  flourishing.  Tiic  Teachers  have  been  regular  in 
tlKrlr  attendance,  and  have  Manifested  an  increased  interest  in  behalf  of  those 
precious  immortals  whose  training  in  part,  is  committed  to  them. 

D-jring  tliu  last  year,  a  Childrm's  prayer  meeting  has  been  commenced,  which 
ishel'iin  the  Churcli  evory  Sundiy  Morning  at  iKoclock,  when  the  Scriptures 
are  read,  the  i»s  ilms  lor  the  day  are  read  responsiviily;  prayers  are  oifered  up, 
cofflmencinjr  with  ili;  g->n?ral  coiifossion;  psalms  or  hyins  are  sung;  a  portion  of 
the  Service  is  explained,  or  poin*  duty  impose  J  upon  the  children:  after  which 
the  exercises  are  closed  with  prayer.  This  meeting  has  been  well  attended,  not 
onlv  bv  the  children,  but  by  iiiuny  of  their  Parents  and  Teachers.

•Since  last  con v»'iil ion,  tl:^  Towvr  nf  St.  J.juios*  ('hurrli  has  been  completed, 
mnd  we  are  enjoyinir  fnn  iL-lijilitful  sj)'jn'l  of  a  fine  ton<d  bell,  jircsented  to  the 
Vestry  by  M».  Jol.n  \^'l!liM  and  his  friends  of  Liverpool,  Knirland.  The  inte- 
rior of  the  cliurch,  has  l)::i.n  hdndsoii:oly  painted.  The  Ladies  have  carpeted 
the  Chancel,  tnin-ircd  the  Pulpit  and  Desk,  furnished  tlie  church  with  lamps. 
SL  Jamen'  Church.  (0*2  by  H:;  li'ct,  including  the  Tower,)  was  Consccroted  by 
the  Bishop  on  the  11th  day  of  November,  If^'X). 

On  the  10th  of  >'ov.  31  persons  were  confirmed  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  af- 
Urnooo  the  miniitei  of  the  parish  was  ordained  Priest,  and  the  holy  Comnunioa 
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adminiiteNd.     The  Bishop's  visit  in  this  part  of  the  Diocese,  has  been  fruit/J; 
it  has  done  good  to  souls,  to  the  Church,  aud  to  the  cansc  of  ChriRt. 

Immediately  afler  un  address  on  the  subject  of  Missionw,  delivered  by  th^ 
Bishop,  on  the  11th  of  Nov.  last,  Mr.  G.  or«ranized  a  Missionary  Society,  (aux- 
iliary to  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,)  upon  the  plan  of  rccci- 
Ting^as  members,  pareutsand  chihiron  of  every  ajre,  by  tlie  payment  of  any  suui; 
and  he  feels  much  pleased  in  being  able  to  say,  that  more  than  thirty  children  be- 
lonciug  to  tlio  Sunday  School,  have  enrolled  their  namCA  as  inemboru  of  the  Mis- 
iionary  Society;  and  liut  through  the  iiistrumenlulity  of  this  Society,  the  sum 
pledged  last  fall  in  h  >!ialf  of  Misfiions,  has  been  raisca. 

During  the  same  period  of  time  Mr.  G.  has  performed  tlivinc  service  in  the 
infant  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Troy,  liie  one  fourlli  of  his  time.  This  parish 
is  still  strugj^ling  under  many  dilfioulties  lor  th?  want,  of  a  suitable  place  in 
which  to  worship  the  God  of  the'r  fathers;  but  the  zeal  and  iibi-ralily  of  this  lit- 
tle baud  of  united  episcopalians,  v.ill.  with  the  afisislanco  lately  received  from 
their  eastern  brethren,  fioon  overcome  iheir  (iitliculties. 

It  is  expected  that  tins  parish  will  hive  a  n.at  brick  church  ready  for  consecra- 
lion,  before  the  meeting  of  tli-i  next  Coiiv>-ntioii.  Mr.  Varian  has  read  Services 
in  this  church  every  fourth  Monday  since  May  last. 

At  Urbana,  Mr.  G.  has  preached  five  lini-.-s  and  baptized  two  children.  Hav- 
ing received  the  canonical  number  of  Signatures  to  an  article  of  Association,  and 
given  the  required  notie,:,',  ho  proceeded  at\er  divine  st^rvure  and  sermon,  in  the 
Methodist  Meeting-houH.»,  on  Saturday  the  loth  day  of  May,  l^i34,  to  organize  a 
parish  by  the  name  of  St.  Luke's  (.'hureh,  Urbana,  Cliampaiji^n  County  Ohio. 
The  Methodist  having  kindly  offered  the  use  of  their  Met-titi;;r.|iouflefor  Sunday, 
he  preached  twice,  and  ahnitted  six  persons  to  the  holy  communion. 

Mr.  G.  has  preached  twic^'  in  the  Indian  Council  House  at  Wapaobonnetta, 
thirty  miles  north  of  Piqua,  and  administered  tiic  holy  connnunion  to  aiz  per- 
sons, four  of  whom  belong  to  St.  .Tam:>.4'  Church.  Tiie  holy  communion  h ad 
never  before  been  administered  on  the  reserve  by  any  denominationi  although 
there  are  resident  200  white  families.. 

Mr.  William  I.  Haskills  has  been  licensed  by  the  Bishop,  as  Lay  Reader  for 
this  place,  and  is  doin'i^  mucii  good  amoni;  ihoHO  destitute  people,  by  sustaining 
■z.  Sunday  School,  and  reading  L'erviee  and  a  seiinon  ovctry  Sunday. 

Mr.  G.  has  preached  twice  in  St.  MatUiev/'s  Cimreli,  Ashtabula,  baptised 
three  children,  and  adniiuistered  the  holy  co:innunion  to  tliirty  peisons.  He  has 
also  preached  twice  at  Granville,  twice  ai  Siiiney,  tliriro  in  St.  James  Cbapeli 
twice  in  Christ  C'lurch,  Dayton,  (in  exclianire  v.  iihllie  Uov.  E.  .\llen;) in  Ham- 
ilton once,  in  Trinity  Church,  Cleavelaml,  thri(  e  in  (Mirist,  and  thrice  in  St. 
Paul's  Clmrch,  Cincinnati,  and  H  times  in  other  places. 

Since  the  12th  of  May,  he  has  b^en  absent  from  his  ParisJies  on  a  visit  among 
his  relatives  in  New  York,  during  which  time  he  h?s  preached  twice  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Connecticut,  18  times  in  the  Diocese  of  Now  York;  married  one  couple, 
and  collected  !gt590  to  assist  in  building  churches  at  Troy  and  (iran\'ille.

The  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship  of  tliis  parish,  occasioned  by  the  decease  of 
the  Rev.  Samual  Johnston,  who  was  .'or  many  years  a  faithful  laborer  in  this 
part  of  our  Master's  vineyard,  and  who  was  justly  beloved  and  esteemed  by  aD 
who  knew  him  for  his  Cnristian  virtues,  lias  been  filled,  since  the  last  conven- 
tion, afW  having  existed  for  more  than  a  year.     In  the  month  of  May  last  a 
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call  iraui  given  to  the  Kev.  Benianiin  I.  Uaight,  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Churchi 
New  York,  which  was  accepted,  aud  tlie  present  incumbent  entered  upon  his  du- 
ties on  Sunday  the  20th  of  July.  During  the  vacancy,  Divine  Service  was  reg- 
vUrij  performed  by  one  of  the  Vestry,  acting  as  Lay-Reader,  every  Sunday 
morning.  The  Sunday  School  also  was  regularly  atiscmbled  and  instructed. 
By  these  m^ans,  the  employment  of  which  was  truly  commendable,  the  welfare 
of  the  parish  was  in  some  degree  promoted,  though  it  sustained  very  great  inja- 
ry  from  its  long  destitution  of  uiinisterial  ^erv ices.  Since  tiiu  commencement 
of  hifl  Ubor.9,  the  Rector  has  pertbrmed  Diviiio  Service,  and  preached  twice  on 
tbe  Lord's  Day, — and  on  one  evening  in  each  week:  he  has  baptized  three  cbil- 
dna,  and  attended  two  hiirials  of  ciiildrrn  not  of  the  congregation.  So  &r  as 
euat  present  be  ascertained,  the  number  of  Coinmimleants  is  about  50. 

The  Sunday  School  nunibcrs  1 L  Teacliors  and  56  Scholars,  and  has  a  Libray 
coatiining  350  volumes.  At  preKeut  the  school  is  rapi  Uy  increasing  i;i  numbers. 
It  is  visited,  and  the  children  examined  by  the  Rector,  every  Sunday.  Provis- 
ior.  b  nn.d'.^  for  fn^qu-nt  meetings  of  the  Teachers  with  tlioir  Pastor  for  inMnic- 
tionas  to  tht'irduti^-s,  unJ  tlie  manner  of  [tt^rlurmin^  them;  and  for  consultatioB 
is  to  the  best  means  to  h.t  employed  for  promoting  the  dficiency  of  the  school. 

So  short  a  time  lias  elapsed  since  his  connexion  witji  the  Parish.  tliPttlie  Rec- 
tor finds  it  impossible  to  say  much  as  to  its  spiritual  condition.  The  seryices  of 
the  Church  ar::;  well  attended,  and  there  is  a  great  apparent  disposition  on  the 
part  of  the  parisliioncrs,  to  receive  with  meekness,  and  to  profit  by  the  preaching 
of  the  word;  and  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  Uicir  Pastor  in  his  arduous  work. 
Several  plans  for  promoting  the  weltare  of  the  Church,  and  the  spiritual  inter- 
esti}  o:'  its  members,  are  in  contemplation,  to  be  carried  into  effect  as  soon  an 
circumsLanc  :s  will  permit. 

The  subject  of  Ciiristian  INlisHions  was  recmtly  brought  before  the  congrega> 
tiim  vitli  a  sp''cial  refL-rejice  to  th':  wants  of  our  own  I)ioces(*.  On  this  occa> 
fioD  a  collection  was  rnad'^  anmuntijig  to  41  dollars.  Tiiis  liiirhly  important  sub- 
ject will  notbu  lost  si^ht  of,  bHllevin!;?  as  we  do,  tiiat  a  Missionary  Spirit  is  the 
ipiiit  of  the  Gospel,  and  th(5  spirit  of  the  Church: — and  that  the  Clergy  are  sol- 
onnly  bound  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  promote  this  spirit  among  those  commit- 
ted to  their  charge. 

May  "  unction  from  the  Holy  One"  rest  lioth  upon  Pastor  and  People,  making 
them  the  fiitiitlil  disciples  and  true  toUowers  of  Him  who  has  bought  tnem  with 
his  own  rao.st  precious  blood.

eharffe  of  Grace  Church,  Berksliire.  Since  the  '^nd  of  June,  I  h.ive  spenl  three 
fourUi's  of  my  time  in  Delaware,  and  one  fourth  in  Marion.  The  majority  of 
the  congregation  in  Marion  know  but  little  of  our  churcli,  and  «j<»UTally  speak- 


I  have  commenced  teachinir  the  catecliisni  fi om  house  to  house.     Berkshire  w 
much  as  it  had  been  wlien  I  last  reported. 

To  St.  Pauls,  Radnor,  I  have  been  able  to  give  but  little  lime.  They  arc 
now  engraged  in  enclosing  their  churcli-edifice,  and  nrv  looking  forward  with 
much  interest  to  the  ordination  of  xVIr.  ildwards,  and  when  tli.\v  shall  receive  at 
his  hands  in  their  own  laniiu-i^?*,  (the  Welch.)  th'»  on!v  one  v»Iiicli  a  large  ma- 
jority of  them  can  understand  **the  bread  of  life."  The v  feel  truly  grateful  to 
you  for  placing  Mr.  Edwards  on  one  of  the  Scholarship  loundations  connected 
with  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  thus  enabling  him  to  prepare  for  the  Minis- 
try at  a  much  earlier  day  than  he  otherwise  possibly  ronld. 

The  prospects  of  our  communion  in  th(:  region  of  Delaware  are  quite  encour- 
ragin?:  and  if  the  Minister  and  people  unJ^r  liis  cliarge,  were  but  more  single- 
eyed  tor  Grod's  glory  and  the  salvation  of  souls — h:u[  more  of  the  self-denying 
and  active  spirit  of  the  Master,  we  might  with  all  reason  expect  a  hirge  increase 
from  the  world.  The  condition  of  the  church  in  IXdaware  is,  however,  ratlier  pros- 
perous than  otherwise.  It  has  been  steadily  on  the  intrroase,  and  we  arc  looking 
with  much  anxiety  as  they  are  in  the  other  churches  I  liave  reported,  for  a  visit 
from  the  Bishop.  In  addition  to  my  parochial  duties,  1  hnvi;  delivered  several 
addresses  at  the  anniversaries  of  Temperance,  Tract  and  Bible  societies  during, 
the  year.

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  DioccF'?  of  Ohio  hog  leave  to  lay  Ivefore  the 
Convention  a  matter  intimately  connected  with  the  honor  and  welfare  of  our 
Church.     When  our  Bishop  was  ralJpd  to  his  present  Btniion  and  the  labors  he 
is  necessitated  to  endure,  were  itnnost^d  upon  him,  tlie  meuilHTs  of  tliis  Diocese 
of  course  expected  to  meet  ev»?ry  ox[)enFO  incidental  to   his   n'sidrnco  amongit 
ui«     It  appears  however,  tiiat  in  con.sidt;ratiun  of  hiR  takini^  up  his   abode  at 
Gambier,  the  Tnifltees  of  our  Thiolorrical  Semi-iary,  have  relieved  the  Diocese 
of  the  responsibility  of  the  Bishop's  Salary,  and  it  onlv  remains  for  the  church 
of  Ohio  at  large,  to  furnish  liim  a  f:uitahl(^  residence,    t'ntil  the  Diocese  should 
have  time  and  opportunity  to  art,  i he  TrM^!tces  <>f  t ho  Seminary  have  stepped 
forward  and  erected  a  hou«;e  with  llie  nf*eoi->ary   im|irovci(»ent!5;  but  in  ordef  to 
do  this,  they  wen^  under  the  noropi:it y  of  makiufr  us»»  t>f  lands  wliich  the  Bifibop 
had  collected  in  the  Atlantic  States  with  th*?   distinrt  understanding  that  they 
should  be  sacredly  d(,*voted   to  tlie  iT'Tiioii  of  lMuldin;:;s  ri>r  the  Souiiuary  and 
College.

CONSTITUTION, 

OJ  ihc  Education  and  Missionary  Socicfi/  of  the    Protestant  Epis- 
copal ChurcJi  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

ARTICLE      I. 

This  Institution  shall  be  called  the  Education  and  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Uie  State  of  Oliio. 

ARTICLE      II. 

The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  promotion  of  the  g08i)el  by  supporting 
missionaries  under  its  own  control  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  by  contributing  to  the 
funds  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  by  aiding  youn?  men  as  may  be  necessary 
in  their  preparation  for  the  work  of  the  ministry  in  the  Prot  Episcopal  ChurcK. 

ARTICLE      III. 

The  Society  shall  be  composed  of  all  those  now  members  of  the  Missionary 
Society — of  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  of  tiie  state  convention  for  the  time 
being,  and  of  all  such  other  persons  as  shall  contribute  annually  to  the  funds  of 
the  society,  during  the  continuance  of  their  contributions — contributors  of  $12  at 
one  time,  shall  be  members  for  life.  Clergymen  may  be  made  directors  for  life, 
by  the  payment  of  $3<),  and  lajrmen  by  the  payment  of  $50,  at  any  one  time. 

ARTICLE      IV. 

It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  contributors  to  designate  the  particular  object  to 
which  their  contributions  shall  be  applied.  If  no  specification  be  made  the 
Board  of  Directors  may  apply  Uie  same  to  either  object  of  the  society  at  their  dis- 
cretion. 

ARTICLE      V. 

The  Society  shall  meet  annually  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese.     The  day  and  hour  to  be  designated  by  the  President 

ARTICLE      VI. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  Ik?  cx  ot^icio  President  of  the  Society,  and  of 
the  Board  or  Directors.  The  Board  to  consist  of  tlie  President  and  Vice  Presi- 
dent— twelve  Directors  to  be  chosen  annually,  together  ^vith  such  other  persons 
as  have  been  made  Directors  by  contribution.  The  Board  shall  meet  annually  at 
the  time  and  place  of  the  Convention,  and  at  such  otlier  times  and  places  as  the 
President  may  from  time  to  time  appoint — five  may  form  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 

ARTICLE      VII. 

All  elections  of  the  Society  and  Board  shall  be  made  by  ballot  when  required 
by  five^mcmbers. 

ARTICLE       VIII. 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  always  be  opened  with  prayer — In  the  ah- 
«i*nce  of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  a  Chairman  pro  tern,  shall  he  elected. 

ARTICLi:       IX. 

Tlic  Board  shall  jannually  submit  to  ihf  Society  a  report   of  its  proceedings 
'Aitich  liavint;  been  accepted  by  the  Society  sliall  be  laid  on  the  table  of  the  Con 
vention  of  the  Diocese,  and  published  at  itp  discretion. 
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ARTICLE      X. 

The  Board  may  appoint  boiieiiciaries  and  niiseionary  stationK — make  appropri- 
ations of  money  for  beneficiaries  and  missionaries,  and  make  all  ncces^orv  bye- 
laws  for  their  own  government,  and  the  conducting  of  the  missions.  The  ap- 
pointment of  beneficiaries  and  missionaries  shall  be  by  the  President  on  the  nom- 
mations  of  the  Board — the  former  has  tlic  right  of  rejecting  nomination  of  the 
latter  at  his  discretion.  Missionaries  shall  report  to  the  President  as  often  an 
the  Board  may  desire  it. 

ARTICLE      M. 

An  Executive  Committee  consistinjj  of  as  many  as  from  time  to  time  may 
be  deemed  expedient,  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  Board  from  among:  itn 
members  to  whom  shall  be  committed  so  much  of  the  power  of  the  Board  duringr 
the  recess  thereof,  as  may  be  requisite — said  committee  shall  be  entirely  under 
the  control  of  the  Board. 

ARTIILK      XII. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  annually  appoint  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary 
whose  duties  shall  be  dtiiined  by  the  Board.  The  Secretary  appointed  shall  be 
also  Secretary  of  the  Society  and  of  tho  Executive  Committee.  No  monies 
shall  be  paid  out  by  tiie  Treasurer  but  by  the  order  of  the  President,  Vice  Presi- 
dent or  Chairman  pro  tern,  as  directed  by  the  Board. 

Your  Committee  also  propose  the  adoption  of  the  following 

CAXOX, 
Providintr  for  Theological  Dlncaiion  and  the.  support  of  BUssionarics, 

The  Convention  approving  of  llie  objects  of  the  Education  and  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Protestant  Episco]m)  f'liurch  in  tho  State  of  Ohio  as  now  organi- 
zed, do  hereby  confide  to  the  said  Society  the  collection  and  distribution  of  ftinds 
for  the  Education  of  young  men  for  lioly  orders  and  for  the  support  of  missionaries. 

They  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Preamble  and  Resolution. 

Whereas  the  Church  of  Christ  is  essentially  a  missionary  Institutionf  and  ev- 
ery part  thereof  is  pledged  by  tlio  (.'liristian  i»rofes8ion  to  ttn*  support  of  the  inis- 
fionary  work:  and  whereas  the  oducalion  of  young  men  tor  the  ministry  is  ab- 
solutely necessary  to  the  furtherance  ot'  the  gospel, 

Therefore,  be  it  llr.solrtd,  Tliat  it  Ls  solenu\ly  urged  upon  every  member  of 
the  church  in  this  l>ioc.es(f,  that  he  consider  his  christian  profession  as  involving: 
an  obligation  to  aid  tiie  education  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  who  may  lequire 
pecuniary  assistance  and  also  to  aid  in  the  great  work  ot'  christian  missions— and 
further,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  this  Diocese,  to  instruct  the  peo- 
ple of  his  charge  in  their  duty  in  relation  to  the  above  name«l  objects  and  sys- 
tematically to  seek  Irom  them  in  such  mode  as  he  may  think  most  suitable,  a  con- 
scientious appropriation  from  their  subslam.-e  as  Goil  hatli  pros|>ered  them,  for 
these  great  purposes.     All  which  is  respectfully  fc^ubmitted.

REPORT  OF  TIIE  COMMITTEE  ON  TIIE  CONSTITUTION 

AND  CANONS. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  lrJ.33  to  take  into  considera- 
tion the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocesp,  beg  leave  to 
recommend  to  the  (-onvention,  the  following  Resolution. 

ResolreJy  That  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  be 
amended  by  the  striking  out  of  all  after  tlie  words  **  Cotuslitution  of  the  ProUst- 
ant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  OhiOf  and  the  substitution  of  the  Arti- 
cles following 

ARTICLE    1. 
This  Churcli  as  a  ronstiiueni  part  of  the  Prot.  Episcopal  riiurch  in  the  L'nf ' 
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led  States  of  America,  accedes  to  aud  adopts  the  gi.Mieral  constitution  of  that 
cliiuch.  and  acknowledges  its  uathortty  uccordinirly. 

ARTICLE    n. 

There  shall  be  a  CoTirention  o*' thi  Chcrc!»  in  this  Diocese  on  the  Friday, 
Ticxl  aAer  the  first  Wednesday,  iji  September,  of  every  ycur.  unless  otherwise 
provided  by  a  preceding  (^invonticHf  and  at  s-.icii  place  ast  shnil.  in  like  manner 
be  provided.  But  if  the  piaco  should  not  be  appointed  by  ihi  prc?cedinir  Con- 
vention, it  shall  b?  detennint'd  by  tl:i»  Bislmp  o:*  the  Diocpso;  or  in  cas«»  of  u  va- 
cancy in  thf  r.pijcoputts  by  the  Sl.uidinir  Coniiuitt<»e.  The  JJishop  with  sach 
clergymen  and  lay- d«'!o prates  as  >hali  ;iL  any  time  bo  duly  assembled  in  Conven- 
tion shall  constitute  a  quorum,  provided  tliat  in  ca!:e  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Kpisco- 
pale.  or  of  trie  ahs-.-nct*  of  the  Bishop,  >upjj  oler;»yniLMi  and  lay  •delegates  as  shall 
duly  assc'inbl  *,  consulate  a  qiioruin,  but  in  tiic  latter  case  only  so  far  as  to  ad- 
journ to  the  n>*xt  dny,  v.- hen  if  tiic  absence  of  the  Bishop  continue,  the  business 
of  the  t.'onvcntion  shall  proceed.

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  Convention  and  shall 
eonsut  of  three  clergymen  who  are  Presbyters,  and  of  three  laymen  who  arc 
communicants  in  some  church  in  the  Diocese.  The  officers  of  said  conunittee 
required  by  the  4th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  shall  be  appointed  at  their 
first  meetmg.  Any  three  of  the  Committee,  the  whole  being  summoned,  provi- 
ded one  be  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  when 
convened  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop.  At  all  otiier  meetings,  a  majority  of  the 
members  shall  be  necessary  to  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  scM^retary 
of  this  committee  to  keep  a  fidthful  record  of  all  proceedings  in  a  book  provided 
for  that  purpose;  to  preserve  tlie  originals  of  all  papers  or  letters  addressed  to 
the  committee,  to  attest  theii  acts  and  to  deliver  to  his  succcRsor  all  books  and  pa- 
pers which  in  virtue  of  his  office  may  have  been  committed  to  him.  The  mm* 
utes  of  the  committee  and  all  papers  in  their  hands  relative  to  the  church  shall 
be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of  tlie  Convention.  Vacancies 
occumng  in  the  committee  shall  be  supplied  by  vote  of  the  remaining  men^nu 

ARTICLE    IX. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  tliis  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  annual  Conven- 
tion; or  in  a  special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose  at  least  sixty  days  before 
the  time  appomted,  the  object  being  stated  by  notice  in  writing,  and  sent  by 
the  Secretarv  of  tlie  Standing  Committee  to  every  clergyman  and  vestry  of  the 
Diocese.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  as  follows: — The  clergy  shall  vote  by 
bdlot  for  some  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  BlRhop.  Two  thirds  of  the  clerg>' 
present  shall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thus  made,  shall  be  commu- 
nicated to  the  lay- members,  who  shall  proceed  to  vote  by  ballot  whether  to  re- 
ceive or  reject  it,  two  thirds  of  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 

ARTICLE    X. 

The  clergy  and  lay-delegates  in  Convention,  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  and 
shall  vote  as  such  on  all  questions  not  otherwise  provided  for;  except  when  a  vote 
by  orders  is  called  for  by  five  members.  In  such  a  case,  the  concurrence  of  both 
orders  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  a  measure — and  on  every  queition 
the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  or,  if  required  by  five,  the  votes  of  a  ma- 
jority of  those  present  of  the  two  orders  respectively  shall  decide. 

ARTICLE    XI. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  sliall  be  as  follows:  A  proposition  for 
amendment  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  in  writiiirr,  and  if  approved,  shall 
lie  over  till  the  next  annual  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  by  two  thirds  of 
the  two  orders  voting  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the  constitu- 
tion thus  altered  shul  be  obligatory. 


The  Conunittee  recommend  also  the  following  Resolution  : — 

Rcsolocdj  Tliat  in  place  of  the  present  Canons  for  the  government  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  the  following  be  substituted  i 

CANON    I. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bisltop. 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall  I»t^  thought 
to  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct  for  wlilch  according  to  Canon  XXXVIT  of  thp 
Greneral  Convcution,  he  is  liable  to  be  tried;  ai) plication  Mliall  bo  made  in  wri- 
ting, with  the  name  of  every  one  engajjel  in  the  application  Kiibscribt?<i,  to  tlip 
Standing  Committee;  and  if  it  appear  to  thorn  that  the  cvidcnop  is  siifficiont  to 
demand  a  trial,  they  shall  forthwith  present  the  cler;:ymari  to  the  Bisliop,  ac- 
cordingly; the  presentment  being  made  in  writing,  and  specifying  with  as  much 
accuracy  as  poasible,  the  offence  or  olfonces  with  particulars  of  time,  plai.e  nn*^ 
circumftances.

Sec.  2.  Presentment  being  made;  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  alle^,  or  any  of 
them,  Khali  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  constitute  an  offence  for  which  a  clergy- 
man oufflit  to  be  tried,  shall  cau»c  a  copy  of  the  presentment,  containing  such 
fact3  only,  ami  excluding  whatever  does  not  relate  to  tliem,  to  be  served  on  the 
accused;  and  shall  also  nominate  eight  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Con- 
vention, and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  provided 
that  no  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  who  may  have  joined  in  Uie  present- 
ment be  included  in  such  nomination.  Out  of  the  eight  Presbyters,  so  nomina- 
ted, the  accused  shall  select  five  and  notify  tlieir  names  in  writing,  to  the  Bishop, 
within  thirty  days  afler  the  serving  aforesaid.  And  if  he  should  not  give  such 
notiilcatiun  witliin  said  time;  the  Bishop  shall  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so 
selected,  shall  form  a  Board  for  tlic  trial  of  the  accused,  and  siiall  meet  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from 
time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place,  (but  always  within  this  Diocese,)  as  they 
shall  think  necessary. 

Sec.  X  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meeting  shall 
be  srrvod,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused;  and  also  on 
tho  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  their  President,  or  one  of  their  number  whom 
tii'iv  may  appoint  for  the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  case  and  present  such  oral 
or  documentary  evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation,  as  they  may  be  able  to 
obtain. 

Sec.  4.  If  at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  whole  number 
be  not  present;  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time;  and  if  it 
shall  appear  improbable  tliat  the  wliole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable 
time;  those  who  do  attend,  being  not  fewer  than  tlurec,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and 
a  majority  shall  decide  all  questions  and  render  judgment. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall,  before  the  appointment  of  a  Board 
for  his  trial,  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  of  w  iilch  he  is  accused,  the  Bishop 
nay  immediately  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  if  he  shall  not  thus  confess,  he  shall 
be  considered  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

Six.  6.  Ill  case,  a  Clergyman  presented  and  notified  as  above  directed,  shall 
not  appear  before  thp  Board  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board  may  proceed  as  if 
he  were  present,  unles.s  tlioy  should  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day.  And  if 
the  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  ap{)ear  before  the  Board,  afler  due  present- 
ment and  notification,  oiid  no  sufiicient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  be  giv- 
en, the  Board  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sentence  of  sus- 
pension from  the  niiiiistrv,  shall  pass  against  him  accordingly;  but  the  sentence 
may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if  within  three  calendar  months,  the  accused 
sliall  tender  himself  roaily,  and  accordingly  appear  and  receive  his  trial;  but  if 
he  shall  not  so  tender  liijnself,  the  Bishop  in  view  of  the  facts  alledged  in  the 
prevontment,  may  proceed,  if  he  think  pro|)cr,  to  pass  sentence  of  degradation 
from  the  ministry. 

Sec.  7.  .^t  their  first  meeting,  the  Board  shall  choose  a  President  from  their 
own  nmnbor,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  from  their  own  number  or  otherwise, 
u  they  shall  determine;  and  before  proceeding  to  trial,  they  shall  adopt  and  de- 
sire the  rules  by  which  the  trial  «!iall  be  conducted;  provided  however,  that  no 
hyman  fhall  aiivocatc  for  eitlicr  party  in  the  trial;  tliough  both  parties  may,  at 
tht^ir  option,  employ  or  consult  legal  or  other  advisers. 

Slc.  ^.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evidence  as 
sh:i!l  hs  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Secretary, 
mil  si'^ipd  by  the  witnesses,  rfr'spectively;  and  some  officer  authorizr*d  by  law  to 
aJminist'^r  oaths,  may  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  tu  administer  an 
fi.'ith  or  aiVirmation  to  the  witness-^s;  and  the  examination  of  witnesses  and  all 
ilie  proc'^edinirs  of  liie  trial,  hIijiII  he  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

S»:r.  1>.  Application  beinjr  made  to  tlie  Bisliop  by  either  party,  setting  forth 
-"ilunaclnrily.  that  any  inali'riul  wjlness  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial;  the 
i>:<:!iop  niav  appoint  some  CiLT::yman  or  La ynKin  to  net  as  a  Commissary  tu  take 
*.hr-  testimony  of  surh  witness;  :ind  the  party  applying  as  above,  shall  give  to 
the  iitiior  {larty  at  least^rn;  il^ujf,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testi- 
mony.   And  ii'  the  person  or  persons  ou  whom  the  notice  ihall  be  Bcrvcd|  reside 
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more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day'v  notict 
shall  he  given  for  overy  additional  thirty  miles  of  llic  said  distance.  And  both 
parties  may  attend ani^l  examine  t!ie  witness;  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing;  and  Bi;;ned  by  tiic  witness^  and  shall  be  certified  by  the 
commissary,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the  Board  and  recei- 
ved  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined  l)cfore  such  conmiissary,  may  be 
sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Ssc.  10.  TiiO  Board,  afler  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare  in  a  wri- 
ting signed  by  ihcTi  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  tlie  charge  contain- 
fid  m  til.?  pr'son'.uient,  distinctly  stating  whetlier  ihcy  iind  the  accused  guilty  or 
not  guil* y  of  siiuU  cliurirL-s  resj>ei!iively;  v.'liicli  decision,  tosfetiier  wit]i  the  e?i- 
donco  anil  an  atli'strd  record  of  all  tli>»  proc.oedinjjs,  shall  bo  delivered  to  the  Bi- 
shop accompaniod  witii  an  o})inion  uf  the  Board,  as  to  wluit  sentence  should  be 
pronouncjd — whereupon  tli-^  Jiiftliu|>  shall  pronounce  hucli  sentence,  as  shall  ap- 
pear to  him  to  be  piopc  r,  }irovi(ied  the  Kduie  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sen- 
tence rccommendi-d  by  the  Boai-il,  and  such  sentence  shall  Ih}  tinal.  But  the  Bi- 
shop if  satistied  that  j':stic'^  reiiuirts  it,  may  ijraiit  a  n^w  trial  to  the  accused,  in 
which  case  a  new  JJuurJ.  of  l*r'>byl''i.s  shall  bo  appointed,  including  none  of  those 
who  sat  upon  the  fornK>r  trial,  h  'fure  which  Board  the  proceedings  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  before  provided. 

CANON    ir. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Bishop, 

Sec.  1.  The  trial  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  on  a  presentment  made  only  by  the 
Cenvention,  at  a  stated  s..>sbion,  by  a  Jiiajority  of  the  votes  present  each  order  con- 
currinj;,  which  prj-sentmont  shall  be  in  wrilinp,  specifyini]^  with  minuteness  and 
carefufness  in  n'garJ  to  time,  plac^^  and  circuinstance,  the  i'act  with  which  the  ac- 
cused is  charged,  signed  by  the  clerical  and  lay-niernbers  thereto  consenting,  and 
addressed  to  the  Bi<$hops  of  the  I'rut  \slant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States: 
provided  that  the  resolution  to  present  anti  the  vote  thereon  sliall  not  in  any  case 
take  place  on  the  same  day.  The  present t'tcnt  addressed  as  above,  shall  be  sent 
to  the  prosiuln^  Bishop,  with  a  ie(iiH:st  that  he  will  take  .such  steps  as  to  him 
may  seem  best  for  an  innnviiliu'v  trial  of  the  accused  by  some  tiiree  or  more  of 
the  Bishops  of  taid  Chnrcii. 

Skc.  2.  A  Connnltlee  consisiinjr  of  three  clerjjymen  and  three  laymen  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  (.'onventi«m  to  pro.secnt-?  the  presentment.  The  Bishops 
who  shall  try  the  accused  or  ihe  majority  of  them  shall  have  power  either  upon 
the  confession  of  the  accused,  or  aller  hearing  tlie  parlies,  to  pass  such  sentence 
as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Canons. 

Skc.  3.  Tlie  proceedings  as  to  service  of  a  copy  of  the  presentment,  the 
taking  of  testimony,  the  notice  to  be  given  to  the  arcused,  and  the  proceeding 
in  case  he  shall  nr^glect  or  n'^fuse  to  cpi)ear,  shall  conibrm  a^  near  as  may  bo  to 
those  direct'^!  in  the  first  (Janou;  and  sljall  in  other  respects  be  regulated  as  the 
majority  of  them  shall  direct. 

Skc.  4.  The  record  of  all  proreedingp  on  a  pre=vn1ment  of  a  clergjinan 
shall  be  preserved  by  the  slandir.c  cor-initter ;  und  for  that  purpose,  atVr  a  final 
decision,  shall  be  delivered  to  li':.ir  sc.vr  't.n;y. 

(\\N()N     III. 

Of  thn  Vtstni  of  ,1  Church 

Sec.  I.  In  every  churcli  of  this  Diorr.se,  after  morning  Prayer,  there  shall 
bo  an  annual  election  on  Kaf-t^r  Monday  of  a  \'estry,  consisting  of  not  less  than 
five,  and  not  inoru  than  t'Mi  m(-:nl:ers,  who  shall  continue  in  oiiice  till  their  suc- 
cessors ar;*  a}>pointed.  Two  of  th«\se  \'«^strynnrn  hIkiII  be  aju^ointed  accordine  to 
such  mode  as  larh  parish  may  adopt,  to  sr-rve  as  Wardens — one  of  whom  snail 
be  designated,  by  appointment  tin*  Senior  AVarden  of  the  Parish — who  in  liie  ab- 
sence of  the  Rector,  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Vestry.  In  his  absence, 
the  Junior  Warden  shall  preside.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary  whose  du- 
ty shall  he  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings — attest  the  public 
acts  of  the  Veslry — preserve  all  Records  and  Papers  belonging  to  the  Parish- 
perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  legally  assigned  hun,  and  Faithfully  to  deliy- 
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n  into  the  hands  ot  his  succcuor,  all  books  and  documents  belonging  to  the  par- 
ish that  may  be  in  his  possession.  Parishes  now  incorporated  are  excepted  from 
anj  parts  of  this  canon  interfering  with  their  articles  of  asuociation  or  iucorpo- 

ration. 

Bw.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the  property  of 
the  Charch;  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerus — to  elect  and  call  a  iMinistcr 
and  provide  for  his  maintenance;  to  keep  order  in  tlic  church  during  the  celebra- 
tion of  divine  worship,  and  in  general  to  act  a^  helpers  to  the  Minister  in  what- 
erer  is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel ;  it  being  under- 
stood always  that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  church  are  under  tlic  exclusive  di- 
rection oT  the  minister,  in  subordination  to  Die  ccclcsiasticdl  authority  and  laws 
of  the  Diocese. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  tlie  elements  for  the 
Lonl's  Supper — to  collect  the  Alms  at  the  administration  of  the  same;  to  keep 
anddisbnr:iC  such  Alms  incase  the  church  is  destitute  of  a  Minister — and  while 
tiieeharch  is  destitute  of  a  Minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  wor- 
ship and  the  instruction  of  the  congregation  by  occasional  clerical  services  or  by 
by-reading  as  circumstances  may  permit. 

CANON  IV. 

Cf  tkt  admission  of  a  Church  or  Congregation  into  Union  with  tht 

Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  tJiis  Diocese, 

To  entitle  a  church  or  congregation  to  he  roreivcd  into  union  with  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  Wstry  submit  to  the  Convention, 
their  articles  of  association;  or,  if  incorporalod,  thoir  clinrtor,  or  a  copy  thereof, 
doly  aathenticated  according  to  law;  and  further  that  it  be  made  to  appear  that 
nch  church  or  congregation  has  acceded  to  the  dootrines,  discipline  and  worship 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Uitited  States  and  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  this  Diocese.     A  certiBrate  shall  also  be  produced  from  the  Bish- 

ror  in  case  of  his  absence  or  of  a  vacancy  in  tho  Episcopate,  from  a  majority  of 
Standing  Connnittee,  that  he  or   they  a|)prove1  of  tiie  organizing  of  such 
chorch  or  congregation  before  it  was  (ionc,  and  also  that  notice  was  given  him  or 
them,  at  least  two  montlis  before  the  Convention,  of  tlie  organization  having  ta- 
ken place. 

CANON    V. 

Mtntdnnet  on  Convention,  and  requisiles  for  the  admission  of  Lay-Dclegatrs. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  clergymen,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Com'ention,  to  at- 
tend the  same,  and  of  every  Church  or  Congregation  in  union  with  the  ('hurch 
in  this  Diocese,  to  send  one  or  more  l.iy-delegateH  to  the  Convention,  who  shall 
be  chosen  by  tlie  vestry  from  among  the  communicants^  of  the  church  or  congre- 
l^on  to  be  represented,  and  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention  a  certilicatc  cigned 
W  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  by  tlie  Rector,  or  by  one  of  the  Wardens,  in 
toe  manner  following — viz: 

This  is  to  certify  that  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of  .  church

!i  t  communicant  in  good  standing  in  said  cliurch,  was  appointed  n  lay  delegate 
to  represent  the  saiuc  in  the  Convention  of  the  Trot.

Signed 
Parishes  already  incorporated  are  excepted  from  so  much  of  the  above  canon, 
u  would  interfere  with  their  articles  of  incorporation,  or  association. 

CANON     VI. 

A  List  to  he  matle  of  Oic  Ministers  in  the  Diocese, 

Sic.     1.     Within  one  week  before  the  inoctinjr  of  every  Convention  of  this 

Dioces?,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  to)>e  prepared  a  list  of  all  ministers  canonically 

resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Cures  or  Parishes 

ar  iftationa  as  Missionaries;  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning  duly  incorporated.. 
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IB  which  they  arc  engaged — and  in  regard  to  such  at  are  not  engaged  in  Paxiabiv 
or  MisflionS)  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above — their  places  of  residence  onlj, 
— specifying  at  the  same  time  who  of  any  class  are  Deacons— but  no  clergymaiiy 
while  suspended  from  the  ministry  sliall  have  a  place  on  such  list.  And  watAk 
list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  immediately  afler  it  shall  have  been  called 
to-order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom.  The  nine 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Journal,  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  C*n- 
Tention. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Conyention  i* 
disputed,  it  shall  be  delennincd  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  article 
of  the  Constitution  by  the  Convention  itself;  whetlier  his  name  be  inserted  in 
the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

CANON    VII. 

Of  Parish  Registers  and  Parochial  Reports, 

Sec.  I.  Kvery  clcrg}'man  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Register  of  til  tke 
Baptisms,  Confirmatiuns,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him;  or,  in  hi* 
parish  by  any  other  Episcopal  minister:  specifying  the  names,  and  times  of 
oirth  of  the  children  baptized,  together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  spon- 
sors ;  the  names  of  the  adults  baptized,  and  also  of  the  >\4tnesses  of  the  baptism; 
the  names  of  those  confirmed,  and  by  whom;  the  names  of  the  parties  married^ 
and  of  persons  buried;  and  also  the  time  of  each  rite  respectively.  This  Regis- 
ter shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister,  in  a  book,  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  belonging 
to  tlie  Vestry  of  the  church  which  licser\'e8 — wliich  book  shall  be  called  the  rar- 
ish  Register,  and  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  lecords  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  2.  In  addition  to  tlie  Register  above  named,  the  Minister  of  each  Par- 
ish  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  Communicants  and  of  families  within  his  care— speci- 
fying the  time  when  the  former  became  communicants  of  the  church  under  his 
charge,  and  whether  by  removal  from  the  communion  of  some  other  church  or 
otherwise. 

Sec.  'X  Every  minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  day  of  eveiy 
annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bi8hoi>— or  if  there  be  no  Bishop— to 
tlie  President  of  the  Convention,  a  stalenient  of  tlic  number  of  baptisms,  mar- 
riages, funerals  and  iiersons  cunfirnied  within  his  cure  since  the  last  Convention: 
and  also  of  the  number  of  communicants,  spfcilyinj^  the  removals  and  deaths,  al- 
so the  additions  tu  the  comnmnion,  and  whether  the  last  liave  been  by  removal 
from  the  cotnniunion  of  other  churches  or  otherwise,  since  the  last  Convention— • 
and  also  of  the  number  of  pupils  and  teachers  connected  with  Sunday-school  IB- 
stiuction  in  the  parish — and  of  the  numlx'r  of  persons  connected  with  Bible-class 
instruction,  and  of  any  Missionary  or  other  benevolent  societies,  and  of  all  con- 
tributions for  benevolent  objects,  by  subscription  or  public  collections,  together 
with  a  concise  statement  of  whatever  other  matters  of  fact  may  be  important  in 
showing  the  state  of  the  parish. 

CANON    VIII. 
i^  vacant  ConrrrcguJdons* 

Sec  1 .  Whenever  a  parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vet- 
try  immediately  to  jjive  notice  to  tlie  Bi.-^iiop. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  those  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  who 
can  with  most  convenience  discliar{;e  the  dutv,  to  visit  and  officiate  in  the  vacant 
parishes  of  the  Diocese,  at  such  times  as  may  be  deemed  most  convenient  and 
proper.  And  at  every  Convention,  tlio  Clerjry  so  appointed  shall  make  a  full  re- 
port concerning  the  state  of  the  parishes  which  they  have  visited  ond  of  the  ser- 
vices performed  by  them  liierein. 

Sec  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  vacant  parishes  to  defray  all  the  expenses  in- 
cident to  occasional  services  performed  as  above  provided. 

CANON    IX. 
Qf  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention. 
Sic.    1.    The  Convention  shall  elect  at  a  regular  annual  meeting,  according 
to  tlM  pr»7isioni  of  th«  7th  Artick  of  th«  Constitution,  four  clergymen  outS" 
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tha  Pretbjteni  entitled  to  seat*  in  the  Convention,  and  four  lajmen  who  ihall  be 
in  good  itanding  aa  communicauta  in  aome  churcli  in  union  with  Uie  Diocese,  to 
set  aa  Delegatea  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention— which  dele^tes 
riiall  continue  in  office  until  successors  are  chosen.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  delegates  elect,  to  siirniiy  to  the  Bishop  on  some  day  at  least  three  weeks  be- 
fore the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  whether  they  will  attend  or  not,  to 
the  duties  of  their  office.  In  default  of  which  signiiication,  or  in  case  of  the 
deelinins  of  any  to  attend  the  General  Convention,  the  Statiding  Committee,  on 
notification  from  the  Bishop,  shall  proceed  to  appoint  as  many  clerical  or  lay-del- 
entes  as  may  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese,  and 
the  person  or  persons  so  delegated,  being  furnished  with  the  certificate  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Staiidme  Committee,  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  delegates  elec- 
ted by  the  Convention.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  notification 
on  tbie  part  of  delegates  elect  above  required,  shall  be  made  to  the  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON    X. 

Cf  I  jay- Headers, 

None  shall  be  considered  as  authorised  to  officiate  as  a  lay-reader  in  this  Dio- 
cese, except  in  cases  of  particular  emer^enry,  without  a  written  license  from  the 
Bifbop:  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Lpiscopate,  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee; and  lay-readers  shall  in  all  cases  conform  to  the  provisiona  of  the  11th 
Caaoa  of  the  General  Convention. 

CANON    XI. 

Of  preparing  a  Heport  on  the  ^*tate  of  the  Church. 

In  order  to  carry  into  effi.*ct  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  51st  Canon 
ef  the  General  Convention,  a  Conucittee  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese, 
■hall  be  appointed  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  same,  next  belore  every  stated 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of 
the  Bishop,  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  to  be  presented  to  tiic  General 
Convention. 

CANON    XII. 

(y  die  Secrttarij  of  the  Conrnition. 

Sic  I.  In  addition  to  the  dutios  a^bigned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
in  the  6th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  made  his  duty  to  send  to  the  Minister, 
or  in  case  there  bn  no  Minister,  to  the  Wardens  of  each  parisii  in  union  with  the 
Convention,  not  loss  than  four  weeks  hefore  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
a  notification  uf  the  time  and  place  nf  the  said  meeting,  together  with  the  form 
ot  a  parochial  Report — and  a  form  by  which  to  certity  the  appointment  of  lay- 
delejBfates,  together  with  the  asFOHsment  laid  upon  the  parish  for  the  expenses  of 
the  Diocese. 

Sic.    2.     He  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  tli<>  Dishops  of  tlic  Prot.  Epis- 
<^pal  Church  in  the  United  States,  ami  to  the  Secretary  of  (.-vrry  Diocesan  Con- 
renUon,  a  copy  of  liie  Journal  of  the  (."oavuiition  of  tlli^  i)iofcs( — as  well  as  of 
any  Charge  or  Pastoral  Letter  rt-roiilly  published — and  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion, a  certificate  of  the  appoinlmeiit  of  ch'riciil  and  lay-deputies. 

CANON    XIII. 
Of  Oie  Trmmnr  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  1 .  At  every  stated  Convention,  there  shall  be  elected  a  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse  all  monies  collected 
under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection  and  distribu- 
tion shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.  J I  is  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually 
to  the  Convention  and  examined  by  a  Committee  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  oifice  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  supplied 
by  a  person  chosen  by  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall  continue  in  the  office 
uitil  an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention. 
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This  palish  having  been  destitute  of  a  Minister  for  some  time  past,  has  been 
thrown  upon  its  own  resources  for  religioiis  instruction.  The  members  have  in 
humble  reliance  upon  Almighty  God,  adopted  the  usual  subi^tutes  recognised 
by  our  church,  of  public  and  social  worsliip.  Since  March  last,  lay-reading  has 
been  regularly  kept  up,  and  well  attended.  The  discourses  of  BiHnop  Griswold 
and  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cunningham  of  the  Enj^lish  C'hurch,  are  efenerally  used.  In 
the  same  month  a  Sunday  School  was  estabhshcd,  which  is  well  sustained  by  gen- 
eral contribution,  and  his  regularly  from  30  to  40  scliolars.  In  December  last, 
the  visitation  of  the  Rt  Rpv.  Bishop  McUvaine  was  accompanied  by  much  com- 
fort and  awakened  zi  d  among  our  little  flock.  He  baptized  two  infants  and  one 
adult,  and  administered  the  holy  rite  of  confirmation  to  seven. 

There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  services  of  a  faithful  and  pious  pastor, 
would  under  God,  build  up  and  establish  in  **  the  faith  as  it  was  once  delivered  to 
the  saints,*'  and  be  the  means  of  largely  increasing  our  numbers.

Tnight  for  the  time  being  become  its  immediate  managcrti,)  instead  of  the  voice  of 
on  institution  which  the  Lord  founded  for  the  very  purpose,  and  having  the  spe- 
cial security,  that  in  the  execution  of  its  missionary  work,  he  has  promised  to 
be  with  it  to  the  end  of  tiie  world.

July  36.  I  visited  St  Paul's  Church  Mt.  Vernon,  preached  twice  and  confirm- 
cd  14  persons.  This  was  the  second  confirmation  in  the  course  of  one  year  in 
that  young,  but  flourishing  parish.  And  I  have  reason  to  believe  that,  what  the 
(act  would  seem  tu  indicate  is  no  more  tha!i  true  with  regard  to  the  progress  of 
religion  a!nongthe  peop!(^  conncr^ted  therewith.

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment 

'^Fhe  i*eport  of  the  Committee  on  unfinished  business  was  taken 
up  and  the  Constitution,  as  proposed  at  the  last  Convention,  was 
read  and  adopted,  with  the  exception  of  the  eleventh  article 
which,  witli  the  Canons,  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  to- 
niQrrow  morninff.  noi.i..u,  cueniL'*...  .^i.u:.x-.    .^.   ,....•.  o» 

tCc  several  measarcs  of  great  importance  adoptod  by  the  Convention.  I'hey  Iiavc 
been  fully  exhibited  in  the  acvrral  periodicals  of  tiie  Churcli.  1  will  only  advert 
to  some. 

Soon  afler  the  opening  of  the  Co:ivention.  an  application  was  rcneived  irom 
certain  clergy  and  laity  of  Illinoi?,  exhibiting  the  organization  of  a  diocese,  and  ' 
the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Philander  Cliase,  I).  I).,  us  Bishop  ih^njof;  aud  ri:- 
queating  that  tlie  Church  in  Illinois  miy-ht  hu  received,  as  a  Diocot-c,  witli  &:iid 
Itishopat  its  head,  into  union  with  the  G.?ncral  Convention.  The  application 
was  granted  without  an  opposing  vote.  I  tike  much  plca.surc  tlicreforc  in  saying 
that  the  zeal,  energy  and  perseverance  of  Bishop  ('iiaM  are  ajrain  to  be  omploy- 
ed  in  an  extensive  and  most  huportant  diocese  of  tlic  Wevt.  It  v.-ill  always  be 
my  happiness  to  co-operate  witli  him,  as  an  cider  brother,  and  a  neighbor,  and 
fellow -laborer  in  all  good  works  in  which  our  local  circuiiislanccs  may  admit  us 
to  unite,  for  the  increaRC  of  the  Church  and  tlie  in^rathering  ofiiouls  to  tiio  fol.l 
of  the  Good  Shepherd.  And  1  tal.e  tiiis  opportunity  of  rxprossing  the  hope  th..t 
the  Church  in  Ohio  will  feel  it  a  privilege  to  do  any  thing  witiiin  ]:or  power  fur  thf 
prosperity  of  her  youngei  sister  in  Illinois. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  ppeaking  of  tlie  enactments  of  tlie  Ctmventiun  as  to  th? 
future  missionary  elVortsof  the  Ciiurch.  With  grciit  co:u:erl  of  fv^elin^r  and  (»pin- 
ion,  and  with  a  strong  manifestation  of  can icb t  dL'>iro  that  oui  Churcli  .shuuid  go 
out  in  her  native  Missionary  character  and  iiUty,  to  meet  her  Lord  in  bin  coining 
to  take  the  heathen  for  his  iniierilance,  and  the  uttermost  parts  of  tae  raitjj  tur 
his  possession,  most  radical  and  importtint  cliangos  v.'crc  made  in  the  muciiinery 
by  which  our  missionary  operations  had  been  previously  conducted.  The  St>ciety 
for  Missions,  as  it  then  sti;od,  v.'is  not  iJohiical  with  tiir- (^.hurch.  Its  nicm- 
bers  became  such  by  subccription.  The  great  principle  oi*  '.vory  ou^'s  b.  ;iig  a 
member  of  the  Missionary  Society.  ;>y  bcins^  a  nieinlier  of  the  Ciiurch,  was  no*. 
r?cognixed  in  its  struct uro.    Tiv?  cx-offi::o  inombcr^in])  and  presidency  of  tbo 
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BkKops,  ud  the  veto  of  the  General  (^ooTention  over  an  alteration  of  the  Con- 
stitution were  all  the  control,  on  the  part  of  the  goyemroent  of  the  Church,  over 
its  enactmenti,  except  in  the  appointment  of  MisBionaries.    Its  main  detect  waa 
that  it  was  not  the  Church,  acting  by  committee  on  the  missionary  field;  but 
only  something  recognized  by,  and  collateral  to,  the  Church,  taking  from  the 
Chorehher  great  work,  easing  the  conscience  of  the  Church  of  her  great  respon- 
sibility—-creating  a  power  not  according  to  the  primtive  model  for  the  propa- 
gation of  the  Gospel,    substituting  the  appeals    of  a  voluntary  institution 
lo   the  hearts  and  consciences  of  the  people,^an  institution  depending  in  a 
great  degree  for  its  respect  in  their  mmds  upon  the  changing  individuals  who 
might  for  the  time  being  become  its  immediate  managers,)  instead  of  the  voice  of 
an  institution  which  the  Lord  founded  for  the  very  purpose,  and  having  the  spe- 
cia]  security,  that  in  the  execution  of  its  missionary  work,  he  has  promised  to 
be  with  it  to  the  end  of  the  world. 

In  respect  to  the  great  principle  that  the  Church  is  the  Missionary  Society; 
and  that  her  every  member  is  a  member  of  sucli  a  society,  and  bound,  by  his  mem- 
beahip  in  the  Church,  to  consider  himself  and  all  ho  can  do  as  pledged  to  the 
propagation  of  the  Gospel,  there  was  great  oneness  of  view  and  feeling  in  the 
Convention.  It  was  believed  that  the  Church  is  sufficient  for  her  appointed 
work,  the  Lord  being  her  helper;  and  in  her  battle  with  the  Philistine  needs  only 
tha  simple  armor  which  tlic  Lord  has  given  her,  the  Word  and  the  Spirit— re- 
jecting the  combemome  trappings  which  want  of  confidence  in  God  would  lead 
her  to  adopt  from  the  inventions  of  men.  On  this  principle  the  thorough  change 
was  made.  Nothing  was  retained  of  the  former  Society,  but  so  much  as  was  ne- 
cessary to  preserve  a  legal  identity  for  tlie  securing  of  a  certain  bequest  not  yet 
doe  On  this  account,  the  former  7ui7/ie  was  retained  and  the  rules  adopted  were 
called  a  eonstitution — though,  in  any  other  than  a  technical  sense,  there  is  no  so- 
ciety in  existence  connected  with  our  Church,  but  the  Church  herself;  and  what 
w  called  the  Constitution  of  the  Missionary  Society  is  only  a  set  of  canons  to  regu- 
late the  representitive  body  of  tJie  Church,  when  acting  upon  Missionary  ques- 
tions, through  the  intervention  of  a  committee  or  Board  of  Missions  appointed 
byitsel£ 

Without  entering  into  a  full  detail  of  the  provisions  adopted,  I  will  speak  of 
three  in  particular. 

lit  Tke  membership  qf  the  Society.  Neither  money  nor  missionary  spirit  can  now 
make,  increase  or  diminish  it.  It  is  the  belonging  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Cfanrch  in  these  United  States,  that  gives  the  child,  the  woman,  or  the  man  the 
privilege  of  a  member,  aud  fastens  on  him  the  sacred  obligation  of  a  life^member 
in  the  Saviour's  institution  for  the  propagation  of  the  Gospel.  The  appeals  of 
the  Society,  therefore,  are  henceforward  to  be  regarded,  not  as  proceeding  from  a 
source  to  which  one  may  listen,  or  not,  without  implicatiug  his  loyality  as  a  sub- 
ject of  the  government  of  Uic  Church  of  Christ;  but  as  emaiiaiing  directly  from 
the  Church  itself;  clothed  with  all  tlic  dignity — urgod  with  all  the  authority, 
deserving  all  the  reverence  which  an  obedient  follower  of  Christ  will  ever  re- 
cognize as  due  to  that  which  the  Lord  has  ctnpowered  to  speak  and  act  for  him- 
self, and  in  his  name. 

Snd.  The  means  by  which  the  Society  15  to  act.  I  refer  only  to  the  appointment 
of  two  Secretaries  and  Greneral  Agents,  one  for  each  of  the  two  Executive  Com- 
mitlces.  They  are  essential.  The  office  is  of  vast  importance  aud  responsibili- 
ty.    The  best  talents — the  most  confidential  persons  must  be  got,— all  their  time 
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inuit  be  given  to  the  office.  Moreover  they  must  reside  in  the  Urgecitieg;  for  there 
the  busineM  nnut  be  done.  Residence  there  is  expensive  beyond  the  conception  of 
many  in  our  remote  West  Hence  their  salaries  must  be  such  as,  to  many  ac- 
customed only  to  the  cost  of  living  in  places  almost  new,  would  seem  quite  extra- 
vagant. But  tliey  must  be  so.  Ability  and  convenience  of  locality  are  the  ob- 
jects— ^not  the  annual  saving  of  a  few  hundreds  of  dollars.  The  saving  to  be 
looked  for,  is  to  consit  in  that  economy  of  time  and  effort — that  preventing  of 
,  wrong  measures,  and  profitable  urging  on  of  right — that  exertion  of  strong  in- 
fluence and  concentration  of  all  minds,  and  securing  of  all  confidence,  in  the 
absence  of  which  we  might  be  saving  a  few  dollars  and  losing  on  amount  of  time 
and  of  usefulness  for  which  millions  could  not  compensate. 

3rd.  Ik*  tenth  article  qf  the  Constitution,  containing  the  declaration  that 
'*  the  Misrionaiy  iield  is  always  to  be  understood  as  one — thk  world.  The  terms 
Domestic  and  Foreign  being  understood  as  terms  of  locality  adopted  for  conve. 
nience." 

Henceforwards  then,  we  arc  neitlier  for  Foreign  Missions;  nor  for  Domestic 
Missions;  but  for  Missions,  every  where,  ai  the  Lord  opens  the  door  and  the 
hearts  of  his  people  shall  fiimisli  Xha  means. 

Immediately  consequent  upon  tlic  a<loption  of  the  new  organization,  was  a 
measure  which,  without  It,  could  not  have  been  entered  upon,  but  with  the  great- 
est difficulty. 

The  General  Convention  as  the  representative  body  of  theChurch  in  the  Mission, 
ary  character,  proceeded  to  the  election  of  two  Missionary  Bishops,  for  States  and 
Territories  in  the  West,  not  yet  organized  into  dioceses.  For  thb  step,  the  way 
was  prepared  by  the  adoption  of  a  canon  giving  the  nomination  of  the  Missionary 
Bishops  to  the  House  of  Bishops;  and  the  confirmation  thereof,  to  the  House  of 
Deputies.     By  unanimous  vote,  the  Rev.  Jackson  Kemper,  D.  D.,  was  elected 
Missionary  Bishop  in  tlie  States  of  Indiana  and  Missouri,  and  the  Rev.  Francis 
L.  Hswks,  Missionary  Bishop  in  the  State  of  Louisiana.     With  tlie  greatest  plea 
snre  do  I  announce  the  consecration,  on  Friday  24th,  in  Philadelphia^  of  Dr. 
Kemper  to  his  sacred  office.    May  great  grace  be  upon  himl    Instead  of  now 
being,  as  we  were  two  months  since,  the  extreme  western  State  on  the  north  of 
tlieOhio,  having  a  Bishop,  we  are  now  flanked  by  three  more  western,  extend- 
ing the  jurisdiction  of  the  Church,  some  hundreds  of  miles  beyond  the  Mississippi 
Before  taking  leave  of  the  missionary  subject,  I  must  beg  my  brethren,  and 
through  them,  tlie  whole  Church  in  this  Diocese,  to  bear  most  seriously  in  mind, 
what  tlir*  Lord  would  have  us  to  do  in  sustaining  the  position  just  taken  by  our 
General  Convention.     Groat  responsibility  has  been  assumed — noble  principles 
have  been  avowed — hififh  expectations  have  been  created; — but  resolutions  ar^ 
not  means, — principles  are  not  strength.     Declarations  and  desires  and  com. 
mitteosand  agents,  rnd  rendinesH  to  work  and  wisdom  to  direct  must  all  be  impo- 
tent and  the  failure  must,  be  the  more  painful  and  the  collapse  of  expectation  the 
more  ruinous  for  this  sudden  and  sanguine  raising  of  the  hopes  and  confidence  Of 
the  Church,  unless  the  strength  of  the  dioceses,  which  is  all  the  strength  of  tlie 
Church  for  missionary  work,  be  roused  to  an  efiTort  and  a  zeal  as  much  surpass- 
kig  all  former  effort  and  zeal  as  the  missionn  ry  responsibility  and  duty  just  assumed 
transcends  all  else  in  the  ymtii  history  of  our  churcli.     There  must  be  great  efiibrt 
every  where,  or  we  shall  come  fir  short  of  present  hopes  and  permanent  obliga- 
tions.    I  rejoice  that  it  is  so-^that  something  is  done  to  task  to  the  uttermost 
ths  energies  and  try  thoroughly  the  zeal  and  lovo  of  our  clergy  and  laity.    Ou? 
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dbilit/  will  not  grow  but  in  proportion  u  it  is  used,  and  made  to  stretch  every 
aerre.  Notbing  it  worse  for  churches  or  individual  christians  than  not  enough 
to  do,  to  call  up  all  the  christianitj,  and  employ  all  the  \'itality  witliin  them.— 
Z«et  me  beseech  jou,  bretliren,  *^  if  there  be  any  consolation  in  Christ-- any  fel- 
lowdiip  of  the  spirit — any  bowelv  and  mercies,  Ailfii  ye  my  joy/'  in  seeing 
wbml  the  Church  has  gone  forth  to  do,  by  giving  me  also  to  sec  that  you  feel  it 
your  duty  to  go  forth  in  her  company  with  your  hearts  and  prayers,  and  all  the 
friends  you  can  assemble  from  your  flocks,  to  hold  up  her  hands  '*  in  the  wars  of 
the  Lord." 

But  this  leads  me  to  speak  of  our  own  diocesan  Missionary  and  Education 
Society.  In  tlie  changes  made  in  its  constitution  at  the  Convention  of  1834,  the 
great  principle  on  which  the  late  changes  in  the  general  society  have  been  made, 
was  distinctly  set  forth  in  the  declaration  that  '*  tlic  Church  is  essentially  a 
miaiionary  institntion,  and  that  every  part  thereof  is  pledged  by  the  Christiaa 
proiesuon  to  the  support  of  the  missionary  work.*'  Tliesame  principle  was 
Bore  distinctly  set  forth  in  the  Pastoral  Letter  which  at  the  request  of  the  Con- 
tention I  addressed  to  the  diocese  in  October  last,  on  the  subject  of  missions.— 
To  the  Constitution,  however,  as  adopted  in  connexion  with  that  principle,  1 
would  direct  the  attention  of  this  Convention  as  needing  some  changes  to  make 
it  a  consistent  expression  thereof,  and  to  bring  it  into  entire  agreement  in  essen- 
tial fieatnres,  with  that  of  the  general  society. 

But,  my  brethren,  I  regret  to  say  that  the  eibrts  of  the  parishes  to  hold  up  the 
hands  of  your  Board  of  Directors  in  our  Diocesan  Society,  have  nnt  been  very  ea- 
coaraging  during  the  year  past.  The  receipts  for  missionary  and  education  ob- 
jects have  been  less  than  they  should  have  been.  We  shall  fall  sadly  behind  the 
demands  of  our  stewardship,  if  more  effort,  and  effort  of  a  more  substantial  kind, 
be  not  made  in  our  several  parishes  to  bring  up  the  hearts  of  our  people  to  duty 
in  these  respects  and  to  exercise  them  in  good  works.  1  love  the  simplicity  and 
rejoice  in  the  success  of  tlie  plan  offceeJdi/  offering,  as  followed  in  some  other  dio- 
eeses.  And  I  hope  on  some  occasion  during  this  Convention,  as  well  as  hereafter 
to  urge  the  same  upon  your  adoption  in  your  respective  parishes. 

In  consequence  of  the  increase  of  churches  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York;  ma- 
king a  division  thereof  necessary  for  the  effectual  perfonnance  of  Episcopal  offices; 
and  also  of  the  prospect  of  a  similar  necessity  in  other  dioceses ;  tlie  manner  in 
wliich  such  division  is  liereafler  to  be  made,  and  the  circumstances  in  which  it 
may  take  place  were  appointed  by -a  canon  enacted  for  the  purpose*,  in  the  late 
General  Convention. 

A  diff*ercnceof  understanding  and  of  practice  as  to  the  use  of  certain  parts  of 
the  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  having  been  observed  in  various  parts  of  the 
Church,  the  House  of  Bishops,  at  the  request  of  that  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties, gave  an  opinion  on  tliree  points  brought  to  their  notice.  That  opinion  I 
now  publish  to  this  Convention;  and  through  the  clergy  here  present,  to  the  va- 
rious parishes  of  tlie  diocese;  trusting  that,  as  tlie  object  is  to  secure  uniformity  in 
our  public  services,  there  will  be  a  cheerful  and  universal  concurrence  in  the  in- 
terpretation pronounced.    It  is  thus: 

I.  That  in  the  Confession  in  the  Daily  Morning  and  Kvoning  Pmyf^r,  thcpeo- 
)fle  should  follow  the  mini^itor,  not  by  para^rrapli**.  as  has  been  usual,  but  in  the 

5.1  rnc  mann;*r  as  they  unite  in  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  C^rced,  and  tlic  Confession 
i  n  the  Communion  Service. 

II.  That  in  all  Joint  acts,  where  the  minister  and  people  are  to  unite  audibly, 
as  in  the  Confessions,  the  Creeds,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  Tribogion,  indV^^  VajiV 
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of  the  proper  prayen  for  Ash. Wednesday,  the  word  Amen  abould  be  pronounced 
by  both  the  minister  and  the  people;  its  use  by  the  people  ulone  being  consider- 
ed as  then  only  proper  when  it  is  a  response  by  them  to  an  Act  of  worship  whidi 
has  been  audibly  repeated  by  the  minister  only, 
in.  That  there  should  be  no  prayer  in  the  pulpit  before  sermon. 
On  my  return  from  the  General  Convention,  I  passed  Sunday  Sept  13th)  in 
Wheeling,  by  request  of  Bishop  Meade,  and  in  return  for  kindness  of  his  in  yisit- 
ing  parishes  in  Ohio,  in  the  viciniiy  of  his  diocese.    Pleached  twice  in  St.  Mat. 
thew*8  Church,  and  administered  confirmation  to  16  persons.     Wheeling  being 
a  convenient  point  whence  to  visit  neighboring  parishes  in  Ohio,  I  had  an  oppor- 
tunity  there  of  lecturing  thrice  to  the  people  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Armstrong's  charge} 
and  of  receiving  from  them  many  evidences  of  affectionate  regard. 

Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  (Sept.  15th  and  16tb,)  were  given  to  the  vacant  pa-  * 
xishes  of  St.  Thomas,  St.  ClairsviUe,  and  SL  Petefs  Morristown.    Preached 
twice  in  the  former,  and  once  in  the  litter.     Episcopal  visitations  can  be  of  little 
0enrice  in  those  places,  till  the  labors  of  a  minister,  either  settled  in  one  of  them, 
or  frequently  laboring  there,  shall  have  prepared  the  way.    Except  for  a  short  pe- 
riod of  the  last  year,  they  have  been  vacant  at  least  four  years.    A  clergyman  is 
exceedingly  wanted,  to  take  the  towns  on  the  national  road  from  Zanesville  to 
Wheeling,  for  his  field;  and  stationing  himself  at  some  convenient  point  thereon, 
divide  his  time  in  founding  parishes,  and  fiirthering  those  already  existing.  Cam- 
bridge  on  that  road,  should  not  be  neglected.    The  whole  field  is  excellent  for  a 
man  of  genuine  missionary  spirit.    The  means  of  transition  from  point  to  point 
are  abundant  and  pleasant.    A  suitable  person,  ready  to  undertake  this  work, 
would  be  immediately  appointed  thereto. 

Friday  (Sept.  18th,)  visited  Portland,  Warren  Township,  on  the  Ohio,  where 
in  a  little^church  belonging  to  himself  a  good  lay-brother,  officiates  as  Reader  to 
an  interesting  little  congregation,  surrounded  on  all  sides  by  the  heresies  of  those 
called  CampbelUtes.  Preached  once  and  administered  Confirmation  to  three  per- 
sons. In  the  evening  of  that  day,  crossed  into  Virginia,  and  preached  at  Wclls- 
burgh.  Next  day  to  Steubenville;  met  the  candidates  for  confirmation,  address- 
ed and  prayed  with  them; — had  a  meeting,  also,  of  the  communicants  for  exhor- 
tation and  prayer.  Next  day,  Sunday  20th,  preached  twice;  confirmed  16;  ad- 
ministered the  Lord's  Supper,  and  made, a  collection  of  j^  75,  for  the  Diocesan 
Education  and  Missionary  Society.  Next  day,  visited  St.  James'  Cross  Creek; 
preached  once,  and  confirmed  nine.  Rode  that  evening  to  Springfield;  and  the  day 
following  consecrated  St  John's  Church,  in  that  village,  and  confirmed  four. 

Having  again  reached  home,  and  spent  one  Sunday  there,  I  spent  the  following 
Saturday  and  Sunday  (OcL  3rd  4Lnd  4th)  in  St.  Paul's  parish,  recently  organ- 
ized in  the  town  of  Utica,  about  twelve  miles  from  Gambier,  and  supplied  with 
the  ministry,  by  one  of  the  officers  of  the  College:  preached  thrice;  had  an  in- 
terview for  instruction  and  prayer  with  the  candidates  for  confirmation;  baptize^] 
one  adult,  and  confirmed  nine. 

Oct.  13th,  visited  Trinity  Church,  Newark;  preached  twice,  besides  meeting 
the  candidates  for  Confirmation;  confirmed  14  persons,  and  collected  $15  12}, 
for  the  Missionary  and  Education  Society  of  the  Diocese.  The  new  Church  in 
that  town,  remarkably  well  built,  and  in  very  good  taste,  will  be  ready  for  con- 
secration about  Christmas  next. 

October  17th,  visited  St  Luke's  Church,  Marietta.  The  duties  of  the  visita- 
tion wer«  commeneed  with  the  consecration  of  the  chaste  and  beautiful  Grecian 
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edifice  recebtly  finished  by  the  Episcopalians  of  that  place.    A  great  deal  has 
been  done  there,  with  no  aid  of  any  consequence  from  abroad  and  by  a  small  num- 
ber of  contribators,  in  the  patting  up  and  entire  completion  of  one  of  the  best 
designed  and  finished  churches  in  the  IXiocese.    The  parishioners  are  now  erecting 
a  parsonage  house  for  their  Pastor.  They  have  also  a  parisli  school,  where  instruc- 
tion for  boys  and  girls  in  all  the  usual  branches  of  a  good  education,  is  furnished 
under  the  superintendance  of  the  pastor;   the  religious  part  of  the  instruction 
being  altogether  of  a  pastoral  character.    On  the  day  of  the  consecration 
of  the  Church,  besides  preaching,  I  held  a  meeting  with  the  communicants 
and  can<tidates  for  Confirmation  in  the  Lecture  Room;  and  at  night  there  was  a 
third  service,  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Armstrong,  of  Wheebng,  preached.    The  day 
following  being  Sunday,  there  was  Morning  Prayer  at  8  o'clock)  which  allowed 
me  time  to  preach  and  administer  Confinnatioh  and  the  LonTs  Sapper  at  the  usu- 
al time  of  morning  service.    Nine  persons  were  confirmed.     In  the  afternoon,  tht 
parents  and  Sunday  school  children  of  the  congregation  having  been  specially  call* 
ad  together,  (  addressed  them  respectively.    At  night,  I  took  occasion  to  preach 
on  the  missionary  duty  of  the  Church  with  particular  reference  to  the  late  change 
es  in  our  general  Missionary  operations;  afler  which  ^18  75  were  received  lor 
misrionary  purposes,  $3  75  of  which  were  the  product  of  the  self-denial  of  a  lit- 
tle girl  of  the  congregation. 

In  consequence  of  having  been  detained  two  days  longer  at  Marietta,  than  I 
expected,  waiting  for  a  boat,  my  intended  visitation  to  Portsmouth  was  deferred, 
till  my  visit  to  the  Churches  in  Circleville  and  Chillicothe. 

On  Thursday  evening  last,  I  administered  confirmation  in  St.  Paul's  Churchy 
of  this  cit{,  to  twelve  persons,  one  of  whom  was  of  the  parish  at  Hamilton. 
The  Rt  Kev.  Bishop  Smith,  of  Kentucky,  with  whose  presence  we  are  now  favor- 
ed, having  preached  the  sermon.  It  is  gratifying  to  anticipate  finding  that  co  n- 
pegation,  at  my  next  visit  to  this  city,  occupying  the  new  and  elegant  building 
now  being  completed  for  their  accommodation. 

Yesterday  morning,  as  you  witness^ed,  I  consecrated  to  the  service  of  God 
this  new  and  noble  building — so  comniodious  for  all  the  purposes  of  a  parish 
chorch — so  tasteful  and  elegant  in  all  that  meets  tlie  eye;  so  gratifying  as  an  evi- 
dence of  the  enterprise  and  encrjjy  of  the  people  by  whom  the  expence  has  been 
rasUiined.  , 

Last  evening  the  rite  of  confirmation  was  administered  to  seventeen  persons  of 
this  Church. 

Changes  m  the  diocese  since  the  last  report.  The  Rev.  William  Suddards  has 
left  St.  James',  Zanesvillc,  and  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
Rev.  Charles  V.  Kelly,  having  pa^iKed  his  year  of  residence  in  tliis  diocese,  as  a 
foreigner,  has  moved  to  the  Diocese  of  Now- York.  The  Rev.  John  L.  Bryan  who 
iras  connected  for  a  few  months  as  Missionary  with  the  parishes  of  St.  Clairs- 
villc  and  Morristown,  has  moved  to  that  of  Christ  Church,  Windsor.  The  Rev. 
Scth  Davis  has  r*»signed  Trinity  Church,  Cleaveland,  and  taken  charge  of  St. 
Matthew's,  Ashtabuld.  The  Rev.  R.  H.  R.  Philips,  deacon,  has  taken  a  letter 
dimissory  to  the  Dioceso  of  Maryland.  TIk'  Rev.  Alexander  Varian,  deacon,  has 
been  compelled,  h}'  domestic  aiUiction,  to  resign  his  charge  at  Springfield  and  Ur- 
bana.  and  has  taken  a  dimissory  letter  to  the  Bishop  of  Pennpylvania-  The  Rev. 
J.  T.  Eaton,  deacon,  has  resigned  All  Saints',  Portsmouth.  The  Rev.  James 
McElroy,  has  resigned  St  Peter's,  Delaware.  The  Rev.  Henry  S.  Smith,  dea- 
con, has  resigned  St.  James'  Batavia,  and  gone  to  the  parish  at  Liverpool.    TVi« 
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I^v.  AlvaJb  Sanford  has  resigned  Su  Paul's,  Medina,  and  St  StephenV  Graf- 
toD|  and  is  called  to  All  Saint's,  Portsmouth.    The  Rev.  B.  P.  Aydebtt  has  been 
compelled,  by  ill-health,  ta  resign  Christ  Church,  Cincinnati,  and  has  taken  the 
Presidency  of  an  incorporated  institution,  called  the  Woodward  High  School, 
in  Cincinnati;  and  the  ReT.  J.  T  Brooke,  late  of  the  diocese  of  Maryland,  has 
succeeded  to  the  vacated  charge.    The  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Smallwood  has  succeeded 
to  the  charge  of  St  James',  Zanesville.    The  Rev.  Ebenezer  Boyden,  to  that  of 
Trinity  Church,  Cleaveland.    The  Rtv.  Ephraim  Funderson,   to  that  of  St 
Paul's,  Norwalk.    The  Rev.  W.  K.  Newman,  a  Deacon,  from  the  Diocese  of 
Rhode  Island,  will  take  charge  of  St  John's  Stow,  and  of  two  new  parishes,  at 
Akron  and  Franklin. 

Three  chursheshave  been  consecrated  since  the  last  Report:  viz.  St  John's 
Springfield;  St  Luke's  Marietta,  and  Christ  Church,  Cincinnati. 

Two  candidates  for  orders  have  been  separated  from  the  Diocese  by  letters  di- 
missory,  viz.  Jehu  Jones,  to  New  Jersey,  and  M.  F.  Maury,  to  Kentucky. 

There  are  at  present  16  candidates  for  orders,  viz.  Sherlock  A.  Bronson,  Abra- 
ham Edwards,  Albert  Bledsoe,  Alfred  Blake,  Anson  Clarke,  Thomas  S.  Savaget 
Samuel  Buel,  John  Selwood,  Henry  L.  BoUman,  Norman  Badger,  Thomas  B. 
Fairchild,  William  Caird,  James  Bonner,  John  6.  Maxwell,  C.  Alexander  Foster 
«nd  Richard  Gray.  Of  these,  the  first  three  are  expecting  to  receive  deacon's 
<|irdec8  at  this  Convention.

The  organization  of  three  new  parishes  has  been  regularly  reported  to  me, 
viz.  St  Paul's,  Utica,  and  St  Jude's,  Montville,  and  Christ  Church,  Franklin. 
Several  other  parishes  I  have  accidentally  heard  of  as  Iiaving  been  organized, 
in  one  of  which,  at  least,  the  buildingof  a  church  has  been  commenced;  but  hav- 
ing no  regular  report  of  their  formation,  1  cannot  include  them  in  the  list  of  pa- 
rishes connected  with  the  diocese.  The  neglect  prevailing  in  the  diocese  as  to 
this  matter  is  too  great  not  to  be  particularly  noticed  in  this  address.  I  am  expect- 
ed to  have  a  care  over  parishes,  the  existence  of  which  I  do  not  know.  It  is  not 
improbable  that  there  are  some  two  or  three  recently  formed,  of  which  I  have 
not  even  casually  heard.  There  are  others  of  which  I  know  notliing  but  tlie  name 
of  the  place  in  which  they  have  been  formed.  Let  it  be  understood,  that  here- 
after I  will  consider  no  parisli  as  being  under  my  charge,  till  I  shall  have  received 
a  certified  copy  of  its  articles  of  association,  as  also  of  the  minutes  of  the  meeting 
at  which  it  was  organized,  and  a  list  of  its  Wardens  and  Vestrymen. 

Besides  the  neglect  in  the  above  particular,  I  have  to  complain  of  too  little  at- 
tention to  the  canonical  requisition  that  immediately  upon  a  parish  becoming  va- 
cant, information  thereof  shall  be  sent  to  the  Bishop. 

Iiaving  thus,  as  briefly  as  possible,  reviewed  the  chief  transactions  that  have  oc~ 
curred  since  my  last  address,  so  far  as  piey  might  be  considered  as  app^priate  to 
the  present  occasion;  I  proceed  to  suggest  a  topic  of  consideration  to  which  | 
hope  the  Convention  wiU  see  the  importance  of  giving  a  special  attention.  I  re- 
fti  to  the  present  connexion  of  the  Presi^ncy  of  Kenyon  College  with  the  Epis- 
eopate  of  \he  Diocese.    By  the  law  of  the  former,  it  is  provided  that  the  Presi- 
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daney  sba]!  be  in  the  sune  hand*  with  the  Episcopate,— in  other  words,  that  who- 
ever is  the  Bishop  shall  be  also  the  President.  In  the  Greneral  Convention  of 
1932,  the  conounenoe  oi  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  the  resolution  ot  the  House 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  favor  of  my  consecration  to  the  Episcopate  of 
Ohio,  was  accompanied  with  the  declaration  that  by  such  concurrence  ''  they 
did  not  give  their  sanctien  to  any  provision  of  the  College  at  Gambier,  which  can 
be  eoQstroed  as  making  a  necessary  connection  between  the  Presidency  of  the 
■id  Institution,  and  the  Episcopacy  of  the  Diocese:  it  seeming  to  the  House  of 
Bishops  an  incongnrity  that  the  occupant  of  the  latter  should  be  dependent  for  his 
continuance  in  his  station  on  any  authority  not  recognized  by  the  Canons." 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  say  a  word  in  this  address  either  in  favor  of  or  against 
the  principle  on  which  this  declaration  was  based.  The  respect  we  all  owe  and 
deeply  feel  for  the  hi^  source  from  which  it  issued,  does  not  permit  us  to  over- 
look it.  It  is  therefore  introduced  at  present  that  it  may  receive  the  attention  of 
the  Convention.  But  there  are  other  reasons  for  calling  your  mind,  to  the  geoe- 
lal  subject  referred  to.  By  the  present  arrangement  neither  the  Diocese  nor  the 
CoUege  is  the  gainer,  except  that  whilst  the  latter  sustains  tlic  whole  burden  of 
Ihe  maintenance  of  the  Bishop,  the  Diocese  receives  almost  all  his  services.  1  feel 
deeply  interested  in  both,  believing  that  the  welfare  of  the  College,  especially  in 
its  bearing  upon  the  Theological  Seminary,  is  the  welfiue  of  the  Diocese;  and  that 
the  latter  cannot  promote  its  own  welfare,  by  any  single  local  measure  bo  effeetu- 
aUy,  as  by  sustaining  its  College  vigorously  and  liberally.  In  what  I  am  about 
to  say  therefore,  let  it  not  be  understood  that  I  place  the  interests  of  our  institu- 
tion atGambier  in  anysubotxiinate  place;  but  rather  that  as  a  most  important  post 
in  the  diocese,  I  am  seeking  to  ad? ance  its  prosperity  as  a  «nain  object,  and 
through  it,  to  build  up  the  waste  places  of  our  whole  Zion. 

According  to  the  present  arrangement^  the  Bishop  must  surrender  his  mind  and 
care  and  study  exclusively,  either  to  the  Diocese  in  general;  or  to  the  institutiont 
at  which,  as  President,  he  resides,  in  particular;  or  else  be  divided  between  the 
mdely  different,  and,  therefore,  embarrassing  descriptions  of  duty,  attaching  to 
both. 

To  be  exclusively  devoted  to  the  institution,  is  of  course  out  of  tlie  question. — 
To  be  exclusively  given  to  the  Dioceec,  except  as  the  institution  and  its  vicinity 
may  be  considered  as  havinfir  a  parochial  claim  on  the  attention  of  tlie  Bishop, 
would  be  neither  consistent  witli  the  expectations  of  tlie  Churcii,  the  responsi- 
bility under  which  the  public  must  regard  the  ofRce  of  President,  nor  the  fact,  to 
which  I  solicit  special  attention,  that  the  wiiole  maintenance  and  all  the  accom- 
modation of  the  Episcopate  ot  the  diocese,  are  derived  from  its  connection  with 
the  Presidency  of  the  collei^e. 

To  pursue  the  middle  course,  to  be  divided  between  the  diocese  and  the  col- 
legiate claims,  is  the  only  one  consistent  with  a  conscientious  view  of  the  pre- 
sent arrangement. 

But  against  the  further  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Diocesan  to  pursue  this 
course,  there  arc  several  important  objections: 

1.     The  spiritual  interests  of  tho  Diocese  require  all  the  attention  and  care  that 
any  one  Bishop  is  capable  of  affording,  in  tiic  most  unencumbered  circumstances. 
By  this  I  do  not  mean,  that  in  any  chan^  of  relations,  the  present  incumbent 
would  feel  it  his  duty  to  be  absent  any  more  from  his  family,  his  study,  his  re. 
tirement,  his  domestic  duties,  his  private  cares,  his  duties  of  reading  and  medi- 
tation and  correspondence,  his  opportnnities'of  intellectual  and  spiritual  improve- 
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ment,  and  be  itinerating  any  more  among  the  parishes  of  the  diocese  than  iiat 
hitherto  been  the  case.  Tlie  average  amount  of  itinerant  duty,  which  the  Dio- 
cese, according  to  the  present  scheme  of  visitation,  receives,  is  as  much  as  the  do- 
mestic, personal  and  public  duties,  the  inlellectual  and  spiritual  qualifications  of 
any  Diocesan  could  authorize.  To  increase  the  amount  of  public  effort,  would 
be  only  to  impovehsh  tlie  source  on  which  its  value  depends.  Many  months  of 
continual  public  exeition,  with  scarcely  a  moment  even  to  read,  except  as  it  is 
obtained  upon  the  high- way;  and  scarcely  a  moment  to  meditate,  except  as  it  is 
stolen  from  hours  of  rest  and  sleep,  require  tJiat  many  should  be  spent  also 
in  comparative  retirement,  with  good  opportunities  for  reading,  meditation  and 
prayer. 

Should  the  parishes  of  tlie  dioceHe  be  multiplied  four-fold,  I  know  not  that  it 
would  be  right  to  take  any  more  time  for  visitations. 

But  all  this  only  shows  the  more  impressively  the  inexpediency  of  permitting 
any  such  cares  as  those  of  the  Presidency  of  a  College  to  divide  the  time  and 
mind  of  your  diocesan. 

2.  The  next  objection  to  the  present  arrangement  is,  that  the  interests  of  the 
College  require  that  its  President,  as  he  must  bear,  in  the  eye  of  the  public,  all 
the  responsibility  of  its  management,  should  have  all  his  time  and  care,  and  his 
best  thoughts  and  efforts  concentrated  upon  its  concerns.  Whatever  may  be  an- 
ticipated from  a  more  general  superin tendance  on  the  part  of  the  President  and 
a  devolving  of  the  more  particular  and  daily  duties  upon  a  Vice  President,  th# 
public  will  make  no  division  of  the  responsibility.  The  President,  in  such  cir- 
cumstanccs,  cannot  help  a  great  deal  of  anxiety,  and  his  auxiliary,  however 
suitable,  cannot  do  the  full  work  of  a  presiding  officer:  so  that  in  the  division  of 
the  general  duty  fromthe  particular,  both  must  materially  suffer. 

Again:  By  the  present  arrangement,  the  whole  support  of  the  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese  arises  oat  of  his  connexion  v.'ith  the  College.  I  have  reason  to  suppose 
that  the  Trustees  ot  the  College  in  offering  to  sustain  the  burden,  as  1  know  that 
the  present  iucumbcnt  in  being  willing  to  accede  to  the  plan,  anticipated  that  as 
a  temporary  arrangement,  it  would  soon  be  changed. 

I  say  nothing  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  this  maintenance.  That  must  be  lefl  to 
other  minds.  At  any  rate,  it  is  a  great  deal  more  than  the  ColUgt  ought  to  fur- 
nish. 

I  object  to  the  continuance  of  this  mode  of  sustaining  the  Diocesan  on  several 
grounds: 

1.  He  does  not  and  ought  not  to  pay  sufficient  attention  to  the  concerns  of  the 
College  to  warrant  any  such  return.  At  present,  it  is  almost  entirely  a  gratuity 
on  the  part  of  the  College  to  the  Diocese;  tlie  latter  being  the  engrossing  object 
of  care  and  study,  as  well  when  the  Bishop  is  at  home,  as  when  he  is  visiting  the 
parishes. 

2.  The  Collej^e  is  not  in  circumstances  to  warrant  any  such  expenditure.  It 
needs  much  more  from  the  Diocosc,  than  the  latter  needs  from  it.  It  would  be 
much  more  reasonable  th:;t  tho  President  of  the  College  should  be  sustained  by 
the  Diocos",  than  that  ilie  IJlsliop  of  the  Dioei?:*e  should  be  sustained  by  the  Col- 
lege. And  considering  how  little  1ms  boon  done  in  Ohio  towards  the  rearing  up 
of  an  institution  which  every  where  cUp  has  auakoncd  so  intense  an  interest,  it 
seems  to  me  tliat  tlie  Churches  of  the  diocese  should  no  longer  consent  that  the 
College  shall  be  burdened  with  an  appropriation  which  their  Diocesan  feels  na 
little  UDpleMantness  in  being  obliged  to  receive  at  its  hands.

3w  Th*  natanl  dependenee  for  the  mtintenance  of  the  Epbcoptte  it  upon  the 
puisheeof  the  Diocese.  To  them,  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  be  deyoted,  it 
is  his  light  to  look  for  tiiis  purpose.  And  except  there  be  a  valid  plea  of  inabihty, 
there  is  an  insiurmonntable  objection  on  the  part  of  the  present  speaker  to  be  sus- 
tained from  any  other  quarter. . 

With  these  considerations,  I  submit  the  whole  subject  to  the  disposal  of  this 
Convention,  as  it  will  be  submitted  also  to  the  Trustees  of  the  College  at  tb^ 
meeting  on  the  present  occasion.  One  thing,  however,  is  to  be  understood  in  all 
proeeedings based  upon  the  foregoing  remarks:  viz.  That  in  whatever  changes 
the  parties  concerned  may  consent  to,  there  shall  remain  so  much  relation  be- 
tween the  episcopate  of  the  diocese,  and  the  management  of  the  College  and 
Theological  Seminary,  as  to  afford  all  reasonable  security  against  the  tumiiig 
iway  at  any  time  hereafter  of  any  branch  of  the  institution  from  that  distinct  and 
entire  subservience  and  conformity  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the 
United  States,  in  doctrine,  discipline,  worship,  and  interest,  on  the  assurance  of 
which,  its  endowments  were  given,  and  on  the  continuance  of  which  its  great 
nbe  depends. 

It  is  now  high  time  your  attention  were  released  from  an  address  already  ex- 
mJled  nnich  beyond  the  usual  limits. 

In  conclusion,  dear  brethren,  let  me  exhort  you  in  a  few  words  as  to  the  spirit 
ftiwhich  all  your  deliberations  should  be  conducted.  "Follow  peace" — "Be 
ef  the  same  mind  one.  towards  another."  We  had  much  better  do  nothing,  as  a 
general  role,  than  do  any  thing  at  the  cost  of  strife.  Any  such  evil  I  do  not  appre* 
ktttd.-»May  the  mantle  of  the  General  Convention,  descend  upon  our  diocese— 
fte  mantle  of  brotherly  kindness  and  chanty — the  charity  that  vaunteth  not 
'iaSt,  is  not  puffed  up,  seeketh  not  her  own,  is  not  easily  provoked,  thinketh 
BO  evil  As  the  precious  ointment  on  the  head  of  the  High  Priest,  that  flowed 
kmn  upon  all  his  robes,  may  the  spirit  of  love  wherewith  our  Great  High 
Priest  was  pleased  to  animate  the  chief  council  of  our  Church,  flow  down  so 
iveetly  upon  us,  and  all  our  brethren,  that  our  blessings  may  be  as  the  dew  of 
Beraion  descending  upon  all  the  mountains  of  Zion,  and  we,  growing  in  every 
pace,  may  always  give  reason  for  men  to  say:  "  Behold  how  good  And  how  pUa* 
lot  it  is  for  brttkrem  to  dwell  together  in  unity,**

The  Committee  appointed  at  tlie  last  Convention  to  consider 
the  importance  of  organizing  a  Sunday  School  Society  for  tlie 
Diocese  of  Ohio,  made  a  repcNct  which  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  oom- 
mittee  on  Canon  3d  made  the  following  report  which  wns  ac- 
oeptsd. 

The  Committee  to  whom  wu  referred  Canon  3d,  beg  leave  to  report  the  fol- 
lowing additions  to  be  inserted  after  the  first  section  or  the  present  Cuion. 

Sect.  3.  In  electing  a  Vettnr,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  has  not 
ngned  the  article  of  parocliial  Association;  and  who  is  not  a  holder  or  renter  of 
Qoe  entire  pew;  and  when  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  pew,  thej 
shall  be  entitled  jointly  to  one  vote.  In  those  parishes  in  which  there  are  no 
pews  held  or  rented,  no  individnal  shall  be  entitled  to  rote  who  is  not  a  contriba- 
tor  to  the  Church  to  such  an  amount  as  the  respective  parishes  shall  appoint. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  vestryman  who  is  not  a  pew  holder,  mt 
a  qualified  voter  in  the  parish  for  which  he  is  elected. 

SzcT.  4.  If  anj  Vestryman  shall  be  guilty  of  scandalous  or  immoral  condnet, 
or  ihall  be  notoriously  immoral  in  his  general  character,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Minister,  or  in  case  there  shall  be  no  Mioister,  of  the  senior  Warden,  to  pre- 
KDt  him  to  the  Vestry,  who  shall  have  power,  on  being  satisfied  of  his  guilt,  to 
Opel  him,  provided  always  that  at  least  two  thirds  concur  in  sucli  expulsion,  and 
that  the  peraon  expelled  shall  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  Bishop.

The  Canons,  after  some  amendnients,  were  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  Committee  on,  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates 
ID  the  Missionary  and  E^lucation  Society,  made  tlie  following  re- 
port which  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  re- 
htes  to  the  providing  for  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  Ministry  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  the  work  of  Missions,  having  had  the  same  ua- 
4er  consideration,  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  Canon. 

CANON  xin. 

Of  MissionSf  and  of  Education  for  the  Ministry, 

Sec.  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  missionary  institution;  and 
tnrj  part  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christian  profession  to  the  support  of  the  Mi*- 
nonar}'  work;  and  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  beinff  absolutely 
wc^stary  to  tlic  furtherance  of  the  Gospel  in  tliu  same  work — it  issoTcmDly  urg- 
ed upon  every  member  of  the  Cliurch,  that  he  consider  his  Christian  profession 
as  iuTolving  direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objects.  , 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  tliis  Diocese  to  instruct  the 
people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  those  objects.  And  it  is  recommended  to  every 
OKmber  of  Uie  Church  to  lay  by  him,  on  thp  first  day  of  the  week,  in  store,  for 
thefe  purposes,  as  God  hath  prospered  him,  according  to  the  apostolic  direction. 
i.Cor.  xri.  1. 

Sec  3.  There  shall  be  appointed,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
a  Committee  consisting  of  tlie  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ex-oUicio,  and  8  other 
members — =1  clerical,  4  lav^lccted  by  ballot,  to  be  colled  the  Missionary  and 
Education  Committee.  To  which  shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and  reg- 
nbtioD  of  Beneficiaries,  tlie  apjpointing  of  Missionaries,  and  Missionary  stations, 
and  the  making  of  all  appropriations  of  money  for  either  object. 

Sic.  4.  It  shall  bo  the  privilege  of  the  contributors  to  designate  to  which  pur- 
pose, and  also  to  which  branch  ot  the  Missionary  cause,  if  such  be  the  designa- 
tion, their  contribution  shall  be  applied.  If  no  designation  shall  be  made,  it  shall 
be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sxc.  5.    The  Biahop  of  the  Diocese,  ex-officio,  shall  preside  in  all  meetings 
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of  the  Comiaitteei  when  present — if  abient,  a  chainnan  pra  tem.  ghall  be  ap- 
pointed. 

Sec.  6.    The  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place  and  on  the  1st  day 
of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  at  such  other  times  and  placet  aa 
the  President  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  or  as  may  be  found  convenient  on  its 
own  adjournment.    Four  attending  members  shall  be  a  quorum;  and  every  meet- 
ing shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Sec.  7.  No  Beneficiary  or  Missionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the  written 
consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  same,  and  entered  on  its  Journal. 

Sec.  8.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Secretary  of  the 
same  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year  then  terminated — which 
with  a  report  of  their  Treasurer  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Convention,  and  published  in  its  Journal  (either  in  part  or  in  full) 

Sec  9.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall 
be  ex-officio  members;  and  may  supply  its  own  vacancies  during  the  recess  of  the 
Convention.  It  sliall  permit  no  monies  to  be  paid  by  its  Treasurer,  but  by  its  own 
orderf  signed  by  the  President 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  hearing  of  the 
Parochial  Reports. 

CHRIST  CHURCH,  DAYTON. 
Rkv.  Ethan  Allen. 
[The  following  report  of  Rev.  Ethan  Allen,  for  the  year  1834*  wu  accidental- 
ly left  out  of  the  laat  Joamal.] 

Since  the  last  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  there  have  been  12  confirmed  in  this 
parish— I  infant  baptiied— 6  marriages — 15  burials,  of  which,  2  children  and 
1  adult  only  were  oi  tha  coDf;regation.  Then  hare  been  8  added  to  the  ooift. 
mnnion,  and  5  mnoved,  laaying  the  preaent  number,  25.  The  Sunday  School 
has  aboat  80  toholan,  and  It  teaehcii.    The  number  of  familiea  is  upwards  ofdO. 
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Tba  Fanude  Beaevolent  Society  hu  furnished,  towuds  p^ing  ior  the  wgaBt 
^173  25. 

I  hare  preached  here  ahoat  one  hundred  timet,  and  adminiatered  the  oonv- 
manion  5  times.  There  is  a  Friday  evening  lecture,  and  also  a  female  prayer- 
meeting  which  have  been  constantly  kept  up.  The  parish  has  suffered  severely 
in  the  removal,  by  death,  of  five  of  the  pew  holders.  This  together  with  the  litttt 
increase  dt  the  communion  has  been  seriously  discouraging.  But  brighter  day« 
sue  in  prospect.  The  word  is  heard  with  much  respect,  and  with  apparenuy 
iacreaaing  attention  and  interest  The  Spirit,  we  have  reason  to  believe,  is  striv- 
imj^  in  the  hearts  of  some,  and  has  been  manifested  in  the  renewal  dTthe  heartf 
ox  others.  In  the  midst  of  many  things  discouraging,  we  have  been  &vored  mndi. 
The  Church  was  consecrated  in  November  last. 

HAMLTON. 

At  tlie  request  of  a  fbw  individuals  in  Hamilton,  the  county  seat  of  Butler  Co. 
I  visited  that  place  first  in  April  last    I  found  that  a  parish  had  been  organized  in 
1822  by  Bishop  Chase,  and  for  tliree  or  four  years  enjoyed  his  occasional  services, 
•s  also  the  occasional  services  of  the  late  Rev.  S.  Johnston,  of  Cincinnati,  Rev. 
8.  Wall,  then  of  this  Diocese,  and  the  late  Rev.  O.  McMillan.     But  owing  to  re- 
movals and  deaths,  and  want  of  ministerial  services,  all  of  the  orisrinal  association 
bad  baen  scattered  but  one  &mily;  and  that  one,  till  recently,  had  for  some  years, 
resided  in  Indiana.   No  records  could  be  iicaid  of.    The  prospects,  however,  were 
now  lo  encouraging,  that  I  continued  to  repeat  my  visits.     1  have  preached  there 
7  times,  and  at  my  last  visit,  I  assisted  to  organize  a  parish,  calling  it  by  the 
name  of  the  former  one,  fh>m  regard  to  the  services  performed  there  by  the  former 
Bkbop.    The  number  of  families  is  14;  and  of  communicants,  so  fiur  as  ascertain- 
ed, 9b    Other  &milies  residing  near,  are  known,  to  whom  the  article  of  associa- 
tion has  not  been  presented.    The  prospects  are  decidedly  encouraging.    By  the 
kindness  and  christian  courtesy  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pomeroy,  we  have  occupied  for 
oar  services,  the  Presbyterian  Chureh. 

SPRLNGFIELD. 

At  Springfield,  the  county  seat  of  Clarke  county,  at  the  request  of  the  Bish- 
op, I  have  paid  monthly  visits  for  some  months  past,  and  preached  6  times.  From 
the  parochial  repoit  of  thcRev.S  .  Johnston,  in  1620,  it  appears  that  an  article  of 
usociation  was  drawn  up  and  signed;  but  I  find  no  further  notice  of  such  a  pa- 
riihonthe  Jonmals,  nor  could  I  find  any  individual  who  knew  or  had  heard  any 
thing  about  it.  I  found  four  familes  of  Episcopalians,  and  some  I  understand 
bave  lately  removed  thither.  Others  also  have  professed  a  readiness  to  join  a  pa- 
rish when  one  shall  be  formed.  It  was  not  thought  best,  however,  to  organize 
one  till  a  ministftr  could  be  permanently  located  ih-ite.  There  are  four  commu- 
aicints. 

YELLOW  SPRINGS. 

At  Yellow  Springs,  Green  Co.,  an  article  of  association  has  been  drawn  up 
and  signed  by  a  number;  and  a  parish  thus  conimenceu  being  organized.  Tlie  re- 
cent death  of  one  of  its  female  mcmbicrs  will  be  severely  felt  There  are  two 
Coininunicaiits. 

Besides  xhenQ  services,  I  have  preached  in  Gambler  once;  Mt  Vernon,  5  times 
and  buncd  one  child;  at  Mr.  McWhirk's,  Franklin  Co.  twice;  in  Cincinnati 
twice;  at  Troy,  Miami  Co.  twice;  at  Piquo,  the  same  county,  five  tin'<>s,  and 
niarried  one  couple;  at  Oxford,  Butler  co.,  once  in  the  chapel  of  the  Miami  I'ni- 
Tersity,  and  at  Greencastlc  near  Dayton,  once,  and  buried  one  child.  Arrungc- 
ments  luive  beon  made  to  have  a  mini8ter  located  at  Springfield,  to  officiate  there, 
ind  also  at  Urbana  and  the  Yellow  Springs.  We  want  Uborers  exceediii|^iy  in 
this  part  of  the  Diocese;  but  much  more  that  the  Gospel  should  be  made  success- 
fal  in  creating  men  anew  in  Christ  Jesus,  when  it  is  preached  among  us.  To 
this  end  may  God  pour  out  his  spirit  Upon  us  for  Jesus  sake. 

October  31,  1835 

The  Rector  of  Christ  Chureh^  Dayton,  reports — the  deat^  of  8  comnanieants, 
the  removal  of  3,  and  the  addition  of  17,  making  the  preeent  number,  S?-- tleo, 
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9  baptisms,  2  of  which  were  adult — 8  marriages — 3  burials  of  adults,  4  of  chiU 
dren,  which  with  4  not  of  the  congregation,  make  11.  The  number  of  families, 
exclusive  of  about  20  young  men,  holding  pews,  and  besides  4  families  from  other 
churches,  holding  pews,  and  10  fimnilies  having  only  a  professed  connexion  with 
us,  is  60.  The  Sunday  school  has  100  scholars,  and  14  teachers,  with  a  library 
of  about  130  vols.  Tlie  Female  Benevolent  Society  has  recently  purchased  with 
the  result  of  their  efforts,  a  very  handsome  plaited  communion  set;  and  the  youn? 
men  of  the  congregation  have  procured  a  set  of  lamps  at  the  price  of  $120,  which 
liffht  the  Chureh  remarkably  well,  and  are  a  handsome  ornament.  ^>netian 
blinds  also  have  been  furnished  by  tlie  liberality  of  the  individuals  near  the  win- 
dows which  add  much  to  the  comfort  and  appearance  of  the  Church.  The  Fri- 
day evening  lecture  was  discontinued  during  the  summer,  but  now  commenced 
again.  This  has  frequently  been  to  me  a  meeting  of  great  interest.  The  regu- 
lar attendance  on  public  worship  is  manifestly  increasing — the  responses  are 
.more  generally  made  than  formerly,  and  the  serious  manner  in  which  they  are 
made  evince  the  interest  which  they  excite  and  call  forth.  This  is  encouraging 
because  it  is  not  only  an  individual  compliance  with  the  duty  to  publicly  wor- 
ship Qod;  but  it  is  forming  and  carrying  out  a  habit,  the  result  of  which,  wiUi 
the  UesiiQ^  of  God,  must  be  benencied  to  the  Church,  and  to  the  individuals 
themselves.  The  religious  character  of  the  Church  is  evidently  increasing  in 
weight  and  influence  which  is  always  more  desirable  than  a  mere  increase  in 
nuinbers.  But  much  advancement  may  yet  be  made,  as  I  trust  in  God,  through 
Jesus  Christ,  there  may  be.  Our  communion  collections  are  appropriated  to  uie 
missionary  work. ' 

HAMILTON. 

In  St  fiflftttli^'i  Church,  Hamilton,  &  Rosseville,  Butler  co.  13  communicants 
have  been  added  and  3  removed,  making  the  present  number  19 — and  5  children 
have  been  baptixed.  I  have  preached  here  22  Umes  and  administered  the  com- 
munion thrice— the  first  time  to  15  and  the  second  to  22.  This  Church  is  gain- 
ing ground,  and  affords  much  encouragement.  The  erection  of  a  gothic  edi* 
fice  of  brick  for  public  worship,  60  feet  by  40,  has  been  commenced,  aud  the 
walls  are  now  nearly  up  and  will  soon  bo  covered  in.  The  site  is  exceedingly 
eligible  ;  no  better  comd  have  been  obtained.  The  corner-stone  was  laid  by  me 
on  the  22d  of  last  month.  The  Lord  has  been  pleased  to  favor  this  little  vine 
much.  He  has  renewed  the  hearts  of  some,  and  given  the  cause  which  they 
have  espoused  favor  in  the  eyes  of  others.  Social  worship,  at  wliich  the  service 
is  performed  and  a  sermon  read,  is  attended  every  Sabbath.  The  labors  of  a  re- 
sident pastor  are  much  needed.  Churches  in  places  not  far  distant,  might  be 
gathered  by  his  missionary  efforts.     The  field  is  exceedingly  encourajring. 

In  March  I  visited  Springfield,  then  under  the  pastoral  charge  of  tLe  Rev. 
Mr.  Varian,  and  by  whom  I  was  relieved  from  that  part  of  my  former  missionary 
field,  and  preached  3  times  and  administered  the  communion  to  18.  In  last 
month  I  preached  there  again.  In  Mount  Vernon  I  have  preached  7  times — in 
Franklin  Co.  once — at  Troy,  Miami  Co.  4  timuj,  and  in  Piquli  twice  and  mar- 
ried one  couple.  At  these  two  last  mentioned  places,  and  at  Dayton,  Messrs. 
Guion,  Haight  and  Varian,  with  myself  have  licld  asBOciationn.  Their  object 
has  been,  not  to  promote  excitement,  but  to  build  up  the  Church  where  held, 
by  strengthening  the  minister,  helping  him  in  his  arduous  work,  and  urging  for- 
ward the  great  measures  demanded  by  the  cause  he  would  advance.  To  this 
end  we  desire  to  give  fiill  piominence  to  the  cause  of  Missions,  and  to  Sunday 
schools.  Through  the  mercy  and  grace  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Chriat 
they  have  proved  blessings  to  the  Church  so  visited. 


CHRIST  CHURCH,  CINCINNATI. 
Rxv.  0.  P.  Atdklotte. 

The  following  report  embraces  the  period  which  elapsed  since  the  lost  Conven- 
tion till  the  termination  of  my  laboring  in  the  Parish: 

ManUges,  S^Communicants,  89— Baptisms,  16— Fimerals,  11. 

OntiieTth  of  March,  1835, 1  resigned  the  char^  of  the  parish;  but  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Vestry,  continued- luy  pastoral  care  tdl  the  arrival  of  my  successor 
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Mjr  motive  for  laring  down  the  Rectorship  will  appear  in  the  following  extract 
from  my  letto'of  resLniation  to  the  Vestry: 

"  You  are  aware  of  the  exceedingly  feeble  and  critical  state  of  Christ  Church 
when  I  first  entered  upon  the  pastoral  charge  of  it;  and  of  the  labor,  care,  and 
anxiety  tliat  have  since  come  upon  me.  AU  the  circumstances  of  the  congrega- 
tion were  such  as  to  demand  otme  unceasing  oversight  and  personal  effort;  and 
therefore,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  weeks  in  which  indisposition  compelled  me 
to  travel,  I  have  never  been  absent,  either  susimer  or  winter, — in  seasons  of  pes- 
tilence or  health.  You  are  aware,  also,  how  very  much  we  have  been  favnred  by 
the  good  providence  and  Spirit  of  God.  Peace  and  unanimity  have  uninterrupt- 
edly prevailed  in  the  chnrch;  and  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  has  been  blessed, 
1  trust,  to  many  souls.  The  communion  has  thus,  under  a  scriptural  discipline, 
not  merely  increased  in  numbers,  but  grown  in  light  and  practical  piety.  For 
these  things  1  would  be  thankful; — they  also  humble  me  when  I  call  to  mind  the 
discouraging  thoughts,  the  doubts  and  fears  with  which  I  commenced  my  labors 
among  you. 

In  the  itaeanwhile,  however,  my  health  has  suffered,  so  as  to  make  it  very  de- 
nrable  for  me  to  cease,  at  least  for  some  months,  from  the  stated  exercises  of  the 
polpiL  But  1  have  not,  till  lately,  seen  any  opportunity  of  procuring  such  relax- 
ation consistently  with  the  best  mtercsts  of  my  pastoral  charge.  Many  of  you 
with  affectionate  solicitude  have  urged  tlic  appointment  of  an  assistant,  tliat  I 
might  be  relieved  of  a  part  of  my  burden.  To  this  course  I  have  two  objections-^ 
firrt,  experience  has  shown  that  no  one  can  be  obtained  who  would  be  at  all  like- 
ly to  give  general  satisfaction;  and,  secondly,  the  true  wel&re  of  the  church  de- 
minds,  at  once,  a  pastor  competent  in  point  of  health,  as  well  aa  matured  expe- 
liencef  to  take  the  soU  charge  of  it 

Such  being  my  convictions,  arrived  at  afler  Ion?  and  close  reflection,  1  can 
neither  recommend  the  calling  of  an  assistant,  nor  ask  for  that  temporary  absence 
Wluehmy  health  requires,  but  must  beg  leave  to  resign  the  Rectorship.  This 
proposition  I  can  now  make  with  entire  confidence,  because  with  the  strength 
tod  stability  to  which  the  cause  of  Christ  has  attained  in  the  congregation,  you 
vill  go  into  tlie  new  edifice  under  circumstances  eminently  favorable  to  your  fu- 
ture spiritual  growtli  and  prosperity." 

The  building,  above  mentioned,  nan  been  completed;  and  is,  perhaps,  the  most 
nnenificent  church-edifice  in  the  Valley  of  the  Mississipi. .  I  trust  that  God  will 
nuke  it  t)ie  means  of  bringing  within  the  saving  influence  of  the  Gospel  many 
who  have  hitherto  exchided  themselves.  That  the  beloved  people  who  worship 
in  it,  and  among  whoai  I  so  long  labored  in  the  Lord,  may  be  preserved  from  the 
"pirit  of  this  world;  and  be  built  up  in  tnith  and  holiness,  is  my  earnest  prayer. 
The  account  between  us,  as  Pastor  and  Flock,  is  now  closed;  but  it  is  one  day  to 
Ik  examined.  May  God,  for  Jesus  Chrises  sake,  prepare  us  all  for  t)ie  disclosures 
of  that  liay. 


TRINITY  CHURCH,  CLEAVELAND. 

Rev.  E.  Botdev, 

Reports,  that  during  tUo  few  montlis  in  which  he  has  had  cliarge  of  that  Church 
there  have  been  five  baptisms,  four  marriages,  and  nine  funerals,.-i-Communicants 
ulded,  1 1 — total,  about  70.     Eighty  communicants  were  reported  last  year  by 
the  former  rector;  fifteen  of  whom,  have  either  died  or  removed.    A  Bible  class 
has  been  commenced,  and  much  interest  is  manifested  in  it.     The  present  number 
of  those  who  recite  is  about  twenty-five;  though  of^en  more  than  a  hundred  at- 
tend.   Tlie  Sunday  School  contains  about  one  hundred  scholars,  and  fifteen  teach- 
ers.   It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  state;  that  the  Vestry,  in  accordance  with  the 
new  organization  of  our  Missionary  system,  have  taken  up  the  subject  of  Mis- 
sions, and  other  benevolent  objects,  as  one  branch  of  their  duties  as  church  offi- 
cers, and  have  resolved  on  a  plan  of  weekly  offering,  from  which  I  anticipate,  in 
view  of  iho  nbilitv  and  liberality  of  the  people,  the  best  results.     Upon  the  Sun- 
day before  I  left  them,  though  the  day  was  unfavorable,  and  the  congregation  not 
[arip,  a  collection  of  forty-nve  dollars  was  taken  up  for  our  Missionary  and  Edu- 
cation Society.    An  excellent  evangelical  spirit  pervades  the  eongregation  gen- 
erally: and  it  will,  I  trust  be  evinced  by  much  good  fhiit  in  time  to  comie.    fiknua 
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Uikett  of  fpiritiial  blessing  h&Tebeen  granted  iu;  may  God  increase  them  abund- 
antly; and  by  the  power  of  His  grace  overcome  that  worldly  spirit,  by  which, 
tlasl  too  many  amongst  us  are  bound  as  with  stronv,  and  almost  hopeless  ehaiiM. 
I  haye  preached  once  at  Elyria,  once  at  Wiilougnby,  and  twice  at  Stow. 


MISSIONARY  REPORT.    ' 

Rev.  Abraham  Bronsor. 

Through  September  and  October  of  lost  year  I  performed  service  alternately 
at  Colunwia  and  Strongsville,  with  the  exception  of  one  Sunday  to  adxninister 
the  communion  at  Yora. 

■  In  compliance  with  advice  from  the  Bishopi  and  by  consent  of  the  General 
Missionary  Society,  I  removed  my  station,  about  tiie  first  of  November,  to  Perrys- 
borgh  anil  Maumee.  But  some  discouraging  circumstances  there,  together  with 
a  severe  domestic  affliclion,  induced  me  to  return,  past  the  middle  of  December, 
(spending  a  Snnday  on  the  way  at  the  dCBtitute  church  in  Norwalk,)  and  to  ta][e 
charge  ot  our  people  in  Strongsville,  Liverpool  and  York.  The  two  latter  place* 
were  so  near  together,  that  I  could  divide  tiie  Sunday  between  them,  und  thus 
employ  half  my  time,  and  spend  the  other  half  at  the  former  place.  That  conna 
of  service  I  continued,  with  the  exception  of  two  Sundays  exchange  with  Bro- 
ther Sanford, — and  likewise  held  one  or  two  evening  meetings  in  a  week 
through  the  winter  season,  besides  a  number  of  such 'meeting^f  with  Brother  San- 
iord  at  Medina.  i 

•  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  a  Charter  was  obtained  for  a  Parish  in 
York;  and  in  the  spring  and  summer,  Parishes  were  organized  in  Strongsville  and 
LiverpooL  About  ^the  first  of  September,  the  Rev.  Henry  S.  Smith  took  a  part 
of  my  charge  off  from  my  hands,  and  tims  gave  me  an  opportunity  to  take  anew 
station  in  Boaton,  Portage  County,  where  there  is  a  prospect  of  a  considerable 
village,  and  the  men  of  must  property  arc  disposed  to  do  liberally  for  buildinfr 
up  and  supporting  a  Church.

ST.  PETER'S,  ASHTABULA. 

*  Rev.  Seth  Davis 

Reports  that  he  entered  upon  the  duties  of  tlie  paxish  of  St  Peter's  Church 
Ashtabula,  on  the  19th  day  of  October,  1834;  and  that  with  the  exception  of  two 
or  three  Sundays  his  labors  have  been  confined  to  the  above  named  parish.  Its 
itate  is  as  follows. 

Baptisms,  Children,  8— Adults,  3 — Communicants,  added,  4 — removed,  1 — 
Died,  2 — present  number,  76 — Burials,  9 — Mairiages,  5.    The  number  of  Sun- 
daj-ichool  scholars  is  116.     This   department  of  christian  benevolence  has  in- 
creased very  much  in  numbers,  in  interest  and  usefulness  during  the  past  year. 
The  tchool  is  instructed  in  the  Church  immediately  after  morning  service.    It  is 
opened  with  the  Sunday-school  Liturgy,  in  wliich  all  the  children  take  an  ac- 
lire  part    Lessons  are  previously  selected  from  the  Epistles  and  Gospels  in  the 
Fnjer  Book  for  the  children  to  learn  during  the  week  with  a  portion  of  the 
Church  catechism.     Afler  the  children  have  l^cn  instructed  in  their  lessons  by 
their  teachers,   tliey  are  publicly  examined  by  the  Minister.    These  exercises 
hare  kept  alive  an  interest  in  the  school  and  con^egation  which  we  trust  by  the 
divine  blessing  accompanying  them,  will  result  m  the  eternal  welfare  of  many 
inmortal  souls. 

A  Bible  class  iios  been  lield,  during  the  summer  and  many  have  token  an  inter- 
mit in  atudying  the  word  of  God;  and  we  hope  they  will  be  made  wise  unto  sal- 
vation. 

The  praiseworthy  efforts  of  the  Sewing  Society  connected  with  this  parish, 
desenre  a  place  in  tliis  report.  Tliis  Society  consists  of  from  40  to  50  members, 
the  ayaila  of  whose  labor  are  applied  to  missionary  and  charitable  purposes.  At 
the  staled  meetings  of  this  Society,  missionary  intelligence  in  relation  to  tlie 
Church  ii  usually  read.  This  practice  has  had  the  effect  to  awoken  a  missionary 
■pirit  in  the  congregation;  and  has  disposed  its  members  to  make  weekly  offer- 
ing! to  different  objects  of  benevolence  in  the  Cliurcli,  as  the  Lord  has  prospered 
them.  The  proceeds  of  the  Society's  labors  fur  the  past  year  amount  to  upwards 
^f  SUU.  A  portion  of  this  sum  has  been  84;nt  to  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis- 
viouary  Society  of  the  Church  to  coustitute  tho  Rev.  John  Hull,  former  rector  of 
tnis  pdfisht  and  now  a  Missionary  of  th^^  Church  in  tUis  section  of  the  stitc,  a 
''f*?  member  of  that  institution. 

These  several  departments  of  Christian  benevolence  arc  so  many  streams,  which 
undpf  ihe  direction  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  are  to  swell  the  river  of 
'•lintioii  which  will  make  glad  the  city  of  our  God;  and  refresh  the  waste  places 
()'  oiirZion,  and  cause  the  wilderness  to  bud  and  blossom  as  the  rose;  and  the 
diaUnt  idles  to  rejoice  in  the  hope  of  eternal  blessedness. 


TRINITY  CHURCn,  NEWARK. 

KkV.   GeuKGK  D£.NfM>.N, 

Reports  as  follows: — Trinity  Tarish,  Newark,  continues  to  be  blessed.     Since 
i.'ouvcntion,  lost  fall,  thort*  have  been  ffirn*  adH^d  to  tho  communion  and/imr- 
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tGen  conlirnicd.  The  numbor  of  commuuicants  reported  last  year  was  25, — tJic 
15  added  would  make  4U;  but  one  has  removed  to  Zanesville,  one  to  Wortliitiff' 
toiij  one  to  Marion,  one  fVom  the  state,  and  one,  I  trust,  to  a  better  world, 
making  the  present  number,  35. 

I  have  attended  /Areefunerals^one  of  which,  that  of  an  infant,  was  sanctified, 
I  trust,  to  the  everlasting  good  of  its  mother.  I  have  attcnded/uur  marriages — 
and  baptized  nz/sen  children,  and  four  adults. 

Our  Church,  the  admiration  of  all  strangers,  will  be  ready  for  consecration  thi« 
winter.  A  mercantile  house  in  New  York,  which  had  already  made  liberal  do- 
nations to  several  churches  in  Ohio — when  forwarding  us  a  large  Bell,  weighing 
1039  pounds,  according  to  our  order,  generously  deducted  $100  from  the  bill,  as  a 
donation. 

About  $30  are  subscribed  this  year  to  the  Education  and  Missionary  Society  of 
the  Diocese;  and  $15  have  been  raised  by  a  collection  in  the  Church  by  the  Bishop. 
One  of  the  ladies,  lately  attached  to  tlie  communion,  has  sent  $10  dollars  in  aid 
of  the  China  Mission.     This  |>arish  has  also  set  the  commendable  example  of 
sending  their  pastor  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  free  of  expense. 

There  is  in  this  parish  a  female  pray er-niee ting  in  a  tlourishing  condition, 
which  I  always  attend  and  open.  There  i.s  at  this  time  some  healthfulseriouanesa 
in  the  congregation. 

ST.  LUKE'S,  GRANVILLE,  ST.  JAMES',  HANOVER. 

I  have  visited,  as  last  year,  St.  Luke's,  Granville,  and  St  James*,  Hanover; 
each,  once  in  a  week.  From  services  so  seldom  rendered,  little,  of  course,  is  to 
be  expected,  comparajdody.  Yet  I  believe  they  have  not  been  without  the  fhiits 
at  Granville.  1  have  baptised  3  children,  ana  admitted!  individual  to  the  con- 
munion,  who  now  awaits  confirmation. 

At  Hanover  I  have  baptized  1  child,  and  1  adult — admitted  2  to  the  Church, 
one  of  whom  awaits  confirmation,  and  one  adult,  has  departed  this  life,  who,  had 
he  lived,  would  probably  have  united  himself  to  the  Church. 

The  parish  at  Granville  has  suffered  much  by  the  death  of  one  or  two  faithfiil 
friends,  and  the  removal  of  one  or  two  more.  This  last  circumstance,  howeveri 
cannot  be  regretted  us  it  has  planted  in  another  village  a  germ,  which  has  already 
become  a  promising  parish.  In  these  two  parishes  there  are,  at  present,  Moenieen 
communicants.  'The  parish  a^  Granville  has  sent  $20  in  aid  of  the  China  Mis- 
sion. 


Rev.  If.  Dtxr. 

Since  m^  ordination,  last  fall,  I  have,  besides  my  duties  in  teaching,  pieached 
about  50  times  and  attended  2  funerals.  Most  of^^these  services  have  bee»  per- 
formed in  a  neighborhood,  a  few  miles  from  the  College;  the  rest  in  Gambier, 
^nesville,  Mt.  Vernon,  Utica.  Delaware,  Bucyrus  and  Worthin£[ton.  In  the 
former  placo,  I  have  been  onaUed  to  introduce  the  remUar  service  of  the  Church; 
and  there  is  some  prospect  of  organizing  a  parish.  Considerable  seriousness  ha« 
prevailed  among  the  people;  and  some  I  trust  have  embraced  the  Gospel  and  be- 
come new  creatures  in  Christ  Jesus.  There  is  a  Sunday  school  in  this  neighbor- 
hood, conducted  by  studentti  from  the  College.  And  here  I  would  remark,  that 
whatever  good  may  have  be^i  done,  must  be  attributed  in  the  main  tq  the  cfTorts 
of  the  teachers  in  this  school. 


Rr.v.  C.  W.  FiTCH. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  preached  frequently:— in  tho  College  vacation,  3 
times  u  wcck,^n  term-time,  ^otsoofleu.  .  I  have  attended  4  funerals — solem- 
nized  3  marriages — and  baptified  8,  (7  infints  :ind  1  adult.)  I  have  generally 
preached  in  destitute  places,  and  also  at  < rambier,  Ml.  Vernon,  Newark,  and 
fianover.  Utica  Ivipited  twice,  and  preached  5  limes.  St.  Matthew's  Church 
Perry,  I  visit  regulaily  once  a  month,  and  hold  two  services.  Three  conimuni- 
cants  fa&ve  removed  from  the  parisii,  during  the  year,  and  five  have  been  added, 
-— pr«tent  number  24.    There  lias  beca  one  faneral,  the  only  on«,  I  believe,  tiincc 
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I  beemme,  acquainted  with  the  parish,  in  1829.  Tlie  etaie  of  this  parish  it  not 
very  encouraging,  as  there  is  neither  Sunday  flch^ol  nor  lay-reading,  from  the 
vant  of  auitahle  persons  to  engage  in  these  duties.  Thirty  two  dollars  have  been 
sobseribed  to  the  Misnonary  anclEducation  Society,  of  which  sum,  |(27  60  have 
been  paid. 

Zanesville  I  visited  three  times,  and  preached  eiglit  times.  St.  Mark's  Church 
Mill  Creek,  I  have,  during  vacation,  visited  twico,  and  preached  there  five  times, 
and  also  administered  the  communion,  admitting  to  its  piivileges,  one  new  mem- 
ber. The  people  of  this  parish  are  desirous  to  have  rcgularlv  the  ministration 
of  the  Word;  and  for  this  purpose,  to  unite  with  those  iavorahie  to  the  Church 
in  Coshocton,  at  whicli  place  1  preached  twice  at  different  times.  An  earl^  vis- 
it from  their  I>iocesan  would,  I  believe,  enable  them  to  accomplirih  so  desirable 
18  end. 

Besides  thn  above  mentioned  places,  I  have  preached  a  fbw  times  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  College,  where  no  parishes  are  formed. 


ST.  JAMES*  CHURCH,  PIQUA,  TRINITY  CHURCH,  TROY. 

Rev.  Alvah  Gvio.h. 

Since  last  Convention  the  one  half  of  my  time  has  been  spent  in  promoting  the 
ciuie  of  the  Redeemer,  in  St  James'  Church,  Piqua.  In  the  midst  of  trials  and 
diicouragements,  I  have  had  much  to  encourage  and  animate  me  in  the  great 
wod[  of  winning  souls  to  Chiibt  The  number  of  those  who  come  up  to  the 
bonae  of  God,  lias  been  much  increased.  Many  now  unite  witli  us  in  prayer  and 
ftvm,  and  in  listening  to  the  preached  word,  who,  a  year  or  two  ago,  were  sel- 
<faaieenin  Church.  And  some  have  renounced  all,  and  deteimined  to  follow 
Chrift 

Our  Sunday  school  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  past  year.  The  schol* 
■II  are  more  orderly,  attentive,  and  serious;  and  there  is  a  great  degree  of  solem- 
aitj  connected  with  the  exercises.  Before  the  introduction  of  the  Sunday  school 
liturgy,  we  failed  in  securing  that  degree  of  order  and  reverence  in  prayer  which 
bai  nnce  been  visible.  The  teachers  have  been  regular  in  their  attendance;  and 
^ve  manifested  a  lively  interest  in  behalf  of  the  youth  of  tlieir  charge.  A  teach- 
^1  meeting  is  held  once  in  six  weeks,  when  prayers  are  offered  and  each  teach- 
er reads  a  report  of  his  class.  My  weekly  Bible  class  has  been  well  attended.  I 
^▼e  held  a  weekly  prayer-meeting  during  the  winter,  and  every  Friday  during 
I^t  a  meeting  fur  prayer  and  self-examination. 

On  the  occasion  of  opening  Trinity  Church,  Troy,  tlie  first  three  days  in  May, 
Iws  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Allen  and  Ilaight.  It  was  a  deeply  interesting 
■ndiolemn  time.  Previously  to  this,  I  had  spent  only  the  one  fourth  of  my  time  in 
Troj;  but  since  the  opening  of  the  new  Church,  I  iiave  accepted  an  invitation  of 
1^  Vestry,  to  devote  the  one  half  of  my  time  to  this  interesting  parish.  The 
P'Qipects'of  building  up  this  infant  Church,*  and  of  doing  good  to  bouIs  are  ex- 
^•ftiingly  encouraging, 

1^  zeal  and  liberality  evinced  by  this  little  flock  in  building  a  house  fur  the 
^bip  of  God;  aud  the  zeal  and  liberality  now  shown  by  its  pew  holders 
>o  mpporting  among  them  the  preached  Gospel  i<9  vf>ry  encouragiiijjr;  and  af- 
'*>Hs  as  ground  to  hope  that  the  richest  and  most  exalted  blessing  will  rest  on 
th«n. 

The  Church-edifice  is  a  gothic  structure,  built  of  brick  50  feet  bj  33.    It  hai*  a 

''■■anient  story  in  which  is  a  vestry  room,  from  which  a  dight  of  stain  leads  up  in- 

^  the  chancel,   a  room  designed  for  ladies'  Society  meetings,  and  a  lecture  and 

Sonday  school  room,  35  feet  by  20.     The  front  of  the  edifice  is  divided  into  three 

^Qal  parts  by  four  buttresses,  on  the  top  of  each  of  which  are  pinnacles.     The 

two  centre  ones  extend  to  tlie  top  of  the  tower,  which  is  60  feet  from  the  grnimd. 

f^neach  of  the  sides  arc  tlir^te  gothic  windows  15  feet  high  and  4  in  width,  be- 

tween?ach  is  a  pilaster  4  fof^t  wide.     There  aro  '^  pows  on  the  fluor  of  the  Church 

■nd  S  in  on  end  <rallcry  the  place  for  the  organ  and  choir.     The  gentleman  have 

iiiied  this  place  with  a  sweet  toned  organ.     I'iie  chancel  has  hceii  carpeted  and 

the  pulpit  and  desk  neatly  trimmed  by  the  ladies  of  the  Benevolent  Society,     A 

silver- plate  Communion  set  which  cost  .^40  has  been  kindly  presented  to  this 
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i 
paruh  bv  tliu  ladies  of  the  Chiirch  of  the  Ascension  in  ihe  city  of  New   York* 
And  a  Bible  for  the  desk  has  been  presented  by  a  friend  of  the  Church. 

The  balance  of  my  time  has  been  given  to  GreenvUle,  the  county  seat  of 
Darke  County.  Twelve  persons  have  subscribed  an  article  of  association;  in 
8  or  10  weeks,  there  is  qo  doubt  but' that  a  parish  may  be  organized,  which  would 
grow  up  with  the'placc  and  result  in  the  happiest  consequences  to  souls,  and  to  the 
cause  of  our  blessed  Savioor. 

I  have  preached  in  Chillicothe,Circleville,  andCdombns,  once  each*— in  Sprinfr- 
field,  St  Clairsville  and  Dayton  thrice  each — and  in  other  places,  five  times.  I 
h&vc  also  preached  11  times  in  the  Diocese  of  New- York. 

St.  James*  Church,  Piqua: — Baptisms,  Adult,  1,  Children,  14 — Communicants 
added,  10-fremoved,  3— suspended,  2 — present  number,  54— Marriages,  4 — Bu- 
rials, 4 — Sunday  schools,  2 — Teachers,  25— Scholars,  VJG — Bible  class,  \\i — rais- 
ed by  the  Parish  Missionarjr  Society,  $30— collected  for  China  Mission,  $10 — for 
Prayer  Book  and  Tract  Society,  .*$c,  and  for  the  Sunday  school  Library,  $19. 

Trinity  Church,  Troy: — Baptisms,  Adult.  1,  Children,  5— Communicants  ad- 
ded, 6— present  number,  13 — Burials,  1 — Sunday  school  Teachers,  G— Scholars, 
30 — Collected  for  the  Missionarv,  Pmyer  Book  and  Tract  Societies,  $15 — and  for 
the  Sunday  school  Library,  $19. 


ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  CINCINNATI. 
Rkv.  Bknjamim  I.  IIaioht. 

Baptisms,  Infants,  6;  Adults,  1 ;  Total,  7 — Communicants,  added,  14;  remov- 
ed, 6;  present  number,  50 — Burials,  4 — Marriages,  9 — Sunday  sohool  teacherii 
10;  scholars,  78. 

The  cornerstone  of  a  Church  was  laid  during  the  session  of  the  Convention, 
in  June  last.  It  will  be  a  neat  and  commodious  edifice,  -uid  will  be  completed 
and  ready  for  consecration  in  the  course  of  the  next  summer.  May  it  prove  to 
many,  a  "  house  of  God,  and  Uie  gate  of  Heaven." 

Since  the  last  report  the  number  of  families  has  been  considerably  increased; 
as  much  so,  indeed,  as  could  be  Uie  case,  in  our  present  small  and  inconvenient 
place  of  worship.  In  addition  to  the  usual  services  on  Sundays,  and  Wednesday 
evenings,  there  were  additional  services,  during  the  season  of  Lent,  and  in  the 
weeks  preceding  Communion  Sundays.     A  Bible  Class  assembles  weekly. 

The  Sunday  school  has  been  regularly  visited  and  the  children  have  been  ex- 
amined and  addressed  every  Sunday,  by  the  Rector,  except  when  indisposition 
or  absence,  has  prevented.  Once  a  month,  in  the  aflemoon,  the  children  of  the 
school,  and  the  parish  have  been  assembled  in  the  church  and  examined  in  the 
presence  of  the  congregation  on  a  portion  of  the  Church  catechism  which  has 
then  been  familiasly  illustrated  and  explained.  On  these  occasions  the  usual  ser- 
mon has  beenomitted.  So  far  the  Rector  has  had  much  reason  to  regard  the  ar- 
rangement as  traught  with  good  to  children,  parents  and  the  congregation  gene- 
rally.    It  will  aecordingly  lie  continued. 

A  collection  has  been  tak  en  ibr  our  Kducatiou  and  Missionary  Society;  and 
other  efforts  have  been  made  to  promote  its  interests.  Among  these  may  lie  men- 
tioned the  recent  adoption  of  the  plan  of**  weekly  otrcring,"  from  which  weanti* 
cipate  a  \atve  increase  of  the  annual  contribution  to  the  funds  of  our  Diocesan 
and  Greneral  institutions. 


Rev.  Jons  Ham  . 

Since  the  Diocesan  Conveniion,  in  June  last,  there  have  been  added  to  the  pa- 
rish in  Painesvillc,  15  adults,  and  12  children,-— 6  of  these  adults  were  communi- 
cants in  the  places  whence  they  emigrated,  and  are  received  to  communion  here, 
— present  number  of  communicants,  20.  This  parish  is  prosperous.  Their 
Church,  40  by  50  feet,  with  a  vestry  room  added  in  rear,  is  neariy  inclosed.  A 
bell  is  purchased.  A  good  and  Judicious  minister  they  will  probably  want  next 
summer.    Other  places  will  require  my  pioneer  services. 

To  the  parish  at  Unionvillo,  there  have  been  added,  2  adults  and  3  children — 3 
new  communicants  have  been  admitted— present  number  of  Communicants,  18. 
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This  p&riah  gains  ilowly.  It  can  do  no  better  until,  by  having  a  Church  of  its 
own,  it  can  be  more  completel?  iudependent  of  other  denominations.  The  prac- 
tice of  borrowing  or  lending  churches,  in  this  quarter,  is  a  bad  one. 

No  material  changes  have  occurred  in  the  parishes  at  Rome  since  my  last  Re- 
part  last  June.  They  are  makingr  preparations  for  building  next  season.  I  must 
^  and  solicit  aid  for  tham  abroacL 

My  health  has  been  feeble  thb  year  for  the  moxt  part;  but  I  have  exerted  all 
oyenergies  for  the  advancement,  by  God'g  blessing,  of  the  cause  of  Christ  in  this 
field.

ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  MT.  VERNON.

The  prospects  of  this  parish  were  never  more  encouraging  than  at  the  present 
time.    The  congregation  is  growing,  the  number  of  communicants  increasing, 
ind  what  is  vasUy  more  enconragingr,  the  holy  fire  of  Missionary  zeal  is  bearin- 
aing  to  kindle,  the  consequence  of  which,  is,  as  it  always  has,  and  always  willbe, 
the  piety  of  its  mpuibers  is  becoming  every  way  more  consistent,  deep,  and  ardent. 
Nothing  affords  more  certain  promise  of  permanency  as  well  as  rapid  increase, 
than  a  growing  interest  in  the  Missionary  cause.     During  the  past  year  there  have 
been  Ikptisms  17;  infants,  8;  adults,  i$— Funerals,  5 — iviarriages,  3 — Confirma- 
tions, 2'2---additions  to  the  communion,  29;  five  of  whom  have  been  communicants 
in  other  parishes — removals,  3;  present  number,  5-1 — Sunday  school  scholars  on 
tntTerage,  between  60  aud  70;  teachers,  10 — Bible  class,  30— Sunday  school  li- 
bnry,  toIs.  150 — Monthly  concert  on  1st  Monday.  A  parish  library  has  been  com- 
■eoced,  founded  by  donations,  for  gratuitous  circulation  among  all  the  members 
of  the  parish,  it  comprizes  80  vols.    Two  associations  have  been  held  in  the  pa- 
orii  which  under  Gcd  have  been  greatly  blessed  in  promoting  its  best  interests.— 
A  missionary  and  education  Society  Ins  been  formed  of  which  theif  Pastor  has 
been  made  a  life  member.    The  monthly  concert  of  prayer  has  been  observed 
tad  ^3  have  been  transmitted  to  t1ii^  i  roosurer  of  our  General  Missionary  Socie- 
ty, b  aid  of  the  China  Missions.

They 
hire  already  contracted  for  one  in  Philadelphia,  the  arrival  of  which  is  daily  ex- 
pected.   During  the  year,  the  Pastor  has  spent  one  Sabbath  at  Mansfield,  where 
two  or  three  members  of  our  Church  reside.     He  has  also  attended  two  associa- 
tions ont  of  his  own  parish,  one  at  Worthiugton,  and  one  at  Newark. 
The  parish  pays  my  travelling  expenses  to  this  Convention.

In  reference  to  these  contributic 
may  be  observed,  that  it  is  indeed,  with  us,  "tAe  dap  of  small  things;*'  bul 
every  ^here  would  do  in  proportion  according  to  their  ability,  under  tlie 
ikvor,  the  church  would  no  longer  lack  laborers,  or  the  means  to  send  them 
to  'our  own  destitute  brethren  at  home,  as  well  as  to  distant  and  ben 
heathen  lands.     Th&  Lord  hasten  each  in  its  time.

'The  church  edifice  in  this  parish,  which  was  at  the  last  Convention,  in  a 
finished  state  throughout,  has  been  entirely  completed,  tio  far  as  respects 
terior.  It  is  now  finislied  with  every  thing  requisite  fur  convenience  or  cc 
in  a  houss  of  worship.  The  tower  still  remains  unfinished.  Early  in  th 
spring  it  became  necessary  to  provide  accommodation  for  the  Sunday  se 
more  suitably  than  the  body  of  the  church  afforded;  and  the  parishioners  pr 
ly  responded  to  the  demand  made  upon  their  liberality  by  contributing  up 
of  $200.  This  sum  was  expended  in  fitting  up  the  basement  story,  whe 
children  are  now  taught,  and  the  evening  lecture  held.

Th«  Sunday  lehool  it  more  floniiihiiig  than  at  any  fonner  period  Buice  the  or- 
Ipnization  of  the  parish,  hannfl  on  ito  register  near  150  schoIarB,  an  average  at^ 
tendaaceof  100;  18  or  SO  teadeis,  and  a  libnrj  of  400  vohunes.  The  pariah 
libiaij  is  also  in  circulation,  and  contains  at  this  time  about  ISO  well  suacted 


The  congregation  have  ooDtiibuted  dorinflr  the  past  vear  ^40  and  upwards  to 
msiionar/  o^cts;  $10  of  which  was  sent  by  the*  children  of  the  Snnoay  school 
to  the  Greek  Mission.  They  have  recently  made  two  individuals  life  members  of 
the  American  Bible  Society.  Their  contributions  to  these  objects  would  undoubt- 
sdly  have  been  greater,  but  for  the  heavy  expenses  incurred  in  the  erection  of  the 
ehorch.  There  have  been  11  baptisms;  9  marriages,  4  burials,  and  12  accessions 
to  the  communion;  two  of  the  communicants  have  died,  one  has  removed,  and 
one  bss  withdrawn;  so  that  the  increase  during  the  year  has  been  but  8,  making 
the  whole  number,  58. 

.\Bible  class  for  the  young  men  is  held  during  the  winter  months,  which  haa 
been  accompanied  we  trust  with  the  Divine  blessing. 


TRINITY  CHURCH,  COLUMBUS. 
Rxv.  WiLUAM  Prkiton. 

Coounanicants  added  during  the  past  year,  24;  died  and  removed,  10;  present 
umber,  73— Baptisms,  13— Funerals,  19— Marriages,  14. 

Hothing  of  peculiar  interest  has  occurred  in  the  history  of  this  parish  since 
tbehflt  Convention.  Tliere  has  been,  we  trust,  some  increase  of  strength,  and 
ilhitiiifity.  Female  prayer  meetings  in  this  parisli  have  been  well  sustained 
nd  ffloch  blessed  durin|r  the  past  year.  The  blessing  has  been  felt  not  only  in 
IB  ineretse  of  spirituahty  and  zeal  among  its  members;  but,  as  a  necessary  con- 
■e^Qce,  by  a  growth  of  the  missionary  spirit.  Far  more  has  been  given  to  be- 
Mfolent  objects  out  of  the  parish,  during  the  past  year  than  in  any  preceding 
jnrof  my  residence  among  them. 

The  Sunday  school  during  the  spring  season,  included,  in  its  three  departments 
u  tfera^  attendance  of  about  250 — latterly  it  has  been  diminished  to  about 
4NO  m  consequence  of  sickness  and  the  organization  of  other  schools  in  the  ei- 
tj*  A  Tuesday  evening  prayer-meeting  was  held  during  a  part  of  the  season; 
ud  &  Thursday  evening  lecture  throughout  tJie  year:  both  of  which  have  been 
veil  attended.  We  wait  for  the  blessin^r,  and  pray  that  God,  wiUiout  whom  no- 
tbiagis  ftrongj^nothing  in  holy,  will  graciously  revive  his  work  among  us,  will  pour 
4ewD  upon  us  the  abundance  of  his  grace,  that  many  souls  may  be  bom  again, 
ttd  trained  for  an  heavenlv  inheritance. 


ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  NORWALK. 

Rxv.  Mr.  PpnDKRsox. 

On  the  first  of  June,  1635, 1  took  charge  of  St  Paul's  Church,  Norwalk.  The 
cpBgn?;^tion  were  at  the  time  destitute  of  any  place  for  public  worship;  and  ser- 
vice Was  held  with  much  inconvenience  in  several  rooms,  such  as  for  the  time  be- 
ing couJd  be  commanded.     A  church  building,  however,  was  in  progress.    This 
*tt  occapied  in  the  spring  and  ever  since:  it  is  not  yet  completely  finished;  but 
"uffieiently  so  to  make  us  comfortable.    For  the  first  three  months  my  time  was 
^ted  exclusively  at  St.  Paul's  Norwalk,  with  the  exception  of  three  Sundays, 
we  of  which  was  spent  in  Sandusky  city — the  other  two  at  Lyme. 
On  May  4th,  a  Parish  was  or^nized  at  Lyme,  by  the  name  of  Trinity  Church. 
Slice  then,  this  station  ha.s  received  one  fourth  of  my  services.     Within  the  pre- 
sent year  there  have  b(;en  addud  to  the  communion  at  St.  Paul's,  Norwalk,  four 
persona — one  has  departed  from  the  faith,  and  her  name  has  been  erased  from 
vuriist;  prcjent  nnmber,  31 — Baptisms:,  there  have  been,  infants,  7 — Funerals,  1. 
A  Sunday  school  was  opened  by  us  in  the  spring — ^at  first  flattering  for  its 
numbers — these  have  since  been  reduced,  and  the  attendance  became  irregular.-* 
Tbe  female  department  is  now  under  the  charge  of  two  devoted  and  efficient  1»- 
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diefl;  %nd  the  management  of  the  male  portion  haa  become  principally  reeoWed  into 
catechetical  instruction,  given  by  myseU*,  with  a  Biblical  exercise,  in  which  the 
older  scholars,  male  and  female  participate.  There  is  a  small  library  attached  to 
the  Sunday  school.  A  Biblical  exercise  is  held  at  my  honse  Sunday  aflemoons, 
5  o'clock  for  the  young  and  married  laAes  of  the  parish.  The  attendance  is 
small — still  I  have  the  gratification  of  discovering  in  several  members  of  the  class 
a  manifest  interest  in  their  employment. 

The  parish  at  Lyme  is  composed  of  about  one  dozen  families — Communicants 
added,  5;  present  number,  11; — Baptisms,  infants.  3.  Here  1  have  commenced 
catechetical  instruction,  and  liave  a  biblical  exercise,  with  tJie  younger  part  of 
the  congregation. 

At  Sandusky  city,  a  Parish  was  organized  last  sumiiter.  They  have  since 
commenced  the  erection  of  a  Church  of  stone,  and  considerable  in  sizew  It  is  now 
only  partially  comolcted.  A  basement  room  however  they  are  in  the  hope  of 
completing  this  fkll,  sufTicicntly  to  admit  of  its  being  used  us  a  place  of  worship. 
When  this  is  accomplished  tiiey  profess  themselves  dcBlrous  of  obtaining  tlie  ter* 
vices  of  a  clergyman. 


ST.  PHILIP'S  CHURCH,  CIRCLEVILLE. 
Rev.  R.  V.  Rogers, 

Presents  the  following  report: — It  will  be  remembered  tliat  in  my  last,  I  desi|pi- 
ed  my  pastoral  connection  with  the  Episcopal  congregation  in  Lancaster  to  ceaae. 
This  was  done,  after  attending  there  till  November  ol  last  year, — since  that  time 
no  Episcopal  clergyman  has  visited  them. 

Since  the  above  date 'my  attention  lias  been  wholly  occupied  with  St.  PliiUp's 
Parish.  Its  present  appearance  is  far  more  encouraging  than  at  any  period  since 
it  has  been  under  my  care.  At  peace  within,  its  ineml^ra,  in  some  small  degree, 
awakening  to  their  responsibility  totlic  world,  perishing  around  them. 

The  Female  Missionary  Society,  has  collected  from  March,  lcf34,  (the  date  of 
its  organization)  to  June,  1835,  $06  CO,  The  Juveiiilu  Missionary  Society  to 
aid  schooU  and  Missionary  Stations,  from  May,  1S34,  to  June,  1^35,  $3  10,— 
making  in  all  $74  79.  In  reference  to  this  great  cause,  jierinit  ine  to  make  a 
short  extract  from  the  Secretary's  report  of  tlie  firsr  mentioned  Society.  ''The 
great  amount  of  Missionary  information,  received  through  this  periodical  (Mis- 
sionary Record,)  must  enable  us  to  perceive  that  our  Church  is  waking  up  to  btr 
re^onsibilities  in  tliis  common  Christian  c>iuso;  and  while  bo  large  a  propoition 
of  her  memlwrs  are  females,  the  conviction  must  fix  upon  the  mind,  that  here  is 
an  appropriate  sphere  for  our  exertions."  Let  mo  ask,  is  it  not  peculiarly  impor- 
tant that  the  dauehters  of  her  who  was  first  in  the  Iranngression,  should  also  be 
'  first  in  applying  the  remedy?  Our  Sabbath  school  is  liiling  up  its  head  with 
much  promise.  The  weekly  meeting  of  teachers  is  attended;  and  harmony  and 
chrhitian  love  exist  among  them.  The  Juvenile  Bible  class  presents  a  pleasing 
appearance.  T^p  to  the  date  of  March,  this  divinion  of  our  Parish,  like  the  rest, 
seemed  altogjtiier  destitute  of  spiritual  life.  True,  the  attendance  was  regular; 
but  little  interest  apparently  was  taken  in  the  exercises.  It  was  indeed  night 
with  us;  and  we  all  know  ihat  it  was  darkness  which  we  felt.  It  is  believed 
that  many  mourned  over  tiiis  before  the  Lord.  About  this  time  the  rauHe  ot 
■laverv  bej^an  to  receive  very  general  attention  among  the  members  of  St 
Philip  s  Church.  This  care  lor  otliers  seems  to  have  been  made  the  instru- 
ment of  much  good  to  ourselves,  hoping  as  we  do,  that  the  Holy  Spirit  began  to 
operate  v);i  the  minds  of  many,  the  fruits  of  which  nre  2  adults  and  3  members  or 
tnc  Juvenile  Bible  class  have  been  converted  to  God.  A  meeting  for  religious 
enquiry  was  commenced  which  has  continued  up  to  this  time,  averaging  an  at- 
tendance of  20  all  members  of  the  Junior  Bible  Class.  We  ask  the  prayers  of  Zi- 
on  that  mail  V  very  many  more  may  become  her  adopted  children.  We  have  been 
favored,  with  an  astsociation  of  three  days  continuance,  at  which  were  )>rosent 
brothers  Preston  of  Columbus,  Peet  of  Chihcothe,  and  ICatoii  of  Portsmouth.— 
The  colored  sdiool  continues  to  be  attended  by  members  of  our  Cimrch,  avt^rase 
attondaiice  30.  ^ 
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Pk«ie&t  noiBber  of  Conunumcuiti,  48;  added  since  last  Report,  9'-43uiMUf 
Sehool  Children,  66;  Teecbert,  7  nude,  end  7  female^-JuyenUe  Bible  CIbm,  A 
<— Bftptisnos,  1  Adult,  7  ehildren — Marriages,  4 — ^BurialB,  1  Adult,  4  Children. 
Additiona]  serrioes  abroad;  preached  1,  at  the  house  of  Mrs.  Scott  on  Darbj 
Gnek  at  Williamsport,  3— Lancaster,  ^—Columbus,  3— Marion,  2,  and  assisted 
Mr.  McElroj,  at  tiie  Lord's  Supper — Delaware,  2— Bloomficld,  3— Salem,  2 —

.tended  an  association  at  Colambus — deliTered  1  Temperance  Address,  and  as-

In  consequence  of  severe  indisposition  for  nearly  three  months,  I  was  able  to 
attend  to  bat  a  small  portion  of  tne  Tar  ions  duties  of  my  parish.

Reports  to  the  Bishop  that  after  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  Chillieothe, 
he  continued  to  officiate  in  St  Panl's  parish,  Medina,  one  half  of  hb  time,  (wiih 
the  exception  of  a  few  Sundays,^  and  one  fourth  in  St  Stephen's  Grafton,  until 
Easter,  at  whith.time  he  relinquished  the  char^  of  St  Paul  s  Medina,  and  short- 
W  after,  that  of  St   Stephen's  Grafton.    While  connected  with  the  pansh  at 
■Uina,  he  admitted  four  to^the  communion — solemnized  ten  marriages,  and  at- 
tended six  funerals. 
At  Ckafton,  baptized  two  children,  and  solemnized  two  marriages. 
Fnm  about  the  20th  of  January  to  the  1st  of  September,  he  was  absent  from 
the  Diocese,  on  a  visit  to  his  friends  in  the  Esstem  States,  and  in  attendance 
^HNithe  C^nerol  Convention:  during  which  journey,  he  officiated  in  various  pla-

The  Rector  further  renorts,-. -Funerals,  1— B'.:»ti8m8,  7— loss  of  Communi- 
cwta  by  death,  4n  losi  oy  removal  7;  increase  o'C  Communicants  by  removal, 
5;  sew  Communicants,  8;  present  number,  51— number  of  Sunday  school  scho- 
lui,  70;  teachers,  10. 


Rev.  H.  S.  SMmi. 

Since  my  last  report  1  Imltc  labored  most  of  my  time  at  Windsor,  Batavia  and 
Parkman,  alternately.  It  Wds  reported  at  the  last  Convention,  that  I  had 
'<b«en  called  to  the  parish  at  Windsor."  But  on  ray  return,  from  the  Eastern 
States,  after  b<ing  absent  3  months.  I  found  the  parish  in  such  a  distracted  state, 
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lli&t  tbey  could  do  nothing  to  lUftaia  a  minitter.  Accordingly  the  Vestry  waa 
raleaied  from  obligation.  But,  ai  I  was  tent  by  the  Bishop  to  take  a  temporary 
charge  of  the  parishes  at  Windlsor,  and  Batavia,  I  considered  it  my  duty  from  the 
anxieties  of  the  people,  not  to  leave  them  destitute;  therefore  I  remained  in  this 
field,  until  Rev.  Mr.  Br3ran  was  located  there,  when  I  resigned  it  to  his  carCi  and 
accepted  an  unanimous  call  of  Union  Church,  at  Liverpool. 

The  condition  of  Christ  Church  at  Windsor,  was  more  than  ever  encouraging, 
when  I  left.  Several  young  persons  were  anxiously  enquiring  ^'what  they  must 
do  to  be  saved."  A  Sunday  school  of  about  20  scholars  and  4  teachers  is  attach- 
ed to  this  Church.    Here  I  baptised  3,  and  buried  2. 

The  condition  of  St.  James  Churoli,  Batavia,  is  no  more  encouraging  than 
in  the  last  report,  except  the  Sunday  school,  which  is  very  promising,  number- 
ing from  30  to  40  scholars,  and  8  teachers.    Here  I  baptized  one. 

At  Parkman  there  is  no  parish  organized.  Though  for  many  years  it  has  beea 
anticipated  by  the  Episcopalians  of  that  village,  whose  numbers,  are,  as  yet,  too 
few.  At  the  anxious  request  of  this  people,  1  visited  them  in  February,  and  con- 
tinued to  preach  there  one  fourth  of  my  time,  until  August.  The  spuitual  coiv- 
•eras  of  this  place,  of  late,  have  much  improved.    Here  I  b^tised  8;  3  adults. 

UNION  CHURCH,  UVERPOOL, 

Was  organized  a  few  days  before  I  was  called  to  take  charge  of  it,  which  waa 
the  18th  of  Sept,  by  Rev.  A.  Bronson.  It  is  quite  small,- -17  male  members  in 
the  association,  mostly  heads  of  families;  in  all  14  communicants. 

A  Sunday  school  has  been  sustained  by  one  or  two  individual,  for  soine  time, 
of  15  or  20  scholars.  Here  I  solemnized  one  marriage,  2  miles  distant — baptis- 
ed one,  9  miles  from  this  place,  at  Medina — buried  one. 

During  the  past  year,  besides  the  above  places,  1  have  preached  twice  at  Ch«r> 
don,  Painesville,  and  Salt  Springs,  in  Liverpool,  also  once  at  Berkshire.  In  all  I 
have  preached,  117  times — lectured  51  times — baptised,  12;  3  adults — solemniz- 
ed one  marriage — buried  3. 

RxT.  William  Sparrow, 

Reports  to  the  Bishop,  that  during  the  past  3[car,  hb  time  and  strength  have 
been  so  much  occupied  in  the  Theological  Seminary  and  College,  that  little  of 
either  has  beenlell  him  for  duty  more  especially  ministerial.  About  once  a  week 
through  that  period,  he  has  held  a  religious  meeting  of  the  students,  or 
others.  Easter  last  he  visited  Newark,  and  preached  tnree  times,  and  again 
withiu  the  past  month,  and  preached  twice.  He  has  also  performed  one  baptism, 
(adult; )  and  four  marriages. 


MISSIONARY  REPORT. 
Rev,  Aletcander  Varian, 

The  Missionary  appointed  to  labor  at  Sfprin^JUJjd,  Urbana  and  YHfmc  SprmgSf 
Reports  that  he  commenced  his  laboiurs  at  Spnngiield  on  the  18th  of  September, 
1834,  and  continued  till  2l8t  September,  1835.  Within  the  year  he  preached 
one  hundred  and  six  times:  viz.  at  Springfield,  43  times;  at  Urbana  and  its  vicin* 
ity,  21  times;  at  Cliflon  and  Yellow  Springs,  12  times;  an4  other  places,  21 
times. 

During  the  winter  a  prayer- meeting  was  kept  ud  re^arly  once  a  week  at 
Springfield;  where  also  a  Bible  class  was  appointeu  which  met  every  Monday 
evening,  average  attendance  from'  16  to  18.  A  Sunday  school  of  20  to  25  echo- 
Ian  was  also  formed  at  the  same  place,  and  sustained  until  about  the  middle  of 
August,  when  for  want  of  a  suitable  room  to  meet  in,  it  was  suspended.  About 
the  middle  of  December,  the  Parish  of  AH  Soul's  Church,  was  organized,  at 
Springfield,  under  the  most  promising  appearances.  About  70  names  were  then 
obtained  to  our  article  of  association;  a  Vestry  of  ld«ien  were  elected,  and  soon 
afterwarks  an  effort  was  made  to  obtain  subscriptions  towards  the  erection  of  a 
Chureh.     Eariy  in  the  mantli  of  May  at  the  request  of  the  Vestry,  the  Rector 
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New  York  and  Philadelphia  for  the  porpoee  of  soIicitiDf  aid  from  our  bre* 
thren  there.  The  amoant  fabscribed  at  Spfin^eld  with  the  donation  from  abroad 
ivill  exceed  $3000.  A  Talnable  lot  has  been  obtained,  with  a  small  building  erect- 
ed thereon,  which  will  answer  as  a  place  of  meeting  until  a  Cbnrch  can  be  built. 
The  Holj  communion  has  been  once  admmistered  at  Springfield  by  the  Rev.  E. 
Allen  of  Day  ton;  16  communicants  united  in  the  celebratioa.  I  have  baptized 
V^olt  and  3  children — married  one  couple,  and  buried  2  adults  and  1  child. 

All  the  success  attending  the  senrices  here  enumerated,  is  fVeely  ascribed  to 
Bm  who  afforded  the  neoessarj  ability  to  perform  them;  to  whom  with*  the  evtr 
Ue«ed  Saviour  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  tie  all  praise  and  dominion  forever.

Bienced  the  services  of  the  Church,  and  preached  there  once  in  two  weeks;

ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH,  STOW. 

The  Delegates  of  St.  John's  Church,  Stow,  regret  that  they  are  not  able  to  at- 
M  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  tiie  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and 
therefore  beg  to  report  by  letter,  as  follows: 

We  have  had  no  clerical  service  during  the  past  year,  except  the  services  of 
ffKRev.  Mr.  Sanibrd,  and  Mr.  Bovden,  one  Sabbath  each;  but  we  have  con- 
fJiHied  lay-reading  regularly.  But  ^Ung  the  ^reat  importance  of  having  a  min- 
••ter  for  our  parish;  through  the  recommendation  of  tiie  Rev.  John  O'Brien,  of 
^^boroe,  we  (:J>tained  on  the  3d  of  this  month,  the  services  of  the  Rev.  II.  H. 
^ewfflan,  who  has  officiated  witli  us  and  in  the  neighborhood,  to  the  present 
tine;  and  with  whom  the  Vestry  hope  to  make  arrangements  for  a  permanent 
"Sttlement  with  us.  Mr.  Newman  has  preaclied  at  Stow,  four  times;  Cuyahoga 
'[alls,  twice;  at  ^^Vkron,  soven  miles  distant,  twice;  and  at  Franklin,  three  miles 
^ant,  once.     And  at  the  request  of  some  respectable  Episcopalians  he  has  or- 

t&niieda  parish  at  Akron;  and persons  have  signed  the  article  of  association 

ud  adopted  the  title  of  St.  Paul's  Church. 

The  whole  number  of  Communicants,  28— Baptisms,  1  adult,  3  infants — add- 
ed this  year,  1— Marriagos,  1. 

We  have  endeavored  to  exert  ounelves  for  the  erection  of  a  Church  edifice, 
and  it  gives  us  satisfaction  to  say  we  have  met  with  so  much  encouragement, 
that  we  have  a  neat  building  now  cncleted,  66  by  4S  and  under  contract  to  be  fin- 
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iabed  the  2d  week  in  March,  when  we  hope  to  Lave  it  conaecrated  by  our  beloved 
Oioceaan.  Since  the  Rev.  Mr.  Newman  has  offidated  with  ua  our  congre^tiona 
have  been  respectable,  and  a  peat  deaire  seema  maniieated  at  Stow,  andTrank- 
lin,  and  Akron  for  receiving  rSigiona  inatruction. 

The  Committee  on  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  which 
relates  to  the  connexion  between  the  Episcopate  and  the  Presi- 
dency of  the  Theological  Seminary  &  Kenyon  College,  made  the 
following  report: 

The  Committee  to  whom  waa  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop*  s  Address  to 
the  Convention,  as  relates  to  the  connexion  between  the  Theological  Seminary 
and  Kenyon  College  and  the  Episcopate,  have  had  the  subject  under  considera- 
tion, and  report,  that  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  best  interests  <^  the  Church, 
as  well  aa  the  more  enlarged  usefulness  of  the  Diocesan,  require  that  his  connex- 
ion with  Kenyon  College,  as  President  thereof,  should  cease.  They  have  ex- 
amined the  several  acts  incorporating  the  Theological  Seminary  &  Kenyon 
College,  and  the  articles  or  conditions  upon  which  the  donations  were  made,  ajid 
are  satisfied  that  such  a  modification  can  be  made  of  the  Bishop's  duties,  as  will 
eftctually  secure  the  funds  of  the  College  from  beine:  endangered,  and  Ailly  an- 
swer the  object  of  the  proposed  change.  They  thererore  recommend  the  follow* 
ing  resolutions : 

Reiohfedf  That  this  Conventien  pledge  itself,  in  humble  dependence  upon 
Divine  Providence,  to  raise  an  annual  Mlary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  the 
Biahop. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  appointed  on  this  subject  be  empowered  to 
employ  an  Agent  immediately  to  go  through  the  Diocese  and  raise  by  annual 
subscnption  or  otherwise,  as  they  may  deem  best,  the  above  salary  ;  and  that 
they  be  authorized  as  soon  as  the  said  salary  is  raised  to  ofier  it  to  the  Bishop,  in 
order  that  he  may  so  arrange  his  connexion  with  the  Theological  Seminary  and 
Kenyon  College  as  to  give  a  larger  portion  of  his  time  and  labor  to  the  Diooea^^ 

The  report  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Sparrow,  it  was  Mesolvedf  That  the 
subject  of  a  grant  of  land  from  Congress  to  the  Colleges  in  Ohio^ 
be  referred  to  Mr.  Storer  with  a  request  tliat  he  woidd  lay  the 
matter  before  the  next  C^ongress. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Storer,  Col.  Bond  of  Cliillicothe  and 
Judge  Crane  of  Dayton,  were  associated  with  him. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  inform  the  above 
named  gentlemen  of  this  request 

On  motion,  Resolvedy  That  the  Convention  go  into  the  elec- 
tion of  a  Treasurer. 

The  votes  being  counted,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Muenscher  was 
found  to  be  duly  elected.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  OHIO. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Thm  Charch,  aa  a  eonitituent^MLit  of  the  Proteitant  Episcopal  Church  in  tht 
JUnited  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  Constitution  of  that  Church, 
ud  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  JI. 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the  Friday,  next 
after  the  first  Wednesday,  in  September,  of  every  year,  unless  otherwise  provided 
W  a  preceding  Convention,  and  at  such  place  as  shall,  in  like  manner  be  provid- 
eo.  jBat  if  the  place  should  not  be  appointed  by  the  preceding  Convention,  it 
ttmiB  be  determined  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  ;  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
£|Macopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Bishop,  with  such  clergymen  and 
lay-delegates  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly  assembled  in  Convention,  shall  consti- 
tate  a  quorum,  provided  that  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop,  such  clergymen  and  lay -delegates  as  shall  duly  assemble, 
cmalitute  a  quorum,  but  in  the  latter  case  only  so  nur  as  to  adjourn  to  the  nest 
day,  when  if  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  continue,  the  business  of  the  Convention 
dball  proceed. 

ARTICLE  ni. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.  The  Bishop 
aad  every  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  canonicaTly  in  charge  of  a  congregation  in 
onion  with  this  Convention — or  employed  as  a  Missionary  under  the  ecclesiasti- 
cal authority  of  the  same — or  regularly  engaged  as  an  instructor  in  any  incor- 
porated seminary  of  learning,  or  who  is  prevented  by  age  and  infirmities  firom 
the  jmblic  services  of  the  ministry,  shall  be  members  of  this  Convention,  provide 
ed  they  can  show  that  they  have  been  for  at  least  six  months  in  the  Diocese  at 
above  required.  Each  regrnlarly  organized  Church  or  congregation  in  canonioal 
anion  with  this  Church,  shall  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  lav-delegatet, 
not  exceeding  three,  unless  when  two  or  more  congregations  or  cnurches  axe 
anited  under  one  vestry,  when  delog'ates,  as  above  provided,  may  be  sent  from 
The  delegates  of  each  congregation  or  church  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
No  person  under  ecclesiastical  censure  or  process,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 

It  in  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  special  Conventions  when  he  may  jadge 
it  taiportant  to  the  good  of  the  Church  ;  or  when  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by 
the  Standing  Committee  ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the 
continued  usence  of  tlie  Bishop  from  the  Diocese  for  six  months,  the  Standing 
IXkMDnuttee  sfaoLll  have  power  to  call  a  special  Convention,  and  shall  do  so  if  ap 
flied  to  for  the  purpose  by  any  Qve  Presbyters  or  Vestries  of  the  Diocese. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention  and  shall  open,  or  cause  it  to  be 
opened  with  prayer.  If  there  be  no  Bishop  present,  the  Convention  shaU  ,be 
called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  elect  a  President  from  among  the  Pres- 
byters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

At  every  Annual  Convention,  after  a  rira  roce  nomination,  a  Secretary  shall 
be  chosen  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  annual  Convention.  His 
duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes,  and  record  all  proceedings  of,  tlie  Convention; 
to  attest  its  public  acts — preserve  its  records— to  notify  the  parishes  of  the  times 
and  pbces  of  all  stated  and  special  Conventions,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into 
the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  papers  relative,  and  belonging,  to  the 
Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

Officers  of  the  Convention,  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention  and  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity,  end  a  majority  of  votes  shall  be  required  for  an  election.  In  case  of  a 
failure  or  omission  to  elect  any  officers  or  annual  committee,  the  persons  last 
electa^  shall  continue  to  serve  tiH  others  be  chosen,  Elections  by  ballot  may  be 
dispeuped  witli  by  a  unajiimous  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  Vm. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  Convention  and  slmD 
consist  of  three  clergymen  who  are  Presbyters,  and  of  three  laymen  who  an 
oommunicants  in  some  church  in  the  Diocese.  The  officers  of  said  Committee 
required  by  the  4th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  shall  be  appointed  at  their 
first  meeting.  Any  three  of  the  Committee,  tlie  whole  being  summoned,  prO> 
Tided  one  bo  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  boiuness  when 
convened  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop.  At  all  other  meetings,  a  majority  of  the 
members  shall  be  necessary  to  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secteluj 
of  this  Committee  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  proceedings  in  a  book  provided 
for  that  purpose ;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  papers  or  letters  addressed  to 
the  Committee,  to  attest  their  acts  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  booke  ^mt 
papers  which  in  virtue  of  his  office  may  have  been  committed  io  him.  The 
minutes  of  the  Committee  and  all  papers  in  their  hands  relative  to  the  Chorcby 
ahall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention.  Va- 
cancies occurring  in  the  Committee  shall  be  supplied  by  vote  of  the  remainiof 
members. 

AR11CLE  IX. 

The  Election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  annual  Conven- 
tion ;  or  in  a  special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose  at  least  sixty  days  beibie 
the  time  appointe<i,  tlie  object  bein^  stated  by  notice  in  writing,  and  sent  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  every  clergy  man  and  vestiy  of  the 
IMocese.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  as  follows:— Tiie  clergy  shall  vote  by 
ballot  for  some  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop.  Two-thirJu  of  the  clergy 
present  shall  determine  tJie  choice.  A  noniinatiun  thus  made,  shall  be  commu- 
nicated to  the  lay-meDiber«,  who  shall  proceed  to  vote  by  ballot  whether  to  re- 
ceive or  reject  it,  two- thirds  of  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  clergy  and  lay-dolegates  in  Convention,  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  and 
shall  vote  as  sueh  on  all  queKtions  not  othor%vise  provided  for  ;  except  when  n 
vote  by  orders  j»  called  for  by  five  inembt^rs.  In  such  a  case,  the  concurrence  ef 
both  orders  shall  b'?  necesFiry  to  give  validity  to  n  iiirasure — aud  on  evtry  que^ 
tion  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  or,  \£  required  by  five,  the  votee  of 
a  majority  of  those  present  of  the  two  orders  respectively  tihall  decide. 
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ARTICLE  XI. 

The  mode  of  Altering  thii  Coniititution  shall  be  iw  folio wj :— A  proposition 
Ibr  amendment  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  in  writing,  and  if  approved, 
■halJ  lie  over  till  the  neit  annual  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  by  two-tlilrds 
of  the  two  orders  -voting  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the  Consti- 
tation  thus  altered  shall  be  obligatory.

CANON  I. 

Cff  tkt  Trial  qf  a  Cterffyman  not  being  a  Bishop, 

Bbc.  1.  Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  thought 
to  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct  for  which,  according  to  Canon  XXXVII.  of  the 
Oeneral  Convention,  he  is  liable  to  be  tried  ;  application  shall  be  made  in  writing, 
'with  the  name  of  ever^  one  engaged  in  the  application  subscribed,  to  the  Stand- 
i^  Committee ;  and  it  it  appear  to  them  that  the  evidence  is  sufficient  to  demand 
m  triali  they  shall  forthwith  present  the  Clergyman  to  the  Bishop,  accordingly  ; 
th»  presentment  being  made  in  writing,  and  specifying  witli  as  much  accuracy 
mm  poMible,  the  offence  or  offencen,  with  particulars  of  time,  place  and  circum- 


3.  Presentment  being  made;  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  pre- 
■cntfDcnt  to  be  served  on  tlie  accused ;  and  shall  also  nominate  eight  Presbyters 
entitled  to  seats  in  thn  Convention,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served 
OD  the  accused,  provided  that  no  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  who  may 
have  joined  in  tiie  presentment  be  included  in  such  nomination.  Out  of  the 
pNflbyters,  so  nominated,  tlic  accused  sliall  select  five  and  notifV  their  names  in 
in  writing,  to  the  Bishop,  within  thirty  days  afler  the  serving  aforesaid.  And  if 
he  not  give  such  notification  within  naid  time,  the  Bishop  shall  select  five, 
and  the  Presbyters  so  selected,  shall  form  a  Board  for  tlie  trial  of  the  accused, 
mnd  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  at  the  Bishop  sliall  direct,  and  shall  have 
l>ower  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place,  (but  always  within 
this  Diocese)  as  theysholl  think  necessary. 

Sac.  3w  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Boerd  sliall  be  served,  at  leaist  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused  ; 
asi4  also  on  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  their  President,  or  one  of  their 
Bomber  whom  they  may  appoint  for  the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  cose  and 
present  such  oral  or  documentary  evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation,  as  they 
may  be  able  to  obtain. 

Sec  4.  If  at  the  timo  uf  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  whole  number 
b^  not  present,  then  thosf^  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  ;  and  if  it 
ffhall  Appear  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  altond  within  a  reasonable 
time,  taose  who  do  altond.  being  not  lower  than  three,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and 
a  majority  shall  decide  all  questions  and  render  judgment. 

Sec.  f).  If  a  Clorgvinan  presented  shall,  b(>fore  the  appointment  of  a  Board 
for  hw  trial,  confess  tfie  truth  of  the  facts  of  which  he  is  accuse<I.  the  Bishop 
may  immediately  proceed  tu  j>ass  sentence  :  if  he  shall  not  thus  confess,  he  shall 
be  coniidered  as  pleading  not  iruUtij. 

Sec.  K,  In  case  a  Ckrgyniiii:.  prpsontcd  and  notifu'd  ns  above  directed,  shall 
not  appear  before  the  Board  a[>pointed  fitr  his  trial,  the  Board  may  proceed  ■§  if 
h'*  were  present,  unless  they  shduld  sec  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day.  And  if 
fht*  arciwed  shall  ni'srl'^ct  or  n'fiiso  to  appear  \tci'f*To  tlip  Board,  after  dot  present- 
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ment  and  notific&t ion,  and  no  sufficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  reftisal  be  giT- 
en,  the  Board  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy',  and  sentence  of 
suspension  from  the  ministry,  shall  pass  a^nst  him  accordingly  ;  but  the  sen- 
tence may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if  witiiin  Uiree  calendar  months,  the  accus- 
ed shall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  and  receive  his  trial ;  but 
if  lie  shall  not  so  tender  himself,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  facts  alledged  in  the 
presentment,  shall  proceed,  if  he  think  proper,  to  pasa  sentence  of  degradation 
from  the  ministry. 

Sec.  7.  At  their  first  meeting,  th6  Board  shall  choose  a  President  from  their 
own  number,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  from  their  own  number  or  otherwise, 
us  they  may  determine  ;  and  befoie  proceeding  to  trial,  they  shall  adopt  and  de- 
clare the  rules  by  which  tlie  trial  shall  be  conducted  ;  provided  however,  that  no 
layman  shall  advocate  for  either  party  in  the  trial :  though  both  parties  may,  at 
their  option,  employ  or  consult  legal  or  other  advisors. 

Sfc.  8.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  thev  sliall  hear  sucli  evidence  ae 
may  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Secretary* 
anp  signed  by  tlie  witnesses  respectively  ;  and  some  officer,  autliorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths,  may,  at  the  desire  of  eitJier  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oatli  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses  :  and  the  examination  of  witnesses  and  all 
the  proceedings  of  the  trial,  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

Sec  9.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party,  settinff  forth 
satislactorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  triu  ;  the 
Bishop  may  Uppoint  some  clergyman  or  laymnn  to  act  as  a  Commissioner  to  take 
the  testimony  of  such  witness  ;  and  the  party  applying  as  above,  shall  give  to  the 
other  party  at  letLaifircdttys  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony. 
And  if  the  person  or  persons  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  reside  mora 
than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day's  notice,  ex- 
clusive of  Sunday,  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said  ifia- 
tance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness;  and  the  questions 
and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be 
certified  by  the  Commissionrr,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the 
Board  and  received  by  them  ns  evidence.  A  witness  examined  before  such  Conw 
missioner,  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  10.  The  Board,  af\er  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare  in  a  writ^ 
ing  sijn^ed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  thcni,  their  decision  on  the  charge  contained 
in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty  or 
not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively  ;  which  decision,  together  with  the  evi- 
dence and  an  attested  record  of  all  tlie  proceedings,  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Bishop,  accompanied  with  an  opinion  of  the  Board,  as  to  what  sentence  should 
he  pronounced — whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall 
appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed  in  severity  the 
sentence  recommended  by  the  Board,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But  tlie 
Bishop,  if  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  mav  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused, 
in  which  case  a  now  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  including  none  of 
those  who  sat  upon  the  f5rmcr  trial,  before  which  Board  the  proceedings  shall  be 
conducted  as  before  provided. 

CANON  II. 

Qf  the  Vestry  of  a  Church. 

l^Lc.  1.  In  ^very  l.lhurch  of  this  Diocese,  after  prayer,  there  shall  be  an  an- 
nual election,  on  Ka^ter  Monday,  of  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five, 
and  not  nior*  than  ten  in^;nbi?r£=.  who  nhall  continue  in  office  till  their  succemon 
are  appointed.  Two  of  thoK/»  Vestrymen  shall  be  appoint(?d  to  serve  as  War- 
dens—oue  of  whom  shall  be  dt/..;nated  by  iippoiutment,  the  Senior  Warden  of 
the  Parish — who,  in  the  absf-nce  <.  f  the  Rector,  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the 
Vestry.  In  hii»  absence  the  Ji  •  i<,r  Warden  sliall  preside.  The  Vestry  iihdl 
elect  a  Secretary  whose  duty  >..  :i  be  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their 
proceedings— attest  the  public  Ui  i:-  of  the  Vestry— preserve  all  records  and  pa- 
pers belonging  to  the  Parish- -perform  such  utii'er  duties  as  shaJI  l»e  legally  as- 
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■igned  Um,  and  fkithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  hia  Bucccssor,  all  boolu 
~  doeamenta  belonging  to  the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

2l  In  electing  a  Vestry,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  has  not 
the  article  of  parochial  Association;  and*  who  is  not  a  holder -or  renter  of 
que  entire  pew;  and  when  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  pew,  they 
alull  be  entitled  jointly  to  one  vote.  In  those  'parishes  in  which  there  are  no 
pews  held  or  renledi  no  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  a  contribu- 
tor to  the  Church  to  such  an  amount  as  the  respective  parishes  shall  appoint 

Sect,  3L  No  person  sliall  be  elected  a  vestryman  who  is  not  a  pew  holder,  or 
a  qualified  voter  m  the  parish  for  which  he  is  elected. 

SccT.  4.  If  any  Ves^man  shall  be  guilty  of  scandalous  or  immoral  conduct, 
or  aball  be  notoriously  immoral  in  his  general  character,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Minister,  or  in  case  there  shall  be  no  Minister,  of  the  senior  Warden,  to  pre- 
sent him  to  the  Vestry,  who  shall  have  power,  on  being  satisfied  of  his  ^ilt,  to 
expel  him,  provided  always  that  at  least  two  thirds  concur  in  such  expulsion,  and 
that  the  person  expelled  snail  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  Bishop. 

Sxc.  S.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the  property  of 
the  Church,  to  reg^ulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect  and  call  a  Minister  and 
provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during  tlie  celebration 
of  divine  worship,  and  in  general  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Minister  in  whatever 
is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel*;  it  being  understood 
always  that  the  spiritual  cqncems  of  the  Church  arc  under  the  exclusive  direc- 
tion  of  the  Minister,  in  subordination  to  tlie  ecclesiastical  authority  and  laws  of 
the  Diocese. 

It  shall  be  the  dnty  of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  elements  for  the 
Lofd*s  Supper — to  collect  the  Alms  at  the  administration  of  the  same  :  to  keep 
ind  diabarse  such  alms  in  case  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  Minister— and  while 
the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  Minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public 
vonhip  and  the  instruction  of  the  congregation  by  occasional  clerical  services  or 
fay  lay-reading  as  circumstances  may  permit 

(Pkriaheanow  incorporatea  are  excepted  from  any  parts  of  this  Canon  inter- 
fering with  their  articles  of  association  or  by-laws. ) 

CANON  m.* 

QT  tkr.  Admiftion  qf  a  Church  or  Congregation  into  Vhicn  with  the  Frotestant 

Episcopal  Church  in  this  Dincese, 

To  enable  a  church  or  congregation  to  be  receiv  :1  into  union  with  tiie  Church 
JB  this  Diocese,  it  shall  be  jiecessary  that  the  Vi :-'.  ;.  submit  to  tlie  Convention, 
liieir  articles  of  association;  or,  if  incorporated,  .  .::r  charter,  or  a  copy  thereof, 
<liilv  authenticated  according  to  law  ;  and  furth  -  :■  -ii  it  be  made  to  appear  that 
ncL  church  dt  congregation  has  acceded  to  tlu-  '  '    '  iincs,  discipline  and  worship 
of  the  Protestant  £piscoi>al  Church  in  the  Ihv  .  '  >'L:ites  and  tlic  Constitution 
ud  Canons  of  this  Diocese.     A  certificate  shall  ; ':  o  bo  produced  from  tlie  Bish- 
op—or in  case  of  his  absenccor  of  a  vacancy  in   '>ic  lilpiscopate— from  a  majo- 
rity of  the  Standing  Committee,  that  notice  was  <jivcn  hun  or  them,  at  least  one 
month  before  the  Convention,  of  the  orgimizatiou  ixiving  taken  place. 

CANON  IV. 

AttatiUatee  on  Conventionf  and  Requisites  for  the  Admission  of  Lay- Dr.pti  ties. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  clergymen,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  to 
attend  the  same,  and  of  every  church  or  congregation  in  union  with  the  Church 
in  this  diocese,  to  send  ono  or  more  Lay-Delogatef;  to  the  Convention,  who  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  from  among  the  c.ommuTiicauts  of  the  church  or  con- 
gregation to  be  represented,  and  shall  exhibit  to  the  Couveiilion  a  certificate

CANON  V. 

^1  List  ti}  be  made  of  the  Ministcri  in  the  Diocese. 

Skc.  I.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  ministers  canonicaily 
resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Cures  or  Parishen 
or  Stations  as  Missionaries;  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning  duly  incorporated, 
in  which  they  are  engagcil — and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in  Parishes 
or  Missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above — their  places  of  residence  only, 
— specifying  at  the  same  time  who  of  any  class  are  l>eacons— but  no  clergyman, 
while  suspended  from  the  ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  such  lisL  And  such 
list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  immediately  afler  it  shall  have  been  called 
to  order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  thereform.  The  same 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Journal,  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

Sec  2.  Wh^n  the  ri^ht  of  any  clergyman  to  a  scat  in  tlie  Convention  is  dis- 
puted, it  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  article  of  th« 
Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself;  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list 
aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  Parish  Reinjters  and  Parochial  Reports. 

Sec.  1 .    Every  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  the 
Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him;  or,  in  his    , 
parish  by  any  otiier  Episcopal  ininistur:  specifying  the  names,  and  times  of  birth   t 
of  the  children  baptized,  together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  spoosors; 
the  names  of  the  adults  l)uptiz.?d,  and  also  of  the  witnosHes  of  the  baptism;  the 
names  of  those  confirmed,  and  by  whom  ;  tlic  names  of  tlie  parties  mairied,  and 
of  persons  buried;  and  also  the  time  of  eauh  rite  respectively.     This  Register 
shall  be  kept  by  tli^  Minister,  in  a  book,  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  belonging  to  '* 
tlie  Vestry  of  the  church  which  he  serves — which  book  shall  be  called  the  Pbrith 
Register,  and  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  2.  In  addition  to  Ihu  Register  above  named,  the  Minister  of  each  Parish 
shall  keep  a  listof  tho  Cominunirants  a:id  of  families  v/ithin  his  cure— specify- 
ing the  time  when  Uic  funiier  bccaiiio  communicants  of  the  church  under  hii 
charge,  and  whether  by  removal  from  the  comnmnion  of  some  other  church  or 
otherwise. 

Sec.  3.     Every  minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or,  before  tlie  day  of  every 
annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop— or  if  there  be  no  Bishop-— to 
the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  mar- 
riages, funerals  and  persons  confirmed  within  his  cure  suice  the  last  ConventiiB' 
ana  also  of  the  number  of  communicants,  spcciiying  the  removals  and  death,  filso 
the  additions  to  the  conmiunion,  and  whether  the  last  have  been  by  rcmovai  from'; 
the  communion  of  other  churches  or  otherwise,  since  the  last  Conventioi 
also  of  the  number  of  pupils  and  teachers  connected  with  Sunday-school  ii 
tion  in  Uie  parish— and  of  the  number  of  persons  connected  with  BiUie-cIass  il 
struction,  and  of  any  Missionary  or  other  benevolent  societies,  and  of  alloonf 
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bulions  for  benevolent  objectii,  by  subscription  or  public  collections,  together  with 
a  concise  statement  of  whateTer  other  matters  of  fact  may  be  important  in  show- 
ing  the  state  of  the  parish. 

CANON  VII. 

ilftacani  Congregations. 

Whenever  a  parish  becomes  racont,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  imme- 
diately to  give  notice  to  the  Bishop.  ,- 

CANON  VIII.  '^ 

iff  Deputies  to  (Ac  Oeneral  Contention, 

The  Convention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual  meeting,  according  to  the 
the  provisions  of  tlie  7th  Article  of  tlie  Constitution,  four  clergymen  out  of 
Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  four  Laymen  who  shall  be  in 
good  standing  as  communicants  in  some  church  in  union  with  the  Diocese,  to  act 
aa  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention- — which'  deputies 
ah^l  continue  in  oifice  until  fluccessors  are  chosen.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  deputies  elect,  to  sigiiity  to  the  fiisiiop  on  some  day  at  least  three  weeks  be- 
fore tlie  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  whether  they  will  attend  or  not,  to 
the  duties  of  their  office.  In  default  of  v.-hich  signification,  or  in  case  of  the  de- 
clining of  an  v  to  attend  the  General  Convention,  the  Standing  Committee,  on 
iiotiBcation  from  the  Bishop,  shall  proceed  '  >  appoint  as  many  clerical  or  lay-depu- 
ties  as  may  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  ■■ill  representation  of  the  Diocese,  and 
the  person  or  persons  so  delegated,  being  Pirnished  with  the  certificate  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  sb.Ul  have  all  the  rights  of  deputies  elec- 
ted by  the  Convention.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  notification 
on  the  part  of  deputies  elect  above  required,  shall  be  made  to  the  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  IX. 

t>f  Lay-Readers. 

None  shall  be  considered  as  authorised  to  officiate  as  a  Laj-reader  in  thif  Dio- 
cese, except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency,  without  a  written  license  fVom  the 
Bishop;  or,  incase  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee; and  lay  readers  shall  in  all  cases  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Ilth  Canon 
of  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  X. 
(}f  preparing  a  Rrftort  on  thti  folate  tf  tke  ChurrJi. 

In  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  recommendation  contained  in  tlie  5Ist  Canon 
of  the  General  Convention,  a  Committee  ot  ihc  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  shall 
be  appointed  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  t^ame,  next  befuro  every  stated  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Convention,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the 
Bishop,  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

CANON  XL 

Of  the  Secrttmj  if  the  Contention. 

Sec.  li  In  addition  to  the  duties  assi^n^d  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Conventioa 
in  the  Cth  Article  of  the  ConKtitution,  it  \»  made  h\n  duty  to  send  to  the  Minister, 
or  in  case  there  be  no  Ministor,  to  the  Wardens  of  each  parish  in  union  with  tiie 
Convention,  not  less  than  tour  weekp  before  the  next  meeting  of  tJie  Convention, 
a  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  said  meeting,  together  with  tlie  fonn  of 
a  Parochial  Iloport— and  a  form  by  which  to  certify  the  appointment  of  lay nlepu- 
ties,  together  wM\  the  assessment  laid  upon  the  parish  for  tlio  expenses  of  the 
Diocese.

He  shall  tranBinit  annually  to  each  of  the  Buhops  of  the  Prot  Eoii- 
copal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  everj  Diocesan  Cfon 
vention,  a  copy  ot  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese — as  well  as  of 
any  Charfre  or  Pastoral  Letter  recently  published— and  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion, a  certificate  ofthe  appointment  of  clerical  and  lay-deputies. 

CANON  XII. 

^ .  Ofthe  Treaturar  cf  the  Convention. 

Sec.  1.  At  Aery  stated  Convention,  there  shall  be  elected  a  Treasurer  ofthe 
Convention^^ose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse  all  monies  collected 
under  the  authority  ofthe  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection  and  distribu- 
tion shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually 
to  the  Convention  and  examined  by  a  Committee  of  Uie  same. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  supplied  by 
a  person  chosen  by  the  Standing  Committe,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  an 
election  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  XIII. 

Qf  Missions  f  and  of  Education  for  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  missionary  institution;  and 
every  part  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christian  profession  to  the  supuort  of  the  Mis- 
sionary work;  and  the  education  of  young  men  for  tlic  ministry  beine  absolutely 
necessary  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel  in  the  same  work — it  is  solemnly  urg- 
ed upon  every  member  of  the  Church,  that  he  consider  his  Cliristian  protession 
as  involving  direct  obligation  to  promote  these  obj  ^cts. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  tliis  Diocese  to  instruct  the 
people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is  recommended  to  every 
member  of  the  Church  to  lay  by  him,  on  tlie  first  day  of  the  week,  ia  store,  for 
these  purposes,  as  God  hath  prospered  him,  according  to  tlie  apostolic  direction. 
1  Cor.  zvL  1. 

Sec  3.  There  shall  be  appointed,  at  each  annual  meeting  ofthe  Convention, 
a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  eX'OfficiOj  and  8  other 
members— 4  clerical,  4  lav^lected  by  ballot,  to  be  called  the  Missionary  asd 
Education  Committee.  To  which  shall  be  committed  the  ap|>ointment  and  reg- 
ulation of  Beneficiaries,  the  appointing  of  Missionarios,  and  Missionary  stationsi 
and  the  making  of  oil  appropriations  of  money  fur  either  object. 

Sec  4.  It  sliall  be  the  privilege  ofthe  contributors  to  dcHignate  to  which  pur- 
pose, and  also  to  wliich  branch  ot  the  Missionary  cause,  if  such  be  the  desigUA- 
tion,  their  contribution  shall  be  applied.  If  no  deKignation  be  mode,  it  shall  l^  At 
the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sbc  5.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  shall  preside  in  all  meelingsof  the  Com- 
mittee, when  he  is  present-— if  absent,  a  chairman  pro.  tun.  shall  be  appointed. 

Sec  6.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place,  and  on  the  1st  day, 
of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  at  such  other  times  and  places  as 
the  President  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  or  as  may  be  found  convenient  on 
their  own  adjournment.  Four  attending  members  shall  be  a  quorum;  and  every 
meeting  sliall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Sec.  7.  No  Beneficiary  or  Missionary  shall  l)e  appointed  without  the  written 
consent  of  tlie  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  he  no  Bisiiop,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  same,  which  consent  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes. 

Sec  8.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Secretary  of  the 
same  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year  then  terminated— which, 
with  the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  shall  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Convention,  and  published  in  its  Journal  (either  entire  or  in  part) 

Sec  9.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  nnd  Trcafurer,  who  shall 
be  tz-offiao  members  of  the  Committee.      Vacancies  during  the  reccsi  of  the 
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Convention,  may  be  supplied  by  the  Committee.    No  monies  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer,  but  by  an  onler  of  tlie  Committee,  signed  by  the  President. 

CANON  XIV. 

Qf  AlUrations  t»  the  Canons  and  additions  therein. 

No  proposition  to  alter,  or  add  to,  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  consider- 
ed by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  aflcr  one  day's  previous  no- 
tice thereof^  given  in  open  Convention;  nor  (unless  by  unanimous  consent,)  un- 
til it  shall  have  been  reported  on  by  a  Committee  of  at  least  two  clergymen  and 
two  laymen.  Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same 
Convention,  if  two  thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  not  concur  therein;  but 
in  sadi  case  the  same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  the  votes)  shall  lie  over 
for  consideration  till  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention.

A  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Committee  of  the  Board  requiring  the  Mis- 
sionaries of  the  Society  to  report  semi-annually.  This  requisition  hv  generally 
been  complied  with,  and  the  reports  have  usually  been  of  an  interesting  and  very 
encouraging  character. 

In  relation  to  that  branch  of  the  Society  which  embraces  education  for  the 
ministry— the  Board  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows :

6.  Scholarihip  of  St,  Paul's,  Detroit,  founded  by  C.  C.  Trowbridge,  Esq.,  pay- 
ing $70,  per  annum. 

7.  Stover  Scholarship,  for  five  years,  founded  by  Ballamy  Storer,  Esq.  of  Cin- 
cinnati, paying  $50*  per  annum. 

8.  Scholarship,  founded  by  ladies  of  St  Paul's,  Cincinnati,  ibr  $50  per  aniiuui. 

9.  Scholarship  for  3  years,  founded  by  Isaac  Carow,  Esq.,  New-York,  jmying 
$50  per  annum. 

10.  Scholarship,  founded  by  Uarcourt  parish,  Gambier,  paying  $50,  per  annnm. 

Besides  these,  there  arc  two  scholarships  founded  in  St.  George's  Church, 
New- York,  which  8U])port  beneiicanes  at  Kenyon — two  beneficiaries  are  assisted 
by  the  Education  Society  in  Philadelphia,  and  two  more  receive  assistance  from 
other  quarters.  In  this  way,  sixteen  statUnts  have  been  assisted  in  preparation 
for  the  work  of  tlie  ministry  in  the  College  and  Seminary,  during  the  past  year.

I  caBDOt  a^eak  of  the  palient  toil  of  a  faithful  minkto'  in  tUa  world,  nor  of 
Ui  )«e«t  iMt  in  tb>  world  to  conn,  withont  hsTing  mj  thoogbta  ifluiMdiUeljr 
drnra  to  the  memory  of  one,  who,  having  partaken  fbr  vary  many  jean  in  Um 
OM,  haa  recently  inherited  tb«  other.  TovanticipatenMiBindnUolilDg  the  nine 
rf  Mr  lata  moM  venerable  and  beloved  preaiding  Bishop.  -On  the  17th  day  of 
July,  baing  the  Lotd's  day,  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  remove  to  tha  glory  and 
Meaednea  of  the  Church  triumphant,  the  loul  oflhe  Rt.  Rer.  Willuv  Vfum, 
tad  thus  la  affllet  oor  Church  with  a  bereavement  which,  however  long  anti- 
cipated, wai  not  to  arrive  withoutaSactingan  imnensecommusity  both  within 
■nr)  without  our  Churcli,  witli  a  feeling  of  lota,  such  as  could  be  produced  by  Ihe 
dtilb  of  no  other  man.     In  his  89tli  year,  hil  pilgrimage  ended  ;  his  laboufa 
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dosed,  and  his  rest  began.  As  he  lived  for  the  Lord,  so  be  died  in  the  Lonf,  er"* 
hibiting  in  his  last  hours  that  tnnquil  confidence  in  Grod  kis  Suvioiir  which 
had  always  characterized  his  life.  The  unusual  humility  of  his  spirit  seemed 
to  increase  as  he  drew  nearer  to  the  unveiled  majesty  of  God ;  and  his  sense 
of  the  joy  of  his  lK>rd  to  become  more  sweet  as  he  approached  the  moment  of 
seeing  Him  face  tofkce  in  His  kingdom.  For  him  to  die,  was  gain — ^but  what 
was  it  to  the  Church  over  which  he  had  so  long  and  so  faitbfu]ly,and  so  wisely 
watched;  ibr  which  he  hod  so  entirely  lived;  whose  whole  history  is  so  identical 
with  his  own;  whose  annals  are  so  fhll  of  his  counsels;  whose  doings  have  b<9en 
so  accustomed  to  his  sanction;  whose  synods  have  not  learned  to  be  separated 
firom  his  presence  ?  The  Father,  the  Patriarch  has  departed,  and  the  Church, 
never  before  without  his  parental  care,  like  a  virgin  bereaved  of  her  parents,  sit- 
teth  solitary;  she  knows  not  yet  the  full  extent  of  her  loss.  In  the  time  of  try- 
ing responsibility  will  she  feel  it — When  her  children  shall  most  need  '*  the 
instruction  of  a  fiither,"  when  the  wisdom  that  dwells  with  prudence,  the  firm- 
ness that  dwells  with  moderation;  the  decision  that  dwells  with  brotherly  kind- 
ness  and  charity  shall  be  specially  required,  and  that  venerable  man  with  his  ever- 
ready  opinion8,[and  gentle,  affectionate  manners,  shall  be  seen  no  more  at  the 
head  of  her  councils,  then  especially  will  <nir  loss  be  realiied,and  all  hearts  will 
rene .-.-  their  homage  to  the  memory  of  the  inestimable  benefits  enjoyed  in  the 
long  life  of  that  beloved  Bishop. 

When  thus  deprived  of  a  guide  so  important  in  all  the  afiairs  of  the  Chnrehy 
how  comforting  to  reflect  that  He  who  gave  and  so  long  preserved  him  to  us,  is 
still  her  Shepherd  and  Bishop,  Head  over  all  things  to  his  Church'and  will  not 
leave  her  comfortless. — He  will  come  to  her. — ^He  will  still  provide  wisdom  for 
her  councils;  firmness  for  her  discipline;  zeal  for  her  enterprises,  and  protection 
a^inst  all  her  enemies.  May  He  mercifully  grant  that  the  mantle  of  the  de- 
parted, may  rest  upon  those  in  whose  hands  the  chief  administration  of  her 
government  now  remaias;  that  while  Ihey  imitate  his  decision  and  firmness 
and  consistency  of  opinion,  his  honesty  in  declaring  it,  and  strength  in  main- 
taining it,  they  may  never  depart  firom  his  eminent  example  of  tolerance  and  kind- 
ness and  charity  towards  all  that  differed  from  his  opinions,  ever  exhibiting  in  their 
example,  what  shone  so^remorkably  in  his,  the  union  of  the  strongest  attachment 
to  all  the  peculiarities  of  his  own  Church,  founded  upon  the  deepest  conviction 
of  their  primitive  cliaracler  and  scriptural  warrant,  with  the  most  beautiful  man- 
ifestation of  the  spirit  of  a  catholic  Christian  toward  his  fellow  Christians  of 
whatever  name  or  peculiarity. 

One  thing  I  cannot  omit  in  tliis  connexion  to  call  to  your  recollection,  in  evi- 
dence of  the  wiser  moderation  of  our  departed  Father,  and  as  one  of  the  items  of 
last  advice  which  he  seemed  especially  desirous  of  impressing  upon  the  brethren 
that  should  survive  hiuu 

In  a  charge  in  which,  when  he  supposed  he  should  never  deliver  another,  he 
took  particular  pains  to  embody  some  opinions  and  counsels  which  he  considered 
of  prime  importance  lo  the  peace  and  unity  of  the  Church,  he  delivered  the  fol- 
lowing concerning  her  doctrine  on  the  subject  of  Episcopacy: — '*They  (the 
Reformers  of  the  Church  of  England)  unequivocally  affirmed  the  Apostolic  origin 
of  Episcopacy  as  cfact ;  and  then,  as  a  suitable  consequence,  they  ordained  that 
there  should  be  no  other  ministry  within  its  bounds.  The  same  b  the  limit  with- 
io  our  Church.     If  any  should  carry  the  subject  beyond  this,  it  lupricaU  opinion^

fVoof  Ghiehuialiv  I  Jiireeeeded  to  the  paririi  of  St  Matthew,  Hamilton,  where 

aveiy  good  ptoae  of  weiehip  Waa  in  progieas  and  will  aoon  be  leady  for  conse- 

cratieB^    AMr  pieaehinf^  at  Hamilton,  and  aeefng  much  reason  to  lament  that  I 

had  thcnnomeimi  of  aopplying  the  jnoriifa  with  a  resident  minister;  I  proceeded 

€•  the  next  day  to  Dayton.    Preached  on  Saturday  night  and  twice  on  Sunday, 

Iwddaa  addroewng  the  people  on  the  sobject  of  baptism  and  confirmation. — Ad- 

wnniataffed  Confinnation  to  seven  persons.    The  seoond  sermon  of  the  Lord's 

dny  was  en  the  MissiMiafy  doty  of  theChnreh  and  of  her  every  membier,  after 

whicVheollsbtion  of  $31 31  was  nide  fi>r  the  missionary  purposes  of  the  Diocese. 

fVomDayton  to  Troy  on  the  8th  of  November. — Serrice  that  evening,  when  the 

Rev.  Mr.  Allen  of  Dayton  preaehed.    The  day  ftllowing  I  consecrated  the  Church 

reoantly^  erected  in  that  parish,  by  the  name'of  Trinity  Church,  preached  twice, 

and  after  approfwiate  instruction  on  the  subject  of  Confirmation  and  the  natora 

•ad  spirituid  duties  Of  a  Christian  profession,  cjonfirmed  five  persons.    Few 

poriihss  in  the  diooeee  have  evinced  so  good  a  spirit  as  that  of  Troy,  in  'reference 

to  the  eflbrt  and  ezpenoe  required  in  providing  a  suitable  e^ce  for  the  worship 

of  God  and  the  preaching  of  the  word.  ,  A  few  persons  most  truly  attached 
to  the  Church  and  desirous  of  being  ssvin^y  profited  by  her  ordinances,  have 

erected  a  very  neat  and  commodious  Church  rft  an  expense  and  sacrifice  which 
tiMjy  who  only  give  of  their  abundance  to  such  objects,  know  nothing  {of.  The 
parish  has  been  hitherto  supplied  in  part  by  participating  in  the  labours  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Guion  of  Piqua.  Recently,  however,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Leavenworth,  late 
of  the  diocese  of  Mary  land  has  entered  upon  its  charge,  expecting  to  devote  one- 
fourth  of  his  time  to  some  neighboring  niissionaiy  station. 

From  Troy  to  Fiqua  on  the  10th  of  November.    Mr.  Alien  accompanied  me 
and  preached  that  night    The  day  following,  I  preached  twioe,  addressed  the 
people  twice  in  reference  to  the  ordinanoe  of  Confirmation,  confirmed  thirteen,^ 
and  collected  $13  30  for  the  Diocesan  Missionary  and  Education  Committee. 
The  congregation  of  the  Church  at  Piqua  had  considerably  increased  and  seem- 
ed to  be  fast  advancin^^  towards  a  point  when  a  larger  place  of  worship  wouM  be 
needed.    The  Vestry  have  recently  certified  to  me  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Guion,  whose  former  connection  with  them  was  by  oiinutfi'eleotion,  to  the  Ree^ 
tonkif  of  the  parish.     November  13th,  rode  to  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  Urbana, 
accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Guion.     This  parish,  once  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Varian,  was  then  vacant — Very  kindly  received  by  the  people  on  this  my  first 
visit,  I  preached  twice  and  administered  baptism  to  a  lady,  the  wife  of  the  gen. 
tleman  at  whose  house  1  was  entertained.     The  day  following,  rode  to   Spring- 
field,  the  parish  of  which,  recently  connected  with  that  of  Urbana,  under  Mr. 
Vdriin,  was  then  also  vacant.     On  Sunday,  Nov.  15th,  preached  twice  and  oon* 
Tened  the  Vestry  ou  business  relating  to  the  obtaining  of  a  pastor. 
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The  opportvnity  of  building  ap  the  Chnrch  in  Spiingfield,  I  thought  decidedly 
ikvorable,  and  much  greater  than  would  be  auppoeed  from  a  meie  eonmention 
of  thoee  already  attached  to  her  aerrioee.  After  many  effl>rti  to  obtain  aminia- 
ter  for  that  place  and  Urbana,  and  many  dieappointmenta  and  much  bortfiil, 
though  unavoidable  delay,  I  waa  at  length  grateful  in  being  aUe  to  proeore  the 
Rey.  Mr.  Payne,  who  haa  recently  commenced  hia  labouray  with  good  ensouf- 
agement  in  thoee  pariahea,  aa  a  Mierionary  of  the  General  Mianonaiy  Socie- 
ty. On  Tueeday,  NoTember  17,  viaited  the  paiiah  of  St  John,  Worthmgton, 
fiiTored  with  the  company  and  ■■■iitince  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Preaton.  Co— rtrat- 
ed  the  Church,  found  the  congregation  increaaed  in  number  and  growing  in  at- 
tention to  the  thing!  of  the  Spirit  of  God.  Preached  twice,  the  eecond  daaoonrae 
being  on  the  subject  of  miseioni;  received  f8  £ar  the  fliooeean  Commatiea.  In. 
stnicted  the  congregation  in  reference  to  Coofirmation  and  adminietered  the 
ordinance  to  three  persons.  The  next  morning  visited  Grace  Church,  Beskahire^ 
preached  twice,  oonfirmcd  three,  and  received  $4  50  cents  for  the  Miesionaiy 
and  Education  Committee.  The  next  day  reached  home,  where  I  coatinned 
preaching  on  the  several  Lord's  days  and  lecturing  once  during  each  week  in  the 
chapel  of  Kenyon  College,  and  inatructing  theological  atudents  until  the  l^egin- 
ning  of  the  ensuing  spring.  During  this  interval,  it  pleased  the  tiotd  thai  nj 
family  should  be  thrown  into  great  danger  and  gracionsly  delivered  unhurt  from 
a]  midnight  fire,  which  broke  out  in  my  house  and  threatened  its  entire  deetnic- 
tion.  After  having  despaired  of  saving  any  portion  of  the  building,  it  waa  at 
length  by  the  great  ezertiona  of  the  students  of  the  College  and  the  inhafaitaata 
of  Gambier,  subdued;  but  not  until  nearly  <)ne-half  of  the  hooae  had  bean  ras- 
deied  uninhahitshle  and  much  of  its  contents  had  been  coaaamed.  I  hope  that, 
aa  the  building  waa  erected  by  the  College  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Biahop 
of  the  Diocese,  though  with  the  expectation  that  the  latter  would  take  meaaorea 
to  refiind  the  expenae,  the  C<^ge  will  not  be  obliged  to  sustain  the  fturther  bur- 
den of  paying  fbr  the  repairs. 

On  the  Sunday  before  Chriatmaa,  I  held  a  confirmation  in  the  Chapel  of  Ken- 
yon College  and  administered  the  ordinance  to  twenty-eight  persons. 

March  5th,  visited  St  James'  Church,  Zaneaville,  assembled  and  addressed  the 
commnnicanta  in  the  morning  and  the  candidates  fbr  confirmation  in'  the  after, 
noon.  Preached  at  night  The  following  day,  being  the  Lord's  day,  1  preach, 
ed  thrice  and  confirmed  seventeen.  The  next  evening  preached  on  the  Mis- 
sionary duty  of  the  Church.  The  condition  of  this  parish,  since  the  inomnben- 
cy  of  the  present  minister  has  become  very  encouraging.  The  Church  edifice 
has  been  considerably  extended  and  greatly  improved.  - 

Tuesday  March  8th,  visited  Somerset,  a  station  connected  with  Lancaster 
under  the  Rev.  S.  A.  Bronson,  Bilissionary  of  the  General  Missionary  Society- 
preached  once.  The  next  day  rode  to  Lancaster  and  preached  once,  expecting 
to  return  and  spend  the  ensuing  Lord's  day  with  that  people. 

March  10th,  visited  St  Philips',  Circleville,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr, 
Bronson,  preached  thrice,  addressed  and  examined  the  Bible  class  and  Sunday 
school  and  confirmed  ten.  The  spiritual  state  of  that  parish,  the  harmony  of 
itfl  members,  the  admirable  manner  in  which  the  congregation  sustain  their 
part  in  the  worship  of  the  sanctuary  and  the  evidences  of  religious  intelligence 
Knd  growth,  all  speak  a  great  deal  for  the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rogers, 
who,  I  much  regret  to  say.  hns  left  the  diocesOj   having  gone  amon)j  his  ovn 


oounfr/mctt)  u  Rector  of  4  Fai'uh  in  Vypvi  Csnaili, — T)io  Rev.  J.  P.  Bailsman 
W  lucceeded  lo  Iheclurge  of  Ihe  panab  of  Ciirleville. 

From  CircIeTille,  1  returned  to  LaacajiXer,  uiti  an  Sunday,  Mitreh  13IIl,  pieadk- 
fd  tiuice.  A  pari«li  has  aioce  been  organixed  al  Lancaster,  under  £iVDmble 
auspicea,  and  the  Rev.  Sherlock  A.  Bronaon  inta  been  chosen  iti  nuniater.  A 
CbuicJi  edilKf,  I  hop«,  will  soon  be  comni''nced. 

Monilaf  14Ui>  reached  Nennrkand  preached  once,  ifler  which  I  again  retnm" 
td  to  my  home. 

The  Ker.  Oeorg?  Montgomeiy  Weal,  late  a  Pceabyter  of  Ihia  diocese,  having 
been  by  llic  Standing  Committee  dmanicill;  presented  for  (rial,  on  aundry  grave 
and  very  wrious  chargea;  a  copy  of  the  presentment  was  aerved  on  the  ic- 
eoaed  and  ihr  naoiea  of  eight  Preebjlera  of  the  diocese  were  sent  him  that  he 
might  chose  therefrom,  the  Gve  who  shouid  I'irm  a  board  dr  his  Iriitt.  No  inch 
choice  having  been  notified  lo  me,  within  the  lime  specified  by  the  Canons,  I 
proceeded  to  appoint  the  Rev,  Messn.  Aluensciier,  Fitch,  Denison,  Hud  utd 
Smallwood,  to  compose  the  Board.  The  trial  wax  Ried  for  the  24th  of  Marohi 
ID  Ml.  Vernon,  and  the  accuied,  aa  welt  as  the  stunding  committee,  at  liis  pro- 
secutors, was  duly  notUied  thereof.  The  Hoard  assembled  on  the  day  appointedt 
and  the  Bccaaed  Dot  appearing  for  tiiol  and  jio  satisfactory  rcaaon  appearing  fbc 
his  absence,  he  was  reported  to  me  for  contumacy,  and  in  obedience  to  the  re- 
qoiaition  of  the  Canons,  was  auspended  from  the  minialrj.  He  was  al  Ihe  same 
time  tUrecled  lo  lliat  section  of  Ihe  canonx  which  provides  tliat  the  sentence  of 
suspension  "may  be  reversed,  if  within  three  calendar  months,  the  accuaed 
■hall  tender  himaelf  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  and  receive  his  trial;  but  if 
he  ihall  not  au  tender  himself,  Ihe  Bishop  in  view  of  Ihe  laela  alleged  in  the 
presentment,  ahall  procee  t,  if  he  think  proper,  lo  paas  sentence  of  degradation 
from  Ihe  miniatry." 

The  three  monliiA  elapsed  and  no  communication  wax  receivtil  &om  the  ac- 
cuaed. In  view  of  the  evidence  in  my  imsscsHLon  in  support  of  the  preaeolment, 
I  eootd  have  no  question  as  to  Ihe  path  of  duty,  and  llierefore  proceeded  on 
the  33nd  of  Julf,  lo  paai  sentence  of  degradation  and  to  issue  lo  Mr.  Weal  and 
ibe  3iahap*  of  Ihe  Church  and  tlie  clergy  and  parUhei  of  this  diocese  the  neces- 
lary  notices  of  the  same. 

Before  IsUng  leave  of  this  painful  subject  I  must  express  my  grateful  seiue 
of  the  obligations  lam  under,  as  well  OS  the  diocese.lo  the  Rev.  K.  P.  Buddicom  * 
ind  Ihe  Rev.  Thomas  Tatlershall,  clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England,  at. 
Evwlon  near  Liverpool,  for  the  great  hindneaa  and  diligence  wilh  which  they 
Kimj>Ued  with  my  roquent,  addressed  lo  llie  former  thai  he  would  obtain  and 
tnnsmit  to  me  suitable  evidenoe  respecting  the  clerical  proceedings  of  Mr.  West 
in  Liverpool.  In  a  letter  accompanying  a  mass  of  documentary  evidence  which 
could  only  have  been  procured  by  great  effort  on  the  pari  of  those  gentlemen, 
Mr.  Buddicom  writes  thai  Mr.  Tattershall  had  long  fell  and  had  more  than  onoe 
■poke  with  liini  ujion  the  neceiuty  of  sonK  testimony  from  Ihence,  of  their 
persojiion  thai  Bishop  Cliase  had  been  much  wronged  (by  West's  prelenalooi) 
and  that  it  was  a  duly  to  aay  so.  "lie  feeh  (sayii  Mr.  Buddicom)  that  duly  to 
be  in  enme  degree  pcrfuiined  by  ]ih  aclii'ilj  in  thin  nialtei.  and  would  gladly 
■ilh  myseif  do  more." 

Among  the  documents  received  by  the  kindness  oftheac  Brethren,  in  the 
oritnnal  letter  of  Deacon's  orders  granted  to  Heuty  Saniuel  Jusepli,  signed  by 
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Mr.  West  and  by  his  coadjutor  Mr.  T.  Mattbewt,  who  »  vndeniood  to  hky%  re- 
ceived  his  episcopal  dignity  by  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the  ibnner,as  Biahope 
of  the  Primitiye  Episcopal  Churoh.  The  Letter  is  sealed  by  their  respeetire 
seals,  and  certified  before  a  Biagistrate  by  Mr.  Joseph  and  Mr.  Baiters,  clerk  of 
All  Saints  Chorch  in  which  the  otdination  took  plaee.  Another  docoment  is 
styled  an  ^'Ecclesiastical  and  Episcopal  Lksenae"  to  the  said  Joseph  to  offidate 
'*in  the  sereral  offices  and  doties  of  a  Pre^yter."  It  is  the  original  license  sign- 
ed, sealed  and  attested  as  the  tormer. 

A  third  doenment  is  "The  address  of  the  members  of  the  PrimitiTe  Episcopal 
Church"  to  the  present  King  of  England^  directing  his  attention  to  an  '^annexed 
abstract  of  the  Doctrines  and  Political  Principles  oonstitating  the  fbundation  of 
their  system." 

A  fourth  document  is  the  deposition  of  Mr.  Joseph,  who  was  ordained  a 
Presbyter  also  by  Mr.  West,  and  of  Mr.  Salters  the  Clerk,  taken  before  a  Magis- 
trate, attested  by  two  clergymen  and  acknowledged  before  the  Deputy  Consul  of 
the  United  States  in  which  the  deponents  declared  that  they  were  piesent  at 
the  ordination  by  West  and  Matthews  of  a  Mr.  Tomer  to  the  oftce  of  Pres- 
byter and  of  others  to  that  of  Deacon  in  the  Prindtrre  Episcopal  Church,  and 
also  at  the  consecration  by  the  same,  in  their  episcopal  robes,  of  All  Saints  Chorch 
and  of  a  building  called  the  Hebrew  Church. 

Accompanjring  the  above,  is  a  copy  of  the  "  Book  of  Common  Prayer  4^ 
according  to  the  use  of  the  PrimitlTe  Episcopal  Church,  revived  in  England*' 
which  was  prepared  and  set  fbrth  by  West  Tills  copy  is  the  one  presented  by 
said  West  to  his  Presbyter,  B(r.  Joseph  and  used  by  the  latter  in  his  lervtcee. 
It  contains  an  autograph  benediction  upon  Mr.  Joseph,  by  the  donor  with  his 
signature. 

There  are  also  several  original  letters  addressed  to  a  person  who  is  styled  *<Se- 
eretary  of  the  Primitive  Episcopal  Church"  making  enquiries  as  to  the  princi- 
ples of  the  new  Church  and  the  terms  of  admission  to  its  ministry. 

I  have  mentioned  these  documents  because  they  are  connected  with  the  only 
attempt,  since  our  Episcopacy  became  Protestant,  to  make  it  serve  the  pur- 
poses of  schism.  It  would  seem  that  those  who  were  led  to  connept  themselves 
with  the  scheme  of  Mr.  West,  or  who  were  thinking  of  participating  in  the 
Ministry  which  he  claimed  authority  to  commission,  while  they  certainly  evinc- 
ed a  very  defective  sense  of  the  duty  of  maintaining  the  Umty  of  the  Church 
in  their  .own  land,  had  no  idea  tliat  in  fiivouring  the  plans  of  Mr.  West  they 
were  departing  from  the  regular  descent  of  the  ordaining  power,  as  transmit- 
ted from  the  Apostles,  but  supposed  (very  easily  to  be  sure)  that  be  had  re- 
ceived, as  he  professed,  a  valid  consecration,  in  this  country,  to  the  Episcopal 
office. 

It  is  manifest  that,  at  one  time,  the  sect  had  attracted  a  good  deal  of  attention 
and  several  persons  were  thinking  of  becoming  labourers  under  wh^t  they  imag- 
ined to  be  its  genuine  Episcopal  sanction.  Mr-  West,  besides  the  two  churches 
which  he  consecrated  in  Liverpool,  was  admitted  to  officiate  in  a  third,and 
laid  the  comer  stone  of  a  new  Church,  which  waa  to  hold  sittings  for  %G26 
per8on8,and  was  to  be  called  the  Lirerpool  CathedraL  In  a  parchment  dej>osit- 
od  in  the  stone,  Mr.  West  was  styled  *'  the  first  Bishop  and  founder  of  the 
Church/' 

A  Church  was  also  consecrated  in  PrestOM  iu  counectiou  witii  the  sect.     Six

This  parish  iuu  been  giataitoutly  visiltd  I9 
the  RcT.  Mr.  FiLcli  of  Kenyon  College  and  is  greatly  indebted  to  )iis  kind  offioM 
and  acceptable  Mmces. 

April  6th,  viiited  St.  Luke'a  Granville,  preaclied  twice  and  confirmed  two*  The 
gntuiUnii  Tiaila  ot  the  RcT.  Mr.  Sparrow  la  this  pariah,  rendered  lu  often  M  ki* 
oUiei  enfagemenlj  and  feefale  health  would  permit,  !um  gKtllj  promoted  tie 
TpUare.  A  coosiderahle  subscription  for  a  church  liai  lieen  obtainer)  and  the 
rdifice  i>  expected  to  be  wton  commenced.

TOCs.  It  is  DOW  occaaionally  ridted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  WiUianaon  who  realdee 
u  Gambler.     The  day  following,   I  ptcachad  in  Coahoeton. 

ipril  23d,  I  pte«Mlwd  ftl  New  nUladelphia  in  the  Contt  lionse  and  Ibe  next 
diy  had  service,  lectured,  confinnedibin  personi  and  administered  tbeLord'asop- 
icrina  private  hooae. 

April  23,  reached  MaaaiIIoii,and  on  the  loUowing  day,  being  the  Lord's  day^ 
preached  twice  and  baptised  two  children.  The  parish  of  St.  Timothy  baa 
soce  bean  regularly  organised  in  Maaaillon,  the  Rev.  John  Swan  haa  entered 
1900  hia  duties  as  its  pastor;  a  church  lias  been  commenoed  upon  a  apaeimw 
lod  beautiful  plan;  great  anterprise  oharacteriieB  those  who  have  andertakeo  it 
ud  an  open  door  seems  to  be  presented  to  the  efibctual  preaching  of  tJie  gospel' 
1  am  happy  to  hear  that  spirited  measures  have  been  taken  lo  provide  Mr.  Swan 
■ith  a  Parsonage. 

April  2tilh,  visited  St.  James'  parish,  oompriiiog  the  towns  of  Canfield  and 
Ebardman,  preached,  twice  that  day  in  Canlield,  and  the  next  day,  twice  in  St. 
iuKs'  Church  Boardmau,  baptized  tliree  adults  and  confirmed  eleven,Uie  Rev. 
Mr.  Eaton  aaaiating. 
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A  new  and  tuteiulChiucli  wia  then  neeriy  oompleted  at  Cmfieldy  wfaidi  hts 
nncebeen  finished  and  u  now  ready  for  conMcratkm.  Tham  paiiah  had  been 
deatitute  ol  a  paator  a  long  time  when  I  viitted  U,  bat  in  a  lew  daya  ailar  waa 
favoured  with  the  aenricea  of  the  Rev.  Joalina  L.  Haniaon  from  the  Dioeaaa  of 
New  York,  who  ia  now  aettled  over  the  Chuidiaa  in  Boaidman  and  Caafield  and 
labouring  with  diligence  and  enoouxagemenC^Paziahea  might  be  finnnad  at 
Toungitown  and  Warren  had  we  aome  efficient  minialer  to  aend  thither. 

My  viaitation,  which  I  had  hoped  would  embrace  all  the  panahea  in  the  nor* 
them  part  of  the  dioeeae,  waa  terminated  at  Boardman,  by  anch  an  increaae  of  a 
malady  of  the  larynx,  which  for  aome  dajra  had  been  of  a  threaleping  natnxei  aa 
made  it  abaolutely  neceaeary  that  I  ahould  retom  home  and  hare  an  entire  lea- 
pite  from  public  laboura. 

Bntl  had  not  reached  home  before  another  and  for  more  painfhl  canae  for 
my  return  appeared.  It  had  pleaaed  our  graciona  Lord  and  FMither  to  remove  to 
Himaelf  my  eldeat  daughter.  It  waa  the  cup  fls  gave  me  to  diink.  It  would  have 
been  for  more  bitter,  had  I  not  known  mAo  gave  it 

Aa  aoon  aa  the  atate  of  my  fbmily  and  ray  health  aeeraed  to  Joaliiy  it,I  be- 
gaa  again  to  viait  the  Churohea,  and  after  preaahing  at  a  saw  and  rialiig  pariah 
called  Trinity  Chuseh  about  three  milea  from  Kanyon  CoUage^  iHiieh  the  Rer. 
Mr.  Dyer  haa  been  the  meana  ofraiaing  and  wharal  eonfonned  9  panona,  I  left 
home  for  a  part  of  the  pariahes  from  which  I  had  been  reoently  toraed  baefc. 

June  23rd,  reached  Gtace  Church  Pariah,  Sandnaky  dty,  and  the  day  fbllow- 
ing  preached  twice.  Thia  pariah  having  never  enjoyed  the  aervieea  of  a  aettled 
minister  and  occaaional  miniatntiooa  having  bean  vary  aaldoo,  there  eoald  be 
no  confiimation.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Pundenon  who  aeeoropanied  me,  baptised  two 
infonta. 

A  great  deal  of  enterpriae  and  efibrt  have  been  meniftrtad  on  the  part  of  th« 
few  peraona  who  are  as  yet  aaaociated  in  the  pariaht  in  the  ereetioo  of  a  faagie 
atone  Churchy  which  when  oompleted  will  be  one  of  the  very  beat  in  the  THnooac. 
A  fine  bell  has  bean  presented  to  it  and  a  handaomaaet  of  eomnmnion  platan  An 
argan,  it  ia  nnderatood,  haa  been  contiaoted  for,  and  the  building  ia  ezpeeled  to  be 
aoon  ready  for  eonaecration.  The  Vmtzy  have  already  aammed  the  entirt  aup- 
port  of  a  miniater  and  the  Rev.  Albert  Bledaoa  haa,  by  their  call,  enlarad  upon 
the  charge  of  the  Parish  aa  its  Rector.  I  mentioa  with  peculiar  aatiaftetioa  the 
wholeaome  example  aet  by  thia  new  and  anterprieing  Pariah  not  only  in  aff>rta  they 
have  made  to  erect  a  Chnrch»  to  fhmiah  it  welland  rapport  a  Pastor*  but  in  bar- 
ing elected  their  Pastor  aa  their  Reetor,  inatead  af  ohooaing  him  to  be  what  the 
lawa  of  the  Churoh  do  not  know,  exnept  in  the  caae  of  a  Deacon  or  BCiasioDaiy, 
a  pastor  tkeUifor  tAs  ysar,  or  far  mm/  UmiUd  period. 

From  Sandusky,  to  Trinity  parish,  Lyme,  which  receives  a  part  of  the  Ber- 
vlow  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Punderson  of  Norwalk,  who  waa  than  with  me.  Preached 
onoe  and  confirmed  aix.  Same  day  reached  Norwalk,  apent  June  S5th  and  96th 
in  St.  Paul's  Parish  of  that  village,  during  which  time  I  had  the  pleaaure  of  tho 
aociety  and  aid  of  Rev.  Meaara.  Boyden  and  Davis.  Preached  thrice,  conaecrat- 
ed  the  Church,  addreaaed  the  candidatea  for  oonfinnation  privately,  aa  well  aa 
puhUflly,  and  confirmed  ten*  Sermona  were  preached  by  the  Brethren  who  were 
with  me. 

June  28th,  visited  St  Stephen's,  Orailon,  consecrated  the  Church,  preached 
twice,  inattucted  the  candidates  for  confirmatiou,  confirmed  eleven  and  met  the 
vestry  in  reference  to  the  supply  of  the  Church  with  the  service.*^  of  a  Pastor. — 
Seldom  haa  a  better  spirit  been  exliibited  than  has  appeared  in  the  ersction  of  the 
Church  m  Grafton.     A  few — yery  few  persons,  beads  of  families,  ardently  attach- 
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»d  lo  ilie  Cliiirph:  enmeBtly  desiroug  of  luviiig  Iheir  rhildren  enjoy  Un  m^ans 
of  grace  as  dispenied  in  her  ardinanc«s,  liare  put  Iheaiselvcti  la  a  mcssure  ol' 
•df-deniol^tucli  na^woulil  Uave  little  to  desire  in  tiie  way  of  peenniary  efToil  in 
tlie  promotion  of  reti^oD,  weie  it  generally  imitaled. 

TlieChurchisavery  appropriate  edifice,  neatly  fini»hed  and  fufnished.  The 
paruh  liiu  hitherto  enjoyed  only  such  unfreijueiil  senicet  as  could  be  rendered 
by  liie  clergy  si  Medina  and  Liverpool.  Mr.  Anion  Clark,  late  a  Tlieologieil 
Student  in  the  Theolugical  Seminary  of  llie  Diofese,  who  eipccti  la  recraTe  or' 
den  al  ihia  Convention,  will  immediately  atlci  liia  ordiiuUon,  be  put  in  charge 
Itereor,  and  will  devole  pari  of  IiIh  time  lu  the  neighboring  viDage  ofElyrii. 

Thedaj  after  my  viBil  to  GraRon,  I  preached  in  Union  parish,  Liverpool  and 
the  next  day  ia  that  of  SL  Pliilip,  Strongavillc.  These  two  pariaheB  will  l>e  unit- 
tdduiiDg  the  enming  year,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  residing  at 
Liverpool. 

Joly  the  1st,  'Had  &  3rd  were  spent  in  Trinity  Pariili,  Cleveland  and  St.  John's, 
Ohio  City,  where  1  had  the  »ocii-ty  of  the  ilev.  Mcesr?.  Lystcr  and  O'Brien  of 
Michigan,  and  of  the  Rev.  Mengra.  Eaton,  Newman  and  Payne  of  tliis  Diocese, 
all  of  wKoiD  asaisled  in  the  several  aervicea.  Saturday,  July  'ind,  I  laid  Uie  coniei 
none  of  St  John's  Chnreh  now  being  erected  in  Ohio  City,  and  al  night 
preached  (o  the  people  of  the  pariah. 

May  their  hands  b»  strong  for  the  cosily  enterpriee  they  hove  undertaken 
tad  their  paitor'a  heart  be  encouraged  by  Ihe  grace  of  God,  crowning  his  labours 
nth  apirilual  hlcaaingB.  Sunday  the  ^rd  was  apenl  in  Cleveland  during  which  j 
pleached  tnicc  and  confirmed  seventeen,  bapliied  tho  infant  of  the  Rector  and 
tMkoccaaion  from  tliB  adaiiDislralion  of  the  two  ordinances  to  instruct  Ihe  con- 
engation  in  two  addtesses  aa  to  Baplism  and  Confirnialion.  Sermons  weri 
pmuhed  whllp  I  was  in  Cleveland  by  MessrB.  Nev>-inan.  O'Brien  and  F.alon. 

Joly  5,  Visited  Bethel  Pnrisli,  Boston,  where  1  preached  twice  in  different 
flicea,  adminislefiug  confimiotion  twice  and  llie  Lord's  supper  once.  Sii  were 
^onKimed  in  the  two  places, 

A  Chntdi  is  eipccled  to  he  huill  at  what  is  called  the  Peninsula  where  the 
Rn.  Abraham  Bronsou  the  Paalor,  resides. 

luly&  Preached  at  Hudson,  being  very  kindly  received  and  aO'ectianalely  enter- 
>uacd  by  the  President  and  Professors  of  the  College  in  Ibal  place. 

hiy  J,  vif  iled  Christ  Church  Parish,  Fronkhn,  preached  twice  Ihe  (allowing 
iij.  and  made  arrangemenls  with  Ihe  Vestry  for  the  settlement  of  a  Minisler- 
Thia  is  a  new  and  promising  parish.  A  Church  will  probably  be  soon  cam- 
■mced. 

Jalj  nth,  Tinted  St  Paul's  Parisb,  Akron,  preached  and  met  Ha  Veitrj.  This 
M*  and  importmnt  parish  i*  6x  Ihe  preaent  associated  wilh  thai  of  Franklin 
(w  the  ■appoit  of  a  Hiuialer.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Barrow  hii  recently  been  invil- 
tlbl  both  to  Msome  the  care  of  them  and  is  now  labouring  as  their  Pastor.  A 
Chnreb  will  probably  be  soon  uikdertaken  at  Akron. 

July  9lh,  preached  at  Middlebury.  The  neil  day,  tlie  Lord's  day,  was  spent 
i>  BL  John's  Parish,  Cuyahoga  Falls.  In  the  morning  I  oonseeralad  Ihe  Church, 
PMched,  adminialeied  confirmation  to  three  persons  and  addressed  the  congre- 
(Uisn  on  the  setling  apart  of  Iheir  place  of  worship,  and  again  on  the  warrant 
■ad  natove  of  the  ordinance  of  the  laying  on  of  hands. 
After  a  short  interval  the  congregation  again  assembled,  when  the  whola  time 
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was  giTen  to  the  communion  service  except  so  much  u  was  oecopied  by  an  ad. 
dress  on  tlie  subject  of  the  Lord's  Sapper.  At  the  third  sernoe  I  preached  again 
sn  the  relation  between  the  Pastor  and  his  flock.  The  congregation  was  ex- 
tremely large  and  crowded,  the  people  having  thronged  from  a  great  distance. 
Beiioas  and  solemn  attention  characterised  their  behavioor.  The  bnilding  ereet- 
ed  by  that  people*  well  becomes  the  rising  character  and  great  impoitanee  of 
their  fhmiishing  village.  It  has  cost  a  fbw  zealous  and  beloved  brethren  of  the 
laity  a  great  deal  of  eflbrt,  expense  and  anxiety.  They  have  every  prospect  of 
being  well  rewarded  in  sieeing  their  Church  a  great  blessing  to  their  nrighbor. 
hood. 

Monday  July  11,  Visited  St  Paul's,  Medina,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Messrs^ 
Barrow  and  Newman.  The  Church  of  this  parish  not  yet  bmg  sufficiently  fin^ 
ished  to  be  used,  I  preached  the  next  day  in  the  Court  House,  addressed  the  peo. 
pie  oh  Confirmation  and  confirmed  fourteen.  After  a  brief  interval,tbe  eongrega- 
tSon  re-assembled  for  the  Lord's  Sappei;^  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Newman  preach- 
ed.   After  which  I  met  the  Vestry. 

The  TomA  day,  I  visited  St.  Jude's,  Montville  and  preaehed'/afler  which  I 
returned  entirely  exhausted  to  seek  needfhl  rest  at  home.  After  ahoat  ten  days 
recruiting  I  spent  Sunday  July  24th  in  St  Paul's  Parish,  Mt  Vemon,  preadi. 
ed  two  discourses,  one  of  them  on  Missionary  duty,  made  an  address  on  ecmfir- 
nuttion  and  confirmed  ten. 

Being  exoeedingly  desirous  of  finishing  my  plan  of  visitatioa  before  tiie  Con. 
vention,  especially  of  visiting  certain  parishes  in  the  Southwest  ef  Ohio,  I 
'  was  too  easily  led  to  suppose  that  my  Uiroat  had  snfliciently  reeovwed  fimn  its 
recent  debility  ta  allow  me  again  to  venture  upon  active  dul^.  Aoeerdhigly  oa 
the  96th  df  July  I  set  out  for  Delaware,  Radnor,  Cohimbus,  Chilieotheaiid  Ftotts. 
mouth.  I  reached  Delaware  and  preached,  but  was  immediately  sensiUt  that  I 
must  resign  the  idea  ot  any  more  labour  in  speaking  for  a  considerable  time  mai 
that  only  by  entire  rest  could  I  hope  to  be  able  to  take  my  part  in  the  dutlee  ef  th^ 
Convention.  I  therefore  only  visited  and  preached  at  the  neighboiing  parish  of 
Radnor,  and  returned  to  Gambier.  It  was  my  expectation  a  fow  nomha  slaee, 
that  on  this  occasion,  I  should  be  able  to  report  to  yon  that  since  thb  dale^  last 
year,  all  of  our  58  parishes  had  been  visited.  I  regret  that  twelve  of  the  number 
have  not  been.  The  disappointment  has  been  as  great,  on  my  part,  as  theifsu  I^ 
they  complain  not  that  their  Bbhop  has  not  visited  them, -he  will  not  that  dis* 
ease  prevented  him. 

I  proceed  to  mention  the  changes  that  have  occurred  among  the  clergy  of  ihe 
diocese  since  the  last  Convention.

Ml*  u»  nearly  coniidtled.ajidaeierslarciudiflennl  degrees,  adruuct^. 
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Twenty  four  new  parishes  haye  been  formed  since  the  same  date.  Many 
might  easily  have  been  added,  had  it  seemed  expedient  to  organize  them,  i 
the  materials  were  ready,  without  any  good  prospect  of  their  being  soon  su{ 
with  the  ministry. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  the  Convention  that  in  consequence  of  the  conseei 
oTmy  Rt.  Rer.  Brother,  Sanmel  A.Mo*Coskiy  D.  D.  to  the  Episcop 
Michigan,  I  have  been  rdieted  of  the  charge  of  that  diocese,  and  am  yer^ 
to  surrender  it  into  the  hands  of  one.  whom  we  hare  all  so  much  rea* 
welcome  as  the  head  of  the  Church  in  our  nelghbonring  State.  ffUj  his  ] 
be  made  strong  in  the  strength  of  the  Qod  of  Israd,and  may  the  most  aflfec 
ate  co-operation  and  union  ever  subsist,  for  all  holy  purposes,  betweee 
Churches  of  Dioceses  so  closely  allied! 

I  hare  seen  with  much  satidaction  that  the  Ckneral  Sunday  School  Uni 
our  Church  has  gieatiy  increased  in  patronage  ia  the  seTeral  dioceses;  i 
pecuniary  ability  to  extend  Hs  operations;  in  the  efficiency  of  its  internal  ma 
aient,and  in  its  whole  promise  of  a  suooessfhl  prosecution  of  its  great  obj 
This  is  one  of  the  works  which,  wlule  I«m  no  opponent  of  the  American  CJ 
but  rejoice  in  all  its  usefulness,  I  fhUy  believe,  can  only  be  satisfactorily  coi 
ed,  so  as  to  enable  our  Church  to  do  her  doty  to  her  own  flocks,  by  its 
'  done  within  our  denominational  borders,  according  to  our  own  distinctivf 
copies— in  other  words  by  an  Episcopal  Union.  I  have  great  pleasure  in  wl 
ing  increasing  evidence  that  our  institution  fbr  this  purpose  is  fast  risiaf  ' 
efficiency  required,and  do  therefbre  cordially  reoommend  it  to  the  ooof 
and  support  of  the  EHoeese.  Its  poblicatioiis  will  be  found  very  tMeiU 
ftmilies. 

The  trill  which  has  been  affi>rded  sinee  last  iSeptember  of  the  new  otgi 
tion  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Church  making  the  society  and  the  C 
strictly  identical,  has  borne  veij  encouraging  testimony  in  its  favour.  Rig 
principle  by  all  acknowledgement,  the  only  doubt  with  any  was,  whethc 
church  was  prepared  fbr  so  great  a  change!  Under  the  xealous  and  eflicie] 
ertions  of  the  Foreign  and  Domestic  Secretaries  and  General  Agents,  the  a 
of  the  Church  to  that  question  has  been  obtained  and  the  more  than  ex] 
advance  upon  the  missionary  receipts  of  any  preceding  year,  have  satisfi 
minds  that  the  time  for  the  Church  to  take  back  the  missionary  cause  into  he 
hands  and  manage  it  by  her  own  authorities  had  fully  come. 

I  have  the  happiness  of  announcing  to  the  Convention  that  by  invitatioi 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  diocese  to  the  General  Missionary  So 
the  Rev.  James  Blilnor,  D.  D.  Secretary  and  General  Agent  of  the  Foreign 
mittee  of  that  Institution  is  in  this  city  fbr  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
of  Missions  through  the  special  opportunity  afforded  by  this  Convention.  I 
you  will  take  immediate  measures  toshow  him  a  cordial  welcome  and  to  ado] 
course  best  calculated  to  advance  his  object. 

I  recommend  the  Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  society  to  the  patronage  < 
diocese.  An  institution  fbr  the  cheap  publication  and  gratuitous  distributi 
copies  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  where  it  cannot  be  purchased,  is  of 
importance.  The  Society,  above  named,  only  needs  more  means  to  do  its 
with  energy. 

Our  diocesan  paper,  the  Gambier  Observer,  requires  the  aid  of  the  derg 
of  all  our  parishev  to  extend  its  circulation  and  increase  the  means  of  itsefl 
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mpport.  I  caniiM  bat  tlunk  tluit  there  is  too  little  intereit  felt  on  this  hettd.  Th< 
Qergj  will  materially  conanlt  the  interests  of  religion  in  their  parishes,  and  heads 
of fiunilies  may  fnatly  aid  its  holy  influence  in  their  households,  by  taking  a 
aM>r«  active  part  in  behalf  of  this  paper.  No  family  connected  with  our  diocese 
shovkl  be  without  it.  Every  clergyman  in  the  diocese  should  act  the  part  of  an 
■gent  in  obtaining  subscribers.  .  The  Lay^deputies  of  the  parishes  should  partici- 
pat*  in  thisinterasL  Letme  hope  that  you  will  retom  to  your  hemes  with  a  de- 
tenninstami  to  ledeem  the  time  in  this  respect  and  make  a  yigorous  effort  to  get 
yoor  panshes  to  be  snpporteis  of  their  dioeesan  paper. 

1  am  happy  to  say  that  the  system  of  weekly  offerings  has  been  introdooed 
ivto  nmnjof  par  paiishes  with  very  eneoaraging  eflfect,  and  in  conseqnence  of 
increaaed  aid  from  snchr  sources  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  have 
cousiifteraUy  enlarged  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  I  would  beg  the 
Brethren  to  remember  that  however  excellent  the  plan  of  benevolent  contribution 
adverted  to,  iiaperwunuHt  and  vigorous  prosecution  depends  almost  entirely  upon 
the  eflbrts  of  the  Pastor.  Hb  must  see  that  the  times  and  seasons  are  well 
remembered,  that  the  subject  of  Missioaary  contribution  is  with  su^icient  fie 
queney  bfougfat  before  the  people,  by  line  upon  linCyliy  instruction  and  lealous 
exhortatioo.  Above  all  he  must  place  no  dependance  for  patient  continuanoe 
in  such  weft-doing  upon  any  thing  short  of  the  implantation  of  a  steady,  abiding, 
eonscientioas  principle  of  bestowment  for  the  work  of  the  Lord.  Let  him  eschew 
•U  exBitementa  to  oontributionlhat  do  not  work  by  and  upon  a  plain  sense  of 
doty  to  glorify  God  with  our  substance.  If  he  secures  this  among  a  few  of  his 
people  and  gets  but  little  money  he  does  a  work  for  eternity.  If  he  fiuls  of  this, 
he  may  get  a  great  deal  more  pecuniary  contribution)  but  his  woik  is  stubble  and 
cinnot  endure. 

Let  me  oUl  your  attention  to  the  increase  of  demand  for  missionary  aid  in  the 
^bcese,  resulting  from  the  encouraging  increase  of  the  number  of  fielder  eamest- 
hf  desiring  the  ministEy  of  the  Church..  I  am  well  peisuaded  that  if  we  are  not 
obliged  during  the  ensuing  year  to  deny  assistance  to  places'  where  it  would  be 
rery  important  to  station  clergymen  and  for  which  clergymen  could  be  obtained, 
if,  can.  be  only  from  increased  effort  on  the  part  of  the  present  parishes  to  furnish 
their  Blissionary  Committee  with  the  i^eqoisite  means.. 

I  must  now  conclud)B  my  address,  with  the  earnest  prayer  ^at  the  Divine 
presence  and  blessing  may  guide  and  prosper  you  in  all  your  present  work.

3.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or 
•hall  aflerwardfl  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

4.  No  Member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 
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5.  When  any  member  is  iboat  to  spetk  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  House^ 
he  shall  with  due  'reqiect,  addrete  himeelf  to  the  Prettdent,  eonfining  himself 
strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

6.  No  membet  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without  leave 
of  the  House. 

7.  While  the  President  is  patting  any  qnestion,  the  members  shall  oontiniie  in 
their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  pcivato  diacoarse* . 

8.  Erery  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  questicni  is  pot»  shall, 
on  a  division,  be  eoonted,  unless  ha  be  personally  interested  in  the  discnsaion, 

9.  A  question  being  onoe  determined,  shall  stand  m  the  judgment  of  the 
House,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate,  unless  It  should  be  on  a  motion 
fbr  reconsideration,  which  mothm  ean  only  be  mada  by  a  member  Toting  in  the 
majority  on  the  question  proposed  to  be  reconndered. 

10.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  tlie  House  unless  seconded,  and, 
when  required,  reduced  to  writing, 

11 .  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be  made,  ex- 
cept to  amend,  to  diridei  to  commit,  or  postpone  it;  but  a  motion  to  adjuum  shall 
always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  befiwe  the  original  motion. 

IB*  AH  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered. 

13.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  efrery  member  shall  keep  his  seat  until 
the  President  leaves  his  chair. 

[The  following  rule  of  order  was  added  to  the  above  at  a  subseqniiit  stage  of 
the  proceedfaigs,  but  is  here  inserted  for  oonvenienoe  of  reftreace.] 

14.  Ximaediately  after  the  roll  of  the  Clerical  memberi  is  called,  the  names 
of  the  Fiimshea  shall  be  called,  and  the  Lay  Ddegates  of  each  parish  shall  oome 
forward  and  present  their  credentials,  and  thereupon  the  President  shall  deefave 
the  Convention  to  be  duly  organised ;— the  Secretary  shall  then  be  elected; 
after  which  the  President  shall  appoint  a  Conmiittee  on  the  Credentials  of  Lay 
Delegates,  another  on  Unfinished  Business,  and  then  any  other  standing  Com- 
mittees usually  appointed  by  the  Chair. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hai^ht,  Cliainnan  of  the  G)nunittee  on  Ap- 
plications of  New  Parishes,  made  the  followuig  lleport  :—

More  than  $3000  have  been 
contributed  to  pay  a  debt  on  the  Church  of  many  years  standing  and  the  Church 
is  now  free  of  debt  The  liberality  of  the  parish  deserves  all  praise.  That  the 
church  may  exhibit  as  bright  an  esuunple  m  all  things  is  the  earnest  prayer  of 
its  P»stor.

Since  tbe  happy 
chaoEC  in  our  General  MissioDBry  opcratiun>,  made  during  the  meeting  of  Uie 
lait  General  Confention,  the  ulnn  of  "weekly  offerings"  has  been  introduced 
into  both  the  above  pinahes  and  has  met  with  the  unanimous  approbation  of  the 
pariahionere.  The  raitsioniry  boxes  ore  placed  in  the  Churches  every  fourth 
Sunday  Lo  receive  the  deposita,  which  ore  to  be  mode  in  a  sealed  envelope;  con- 
aidering  the  intknl  slate  of  these  parislies,  the  amounts  deposited  the  first  six 
monlha  ore  encounglng:  they  indicate  an  anxiety  io  behalf  of  the  perishing  mil- 
lions of  our  fallen  race,  which  muit  reiuit  in  blessings  on  Lnemselres  oa  well  as 
on  others.

The  building  is 
much  an  J  jiutly  ndmired  lor  its  symmeUj,  eimpliciL)^,  chaslcnesa  and  beauty: 
ind  is  esteemed  one  of  tbe  chief  ornunenla  of  our  citV'  II  seems  but  proper 
lo  record  that  by  Iha  libtrality  ot  a  number  of  the  congregation,  snd  the  success- 
fnl  exertion  of  niiny  of  the  ladiei,  the  debt  incurred  By  the  building  of  the 
Church  is  not  large,  and  will,  in  all  probability,  at  no  very  distant  period  be  li- 
quidkted.  The  ground,  which  cost  near  $7000 — the  chondeUers,  lamps,  carpeti, 
Ac.,  logelher  wiUi  $500  toworda  the  organ— ari^  a/rM  g-(f(  to  the  pariah.  The 
amount  oeceasary  to  erccl  Ihe  (.'linrch  was  loaned  to  the  vestry  by  four  gentle- 
men of  the  coDgregatioiii  to  be  refunded  as  the  pewaare  sold;  nhicn  ivilbout  ei- 
cepLion  are  the  properly  of  ttie  parish.  The  liberality,  teal,  and  prudence  which 
have  throughout  characterized  this  nndertakimr,  is  worthy  of  conuuendation. 

Aa  the  former  Rector  of  this  Church,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Johnston,  was  one  of 
the  first  ministers  in  this  diocese,  snd  for  many  yeare  a  laborer  in  this  portion  of 
the  Lord's  vineyard,  and  deeply  interested  in  its  welfare,  it  wilt  not  he  thought 
out  of  place  to  state  that  his  poriahionen  liave  erected  a  neat  monument  to  nil 
roeniorj  in  the  new  edifice,  as  a  slight  tetttiuony  of  their  olTeclionale  regard.* 

As  thia  people  ate  now  in  (he  full  enjay  mentof  all  the  privileges  of  the  Church 
of  Christ— the  ministry,  the  word,  the  ordinances,  the  sanctuary— it  ia  hoped 
that  they  wilt  prove  by  their  lives  that  they  duly  vahie  and  righlJ;  improve  Ihcm: 
and  tliat  oor  parish  wilt  bring  forth  ubundnntly  ilie  fruits  or  the  Spirit.  As  yai 
there  is  very  muoh  that  is  wanting  in  these  respects. 

There  hare  been  lUbaptisma  of  infants — 9  burials — 1  marriage.  ID  have  been 
added  to  the  nuiul>er  of  commuuicaats;  end  13  have  died  or  nave  removed,  so 
that  the  preaent  number  is  47. 

No  statistics  of  the  Sunday  School  ore  given  on  account  of  its  unsettled  atata 
gioning  out  of  Uie  concHlion  of  the  con^regatioD  for  (he  last  3  mnnlhs.  The; 
do  not  materially  vary  from  those  given  in  the  last  reporL 

ContributioBB  have  been  made,  and  in  some  inttinocs  with  great  liberality,  to 
the  Education  and  Miseiooary  funds  of  the  diocese;  to  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missjonary  Society  of  the  Church;  lo  the  Geueral  Sunday  School  Union:  and 
to  Uie  ^ind  for  the  support  of  the  Episccipate.  The  efforts  which  vrere  necessa- 
ry lobe  Qiade  for  the  building  of  the  Church,  though  they  have  of  course  les- 
sened the  amount  which  has  been  given  to  these  imporlant  objestB,  luive  not  been 
lUowed  so  far  M  interfere  with  them  as  to  cause  tiiem  to  be  entirely  neglected.

Yet  hoping  that  by  the  preaching  of  "Christ crucified"  bi 
the  same  simple  dependence  on  divine  mercy  which  first  gave  existence  to  cor 
Church,  it  would  again  revive  even  here,  I  determined  to  accept  the  appointmsat 
u  Missionary  to  ^Springfield  and  Urbana-  I  remained  here  two  weeks  and  preach- 
ed 4  times  in  SpringfieU  and  onca  in  Urbana.  I  then  left  to  retunto  Genera  N. 
V.  for  my  family — on  my  journey  to  N.  Y.  I  preached  four  times  at  Hoant  Ver- 
non. I  returned  from  N.  Y.  early  in  July.  On  my  journey  I  preached  at  San- 
dusky city,  and  bnptiied  a  child.  July  5th  I  itrriTed  m  Springfield,  where  1  have 
preached  8  limes;  at  Urbana  through  want  of  a  ooDTenienI  pUoe  I  preached  on)/ 
once  on  lEie  Sabbath  I  spent  there. 

My  eicellenlforerunner  here  reportedl6commanioBnta  at  Springfield;  of  thsM 
I  has  lefl  the  town,  of  the  rest  11  reside  in  the  town,  of  whom  four  are  in  union 
with  other  congregations.  ~ 

Several  active  members  of  our  congregation  have  removed  fiwnlhe  townunce 
Ike  lait  report,  so  that  for  want  of  mmisterial  labonr  here  for  near  a  year  and  by 
lemovals  our  church  here  has  suffered  much;  yet  the  membeia  ara  again  enconr- 
aged  and  I  truaf  our  cords  will  be  lengthened  and  our  slakes  be  stnngthenad, 
ud  that  we  shall  break  forth  on  the  right  hand  and  on  the  left. 

I  have  baptized  one  child  and  buried  one. 

At  Urbana  the  number  of  communicants  last  year  was  6,  since  which  S  have 
removed,  present  number  4.  My  very  recent  connexion  with  these  parishes  db- 
1<ulifies  me  from  upcaking  prospectively  of  their  slate,  yet  I  trust  in  divine  mer-

The  Rev.  William  Sparrow  reporl^,  thnt  during  the  past  year  he  haa  bMS  cn- 
fri^ed  in  "  the  miniatcy  of  the  word,"  aamueh  aa  faia  dutiea  id  the  Dioeeaau 
Seminary  and  College  andjhia  health  would  allow.  Since  cirty  in  the  tpring  ha 
hat  preached  every  fourth  Sunday  in  Granville.  The  charch  in  that  place  ha* 
ilwij-i  been  feeble  :n  point  of  ineiiibtra  and  so  continues  !■>  the  present  time. — 
VVe  could  expect  nolhingelse,  as  the  population  of  Ihe  viliage  ii  amall,  and  in- 
creaiea  very  alowiy,  whue  minialerial  labour  has  been  only  at  long  intervals,  and 
has  been  coolined  hIiddbI  enlirelj  to  the  pulpit.  Notwi  the  Ian  ding,  the  few  thai 
corapoae  our  coDiniuDian  there,  evince  a  lunloua  and  active  Snirit,  and  olheri, 
hitherto  rtfwij^rs  to  our  Churcli,  gentlemen  of  means,  have  sriwed  a  diapoutioa  ' 
to  lecond  Iheir  viewB.  They  have  accordingly  resolved  on  builriing  a  cburck 
which  will  coal  some  three  Inouaand  doltars.  Two  thousand'have  already  basn 
labacribed,  and  the  bohuiDe  ia  considered  a>  olmott  certain.  The  work  {■  to 
be  commenced  iieit  apring.  In  the  mean  while,  our  Methodist  and  Preibyte- 
lian  brethren  lend  ai  the  uae  of  their  churchea  with  much  cheerftilneH,  and 
seldom  &i!,  bj  their  presence,  in  connexion  witli  others,  to  render  ouc  congren- 
lion  full  to  overflowing.  In  thii  pariah  one  child  hie  been  baptized.  Mr.  81.

ST.  PETER'S  CHURCH,  ASHTABULA. 

Tte  Vestry  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Ashtabula,  report;  that  except  fi^oin  aoei- 
dental  or  occasional  services  rendered  by  the  Rev.  JT  Hall  and  others,  iiamr  teve^ 
since  about  the  first  day  of  December  last,  been  without  olerioal  superviMOB. 

'The  congregation,  however,  which  b  composed  mostly  of  communioaBts  o 
their  children,  have  uniformly,  and  it  is  believed  thanlaully  assembled  on  th( 
Lord's  dav  of  each  week  and  engaged  in  the  worship  appointed  by  God  thioagl 
his  Church. 

In  the  use  of  such  means,  united  with  stated  family  and  private  devotions,  thej 
have  thus  for  by  Divine  blessing,  been  kept  separate  from  the  world,  and  whi£ 
they  are  undiminished  in  numbOTs,  it  is  believed  remain  ^teadfiut  in  their  a^ich 
ment  to  the  faith  and  worship  of  the  Church,  and  firm  in  reliance  on  the  promis 
es  mude  to  it 

The  number  of  communicants  remain,  it  is  believed,  the  same  as  on  the  ftis 
o^  December  last,  and  about  the  same  as  reported  to  the  last  Ccnvention. 

Since  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  relinquished  the  cure  of  this  Church,  there  hav( 
been  baptisms  5  (infants.);  marriages  5,  and  funerals  (adults  1  and  inftats  2)— 3 
ITie  parish  attached  to  this  Church  hai  received  no  accessions  by  emigration  fb; 
some  years  past— has  been  weakened  by  the  orvanizing  of  St  Matthew's  ChureJ 
inutile  neighborhood  and  by  the  death  or  removal  of  some  of  its  membem.-  It  ha 
b^n  our  wish  to  engage  a  dergvman  for  a  share  of  the  time  only  until  the  paxial 
should  be  entirely  msengaffednom  pecuniary  embarrassments.  To  that  end,  a 
an  early  day  we  made  a  cul  on  the  Rev.  John  Hall,  and  have  been  waiting  seve 
ral  months  for  a  visitation  from  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  intending  to  conft: 
with  him  in  the  maturing  of  a  svstem  for  a  permanent  supply  of  tne  spiiitua 
wants  of  the  Church,  which  shall  be  baaed  on  the  full  extent  of  our  means  an 
in  no  way  inconsistent  with  that  prudence  and  honesty  which  ought  to  mark  in 
dividual  engagements. 

The  fbmale  sewing  society  of  this  parish  has  been  abandoned  and  supercede 
by  weekly  pfierings,  upon  the  siippositton  that  the  latter  system  is  better  sustiLa 
fA  by  apostolic  precept  and  primitive  usage.

Mr.  Fuller,  of  Upper-Canada,  ana  a 
Sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mi.  Pe'et,  Minister  of  St.  Paul's 
Charch,  Chilhcothc. 

On  motion  of  the  Hev.  Jume^  McElruy, 

Retolved,  TJtat  whereas  the  desecration  of  the  Christian  Sab- 
bath lias  become  an  oitiniung  and  increasing  evil  in  our  countiy, 
a  Cuiiiraittee  of  tliree  be  apjiointed  to  ifpurt  such  measures  for 
the  adoption  of  the  Convoiitiun,  as  iti  their  view  the  impoi'tance 
of  tlie  subject  may  demand. 

Whereupon  the  Itev.  Messrs  Brooke,  and  Prerton,  and  Hon.  J. 
Barber,  were  appointed  that  Committee. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  take  into 
consideration  the  subject  of  .Sunday  Schools  in  this  Diocese,  nude 
ihe  following  report,  which  was  accepted. 

The  Saadaf  School  Committee,  to  which,  b^  a  reaolutioa  of  the  latt 
CanvCBtioD,  the  promotion  of  the  Sunday  School  cau«e  was  committed,  , 
beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  been  eudeavoriof  for  aoma  time  to 
obtain  a  oaitaable  agent  to  establish  a  depository  in  the  ciiy  of  Cincia- 
aati,  but  have  not  yet  succeeded,  principally  beeause  of  the  Tiot  Ibit 
tbtfe  ie.aot  a  nag'le  book  eBtabliahment  in  that  city  avowedly  a  member 
of  oar  Church.  One  each  however,  hu  been  recently  eet  up,  and  your 
Cwnmittee  have  a  reasonable  prospect  of  soon  esWbliehing  a  depoaitor; 
m  CiDcinoati.  Other  depoaitorica  can  be  established  in  different  parte  of 
the  State  if  they  should  be  required. 

From  tbe  beat  sources  of  information  to  which  ;our  Committee  haft 
hid  aceesa,  they  leara  that  the  number  of  Scholars  throughout  tbe  Dio- 
ceae  is  about  3000,  and  by  allowing  one  teacher  to  every  ten  pnpila  tM 
Rtinute  tbe  number  of  Teachers  about  200.

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The  Education  and  Missionaiy  Committee  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted. 

Annual  jRepart  vf  the  Edueatian  and  Missionary  Committee^ 

With  seDtiments  of  devout  gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  the  Educatioa 
and  MisnoiULry  Committee  would  present  this  their  first  report  to  the 
Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Ohio.  In  no  year 
since  the  organization  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  have  so  many  pious 
young  men  been  aided  in  their  preparation  for  the  ministry,  or  so  many 
missionaries  employed  in  building  up  the  walls  of  our  Zion,  as  during  the 
past  year.  The  "Committee  resolved  at  an  early  period  of  their  opera- 
tions, that  no  application  for  aid  either  from  Candidates  for  the  Ministry, 
or  from  Clergymen,  possessed  of  the  requisite  qualifications,  should  be 
rejected.  They  relied  on  the  Christian  benevolence  of  the  members  of 
our  communion  to  sustain  them  in  this  resolution,  and  they  have  notlieen 
disappointed.  Much,  very  much  we  trust  and  believe,  has  been  accom- 
plished the  past  year,  by  means  of  the  pecuniary  aid  rendered  by  your 
Committee,  towards  laying  the  foundations  broad  and  deep  of  the  future 
prosperity  of  our  Church  in  Ohio.  But  the  work  has  as  yet  only  been 
commenced ;  it  remains  with  the  Church  to  say  whether  it  ahall  be  car- 
ried on  to  a  happy  completion. 

The  local  objects  contemplated  by  the  Committee  are  twofold :  viz.  the 
education  of  pious  young  men  for  the  ministry  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
and  the  support  of  Missionaries,'employed  under  the  ecclesiastical  antho- 
'rity,  within  the  limits  of  this  Diocese.     For  these  objects,  the  ftinds 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  have  been  contribntedf  and  to 
these  they  have  been  sacredly  applied.     The  number  of  scholarships  mib- 
-  scribed  the  past  year,  together  with  those  which  had  been  previously  ob- 
tained, amount  to  twenty-five.     Of  these  three  were  contribatad  by  th 
friends  of  our~Church  in  Boston  (Mass.)  and  two  in  Michigan.     The  re 
mainder  have  been  pledged  by  individuals  in  this  Diocese.     The  scholar 
ships  are  principally  of  seventy-five  dollars  each  per  an^tium,  which  is  th< 
sum  usually  granted  to  beneficiaries,  and  which  experience  has  proved  t 
be  in  most  cases  necessary  to  their  support.     The  subscribers  to 
scholarships  have,  with  few  exceptions,  paid,  either  wholly  or  in  part^.. 
the  amount  of  their  subscription.     The  Treasurer  has  received  from^ 
other  sources  fi^r  the  same  object  4^37  85,  making  an  aggregate  oi 
$1204  97^  contributed  by  the  members  of  our  Church  the  past  year  fbi 
the  education  of  pious  young  men  in  this  Diocese.     The  number  of 
neficiaries  assisted  the  past  5 ear  is  twenty,  in  different  stages  of  their  pre^ 
paration  for  the  ministerial  work.     Four  of  these  have  been  purmini^ 
their  academical  studies,  nine  their  collegiate  and  seven  their  theological 
course.     Of  these  one  has  lefl  College  and  removed  to  another  diocese  ; 
one  has  been  advised  to  discontinue  his  studies  for  the  ministry,  from  the 
want  of  the  necessary  qualifications ;  one  was  compelled  to  relinquislB. 
his  studies  from  ill  health,  and  has  since  died ;  and  one  has  completed 
his  theological  course  and  is  expected  to  receive  Deacon's  orders  durin|^ 
-the  sitting  of  this  Convention.     The  whole  sum  appropriated  during  th^ 
year  to  the  support  of  these  beneficiaries  is  $1221  60.     Believing  tha^ 
the  moral  power  of  the  ministry  especially  in  these  times  and  in  thi0 
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muitiy,  depend!  noder  Qoi,  not  ooly  on  the  piet;  and  zeal,  bat  also  in 
■  food  degree,  on  the  literary  and  theolo^cal  attaininents  of  tboae  who 
pnach  the  everluting  Gospel,  yoor  Cammitteo  hare  adopted  ■  Btandiag- 
regalalioQ  that  no  yonng  man  Bhall  be  aided  from  their  fUnds,  who  ia  on- 
mlting  to  pledge  hiaiBelt'  to  pursue  b  full  and  TPgul.ir,  (i.e.  a  three  years') 
CDucac  of  Btudy  in  the  Theologicfl)  Seminary  of  this  Diocese,  except  for 
iiTgeal  reaeonB  aatiBfactory  to  the  Board,  he  be  permiiled  to  puceuc  a  par- 
lial  course.  A  eimilar  Hrrangemeiit  has  been  adopted  by  the  moel  effi- 
cient education  societias  in  our  country  and  with  entire  succeaa.  We 
klievB  it  to  be  particularly  important  in  this  wealp.m  (country,  whore  the 
iisposition  prevails  much  more  exlensively  than  in  the  Atlnnlir;  StateH, 
to  pareue  a  partial  and  superficial  course  of  study,  and  to  expedite  by 
Every  poeeible  means  a  preparation  for  the  arduous  and  reaponaiblc  duties 
Df  the  Christian  ministry. 

The  number  of  MiBaiouaries  aided  by  the  Committee  the  past  year,  la 
fnurleen,  and  the  auni  appropriated  towards  their  eupport  amounts  to 
11243,  making  the  aggregate  of  appropriations  for  Education  and  Mis- 
Btone  about  .$2464  SO.  The  miaitionarieH  under  the  giatronage  of  the 
Board  are  all  actively  employed  in  dltferent  Mctiooi  of  this  eatennva 
Diocese,  laboring  for  the  aalvalion  of  Boola  with  motdi  acceptance  and 
mcceef. 

While  the  Committee  would  blets  God  that  so  much  havbeen  accon-. 
pliahed  the  past  year,  throufh  the  liberality  of  tbeir  Chriatian  brethren, 
they  would  eimeslly  press  upon  the  frieDda  of  the  Church  the  neceeaity 
of  iDCTeaaed  exertiona  in  behalf  as  well  of  Education  as  of  Hitaiona, 
iamag  the  year  to  come.  The  application*  for  aid  fVom  piona  yoniig 
man  are  expected  to  be  much  more  numeroai  than  they  have  been  during 
the-  paat  year,  and  the  interests  of  our  Seminary,  of  oar  Charoh,  ai^ 
ibore  ail,  of  religion,  reqaire  that  tbe  call  should  be  met  with  «  ready 
and  lavorable  Tesponse. 

New  and  eligible  fields  of  missionary  labor  are  also  constantl/  present- 
tng  themselves,  and  nothing. is  wanting  but  additional  laborera  to  roap  a 
rich  and  abundant  harvest  to  the  giory  of  God.  We  are  encoui^ed,  to 
believe,  from  tbe  results. of  the  past. year,  that  suitable  laborera  may  bo 
procured,  provided  they  can  obtain  from  yonr  Committal  such  pecuniary, 
latistancc  as  will  enable  them  to  support  tbemMivaa  a  few  years,  till' 
their  respective  parishes  shall  have  acquuted  sufficient  atrai^th  to  aosnme 
tbe  burden  of  their  entire  maintenfuice.  Your  .Comtnittee  wonld  there- 
fore lay  this  matter  upon  the  heart  of  .every  Epiecopalian  ta  this  Diocese, 
praying  thdt  God  would  .dispose  one  and  all,  as  thej  may  possesa  th*, 
ability,  to  come  up  to  this  work  and  labor  of  love.

£^scopate  re^[iectAilly  Report,  that  immediately  upon  the  rising  of  the 
Convention  they  entered  upon  their  duties,  aad  endeavored  to  obtain  a 
si|itid>la  fgent.  ,It  was  not,  however,  until  May,  that  they .  sncceeSed, 
wEen  the  Rey.  Mr.  McElroy  consented,  thoagh  dhic)i  pressed  by  other 
engagements,  to  undertake  the  agency.  Of  the  success  which  has  crown- 
ed  the  ^ea^ous  and  persevering  labors  of  that  gentleman,  most  of  the 
Convention  are  already  aware.  It  will  be  seen  by  his  report  hereto  ap- 
pended, |hat  the  sum  of  $1869  has  been  subscribed.  The  salary  of  the 
Bishdf)  hks  t&ds  been  secured  fbr  ^ve  years,  and  an  additional  sum  raised 
to  da^jr  the -expense  of  the  agency  and  such  expenses  attendant  on  tbe 
Bishop^s'iasitatioiis  and  diocesan  business  as  may  not  be  defrayed  by  the 
parishes,  and  to  provide  for  any  deficehcy  in  the  salary  which  may  possi- 
bly occur.

The 
total  amount  BubscribeJ  for  the  year  ending  tbe  lirst  of  the  present 
month  la  i|t2041  75,  but  only  subscriptions  to  the  amotint  of  $1864  ire 
for  live  years-  The  total  amount  received  is  SITSI  75,  leaving  a  ba- 
lance yet  in  the  hands  of  the  Gubscribers  of  $260.  Of  the  91781  7& 
received,  1^1430  have  been  paid  over  to  the  Bishop,  as  per  hia  receipts, 
leaving  a  balance  yet  due  on  account  of  the  Epiecopate  of  $70.  Of  the 
balance  of  the  total  amount  received  4350  have  been  expended  on  the 
Agency,  as  per  accounts  already  exhibited  to  the  Committee,  leaving  a 
balance  in  my  hands  of  t'l  lb.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  respecting 
Lord's  Day,  respectfullj  report,  That  they  look  npon  the  desecra 
of  the  holy  Sabbath  in  our  country  with  serious  apprehension,  and  d 
it  the  solemn  duty  of  this  and  every  Christian  Church  to  lift  up  t 
Toice  against  it. 

The  increase  of  travelling  facilities;  the  multiplication  of  rail  ro 
canals,  steam  boats  and  stage  routs  within  the  last  few  years  they 
lieve  to  be  one  of  the  principal  causes  of  this  desecration;  and  the  < 
tinued  increase  of  such  fkcilities  are  a  certain  pledge  that  this  violatio: 
the  Sabbath  will  increase  with  a  corresponding  rapidity  unless  a  str 
moral  sentiment  is  raised  up  against  it.  Believing  therefore,  as  tfaej 
that  the  Sabbath  is  of  such  importance  that  Christianity  and  the  Sabl 
must  stand  or  fall  together,  and  that  the  Christian  Church  is  able  to  r 
up  a  strong  moral  sentiment  against  its  desecration,  the  Committee 
commend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Rewalffed,  That  the  common  excuses,  such  as  want  of  time,  the  art 
of  expense,  the  anxiety  to  reach  home,  Sec.,  which  are  usually  urge< 
justify  Sunday  travelling,  are  almost  always  invalid  and  such  as  most  i 
would  blush  to  urge  in  justification  of  violating  any  other  comman 
the  moral  law.

JUMolDti,  That  the  followinff  alterations  in  the  Ceoiititation  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Chmch  in  the  UnitM  Stales  of  Ameiiea,  be,  and  are  hereby  proposed, 
and  that  they  be  made  known  to  the  several  State  CooTentioDs. 

Article  5tn  to  be  altered  so  as  to  read  as  fbUowsr— 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Chorch  in  any  part  of  the  United  States,  or  any  Terri- 
tory thereof,  not-now  lepresentedf ,  may,  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  admitted,  on 
acceding^  to  this  Constitotion;  aira  a  new  diocese,  to  fie  fbnned  from  one  or  more 
f^xifting  dioceses,  may  be  admitted  under  the  foUowinff  restrictions. 

No  new  diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits  of  any  other  dio- 
cese; nor  shall  any  diocese  be  Ibrmed  by  the  jonction  of  two  or  more  dioceses  or 
parts  of  diocesis,  nnless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  CooTentton  of  each 
of  the  diooeses  concerned,  as  weU  as  of  the  General  ConTention. 

No  such  new  diocese  shall  be  fbnned,  which  shall  contain  less  than  8000  sqaare 
miles  in  ons  body,  and  tUrty  presbyters,  who  have  been,  fbr  at  least  one  veer, 
canonicallyreswent  within  the  bounds  of  such  new  diocese,  recularly  settled  in  a 

S Irish  or  cbngieffation,  and  <pialified  to  vote  for  a  bishop.  Nor  sliaU  snoh  new 
ocese  be  formed,  if  thereby  any  existmg  diocese  fluUl  be  so  redoeed  as  to  con- 
tain less  than  8000  squire  miles,  or  lesi^than  thirty  preabytecs,  itho  hare  been 
residing  therei^  and  settled  and  ^nalified  as  aboTO  mentioned.

tote  a  quoraoi,  provided  that  in  case  uf  a  vacancy  lii  the  Episcopate,  or  of  tlic 
absence  of  the  Bishop,  nuch  cleceymeo  and  lay-deleKiitea  as  sbnll  duly  assemble, 
CDUstilule  a  quorum,  but  in  the  latter  case  only  so  iar  as  to  adjourn  to  (he  next 
day,  when  if  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  continue,  the  business  of  the  Convealion 
■hall  proceed. 

ARTICLE  III. 
The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Cler^men  and  Laymen.  The  Bishop 
•nd  every  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  oanonicall;  in  charge  of  a  congregation  in 
union  with  this  Convcntian — or  employed  as  a  Missiouary  under  the  cccteiiasli- 
cal  aulhorily  of  the  same — or  rcgalarly  engaged  a*  an  inslruclor  in  any  inoor- 
porated  seminary  of  learning,  or  who  is  prevented  by  a^e  and  infirmities  from 
the  pablic  servlceH  of  the  miaistry  shall  be  members  of  this  Coovenlion,  provid- 
ed  Ihey  can  show  that  they  have  been  for  at  least  six  months  in  tlie  Diocese  as 
above  required.  Each  regularly  organized  Church  or  congregation  in  canonical 
anion  with  this  Church,  shall  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  lav -delegates, 
not  exceeding  three,  unless  when  two  or  more  congregations  or  churches  ate 
united  under  one  vestry,  when  delegates,  as  above  provided,  may  be  sent  from 
each.  The  delegates  of  each  coDgregalion  or  church  shall  be  enliiled  (o  one  vole 
only.  Jio  person  under  eccleaiaatical  censure  or  pioceeB,  shall  be  enlilled  to  a 
»Mt  in  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
The  Biahop  shall  have  power  to  call  special  Conrentiona  whan  he  may  judge 
it  important  to  the  good  of  the  Church  ;  or  when  applied  to  fbr  that  purpoaa  by 
the  Standing  Comroillee :  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Epiacopate,  or  the 
continued  stance  of  the  Bishop  fi-om  Die  Diooese  for  six  months,  the  Stawflnf 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  Convention,  and  shall  do  m  if  ap- 
plied to  for  llie  purpoae  by  any  five  Presbyters  or  Veatries  of  the  Diocese.

ARTICLE  VI. 

At  every  Annual  ConTcntion,  after  a  etra  vote  nomumtiofi,  a  ffeerejtafy  shall 
be  chosen  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  annual  Convention.  His 
duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes^  and  tecorS  all  proeeedhm  of,  the  Convention; 
to  attest  its  publio  acts — preserve  Its  Moords — to  notify  the  parishes  of  the  times 
and  places  of  aU  stated  and  special  Conventions,  and  iaitmblly  to  deliver  into 
the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  papen-ifilativeaaxid  helongiogy  tothe 
Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

Officers  o^  the  Canvenlkn,  MenltB  to  th»  €fe|iMit  Caovefttioa  iUfl  Ihembers 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  oe  elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity,  and  a  majority  of  votes  shall  be  .rsqitized  for  an  election.  In  case  of  a 
£ulure  or  omission  to  elect  any  offloen  or  annual  committee,  the  perMns  last 
elebtfldshaHeoatlBoe  to  serve  till  others  be  cbosen,  ElictkMtf  by  btltoi  aagr  be 
dispensiTd  wifliby  a  mMurimoas  vote  of  the  CunvwHiea* 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  didsen  at  each  annual  Convention  and  shall 
•onaist  of  thioe  olergyinan  who  are  Prasby  tors,  asd  of  thrse  laysMn  wh^  are 
ooaanmieaBto  in  sone  ohanh  in  the  Diocese.  The  officers  of  saidCb— Jltoe 
rtfoired  by  the  4th  Caoen  of  toe  Genetal  Cenvantion^  riiaD  be  appototwiafellleir 
toat  meeting.  Any  three  of  the  Committee,  the  whole  bdng  sottihoDady  um* 
vided  one  be  a  Preebytor,  shall  be  a  qaoram  rar  the  transaction  of  buatoesa  wIimi 
aenvened  at  the  reqisMt  of  the  Bishop.  Al^  all  other  meetings,  a  majerily-af  the 
meaiibers  shall  be  neeessaiy  to  a  qoonmk  It  sbi^l  be-ihe  doty  of  tho fleentai^ 
of  this  Coflianttee  to  Inep  a  ftltinut  record  of  aH  proceedings  m  a  book  provided 
fiir  that  pnipose ;  to  pieseiw  the  originals  oTall  papers  or  letters  addressed  to. 
the  Committee,  to  attest  th«r  acts  and  to  deliver  to  bis  soocesser  all  boofci  aad 
papers  which  in  virtae  of  his  ofllee  may  have  been  committed  to  him.  The 
mmutea  of  the  Committee  and  all  papers  In  their  hands  relative  to  the-CThnroh, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention.  Va- 
cancies occurring  in  the  Committee  shall  be  supplied  by  vote  of  tl^e  remaining 
members. 

ARTICLE  K.  - 

The  Election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  amnal  Cenreii- 
tion  ;  or  in  a  special  Convention  i^ed  for  that  purpose  at  least  sizty  days  betore 
the  time  appointed,  the  object  bein|r  stated  by  notice-  in  writing,  and  sent  br  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  everv  dergyman  luid  ▼estnr  or  the 
Dtoeeoei  The  eleotion  smll  be  conducted  as  foltows: — The  dergv  shaft  «ote  by 
ballot  for  some  suitable  person  for  the  ofBce  of  Bishop.  Two*thinni  of  the  clergy 
present  shall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thus  made,  shall  be  eomnm- 
nioated  to  the  lay-mem bcr»,  who  shall  prooeed  to  vote  by  ballot  whethir  to  re* 
eeive  or  reject  it,  two-thirds  ot  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  clergy  and  lay-delegates  in  Convention,  shall  deliberate  in  cue  bodv,  and 
shall  vote  as  such  on  all  questions  not  otherwise  provided  for ;  except  waen  a 
voto  by  orders  is  called  for  by  five  lucuibers.  In  such  a  case,  ilie  concunenoo  of 
both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  a  measure — and  on  ejtxy  ques- 
tion tlie  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  or,  if  required  by  five^,  the  votes  of 
a  majority  of  those  present  of  the  <wo  orders  reitpectively  shall  decide^ 
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ARTICLE  XI. 

The  mode  of  Alterinff  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows: — A  proposition 
for  amendment  shall  be  Eud  before  the  ConTention  in  writing,  and  if  approved, 
shall  lie  over  till  the  next  annual  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  by  two-thirde 
of  the  two  orders  votinr  separately,  the  chai^  shall  take  place;  and  the  Consti- 
tution thus  altered  shall  be  obligatory.

Rev.  Bi- 
shop delivered  the  following  Address. 
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ADDRESS: 

Brbthren,— 

Since  by  the  kind  permiMion  of  the  Head  of  the  Churob, 
who  is  ai  well  the  God  of  Providence,  ai  of  Grace,  we  are  permitted 
once  more  to  meet  together  in  a  Dioceian  Convention;  let  me  com- 
mence this  official  Address  with  an  expression  of  my  earnest  prayer 
that,  by  the  presence  and  blessing  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  our  cominr  to- 
gether may  be  an  occasion,  not  merely  of  diocesan  business,  wiialy 
transacted,  and  of  friendly  association^  thankfully  enjoyed;  but  oi 
precious  spiritual  blessing^  to  the  brethren  assembled  and  the  congre- 
l^tion  connected  with  this  House  of  Prayer.  Business  is  unquestion- 
ably the  first  object  for  which  we  meet;  and  nothing  should  be  allow- 
ed to  enterfere  with  its  faithful  and  deliberate  transaction.  As  a 
Convention  we  have  nothing  else  to  see  to.  But  it  cannot  be  out  o1 
place,  in  a  Conventional  Address,  for  your  Bishop  to  remind  you  thai 
when  so  many  of  the  representatives  of  the  several  parts  of  the  floci 
of  Christ  in  this  diocese,  and  especially  so  many  of  thePastora  of  thai 
flock  are  gathered  together  in  reference  to  the  sacred  interests  com* 
mitted  to  their  charge,  it  should  be  rendered,  so  far  as  their  aflection- 
ate  co-operation  can  reuder  it,  an  occasion  of  mutual  refreshment 
and  improvement  in  all  the  graces  of  the  christian  and  the  ministei^ 
a  time  of  affectionate,  fraternal  and  spiritual  communion— a  time  ti 
strengthen  those  bonds  of  peace  and  love  by  which  our  several  par 
iabes  are  already  so  happily  united  in  one  body^a  time  for  mod 
prayer  and  devotional  fellowship— for  much  earnest  and  faithfii 
preaching  of  the  word,  that  all  hearts  may  be  quickened  to  new  lea 
and  diligence  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and  that  when  we  go  hence 
the  blessing  of  a  revived  spirit  in  the  service  of  our  blessed  Master 
may  be  carried  to  your  respective  congregations.  Let  brotherly  lovi 
continue  and  abound.  Covet  earnestly  the  best  gifts.  Let  all  you: 
conversation  be  as  becometh  godliness.  Strive  to  do  good.  Pray  om 
for  another-^for  those  to  he  admitted  to  the  office  of  the  ministry,  ant 
for  the  word  of  truth  in  this  place  that  it  may  have  free  course  and  bi 
glorified.

firm  in  vacant  parishes  or  places  where  no  parish  exists,  unleu  sc 
clergyman  have  previously  examined  the  candidates  and  is  read} 
present  them  as,  in  his  view,  fit  persons  for  that  holy  ordinance.  P 
sentation  by  a  lay  officer  of  a  parish,  or  the  appearance  of  perao 
unexamined  and  self-presented  is  inadmissible.  By  extraordini 
circumstances  in  which  I  could  confirm  without  the  presentation  c 
minister,  I  mean  only  those  of  a  people  destitute  of  the  services  c 
clergyman  and  with  regard  to  whom  I  may  have  satisfactory  perso 
opportunities  of  ascertaining  their  preparation. 

Tuesday,  September  27th,  visited  St.  Stephen's,  Canfield,  in  whi 
parish  a  new  and  very  neat  Church  was  ready  for  consecration,  p 
senting  a  specimen  of  simple  gothic  architecture  io  more  v*orr« 
taste  than  is  often  met  with.  After  the  consecration  service,  a 
Morning  Prayer,  I  preached  and  admitted  to  the  order  of  Dcac< 
Mr.  William  Mitchell,  the  candidate  being  presented  by  the  Rev.  I 
Harrison,  Pastor  of  the  Church  in  Canfield.  Service  was  held  in  i 
afternoon  and  a  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Swan  of  Massilh 

Wednesday  26th,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  laying  the  corner-stone 
a  new  Church,  now  being  erected  by  the  parish  of  St.  Timothy,  M 
tillon.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Barrow  of  Akron  was  present  with  Mr.  Sw: 
the  Rector  and  assisting.  The  Church  when  completed  will  b( 
spacious  and  beautiful  gothic  structure  of  stone,  situated  in  a  lev* 
grove  and  highly  ornamental  to  the  neighbourhood.  I  mention  w 
great  pleasure  that  the  parish,  contemporaneously  with  the  underts 
ing  to  build  a  Church,  commenced  a  work  of  far  greater  consequen 
to  the  permanence  and  efficiency  of  the  pastoral  office  in  the  viUa( 
of  the  West,  than  is  usually  appreciated.  I  mean,  the  erection  oi 
suitable  parsonage  house,  where  their  pastor  might  have  a  comfor 
ble,  permanent  home,  to  study  his  discourses,  train  up  his  family  a 
receive  his  parishioners,  without  fear  of  disturbance  by  the  chang 
and  chances  and  enormous  rents  to  which  the  families  of  new  villag 
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^re  Botoriously  subject.  I  wish  I  could  make  our  parishes  duly  senai-* 
ble  of  the  importance  of  doing  likewise.  In  many  of  them  a  house 
set  apart  for  the  minister  and  his  family,  where  ho  may  be  retired  and 
aar  stady  that  economy  of  lining  which  his  circumstances  demand, 
UM  acquire  those  local  attachments  and  feelings  which  help  to  Iden- 
tify him  with  his  flock  and  hold  him  among  them,  is  almost  as  impor- 
tant as  a  permanent  and  well  adapted  place  of  worship. 

But  to  resume  the  narrative.  On  Thursday,  October,  IStti,  I  resum- 
ed my  visitations,  beginning  at  Trinity  Church,  Columbus,  where  I 
preached  twice;  but  the  Rev.  Mr.  Preston  having  been  obliged  to 
fint  New- York  and  so  be  absent  from  the  parish  at  that  time,  I  per- 
formed no  other  services. 

Sunday  16th,  was  spent  in  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Chillicothe,  where  I 
preached  twice  and  confirmed  ^ye.  After  resting  there  on  Monday  I 
spent  Wednesday  and  Thursday  in  the  parish  of  All  Saints',  Ports- 
mouth—preached twice  and  administered  confirmation  to  three  per- 
sona. The  following  Sunday,  Monday  and  Tuesday  were  spent  in  Cin- 
cinnati, during  which  time  two  services  were  held  in  each  of  the 
Churches  of  that  city  and  the  new  and  elegant  structure  recently 
erected  by  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's  for  a  House  of  Prayer  was  conse- 
crated to  the  worship  of  God  and  the  preaching  of  his  word.  A 
Church  of  more  simple,  chaste  and  beautiful  design  and  execution  can 
hardly  be  found  in  any  city  of  the  Union.  It  was  then  favoured  with 
tbe  pastoral  labours  of  one  whom  we  would  have  been  very  glad,  to 
retain  in. the  West  and  in  Cincinnati,  but  who  has  since  removed  to 
New* York.  In  the  consecration  of  the  Church  I  was  kindly  assisted 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Smith  of  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky,  who 
preached  the  sermon  on  that  occasion. 

In  the  month  of  January,  business  led  me  to  Cleveland,  and  I  offi- 
ciated thrice  in  Trinity  Church  of  that  place,  and  once  in  St.  John's 
parish,  Ohio  City,  but  without -any  actd  specially  episcopal. 

February  3d,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church,  Utica,  where  a  neat  and 
very  commodious  edifice  had  been  built  for  tbe  incipient  but  growing 
congregation  of  that  place — but  not  being  quite  completed  its  conse- 
cration was  deferred  to  another  visit.  I  preached  in  it  twice  and 
confirmed  three  persons. 

February  4th  and  5th,  were  passed  in  Trinity  Parish,  Newark, 
where  I  preached  thrice  and  confirmed  eiffht.  This  flourishing  parish 
I  much  regret  to  say,  has  recently  been  vacated  by  the  resignation  of 
its  laborious,  successful  and  much  beloved  Pastor,  Mr.  Denison,  who 
to  the  great  sorrow  of  his  clerical  brethren  in  the  Diocese,  as  well  as 
of  a  much  attached  flock,  has  left  Ohio  and  taken  a  parish  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  New- York.  On  Sunday  night,  (the  5th,)  I  preached  at  Gran- 
ville. The  parish  in  that  village  was  then  endeavouring  to  obtain 
means  to  erect  a  place  of  worship.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  this  ob- 
ject has  been  entirely  eflected — that  an  excellent  edifice  is  rapidly 
rising  and  that  means  are  in  hand  to  furnish  it  with  an  organ,  bell  and 
other  appurtenances.  The  parish  have  also  secured  the  full  services 
of  a  minister,  whom  they  expect  to  support  without  farther  aid  from 
the  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee.  In  the  course  of  a  year,  one  of 
the  feeblest  of  our  parishes,  has  assumed  a  position  of  entire  indepen- 
dency in  regard  to  expanse  and  wears  a  very  encouraging  aspect  of 
prosperity. 

Tuesday,  February  7th,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  R.  A.  Bronson, 
risited  the  vacant  parish  at  Lancaster  and  preached.     The  day  fol- 
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lowing,  vitited  St.  Philip's,  Circleville,  where  I  preached  or  leoUured 
five  times  and  confirmed ^ve  persons. 

Saturday  llth,  visited  Trinity  Church,  Columbus;  met  the  Commu- 
nicants that  evening  for  the  purpose  of  a  special  lecture;  and  on  the 
next  day,  preached  three  times,  without  any  service  specially  episco- 
pal. 

Monday  13th,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Preston,  visited  8t. 
John's,  Wortbington — ^preached  at  nig^ht  and  the  next  day  morning  and 
confirmed  ybur.;. 

Tuesday  14th,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burr,  visited  St.  Pe- 
ter's, Delaware.  The  day  following,  preached  twice  and  confirmed 
seven.  Thursday  16tb,  visited  the  parish  in  Berkshire,  accompanied 
and  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Burr  and  McElroy-^Preached  .twioe 
— <3onsecrated  the  neat  edifice  called  Grace  Church,  which  had  been 
a  long  time  advancing  toward  completion  and  was  now  nearly  finish- 
ed. I  regret  much  to  learn  that  the  building  has  been  unroofed 
by  one  of  the  fierce  winds  of  this  last  summer.  Confirmation  was  ad- 
ministered during  the  visitation  or  this  parish  to  one  person. 

March  10th,  I  administered  confirmation  to  eight  candidatesin  Rosse 
Chapel,  Gambler. 

Saturday,  May  13th,  visited  St.  James'  Church,  Zancs.ville.  In  the 
afternoon,  met  the  Sunday-school,  assembled  for  the  purpose  and  ad- 
dressed the  teachers  and  pupils— preached  at  night  and  confirmed 
elewu  The  day  following  (Sunday)  preached  twice  and  administer* 
ed  the  Lord's  Supper. 

May  15th  and  16th,  were  spent  at  St.  Clairsville  where  I  preached 
thnce,  confirmed  nineteen  and  administered  the  communion.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Armstrong  of  Wheeling  Ya.  was  so  kind  as  to  meet  me  at  St. 
Clairsville  and  preach  once  beside  other  material  assistance.  I 
have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  that  under  the  labours  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Laird,  this  parish  has  put  on  an  aspect  of  considerably  increased  pros- 
perity. The  congregations  were  much  larger  than  I  had  ever  seen 
them  there  before  and  I  hope  with  the  divine  blessing,  there  may  be 
a  good  growth  of  decided  and  enduring  piety. 

May  18th,  Visited  in  company  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Morse,  St.  John's 
Springfield,  Jefferson  County,  where  I  px<eached  twice  and  confirmed 
lioo  persons.  The  day  following,  St.  James\  Cross  Creek,  preached 
twice  and  confirmed //iree.  These  two  country  parishes,  have  beei 
ibr  some  years  under  the  care  of  ths  Rov.  Mr.  Morse  of  SteubenvillC: 
who  at  a  great  sacrifice  of  time  and  convenience,  as  owing  his  laboun 
chiefiy  to  the  Church  in  Sleubenville  and  needed  and  desired  there  al 
his  time,  has  kindly  nurtured  them  as  a  father  doth  his  children^— 
At  his  urgent  request  often  repeated,  I  Lave  long  been  endeavourinf 
to  obtain  a  missionary  to  take  the  charge  of  them,  in  connection  wit] 
the  wide  missionary  field  in  which  they  are  situated.  This  object, 
have  the  prospect  of  soon  accomplishing,  in  the  person  of  one  of  th*

tion  from  the  Church  in  Steubenville;  and  twenty  from  that  at  Croi 
Creek. 

From  Steubenville  I  proceeded  to  the  Eastern  States,  partly   o 
private  business,  partly  to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  i 
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Stfiiiaiptis  of  the  Church,  and  the  annual  raeetui|^  of  the  Board  of Trut- 
Caii|^6r  the  Qeneral  Theological  Seminary,  with  the  examination  of 
that  IiMtitution. 

The  Boai4  of  Missions  at  Baltimore  was  characterized  by  a  lirely 
interest  in  the  attending  members  in  behalf  of  the  great  cause  which 
th^  Church  has  entrusted  to  its  management,  and  by  great  harmony 
smd  brotherly  kindness  in  all  its  acts.  The  Reports  then  madCf  by  the 
Iwo  Committees,  Foreign  and  Domestic,  between  which  the  Missions 
of  the  Church  are  di?lded,  have  been  so  widely  published,  that  I  need 
not  speak  of  the  encouraging  aspect  they  present  of  missionary 
prospect,  nor  of  the  eridence  afTorded  of  the  successful  working  of 
the  system  and  principles  under  which  our  Church  has  determined  to 
pursae  her  missionary  duty.  It  is  much  to  be  feared  that  the  opera- 
tioDi  of  the  Board  will  be  greatly  embarrassed  by  the  present  pecu- 
nary  diiBcnlties  of  the  country,  and  the  friends  of  the  cause  of  mis- 
eioDB  connected  with  our  Church,  should  consider  themselves,  called 
on  for  a  special  effort  to  prevent  such  effects. 

I  was  much  gratified  with  the  aspect  of  strength,  efficiency  and  im- 
provement presented  by  the  General  Theological  Seminary  at  the 
late  meeting  of  its  Trustees  and  examination  of  its  classes.  It  is  an 
institution,  unquestionably  of  high  promise;  rapidly  growing  in  the 
number  and  standing  of  its  pupils,  and  in  the  vigour  and  wisdom  of 
iti  administration. 

On  my  return  from  the  Eastern  Diocese,  I  passed  a  Sunday,  July 
Oth,  at  St.  James'  Church,  Painesville,  preached  twice  and  confirmed 
three  persons.  Julv  eleventh,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's,  Medi- 
na, where  a  good  cnurch  was  then  completed  and  neatly  furnished.— 
The  Rev.  Messrs.  Clarke,  Davis,  Barrow,  Newman,  Smith,  and  Crane, 
Mire  me  the  pleasure  of  their  company  and  assistance  at  this  place. 
The  Church  was  consecrated,  the  Kev.  Wm.  Granville,  was  institut- 
ed  as  its  Rector,  several  services  were  held,  at  two  of  which  I  preach- 
ed, and  twenty  three per$ont  were  confirmed.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  un- 
der divine  blessing  the  spiritual  condition  of  this  parish  has  much  im- 
pro¥ed  since  the  incumbency  of  Mr.  Granville. 

On  Sunday,  August  20th,  I  visited  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Perry, 
^bout  twelve  miles  from  Gambier.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch  of  Kenyon 
College,  who  has  devoted  much  time  and  labour  to  this  parish  accom- 
panied me  and  assisted— -Two  services  were  held  and  the  communion 
sras  administered.  This  Parish  has  always  been  supplied  with  the 
tninistry,  so  far  as  it  has  enjoyed  it,  by  the  clerical  officers  of  the 
Oollege. 

On  Sunday,  September  3d,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church,  Mount  Ver- 
non, preached  and  confirmed  tu;  persons.  This  parish  continues  to  be 
aituated  very  unfavourably  to  its  prosperity  in  consequence  of  having 
Ho  place  of  worship  in  which  the  congregation  can  be  conveniently 
n.ecommodated.  The  new  Church  on  the  site  of  the  old  one,  has  ad- 
vanced but  slowly  during  the  present  season,  in  consequence  of  the  pe- 
cuniary difficulties  so  generally  felt.  It  is  earnestly  hoped,  the  base- 
ment room  will  soon  be  rea'dy  for  use. 

On  Sunday  last,  I  visited  St.  Paul's,  Utica,  for  the  consecration  of 
the  Church.  The  progress  of  this  recently  organized  parish  has  been 
mnch  greater  than  could  have  been  expected  from  the  little  strength 
with  which  it  begun.  It  is  but  about  two  years  and  a  half,  since  a 
Uttle  handful  of  persons  scarcely  any  of  whom  had  more  than  a  very 
rscent  acquaintance  with  our  Church,  were  organized  into  a  parish 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wing  of  Gambier.     For  a  considerable  time  they  de- 
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pended  for  tho  miDistry    altogether  upon  the  clergy  of  the  College, 
from  which  they  are  distant  about    twelve    miles.     Under  the  Vfii^e^ 
quent  care  of  the  Rev.  S.  A.  Bronson  who  then  associated  the  ^fiah 
with  that  of  Granville,   it  grew  much    in  numbers  and  more  in  piety 
and  zeal.     A  very  neat,  economical,  but  well  finished  and  perfectly 
furnished  Church  has  been  built  and  consecrated  and  a  very  exempla- 
ry energy  has    been  showed  in  the   efforts  of  the  parish  to  support  a  ._ 
minister.     By   uniting   this  with  Trinity  Parish,  Pleasant  Township, 
another  of  the  flocks  gathered,    watched   and  fed  by  the  labours  of 
College  officers,  the  support  of  a  minister  is  provided.     One  of  those 
to  be  ordained  at  this  Convention  is  expected  to  assume  that  chai^. 
Four  services  in  which  I  was  gssisted  by  tho  Rev.  Messrs.  Dyer  and 
Bronson  were  held  at  Utica  and  eleven  persons  were  confirmed— two 
of  whom  were  of  Trinity  Parish,  Pleasant  Township. 

I  have  now  reported  all  the  visitations  which  I  have  been  able  to 
make  during  the  last  year.  They  have  been  less  numerous  than  I 
hoped  they  would  be,  in  consequence  of  a  severe  domestic  affliction 
which  required  my  presence  with  my  family  at  one  of  the  seasons  at 
which,  because  of  the  favorable  weather  and  roads  at  that  time,  I 
have  been  accustomed  to  travel.  My  journey  to  the  eastward,  also, 
connected  in  a  great  measure,  with  official  duties,  greatly  abridged 
my  time  for  visitation. 

The  number  of  persons  Confirmed  during  the  visitations  of  the  year 
and  which  may  be  taken. as  indicative  of  the  number  of  additions  to 
the  Communion  in  tho  parishes  visited,  since  the  former  Tioitatioii  of 
the  same,  is  only  185. 

I  would  prefer  never  to  confirm  a  larger  number,  if  to  increase  it, 
the  clergy  must  encourage  to  come  to  confirmation  the  worldly-mind- 
ed or  any  of  whom  it  may  not  charitably  be  believed  that  thej  have 
truly  repented  and  devoted  their  hearts  and   lives  to  the  Saviour*-* 
But,  Brethren  ot  the  Clergy,  might  there  not  be  a  much  greater  in- 
crease of  our  communicants  without  any  such  departures  from  dutyl 
Would  not  more  prayer,  more  love,  more  faith,  a  nearer  walk  with 
God,  a  mure  earnest  and  pleading  importunity  for  and  with  the   souls 
of  men,  on  the  part  of  those  of  whom  you   are    put  in  trust  with  the 
gospel,  be  blessed  to  the  conversion  of  more  souls — the  ingathering 
of  more  happy  w^itncsses  to  the  power  and  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ]     Have  we  not  reason  to  be  alarmed  at  the  evidences  of  luke- 
warmness  and  barrenness  in  our  Churches  and  to  enquire  solemnly 
and  carefully  what  we  must  do  to  be  saved  from  such  sins,  and  hum- 
ble ourselves,  and  resolve  immediately  that  by  the  grace  of  God  we 
will  do  more  faithfully  the  work  of  evangelists  and  make  more   full 
proof  of  our  ministry.     Is  there  not  too  much  disposition  to  lay  the      - 
blame  of  the  present  general  dulness  in  religious  duty,  backwardness 
in  sustaining  the  benevolent  efforts  of  the  Church  and  scanty  in-gath-     " 
ering  of  souls  to  Christ,  upon  certain  peculiarities  of  the  times,  and 
to  feel  as  if,  while  these  continue,  it  were  hardly  to  be  expected  that 
religion  should  be  much  revived  or  tho  work  of  the  jninistry  more  sue- 
cessfuU     But  I  would  entreat  my  brethren,  of  the  clergy  more  espe-  — 
cially,  to  look  this  matter  full  in  the  face  and  to  admit  no  excuse, 
tolerate  no  extenuation  of  the  guilt  of  lukewarmness  in  the  Church, 
iio  matter  what  the  difficulty  of  the  times.     It  is  for  them  to  sot  the^^^ 
example  of  that  beautiful  influence  of  the  grace  of  God  in  the  hearts: — 
of  Christians  by  which  the  more  depressed  and  difficult  the  outward 
circumstances,  the  more  the  inner  man  is  renewed  in  the  love  and 
faith  and  zeal  of  the  people  of  God.     If  the  state  of  the  world  about. 
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OB  ba  Bpacially  calculated  to  depress  the  'spirit  of  ardent,  actire  piety, 
the  more  are  all  Christians  and  especially  all  ininistera  bound  to  wait 
opon  God  to  renew  their  stren^b.  Then  especially  should  labor  be 
diligent,  watchfulness  unwearied,  preachingr  faithful,  and  prayer  un- 
ceaaioi^*  Then  is  the  time  to  press  all  duties  of  benevolent  exertion 
and  tfaerifice;  and  to  *<  reprove,  rebuke  and  exhort  with  all  long  suf- 
fering and  doctrine.'* 

Brethren  I  would  that  by  any  words  of  mine,  at  this  time,  under 
the  Lord's  blessing,  a  spirit  of  self-humiliation  and  repentance  for  past 
deficiency  in  duty,  for  too  little  zeal  and  love  and  faith  and  prayer 
and  co-operating  and  self-denying  effort  for  the  advancement  of  reli- 
gion witiiin  and  around  us,  and  in  all  the  world,  might,  while  we  are 
now  assembled  together,  take  deep  possession  of  all  our  minds — pene- 
trating, as  well  those  of  the  lay-brethren,  as  of  their  ministers,  and 
ipreading  from  this  body  to  all  the  Churches  of  our  Diocese — leading 
to  great  concern  lest  God  leave  us  to  a  miserable  formality  and  bar- 
renness; and  awakening  earnest  supplication  for  the  refreshing  and 
invigorating  and  confirming  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  descend 
upon  our  vineyards  '<  as  rain  upon  the  mown  grass— as  showers  that 
water  tho  earth.*' 

I  have  reported  to  you  all  the  acts  of  a  specially  Episcopal  charac- 
ter in  which  I  have  been  engaged  since  we  last  met.     It  is  proper  to 
say  that  during  all  those  portions  of  the*yoar  that  have  been  spent 
with  my  family  at  Gambler,  I  have  regularly  preached  to  the  inter- 
esting congregation  there  once  on  Sunday  and  not  unfrequcntly  twice, 
delivered  a  congregational  lecture  once  every  week  and  instructed  a 
theological  class  in  Church  Government  and  Pastoral  Divinity,  *<be- 
sides  that  which  camct  upon  me  daily,  the  care  of  all  the  Churches.*' 
Here  I  cannot  deny  myself  tho  pleasure  of  mentioning  particularly 
one  of  tho  last  occasions  on  which  I  preached  at  Gambler.     It  was 
ou  the  anniversary  of  the  Sunday  School  Association  of  the  College, 
which  now  embraces,  iucluding  tho  Sunday  School  at  Gambier,  900 
children  taught  in  eighteen  schools.    These  schools  are  situated  at  dis-- 
tances  of  from  three  to  five  miles,  iu  all  directious  from  the  College. 
Some  of  them  have  given  rise  to  Churches,  and  more  will  do  the  same. 
They  aro  now  more  flourishing  aud  effective  than  they  have  ever  been 
before.     Their  excellent  influence  upon  tho  people  among  whom  they 
^re  ntuated,  the  most  indifferent  observer  can  hardly   avoid  perceiv- 
ing.    A  few  years  since,  all  manner  of  opposition,  obloquy  aud  impedi- 
oieat  were  offered  to  tho  persevering  young  men  who  taught  them. 
Now  scarcely  a  vestige  of  this  former  spirit  is  any  where  seen.     The 
Value  of  the  labors  of  our  young  men  is  felt  and  acknowledged,  and 
tlieir  efforts  are  thankfully  sought.     Of  this  change  of  feeling  we  had 
a.  most  animating  evidence  on  the  occasion  abovo  referred  to.     It  was 
tho  first  time  that  an  effort  had  been  made  to  induce  tho  parents  of 
thfs  children  in  these  distant  schools  to  meet  together  at  Gambier  and 
receive  iust ruction.     A  short  time  since  tho  effort  would  have  failed. 
^tJW  however,  the  people  flocked  to  hear  the  discourse  that  had  been 
^v^nounced.     Troops  of  men  and  women  on  horseback  came  up  from 
*^t  quarters  to  our  College  Hill,  and  thronged  the  large  Chapel  con- 
*>ected  with  Kcuyon  College.     The  discourse  was  upon  the  religious 
^^ucation  of  children.     Every  thing  connected  with  the  occasion  was 
^^Icnlated  to  produce  tlie  strongest  impression  of  the  happy  influence 
of  our  young  men  at  Gambler,  upon  a  large  neighboring  population, 
^y  means  of  Sunday  Schools. 

Of  the  state  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese  and  Ken- 
.•5 
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jroo  College  with  its  two  Preparatory  Departments}  I  am  happy  to  be 
able  to  speak  in  very  favorable  terms.     During  the  last  four  yean 
there  has  been  a  constant  and  manifest  improvement  in  the  aystemr 
of  instruction  and  the  vigor  of  its  prosecution;  in  the  interior  govern- 
ment and  general  tone  of  intellectual  character  and  attainment  in 
the  several  departments  of  the  whole  Institution.     During  the  last 
year  the  average  number  of  students  has  been  greater  than  ever  be- 
fore in  tiic  history  of  the  College.     Their  order  and  diligence  have 
been  good.     Collected,  as  those  who  attend  upon  its  several  branches 
are,  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  from  all  varieties  of  domes- 
tic training  and  discipline,  it  is  not  surprising  that  instances  of  indi- 
vidual impropriety  calling  for  exemplary  punishment,  should  some- 
times occur.     Such  cases,  however,  liave  not  been  more  frequent  than 
are  to  be  looked  for  under  the  best  administration  of  College  laws. 
When  detected  there  has  been  no  undue  v/ith holding  of  the  proper 
enforcement  of  law  and  penalty,  without  respect  of  persons  ;  at  the 
same  time  that  the  Faculty  have  endeavoured  to  be  gentle,  kind  and 
considerate,  while  firm  and  faithful. 

In  speaking  thus  in  praise  of  an  Institution  with  which  1  am  so  in- 
timately connected,  I  feel  no  apprehension  of  being  charged  with 
self-commendation;  first,  because  when  its  merits  deserve  to  be  thus 

set  forth,  no  one  can  be  so  properly  looked  to  for  that  office  as  my- 

self,  for  various  reasons  wliich  will  readily  occur  to  you;  and  second- 
ly, though  1  have  exercised  a  general  oversight,  and  in  one  depart- 
ment of  divinity  have  instructed,  my  share  in  the  daily  working  of  the 
system,  has  been  too  little  to  entitle  me  to  the  praise  of  the  improve- 
ment and  present  efficiency  of  which  I  speak.  The  Vice  President, 
except  in  the  Theological  Department,  is  in  all  daily  and  usual  con- 
cerns connected  with  instruction  and  government,  the  acting  Presi- 
dent. 

The  number  of  Students  pursuing  theological  studies,  exclusive  of 
academic,    has  not  been  less  than  at  any  former  period,  though  much 
smaller  than  we  desire  and  the  wants  of  the  Church  in  the  West  de- 
mand.    Three  who  have  taken  the  full  course  of  divinity  study  at 
Gambler,  and  two  who  have  partially  pursued  their  preparation  for 
the  ministry  there,  will  be  ordained  at  this  Convention.     Several  o: 
the  Collpgo  class  which  has  just  graduated,  are  expected  to  prosecute 
their  course  for  the  ministry  at  our  Seminary,  and  the  theological 
class  which  will  be  formed  at  the  begining  of  the  next  term,  is  ex- 
pected to  be  much  larger  and  more  thoroughly  educated  than  the  Se- 
minary has  yet  received.      If  the  number  of  students  in  the  College 
classes,  exclusive  of    those  in  the  Preparatory  Departments,  seem 
small  iu  comparison  with  other  institutions,  it  should  be  recollcctm 
that  in  the  West,  where  the  nature  and  value  of  a  regular  and  syt 
tcmatic  education  in  classical  literature,  as  well  as  the  sciences,  hav 
yet,  in  a  great  measure  to  be  learned,  a  College  can  hardly  be  ex 
pected  to  sustain  a  dignified  stand,  as  to  the  requisites  of  admissions 
to  enforce  a  vigorous  system  of  internal  discipline,  and  carry  otit  sue 
a  course  of  study  us  becomes  its  prrjession  and  its  degrees,  withou 
sacrificing  for  a  long  time,  numbers  for  attainments.     It  is  the  deter 
mination  of  those  in  the  administration  of  Kenyon  College,  to  en 
deavour  to  obtain  an  enlarged    patronage    without  compromise  with 
any  defective  notions  of  education,  or  any  humoring  of  popular  ca 
price.     A  (cw  young  men,  well  educated,  are  worth  a  host  superficial- 
ly taught.     »Such  a  determination,  in  this  country,  requires  much  pa- 
tience and  firmness  in  the  prosecution.     But  I  trust  it  will  never  yield 
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tfr  ma/  tampUUon  to  popularity,  or  pecitniftry  increase.  Ultimately 
dt  mowt  bave  its  reward.  Punuin;  this  plan,  lilentlj,  nnottontaticms- 
ly,.  in  its  quiet  retired  (provesi  secluded  from  the  obserration  of  tlie 
tATeliery  and  little  courting  the  public  gase,  the  state  ot  our  insti- 
Uttioa,  in  point  of  attainment,  Ivss  been  gradually  rising,  till  now  I 
ftel  well  justified  in  saying,  with  comparative  reference  to  similar  in» 
•titntioBS,  not  merely  of  the  West,  but  of  the  Union,  that  in  the  usu- 
al studies  of  Colleges  and  Theological  Seminaries,  the  average  ad- 
vBBoement  of  the  students  in  the  several  classes  of  our  Theologfieal 
Seminarr  and  College^  (and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  Preparatory 
MiDolvy]  is  scarcely  surpassed. 

The  late  examinations  in  all  departments,  to  which  much  time,  la- 
bovrand  careful  attention  were  devoted,  exhibited  a  state  of  things 
whieb  would  have  greatly  gratified  the  friends  of  the  Cfauroh  and  its 
Bieeesaa  Institution,  had  they  been  present  to  witness  them«  The 
^radnating  class  was  the  largest  which  the  College  has  sent  forth,  and 
iti  materials  are  such  as  will  do  honor  to  their  Alma  Mater.  To  a 
CoDTeation  of  the  Diocese,  it  is  proper  that  I  should  particularly  men* 
tiona  the  examination  of  our  Theological  Students.  I  have  never  seeii 
Tliflologlcal  Students  examined  so  closely  or  at  such  length,  and  I 
flMty  safely  say,  that  I  never  witnessed  an  examination  in  divinity  stu- 
diesy  mote  creditable  and  satisfactory.  J t  is  very  important  that  the 
clei^y  of  the  Diocese  should  as  much  as  possible,  be  present  at  the 
aaanal  examination  and  commencement.  A  greater  manifestation  of 
deep  interest  in  the  Theological  Seminary  and  College,  on  the  part 
of  tiie  Trustees,  in  attending  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board,  and 
the  clergy  and  other  friends  of  the  institution,  in  being  present  at  its 
annual  exhibitions,  is  very  important,  and  to  those  more  immediate* 
iy  eimcemed,  would  be  very  gratifying. 

.  I  must  not  cease  to  speak  on  this  subject,  without  mentioning  an 
addition  to  the  system  at  Gambier,  of  great  importance.  At  all  Col- 
leges, the  need  of  a  distinct  pastoral  charge,  separated  from  that  of 
academic  instruction  and  discipline;  an  officer  standing  to  the  stu- 
dent in  the  distinct  relation  of  spiritual  teacher,  friend  and  father, 
and  only  known  in  this  relation,  is  greatly  felt  and  frequently  ac- 
knowledged. In  the  General  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Churchy 
the  Trustees  have  recently  reported  strongly  on  the  subject.  In  the 
circumstances  of  our  Theological  Seminary  and  College,  such  an  of- 
fice is  peculiarly  needful,  and  the  want  of  it  has  been  long  and  pain- 
ftally  felt.  There  we  have  a  congregation  as  large  as  that  of  many  of 
ow  parish  churches,  besides  the  two  hundred  students.  It  is  a  con* 
pegation,  such  as,  when  students  and  all  are  considered,  is  of  emi- 
nent importance  to  be  well  seen  to,  and  provided  for.  Much  paro- 
chial duty  is  to  be  done;  a  constant  and  special  vigilance  is  to  be  ex- 
srcised;  many  public  services  are  to  be  sustained,  and  little  less  than 
the  whole  time  of  a  minister  should  be  devoted  to  them.  To  expect 
that  all  this  duty  can  be  well  attended  to  by  ihe  clerical  Professors 
Df  the  institution,  in  connection  with  all  their  other  engrossing  and* 
important  duties,  is  to  expect  what  they  never  covenanted  to  do,  and 
irlnit  is  utterly  out  of  their  power.  Their  time  is  necessarily  occu- 
pied— their  minds  are  necessarily  engrossed  with  other  concerns.  To 
commit  one  of  the  most  important  congregations  of  the  Diocese  te 
the  care  of  one,  whose  whole  six  days  of  the  week  are  filled  with  oth- 
er cares,  is  exceedingly  unwise.  None  of  our  parishes,  that  are  able 
to  do  better,  would  be  content  with  such  an  arrangement  To  the 
retdlness  of  the  Clergymen  at  Gambier,  to  labour  in  the  viciiiity,  as 
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far  as  health,  time  and  strength  will  permit,  the  neighborhood  for 
many  miles  around,  may  safely  be  left  to  testify.     The  duty  of  sup- 
plying the  preaching  of  the  word  and  pastoral  care,  in  the  circum- 
stances described,  has  hitherto  been  assumed  in  a  great  measure  by 
myself.     But  absence  and  many  heavy  cares  hare  prevented  the  exer- 
cise of  such  pastoral  supervision  as  tho  case  required.    The  deficiency 
has  been  felt  by  none  more  than  myself.     To  supply  this  paiuful  want, 
and  more  efficiently  to  promote  the  cause  of  vital  piety  at  a  place, 
where  aliovc  all,  its  decided  supremacy  is  important,  the  office  of  Pas- 
tor or  Minister  has  been  annexed  to  the  Institution,  the  functions  of 
which  are  precisely  those  of  the  pastoral  oilice  elsewhere,  haTing  no 
connexion   with  the  common  instruction  or  i;overnment,  except  that 
in  anticipation  of  my  changing  iiiy  residence  to  Cleveland^  which 
however  has  been  for  some  tiniu  defcrmd»  the  duties  of  Professor  of 
Pastoral  Divinity  and  Sacred  Rhetoric  arc  annexed  to  the  office;  du- 
ties which  involve  no  connexion  in  teaching  with  other  than  Theolo- 
gical Students,  and  may  be  attended  to,  without  taking  too  much  time 
from  what  is  to  be  considered  the  permanent  object  of  the  office— fAe 
PoMioral  care  of  the  congregation.    The  importance  and  Talue  of  such 
an  office,  must,  I  think,  be  evident  to  all,  and  I  am  much  mistaken  if 
its  being  annexed  to  Ken  yon  College,  do  not  greatly  commend  that 
institution  to  all,  who  know  the  wants  of  youth,  and  the  common  cir- 
cumstances of  college  life. 

Tho  Rev.Chauncey  Colton,  D.  D.  late  President  of  Bristol  College, 
Pennsylvania,  has  been  appointed  to  the  office  above  described,  and 
having  accepted  it,  has  removed  his  family  to  Gambier,  and  on  Sun- 
day, the  27th  of  last  month,  entered  upon  its  duties. 

I  proceed  to  mention  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  among  the 
clergy  of  the  Diocese,  since  the  last  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Chauncey  Colton,  D.  1).  has  been  received  into  the  Dio* 
cese  by  letters  dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  has 
become  the  minister  of  Rosse  Chapel  and  Harconrt  Parish,  Gambier, 
and  Professor  of  Pastoral  Divinity  and  Hacred  Rhetoric;  in  the  The- 
ological Seminary  of  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  Burton  H.  Hickox,  fVom 
the  Diocese  of  New  York,  has  taken  charge,  as  a  Missionary  of  the 
General  Alissionary  Society,  of  the  new  Parish  of  St.  Paul's,  Maumee 
City.  The  Rev.  Charles  L.  F.  Ilzcnsel,  having  exhibited  authentic 
letters  of  orders,  in  evidence  of  his  having  received  orders  in  the 
Church  of  England,  and  also  satisfactory  evidence  of  moral  and  pi- 
ous character,  and  of  theological  acquirements,  is  considered  as  a 
Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  and  licensed  to  officiate  therein,  while  pas- 
sing the  required  term  of  residence,  preparatory  to  a  regular  settle- 
ment. He  is  now  officiating  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Luke's,  Marietta. 
Tho  Rev.  Samuel  R.  Crane,  late  of  the  Diocese  of  Vermont,  has  taken 
charge  of  St.  John's  Church,  Ohio  City. 

The  following  clergymen  have  taken  letters  dimissory  from  the  Di- 
ocese. 

The  Rev.  Benjamin  T.  Haight,  late  Rectpr  of  St.  Paul's,  Cincinna- 
ti, to  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  The  Rev.  John  T.  Wheat,  late 
Minister  of  St.  Luke's,  Marietta,  to  tho  Diocese  of  Tennessee.  The 
Rev.  George  Denison,  J  ale  Minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Newark,  to 
the  Diocese  of  "Sevr  York;  and  to  that  of  Kentucky,  the  Rev.  Albert 
T.  Bledsoe,  late  Minister  of  Grace  Church,  Sandusky  City. 

Tlie  following  changes  have  taken  place  within  the  Diocese.  The 
Rev.  Sherlock  A.  Bronson  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  John's,  Lan.- 
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cMter,  and  taken  that  of  St.  Luke*8,  Granville,  and  St.  Paul's,  Uti- 
ca,  the  latter  of  which  he  will  soon  resign.  Tho  Rev.  Seth  Davis 
bat  resifpied  the  charge  of  St.  John's,  Ohio  City,  and  taken  that  of 
St*  Matthew's,  Hamilton.  The  Rev.  William  H.  Newman  has  resign- 
ed the  charge  of  St.  John's,  Cuyahoga  Falls,  and  taken  that  of  Trini- 
ty Chnrch,  Newark.  The  Rev.  Anson  Chirk,  soon  after  the  last  Con- 
vention, took  charge  of  8t.  Stephen's,  Grafton,  to  which  he  has  since 
added  the  new  parish  of  St.  Andrew's,  Elyria.  The  Rev.  Thomas  H. 
Cluinan  soon  after  the  last  Convention,  took  charge  of  St.  Matthew's, 
Ashtabula,  and  St.  Peter's,  Rome,  to  which  has  since  been  added  the 
new  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Jefferson.  The  Rev.  Thomas  Barrow 
has  resigned  the  charge  of  the  parishes  at  Akron  and  Franklin,  and 
taken  charge  of  St.  Luke's,  Columbia.  The  Rev.  Nelson  E.  Spencer 
bai  been  removed  by  death. 

'  The  following  Parishes,  having  Pastors  by  limited  engagement, 
have  by  vote  of  their  Vestries,  constituted  them  Rectors,  (and  of 
course  without  limitation  of  time,)  and  have  also  duly  notified  me  of 
the  same,  viz  : — St.  James',  Piqua,  under  the  Rev.  Alvah  Guion;  St. 
fames',  Palncsvillc,  under  the  Rev.  Joshua  T.  Eaton;  St.  Paul's,  Me- 
dina, under  the  Rev.  William  Granville;  St.  James',  Zanesville,  un- 
der the  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Smallwood. 

The  following  clergy  are  Missionaries  of  the  General  Missionary 
Society,  v]z:-*The  Rev.  Abraham  Bronson,  stationed  at  Boston,  Port- 
age Co.;  Rev.  Wm.  Mitchell,  at  Liverpool  and  Beaver,  Columbiana 
Co.;  Rev.  Thomas  II.  Q.uinan,  at  Rome,  Ashtabula  and  JelTerson;  the 
Rev.  B.  H.  Hickox,  at  Maumee  City  and  Pcrrysburgh,  and  Rev.  Hen- 
ry Payne,  at  Springfield,  Clark  Co. 

The  following  are  Missionary  Stations  under  the  Diocesan  Mission- 
y^iry  Committee,  viz: — St.  Philip's,  Circleville;Christ*s  Church,  Wind- 
sor, and  St.  James',  Batavia;  St.  Paulas,  Radnor;  St.  Paul's,  Medina, 
and  St.  Jude's,  Montville;  St.  Paul's,  Greenville;  St.  James',  Board- 
man,  and  St.  Stephen's,  Canfield;  St.  Thomas',  St.  Clairsville,  and 
St.  Peter's,  Morristown;  Trinity  Chnrch,  Troy;  All  Saints'  Chnrch, 
Portsmouth;  Christ's  Church,  Liverpool,  and  St.  Philip's,  Strongsville; 
St.  Timothy's,  Massillon;  St.  Stephen'^,  Grailon,  and  St.  Andrew's, 
Elyria;  making  eighteen  several  congregations,  supplied  with  the 
ministry  by  the  aid  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  and  Education  Com- 
mittee, by  the  labors  of  twelve  Missionaries. 

The  following  new  parishes,  making  eighty  have  been  organized 
since  the  last  Convention,  and  arc  hereby  certified,  according  to  the 
requisition  of  the  Canon,  as  having  been  duly  reported  to  me,  and  as 
being  elegiblc  to  admission  into  union  with  the  Diocese,  on  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  canonical  papers  to  the  Committee  that  shall  be  ap- 
pointed on  that  subject,  viz: — Christ's  Church,  Warren;  St.  Andrew  s, 
£iyria;  St.  PanPs,  Greenville:  St.  Paul's,  Maumee  City;  Trinity 
Chnrch,  Jefferson,  Ashtabula  Co.;  St.  .John's,  Dover,  Cuyahoga  Co.; 
St.  John's,  Wakcman.  Huron  Co.;  and  St.  Stephen's,  East  Liverpool, 
Columbiana  Co. 

Six  Churches  have  been  consecrated  since  the  last  Convention, 
fix: — St.  James',  Painesville;  St.  Stephen's,  Canfield;  St.  PauPs,  Cin- 
cinnati; Grace  Church,  Berkshire;  St.  Paul's,  Modina,  and  St.  PauPs, 
Utica. 

The  candidates  for  orders  under  the  eclesiastical  authority  of  the 
Diocese,  are  17,  viz: — Alfred  Blake,  John  Solwood,  Thomas  B.  Fair- 
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childj  Normao  Badger,  Henrv  L.  BoUman,  James  Bonnar,  John 
Maxwell, 'Richard  Gray,  Charles  C.  Townsend,  Charles  Bronson,B 
jamin  Emmoos,  Charles  £.  Douglas,  John  Ufibrd,  D.  W.  Tolford,  i 
Georg^e  B.  Sturges.  Of  these  six  will  he  ordained  at  this  Conr 
tion,  of  whom  three,  Messrs.  Blake,  Fairchild,  and  Selwooili  h\ 
pursued  the  full  course  of  study  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of 
Diocese;  the  others  have  pursued  their  studies,  in  part,  at  the  same 

Mr.  William  F.  Halsey,  a  candidate  for  orders  in  the  Diocese 
Kentucky,  having  passed  his  examination  for  orders  in  that  Dioce 
and  received  the  canonical  testimonial  from  the  Standing  Commit) 
of  the  same,  has  been  transferred  by  its  Bishop  to  this  Diocese,  a 
is  expected  to  receive  orders  at  this  Convention. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  calling  attention  to  a  moro  precise  cc 
formity  with  two  Canons-— one  of  the  General  Convention — the  otl 
of  this  Diocese.  By  Canon  42nd,  of  the  General  Convention,  i 
titled:  '*  Of  Crimei  and  Scandait  to  be  censured"  as  well  as  by  i 
Rubric  preceding  the  Communion  Office,  it  is  rendered  obligatory 
the  clergy,  in  every  case  of  repelling  or  suspending  of  a  person  fin 
the  communion,  to  give  an  account  of  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  whi 
notice  is  cdnsidered  a  sufficient  presentation  of  the  person  repellc 
in  case  of  his  complaining  of  the  discipline  to  the  Bishop.  This  i 
quisition,  I  have  reason  to  believe,  is  too  often  lost  sight  of;  throu 
inattention  only,  I  doubt  not.  Cases  of  suspension  have  occunr 
during  the  last  year,  of  which  I  have  no  such  account  as  the  law  i 
quires. 

Again  in  Canon  9th,  of  this  Diocese,  entitled;  **  €}f  Lay  JUaderi 
it  is  provided  that  **none  shall  be  considered  as  auihorUed  to  officiate 
a  Lay-reader  in  the  Diocese y  except  in  cases  of  particular  emergent 
ioiihout  a  written  license  Jrom  the  Bishop,**  The  importance  of  tl 
restriction  is  manifest.  Self-constituted  Readers  may  be  persoBs 
bad  example,  or  very  erroneous  views,  or  they  may  select  discourse 
to  read  to  vacant  parishes,  of  injurious  tendency.  I  much  value  tl 
aid  of  pious,  exemplary  Readers,  and  thankfully  own,  that  mnoh  got 
has  been  done,  and  is  still  done  by  their  inbtrumentdlity,  but  it  is  n 
wise  to  leave  such  an  office  unguarded. 

During  the  session  of  the  Convention,  I  shall  request  the  cleric 
and  lay  delegates  to  inform  me  as  far  as  they  can,  who  officiate  in  the 
several  neighborhoods  in  this  capacity — whether  licensed,  or  unlice 
sed,  and  then  will  keep  hereafter  a  list  of  licensed  readers,  as  reg 
lariy  as  of  the  clergy,  and  will  have  it  appended  to  the  Journal 
the  Convention. 

The  following  particulars  I  beg  to  have  distinctly  understood 
this  relation: 

1.  That  I  can  license  a  Lay  Reader  only  on  the  written  rccoz 
mendation  of  the  Pastor  of  the  congregation  to  which  he  belongs* 
or^  if  there  be  no  Pastor  thereof,  of  the  nearest  Episcopal  Ministc 

3.  I  can  license  none  for  this  office,  who  arc  not  communicants,  ai 
of  exemplary  christian  character;  to  which  two  points  the  recoi 
mendation  must  certify.     . 

3,  In  the  written  license,  I  will  specify  what  books  of  sermons  mi 
be  used,  or  what  neighbouring  Minister  must  be  consulted  fur  direi 
tion  in  that  respect,  and  a  failure  to  comply  with  this  specific atic 
win  be  a  forfeiture  of  the  license. 
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4.  In  order  to  rectify  irregularitiei  on  the  lubject,  I  wish  that  all 
lioeiweB  heretofore  ^ven,  may  be  considered  as  withdrawn,  and  that 
all  who  desire  their  renewal,  will  apply  for  them,  at  this  time,  or 
hereafter,  with  the  necessary  recommendation,  or  else  that  Minis* 
tera  will  apply  in  their  behalf. 

I  rely  npon  the  kindness,  and  the  just  appreciation  of  the  interests 
of  the  Church,  among  my  brethren  here  assembled,  a^  well  as  the 
pariahes  generally,  to  enable  me  to  carry  these  requisitions  into  ef« 
net,  and  thus  to  put  the  system  of  Lay  Reading  on  a  more  secure  and 
dBBctire  basis. 

It  devolFCB  on  me  to  report  to  this  Convention,  that  the  Resola- 
tioB  of  the  last  Convention,  altering  the  Constitution  of  the  Theolo- 
gical Seminary  of  the  Diocese,  in  regard  to  the  holding  of  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  its  Board  of  Trustees,  has  received  the  approbation 
of  that  Board,  and  of  the  Bishops  of  the  several  Dioceses,  as  requir- 
ed by  the  Constitution,  and  takes  effect  accordingly. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  say  a  few  words  on  the  subject  of  efforta 
for  the  support  of  the  missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese,  and  of 
>    the  Chnrch  generally. 

It  would  be  a  matter  of  great  evil,  and  also  of  great  dishonor, 

shoald  it  become  necessary,  cither  in  the  General  Missionary  Socio- 

.ty,  or  in  the  Missionary  Committee  of  this  Diocese,  to  abridge  for 

want  of  means  the  amount  of  effort  already  instituted,  and  at  best,  so 

very  diminutive  in  comparison  with  the  wants  to  be  supplied,  and  the 

fields  to  be  occupied.    But  such  must  be  the  case,  unless  there  be  a 

nadiness  to  give  among  our  people,  in  more  agreement  with  their 

aeana  and  privileges,  and  unless  the  great  duty  of  enlarged  and  self- 

deoyiBg  benevolence  in  regard  to  the  diffusion  of  the  gospel,  and  the 

salvation  of  sinners  be  more  urgently  inculcated  by  our  ministers, 

u  indispensable  to  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  the  consistency  of  chris- 

tian  character.    Certain   it  is,  that  our  parishes  are  far  behind  their 

dsty^  in  coming  up  to  the  help  of  the  missionary  cause.     Much  more 

oogfat  to  be  given  from  among  us  to  the  operations  of  the  general  So* 

dety^muoh   more  to  those   of  our  own  Missionary  and  Education 

Comniittee.     In  reference  to  the  necessities  of  the  former,  I  need  not 

•peak  particularly,  as  the  Rev.  Agent  of  the  Domestic  Committee  of 

that  Society,  is  with  us,  and  will  address  you  tliis  evening.     I  cannot 

refrain,  however,  from  expressing  an  earnest  wish,  that  during  the 

•oauing  year,  there  may  be  a  much  more  pleasing  evidence  than  has 

orer  been  given,  of  a  cordial,  affectionate,  prayerful  interest  on  the 

part  of  the  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  in  tbe  foreign,  as  well  as  in  all 

the  domestio  missions  of  the  General  Society  of  the  Church. 

With  regard  to  the  missionary  operations  of  our  own  Diocese,  I 
Ift&Te  time  only  for  the  following  summary  remarks: 

1.  The  state  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  opportunities  of  planting  the 
Cliiirch  on  new  ground,  and  of  sustaining  it  on  ground  recently  occu- 
pied, call  loudly  for  an  extension  of  our  diocesan  missions. 

^  So  far  from  being  able  to  extend  the  diocesan  missions,  the  Com- 
p^ittee  will  be  painfully  obliged  to  abridge  them,  as  well  as  its  work 
^  aiding  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  Ministry,  unless  the 
Polishes  increase  their  pecuniary  contributions. 

8.  It  is  unquestionably  true,  that  more  can  be  done  in  pecuniary 
Contributions  than  has  been  done. 

It  becomes  the  clergy  to  consider  seriously  and  conscientiously, 
whether  some  parochi&d  efforts,  wise  in  themselves,  and  salutary  in  all 
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their  tendency,  may  not  have  been  left  undone  by  them,  whioh  if  aow 
entered  upon,  might  be  expected  to  result  in  much  increaae  of  the 
missionary  ability  of  the  Diocese.

Since  my  resignation  of  St.  John's  Church,  Ohio  City,  I  have  officiated  6t» 
Sundays  in  Trinity  Church,  Cleveland,  during  the  temporary  absence  of  tb« 
Rector,  and  three  Sundays  in  St.  John's  Church,  CuyaJioga  Falls,  which  was 
vacant  in  consequence  of  the  resijrnation  of  its  minister.  Ilaving  received  an 
invitation  to  become  the  Roctor  of  St.  Matthew's  Church  of  Hamilton  and  Row- 
ville,  I  immediately  visiteil  the  parish,  and  have  accepted  theii  invitation.  I 
liavo  officiated  in  the  purish  Uiree  Sundays,  and  administered  the  holy  commu- 
nion once  to  twcnty'One  persons.  I  have  administered  the  ordinance  of  Baptism 
to  six  children  of  this  parish. 

Tlie  condition  of  this  parish,  as  far  as  my  limited  opportunity  lias  enabled  mt 
to  judge  of  it,  is  encouraging.  A  highly  commendable  zeal  has  been  evinced  by 
this  little  flock,  in  erecting  a  very  neat  and  tasteful  Church  edifice,  which  is  now 
ready  for  consecration.  Ihave  not  been  able  as  yet  to  ascertain  the  number  of 
families  belonging  to  tlie  parish,  nor  the  number  of  communicants.  There  has 
however,  been  an  accession  to  the  number  reported  last  year,  which  was  19.  The 
Sunday  School  attached  to  the  parish  is  flourishing.  There  are  about  SO  echo- 
lars  that  attend,  instructed  by  thirteen  teachers.  It  is  peculiarly  gratifying  to 
see  the  influential  members  of  the  congreipition  engaged  in  this  great  worm  of 
benevolence.  The  Sunday  school  cannot  fail  to  become  a  rich  blessing  to  every 
parish  where  all  its  members  feel  a  deep  interest  in  its  prosperity!  uid  take  an 
active  part  in  its  operations.  There  is  a  library  belonging  to  the  school  coniiat- 
ing  of  about  100  volumes.

Unworthy  as  I  am,  I  trust  that  my  labors  to  promote  the  cause  of  tht  Rtdeam- 
er  of  our  fallen  race,  have  not  been  altogether  unfhiitful.  But  whatever  sood 
has  been  done,  to  God's  holy  name  be  ascribed  the  praise,  all  the  praise,  all  the 
glory.  Up  to  the  first  of  July  three-fourths  of  my  time  was  spent  in  the  parish 
of  St  James*,  Piqua,  which  has  considerably  increased  in  numbers,  and  I  trust  m 
piety  and  zeal.  My  hands  have  been  held  up  and  my  spirits  cheered  b^^  my 
people  more  than  m  past  years;  whilst  1  have  ministered  to  them  in  spirituA 
things,  they  have  become  more  prompt  in  supplying  my  temporal  wants.  They 
have  also  entered  with  considerable  zeal  upon  the  important  work  of  erecting  a 
parsonage  house.  The  last  payment  of  $156  on  the  parsonafle  lot  has  been  made 
b^  the  ladies  of  the  parish.  And  the  vestry  have  raised  neany  $800  by  sulMorip- 
tion  to  erect  the  parsonage. 

The  Sunday  School  is  in  a  flourishing  state;  much  praise  is  doe  to  the  Super* 
intendent  and  teachers  for  (heir  prompt  and  regular  attendance,  and  their  fiuthfVi], 
perse?erinff  labors  to  do  good.  About  ninety  small  bound  Tidmiies  have  been 
added  to  the  library  during  the  year. 

Ope-fourth  of  my  time  has  been  given  to  €hreenville,  the  oouid|y  seal  of  Duke 
county,  23  miles  west  of  Piqua.  This  place  is  small  and  the  Cfhuxeh  bat  little 
known,  and  her  growth  .will  doubtless  be  slow,  but  that  a  branch  of  our  Choreh 
willt  with  proper  care  and  attention  grow  up  here,  cannot  be  doubted.    ' 

Having  obtained  tlie  signatures  of  the  requisite  number  of  pmoas  to  an  arti- 
cle of  association  and  ^iven  timely  notice,  1  proceeded  on  the  S^th  day  of  May» 
1837,  to  organize  a  parish  under  tne  name  and  title  of  St.  Paul's  Chureh,  Giaen- 
ville,  I>arke  county,  Ohio. 

A  female  Sewing  Society  has  been  organized,  which  meets  once  in  t#o  woek»» 
striving  to  promote  the  non^  of  grace  in  their  own  hearts  and  endeavoriog 
raise  funds  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  Church  around  them. 

Besides  my  labors  in  the  above  parishes;  I  have  preached  in  Worthington  twio^ 
Sidney  five  times,  Springfield  twice,  Berkshire  four  times,  Hamilton,  Clevebnd  • 
Ohio  City  snd  Gambier,  once  each,  and  in  other  places  13  times;  also  while  oa 
a  visit  in  the  east,  preached  three  times  in  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut  and  eleveK=> 
times  in  the  Diocese  of  New-Tork.

The  Rev.  C.  L.  F.  H»nsel,  haviug  'recently  commenced  to  officiate  in  th  J 
parish,  has  received  fitm  the  Senior  (and  at  present,  only)  Warden  of  SL  Luke** 
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Parisby  Marietta,  the*  meane  of  reporting  to  the  Bishop:  that,  about  the  time  of 
the  last  Convention,  the  Rev.  J.  T.  ^Vlieat,  late  Reetor,  resigned  the  clerical 
charge  of  thia  pariah,  and  removed  to  the  south;  that  the  parish  was,  Uiereafter, 
fbr  a  oonsiderable  part  of  the  year,  without  clerical  services,;  during  which  time, 
however, — as  in  jeara  past,  when  there  was  no  clergyman  *in  the  parish, — refni- 
imr,»ermeeSf  in  conformity  to  the  ritual  of  the  Church,  were  maintained,  by  kof- 
rm/dhig.    In  the  spring  tne  parish  enjoyed  the  ministrations, — upon  the  occasion 
of  a  very  acceptable  visit,  of  sdverol  weeks, — of  the  Rev,  J.  W.  HofiVnan,   of 
Philadelphia;  and,  since  the  last  Sunday  in  Maj^  the  Rev.  C.  L.  F.  Hednael, 
(late  from  Jamaica,  West-Indies)  has  regularly  omeiated  in  the  parish,  and  baa 
been,  by  the  vestry,  invited  to,  and  has  accepted,  the  ministry  or  the  parish;  (so 
&r  aa,  under  present  circumstances,  he  as  a  rorei^  clergyman  canonically  may;) 
'ezpeeting,  shortly,  to  receive  the  official  recogmtion  of  the  Bishop,  as  the  o/i- 
€imnng  clergyman  of  the  parish  in  full  charge. 

The  present  number  of  Communicants,  (reduced,  from  former  reports,  princi- 
pally by  removals,  and  by  other  casualties, )  is  43.  One  Funeral,  of  an  adult, 
has  oocurred  in  the  parish,  within  the  year;  and  recently,  three  Baptisms,  of 
in&nta.  The  clergyman  reporting  re^ts  'to  add,  that  the  parish  is  yet  much 
embarrassed .  with  jpecuniary  responsibdities  incurred  in  the  erection  of  their 
Cbnrcb  and  providmg  the  means  of  lelinous  and  parochial  instruction. 

The  Sunday  Schom  formerly  reported  m>m  this  parish,  is  continued  by  6  teaeh- 
en  under  the  superintendence  of  the  clergyman,  and  numbers  28  scholars.

The 
children  and  youth  receive  catechetical  instruction  coiKstantly,  at  the  intermia- 
sioii  on  the  Lord's  day.  The  parish  is  kept  clear  as  possible  of  concern  about 
the  rriigious  a&irs  of  the  sects  around  them,  and  are  thus  secured  from  the  evib 
brought  on  Ihcm  by  their  own  inventions.  This  pariah  pay  their  Rector's  salary, 
and  give  one-fourth  of  his  time  to  Unionville.

It  was  stated  in  the  lost  year's  report  that  this  Church  for  the  want  of  a  con- 
venient place  for  Divine  service,  was  experiencing  a  temporary  check  as  to  its 
.growth  and  prosperity.     The  results  of  the  post  year  have  more  than  confirmed 
tlie  above  statement.     The  parish  -haa  suffered  exceedingly.    In  cooaequence  of 
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the  Bervice  being  held  at  an  extremely  inconvenient  and  unusual  hour,  many  who 
were  formerly  regular  attendauta  have  fallen  off.  We  hope  they  will  return 
again  as  soon  as  we  get  into  the  new  Church.  The  building  of  the  new  edifice 
lias  been  through  the  summer  for  the  most  part  in  statu  quo:  the  work,  however, 
we  are  happy  to  state,  has  recently  been  resumed  in  a  spirit  which  aSurdii  fidr 
promise  that  the  basement  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  as  early  as  the  cnsAinff 
Christmas.  No  small  share  of  credit  is  due  the  society,  and  especially  the  builf 
ing  committee,  for  their  promptness  and  liberality  in  expending  within  tlie  tenn 
or  seven  years  no  less  tlian  about  $13,000  for  the  erection  of  two  edifices,. bendee 
attending  to  the  ordinary  claims  of  Christian  benevolence.  For  this  tlie  lAeaB- 
ing  of  God  is  upon  their  basket  and  their  store — Uiey  are' in  every  respect  betier 
and  happier  than  if  tliey  liad  *  offered  in  sacrifice  to  God  that  which  cost  them 
nothing. 

During  the  past  year  the  Rector  lias  officiated  every  fourth  Sabbath  in  the 
township  of  Wayne,  where  an  inviting  field  is  now  open  for  the  building  up  of 
a  respectable  congregation.  Jle  has  also  officiated  nearly  every  SabbaUi  at  5 
o'clock  at  different  places  some  miles  distant  from  Mount  Vernon.  He  begs 
leave  to  report  Baptisms  18.

The  report  that  it  becomes  my  duty  to  make  will  not  be  marked  by  any  pecu- 
liar ohaiacteristics  of  interest  or  importance.  The  'little  flock'  over  which  I  pre- 
side and  to  whom  I  minister  in  holy  thingf)  continue  to  manifest  an  ardent  atp 
taohment  to  the  interests  of  onr  beloved  Zion,  and  some  of  them  1  trust  are  in- 
fluenced by  the  grace  of  God  which  bringeth  salvation,  to  deny  ungodliness  and 
worldly  lusts,  that  they  may  live  soberly,  righteously  and  godly  in  Uiis  present 
world.  My  aim  has  been  to.  preach  Jesus  Cnrist  and  him  crucified;  to  set  before 
mv  people  Jesus  as  the  Saviour  of  sinners, '  willing  to  save  to  the  uttermost  all 
who  come  unto  God  by  him,  ever  living  to  make  intercession  for  all  who  truly 
turn  unto  Him.  The  B#ed  which  has  been  sown  has  not  yielded  so  plentiful  a 
harvest  as  might  be  desired,  but  still  tlio  mind  of  the  preacher  rests  in  fiiith  upon 
the  divine  promise  recorded  in  the  language  of  inspiration  *  my  word  shall  not 
return  unto  me  void,  but  it  shall  accomplish  that  which  I  please  and  prosper  ia 
the  thing  whereunto  I  have  sent  it.'  The  service  has  been  regularly  kept  up  in 
St.  Stephen's,  Canfield,  on  every  other  Lord's  day  in  connexion  with  St.  James', 
Boardman,  with  the  exception  of  those  Sundays  in  which  my  services  were  re- 
quired by  the  congregation  of  Christ  Church,  Warren.

The  ladies 
of  botli  congregations  hold  a  monthly  missionsury  meeting,  when  the  latest  intel- 
ligence on  the  subject  of  missionory  operations  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  is  read.  The  religious  services  on  these  occasions  are  conducted  by  the 
minister  of  the  parish,  ana  it  is  hoped  that  some  spiritual  good  has  resulted  firom 
the  religious  exercises  which  have  been  held.  The  occasional  services  in  this 
Church  have  been  Baptisms  3  infants.  1  Marriage.  Funerals,  3  infants.  The 
number  of  Communicants  at  Boardman  and  Poland  2>B.  2  added — 30.

1  entered  upon  my  duties  at  this  station  in  May  last  Having  no  house  of 
wonhip  of  our  own,  we  accepted  an  offer  of  tlie  Presbyterian  house  which  was 
very  kindly  made  us,  and  I  have  officiated  in  the  morning  of  each  Lord's  day  in 
Perrysburg;  and  at  2  and  6  P..  M.  in  Maumee,  with  the  exception  of  tliree  Sun- 
days I  spent  in  Michigan  City  in  Indiana. 

The  discouragements  with  which  a  clergyman  must  contend  here,  are  an  in' 
ordinate  devotion  to  tlie  business  of  the  world,  and  a  consequent  low  tone  o^ 
piety.  Till  the  Church  has  our  heart  and  our  affections,  we  shall  give  her  nei* 
ther  our  prayers,  nor*  our  time,  nor  our  money  with  that  cordiality  which  will 
make  them  valuable  and  acceptable.  IVhile  therefore  we  are  not  spiritually  dead, 
«e  are  moumine  over  our  religious  apathy. 

The  things  which  are  encouraging  are  the  symptoms  of  a  reviving  spirit  of  re- 
ligion, and  the  foundation  Uiat  has  been  laid  for  the  permanent  establishment  of 
the  Church  at  no  very  distant  period. 

We  have  a  Chapel  completed  and  ready  for  pOnsecretion,  that  will  accommo- 
date 800  persons.  •  We  have  also  a  donation  fVom  James  Wolcott,  Esq.  of  nine 
eity  lots  fiivonbljr  located,  which  ore  worth  from  |(500  to  $800  each,  and  ten 
oUier  lots  less  valuable,  all  of  which  are  for  the  erection  and  endowment  of  the 
Church,  so  soon  as  there  shall  be  ag[ain  a  demand  for  such  propertv.  Added  to 
(hity  Mrs.  Wolcott  has  given  lands  in  Indiana  valued  at  $5000  or  ^6000  for  the 
CfcoUon  of  a  Female  Seminary  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  Wardens  and  Ves- 
^J^  These  bequests  have  been  conveyed  by  bond,  and  are  worthy  of  all  com- 
ikendation.  Let  land  holdere  imitate  this  exani[)le.  These  donations  will  event- 
i>ally,  it  is  believed,  make  us  independent  in  our  financial  operations. 

I  have  Baptized  four  children,  attended  three  Funerals,  and  have  found  ten 
persons  in  Communion  with  the  Church.  I  am  expecting  to  baptize  some  adults 
^d  some  children  and  give  the  holy  communion  so  soon  as  we  occupy  our  chapeL 
W«  have  about  '10  Sunday  School  Scholars,  engaged,  and  a  Sunday  School  libra- 
ry of  150  volumes,  which  I  bought  at  the  east,  as  a  donation  to  this  missionary 
*^tion.  We  occupy  the  Chanel  and  open  the  Sunday  School  on  my  return  iVom 
^■i*".  Convention.     May*God  bless  these  flowers  of  promise  to  the  bringing  forth 
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of  much  firuit.     No  fuada  of  any  kind  have  been  riiaed,  except  for  our  1 
edifice.

When  will  the  justice  of  our 
Civil  Government  or  the  benevolence  of  the  Christian  community  provide  them 
with  a  chaplain  who  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  their  spiritual  goodi  It  ia 
my  full  belief  that  no  parish  in  this  Diocese  offers  such  a  promising  field  of  use- 
fmness  to  a  fiiithful,  talented  and  well-adapted  minister  of  the  GospeL 


BT.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  NORWALK,  AND  TRINITY  CHURCH,  LTMiT, 

Rev.  £phraim  Pctkdersok. 

1  would  respectfully  report  that,  since  the  last  Convention  my  atnioM  \acfm 
been  confined  within  my  two  parishes,  at  Norwalk  and  Lyme.  Without  eahilni- 
ing  any  thing  especially  noticeable  in  their  religious  state,  these  commuiiitic* 
have  oDviousiy  improved  under  the  means  of  erace,  and  afford  ancmenied  en- 
couragement to  labor  under  a  gradual  and  healthy  increase.  In  St.  Plaiil's^  Nor- 
walk, there  remains  much  to  be  conquered  in  attaining  an  devafcad  tMM  oif  reli- 
g'ous  sentiment  and  for  perfecting  a  pure  and  consistent  religious  prmctice;  but 
T  our  encouragement  herein,  we  have  the  satisfaction  of  perceivmg  that  the 
Church  is  becoming  more  consolidated,  the  interest  felt  and  nmiifrstod  in  litur- 
ffical  services  more  extended,  and  the  attendance  upon  public  woialup  more  lega- 
UU-.  The  Sunday  School,  wluch  since  my  connection  with  the  pariah^  haa  bare- 
ly struggled  for  existence,  has  of  late  had  given  to  it  a  new  impulse  reeeived 
countenance  and  support  ffom  some  of  the  serious  and  influential — been  supplied 
with  an  additional  number  of  teachers,  and  reduced  to  a  systematic  airattBement; 
and  though  still  few  in  number,  en^racing  not  all  the  children  even  of  the  con- 
gregation, gives  token  of  promise,  that  under  God's  blessing  it  will  prove  the 
means  of  prejudicing  the  young  in  the  right  way  and  aid  in  removing  untoward 
prejudices  from  the  minds  of  the  more  advancecf.  The  congregation  nave  exert- 
ed themselves  very  creditably  towards  improving  the  decent  performance  of  sa- 
cred praise,  by  contracting  for  an  organ  to  cost  $700,  and  which  is  expected  to 
be  put  up  in  a  few  weeks. 

In  Christ  Church,  at  Lyme,  we  have  not  had  the  same  difficulties  to  contend 
witii,  and  our  progress  has  been  more  rapid.  The  elements  of  our  ornnization 
have  not  been  congregational,  but  composed  of  families  belonging  to  the  Church 
of  England  and  of  two  or  three  others,  whose  attachment  to  the  Chinch  had 
been  previously  matured.  Our  cliief  obstacle  is  paucity  of  nombers; — Ihie 
has  been  so  far  overcome  as  to  encourage  the  congregation  in  thinking  that  the 
<*hurch  will  be  permanently  located  among  them,  and  has  put  them  npon  aeriovu 
thought  of  providing  themselves  with  a  suitable  house  of  public  worsnip.

SU  Mattheto's  Ckurth^  Aahtahula,-^Th\B  parish  has  had  regular  ministrations 
about  nine  months.     At  the  last  Convention  25  Commtinicants  were  reported,  2 

or  3  are  to  be  deducted  as  erroneously  included  in  the  list,  removed  3,  added  6 

present  number  26.     Baptisms,  infants  la     Marriages  1.     A  Bible  class  haa  been 
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fbtm&df  bat  the  attendsnce  of  the  members  is  partial  and  unoeitaiii.  There  are 
a  fiiw  acholars  in  attendance  upon  the  Sunday  SchooL  Some  effort  haa  been 
made  to  awaken  an  interest  in  the  benevolent  objects  of  oar  Church — their  mifs 
has  been  contributed. 

As  to  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  Church,  we  trust  that  the  eood  seed  of  the 
Gcepel  has  not  been  sown  in  vain.  A  few  have  been  added  of  such  as  shall 
be  saved;  others  have  been  awakened  to  a  more  lively  faith  and  practice;  and 
inqiitr^  is  abroad.  But  we  are  jnieved  to  be  obliged  to  say,  that  there  are  causea 
operating  on  the  bosom  of  the  Church,  which  prevent  a  more  decided  exhibition 
d  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus  Christ,  on  the  port  of  professors.  Our  hope  ia 
however,  that  the  few  names  here  which  may  be  recorded  in  the  book  or  lifbi 
shall  prevent  this  Church  from  being  blotted  out  of  God's  moral  vineyard. 

8tn  Peter's  Church,  Rome, — The  number  of  Communicants  reported  last  year 
was  8,  removed  1,  added  4 — present  number  11.  Baptisms  2.  Funerals  1.  The 
Ladies'  Sewing  Society,  have  by  their  industry  contributed  something  towards 
tbe  eapport  of  the  GospeL  A  neat  Church  edifice  is  now  building,  in  which  it 
ia  hoped  Divme  service  may  be  held  next  Spring.  The  expense  of  the  building 
will  in  a  great  part  devolve  upon  a  single  individual.  There  is  nothing  sufficient- 
ly maiked  in  the  spiritual  standing  of  this  Church  to  require  notice  at  present, 
Ix  may  be  however  said,  that  greater  attention  is  paid  to  personal  religion,  and 
the  truth  does  not  generally  onend,  but  is  heard  with  interest. 

IWfuQr  Church,  Jiffen/on. — I  was  instructed  when  entering  upon  my  present 
misaion,  to  select  a  new  parish  at  which  to  officiate  every  fourth  Sunday.  At 
the  aug^gestion  of  two  individuals  who  felt  a  deep  interest  in  the  attempt,  Jeffisr- 
son  vras  chosen,  and  God  haa  blessed  tho  offort  to  the  formation  of  a  parish  uncter 
very  favorable  auspices.  Its  recent  organisation  precludes  very  correct  statistics, 
bat  it  is  believed  that  our  first  communion  will  number  at  least  10.  There  were 
fant  two  members  of  the  Church  originally.  The  rest  principally  from  other  so- 
cieties,  who  enter  our  ZHon  under  the  persuasion  that  peace  is  to  be  found  in  htr 
bofders.  Baptized  1  infimt  Some  aid  has  been  rendered  to  the  lAissicmary 
This  Church  has  paid  more  than  their  proportion  o£  their  Minister'a  ex* 
to  Convention.

A.  Sanford  reports  to  the  Bishop  that  nothing  of  special  interest  or  import tnee 
baa  oeconed  in  the  Parish  of  Alt  Saints,  Portsmouth,  during  the  past  year. — 
Chreat  want  of  spirituality  and  devotedness  prevails  among  the  members  of  the 
Chweb,  and  of  course  muoh  serious  inquiry  among  sinners  could  not  be  expect- 
ed. Baptisms,  6  infknts..  Funenls  3,  Confinned  3.  Added  to  the  eonutau- 
skm  by  profession  2.  Present  number  of  Communicants  88.  Weekly  Ofl^ngs 
daving  the  past  year  $28  22.  The  parish,  mostly  through  the  Female  Sewing 
Society,  have  erected  a  convenient  room  for  the  aceommodation  of  our  Sunday 
school  at  an  expense  of  about  $900. 


ST.  JAMES'  CHURCH,  ZANESVILLE.

There  has  been  a  large  increase  of  the  congregation  since  the  last  annual  n» 
port,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  Church  is  much  im- 
proved. The  number  of  actual  additions  to  the  communion  is  small;  they  are, 
however,  of  a  most  satisfactoiy  character.  The  painful  duty  has  arisen  of  re- 
moving an  unworthy  member;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  the  solemn  and  salutary 
pleasure  has  been  enjoyed  of  witnessing  the  departure  from  this  world  of  another 
member  of  a  different  character  **m  the  comfort  of  a  reasonable,  religious,  and 
holy  hope."

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir,— According  to  your  direction,  m  labon^  since  luH 
Conrention,  have  been  divided  between  St.  Philip's  Church,  SttongsfiUe^  and 
Cluist  Church,  LiverpooL    The  prospects  of  these  parishes  meir,  I  think*  wilh 
proprietj^,  be  reported  as  encouraffing,  especiaUy  that  of  St.  Pnilipi's.    By  the 
moving  into  this  place  of  several  Episcopal  llunilies,  this  parish  has  been  mnah 
strenguiened  withm  the  last  year,  Le.  by  comparing  the  end  with  the  beginaiBfr; 
though  as  yet,  like  most  of  the  new  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  it  is  qoile  aaadL 
The  number  cS  Communicants  is  more  than  four  times  as  many  as  at  the  begin- 
ning.    The  congregation  attending  on  public  worship  has  mdually  increased 
from  about  30,  to  between  75  and  100.     Communicants  added  14,  12  by  removal, 
present  number  18.    Added  by  Baptism  9,  one  adult.    Sokmniaed  one  Marriage, 
m  the  village  not  of  this  pariah.    1  Funeral,  in&nL    Six  candidates  for  Con- 
firmation. 

Ckrist  Ckunh,  ImrpooL — The  number  of  this  congreiiation,  at  the  beganning 
of  this  year's  labor,  was  about  30;  now,  generallv,  when  I  preach  hm^  the 
school  house  which  we  occupy  is  well  fiUed-^from  50  to  70.  A  house  of  worahip 
is  in  building,  to  be  ready  ibr  use  on  the  first  of  January  next,  of  a  suffioteat  siae 
for  the  congregation,  and  proportionate  to  the  means  of  the  parish.  A  Soaday 
School  of  50  scholars  has  been  sustained  the  past  summer,  though  with  great 
lack  of  teachers.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that,  for  some  cause,  the  school  haf  ao  di- 
minished within  a  few  weeks,  I  can  report  onjy  abcait  35  scholars  and  4  taachem. 
There  has  been  contributed,  since  last  Convention,  by  Christ  Church,  $4  45  for 
Missionary  purposes,  and  |i5  for  Sunday  school  books.  The  Female  Sewing  So- 
ciety of  the  parish  has  prepared  a  box  of  articles,  designed  for  the  Green  Bay 
Mission,  valued  at  $12.  This  society  has  also  aided  the  poor  in  this  vicinity. 
Communicaots  added  6,  (5  by  removal,)  withdrawn  3,  present  number  16.  Added 
by  Baptism  1  infant     Funerals  3. 

In  consequence  of  necessity  being  laid  upon  me  to  go  to  the  eastern  states,  in- 
stead of  attendiiig  and  deriving  the  oenefits  of  the  coming  Convention,  St.  Phi- 
lippe and  Christ  Church  are  now  vacant,  and  should,  if  posi^ble,  be  immediately 
supplied  with  the  ministry. 

Besides  my  labors  in  the  above  parishes,  I  have,  by  exchange  with  neighboring 
ministers,  preached  in  several  other  parishes.  Soon  aAer  the  laat  Convention 
and  before  the  arrival  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Claris,  I  was  called  to  bury  a  communicant 
of  St  Stephen's  Churoh,  Grafton.  I  have  also  pieaohed  twice  at  Columbia;  and 
fram  the  present  appeannce  of  things,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  Chuich  might 
again  be  revived  theie,  if  a  minister  ooold  be  sent  to  that  place.

Ritv.  JoHif  Swam. 

DaiiBff  the  past  j[ear  tbare  bare  been  enrolled  as  memberi  of  the  Coromuaion 
19  indlTidnals,  of  whom  4  were  admitted  for  the  first  time;  3  have  since  died  or 
removed,  leaving  the  present  number  16.  During  the  same  period  there  have 
been  12  Baptisms,  3  Marriages  and  4  Funerals. 

A  Sunday  School  has  recently  been  organised,  which  embraces  above  30  scho- 
lara,  and  7  teaohers,  with  a  library  of  130  volumes.  A  Ladies'  Sewing  Society 
has  been  in  operation  for  some  time,  the  proceeds  of  whose  labors  are  designed 
to  decorate  the  interior  of  the  Church. 

In  the  midst  of  a  popolAtion  where  infidelity  and  irreligion  bav«  longf  ftigiMd 
uncontrolled,  and  the  services  of  the  Church  were  previously  little  known,  the 
minister  of  this  parish  has  had  many  difficulties  to  encounter  and  but  little  to 
encourage  him  in  his  work.  Having  endeavored  fiiithfullv  to  sow  the  good  sead 
of  the  word,  he  trusts  it  may  yet  take  root  and  bring  mrth  much  frait  to  the 
salvatiim  of  souls.  The  attendance  upon  the  services  of  the  sanctuary  is  in 
^enwnil  respeetable,  though  the  congregation  has  not  increased  as  rapidly  as  waa 
anticipated.  This  iuM,  in  a  measure,  arisen  from  the  uncomfortableness  and  in* 
Qonvenient  location  of  the  room  we  worship  in.  Our  noble  Church  edifice,  whose 
«onier  stone  was  hud  last  fall  by  the  Bishop,  owing  to  the  pressure  of  the  times 
and  some  other  untoward  circumstances,  remains  in  an  unfinished  state.  It  is 
lioMd  however,  by  a  renewed  effort,  the  building  will  before  long  be  covered  in^ 
and  the  basement  ready  for  use  in  the  early  part  of  the  winter.  Adjoining  the 
Church  lot  a  handsome  parsonage  has  been  erected,  which  though  not  the  pro- 
perty of  the  congregation  will  be  transferred  to  them  as  soon  as  they  are  able  to 
purchase  it.  Involved  as  they  are  at  present  in  Uie  erection  of  a  Church  which 
will  costjbatween  10  and  $12,000,  the  burden  of  the  expense  resting  upon  a  few, 
the  Vestry  do  not  yet  feel  prepared  to  take  upon  then  the  sole  suppoit  of  their 
Minister,  but  would  look  for,  if  possible,  a  continuance  of  missionary  aid  tbr 
another  year. 


Rev.  M.  T.  C.  Wiho. 

Rev.  M.  T.  C.  Wing  reports  to  the  Bishop,  that  Ids  engagements  for  the  past 
year  have  been  very  similar  to  those  of  the  year  preeedfiag.  He  has  preached 
occasionally  at  Gambler,  5  times  at  Mount  Vernon,  and  a  few  times  m  other 
places.  He  has  given  instruction  throughout  the  year,  in  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary, and  taken  a  sidiordtnate  share  in  the  management  of  the  Gambler  Observer. 
In  these  duties,  and  such  as  devolve  upon  him  in  connection  with  several  of  the 
benevolent  institutions  of  the  Diocese,  he  hopes  he  is  furthering  in  some  small 
define  the  same  good  cause  which  it  is  the  more  immediate  object  of  the  paro- 
chial ministry  to  promote.

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The  SboOUd  AirNtiAL  Report  of   the  Missionabt  and  Education 

Committee. 

In  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of  the  18th  Canon,  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Missionary  aud  Education  Committee  would  respectfully 
^Mibmit  to  the  Convention  the  annual  report  of  that  Board. 

In  the  discharge  of  the  important  duties  entrusted  to  them  by  the 
^]|on¥ention,  the  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been  directed  to  the 
"^wo  great  objects  of  affording  pecuniary  aid  to  indigent  young  men 
«>f  piety  and  talents  in  the  prosecution  of  their  studies  for  the  sacred 
sninistry,  and  of  assisting  feeble  parishes  in  supporting  the  ministra* 
^ons  of  the  Gospel.    The  operations  of  the  Committee  have  of  course 
1>een  confined  within  the  limits  of  our  own  Diocese,  the  Canon  not 
contemplating,  as  we  apprehend,  the  appropriation  of  money  by  the 
DBoard  for  either  of  these  objects,  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  Diocese. 
7hc  Beneficiaries  of  the  Board  are  consequently  pursuing  their  stu- 
Wlies  in  our  midst,  aud  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  in  connexion  with 
4mT  Diocesan  Institution  at  Gambier,  under  the  eye  of  the  Commit- 
tee.     This  is  deemed  a  matter  of  very  great  importance,  and  the 
Soard  have  accordingly  resolved  to  aid  no  young  man,  except  in  very 
pecoliar  circomstances,  who  is  not  connected  with  that  Institution  in 
some  one  of  its  departments,  and  subject  to  their  constant  supervision. 
During  the  past  year,  appropriations  have  been  made  to  16  Benefi- 
daiies,  amounting  to  $860.    Of  these  one  has  been  pursuing  his  pre- 
paratory academical  studies.    Seven  have  been  engaged  in  their  col- 
legiate and  eight  in  their  theological  course.    Four  beneficiaries  of 
the  Board  are  expecting  to  be  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacom 
^nring  the  sitting  of  the  present  Convention,  three  of  whom  have  pass- 
md  through  a  full,  three  years'  course  of  theological  study  in  the  Se- 
minary of  the  Diocese,  and  constitute  the  first  graduating  class  of 
^at  Institution. 

The  appropriations  to  beneficiaries  are  regarded  by  the  Board  in 
^e  light  of  a  temporary  loan,  to  be  returned  without  interest  when- 
ever the  borrower  shall  be  in  circumstances  to  refund  it.  It  has  been 
^ound,  however,  that  young  men  have  in  some  instances  been  deterred 
^rom  pursuing  a  complete  course  of  theological  study,  and  have  been 
^ed  to  avail  themselves  of  facilities  to  obtain  admittance  to  the  min- 
istry, after  a  shorter  period  of  preparation  and  with  more  limited  attain- 
xnents  than  is  desirable,  in  order  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  pecuniary 
i^sponsibility.  While  the  Committee  cannot  but  appreciate  the  mo- 
tive here  adverted  to,  they  are  solicitous  to  remove  as  far  as  practi- 
<:able,  every  impediment  in  the  way  of  that  thorough  and  extended 
course  of  preparation  for  the  sacred  office  which  the  interests  of  piety 
mnd  the  welfare  of  the  Church  in  these  times  imperiously  demaijd. 
Accordingly  they  have  adopted  the  following  resolution,  viz;  *'That 
tthofle  beneficiaries  who  pursue  a  full  (i.  e.  three  years]  course  of  study 
^n-the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Uiocese  and  enter  into  Holy  Or- 
ders shall  be  discharged  from  all  obligation  to  repay  to  the  Board  any 
^portion  of  the  money  they  may  have  received  from  it."  The  effect  of 
this  resolution  will  be,  wc  think, in  a  great  degree  to  relieve  the  minds 
^>f  our  beneficiaries  from  anxiety  in  rcg^d  to  their  pecuniary  liabili- 
ties, and  at  the  same  time  secure  from  them  an  attendance  upon  that 
'Ail  course  of  study  which  the  wisdom  the  Church  has  prescribed. 

The  number  of  Missionaries  who  have  received  aid  from  the  funds 
^3f  the  Board  during  the  past  Conventional  year  is  12:  and  the  amount 
appropriated  to  their  support  has  been  $1.?G2,?H>. 
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The  parishes  which  have  been  assisted  in  this  if  aj  in  susMniiig'  the 
regular  ministration  of  Christian  ordinances  among  them,  are  as  fol- 
lows; St.  Thomas' Churchy  St.ClairsTille,  and  St.  Peter's  Church,  Mor- 
ristown;  St.  James'  Church,  Boardman,  and  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
Canfield;  Christ  Church,  Windsor,  and  St.  James'  Church,  Bataria; 
9t.  Timothy's  Church,  Massillon;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Radnor;  All 
Saints'  Church,  Portsmouth;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Medina,  and  St. 
Judo's  Church,  Montville;  St.  PauFs  Church,  GreenTille;  St.  Philip's 
Church,  Circle Fille;  St  Andrew's  Church,  Elyria;  Trinity  Charch, 
Troy;  St.  Philip's  Church,  Strongsville. 

The  receipts  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Committee  during  the  paet 
year,  as  will  appear  from  the  Treasurer's  report  have  been  for  jfis- 
sionary  purposes  $1045,52 — and  for  Educational  purposes  $TS2,78i 
leaving  a  deficiency  of  $304,20,  to  meet  the  appropriation  of  th«  past 
year.  But  inasmuch  as  about  $400  of  the  receipts  of  the  past  year  have 
been  applied  to  the  payment  of  appropriations  made  the  year  f  reviouSy 
the  actual  deficiency  is  about  $800,  to  meet  which  there  is  in  the 
Treasury  only  about  $70. 

The  Committee  would  say  a  word  in  regard  to  another  matter  en- 
trusted to  them  by  the  last  Convention.  They  were  empowered  to 
make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  collection  of  the  Salary 
voted  by  Convention  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  of  the  Diocese. 
On  this  subject  the  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  at- 
tended to  the  duty  assigned  them.  On  mature  consideration  they 
deemed  it  inexpedient  to  incur  for  the  last  year  the  expense  of  a  trav- 
elling agent,  hoping  that  the  amount  subscribed  to  the  Episcopate 
fund  might  be  raised  without  resorting  to  this  expedient.  They  are 
sorry  to  say,  however,  that  in  this  particular  their  expectations  have 
not  been  entirely  realized,  owing,  they  presume^  in  a  good  degree,  to 
the  extraordinary  monetary  embarrassments  to  which  the  whole  coun- 
try has  been  more  or  less  subjected  during  the  past  year. 

There  have  been  collected,  during  the  two  past  years,  of  the  amount 
subscribed  the  sum  of  $2960,75.  Of  this  sum  $S50  was  paid  to  Rev.  9fr. 
McElroy  for  his  services  as  Agent,  by  the  Committee  which  report- 
ed at  last  Convention,  and  the  remaining  sum  of  $2610,75  has  been 
paid  over  to  the  Bishop,  loaving  a  balance  duo  him  on  account  of  sal* 
ary,  travelling  expenses  and  postage  of  $468  25.

Reeolvfdy  That  this  Convention  have  heard  with  great  pleasure, 
the.  statements  made  by  tlie  Special  Agent  of  the  Greneral  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Sunday  Schooi  Union  in  relation  to  the  objects  pur- 
poses and  prospects  of  that  Institution,  and  th6y  hereby  recommend 
said  Institution  to  the  cordial  support  of  the  clergy  and  members 
of  the  Church,  m  this  Diocese. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Bissell  having  declined  servmg  on  the  Sunday  School 
Committee,  Judge  E^te  was  chosen  in  his  place. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wing,  Chairm'an  of  the  Committee  on  Assessments, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was,  on  motion,  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  assessments  have  bad  before  them  the  Treasury 
report  and  bills  diie  the  Convention  and  find  that  the  Convention  is  in- 
debted for  printing^  the  last  Journal  and  for  expenses  mostly  incured 
previous  to  that  time,  in  the  sum  of  $249  09. 

That  there  is  due  to  the  Treasury  of  the  Oeneral  Convention  the 
sum  of  $b9  making  the  present  indebtedness  of  the  Conventiot^  $398 
9  cts.  The  probable  expense  .of  printing  the  Journal  of  the  present 
Convention  will  be  about  $130  making  together  the  sum  of  $438  to 
be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of.  this  Convention  within  a  few  months. — 
To  meet  this  demand  there  is  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  the  sum  of  $202 
and  there  is  due  on  past  assessments  about  $60  leaving  nearly  $200 
still  due  and  \inprovided  for.  The  Committee  believe  the  present  as- 
sessment with  some  slight  increase  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  cur- 
rent expenses,  after  the  present  debt  is  paidr-but  to  meet  this  debt 
they  recommend  that  the  assessment  for  the  present  year  be  increas- 
ed one  half,  but  very  slightly  in  some  instances  as  follows.  (See  Ap- 
pendix.) 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  made 
a  report  which  was  accepted.     (See  Appendix.) 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Guion,  the  Convention  voted  to  have 
printed  800  copies  of  the  Journal  of  their  proceedings,  with  the 
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Constitution  and  Canons  annexed.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and 
tie  Secretary  of  the  Convention  were  appointed  a.  Committee  of 
Publication. 

On  motion,  Resolvedy  That  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Muenscher  and  Wing 
be  a  Committee  to  prepare  a  report  on  the  State  of  the  Church  for 
the  next  General  Convention,  in  accordance  with  Canon  X. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Caswell, 

Besolvedy  That  our  acknowledgments  are  due  to  our  Episcppal 
Brethren  of  Columbus,  and  to  the  citizens  generally,  for  their  great 
kindness  and  hospitality  to  the  members  of  this  Convention,  and 
they  are  hereby  most  affectionately  tendered. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wing  was  reelected  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

After  the  singing  of  a  Psalm  and  the  Episcopal  benedictioa,  the 
Convention  adjourned  «ifie  (fie.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EHSCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCE8C 

OF  OHIO. 


ARTICLE  L 

Tfaifl  Church,  as  a  conitituent  part  of  the  Protestant  EpUcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  coostitiithnKif  that  Churoh 
and  ackaowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  XL 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the  second  Thax*- 
day  afteir  the  first  Wednesday,  in  September,  of  every  year,  unless  otherwise  pn>- 
vided  by  a  preceding  Convention,  and  at  such  place  as  shall,  in  like  manner  be  pro- 
vided. But  if  the  place  should  not  be  appointed  by  the  preceding  Convention,  it 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  ;  or  in  ease  of  a  v«eHiey  4n  the 
Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Bishop,  with  such  clergymen  and 
lay-delegates  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly  assembled  in  Convention,  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum,  provided  that  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop,  such  clergymen  and  lay-delegates  as  shall  duly  anemble, 
constitute  a  quorum,  but  in  the  latter  case  only  so  far  as  to  adjourn  to  the  next 
day,  when  if  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  continue,  the  business  of  the  Conventioo 
shall  proceed. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.  The  Bishop 
and  every  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  eanonioally  in  charge  of  a  cosgregatioci  in 
union  with  this  Convention— or  employed  as  a  Missionary  under  the  ecclesiasti- 
cal authorit]^  of  the  same— or  regularly  engaged  as  an  instructor  in  any  incor^ 
porated  seminary  of  learning,  or  who  is  prevented  by  a^e  and  infirmities  from 
the  public  services  of  tlie  ministry  shall  be  members  of  this  ConveiUion,  provid- 
ed they  can  show  that  they  have  been  for  at  least  six  months  in  the  Diocese  as 
above  required.  Each  regularly  orgamxed  Church  or  congregation  in  canonical 
union  with  this  Church,  shall  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  lay-delegalef, 
not  exceeding  three,  unless  when  two  or  niore  congre^^ations  or  cmircfaes  are 
united  under  one  vestry,  when  delegates,  as  above  provided,  may  be  sent  from 
each.  The  delegates  of  each  congregation  or  church  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vole 
only.  No  person  under  eoclesiastitSd  oensure  or  process,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  iV. 

The  Biibop  shall  have  power  to  coll  special  Conventions  when  he  mty  jndge 
it  important  to  the  good  of  the  Church  ;  or  %'hen  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by 
the  Standing  Committee ;  and  in  cose  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the 
continued  absence  of  the  Bishop  from  the  Diocese  for  six  months,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  Convention,  and  shall  do  so  if  ap- 
plied to  for  the  purpose  by  any  five  Presbyters  or  Vestries  of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Canvention  and  shall  open,  or  cauM  it  to  be 
opened  with  prayer.  If  there  bp  no  Bishop  present,  the  Convention  shall  be 
called  to  order  by  the  Secretaiy,  and  hhall  elect  a  IVeudent  fitmi  among  the 
Presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

At  every  Annual  Convention,  aflcr  a  rita  voce  nomination,  a  Secretary  shall 
be  chosen  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  annual  Convention.  His 
duty  shall  be  to  take  Bunutes,  and  record  all  proeeedinge  of,  the  Convention; 
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o  aitett  its  public  actB— prenerve  its  records — to  notify  the  parishes  of  the  times 
nd  plsces  of  i^  stated  and  special  ConventicAis,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into 
he  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  papers  relative,  and  belong^ing,  to  the 
Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Officers  of  the  Convention,  Delegates  to  the  Greneral  Convention  and  members 
)f  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  l|e  elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity,  and  a  majority  of  votes  shall  be  required  for  an  election.  In  case  of  a 
^ure  or  omission  to  elect  any  officers  or  annual  committee,  the  persons  last 
elected  shall  continue  to  serve  till  others  be  chosen.  Elections  by  ballot  may  be 
dispensiKi  with  by  a  imaaimoos  vole  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  Convention  and  shall 
ionsist  of  three  clergymen  who  are  Presbyters,  and  of  three  kymen  who  are 
wnununicants  in  some  church  in  the  Diocese.  '  The  officers  of  said  Committee 
■eqoHed  by  the  4th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  shall  be  appointed  at  their 
irst  meeting.  Any  three  of  the  Committee,  the  whole  being  summoned,  pro- 
ided  one  be  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  when 
onvened  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop.  At  all  other  meetings,  a  majority  of  the 
oembers  shall  be  necessary  to  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlic  Secretary 
tf  this  Committee  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  proceedings  in  a  book  provided 
or  that  purpose ;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  papers  or  letters  addressed  to 
he  Committee,  to  attest  their  acts  and  to  deliver  to  nis  successor. all  books  and 
Mpan  which  in  virtue  of  his  office  may  have  been  committed  to  him.  The 
ninu*^^  of  the  Committee  and  all  papers  jn  their  hands  relative  to  the  Church 
thaU  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention.  Va- 
lancles  occurring  in  the  Committee  shall  be  supplied  by  vote  of  the  remaining 


ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  annual  Conven- 
tion ;  or  in  a  special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose  at  least  sixty  days  before 
the  time  appointed,  the  object  bein^  stated  by  notice  in  writing,  and  sent  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  every  clergyman  and  vestry  of  the 
Diocese.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  as  follows:— The  clergy  shall  vote  by 
ballot  for  some  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop.  Two-thirds  of  the  clergy 
present  shall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thus  made,  shall  be  commu- 
nicated  to  the  lay-members,  who  shall  proceed  to  vote  by  ballot  whether  to  re- 
ceive  or  reject  it,  two-thirds  of  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  clergy  and  lay-delegates  in  Convention,  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  and 
thai]  vote  as  such  on  all  questions  not  otherwise  provided  lor ;  except  when  m 
vote  bj  orders  is  called  for  by  five  members.  In  such  a  case,  the  comcurreiioe  of 
bsth  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  a  measure--and  on  every  ques- 
tioo  the  votes  of  a  minority  of  those  present,  or,  if  required  by  five,  the  votes  of 
I  majority  of  those  present  of  the  two  orders  respectively  shafi  decide. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  mode  of  Altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  fbllows:— A  proposition 
for  amendment  shall  be  mid  before  the  Convention  in  writing,  and  if  approved, 
shall  Me  over  till  the  next  annual  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  by  two-thirds 
of  the  two  orders  voting  separiitely,  the  change  shall  take  place;  and  the  Consti- 
lotion  thxis  altered  shall  be  obligatory.. 
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CANONS 

or  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE

CANON  I. 

Of  the  TVitU  if  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Biekop, 

Sec  1.  Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  thoofht 
to  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct  for  which,  according  to  Canon  XXXVII.  of  the 
General  Convention,  he  is  liable  to  be  tried  :  application  shall  be  made  in  writiaft 
with  the  name  of  everv  one  engaged  in  the  application  subscribed^  to  the  Stau* 
ing  Committee ;  and  if  it  appear  to  them  that  the  evidence  is  sufficient  todemsBd 
a  trial,  they  shall  forthwith  present  the  Clergyman  to  the  Bishop,  accordingly ; 
the  presentment  being  made  in  writing,  and  specifying  with  as  much  accnraey 
as  possible,  the  offence  or  offences,  with  particulars  of  time,  plioe  and  ciicn» 
stances. 

Sec.  2.  Presentment  being  made;  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  pre* 
sentraent  to  be  served  on  the  accused ;  and  shall  also  nominate  eight  Presbjten 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served 
on  the  accused,  provided  that  no  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  who  may 
have  joined  in  tne  presentment  be  included  in  such  nomination.  Ont  <^  the 
Presbyters,  so  nominated,  the  accused  shall  select  five  and  notiQr  their  names 
in  writing,  to  the  Bishop,  within  thirty  days  after  the  serving  aforesaid.  And  If 
he  do  not  give  such  notification  wititin  said  time,  the  Bishop  shall  select  fifV| 
and  the  Presbyters  so  selected,  shall  form  a  Board  for  the  tnal  of  the  aeeosi^ 
and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place,  (but  always  withil* 
this  Diocese)  as  they  shall  think  necessary. 

Skc.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  aud  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  shall  be  served,  at  least  tliirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused ; 
and  also  on  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  their  President,  or  one  of  their 
number  whom  they  may  appoint  for  the  purp-.ise,  shall  prosecute  the  case  and 
present  such  oral  or  documentary  evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation,  as  they 
may  be  able  to  obtain. 

Sec.  4.  If  at  the  time  of  the  ilrst  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  whole  number 
be  not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  and  if  it 
Khali  appear  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable 
time,  those  who  do  attend,  being  not  fewer  than  three,  shall  proceed  to  trialf  and 
a  majority  shall  decide  all  questions  and  render  judgment. 

Skc  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall,  befora  the  appointment  of  a  Boaid 
for  his  trial,  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  of  which  he-  is  accused,  the  Bishof 
may  immediately  proceed  to  pass  sentence ;  if  he  shall  not^thns  confess,  he  riMU 
be  considered  as  pleading  not  guUly. 

Sec.  (>,  In  case  a  Clergvnuin,  presented  and  notified  as  above  directed,  shall 
not  appear  before  the  Board  appointed  for  liis  trial,  the  Board  may  proceed  as  if 
he  were  present,  unless  they  should  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day.  And  if 
the  accused  shaU  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear  before  the  Board,  afVcr  due  present- 
ment and  uotificalion,  and  no  sufficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  be  giv- 
en, the  Board  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sentence  of 
suspension  from  the  ministry,  shall  pass  against  him  accordingly ;  but  the  seii' 
tence  may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if  within  three  calendar  months,  the  aoeos- 
cd  shall  tender  liiniself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  and  receive  his  trial ;  bat 
if  he  shall  not  so  tender  himself,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  facts  alledged  in  the 
pmsentment,  shall  proceed,  if  he  think  proper,  to  pass  sentence  of  degradation 
f^-om  the  ministry. 
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Sbc.  7.  At  their  first  meeting,  the  Board  shall  choose  a  President  from  their 
o^m  nomber,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  jfiom  their  own  number  or  otherwise, 
mm  they  may  determine  ;  and  before  proceeding  to  trial,  they  shall  adopt  and  de* 
dare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted ;  provided  however,  that  no 
layman  shall  advocate  for  either  party  in  the  trial ;  tbough  both  parties  may,  at 
their  optioo,  employ  or  consult  legal  or  other  advisers. 

Brc  8.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  thev  shall  hear  such  evidence  as 
may  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Secretary, 
■nd  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively  ;  and  some  officer,  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths,  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses  ;  and  the  examination  of  witnes9cs  and  all 
the  proceedings  of  the  trial,  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

Sec.  9.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party,  settincr  furth 
nliiCkctorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial ;  the 
Bisbop  may  appoint  some  clergyman  or  layman  to  act  as  a  Commissioner  to  take 
the  testimony  of  such  witness  ;  and  the  party  applying  as  above,  shall  give  to  the 
other  party  at  least  jEm  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony. 
And  u  the  person  or  persons  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  reside  more 
than  fbtiv  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day's  notice,  ex- 
dusve  of  Sunday,  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  raid  dis- 
tiaee.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness;  and  the  questions 
md  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be 
eertified  by  the  Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  tmnsmitted  to  the 
Board  andf  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined  before  such  Com- 
assioner,  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sxc.  10.     The  Board,  after  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare  in  a  writ- 
jag  signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charge  contained 
k  the  nresentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty  or 
Mt  goilCy  of  such  charges  respectively ;  which  decision,  together  with  the  evi- 
f  4noe  aad  an  attested  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
^  Bdiopv  accompanied  with  an  opinion  of  the  Board,  as  to  what  sentence  should 
}  \t  ivonounoed-— whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall 
V  tfftu  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed  in  severity  the 
[  watsnce  recommended  bj  the  Boahl,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.     But  the 
Uiop,  if  satisfied  that  justice  requires  .it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused, 
in  iHneh  case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  &  appointed,  including  none  of 
those  who  sat  upon  the  former  trial,  before  which  Board  the  proceedings  shidl  be 
Mndncted  as  before  provided. 

CANON  n. 

Qf  the  Vestry  qf  a  Okurek, 

Sic  1.     In  evcnr  Church  of  this  Diocese,  afYf>r  prayer,  there  shall  be  an  an-  ' 
Mai  election,  on  Kaster  Monday,  of  a  Vestry,  consistmg  of  not  less  than  five, 
•ad  not  more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue  in  omce  till  their  successors 
tie  appointed.     Two  of  these  Vestrymen  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  as  War- 
4iDs— one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  by  appointment,  the  Senior  Warden  of 
tbe  Parish — who,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the 
Ttstry.     In  his  absence  the  Junior  Warden  shall  preside.     The  Vestry  shsll 
elect  a  Secretary  whose 'doty  shall  be  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their 
proceedings — attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Vestry — preserve  all  records  and  pa- 
pers belonging  to  the  Parish— perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  legally  as- 
ligned  him,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  lUl  books 
and  documents  belonging  to  the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sect.  3.  In  electing  a  Vestry,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  has  not 
ngned  the  article  of  parochial  Association;  and  who  is  not  a  holder  or  renter  of 
>ne  entire  pew;  and  when  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  pew,  they 
ihall  be  entitled  jointly  to  one  vote.  In  those  parishes  in  which  there  are  no 
lewsheld  or  rented,  no  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  acontribu- 
or  to  the  Church  to  such  an  amount  as  the  respective  parishes  shall  appoint 

Sect.  3.     No  person  shall  be  elected  a  vestryman  who  is  not  a  pew  holder,  or 
qualified  voter  m  the  parish  for  which  he  is  elected. 
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8bct.  4.  If  any  Ve«tryinan  shall  be  guilty  of  loandalout  or  immoral  eondnet, 
or  shall  be  notoriously  immoral  in  his  general  character,  it  shall  be  the  doty  of 
the  Minister,  or  in  case  there  shall  be  no  Minister,  of  the  senior  Warden,  to  pre- 
sent him  to  the  Vestry,  who  shall  have  power,  on  being  satisfied  of  his  goilt,  to 
expel  him,  provided  always  that  at  least  two  thirds  concur  in  soch  ezpahuon,  and 
that  the  person  expelled  shall  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the  property  o^ 
the  Church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect  and  call  a  Minister  end 
provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during  tlie  celehntion 
of  divine  worship,  and  in  general  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Minister  in  whatever 
is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  fiirlherancc  of  the  Gospel ;  it  being  understood 
always  that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  tlie  Church  are  under  the  ezdusive  dizee* 
tion  of  the  Minister,  iu  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  and  laws  of 
the  Diocese. 

It  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  elements  for  the 
Lord's  Sup[)er— to  collect  the  Alms  at  the  administration  of  the  same ;  to  keep 
and  disburse  such  alms  in  case  tlie  Church  is  destitute  of  a  Minister— and  whik 
the  Church  in  destitute  of  a  Minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  jpublie 
worship  and  the  instruction  of  the  congregation  by  occasional  clerical  #ervioes  or 
by  lay-reading  as  circumstances  may  permit. 

(Parishes  now  incorporated  are  excepted  from  any  parts  <^  this  Canon  inter- 
fering with  their  articles  of  association  or  by-laws.) 

CANON  III. 

Cy  the  Admission  qf  a  Church  or  ConmgaUon  into  UnUm  wUk  the  Proletimmi 

Episcopal  Churdi  in  this  Diocese* 

To  enable  a  church  or  congregation  to  be  received  into  onion  with  the  Chnich 
in  this  Diocese,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  Vestry  submit  to  the  Conventioa, 
their  articles  of  association;  or,  if  mcoqiorated,  their  charter,  or  a  copy  theieoC 
duly  authenticated  according  to  law  ;  and  further  that  it  be  made  to  appear  ihsft 
suoli  cimrch  or  congregation  lias  acceded  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  wonfaip 
of  tlie  Protestant  EpiscnjKil  Church  in  the  United  States  and  the  Conslitatioo 
and  Canons  of  this  DJoc?dC.  A  certiHcate  shall  also  be  produced  fhrni  the  Bish- 
op— or  in  casi?  of  his  abiioncc  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate — from  a  majo- 
rity of  the  Standing  Committee,  tliat  notice  was  given  liim  or  them,  at  least  one 
month  before  tiis  Convention,  of  the  organisation  having  taken  place. 

CANON  IV. 

Attendance  on  Contention  j  and  Requisites  for  the  AdmissioA  of  Ijotf- Deputies. 

^  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  all  clergymen,  entitled' to  seats  in  the  Convention,  to 
attend  Uie  same,  and  of  every  church  or  congregation  in  union  with  the  Church 
in  this  diocese,  to  send  one  or  more  Lay-Delegates  to  the  Convention,  who  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  from  among  the  Communicants  of  tlie  Church  or  con- 
gregation to  be  represented,  and  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention  a  certificate 
signed  by  the  Secretary  of  tiie  Vestry,  or  by  the  Rector,  or  by  one  of  the  War- 
dens, in  substance  as  follows— viz: 
This  is  to  certify  that  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of  Charch 

held  on  the  day  of  A.  B.  who 

is  a  communicant  of  good  standing  in  said  Church,  was  appointed  a  Lay- Dele* 
gate  to  represent  the  same  in  the  cS>nvention  of  the  Protestant  Kpiscopal  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  to  be  holden  on  the  day  of  in  the 

year  of  our  Lord 

Signed 
Parishes  already  ineorporated  ore  exropted  from  so  much  of  the  above  Canon, 
as  would  interfere  with  their  articles  of  incorporation,  or  association. 

CANON  V. 
A  Ust  to  he  made  of  the  Ministers  m  the  Diocfse, 
Ssc.  1.    Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this 
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Diocese,  the  Bishop  ihall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  rainuten  oaaonically 
riiMent  in  the  Dioceeey  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Cures  or  Parishes 
•r  Stations  as  Missionaries;  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning  duly  incorporated, 
in  which  they  are  engaged — and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in  Parishes 
or  Missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above — their  places  of  residence  only, 
—specifying  at  the  same  time  who  of  any  class  are  Deacons — but  no  clergyman, 
whue  suspended  from  the  ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  such  list.  And  such 
list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  immediately  afler  it  shall  have  been  called 
to  order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  thereform.  The  same 
thsll  be  appended  to  the  Journal,  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

Sbc.  3.  When  the  ri^ht  of  any  clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  is  dis- 
puted, it  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  jprovisions  of  the  third  article  of  the 
Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself;  whether  his  name  bo  inserted  in  the  list 
aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  Parish  RegiMters  and  Parochial  Rqtoris, 

Sac.  1.  Every  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  the 
Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  solemnised  by  him;  or,  in  his 
parish  bv  any  other  Episcopal  minister:  specifying  the  names,  and  times  of  birth 
of  the  children  baptized,  together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors; 
the  names  of  the  adults  baptised,  and  also  of  the  witnesses  of  the  baptism;  the 
names  of  those  confirmed,  and  by  whom  ;  the  names  of  the  parties  mairied,  and 
of  persons  buried;  and  also  the  time  of  each  rite  respectively.  This  Re^ster 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister,  in  a  book,  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  belongmg  to 
the  Vestry  of  the  church  which  he  serves — which  book  shall  be  called  the  Parish 
Register,  and  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Parish. 

Sbc  2.  In  addition  to  the  Register  above  named,  the  Minister  of  each  Parish 
shall  keep  a  list  of  the  Communicants  and  of  families  within  his  cure — specify- 
ing the  time  when  the  former  became  communicants  of  the  church  under  his 
charge,  and  wheth^  by  removal  firom  the  communion  of  some  other  church  or 
otherwise. 

Sxc.  3.  Every  minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or,  before  the  day  of  every 
annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop — or  if  there  be  no  Bishop — to 
the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  mar- 
riages, funerals  and  persons  confirmed  within  his  cure  since  the  last  Convention 
ana  also  of  the  number  of  communicants,  specifying  the  removals  and  death,  also 
the  additions  to  ^e  communion,  and  whether  toe  last  have  been  by  removal  from 
the  communion  of  other  churches  or  otherwise,  since  the  last  Convention — and 
also  of  the  number  of  pupils  and  teachers  conneoted  with  Sunday-school  instruc- 
tion in  the  parish — and  of  the  number  of  persons  connected  with  Bible-class  in- 
struction, and  of  any  Missionary  or  other  benevolent  societies,  and  of  all  contri- 
bations  for  benevolent  obiects,  by  subscription  or  public  collections,  together  with 
a  concise  statement  of  whatever  other  matters  of  &ct  may  be  important  in  show- 
ing the  state  of  the  parish. 

CANON  vn. 

Of  vacant  Congregations. 

Whenever  a  parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  Vestry  imme- 
diately to  give  notice  to  the  Bishop. 

CANON  vin. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Conventien, 

The  Convention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual  meeting,  according  to  the 
the  provisions  of  tlie  7th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  four  clergymen  out  of 
Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  four  Laymen  who  shall  be  in 
good  standing  as  communicants  in  some  church  in  union  with  the  Diocese,  to  act 
as  Deputies  from  iWw  Diocese  to  tlie  General  Convention— -which',  deputies 
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ghall  continue  in  office  until  succesBora  are  choeen.  And  it  nhall  be  the  duty  of 
the  deputies  elect,  to  signify  to  the  Bishop  on  some  day  at  least  three  weeks  be- 
fore the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  whether  tney  will  attend  or  not,  to 
the  duties  of  their  office.  In  default  of  wliicli  signification,  or  in  case  of  the  de- 
clining of  amr  to  attend  the  €roneral  Convention,  the  Standing  Committee,  on 
notification  from  the  Bishop,  shall  proceed  to  appoint  as  many  clerical  or  lay-depu- 
ties as  may  he  necessary  to  constitute  a  full  representation  of  the  Dioeeae,  and 
the  person  or  persons  so  delegated,  being  furnished  with  the  certificate  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  depntiea  elec- 
ted by  the  Convention.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  notification 
on  the  part  of  deputies  elect  above  required,  shall  be  made  to  the  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  Lay-Readers. 

Noneshall  be  considered  as  authorised  to  officiate  as  a  Lay-reader  in  thir  Dio- 
cese, except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency,  witliout  a  written  license  from  the 
Bishop;  or,  incase  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee; and  lay  readers  shall  in  all  cases  confbrm  to  the  provisions  of  tlie  fith  Canon 
of  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  X. 

(J^prepanng  a  Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 

In  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  51  it  Canon 
of  the  Greneral  Convention,  a  Committee  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  shall 
be  appointed  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every  stated  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Convention,  todrofl,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the 
Bishop,  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  ConrctUioju 

Ssc.  U  In  addition  to  the  duties  assigned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
in  the  6th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  made  his  duty  to  send  to  the  Minister, 
or  in  case  there  be  no  Minister,  to  the  Wardens  of  each  parish  inuuion  witli  the 
Convention,  not  less  than  four  weeks  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
a  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  said  meeting,  togeUier  with  the  form  of 
a  Parochial  Re{>ort — and  a  form  by  which  to  certify  toe  appointment  df  lay-depu- 
ties, together  with  the  assessment  laid  upon  the  parish  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Diocese. 

Sic  3.     He  sliall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Prot.  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Cfon 
vention,  a  copy  ot  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  this  Dioeese— as  well  as  of 
any  Charge  or  Pastoral  Letter  recently  published — and  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion, a  certificate  ofthe  appointment  of  clerical  and  lay-deputies. 

CANON  XU. 

Of  the  TYeasurer  of  the  Contention. 

^  Sec.  1.  At  every  stated  Convention,  there  shall  be  elected  a  Treasurer  ofthe 
Convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse  all  monies  collected 
under  the  authority  ofthe  Convention,  ohd  of  which  the  collection  and  distribu^ 
tion  shall  not  be  oUierwise  regulated.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually 
to  the  Convention  and  examined  by  a  Committee  ofthe  same. 

Sxc.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacoucy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  supplied  by 
a  i>erson  clioseii  bv  the  Standing  Coouuitte,  who  shall  continue  in  ofUce  until  an 
election  is  made  by  the  Convention.

Of  MissUma,  and  (f  Education  for  the  Ministry, 

Skg.  1>  The  Church  of  Christ  Ueing  eflsentially  a  imsnonary  inttitutkm;  fttid 
«f«i7  part  thareof  pledged  by  the  ChrisUan  profesnon  to  the  support  of  the  Mia- 
sioBtry  vork;  and  the  education  of  yonng  men  for  the  ministry  beinc  absolutely 
necaHuy  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel  in  the  same  work—it  is  soIemnW  urg- 
ed vpOB  every  member  of  the  Church,  that  he  consider  his  Christian  profession 
as  InTolviog  direct  obligation  to  promote  tliese  objects. 

Bfeo.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  this  Diocese  to  instruct  the 
people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is  recommended  to  every 
member  of  the  Church  to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  store,  for 
these  purposes,  as  God  hath  prospered  him,  according  to  the  apostolic  direction. 
1  Cor.  zvi.  1. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  appointed,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention^ 
a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Bbhop  of  the  Diocese,  ex-offieio,  and  8  other 
nienri>ers— 4  clerical,  4  lay — elected  by  ballot,  to  be  called  the  Missionary  and 
Education  Committee.  To  which  shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and  reg- 
ulation of  Beneficiaries,  the  appointing  of  Missionaries,  and  Missionary  stations, 
and  the  making  of  all  appropriations  of  money  for  either  object. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  ba  the  privilege  of  the  contributors  to  designate  to  which  pur- 
pose, and  also  to  which  branch  ot  the  Missionary  cause,  if  such  be  the  designa- 
tion, their  contribution  shall  be  applied.  If  no  designation  be  made,  it  shall  to  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  Biahop  of  the  Diocese,  shall  pmido  in  all  meetiujgs  of  tbe  Com- 
nkittee,  when  he  is  present — if  ^}>sent,  a  chaihnan  pro.  tern,  shall  be  appointed. 

Sec  6.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place,  and  on  the  1st  day, 
of  the  annual  Conv^tion  of  the  Diocese,  and  at  such  other  times  and  places  as 
the  President  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  or  as  may  be  found  convenient  on 
their  own  adjournment.  Four  attending  members  shall  be  a  quorum;  and  every 
OMeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

8bc.  7.  No  Beneficiary  or  Missionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the  written 
eonaeat  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Stand - 
iMig  Committee  of  the  sdni3,  which  conseAt  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes. 

Sec.  8.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Secretary  of  the 
tf  arae  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year  then  terminated — whicli, 
^i^ith  the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  receipts  and  e.ipendilures,  shall  be  laid  be- 
fore th3  Convention,  ana  published  in  its  Journal  (either  entire  or  in  part ) 

Sec.  9.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall 
be  ez-cfido  members  of  the  Committee.      Vacancies  during  the  recess  of  the 


Convention,  may  be  supplied  bv  th  *  Committee.    No  monies  shall  be  paid  by  the 
er,  but  by  an  order  of  th?  Committee,  signed  by  the  President.

CANON  XIV. 

t  Of  A'.fe^allons  in  the  Cmnsnt  and  aidUions  thereto, 

*  No  proposition  to  alter,  or  add  to,  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  consider- 
0  ed  by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  after  one  day's  previous  no- 
tic?  thereof,  given  in  open  Convention;  nor  (unless  by  unanimous  consent,)  un- 
til it  shall  have  been  reported  on  by  a  Committee  ofat  least  two  clergymen  and 
1^  iviro  laymen.  ^  Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  additiarfl>e  adopted  during  the  same 
^Oonvention,  if  two  thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  not  concur  tnerein;  but

Sec  2.  The  Committee  thall  meet  Annually,  at  the  plaoe,  of  the  Aamial

Sxc.  3.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  At  every 
Annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Secretary  shall  submit  a  report  of  the 
transactions  of  the  year,  which,  with  the  Treasurer's  report  shall  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Convention,  and  published  in  its  Journal  (either  entire  or  in  part.)

Tho  Rev.  Mr.  McElroy,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Education 
made  the  following  report,  which  on  motion  was  accepted: — 

The  Committee  on  that  part  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop's  Address  to 
the  Convention,  in  which  the  Bishop  calls  the  attention  of  the  Diooesa 
to  the  subject  of  education  in  the  Church,  have  been  deeply  impress- 
ed, as  they  bav#  considered  the  subject  committed  to  thero»  with  the 
great  and  sad  extent  to  which  it  has  been  neglected.  Throaghout 
the  whole  Diocese,  with  but  one  or  two  exceptions,  no  preparatory 
schools  for  our  sons  have  been  instituted;  and  the  Theolog^cai  School 
and  College  at  Gambier  have  been,  for  years,  permitted  to  languish 
and  pine  under  an  accumulating  weight  of  pecuniary  embarrassments. 
But  while  some  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  education  of  our  sons 
in  the  Church,  the  education  of  our  daughters  in  the  Church  has  been, 
your  Committee  regret  to  say,  entirely  neglected.  They  have  been 
almost  entirely  permitted  to  grow  up  under  educational  prejudices 
decidedly  adverse  to  the  Church — to  her  liturgy  and  episcopate,  which, 
in  our  view  as  Churchmen,  are  so  essentially  necessary  to  the  purity 
and  stability,  order  and  peace,  extension  and  usefulness  of  the  Church. 
But  your  Committee  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  a  state  of  things  so 
unbecoming  us  as  Christians  and  Churchmen,  will  not  be  permitted 
much  longer  to  exist.  As  stated  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop,  two  projects 
are  now  on  foot  in  the  Diocese  to  establish  in  the  Church  female  schools 
of  decidedly  respectable  and  eT angelical  charactei^-one  at  Granville 
and  the  other  at  Delaware. 

The  condition  of  the  Granville  Female  Seminary  is  briefly  as  fol* 
lows:  The  property  consists  of  a  boarding  house  and  seminary  build- 
ing, in  a  delightful  situation,  having  been  built  four  years  since  for  ths 
purpose  of  a  female  boarding  school,  with  accommodations  for  about 
forty  boarders,  costing  not  far  from  $6,(XH)«  This  has  now  passed  into 
the  hands  of  the  Episcopali&ns,  for  which  the  sum  of  $2^000  is  agreed 
to  be  paid  to  the  Granville  College.  It  is  deeded  in  fee  simple  to.  ths 
Board  of  Directors,  and  by  stipulation  ten  out  of  sixteen  of  those  di« 
rectors  are  always  to  be  Episcopalians.  The  school  commenced  ope- 
rations on  the  20th  of  last  month  and  now  appears  to  be  doing  well. 
Rev.  Mr.  Sanford  and  Lady  have  been  put  in  charge  of  the  boarding 
house  as  head  of  the  family,  and  competent  and  experienced  teacher 
employed  in  the  various  departments  of  instruction.  Mr.  Ledden*b 
Museum  of  Cincinnati  has  been  contributed  for  the  use  tf  the  semina-* 
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ry,  and  chiBmical  and  philosophical  appaimttis  are  now  on  the  way  from 
Boston,  so  that  in  a  few  weeks  this  institution  will  be  furnished  with 
ever  J  facility  for  imparting  a  thorough  and  finished  education.  The 
ecclesiastical  relations  of  this  seminary,  contemplated  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  have  already  been  noticed  by  our  Bishop. 

At  Delaware  measures  have  been  taken  by  the  Episcopal  Churoh 
of  Delaware  to  secure  to  the  Diocese  for  the  purposes  of  female  edu- 
cation in  the  Church,  the  commodious  and  magnificent  mansion  at  the 
somewhat  celebrated  White  Sulphur  Spring  with  fr^i  twelve  to  fif- 
teen acres  of  grounds  tastefully  ornamented  with  shrn^ery  and  gray- 
eled  walks,  with  a  bath  house,  &c.  if  the  Convention  should  deem  it 
the  duty  of  the  Diocese  to  make  it  the  seat  of  a  diocesan  female  in- 
stitute. The  honse,  the  Committee  is  informed,  would  accommodatii 
from  eighty  to  a  hundred  young  ladies  with  their  principal  and  instrue* 
tors.  Your  Committee  commend  these  projects  to  the  favorable  eon- 
aideration  of  the  Convention.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Brooke  offered  the  following  resolution : 
Resolvedy  That,  while  the  Convention  deem  it  very  desirable  that 
female  education  should  be  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Church,  and  while  they  rejoice  in  the  efforts  now  being  made  for  that 
purpose,  they  consider  it  inexpedient  at  this  time  to  recomnoend,  or 
to  disapprove  of,  any  particular  institution. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hsensei  moved  to  strike  out  all  that  part  of  Bev. 
Mr.  Brooke's  motion,  which  follows  the  words  **Resolved  that,^  and 
substitute  the  following:  'Hhe  Convention  deem  it  very  desirable 
that  female  education  should  be  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Church,  and  have  had  great  satisfaction  in  learning  the  measures  to 
that  effect  talcep  by  members  of  the  church  towards  conducting  a 
Seminary  under  their  influence  chiefly,  at  Granville." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Col  ton,  moved  to  amend  Rev.  Mr.  HsensePs  motion 
by  adding  the  words,  ^'and  efforts  towards  a  similar  purpose  at  De- 
laware." 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Allen  moved  to  lay  the  original  resolution  aad 
amendments  on  the  table,  which  motion  was  lost.  The  question  be- 
ing taken  on  Rev.  Dr.  Colton's  amendment,  it  passed  in  the  affirma* 
tive.  The  question  being  taken  on  Rev.  Mr.  HaensePs  amendmenty 
as  thus  amended,  it  was  lost.  The  question  being  put  on  the  original 
resolution  as  oflered  by  Rev.  Mr.  Brooke,  \t  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

On  Motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Johns, 

Eesolvedj  That  this  Convention  feels  a  lively  Interest  in  the  sub- 
ject of  Christian  Education,  and  in  the  generous  efforts  of  the  mem- 
bers of  our  Church  in  Granville  and  Delaware;  but,  with  a  view  to 
bring  the  whole  matter  in  all  its  bearings  before  the  chureh  in  this 
Diocese,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  investigate  the  practicabi- 
lity and  the  best  mode  of  establishing  one  or  more  seminaries  of 
learning  in  this  Dicoese  to  be  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the 
Church,  and  that  said  committee  report  to  the  next  Convention. 

The  Rev.  JVfr.  McElroy  oflered  the  following  resolution:

The  Rev.  Mr.  McElroy,  asked  leave  of  absence  for  himself  from 
the  remaining  sittings  of  the  Convention,  which  on  motion  was 
granted. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hard  offered  the  following  Preamble  and  Resolu- 
tion, which  on  motion  were  laid  on  the  table  until  to  morrow. 

Whereas  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  and 
Kenyon  College  are  intimatoly  connected  with  the  progress  of  sound 
learning  and  true  piety  in  the  West;  and  whereas  this  Institution  is 
still  suffering  from  pecuniary  embarrassments;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convention  it  is  eminent- 
ly deserving  the  cordial  support  and  liberal  patronage  of  every 
friend  of  the  church  and  of  the  government  under  which  we  live. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Johns,  Brooke,  Bronson,  and  McElroy,  were 
appointed  a  Committee  on  the  Rev.  Mr.  Johns  resolution  in  refer- 
ence to  Christian  Education. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mucnscher,  presented  the  following  Report  of  the 
Missionary  and  Education  Committee,  which  on  motion  was  accept- 
ed: 

Third  Ahhual  RspoaT  or  ths  Missionary  amd  Educatiov  Com- 
mittee. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Convention,  tho  MiBsionarj  and  Education 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  have  made  appropriatioDS  to  ten  Misaiooft- 
ries,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $1277  50.  'Ihe  Churches  which  have 
thus  been  aided  in  the  support  of  the  ministry,  are  St.  Paul's,  Utiea; 
-Christ  Chnrch,  Windsor,  and  St.  James',  Batavia;  Su  Andrew's,  Ely- 
ria;  St.  PauPs,  Radnor;  St.  Philip's,  Btrong:TilIe  and  Christ  Church, 
Lifarpool;  St.  James',  Cross  Creek,  and  St.  John's,  Springfield,  Jefier- 
•on  county;  All  Saints',  Portsmouth,  and  St.  TimoUiy's,  Mastillon. 

Appropriations  have  also  been  made  to  nine  Rcneficiafies,  amount- 
ing to  $430.  Of  these  beneficiaries  two  are  prosecuting  their  colle- 
giate studies  at  Gambier,  and  seven  are  or  have  been  members  of  the 
Theological  department  of  our  Seminary.  One  of  the  latter  has  been 
admitted  to  deacon's  orders  and  another  is  expected  to  be  ordained 
during  the  session  of  the  present  Convention.  The  number  of  Benefi- 
ciaries has  been  less  the  past  year  than  either  of  the  two  preceding 
years,  partly  from  t;hc  fact  that  fewer  young  men  seem  to  be  turning 
their  attention  to  the  ministry,  and  partly  from  the  circumstance  that 
a  considerable  number  of  those  who  are  pursuing  their  studies  with 
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Teference  to  the  ministerial  work  either  support  thcmselTes  or  are 
essiated  by  their  particular  friends.  But  while  there  has  been  a  re- 
duction in  the  number  of  beneficiaries,  there  has  also  been  a  corres- 
ponding diminution  in  the  amount  of  receipts  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Committee  for  this  specific  object.  The  receipts  for  Education  dCf- 
ring  the  year  ending  September  1836,  were  $1204,  and  during  the  year 
ending  Sept.  1897,  $782:  while  during  the  last  year  they  have  amount- 
ed to  only  $411. 

The  diminished  resources  of  the  Committee  have  likewise  compell- 
ed them  to  curtail  the  appropriations  to  Missionaries  to  the  least  pos- 
sible amount,  and  also  to  reduce  the  number  of  Miisionaries  from  12 
to  lOi  The  receipts  for  missionary  purposes  during  the  past  year, 
according  to  the  Treasurer's  Report,  have  been  $1223. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Allen,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  unfinish- 
ed business  of  the  last  Convention,  reported  that  the  Committee 
find  only  a  Resolve  on  page  39  of  the  Journal  in  reference  to  Ken- 
yon  College,  which  does  not  require  any  action  of  this  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Guion,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Sunday 
Schools  made  the  following  report  which  on  motion  was  accepted: 

The  Simday  School  Committee  in  presenting  their  fint  report  to 
the  Convention  are  unable  to  say  more  than  that  the  work  has  been 
commenced.  After  much  delay  occasioned  by  the  difficulty  of  find- 
ing suitable  places  and  persons,  three  Depositories  have  been  open<> 
ed,  viz:  in  Ciacinnati,  Columbus  and  Cleveland.  Agreeably  to  a. 
resolution  of  the  Coramittee,an  assessment  was  made  on  the  several 
parishes  so  as  to  raise  $300  in  each  district  for  the  establishment  of  a. 
Repository .  In  the  Cincinnati  district  $196  has  been  collected  for  this 
purpose;  in  the  Columbus  district  $40;  but  nothing,  we  regret  to  say^. 
has  been  collected  in  that  of  Cleveland. 

Books  to  the  amount  of  $1900  have  been  purchased  of  the  Gkn^raL 
Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union.  The  amount  of  sales  ^t  the  Cincin* 
nati  depository  is  $77,92;  Columbus  $74  44;  Cleveland  $35.  Instead 
of  $900  for  the  establishment  of  these  depositories  only  $296  have 
been  received.  It  is  highly  important  that  something. should  be  dona 
to  relieve  the  Committee  from  their  present  embarrassment  and  to 
place  the  depositories  on  a  firm  foundation. 

Reports,  some  of  which  are  of  a  very  encouragping  character,  have 
been  received  from  32  Sunday  Schools,   numbering    together  238  '^ 
teachers  and  2050  scholars  and  containing  in  their  libraries  4749  ^ 
volumes.    It  is  hoped  that  every  friend  of  Christ  will  remember  the 
Sunday  School  cause,  and  show  his  interest  in  it  by  his  promptness  in 
sustaining  and  urging  it  forward.

churches;  2  have  died,  5  remored  and  1  stricken  off  far  non-attendance,  making 
the  present  number  50;  Children  in  Sunday  School  about  180 — ^girls  190  and  boys 
50^-Teacher8  24.  The  average  attendance  is  larger  than  it  was  last  year,  though 
the  aggregate  number  is  somewhat  smaller.  Confirmations  12;  Communion 
Offesngs  ^6;  Contributions  to  the  Sunday  School  $20,  to  the  Episcopal  Fund 
$40,  and  by  the  ladies  from  work  and  donations  for  purchasing  a  lot  for  a  panon- 
age  $150;  also  the  Rector's  expenses  to  the  Convention.  The  Friday  night  lec- 
tures and  catechising  have  been  much  interrupted  by  the  long  continued  bad 
health  of  the  minister.  But  the  word  preached,  by  the  divine  blessing,  has  been 
productive  of  more  than  usual  effect  in  his  ministry,  and  the  advancement  of 
the  Church  and  congregation  has  been  decidedly  encouraging.  To  God  be  all 
the  glory  through  Jesus  Christ. 

ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  UTICA. 

Rkv.  N.  Badgxr,  MnSIOITART. 

The  Rev.  N.  Badger  reports  that  immediately  afler  his  ordination  last  Fall,  he  "^ 
entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  in  connection  with  St  Paul's  Church, 
Utica,  and  Trinity  Parish,  Knox  county.  During  the  first  seven  months  his  time 
was  divided  between  Che  two  places,  in  the  proportion  of  three  fburths  to  the  for- 
mer and  one  fourth  to  the  latter.  Since  the  expiration  of  that  time  his  labouis 
have  been  chiefly  confined  to  Utica  and  its  vicinity;  where  he  has  Baptized,  1 
idult,  and  2  infants,  and  solemnized  2  Marriages.  Of  the  Conmiunicants,  during 
Ihe  year,  1  has  Removed,  2  have  been  Confirmed,  and  4  have  been  Added; 
Nrhole  number  21.  There  are  35  Sunday  School  sc'holars.  The  Weekly  Offer- 
ings of  the  Church  for  the  General  Missionary  Society  have  amounted  to  12 
loUars  33  etaits.  It  is  believed  that  but  few  parishes  have  done  more  than 
this,  in  proportion  to  their  strength,  to  support  a  Minister  among  them,  and  to 
bold  up  his  hands  by  their  progress  and  seal.

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8l  Mufiaget  3.  Coofiiiiied  8»  A  mmday  ecfaool  library  baa  been  obtained  oon- 
wsling  of  about  86  Tolamef ;  tnd  a  amall  acbool  bas  been  kept  op  during  tbe 
muniiier;  but  as  there  are  bat  few  children  in  the  familiee  belonging  to  tht 
ehorchf  a  large  attendance  cannot  be  expected.  There  is  also  a  Bible  cl^  un- 
der tbe  instroction  of  the  Minister  of  the  parish>  which  meets  upon  the  evenbug 
of  each  Sabbath  when  divine  service  is  performed.  The  female  memibers  of 
the  church,  and  some  others  associated  with  them,  have  feiined  themselves  into  a 
cirde  of  indastry,  and  tbe  avaib  of  their  labor  since  this  formation  amount  to 
between  11  and  12  dollars,  which  is  designed  to  be  appropriated  to  some  object 
connected  with  the  interests  of  the  Church.  Hitherto  divine  service  has  been 
held  here  but  one  half  of  the  time.  The  interests  of  the  parish  demand  the  entire 
labors  of  a  clergyman,  but  this  cannot  be  expected  without  considerable  aid  from 
abroad.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  patient  and  persevering  industry  in  prekch- 
ing  the  word  '*in  season  and  out  of  season,"  with  the  divine  blessing,  will  even- 
tually result  in  the  firm  establishment  and  increasing  growth  of  our  church  in 
this  place,  though  the  laborer  may,  for  some  time  to  come,  be  obliged  to  labor 
with  little  apparent  success. 

St.  John's  Church,  DovxR.— -Communicants,  14.  Baptisms,  infants  7.  Fu- 
nerals 3.  Marriages  3.  Confirmed  10.  Sunday  School  scholan,  about  30.  This 
parish  has  had  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  but  one  fourth  of  tbe  time  during  the 
year  past,  and  though  anxiously  desiring  and  ready  to  sustain  a  larger  portion 
of  ministerial  labor,  yet  thb  is  all  that  the  present  circumstances  of  their  min- 
■ter  will  enable  him  to  give  them.  With  much  self-denial  they  have  provided 
themselves  with  a  comfortable  house  of  worship,  sufficiently  large  for  present  de- 
mand. The  parish  is  flourishing  temporally,  and  it  is  hoped,  spiritually,  while 
the  prospect  of  inciease  for  the  time  to  come  is  quite  encouraging. 

St.  Johu's  Church,  WiKXMAir.^-Communicants  17.  Baptisms,  adult  1. 
Confirmed  11.  This  parish  has  been  in  existence  a  little  more  than  a  year. 
A  short  time  previous  to  its  organization,  but  one  family  was  known  as  Episco- 
pal The  congregation  which  now  assemble  to  hear  the  preaching  of  the  word, 
af«  generally  as  large  as  their  means  of  accommodati6n  will  allow.  It  is  in  con- 
templation to  erect  a  house  of  worship  as  soon  as  the  circumstances  of  the  parish 
will  permit,  and  considering  the  great  want  of  such  a  house,  it  is  hoped  that  a 
work  so  desirable  may  be  accomplished  during  the  coming  year. 


ST.  MATTHEWS  CHURCH,  HAMILTON.

Since  my  connexion  with  SL  Matthew's  Church,  of  Hamilton  and  Roasville, 
my  labours  have  been  given  with  few  exception  to  this  parish. 

To  the  number  of  Communicants  reported  at  the  last  Convention  have  been 
added  9,  5  have  removed,  making  the  present  number  27.  The  number  of  fami- 
lies belonging  to  the  parish  is  25.  Baptisms,  5—3  children  and  2  adulU.  Mar- 
riages 8.  Burials  6,  two  of  which  were  connected  with  the  congregation.  The 
number  of  childien  bebnging  to  the  Sunday  School  as  enrolled,  is  84,  between 
60  and  60  of  which  have  been  in  regular  attendlbce.  They  are  Uught  by  11 
teachers,  6  male  and  4  female,  beside  the  superintendent  The  Sunday  school 
libraij  contains  164  volumes.  . 
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A  ladies'  tewing  circle  has  been  in  successful  operation  for  the  last  year.  The 
aTails  o!  their  labor  have  amounted  to  $300,  a  large  proportion  of  which  was 
appropriated  to  the  purchasing  of  necessary  furniture  for  the  church. 

I  have  visited  Eaton,  the  county  seat  of  Preble  County,  twice  and  preached  4 
times.  I  found  a  fovorable  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  people  toward  the 
church,  and{after  consulting  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fiske  of  Indiana  who  was  with 
me,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  organize  a  parish,  which  was  accordingly  done, 
under  the  name  of  St.  John's  Church.  Mr.  Fwkit  has  since  officiated  there  oo- 
caaionally  and  1  believe  the  prospects  continue  fiivourable.

V  church  (55  by  35  feet)  is  expected  to  be  so  &r  finished  this  fkll,  mm  to 
0  worship  in  it  during  the  winter. 
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Commonicaats,  added  4,    remoTed  1,    died  I, — ^70.    Marriafet  1.    Fuiwrali 
6.    Baptismt,   infants  3.    Contributed  to  the  Education  and  Missionary  Com- 
mittee $21  60.    I  have  preached  fiftj  two  times  at  St  James'  Church,  and  in 
the  neighborhood. 

St.  John's  Church,  SpRnroriKLD. — ^I  ha?e  preached  in  this  choich  sixty  two 
times.  This  parish  till  my  arriral  had  not  had  regular  servieesy  but  I  found  the 
people  well  disposed  to  receive  instruction.  I  officiated  here  every  fourth  Son- 
day.  The  best  proof  I  can  give  of  the  interest  the  people  take  in  our  senricef, 
is  the  excellent  congregation  that  assembles  every  Tuesday  evening  at  our  lec- 
tures. We  have  had  a  good  Sunday  school,  but  it  has  suffered  considerably  for 
want  of  teachers.  The  ladies  of  Christ  Church,  Cincinnati,  have  kindly  presest- 
ed  it  with  a  library  of  books,  v^hich  we  hope  will  prove  the  means  of  reviving 
the  seal  of  our  friends  at  home  in  this  cause. 

Conminnicants,  added  6, — total  29.  Baptisms,  infants  10,  adults  % — 12.  Fune- 
ral 1.  Marriages  1.  Contributed,  to  the  Education  and  Missionary  Committee 
(15  77,  and  to  the  Wilberforce  Colonization  Society  $10  37). 

The  surrounding  country  has  a  considerable  number  of  persons  belonging  to 
our  Church  scattered  over  it;  and  the  only  plan  I  could  devise  to  gather  them  in, 
was  to  preach  frequently  on  week  day  evenings  at  as  many  points  as  possible) 
and  to  give  the  fourth  Sunday  to  those  places  which  might  appear  most  eligiUf* 
I  began  with  Richmond;  I  was  received  with  considerable  attention  by  the  inhab- 
itants, and  always  had  a  good  congregation,  but  after  preaching  twelve  tidMS  to 
them,  discontinued  my  visits,  having  received  urgent  calls  from  other  places  in 
which  it  appeared  more  likely  to  establish  our  Church.  I  hope  when  I  have  toon 
time,  to  resume  my  labours  in  that  place. 

At  Amsterdam  I  have  better  prospects.  Although  the  village  is  but  smiOi  I 
can  reckon  about  seven  families  connected  with  us,  and  several  more  veiy  fovoift* 
biy  disposed.  I  have  preached  here  twenty  times,  and  hope  soon  to  forin  * 
parish  amoug  them. 

At  Deersville  I  found  a  settlement  of  English  and  Irish  people  attached  to  ibe 
church.  I  was  not  only  kindly  received  by  them,  but  my  labours  have  not  been 
in  vain.  A  parish  was  formed  there  last  June  under  the  name  of  St  Albtn/ 
Church,  and  consists  of  about  twenty  families.  I  have  baptized  there  seven<^- 
dran,  and  four  adults,  one  of  them  by  immersion,  and  have  preached  twentj-ott 
times. 

Hagarstown,  has  given  me  much  encouragement  The  people  had  almo*^ 
given  up  hopes  of  a  minister,  when  I  first  visited  them.  I  formed  a  parish  in 
this  place  under  the  name  of  St  Barnabas'  Church  last  February.  It  consifta 
of  about  fifteen  families.  A  small  stone  church  (24  by  30  feet)  is  now  being 
erected.  The  people  are  pious  and  devotedly  attached  to  our  communion.  I 
have  baptized  in  this  parish  five  children,  and  have  preached  twenty  times. 

Scott's  Ridge  is  a  numerous  settlement  from  the  north  of  Ireland,  and  wonU 
once  have  constituted  a  large  parish.  Many  of  the  people  are  aged,  and  tht 
whole  of  them  very  attentive  to  their  minister.  I  have  preached  here  eight  timcii 
and  at  the  village  of  Hanover  ten  times.  At  New  Philadelphia  I  have  preached 
twice  and  at  East  Port  once.  Both  of  these  points  are  likely  amply  to  repay 
the  attention  of  a  Missionary,  if  they  could  have  his  constant  services.  Thi 
Rev.  Thomas  West  has  recently  taken  charge  of  these  six  last  mentioned  plaeta. 
Carrolton  once  afforded  me  considerable  hopes.  1  was  well  reoeived  bj  the  is. 
habitants  and  have  preached  six  times  in  the  Court  House,  Methodist  meeting* 
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and  Prtabyterian  Churchy'  but  for  eerUin  local  eautfe*,  1  faar  the  tima  it 
hardly  come  to  effect  noch  for  our  church.  At  Waynetburj^  we  have  eevertU 
luniUes;  I  have  preached  here  but  twice,  and  at  Augusta  once.  This  last  is  a 
feftleoaeat  of  English,  consisting  of  about  tliirty  families.  Most  of  tliem  had 
settled  in  that  neighborhood  when  the  country  was  but  thinly  inhabited,  and 
being  so  far  removed  from  all  our  congregations,  they  scarcely  knew  of  the  ez- 
istence  of  our  church  in  this  State.  I  found  that  many  of  them  had  been  train - 
•d^lp  in  the  ways  of  Reliffion  ftom  their  youth.  They  would  scarcely  suffer  me 
to  leaTe  them  without  promiamg  to  visit  them  more  frequently  than  my  present 
tagagements  will  allow. 
Beeides  the  places  I  have  mentioned^  I  have  preached  twenty  three  times. 


ST-  JAMES'  CHURCFI,  PIQUA,  AND  TRINITY  CHURCH,  TROY. 

Rev.  Alvaii  Guiok. 

I  have  performed  divine  service  re^arly  in  St.  James*  Chqrch,  Fiqua,  every 
ewond  Sunday.  From  the  commencement  of  my  i labors  in  this  Parish  I  have 
ftlt  a  deep  anxiety  for  the  present  and  future  liappincss  of  the  young.  During 
the  past  year  God  has  been  pleased  to  give  me  an  evidence  that  my  labours  aod 
pn^eri  and  efforts  in  their  behalf  have  not  been  altogether  in  vain.  Most  of 
thoM  who  have  come  forward  since  last  Convention,  to  give  themselves  away  to 
the  Ijordy  and  to  seal  for  the  first  time  their  vows  of  obedience  to  him  are  young 
persons. 

It  u  evident  that  there  is  among  my  beloved  and  united  flock  in  Piqua,  a  grow, 
lag  respect  for  their  Pastor,  not  as  a  man,  but  as  Christ'  ambassador;  a  growing 
determination  to  stand  by  him  in  every  time  of  trial,  and  to  second  him  in  all 
his  efforts  to  promote  the  cause  of  the  Son  of  God.  Since  last  Convention  a 
Hnonage  33  feet  by  27,  has  been  put  up  and  enclosed,  which  when  finished  will 
be  a  comfortable  residence  for  the  Rector  and  a  lasting  benefit  to  the  parish. 

The  Female  benevolent  society  of  St  James'  Church  has  increased  during  the 
year* both  in  the  number  and  zeal  of  its  members;  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
have  been  regularly  kept  up  every  two  weeks.  Prayers  are  offered  at  the  meet* 
legs  by  the  Rector,  and  suitable  pieces  are  selected  and  read  by  him,  usuaUy 
from  the  Spirit  of  Missions. 

A  portion  of  my  time  has  been  spent  in  the  Parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Troy 
and  a  yet  smaller  portion  in  that  of  St.  PauFs  Chuich,  Greenville.  My  visits 
to  the  latter  place  have  been  very  kindly  and  thankfully  received.  The  parish- 
ioners there  have  repeated  again  and  again  their  anxiety  to  receive  more  frequent 
visits;  they  have  given  substantial  proof  of  their  respect  for  the  Minister  of 
Christ.

The  Minister  of  St  Luke*s  Church,  Marietta,  reports  to  the  Bishop  that  di- 
vine serrice  has  been  regularly  performed  in  his  parish  t^ce  every  Lord's  dtj 
daring  the  period  since  the  last  Convention.  He  has  been  absent  from  the  psiiih 
on  one  Lord's  day,  when  he  administered  the  communion  in  a  neighboring  paiiih 
in  Virginia.  A  week  day  evening  lecture  has  been  kept  up,  and  a  sunday  school 
which  numbers  43  scholars  with  8  teachers,  superintended  by  the  minister  him- 
sel£  He  has  baptized  2  infants,  buried  1  child  on  this  side  and  4  on  the  Virginit 
shore  of  the  river,  and  married  1  couple. 

In  stating  the  present  number  of  communicants  at  39,  it  is  needfol  to  meotloa 
that  the  minister  found  on  the  list,  when  he  assumed  the  charge  of  the  ptrid, 
several  Grermans  who,  it  appears  from  the  information  he  has  received,  uied  to 
take  the  communion  in  this  church  formerly,  when  no  person  was  in  the  Coootj 
who  preached  in  their  own  language.  These  two  years  there  has  been  a  Gtr- 
man  ministry  on  the  congregational  model  in  this  town  tad  county;  5  of  the 
eommmunicants  reported  last  year  had,  it  is  understood,  become  attendtttsupon 
that,  before  the  present  minister  entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  parish  and  m 
consequently  not  counted  any  longer.  1  hss  been  suspended.  2  have  beta 
added  to  the  number  of  communicants,  making  the  whole  as  above  stated. 

The  parish  has  made  very  creditable,  and  not  unsuccessful,  exertions  towtrdi 
paying  off  the  remaining  chnrch  debt,  besides  suppoKing  a  minister;  it  remtini, 
however,  embarrassed,  and  has  been  unable  as  yet  to  contribute  to  missionary  aad 
other  general  objects,  except  to  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

The  present  minister,  being  about  to  retire  from  the  charge  of  this  pariih, 
earnestly  prays  that  the  Lord,  whom  he  has  imperfectly  endeavoured  to  serve  it 
ministering  to  it,  may  send  a  prayerful,  simplehearted  and  soul-loving  hiboier 
to  ^nter  into  this  field,  and  cheerfully  would  he  hope  that,  to  such  a  psstor,  it 
would  be  given  to  gather  into  the  fold  some  of  the  lambs  and  the  sheep  of  Ckiiit 
BOW  straying  in  the  wilderness.

There  have  been  but  very  few  additions  to  our  Communion  dniing  this  tmie; 
alili  I  trust  some  good  has  been  done.  Our  congregation  is  both  attentive,  and 
••erious,  duriog  the  solemn  worship  of  the  sanctuary.  '*My  heart's  desire,  and 
grayer  to  God  is,"  that  the  word  preached  unto  them  may  indue  time  be  blessed, 
to  their  spiritual  and  eternal  good.  During  the  past  year  6  haveheen  confirmed, 
5  have  been  added  to  the  communion,  7  removed  to  other  places,  present  number 
of  communicants  46.

Our  Sunday  schools  though  small  are  in  a  prosperous  state.  Mnch  credit  ui 
due  to  the  Superintendent  and  Teachers  for  their  perseverance  in  this  good  work. 
Also  grateful  acknowledgments  are  due  to  the  ladies  composing  the  Female  Mis- 
tioiiftry  Society  of  St  Philip's  Church,  for  their  aid  in  helping  the  church  to 
•end  the  Gospel  to  the  destitute.  I  trust  their  labours  for  this  hallowed  object 
may  be  blessed  both  to  themselves  and  others. 

Monies  colleeted  from  the  parish  during  the  last  year:  for  Protestant  Episcopal 
Sunday  School  depository  at  Columbus  $10,  for  the  establishment  of  a  Female 
Institution  at  Granville  $50,  for  defraying  convention  assessment  $8,  for  Do- 
mestic Missions  $53,  for  Foreign  Missions  $30j  for  Diocesan  Missions  $45,  for 
the  same  object  a  free  will  offering  from  Mr.  Joseph  G.  Doddridge  $100,  from 
the  same  gentleman  to  the  Episcopal  Fond  $20, — ^total  $316.

This  Parish  is  still  suffering  for  want  of  room  to  aocommodate  the  oongrega- 
tioB.    The  new  church  edifice  which  has  been  for  more  than  two  years  m  build- 
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ing[  will  not  be  e<mipleted  before  the  ensuing  Cbriftinat.  Aboo  t  aiiie  montiHr 
since,  Divine  service  began  to  be  held  in  tlie  basement,  but  not  more  than  three ' 
fourths  of  thbse  who  were  disposed  to  attend  could  be  conveniently  accommoda- 
ted. The  minister  of  this  parish  has  not  been  left  without  some  jSeasmg  €▼!•> 
denees  of  the  Divine  blessing  upon  his  labors.  In  that  kind  spitit  which  fatts 
characterized  the  preceding  history  of  this  congregation,  100  dollars  hae  been 
mdded  to  his  salary,  besides  New  Year's  presents  to  the  amount  of  about  $100. 
Thus  by  increasing  his  means  for  more  extensive  usefulness  and  by  affor£ii|^ 
gratifying  testimony  of  their  affectionate  and  tender  regards  for  him  and  his  Ik- 
mily,  they  have  in  a  most  happy  manner  strengthened  his  hands  andencoorafed 
his  heart  under  the  multiplied  labors  and  trials  of  the  miniBtijr.  Every  fburtli 
Sabbath  he  has  preached  in  the  country  about  six  miles  distant  in  Wayne  town* 
ship,  on  which  occasions  his  pulpit  has  been  supplied  by  the  Rev.  H.  Dyer,  from 
Gambier.  In  consequence  of  a  third  service  held  at  Fredericktown  and  in  other 
sections  in  the  country,  he  has  not  been  able  to  give  but  a  very  little  attentioii 
to  the  Sunday  school.  In  this  department  his  place  has  been  well  supplied  by- 
the  superintendent  Mr.  C.  P.  Buckingham,  and  other  members  who  are  ready  for 
every  good  work.

The  minister  of  this  parish  regrets  that  he  has  nothing  of  special  interest  to 
report  to  this  convention.  Tiie  usual  services  have  been  rendered  to  the  churches 
at  Boardman  and  Canfield,  and  during  several  months  a  third  service  has  been 
held  at  the  school  house  in  Poland  once  in  two  weeks,  which  has  been  attended 
by  the  most  respectable  inhabitants  of  the  village^  and  it  is  believed  that  some 
spiritual  good  has  resulted  from  those  ministrations.  The  services  at  Warren 
have  been  suspended;  but  the  hope  is  cherished  tliat  they  will  be  resumed  under 
better  auspices  by  some  individual  residing  on  the  spot.  A  missionary  stationed 
in  this  iiourishijig  town,  who  could  occasionally  extend  his  services  to  Garretts* 
viUe  and  Parkman  would  find  much  to  encourage  liim  in  his  labours.  In  addition 
to  the  services  rendered  in  the  pari&h,  I  have  preached  and  held  services  daring 
the  past  year  at  each  of  the  following  places  once,  Wheeling,  Steubenvillef  Park- 
man,  Wooster  and  Medina;  Uak/t  at  Massillon,  Franklin,  Norwalk  and  St  dair> 
ville;  and^bur  iimt»  each  at  Garrettsville,  Warren,  and  Cuyahoga  Falls.

On  Palm  Wednesday  evenrngr  t  received  deacons*  orders  by  the  Rt  Rer.  Bifb^ 
op  Mcllyaine  in  the  char6h  at  Mount  Vernon .  On  the  following  Stindaj  morn* 
in^  I  preached  in  |.the  chapel  at  Gambier,  and  on  the  succeeding  Monday  evenix^ 
«t  Moont  Vernon;  Sunday  April  15th,  performed  divine  service  in  Christ  Churoliy 
Dayton.  On  my  return  home  and  during  my  subsequent  residence  at  lima,  by 
request  I  officiated  several  times  in  the  Methodist  Church  at  that  place. 

Having  received  an  invitation  to  visit  the  vacant  parishes  at  Worthio|rtoDand 
Berkshire,  lacoordingly  proceeded  to  Worthington  and  officiated  in  St.  John'* 
Choreh,  on  the  first  and  second  Sundays  after  Easier.  Thence  I  came  to  Berk- 
dure,  perfbrmad  funeral  service  in  Grace  Church,  on  Friday,  pitched  Saturday 
evening,  and  twiee  the  following  Sunday;  once  also  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  the 
VQOceediiig  Alonday  evening,  at  Delaware^  Having  accepted  a  call  to  these  par* 
ishes  1  moved  to  Worthington  in  July  last  and  took  the  pastoral  charge  of  tliem: 
officiatiag  regularly  every  alternate  Sunday  in  each  parish.  In  St  John's  Churck, 
hsptixed  2  in&nti.  Marriage  1.  Sunday  scholars,  males  43,  females  54,  togetk* 
er  97.  Teachers,  males  6,  females  9,  making  15.  In  this  church  is  a  Ladies'  Mis- 
sionary Society.

Id  September  of  1837  when  the  present  Hector  assumed  the  charge  of  this 
chorch,  he  found  in  its  communion  thirty  six  parsons;  four  of  whom  havd  sines 
been  removed.  There  have  been  added  during  th6  past  year  thirty;  of  Whidi 
number,  six  are  new  members,  and  the  rest  arc  from  other  Parishes.

Through  the  blessing  of  God  and  the  liberality  of  the  congregation 
this  sum  was  raised,  and  the  church  is  now  entirely  relieved  of  its  heavy  emimr- 
rassment:  a  small  sum  amounting  to  about  fiflecn  hundred  dollars  is  still  due  for 
the  organ  and  some  repairs  &c.  which,  it  is  believed,  will  be  speedily  provided 
for  by  the  prompt  and  encrgeiic  action  of  the  Vestry. 

In  the  Sunday  school,  the  system  of  instiuction  followed  is  nearly  that,  re- 
commended by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Unisn,  whose  books  are 
used  with  great  advantage.    They  are  found  to  be  well  adspt«d  to  the  wants  of

I  would  respectfully  report  that  since  my  ordination  my  labours  have  been  very 
limited,  owing  to  the  almost  constant  sickness  of  my  family,  and  my  own  pre. 
tracted  illness.  However,  I  preached  at  Wooster  the  sabbath  evening  after  my 
ordination:  Also  I  have  preached  ^hree  times  by  the  invitation  of  Rev.  J.  ll 
Harrison,  at  Boardman,  and  once  at  Poland.  I  also  attended  service  and  preach* 
ed  four  times  at  Warren.  I  visited  Franklin  the  first  sabbath  in  July  and  preach- 
ed twice  in  Christ  Church.  Early  in  August,  I  accepted  a  call  from  the  ves- 
try of  that  Church  and  entered  upon  my  parochial  duties  on  the  19th  of  that 
month.  Since  which,  though  in  ill  health,  I  have  kept  up  the  services  of  the 
Church  on  each  sabbath  and  preached  once  and  sometimes  twice.  The  preapecta 
€»f  this  Church  are  as  flattering  as  could  be  expected  considering  it  had  no  olergy- 
man  for  the  first  part  of  the  year.  By  great  exertions  they  have  completed  a 
church  edifice,  and  since  the  last  report  about  ten  have  been  added  to  the  com- 
munion, two  by  confirmation  and  eight  by  letter;  one  of  whom  has  been  received 
by  myselfl  Only  one  has  been  baptized.  There  are  20  communicants  and  about 
24  families  connected  with  this  Parish,  and  the  congregation  is  rapidly  increasing. 
There  appears  to  be  an  awakening  among  the  members  of  the  Church,  and 
much  feeling  and  interest  excited  on  the  subject  of  religion  in  the  community. 

I  have  been  connected  too  short  a  time  with  this  parish  to  have  any  baptismal 
marriages,  or  funerals  to  report.

Tht  Minionary  at  Springfield  and  Yellow  Springa  would  retpeetfuUjr  report 
tbtt  during  the  paat  year  he  hai  been  many  timet  deeply  hombled  bdfbfe  God 
that  ao  little  good  has  been  done  under  his  tntnbtry,  and  that  00  nroeh  ated  hta 
been  sown  that  hitherto  lies  buried  in  the  earth,  or  rather  in  the  earthly  niin£ 
He  has  prayed  and  waited  with  intense  anxiety  for  **the  dew  of  the  heavenly 
blessing"  and  still  like  the  husbandman  he  hopea  that  the  good  seed  may  be  wa- 
tered  with  the  latter  rain.    Yet  though  there  are  few  to  sympathize  with,  and 
none  to  share  his  labours,  he  thinks  the  scene  is  brighter  in  prospect     With  a  lit- 
tle help  from  his  brethren  to  assist  in  the  erection  of  a  church,  he  thinks  much 
good  would  result  to  immortal  souls  and  our  little  chni^h  be  established  ai  a 
oociety  of  faithful  men.    Since  the  last  Convention  with  the  Bishop's  content 
and  advice,!  removed  my  labours  from  Urbana  to  Yellow  Springs;  where  in  eon- 
stxion  with  Springfield  I  hold  service  and  preach  every  8anday,at  I  ride  from 
one  place  to  the  other  between  the  morning  and  afternoon  services.

Cir- 
eleville  80  miles  distant  it  the  nearest  parish  on  the  nortlt,  Portsmouth  b  45 
■dlQes  on  the  south,  Cincinnati  is  100  imlet  from  me  on  the  toutli  wart. 
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2aii«iTine  tfibrds  tho  nMrett  EpiflOO|Ml  Church  on  the  eait  In  this  wide  extent 
of  eonntry  there  are  many  Epiacopalians  scattered  about,  and  could  a  misrionaiy 
be  obtained  who  would  make  Cbillicothe  his  radiating  point,  and  when  he  WW0A 
restylet  me  go  forth  in  his  place,  something  might  be  effected  to  the  glory  of  God 
«iid  the  good  of  the  Church.  1  have  preached  frequently  in  the  adjacent  county 
15y  9i^and  30  miles  from  my  parish  and  always  to  large  and  attentive  cosgrega- 
tions.

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  an- 
nual Convention,  or  in  a  special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose, 
at  least  sixty  days  before  the  time  appointed  ;the  object  being  stated 
by  notice  in  writing  and  sent  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Com« 
mittee  to  every  clergyman  and  vestry  of  the  Diocese. 

The  election  shall  be  conducted  as  follows:  the  clergy  shall  vote 
by  ballot  for  some  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop;  a  majo* 
rity  of  the  clergy  present  shall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomina- 
tion thus  made  shall  he  communicated  to  the  lay  members,  who 
shall  proceed  to  vote  by  ballot  whether  to  receive  or  reject  it,  two 
thirds  of  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Dyer  offered  the  following  resolution. 

Besolved,  that  800  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Convention  be 
published,  one  half  of  which  to  contain  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Halsey  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Dyor^ 
by  striking  out  800,  and  inserting  500  copies. 

The  vote  being  taken  on  the  amendment  it  was  lost. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Brooke  moved  to  amend  Rev.  Mr.  Dyer's  resolu- 
tion by  adding  thereto  the  words,  'together  with  the  Constitution 
9nd  Charter  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio.'* 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Dyer,  having  accepted  Mr.  Brooke's  amendment, 
as  a  part  of  his  motion,  the  question  was  taken  on  the  resolution  as 
amended,  and  passed  in  the  affirmative.

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EPISCOPAL   ADDRESS 


Brbthrxh, — 

According  to  the  duty  imposed  on  me  by  the  canout  of  the 
Church,  I  proceed  to  lay  before  you  as  accurate  a  view  of  the  state  of 
the  Churchy  as  my  visitations  during  the  year  past  and  my  time  to 
prepare  a  report  of  them  will  enable  me.  I  must  premise  howeTer» 
that,  in  consequence  of  baring  returned  from  attendance  on  the  Ge^ 
neral  Convention,  only  just  in  time  to  meet  you  at  this,  I  have  had  no 
time  to  prepare,  in  writings  any  statement  beyond  what  could  be  made 
ready  in  the  beginning  of  August  last,  when  I  set  out  for  the  East- 
ward* I  say  this,  by  way  of  apology  for  making  much  of  my  address  in 
a  shape  not  allowing  of  its  insertion  upon  the  Journal  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

It  is  a  subject  of  devout  thankfulness  to  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard, 
that  not  one  of  our  band  of  laborers  has  been  removed,  by  death* 
since  we  last  met.  Let  us  remember  this  when  we  praise  Him  V)ho 
waveth  our  livet/rom  dettruction  and  crowneth  U9  mih  mercy  and  loving 
kindnets* 

In  reporting  my  official  acts  during  the  year  which  commenced  at 
the  last  Convention,  I  must  begin  with  the  ordinations  which  were 
administered  at  that  time,  and  after  my  report  of  the  preceding  year. 
On  Sunday,  September  17th.  1837,  in  Trinity  Church,  Columbus,  I 
admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons,  the  Rev.  Alfred  Blake,  the 
Rev.  John  Selwood,  the  Rev.  Norman  Badger,  the  Rev.  Thomas  B> 
Fairchild,  the  Rev.  Richard  Gray,  and  the  Rev.  W.  F.  Halsey.  At 
the  same  time,  I  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  Priests,  the  Rev.  An- 
son Clarke,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Quinan.  The  same  day  a  Confirma- 
tion was  held,  in  which  ten  persons  ratified  their  baptismal  vows  of 
self-dedication  to  God. 

From  Columbus,  I  set  out  for  Lexington.  Kentucky,  whither,  in 
connection  with  Bishops  Kemper  and  McCoakry,  I  had  been  called 
ibr  the  settlement  of  the  troubles  of  that  Diocese.  On  my  way,  I 
preached  at  ChiUicothe,  and  visited  All  Saint's  Church,  Portainouth, 
where  I  preached  twice.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Boyden,  who  accompanied 
me,  preached  once;  two  persons  were  confirmed,  and  the  children  of 
the  parish  were  examined  in  the  catechism.  I  regret  to  say,  that 
this  parish  has  since  been  vacated  and  is  still  vacant  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  our  excellent  and  beloved  brother,  the  Rev.  Alvah  Sandford.* 

I  remained  at  Lexington,  engaged  in  the  most  trying  and  exhaust- 
ing duties,  about  four  weeks;  after  which  I  visited,  the  parishes  in 
Cincinnati.  On  Saturday  evening,  October  22,  I  met  and  addressed 
the  Communicants  of  Christ  Church,  in  the  lecture  room.  The  fol- 
lowing day,  preached  twice  in  Christ  Church,  and  once  in  St.  Paul's, 
taking  a  collection,  in  the  former,  for  the  Sunday  school  depositori^i 
of  the  Diocese.    On  Monday  evening,  I  preached  again  in  Christ 

*  The  Rer.  Erastus  Burr  has  recently  aceepted  a  call  to  that  Pariah. 
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Chorch,  and  administered  confirmation  to  eighteen  personB,  8t.  PaaPf 
was  then  and  had  been  for  a  lon^  time  without  a  Pastor,  which  ac« 
counts  for  there  being  no  confirmation  therein  at  that  ▼isitation. 
The  Rev.  Henry  Y.  D.  Johns  has  since  become  its  Rector;  under 
whom,  I  have  great  pleasure  in  learning  that  the  congregation  has 
been  very  much  increased;  the  debt  of  the  church  has  been  liquidat- 
ed and  the  prospects  of  usefulness  are  very  encouraging. 

Wednesday  October  25,  visited  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Hamilton, 
accompanied  and  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Brooke  and  Bledsoe. 
In  the  morning,  I  consecrated  the  Church;  and  preached  and  insti- 
tuted the  Rev.  Seth  Davis  as  Rector  of  the  Parish.  In  the  afternoon, 
ten  persons  were  confirmed.  Mr.  Bledsoe  preached,  and  I  again  at 
night.  By  strenuous  effort,  the  parishioners  at  Hamilton  have  erected 
and  completed  a  commodious  and  well  built  church,  are  now  support- 
ing their  rector,  and  receiving,  I  trust,  through  his  ministrations,  an 
exceeding  great  reward  in  the  manifold  blessings  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

From  Hamilton,  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Dayton.  The  whole  as« 
pect  of  the  congregation,  in  point  of  numbers,  attention  and  interest 
in  divine  things  seemed  much  improved.  I  preached  twice,  cate- 
chized the  children  and  administered  confirmation  to  ten  candidates* 

October  28.— Visited  St.  James'  Church,  Piqua.  The  following 
day  (Sunday)  preached  twice,  instituted  the  Rev.  Alvah  Guion  as  Reo* 
tor  of  the  parish,  catechised  the  children  and  confirmed  eleven.  The 
next  day  preached  to  parents  on  iheir  special  duties. 

Tuesday,  Oct.  31.— Visited  Trinity  Church,  Troy»  accompanied  bj 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Guion:  spent  two  days  in  the  parish,  preached  thrioe 
and  baptized  two  children.  The  parish  was  then  without  a  ministejc% 
It  has  since  been  receiving  a  part  of  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Guion 
and  has  recently  called  the  Rev.  Norman  Badger. 

From  Troy,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  Urbana,  then  in  charge 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Payne,  as  Missionary  of  the  Missionary  Society  of 
the  Church.  There  I  preached  twice.  Mr.  Payne  has  since  suspend- 
ed his  services  at  Urbana,  by  leave  of  the  proper  authority,  and  taken 
Yellow  Springs,  as  his  second  field  of  labour.  His  first  and  chief  is 
Springfield,  where  I  spent  Sunday  November  4,  preached  twice  and 
administered  confirmation  to  three  persons.  It  is  hoped  that  church* 
es  will  soon  be  built  both  at  Springfield  and  Yellow  Springs.  From 
the  former  place  I  returned  to  Gambier,  after  an  absence  of  nearly 
two  months. 

On  Sunday,  December  24th,  I  administered  confirmation  to  nina 
persons,  in  the  Chapel  of  Kenyon  College;  and  in  the  same  place,  on 
the  25th  of  January,  1888,  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacona, 
the  Rev.  Orren  Miller,  formerly  an  ordained  minister,  according  to 
the  form,  and  in  the  connexion,  of  the  Protestant  Methodist  denomi- 
nation. 

February  10th,  I  visited  St.  James  Church,  Zanesville,  in  which 
parish,  during  three  days,  I  preached  five  times,  confirmed  six  per« 
sons  and  instituted  the  Rev.  William  A.  Smallwood  as  Rector  of  the 
Parish.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Hard  and  Bronson  were  present  and  as* 
sis  ting. 

February  18th,  visited  Trinity  Church,  Newark,  spent  two  days  io 
the  parish,  preached  thrice  and  confirmed  five.  This  people,  I  waa 
happy  to  find,  rapidly  concentrating  their  kind  affections  upon  their 
new  Pastor,  who  had  then  recently  come  into  the  place  of  Mr.  Dent- 
son.  From  Newark  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  James,  Hanover,  whertt 
I  preached  and  administered  confirmation  to  two  candidates* 
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Febraarj  16th,  viiited  St;  Luke's  GranYllle,  remained  there  two 
dajt,  preached  four  times  and  confirmed  nineteen.  Of  this  floarishing 
parish  I  will  have  occasion  in  a  subsequent  part  of  this  account  to 
apeak  more  particularly. 

February  28th,  I  held  a  service  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Mt.  Vernon, 
at  which  I  preached  and  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  the 
Re¥.  Albert  Helfenstein  formerly  a  minister  of  the  German  Reform- 
ed denomination^ 

April  I2th,  visited  St.  Philip's  Circleville,  where  I  spent  Good  Fri- 
day, preached  thrice  and  confirmed  mx.  This  parish  had  been,  since 
the  last  Convention,  enjoying  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr,  Halscy,  one 
of  those  ordained  at  that  time.  His  very  acceptable  and  diligent  la- 
bors constrain  the  expression  of  much  anxiety  lest  so  feeble  a  consti- 
tution of  body  should  not  sustain  the  pressure  of  a  spirit  so  earnest  to 
make  full  ;)roof  of  his  ministry.  From  Circleville  I  visited  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Chillicothe,  and  passed  Easter  Sunday  and  Monday  there, 
preached  four  times  and  confirmed  six  persons.  The  spiritual  pros- 
perity of  the  parish  seemed  to  be  hopefully  increasing. 

On  Sunday  Vpril  22,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church,  Mt.  Vernon, 
preached  twice  and  cnfirmed  six.  The  congregation  has  much  in- 
creased, and  true  piety  is  evidently  extending  its  dominion  among  that 
people.  The  basement  lecture  room  of  the  new  Church  was  then 
comfortably  prepared  for  divine  service,  and  in  a  short  time  the  con- 
gregation will  be  in  the  enjoyment  of  one  of  the  most  desirable 
churches  in  our  land. 

Sunday  April  29th,  I  spent  in  St  Paul's  Parish,  Utica,  when  I  ad- 
dressed the  congregation  three  times  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

On  the  7th  of  May,  1  set  out  on  a  visitation  of  the  northern  part  of 
the  Diocese.  Wooster  was  my  first  stopping  place,  where  I  preached 
the  following  evening.  Much  earnest  desire  is  expressed  there  by 
many  that  the  services  of  an  Episcopal  Clergyman  might  be  engaged. 
As  yet  no  parish  has  been  organized  and  little  prospect  exists  of  our 
being  able  to  find  a  support  for  a  minister  stationed  at  Wooster. 

Wednesday  May  9th,  visited  St.  Paul's  Medina,  where  I  preached 
ooce  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fairchild  held  a  second  service.  Four  persons 
were  confirmed.  A  greater  number  would  have  been  presented  but 
for  the  necessary  absence  of  the  Rector,  and  the  supposition  of  some 
candidates  living  at  a  distance  that  the  excessively  bad  roads  and 
-weather  had  prevented  me  from  reaching  Medina.  Mr.  Granville's 
labors  have  been  blessed  in  that  parish.  Christ  Church,  Liverpool, 
associated  with  the  parishes  at  Strongsvillo  and  Grafton,  under  the 
charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  FaircLild,  was  my  next  point.  Here  t  was 
happy  to  find  a  small,  but  sufficiently  commodious  place  ofworship 
erected  since  my  last  visit  and  substituted  for  the  school  house  in 
which  I  had  before  addressed  the  people  of  that  parish.  When  a  con* 
gregation  cannot  build  such  a  Chu7ch  as  they  desire,  it  is  much  bet- 
ter to  build  such  as  thev  can,  instead  of  continuing  a  long  time,  as  is 
sometimes  the  case,  without  any;  worshipping*  under  circumstances 
■iicb  as  almost  necessarily  prevent  the  usefulness  of  the  ministry  and 
the  increase  of  the  fiock.  At  Liverpool  two  services  were  held,  at 
one  of  which  I  preached  and  administered  confirmation  to  six  per* 
sons;  at  the  other,  the   Rev.  Abraham  Bronson  officiated. 

The  next  day  was  given  to  St.  Luke's,  Columbia,  where  sincethe 
last  Convention,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Barrow  has  exercised  the  Pastoral  office. 
Here  I  found  a  neat  and  suitable  Church  erected  and  nearly  ready  for 
consecration,  on  ground  which  I  had  not  previously  visited.     Tha 
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building  tpeakt  well  for  the  spirit  of  the  little  floclc  under  whoM  bsiids 
it  hat  g^rown  up  and  all  the  aspect  of  the  congreeation  waa  pleating^ 
and  encouraging^.  Two  serrices  were  held;  Mr.  Fairchild  offioifttin^ 
in  one,  I  in  the  other. — nine  persons  were  confirmed. 

From  Columbia,  to  Strongs ville,  a  parish  under  Mr.  Faircbild,  harm- 
ing no  other  place  of  worship  than  a  Yery  inconvenient  school  hootv 
and  greatly  in  need  of  a  better.  We  met  in  the  Church  of  the  Coo- 
gregationalists,  by  the  Lindness  of  their  Minister,  who,  with  hit  fami- 
ly, united  with  us  in  the  communion.  After  having  preached,  I  ad- 
ministered confirmation  to  eleven,  and  after  that,  the  Lord's  Supper. 
I  hope  the  parish  at  Strongsvilie  will  not  long  be  contented  with  a 
school  house.  After  services  there,  I  took  horse  again,  and  rode  to 
Ohio  City. 

Here, on  Sunday  morning, May  ldth,I  conaecrated  the  new  and  beau- 
tiful Gothic  Church,  which  in  correctness  of  taste  and  completeneaa 
of  finish  and  furniture,  redounds  so  much  to  the  praise  of  the  congre- 
gation, but  recently  organized,  by  which  it  was  erected.  St.  John's 
Church,  Ohio  City,  in  its  essential  features,  may  well  be  copied  by 
our  large  towns  when  erecting  their  churches.  The  style  is  capable 
of  great  simplicity  and  economy.  In  proportions,  rather  than  orna- 
ments, consists  its  beauty.  At  the  time  of  its  consecration,  I  preach- 
ed and  administered  confirmation.  On  the  day  following,  I  preached 
a  second  time  in  the  same  church,  instituted  the  Rev.  S.  R.  Crane 
as  Rector  thereof,  and  held  a  second  confirmation  for  sundry  candi- 
dates who  had  been  unable  to  attend  the  first.  On  the  two  occasiuns, 
seventy  persons  received  the  ordinance.  The  congregation  and  com- 
munion of  this  Parish  have  been  greatly  enlarged  during  the  last  year. 
I  pray  that,  by  the  grace  of  God,  the  large  number  on  whon^  I  laid 
hands,  may  all  be  confirmed  unto  the  end,  adorning  the  doctrines  of 
Christ  and  **a]ways  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord''' 

On  Sunday  and  Tuesday  Evenings,  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church, 
Cleveland,  at  the  latter  of  which  services,  nine  were  confirmed. 

From  Cleveland,  my  next  point  was  Dover,  where  a  parish  bad  re- 
cently been  formed  under  t!ie  labours  of  their  present  pastor,  the  Rev. 
Anson  Clark.  Here  I  found  a  neat  and  appropriate  temporary  place 
of  worship  erected  at  an  expense  of  5  or  600  dollars,  intended  to  an- 
swer till  the  means  of  the  parish  will  enable  it  to  substiturte  a  lager 
and  better.  This  was  wisely  done,  and  I  have  no  doubt  will  be  found 
far  better  than  had  they  contented  themselves  with  a  school  house, 
till  they  could  build  a  handsome  church.  To  this  parish,  I  preached, 
and  ten  persons  received  confirmation. 

The  next  stopping  place  in  my  visitation  was  St.  Stephen's  Grafton, 
where  I  spent  Friday  3Iay,  18th.  Two  services  were  held,  at  the  first 
of  which  I  preached  and  administered  confirmation  to  eight  persons, 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  P^airchild  who  had  been  since  the  last  Con- 
vention devoting  a  part  of  his  time  to  this  parish. 

Saturday  and  Sunday,  the  19th  and  20th  of  31ay,  were  spent  in  the 

garish  of  St.  Andrew's   Elyria.     I  preached  three  times  in  the  Court 
[ouse;  the  small   upper  chamber  in  which  the   parishioners  usually 
meet  being  much  too  small  for  the  congregation  of  that  day.     Eight 

Sersons  received  confirmation.  This  parish  is  united  with  those  of 
bver  and  Wakeman,  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Anson  Clark, 
whose  labors,  in  each  place,  though  on  grounds  almost  entirely  new  to 
the  Episcopal  Church,  are  much  blessed.  In  Elyria,  great  priejudicea 
have  hitherto  existed  against  her  ministry  and  worship,  by  which  a 
strong  barrier  has  been  raised  against  her  extension.     Patient  contf- 
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tiu«nc6   in  w^U  doijig,  on  the  part  of  the  Pastor,  and  ail  profestiag 
godliness  in  bis  flock,  will  gain  the  mastrj  over  such  hindrances. 

From  Elyria,toWakemao,the  extreme  West  of  Mr.  Ciark*s  charge, 
(which  is  about  28  miles  in  extent,)  was  mynext  journey.  At  Wake* 
man,  a  parish  was  organi^Eed  little  more  than  a  year  since,  and  is  now 
composed  of  materials,  almost  all  of  which  were  then  unacquainted 
with  our  wprship  and  ministry.  Considering  that  it  has  enjoyed  the 
serrices  of  a  pastor  only  one  Sunday,  ott  of  four,  the  state  and  prot- 
pects  of  this  infant  church  are  quite  encouraging.  I  preached  once 
in  a  crowded  school  house  and  administered  confirmation  to  twelve 
persons.  The  parish  expect  shortly  to  erect  a  small  place  of  worship 
adapted  to  present  necessities. 

May  22,  I  spent  at  St.  Paul*s  Norwalk.  The  congregation  usually 
attending  the  services  of  the  church  in  that  parish  has  increased  since 
the  last  visitation.  Two  services  were  held  at  this  time,  at  one  of 
which  I  preached  and  at  the  other  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clarke.  Six  persope 
were  confirmed. 

May  2*1.  was  passed  at  Huron.  Here  a  parish  had  been  organized 
a  short  time  before,  and  now  I  had  the  pleasure  of  laying  the  corner 
■tone  of  a  church,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Leavenworth,  the  Minis- 
ter of  the  Parish  and  Messrs.  Clarke,  Q,uinan  and  Punderson.  After 
fiiis  ceremony,  I  preached  in  a  temporary,  but  well  prepared  cham- 
ber for  worship  and  confirmed  four  persons.  Mr.  Leavenworth  hat 
since  resigned  the  charge  of  that  parish  on  account  of  ill  health. 
The  parish  is  still  vacant. 

My  next  point  was  Sandusky  City,  where  I  was  happy  to  find  the 
parish  of  Grace  Church,  of  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Quinan  has  been  the  • 
Pastor  the  greater  part  of  the  past  year,  increased  in  numbers.  The 
church  is  yet  unfinished,  but  the  basement  lecture-room  is  comforta- 
ble and  accommodates  the  congregation,  I  preached  twice  to  that 
people,  and  eight  per  sons  were  confirmed. 

From  Sandusky,  I  visited,  for  the  first  time,  the  rapidly  populating 
banks  cf  the  Maumee  River,  destined  unquestionably  to  become  of 
great  importance  in  the  commerce  of  the  Lakes.  About  eighteen 
months  since,  tlic  parish  of  St  Paul's  was  organized  at  what  is  now 
called  Maumee  City,  and  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Hickox,  a  Missionary  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Church,  became  its  pastor,  having  for  his 
field,  in  addition  to  the  two  towns  since  united  into  one  and  called 
Maumee,  the  opposite  town  of  Perrysburg.  His  labours  have  also 
been  occasionally  extended  to  Toledo  and  Manhattan,  ten  and 
twelve  miles  below.  .Tust  before  my  visit,  the  parish  in  Maumee^. 
under  circumstances  which  rendered  the  action  expedient,  had  di- 
vided, and  a  new  one  called  Grace  Church,  had  been  organized  in 
another  and  distant  part  of  the  town.  To  this,  Mr.  Hickox  is  attach- 
ed, as  its  Minister.  The  other  is  vacant.  A  parish  was  also  organ- 
ized about  the  same  time,  by  the  name  of  Trinity  Church,  at  Toledo, 
with  flattering  prospects.  The  support  of  a  minister  ws^s  soon  sub- 
scribed.    It  is  still  unprovided  with  pastoral  care. 

Another  parish  was  formed  a  little  previous  at  Manhattan,  and  call- 
ed St  Marks.  The  prospect  there  also  is  quite  good.  This  has  been 
attached  as  Missionary  ground  to  the  charge  of  Mr.  Hiekox  and  is  to 
receive  bis  services  during  one  third  of  his  time..  Perrysburg  has 
also  been  attached  in  the  same  way  to  the  charge  of  the  Minister  of 
the  other  parish  of  Maumee  City,  when  the  latter  shall  be  so  happy  at 
to  obtain  one. 
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On  Sundaj  May  27,  I  preached  ia  th«  pariah  of  Graoe'  Ckitrcb,  in 
that  place;  the  church  edifice,  bein^  as  yet  too  incomplete,  though  it 
had  been  vigorously  begun,  and  carried  on.  We  were  kindly  accom-r 
modated  in  the  Congregational  Cliurch,  where  I  confirmed  fir  per- 
sons. In  the  afternoon  of  the  previous  day,  I  had  held  a  senrice  iik 
the  Chapel  of  St.  Paurs  parish,  at  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clark,  who  bad 
kindly  accompanied  and  assisted  me  all  the  way  from  Elyria,  preach- 
ed. On  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  I  met  that  people  again,  preached 
and  administered  confirmation  to  two  persons. 

This  town  is  of  such  extent  along  the  bank  of  the  river  that  the  two 
parishes  though  within  one  corporate  city,  are  in  reality  as  to  all  pur- 
poses of  usefulness,  in  two  distinct  villages,  each  of  which  will  doubt* 
less  be  shortly  a  sufficient  field  for  one  minister. 

Monday  28, 1  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Mark's,  Manhattan,  preached 
twice  and  confirmed.  Thence  to  Toledo.  Here  I  was  greatly  fa- 
vored with  the  company  of  the  Bishop  of  Michigan,  and  that  of  seve- 
ral clergymen  of  that  Diocese  and  of  a  Reverned  brother  from  Mai- 
den, Upper  Canada.  The  Bishop  did  not  remain  long  enough  to  take 
part  in  any  of  the  services  at  Toledo.  On  Tuesday  the  29th,  I  preach- 
ed twice  to  large  congregations  in  that  place.  From  Toledo,  I  took 
a  steamboat  for  the  Eastern  end  of  the  Diocese;  aod„ landing  at  Grand 
River,  on  the  1st  of  June,  visited  St.  Michaers  Unionville;  preached 
once  and  confirmed  seveii.  This  vacant  parish  has  been  oc  casionallf 
supplied  by  the  Rev.  John  Hall  [.during  the  last  year,  under  whose 
helping  care,  a  small  but  sufficiently  commodious  Church  has  beea 
erected  and  is  nearly  completed. 

The  day  following,  visited  another  vacant  parish,  St.  Matthew'|» 
Ashtabula,  where,  as  well  as  at  Unionville  and  Jefferson,  Mr.  Hall,  at 
my  request,  had  attended  to  the  preparation  of  candidates  for  con- 
firmation. Preached  and  confirmed  seven.  Sunday  June  3,  was  given 
to  St.  Peter's  Ashtabula,  the  congregation  of  which  is  in  a  favorable 
state,  the  communion  increasing  and  large.  Preached  twice  and  con- 
firmed Iwentyfive.  The  day  following,  visited  Trinity  Parish,  in  the 
Town  of  Jefferson,  where  but  for  the  want  of  a  pastor,  a  good  oppor- 
tunity is  presented  of  building  up  the  Church.  The  Congregational 
Church  was  lent  to  the  parish  for  the  services  of  the  visitation.  Preach- 
ed and  administered  confirmation  to  Meven  persons.  The  three  parish- 
es of  JcfTorson,  Unionville  and  St.  Matthew's  Ashtabula,  are  now  to 
bo  united  into  one  charge;  and  one  of  those  expecting  to  be  ordained 
to  the  office  of  Deacon  at  this  Convention,  Mr.  Townsend,  will  soon 
proceed  to  take  charj^e  of  them, 

Tuesday  June  6,  visited  St.  Peters  Rome.  Here  I  found  erected, 
during  the  last  year,  a  very  neat  and  well  built  church  sufficiently 
completed  to  be  used  for  our  services,  hut  not  yet  ready  for  conse- 
cration. The  parish  is  vacant  Tind  must  needs  be  added  to  some 
other  for  the  support  of  a  minister.  I  preached  once  but  in  conse- 
quence of  the  vacancy,  there  was  no  confirmation.  Next  day,  visit- 
ed Christ's  Church,  Windsor,  preached  once;  baptized  three  chil- 
dren and  coQijpmed  five^  two  of  wljom  were  of  Bloomfield.  The 
state  of  this  parish  is  improving.  Next  day  was  at  St.  James'  Batavia, 
where  I  was  met  and  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Eaton  of  Painsvillc, 
held  two  services,  at  one  of  which  Mr.  Eaton  preached;  five  were 
confirmed,  one  of  whom   had    come  from  Parkman. 

Sunday  10th,  was  spent  at  Painsville,  where  I  preached  twice  and 
confirmed  three  persons.  I  much  regret  to  say  that,  in  consequence 
of  ill  health,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Eaton  had  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Bt« 
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Jamet'  Piios?ille,  and  feels  obliged  b^  the  tUte  of  hie  healthy  Co 
Mud  all  clerical  diittes.  By  bit  kind  attention,  I  was  conveyed  firom 
PainsTiile  to  Frankliny^bere  a  handsome  place  of  worship,  tastefully 
finished,  had  been  just  c6mpleted  by  the  parishioners  of  Christ 
Church  in  that  to«rn.  This  was  consecrated  to  the  service  of  Al* 
migbty  God;  Messrs.  Eaton  and  Bledsoe,  assisting  in  the  senrioe.— 
The  congregation  overflowed  the  church,  a  strong  and  well  trained 
choir  assisted  in  the  worship;  two  sermons  were  preached  during  the 
day;  twice  besides,  I  addressed  the  congregation  from  the  chancel; 
two  persons  were  confirmed,  and  a  lage  number,  composed  of  various 
denominations  of  christians,  participated  in  the  sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper.    This  interesting  parish  is  also  vacant* 

From  Franklin,  to  Hudson,  where  I  was  kindly  and  hospitally  re* 
ceived  by  the  Professors  of  the  Western  Reserve  College  and  the 
Hjnister  in  charge  of  the  congregational  Church  of  that  place.  In 
this,  I  preached  once;  and  afterwards,  by  the  particular  request  of 
tbe  College  officers,  addressed  the  students  of  the  College  assem* 
bled  in  their  own  Chapel.  BIy  visits  to  Hudson  are  always  gratifying 
from  the  kindness  manifested  on  the  part  of  our  brethren  connected 
with  the  Congregationa!  ministry  who,  in  various  offices,  reside^in 
that  place. 

My  next  place  was  Boston,  a  Missionary  station  under  the  General 
Missionary    Society,  where  I  preached   twice  and  confirmed. 

Saturday  16,  I  visited  St.  Paul's,  Akron,  being  allowed  the  use 
of  the  Baptist  Church  for  our  services.  Here  I  preached  in  the 
afternoon,  and  confirmed  five  persons,  and  the  foilowinr  day,  at 
evening,  I  preached  there  a  second  time.  A  Clergyman  is  greatly 
needed  at  Akron  and  doubtless  a  flourishing  parish  could  be  reared  uf 
in  that  rapidly  increasing  town  could  the  services  of  a  faithful  minis* 
ter  be  enjoyed  there.  I  have  since  heard  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  of 
the  Diocese  of  Connecticut  has  been  invited  to  supply  that  parisk 
for  six  months.     He  has  not  yet  been  transferred  to  this  Diocese. 

Sunday  17tb,  was  spent  at  St.  John's,  Cuyahoga  Falls,  where  I 
preached  twice  to  very  large  congregations  and  administered  coa« 
nrmation  to  four  persons,  one  of  i»hom  had  travelled  80  miles  to 
receive  that  rite.  Tbe  Rev.  Mr.  Bledsoe  has  resigned  the  charge  of 
that  parish  and  has  since  been  on  a  visit  to  his  relations  in  the  diocese 
of  Illinois. 

The  last  point  of  this  long  and  laborious  visitation  was  Massil- 
Ion.  I  found  the  congregation  comfortably  occommodated  in  the 
basement  lecture  room  of  their  Church,  the  upper  part  being  as  yet 
only  roofed.  There,  for  tbe  first  time,  confirmation  was  administered 
in  Massillon,  nine  persons  received  the  ordinance,  after  which  I 
preached.  The  next  morning  I  met  the  congregation  for  the  purpose 
of  baptizing  the  infant  child  of  the  Rector,  when  I  addressed  them 
on  the  nature  and  benefits  of  baptism. 

Thus  ended  a  visitation  more  laborious  than  any  I  had  ever  befbre 
undertaken,  but  during  which  my  health  and  strength  were  unusually 
preserved  and  sustained,  so  that  I  felt  a  new  and  very  special  duty  of 
thankfulness  to  the  Lord  who  is  all  my  strength  and  sufficiency. 

The  only  parish,  since  visited,  is  that  of  St.  Luke's  Granville. 
This  was  a  second  time  visited  in  con;iequence  of  the  completion  of 
the  new  and  beautiful  church  recently  erected  by  that  energetic  con- 
gregation, and  its  readiness  for  consecration.  The  growth  of  that 
parish  is  worthy  of  special  note.  For  several  years,  a  very  small  nom- 
ber  of  intelligent  Episcopalians  had  been  sustaining  the  eenricas  of  the 
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Church  at  Granville,  by  lay-readiofl^  aod  the  occasioDal  terrices  of  th* 
olergy  at  Gambler;  and  for  a  short  time,  by  a  small  portico  of  the  care 
of  the  Rev.   Mr.  Donisoo,  at  Newark.     Little  increase  appeared  iu 
their  numbers  or  strength.    The  parish  was  associated,  less  than  two 
years  since^  with  that  of  Utica,  under  the  charge  of  its  present  Rec- 
tor, and  an  effort  was  made  to  provide  one  half  of  his  support.     Since 
the  last  Convention,  it  has  ventured  to  undertake  Mr.  Bronson'i 
whole  support,  for  all  of  his  services.     It  has  been  greatly  blessed. 
One  of  the  most  beautiful,  tasteful  and  commodious  churches  in  the 
West  has   been  completed,  thoroughly  furnished  with   lecture  room* 
organ,   bell,  and  all  other  needful  appurtenance.      All  are  quite  or 
nearly  paid  for.    The  Pastor  is  comfortably  supported.     The  congre- 
gation has  grown  to  nearly  the  iiiling  up  of  the  church.     The  worA 
hat  been  greatly  blessed;  many   have  been  added  lo  the  communis "V^ 
of  the  Lord's  table,  who  walk  in  love.    The  whole  aspect  of  the  paaf 
ish,  both  in  point  of  order,  system  and  regularity,  as  to  its  extern ^^^^ 
things,   and  as  regards  its   healthiness  and   prospect  of  increase  v-  ^ 
spiritual  things,   is  remarkably   gratifying.     On  Sunday  July   15th,        ^ 
consecrated  the  Church,  assisted   by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Hard,  Nev^^'^* 
man.  Badger,  Dyer  and  West,  and  instituted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bronsc^  ^ 
as  Rector  of  the  same.     The  evening  before,  I  had  held  the  secoi^    ^ 
confirmation  since  the  last  Convention,  at  which  nine  persons  ratifies"   ^ 
the  vows  of  their  baptism,  making  28  confirmed  during  the  year.     A    -^* 
ter  the  services  of  Sunday  Morning,     I  rode  over  to  Mowark  and  heC    J^ 
a  special  confirmation,  on  account  of  the  ill-health  of  one  of  the  caud 
dates,  when  two  persons  were  confirmed.  I  preached  at  the  same  tim< 

On  Sunday  August  5th,  in  the  Chapel  of  Kenyon  College,  I  admi' 
ted,  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacon,  the  Rev.  James  Bonnar,  a  gradual 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Ohio.  On  which  occasion  the  Rei 
Dr.  Colton  preached  the  ordination  sermon,  and  the  Rqv.  Mr.  Win 
presented  the  candidate. 

On  Wednesday,  August  the  8th,  on  my  way  to  the  General  Convei 
lion,  I  held  an  ordination  iu  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Wheeling,  whc       -^ 
the  Rev.  William  Mitchell,  Minister  of  St.  Stephen's,  East  Liverpoo! 
was  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  Priesthood.     I  was  assisted  in  th 
services  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Armstrong  and  Morse. 

The  whole  number  of  confirmations  during  the  visitations  of  th 
year  just  ended,  is  408,  being  more  than  that  of  the  last  year  by  2*^ 
This  leads  to  the  remark  that  I  believe  that  in  all  cases,  those  coa 
firmed  either  had  become  communicants  before  the  ordinance  or  dii 
become  communicants  immediately  after.     The  comparison  of   thi 
state  of  the  Diocese  during  the   year  just  past,  with  that  exhibitec:^ 
during  the  preceding  year,  is  very  decisively  iu  proof  that  not  only  ar^^ 
oiir  parishes  increasing  in  number  and  strength,  hut  that  God  ismerci'^ 
fully  blessing  our  vineyards  with  the  riches  of  his  grace,  and  our  flock ^ 
are  growing  in  love  to  the  chief  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  their  soul** 

Having  now  completed  the  account  of  my  visitations  and  the  official 
duties  connectedtherewith,  I  proceed  to  state  the  changes  that  bavtf 
taken  place  among  our  clergy.  Durng  the  last  year,  five  have  taken 
Letters  Dimissory  viz:  the  Rev.  F.  L.  Laird  to  the  Diocese  of  Pen- 
nsylvania; the  Rev.  J.  P.  Bausman  to  the  diocese  of  Delaware;  the 
Rev.  Henry  Smith  to  the  Eastern  Diocese;  the  Rev.  Chauncey  Fitch, 
late  Professor  of  languages  in  Kenyon  College,  aod  much  valued 
for  his  usefulness,  to  the  Diocese  of  Michigan.  Three  have  been 
received  by  Letters  Dimissory,  into  connection  with  this  Diocese« 
?iz:  tht  Rev.   Albert  Bledtoe,  from   Kentucky;  the  Rev.  H.  V.   D. 
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Johli»»from  Maryland  and  the  Re?.  Thomas  Weit,  from  the  Diooese 
pf  Tennessee;  the  first  took  charge  of  St.  Johfi's  Choroh,  Cuyahogm 
PaUs  and  has  sibce  resigned  as  above  mentioned;  the  second  enter- 
ed on  the  Rectorship  of  St  Paul's  Cincinnati,  and  the  last  is  now 
labbnring^  as  a  Missionary  under  the  Diocesan  authority  in  Colnm- 
biana  county. 

The  following  removals  have  taken  place  within  the  Diocese.  The 
Rev.  Erastus  Burr  has  resigned  the  chaise  of  St.  John's  Worthisg- 
ton  and  Grace  Church,  Berkshire  on  account  of  ill  health  and 
has  been  succeeded  by  the  Uev.  Albert  Heifenstein,  Sen.  recently 
ordained  Deacon.  The  Rev.  J.  T.  Eaton,  on  a  similar  account,  has 
resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St  James'  Painesviile;  the  Rev.  Norman 
Badger  has  removed  from  the  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Utioa,  and  expects 
to  become  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Troy,on  receiving  the  order 
of  Priesthood.  The  Rev.  James  Bonnar,  Deacon  has  accepted  u 
call  to  St.  Paul's  Utica.  The  Rev.  T.  M.  Leavenworth,  who  since 
the  last  Convention,  became  the  Minister  of  St.  John's  Church,  Ka- 
ron, has  since  resigned  on  account  of  ill  health.  The  Rev.  Thomas 
i^uinan,  who  soon  after  the  last  Convention  had  taken  charge  of 
Grace  Church,  Sandusky  City,  has  since  resigned.  The  Rev.  Alvah 
Sandford  has  resigned  the  charge  of  All  Saint's  Portsmouth  and 
become  chaplain  to  the  Granville  Female  Seminary.  Of  those  or- 
dained DeacoDs  at  the  last  Convention,  besides  the  Rev.  Mr.  Badger, 
already  mentioned,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Blake,  has  been  spending  a  year 
in  Virginia  in  private  instruction,  and  is  now  expected  to  commence 
active  duty  in  this  diocese;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fairchild  has  since  had 
charge  of  the  parishes  at  Liverpool,  Strongsvilie  and  Grafton;  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Gray^  has  since  been  the  minister  of  the  parishes  at  Spring- 
£eld  and  Cross  Creek  and  has  itinerated  over  a  large  missionary  field 
besides.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Halsey  has  since  been  in  charge  of  St.  Phi- 
lip's Circlevilic;  and  the  Rev.  John  Sellwood,  ordained  Deacon  at 
the  last  Convention,  has  taken  a  letter  dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Illi- 
nois. Seven  new  parishes  have  been  organized  and  duly  reported  to 
roe  during  the  last  year,  viz;  St.  John's  Huron;  Grace  Church,  Mau- 
nee  City;  St.  Mark's  Manhattan;  Trinity  Church,  Toledo;  St.  Barna- 
bas's  Hagerstown;  St.  Albans  Deersville:  and  St.  John's,  Eaton. 

FoHr  Churches  have  been  consecrated  since  the  last  Convention, 
viz:  St.  Matthew's  Hamilton;  St.  John's,  Ohio  City;  Christ's  Church, 
Franklin,  and  St.  Luke's  Granville. 

The  following  ministers  have  been  instituted  as  Rectors  viz:  the 
Rev.  Alvah  Guioo;  the  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Smaliwood;  the  Rev.  S.  R. 
Crane:  and  the  Rev.  Sherlock  A.  Bronson. 

The  candidates  for  orders  are  at  present  as  follows  viz:  Henry 
L.  Bollman;  Charles  C.  Townsend;  Charles  Bronson;  Charles  E. 
Douglas;  Rodolphus  K.  Nash;  John  Ufford;  C.  iS.  Johnson;  D.  W. 
Talford;  GeorgejB.  Sturges;  Stephen  G.  Gassway;  R.S.Elder;  John 
Henshaw,  and  John  A.  Wilson;  the  last  has  been  received  by  letter 
dimisory  from  Virginia.  The  name  of  Benjamin  Emmons  has  been 
withdrawn  from  the  list. 

Of  the  above,  Mr.  Townsend  expects  to  bo  ordained  Deacon  at 
this  Convention. 

I  believe  I  have  now  embraced  all  the  several  branches  of  Diocesan 
intelligence  en  which  the  Canon  makes  it  my  duty  to  report.

After  ipeakiog,  with  great  pleasure,  of  the  delightful  harmony  which 
destinguished  the  whole  session  of  the  General  Convention,  and  the 
hopeful  result  of  the  present  Missionary  organization,  as  already  ex- 
hibited, and  after  dwelling  much  upon  the  entire  unanmity  and  ths 
universal  satisfaction  which  characterized  the  nomination  and  elec* 
lion  of  the  Rev.  Leonidas  Polk  to  the  office  of  Missionary  Bishop  to 
Arkansas,  the  address  was  concluded  by  requesting  the  attention  o£ 
the  Convention  to  certain  serious  evils  in  the  pecuniary  support  of  th^ 
Episcopate  and  also  by  recommending  the  efforts  in  progress  at  Graca.* 
Tille  and  at  Delaware  for  the  promotion  of  female  education,  in  cok^ 
section  with  the  Church,  to  the  favorable  attention  of  the  Convex 
tion»  in  case  they  should  be  introduced  by  any  member  thereof.  ]

N.  B.  After  twenty  persons  shall  have  signed  the  above,  a  meetini^  of  the  i 
may  be  called  oo  ten  days  notice.  Wardens  and  Vestry  being  chosen  snd  record* 
ed  together  with  the  minutes  of  the  meeting,  in  abook«  to  be  tliereaffcer  kept  as  a 
Parisn  Register;  a  notification  should  be  immediately  sent  of  the  formation  oftbf 
Parish  to  the  Bishop,  which  notification  should  include  a  certified  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting,  the  foftn  of  Association,  the  name  of  the  Parish  with 
those  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry.  Steps  should  be  taken,  as  soon  as  possiblet^ 
ha?e  the  Parish  incorporated.  At  the  next  convention  of  the  Dioeese,  the  Parisb 
should  Apply  by  one  or  more  delegates,  or  by  some  clergyman  of  the  dioeestj  to  _ 
be  admitted  into  union  therewith,  for  which  purpose  the  same  papers  as  are  f*> 

auired  by  the  Bishop,  should  be  sent  to  the  Convention,  certified  by  the  Cterit  tf 
lie  Parish.

CONSTITUTION 

OP  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  OHIO. 


ARTICLE  L 

Thifl  Charch,  as  a  constitnent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Clmroh  in  the 
UDited  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  constitationof  that  Church 
and  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  XL 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the  second  Thurs- 
day after  the  first  Wednesday,  in  September,  of  every  year,  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  a  preceding  Convention,  and  at  such  place  as  shall,  in  like  manner  be  pro- 
vided. But  if  the  place  should  not  be  appointed  by  the  preceding  Convention,  it 
•hall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  ;  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Bishop,  with  such  clergymen  and 
lay-delegates  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly  assembled  in  Convention,  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum,  provided  that  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  th« 
absence  of  the  Bishop,  such  clergymen  and  lay-delexates  as  shall  duly  assemble, 
constitute  a  quorum,  but  in  the  latter  case  only  so  tar  as  to  adjourn  to  the  next 
day,  when  if  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  continue,  the  business  of  the  Convention 
■hail  proceed. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.  The  Bishop 
and  every  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  canonicai(y  in  charge  of  a  congregation  in 
onion  with  tiiis  Convention— or  employed  as  a  Missionary  under  the  ecclesiasti- 
cal authority  of  the  same — or  regularly  engaged  as  an  instructor  in  any  incor- 
porated seminary  of  learning,  or  who  is  prevented  by  age  and  infirmities  from 
the  public  services  of  the  miaiatry  shall  be  members  of  this  Convention,  provid- 
ed tney  can  show  tliat  they  have  been  for  at  least  six  months  in  the  Diocese  as 
above  required.  Each  regularly  orsranized  Church  or  congregation  in  canonical 
union  with  this  Church,  shall  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  lav-delegates, 
not  exceeding  three,  unless  when  two  or  more  congre^tions  or  churches  are 
united  under  one  vestry,  when  delegates,  as  above  provided,  may  be  sent  fit>m 
each.  The  delegates  of  each  congregation  or  church  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
only.  No  person  under  ecclesiastical  censure  or  process,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  tlie  Cnovention. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  special  Conventions  when  he  may  judge 
it  important  to  the  good  of  the  Church  ;  or  when  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by 
the  Standing  Committee ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the 
continued  absence  of  the  Bishop  from  the  Diocese  for  six  montns,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  Convention,  and  shall  do  so  if  ap- 
plied to  for  the  purpose  by  any  five  Presbyters  or  Vestries  of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Tbi  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention  and  shall  open,  or  cause  it  to  be 
opened  with  prayer.  If  there  be  no  Bishop  present,  the  Convention  shall  be 
called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  and  hball  elect  a  President  from  among  the 
Presbyters. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

At  erery  Annua]  ConTention,  after  a  rtiMi  voce  nominationi  a  StfereUtrj  f lull 
be  chosen  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  annual  Convention.  Hi* 
datj  shall  be  to  take  minutes,  and  record  all  proceedings  of,  the  Conrention; 
to  attest  its  public  acts — preserve  its  records — to  notify  ibe  parishes  of  the  times 
and  places  of  all  stated  and  special  Conventions,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into 
the  hands  of  his  succsssor,  all  books  and  papers  relative,  and  belonging  to,  the 
Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Officers  of  the  Convention,  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention  and  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the  Clergy^and 
Laity,  and  a  majority  of  votes  shall  be  required  for  an  election.  In  case  of  a 
fkilure  or  omission  to  elect  any  officers  or  annual  committee,  the  persons  last 
elected  shall  continue  to  serve  till  others  be  chosen.  Elections  by  ballot  may  be 
dispensed  with  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  Convention  and  shall 
consist  of  three  clergymen  who  are  Presbyters,  and  of  three  laymen  who  are 
eommunicants  in  some  church  in  the  Diocese.  The  officers  of  said  ConraHttee 
required  by  the  4th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  shall  be  appointed  at  their 
first  meeting.  Any  three  of  the  Committee,  the  whole  being  summoned,  pro- 
vided one  be  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  wbea 
convened  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop.  At  kll  other  meetings,  a  majority  of  the 
members  shall  be  necessary  to  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  ef  the  Secretaiy 
of  this  Committee  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  proceedings  in  n  book  prevkled 
for  that  purpose  ;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  papers  or  lettera  addrmsed  to 
the  Committee,  to  attest  their  acts  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and 
papers  which  in  virtue  of  his  office  may  have  been  committed  to  him.  Tht 
minutes  of  the  Committee  and  all  papers  in  their  bands  relative  to  the  Cbarekf 
shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention.  Va- 
Qancies  occurring  in  the  Committee  shall  be  supplied  by  vote  of  the  remaining 
members. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  annual  Conven- 
tion  ;  or  in  a  special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose  at  least  sixty  days  before 
the  time  appointed,  the  object  bein^  stated  by  notice  in  writing,  and  sent  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  every  clergyman  and  vestry  of  tfce 
Diooese.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  as  follows: — The  dergy  shaU  vote  bf 
ballot  for  some  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop.  Two*thir«b  of  thecfergy 
present  shall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thus  made,  shall  be  comoui- 
nicated  to  the  lay-members,  who  shall  proceed  to  vote  by  ballot  whether  to  le- 
ceive  or  reject  it,  two-thirds  o^  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  eleclioo. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  clergy  and  lay-dclegatps  in  Convention,  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  voU 
shall  vote  as  such  on  all  questions  not  otherwise  provided  for ;  except  wnea  a 
vote  by  orders  is  called  for  by  five  members.  In  such  a  case,  the  concunrenee  of 
both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  a  measure — and  on  e^e.tj  qne*- 
tion  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  or,  if  required  by  five,  the  votet  of 
a  majority  of  those  present  of  the  two  orders  respectively  shall  decide.    ' 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  mode  of  Altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows: — A  propositioD 
for  amendment  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  in  writing,  and  if  approved, 
shall  lie  over  till  thejnext  annual  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  by  two-thhdi, 
of  the  two  orders  voting  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place;  and  the  CobsIi- 
(tttion  thus  altered  shall  be  obligatory. 
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CANONS 

or  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  OHIO. 


CANON  I. 

Of  the  TruU  qf  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop. 

Szc.  1.  Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  thought 
to  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct  for  which,  according  to  Canon  XXXVII.  of  the 
Greqeral  Convention,  he  is  liable  to  be  tried  ;  application  shall  Ke  made  in  writing, 
with  tlie  name  of  every  one  engaged  in  the  application  subscriSed,  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  ;  and  if  it  appear  to  them  that  toe  evidence  is  sufScient  to  demand 
I  trial,  they  shall  forthwith  present  the  Clergyman  to  the  Bishop,  accordingly  ; 
the  presentment  being  made  in  writin^f,  and  specifying  with  as  much  accuracy 
u  possible,  the  offence  or  offences,  with  particulars  of  time,  pbce  and  circum- 
itanees. 

Skc  2.  Presentment  being  made;  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  pre- 
lentoient  to  be  served  on  the  accused ;  and  shall  also  nominate  eight  Presbyters 
mtitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served 
HI  the  accused,  provided  that  no  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  who  may 
lave  joined  in  tne  presentment  be  included  in  such  nomination.  Out  of  the 
Presbyters,  so  nominated,  the  accused  shall  select  five  and  notify  their  names 
n  writing,  to  the  Bishop,  within  thirty  dajrs  after  the  serving  aforesaid.  And  if 
w  do  not  give  such  notification  withm  said  time,  the  Bishoj)  shall  select  five, 
md  the  Presbyters  so  selected,  shall  form  a  Board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused, 
uid  shall  meet  at  such  lime  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have 
Mwer  to  adjoarn  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place,  (but  always  within 
khis  Diocese)  as  they  shall  think  necessary. 

Sfx:.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  shaTI  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused; 
md  also  on  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  their  President,  or  one  of  their 
lomber  whom  they  may  appoint  for  the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  case  and 
present  such  oral  or  documentary  evidence  to  substanjtiate  the  accusation,  as  they 
Biay  be  able  to  obtain. 

Sec  4  If  at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  whole  number 
(S  not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  and  if  it 
ihall  appear  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable 
ime,  tnose  who  do  attend,  being  not  fewer  than  three,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and 
k  majority  shall  decide  all  questions  and  render  judgment. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergvman  presented  shall,  before  the  appointment  of  a  Board 
or  his  trial,  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  of  which  he  is  accused,  the  Bishop 
nay  immediately  proceed  to  pass  sentence ;  if  he  shall  not  thus  confess,  he  shall 
«  considered  ^a  pleading  not  guilty. 

Ssc.  6,  In  case  a  Clergyman,  presented  and  notified  as  above  directed,  shall 
lot  appear  before  the  Board  appointed  fdr  his  trial,  the  Board  may  proceed  Cii  if 
le  were  present,  unless  they  should  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day.  And  if 
he  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear  before,  the  Board,  af\er  due  present- 
oent  and  notification,  and  no  sufficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  be  gir- 
n,  the  Board  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sentence  of 
uspension  from  tlie  ministry,  shall  pass  against  him  accordingly  ;  but  the  sen- 
ence  may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if  within  three  calendar  months,  the  accus- 
d  shall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  and  receive  his  trial ;  but 
r  he  shall  not  so  tender  himself,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  facts  alledged  in  the 
•resentment,  shall  proceed,  if  he  think  proper,  to  pass  sentence  of  degradation 
irom  the  ministry. 

Sec.  7.  At  their  first  meeting,  the  Board  shall  choose  a  President  from  their 
wn  number,  and  a  Secretory,  vrno  shall  be  iiom  their  own  aamber  or  otherwise, 
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ai  thej  may  determine ;  and  before  proceeding  to  trial,  they  thalt  adopt  and  de* 
clare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted ;  provided  howeTer,  that  na 
layman  shall  advocate  for  cither  parly  in  the  trial ;  though  both  parties  may,  at 
their  option,  employ  or  consult  legal  or  other  advisers. 

Sfc.  8.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evidence  as 
may  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Secretary, 
and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively  ;  and  some  officer,  autliorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths,  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  parly,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmatioR*to  the  witnesses ;  and  the  examination  of  witnesses  and  all 
the  proceedings  of  the  trial,  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

Sec.  9.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party,  setting  forth 
fati^^factorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial ;  the 
Bishop  may  appoint  some  clergyman  or  layman  to  act  as  a  Commbaioner  to  take 
the  testimony  of  such  witness  ;  and  the  party  applying  as  above,  shall  give  to  the 
other  party  at  least  jive  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  tlie  testimony. 
And  if  the  person  or  persons  on  whotn  the  notice  shall  be  served ,  reside  more 
than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  on  additional  day's  notice,  ex- 
clusive of  Sunday,  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said  dis- 
tance. And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness;  and  the  questions 
and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be 
certified  by  the  Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the 
Board  and  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined  before  such  Com- 
missioner, may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  afbresaid. 

S£c.  10.  The  Board,  afler  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare  in  a  writ- 
ing signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charge  contained 
in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  the^  find  the  accused  guilty  or 
not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectiveTv ;  which  decision,  together  with  the  evi- 
dence  and  an  attested  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Bishop,  accompanied  with  an  opinion  of  the  Board,  as  to  what  sentence  shooM 
be  pronounced-— whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  sbaO 
appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed  in  severity  titf 
sentence  recommended  by  tiie  Board,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But  tl:9 
Bishop,  if  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused, 
in  which  case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  including  none  of 
those  who  sat  upontlie  former  tri^,  before  whicli  Board  the  proceedings  shall  be 
conducted  as  before  provided. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Vestry  of  a  Church. 

Sic.  1.  In  every  Church  of  this  Diocese,  afler  prayer,  there  shall  be  an  tn- 
nual  election,  on  Easter  Monday,  of  a  Vostry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five* 
and  not  more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  till  tlieir  successors 
are  appointed.  Two  of  these  Vestrymen  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  as  War- 
dens— one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  by  appointment,  the  Senior  Warden  of 
the  Parish — who,  in  the  absence  ot"  the  Rector,  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the 
Vestry.  In  his  absence  the  Junior  Warden  shall  preside.  The  Vestry  fhall 
elect  a  Secretary  whose  duty  shall  be  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their 
proceedings — attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Vestry — preserve  all  records  and  pa- 
pers belonging  to  the  Parish — perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  legally  as- 
signf^d  him,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  lul  books 
and  documentf;  bolcnging  to  the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sect.  2.  In  electing  a  Vestry,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  has  not 
signed  the  article  of  parochial  Association;  and  who  is  not  a  header  or  renter  of 
one  entire  pew;  and  when  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  pew,  they 
shall  be  entitled  jointly  to  one  vote.  In  those  parishes  in  which  there  are  no 
pews  held  or  rented,  no  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  a  contribu- 
tor to  the  Church  to  such  an  amount  as  the  respective  parishes  shall  appoint 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  vestryman  who  is  not  a  pew  holder,  or 
a  qualified  voter  in  the  parish  for  which  he  is  elected. 

Sect.  4.  If  any  Vestryman  shall  be  guilty  of  scandalous  or  immoral  eondnet, 
or  shall  be  notoriously  immoral  in  his  general  character,  it  shall  be  the  dttty  of 
t^  Muiister»  or  in  case  there  shall  be  no  Minister,  of  tlie  senior  Warded,  to  pre- 
sent him  to  tJie  Vestry,  who  shall  have  power,  on  being  satisfied  of  Ua.guilt^  t* 
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«xpel  bim,  prorided  alway*  that  at  least  two  thirds  concur  in  such  cxpalaioii,  ui4 
that  the  person  expelled  shall  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charpre  of  the  property  of 
the  Churchf  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect  and  call  a  Minister  and 
provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during  tlio  celebration 
of  divine  worship,  and  in  general  to  act  as  helpers  to  t]ic  Minister  in  whatever 
is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel ;  it  being  understood 
Always  that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Church  are  under  the  exclui»ive  direc- 
tion of  the  Minister,  in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastical  autiiority  and  laws  of 
the  Diocese. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  elements  for  the 
Lord's  Supper-— to  collect  the  Alms  at  the  administration  of  the  saiiic  ;  to  keep  , 
and  diflburae  such  alms  in  case  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  Minister— and  while^ 
the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  Minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebrntion  of  pnUie' 
worship  and  the  instruction  of  the  congregation  by  occasional  clerical  .vorvioei  or 
by  lay-reading  as  circumstances  may  permit. 

(Parishes  now  incorporated  are  excepted  from  any  parts  of  this  Canon  inter- 
fering  with  tlieir  articles  of  association  or  by-laws.) 

CANON  III. 

Qf  ^  Admission  qf  a  Church  or  Congrts^tioK  into  Union  wiik  Uu  ProUiUuU 

Episcopal  Chwrck  in  this  Diocese 

To  enable  a  church  or  congregation  to  be  received  into  union  with  the  Church 
tn  this  Diocese,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  Vestry  submit  to  the  Convention, 
their  articles  of  association;  or,  if  mcorporated,  tJieir  charter,  or  a  copy  thereoly 
daly  authenticated  according  to  law  ;  and  f\irther  that  it  be  made  to  appear  that 
■acli  church  or  congregation  has  acceded  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship 
of  the  ProtesUnt  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution 
Mid  Canons  of  this  Diocese.  A  certificate  shall  also  be  produced  from  the  Bish- 
op—or in  case  of  his  absence  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate — from  a  majo- 
nij  of  the  Standing  Committee,  that  notice  wns  given  him  or  them,  at  least  one 
month  before  the  Convention,  of  the  organization  having  taken  place. 

CANON  IV. 

Attendance  on  CoMrcHfion,  and  Reiptisitesfor  the,  Admission  of  LdUf'D^nUiss. 

It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  all  clergymen,  entitled  to  scots  in  the  Convention,  to 
Attend  the  suim?,  antf  of  every  church  or  congregation  in  union  with  the  Church 
in  this  diocese,  to  Rcnd  one  or  more  Lay-Delegates  to  the  Convention,  who  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  from  amon?  tne  Communicants  of  the  Church  or  con- 
gregation to  be  represented,  and  pTiall  exhibit  to  the  Contention  a  certillcato 
signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  by  the  Rector,  or  by  one  of  the  War- 
dens, in  substance  sa  follows — viz: 

This  is  to  certify  that  at  a  rngular  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of  Church

is  a  communicant  of  good  stanYling  in  said  Church,  was  appointed  a  Lay-Delo- 
jfate  to  represent  the  same  in  the  Convention  of  the  I'rot*  slant  Episcopal  Church 
m  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  to  be  holdon  on  the  day  of  in  the 

year  of  our  Lord 

Signed 

Parishes  already  incorporated  are  excepted  from  so  much  of  the  above  Canon, 
M  would  interfere  willi  tJieir  articles  of  incorporation,  or  association. 

CANON  V. 

A    List,  to  he  made  of  the  Ministers  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec  1.  Witliin  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  thb 
Diocese,  the  Bisliop  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  ministers  canonioallj 
resident  in  the  Dio<:cHe,  annexing  the  names  of  their  n»sp^'ctive  Cures  or  Parishes 
or  Stations  as  Missionaries;  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning  duly  incorpormtedi 
in  which  they  are  engaged— and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in  Parishes 
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or  Missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above — their  places  of  residence  onlyr 
-—specifying  at  the  same  time  who  of  any  clasH  are  Deacons — but  no  clergymaut 
while  suspended  from  the  ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  such  list.  Aim  such 
list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  immediately  afler  it  shall  have  been  called 
to  order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  thereform.  The  same 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Journal,  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

Sec  2.  When  the  ri^ht  of  any  clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  is  die- 
puted,  it  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  article  of  the 
Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself;  whetner  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list 
aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

CANON  Vi. 

•* .  OJ  Parish  RegUters  and  Parochial  Aiparts. 

8x0.  1 .  Every  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  Inep  a  Register  of  all  the 
Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him;  or,  in  his 
parish  Wany  other  Episcopal  minister:  specifying  the  names,  and  times  of  birth 
of  the  children  baptized,  together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsorsf 
the  names  of  the  adults  baptized,  and  also  of  the  witnesses  of  the  baptism;  the 
names  of  those  confirmed,  and  by  wliom ;  tfafe  names  of  the  parties  raairied,  and 
of  persons  buried;  and  also  the  time  of  each  rite  respectively.  This  Register 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister,  in  a  book,  kept  for  that  purpose^  and  bek>nging-to 
the  Vestry  of  the  church  which  he  serves — which  book  shall  be  called  the  Parish 
Register,  and  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Parish. 

Sbc  2.    In  addition  to  the  Register  above  named,  the  Minister  of  each  Parish 
■hall  keep  a  list  of  the  Communicants  and  of  famiUes  within  his  cure— «peci^- 
ing  the  time  when  the  former  became  communicants  of  the  church  under  his 
cmirge,  and  whether  ^y  removal  from  the  communion  of  some  other  church  or 
otherwise. 

Skc  3.  Every  minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  befive  the  day  of  every 
annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop— or  if  there  be  no  Bishop— to 
the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  or  the  number  of  baptisms,  nuff- 
riages,  funerals  and  persons  confirmed  within  his  cure  since  the  last  Convention 
and  also  of  the  number  of  communicants,  specifying  the  removals  and  death,  also 
the  additions  to  the  communion,  and  whether  the  lost  have  been  by  removal  from 
the  communion  of  other  churches  or  otherwifle,  since  the  last  Convention — and 
also  of  the  number  of  pupils  and  teachers  connected  with  Sunday-school  instmo 
tion  in  the  parish — and  of  the  number  of  persons  connected  with  Bible-class  in- 
struction, and  of  any  Missionary  or  other  benevolent  societies,  and  of  all  contri- 
butions for  benevolent  objects,  by  subscription  or  public  collections,  together  with 
a  concise  statement  of  whatever  other  matters  of  fact  may  be  important  in  show- 
ing the  state  of  the^arish. 

CANON  VII. 

Of  vacant  Congregations, 

Whenever  a  parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  imme- 
diately to  give  notice  to  the  Bishop. 

CANON  VIII. 

Of  Deputies  to  tite  General  Contention, 

The  Convention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual  meeting,  according  to  the 
the  provisions  of  the  7th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  four  clergymen  out  of 
Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  four  Laymen  wTio  shall  be  i> 
good  standing  as  communicants  in  some  church  in  union  with  the  Diocese,  to  act 
OS  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention — which  deputies 
shall  continue  in  office  until  successors  are  chosen.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  deputies-elect,  to  signify  to  4be  Bishop  on  some  day  at  least  three  weeks  be- 
fbre  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  whether  they  will  attend  or  not,  to 
the  duties  of  their  office.  In  default  of  which  signification,  or  in  case  of  the  de- 
clining of  any  to  attend  the  Greneral  Convention,  the  Standing^  Committee,  on 
notifiication  from  the  Bishop,  shall  proceed  to  appoint  as  many  clerical  or  lay-depv- 
lies  a«  may  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  full  representation  of  the  Dioceee,  and 
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Che  penon  or  penom  ■•  delegfated,  being  furnished  with  the  certiificate  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  deputies  elee* 
ted  by  the  Convention.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  notification 
on  the  part  of  deputies-eleet  above  required,  shall  be  made  to  the  President  of 
tlie  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  Loij' Readers, 

None  shall  be  eoniddered  as  aathorised  to  officiate  as  a  Lay-reader  in  thip  Dio- 
cese, except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency,  without  a  written  license  from  the 
JEKshop;  or,  incase  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  &om  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee: and  lay-readers  shall  in  all  cases  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Xlth  Canon 
of  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  X. 

OfprepanMga  Report  on-  ike  State  of-  the  Church. 

In  order  to  carry  into  effect  Uie  recommendation  contained  in  the  51  st  Canon 
of  the  General  Convention,  a  Committee  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  shall 
be  appointed  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every  stated  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Convention,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the 
Bishop,  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Con> 
vention. 

CANON  XI. 

Qf  the  Secretary  qf  the  Convention, 

Sec  1«  In  addition  to  the  duties  assi^ed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
in  the  6th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  if  is  made  his  duty  to  send  to  the  Minister, 
or  in  case  there  be  no  Minister,  to  the  Wardens  of  each  parish  in  union  with  the 
Convention,  not  less  than  four  weeks  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
a  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  said  meeting,  together  vrtth  the  form  of 
a  Parochial  Report — and  a  form  by  which  to  certify  toe  appointment  of  lay-depu- 
ties, together  with  the  assessment  laid  upon  the  pariah  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Diocese. 

Sbc  2.  He  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Prot.  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretarv  of  every  Diocesan  Con- 
vention, a  copy  ot  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese — as  well  as  of 
any  Charge  or  Pastoral  Lictter  recently  published — and  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion, a  certificate  ofthe  appointment  of  clerical  and  lay-deputies. 

CANON  xn. 

Qf  the  treasurer  of  the  Conventunu 

Sxc  1.  At  every  stated  Convention,  there  shall  be  elected  a  Treasurer  ofthe 
Convention,  whose  dutv  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse  all  monies  collected 
under  the  authority  of  tne  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection  and  distribu- 
tion shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually 
to  the  Convention  and  examined  by  a  Committee  ofthe  same. 

Sxc.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  supplied  by 
a  person  chosen  by  the  Standing  Committe,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  an 
election  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  xni. 

Of  MissionSy  and  qf  Education  for  the  Ministry^ 

Sec.  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  bein^  essentially  a  missionary  institution;  and 
every  part  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christian  profession  to  the  support  of  the  Mi«- 
siomcry  work;  and  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  being  absolutely 
necessary  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel  in  the  same  work — it  is  soTemnlv  urg- 
ed upon  every  member  of  the  Church,  that  he  consider  his  Christian  prorossion 
as  involving  direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objects. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  this  Diocese  to  instnxct  the 
people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is  recommended  to  every 
foember  of  the  Church  to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  ia  ttOfe  for 
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these  purposes,  a^  God  hath  prospered  him«  according  to  the  apostolic  direction. 
1  Cor.  xvi.  I . 

Skc.  3.  There  ^hall  be  appointed,  at  each  annual  meetinflr  of  the  Conyention, 
a  Committer  oonsiutinier  of  the  BIsliop  of  tha  Diocese,  ez-cffidOf  and  8  other 
members — -1  clerical,  4  lay — c^locted  by  ballot,  to  be  called  the  Missionary  and 
Education  Conimitlf^c;  to  whicli  shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and  reg- 
ulation of  licneficiaries,  tha  appainting  of  MLosionaries,  and  Missionary  stations, 
and  the  mi\king  of  all  appropriations  of  money  for  either  object. 

Skc.  4.  it  sliall  be  tiie  privilcfire  of  the  contributors  to  designate  to  which  par- 
pose,  and  also  to  which  branch  ot  the  Mis!«ionary  cause,  if  such  be  the  designa- 
tion, their  contribution  shall  be  applied.  If  no  designation  be  made,  it  shall  be  at 
the  disposal  of  tho  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  Th«>  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee, wh^n  he  is  present — if  absent,  a  chairman  pro.  tern,  shall  be  appointed. 

Src.  G.  The  C-ommitl(^  uhaU  meet  annually,  at  the  place,  and  on  the  1st  day, 
of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  at  such  other  times  and  places  as 
the  President  may  from  time  to  time  appoint*  or  as  mi^  be  found  convenient  on 
their  own  aijounimonL  Four  attending  members  shall  be  a  quorum;  and  every 
meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Skc.  7.  No  Beneficiary  or  Missionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the  written 
consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  same,  which  consent  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes. 

Sec.  8.  At  every  aimual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Secretary  of  the 
same  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year  then  terminated — which^ 
with  the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  shall  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Convention,  and  published  in  its  Journal,  either  entire  or  in  part. 

Sec  9.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  ifaap 
be  eZ'Ofido  mMiibors  qf  the  Committee.  Vacancies  during  the  recess  of  the 
Convention,  may  be  suppUed  by  th**  Committee.  No  monies  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer,  but  by  an  onier  of  tne  Committee,  signed  by  the  President. 

CANON  XIV. 

Of  Alterations  in  the  Canons  and  additions  thereto. 

No  proposition  to  alter,  or  add  to,  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  consider- 
ed  by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  afler  one  day's  previous  no- 
tice thereof,  given  in  open  Convention;  nor  (unless  by  unanimous  consent,)  un- 
til it  shall  have  been  reported  on  by  a  Committ«^e  of  at  least  two  clergymen  and 
two  laymen.  Nor  shrill  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same 
ConventioQ,  iftwo  thirds  ot*  the  members  present  sliall  not  concur  therein;  but 
in  such  cas3  ilio  same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  the  t'otes)  shall  lie  over 
for  consideration  till  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XV.

Sec  1.  Tliore  shall  be  ap{>ointed  at  each  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  as  President,  ex-officio,

PromtUdf  that  no  alteration  or  amendment  whatever  be  made  in  this  Consti- 
tution, whereby  the  funds  of  the  Seminary,  raised  in  England  be  appropriated 
to  anjr  other  use  than  the  education  and  theological  instruction  of  students,  Ibi 
the  ministrr  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  This  proviso,  however,  dots 
not  precIncM  the  lawfulness  and  constitutionality  of  annexing  a  GoUegt  to  tks 
Seminary,  and  making  provision  so  far  as  practicable,  lor  the  admission  af  qIIhv 
students,  at  their  own  expense^  to  the  benefit  of  a  College  education.

OF  THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  OF  THE  PROTESTANT

Whereai  John  M*Corkle  ami  Charles  Hammond,  a  committee  appointed  on  be- 
half of  the  conTention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Charch  in  the  diocese  of 
Ohio,  have,  by  their  petition  to  this  Creneral  AseemMj,  represented  thai  a 
aeminarj  for  Theological  education  has  been  established  by  said  conTention 
within  this  state,  and  in  order  to  the  more  convenient  management  of  the 
concerns  of  the  said  seminary,  and  to  the  permanency  of  its  establishment  in 
this  state,  have  prayed  that  the  said  seminary  may  be  incorporated— There- 
fore, 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  state  of  Ohio,  That  the 
Right  Reverend  Philander  Chase,  now  Bishop  Of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  diocese  of  Ohio,  Roger  Searle.  Intrepid  Morse,  Ezra  B.  Kellogg, 
Samuel  Johnston,  Bezaleel  Wells,  William  K.  Bond,  John  Johnston,  and  Charles 
Hammond,  the  present  trustees  of  the  said  seminary,  and  their  successors  ap- 
pointed in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  saii  seminary, 
as  now  established,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  at>ody  corporate  and 
politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  '^Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio;"  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued,  defending  and 
being  defended  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  ail  manner  of  actions,  causes  and 
complaints  whatsoever;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at 
their  discretion: — and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity 
of  taking  and  holding  by  devise  and  otherwise,  or  of  purchasing,  holding  and  en- 
joying to  them  and  their  succeRHors,  any  real  estate  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise, 
any  goods,  chattels  and  personal  estate,  and  of  selling,  leasing,  mortntging  or 
otherwise  disposing  of  said  real  and  personal  estate,  or  any  part  thereof^  as  Uiey 
may  think  proper:  ProvitLedy  That  the  clear  annual  income  of  such  real  and  peiw 
sonal  estate,  exclusive  of  any  lands  or  tenements  that  may  be  occupied  bv  the 
said  seminary  for  its  accomniodation,  or  that  of  its  officers  or  professors,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  present  trustees  of  said  seminary  and  their  successors  in 
office,  under  the  constitution  thereof,  as  now  establiphed,  or  as  the  same  may  be 
hereafter  altered  or  amended,  shall  have  the  eare  and '  management  of  said  sem- 
inary and  of  its  estate  and  property,  and  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time,  to 
sell  or  otherwise  dispose  ot  its  estate  and  prof)erty,  and  to  apply  the  avails  there- 
of and  all  other  funds  of  said  seminary  for  its.  benefit  and  advantage,  as  they  shal 
deem  it  expedient;  and  shall  also  have  power^  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
of  the  constitution  of  said  seminary,  to  make  by«law8  and  ordinanoes  n>rthe  ap- 
pointment of  Professors  and  other  ofiVces  of  said  seminary,  for  regulating  Uie 
duties  and  conduct  of  the  Professors,  officers  and  students  therein,  for  conducting 
its  business  and  concerns,  and  generally  for  the  good  go\'ernment.of  the  same;— 
Promdedj  The  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  tho 
United  SUtes,  or  of  this  State. 

Sec  3.  That  this  act  be,  and  is  hereby  declared  a  public  ast^  and  that  the 
same  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  other  plaois,  benignly  aad  favourably  for 
9rerj  beneficial  purpose  therein  intended.   - 
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Sec.  4.  That  the  General  Assembly  may  at  any  time  hereafier  modify  or  re' 
peal  this  act;  but  no  such  modification  or  repeal  shall  divert  the  real  and  personal 
estate  of  the  Seminary  to  an?  other  purpose  than  the  education  of  ministers  of 
the  gospel  in  the  Protestant  Lpiscopal  Churcti  in  the  United  States  of  America.

Steubenville,  September  12th,  1839. 

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in 
the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  P.  Mcllvaine,  D.  D. 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  with  several  Clergymen  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties, assembled  in  St  Paul's  Church,  Steubenville,  at  half  past 
11  A.  M.  Morning  prayers*  were  read  by  the  Rev.  James  Bon- 
nar,  and  a  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Erastus  Burr. 

The  Bishop  then  took  the  chair  and  the  Convention  proceed- 
ed to  organize.  A  list  of  the  Clergy  canonically  entitled  to  seats 
was  called.

ResolvedjThai  the  Rules  of  Order  adopted  at  the  last  Conven- 
tion,be  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  present  Convention, 
and  entered  on  the  Journal. 

RULES    OF    ORDER. 

1.  The  bosiness  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.  The  Minutes  of  the  Journal  of  the  proceeding  day  shall  be  read  immedi- 
ately after  the  opening  of  Convention. 

3.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing, 
or  shall  afterwords  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

4.  No  Member  shaU  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

/  &.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  House, 
he  shaU  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself 
etrictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

6.  No  member  shaU  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without  leave 
of  the  House.' 

7.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue 
in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  is  put,  shall 
on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  discussion. 

9 .  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
House,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate,  unless  it  should  be  on  a  motion 
for  reconsideration,  which  motion  can  only  be  made  by  a  member  voting  in  Uie 
majority  on  the  question  proposed  to  be  reconsidered. 

10.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  seconded,  and, 
when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

11.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be  made, 
except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  postpone  it;  bu(  a  motion  to  adjourn 
■hall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  before  the  original  motion. 

12.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered. 

13.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  hb  teat  until 
the  President  leaves  his  chair. 

14.  Immediately  after  tljo  roll  of  the  Clerical  members  is  called,  the  names 
of  the  Parishes  shall  be  called,  and  the  Lay  Delegates  of  each  parish  shall  come 
forward  and  present  their  credentials,  and  thereupon  the  President  scall  deckrc 
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the  Convention  to  duly  organized:  the  Secretary  shall  than  be  elected;  aAef 
which,  the  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  the  Credentials  of  Lay  Dele- 
gates, another  on  Unfinished  Business,  and  then  any  other  Standing  Commit* 
tees  usually  appointed  by  the  Chair. 

The  BLihop  then  delivered  the  following 


ADDRESS. 

BnETiiBErf — 

It  is  with  the  most  heart-felt  pleasure  that  I  again  meet 
my  brethren  and  friends  composing  this  Convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese.— We  have  come  together  to  do  the  business  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese.  Let  us  endeavour  that  while  all  things  are  done  de- 
cently and  in  order,  each  holding  its  right  place,  and  receiving  its 
due  attention,  our  hearts  may  be  quickened  in  our  common  work  of 
serving  God;  our  brotherly  love  increased,  and  our  determination  to 
^Hive  not  unto  ourselves  but  unto  Him  who  died  for  us  and  rose 
again." 

I  look  round  upon  the  clergy  present  and  on  the  list  of  those  who 
are  absent,  and  I  see  no  vacancies  caused  by  death  since  we  last  met 
together.  The  Lord  be  praised  who  saveth  our  life  from  destruc- 
tion, and  crowneth  us  with  loving  kindness  and  lender  mercies!  I 
desire  to  be  fervently  thankful  for  the  measure  of  health  and 
strength,  with  which  He  has  enabled  me  to  fulfil  my  many  appoint- 
ments for  visitation  during  the  year  past.  In  only  two  cases,  and 
then  through  mistake  of  others,have  I  been  prevented  from  being  in 
the  parishes  and  officiating  in  my  duties  at  the  precise  time  appointed. 
As  I  have  many  things  to  say  to  you,  besides  the  narrative  of  my 
visitations,  1  proceed  without  further  delay  to  mention  my  official 
acts  since  we  were  last  together. 

Immediately  after  the  convention  of  last  year,  I  visited  St.  Luke^s 
Church,  Marietta,  then  in  charge  of  a  faithful  atu)  much   beloved 
brother,  who  I  regret  to  say  has    recently  lefk  the  diocese  and  the 
United  States,   the  Rov.   C.  L.  F.  ilcensel.     I  preached  thrice  at 
Marietta  and  administered  confirmation  to  two    persons.     The  par- 
ish  has  been  vacant  from  nearly  that  period. 
Sunday  Nov.  25th,  I  preached  twice  at  St.  PauPs,  Mount  Vernon. 
Dec.  2d,  I  visited  Trinity  Church,  Troy,  and  ordained  the  Rev. 
Norman  Badger,  the  minister  of  the  parish,  to  the  Order  of  Priests- 
Dec.    6.     Visited  Christ   Church,  Dayton,  preached   twice  and 
confirmed  six;  the  parish  bearing  manifest  evidence  of  increased 
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and  increasing  prosperity.  Few  laborers  in  our  vineyard,  have 
had  more  discouragements  to  contend  with,  or  have  labored  with 
more  patience  and  perseverance,  under  depressing  circumstances, 
than  the  rector  of  that  parish.  I  trust  as  he  has  not  fainted,  he  will 
abundantly  reap  of  the  best  fruit  of  the  word. 

The  next  night,  on  my  way  to  Cincinnati,  preached  in  St.  Mat- 
thew^s,  Hamilton,  but  expecting  again  to  be  there  soon,  did  not  ad- 
minister confirmation. 

From  Hamilton,  I  proceeded  to  Cincinnati,  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  in  the  solemn  service  of  consecrating  a  beloved  brother 
to  the  ofHceof  a  Bishop.  There,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  the 
Assistant  Bishop  of  Virginia  and  the  Bishops  of  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee,  for  whose  assiduous  and  faithful  preaching  of  the  gos- 
pel, in  the  churches  of  Cincinnati,  while  sojourning  in  that  city,  I  * 
felt,  m  company  with  those  that  heard  them,  very  deeply  thankful. 

On  Sunday,  Dec.  9th,  I  assisted,  in  company  with  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Bishop  Meade,  who  presided,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishops  Smith  and 
Otey,  who  assisted  in  the  laying  on  of  hands,  in  the  consecration  of 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Iieonidas  Polk,  D.  D.,  to  be  the  Missionary  Bishop  of 
Arkansas. 

The  duty  of  preaching  the  consecration  sermon  was  devolved  on 
me  by  the  presiding  Bishop.  The  season  was  one  of  grelkt  solemnity 
and  I  trust  has  left  a  very  salutary  impression,  as  well  with  regard 
to  the  sacredness  of  the  ministerial  office,  as  the  peculiarly  appro- 
priate and  impressive  services  of  our  Church,  at  such  times,  on  the 
minds  of  the  great  congregation  that  attended  the  consecration. 

The  new  Missionary  Bishop  was  not  slow  of  heart  to  begin  his 
self-denying  and  arduous  labors.  From  Mississippi  to  Texas,  he 
has  already  visited  the  regions  committed  to  his  oversight.  The  ex- 
perience of  the  Church,  1  have  no  doubt,  will  show  that  of  all  her 
undertakings  for  the  advancement  of  the  Gospel,  none  was  wiser 
than  that  of  the  appointment  of  Missionary  Bishops. 

While  in  Cincinnati,  I  preached  twice  at  Christ's  Church,  and 
twice  at  St.  Pjiurs.  At  one  of  the  services  in  St.  Paul's,  twenty- 
four  persons  received  Confirmation;  and  at  another  the  Rev.  Henry 
V.-D.  Johns  was  instituted  to  the  Rectorship  of  the  Church. 

Dec.  30,  I  visited  St.  Matthew's,  Perry  Township,  Knox  Co., 
preached  twice,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

Feb.  6,  1839,  1  visited,  in  company  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hard,  two 
stations  at  which  that  diligent  and  beloved  minister,  now  I  much 
regret  to  say,  no  longer  of  this  Diocese,  was  accustomed  to  preach, 
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when  he  could  be  spared  from  his  parish^-one  at  Grannies^  Creek, 
the  other  in  the  town  of  Frederick.  I  preached  once  at  the  former 
and  twice  at  the  latter. 

Jan.  13,  visited  the  vacant  parish  at  Lancaster,  accompanied  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Newman, — preached  twice;  Mr.  Newman  once. 

Feb.  8d,  I  J]cld  an  ordination  in  the  Chapel  of  Kenyon  Collegoy 
at  which  Mr.  William  Willey  Arnett  was  admitted  to  the  order  of 
Deacon. 

March  4th,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's,  Mt.  Vernon  and  admitted  to 
the  order  of  Deacons  Mr.  John  Wilson,  a  graduate  of  Kenyon 
College  and  a  student  of  thu  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese- 
March  10,  I  held  a  confirmation  in  the  Chapel  of  Kenyon  College' 
when  twelve  persons  received  the  ordinance,  a  private  confirmatioQ 
of  one  person,  having  been  held  about  a  month  before. 

March  27,  I  visited  Grace  Church,  Berkshire,  preached  twice, 
and  confirmed  ^owr  persons. 

March  28th,  St.  Peter's  Delaware,  preached  throe  times,  and  con- 
firmed ^t?e. 

Passed  Good  Friday,  at  St.  John's  Church,  Worthington,  where 
I  preached  twice  and  confirmed  one. 

Passed  Easter  Sunday,  in  Trinity  Church,  Columbus,  preached 
three  times  and  confirmed  fifteen.  This  parish  was  then  receiving, 
and  has  since  received,  many  precious  blessings  of  the  Holy  Spirit* 
in  the  turning  of  sinners  from  darkness  to  light,and  in  the  bringing 
of  many  to  confess  Christ  before  men. 

April  30,  I   preached   in   Trinity   Church,  Newark. 

May  0,  visited  St.  Peters',  Morristowa,  and  St.  Thomas'  St. 
Clairsville,  preached  once  in  the  former  parish;  in  the  latter, 
twice,  and  confirmed  two  persons.  The  parish  at  Morristown 
is  reduced  to  some  two  or  throe  heads  of  families,  so  that  I  do  not 
think  there  is  field  enough  there,  for  a  minister  residing  at  St. 
Clairsville  to  give  it  any  stated  part  of  his  services,  as  used  to  be 
the  case.  At  St.  Clairsville  a  congregation  sufficient  to  occupy  the 
labors  of  a  minister  could  be  collected  if  a  minister  were  sustained 
there;  but  I  regret  to  say  that  the  clForts  of  the  people  to  that  end, 
assisted  as  they  have  been  by  the  Missionary  Committee,  are  not 
such^as  to  encourage  the  hope  that  much  can  be  accomplished  there. 

May  9th,  visited  the  town  of  Cadiz,  Harrison  Co.,  where  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Gray  had  been  accustomed  at  regular  periods  to  preach,  and 
found  a  favorable  opening  for  ihu  Church  under  the  labors  of  a  pa- 
tient and  self-denied  minister.     I  preached  there  once. 
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Tho  day  following,  visited  St.  John's  Springfield,  where  I  was 
met  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scull,  of  Virginia.  He  preached  once,  and  I 
also,  once. 

This  parish,  with  that  at  Cross  Creek,  is  under  the  laborious  Mis. 
sionary   services  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gray. 

The  day  following,  I  visited  St.  James'  Cross  Creek.  Being  too 
much  affected  by  a  journey  in  the  hot  sun,  to  preach,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Scull  was  again  called  on  for  aid,  and  was  kind  enough  to  preach  to 
that  interesting  congregation. — There  were  no  confirmations;  ano- 
ther visit  being  soon  expected  when  a  new  church,  then  nearly 
finished,  was  expected  to  be  consecrated. 

Sunday,  May  12,  was  spent  in  the  parish  of  St.  PauPs  Steuben- 
ville.  In  consequence  of  the  beloved  brother  who  presides  over  this 
parish,  having  been  relieved  from  the  charge  of  certain  neigh- 
boring missionary  stations,  which  others  now  supply,  but  which 
were  long  indebted  to  his  parental,  self-denying,  and  most  useful 
care,  the  prosperity  of  his  own  Church  has  been  increased.  1 
preached  twice  in  his  church,  and  con^rmed  fourteen  persons. 

From  Steubenvillc,  I  proceeded  to  the  parish  of  St.  Stephens^ 
Elast  Liverpool ;  where  I  preached  twice,  consecrated  the  Church, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Morse,  Gray,  and  Laird  and  confirmed 
four  persons.  This  parish  is  for  the  present  supplied  once  in  three 
Sundays,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Laird  of  a  neighboring  parish  in  Penn- 
sylvania. 

From  Liverpool,  I  went  to  Wellsville,  and  preached  in  the 
Methodist  Meeting  House. — Thence  on  the  16th  of  May  to  New 
Lisbon,  where  I  preached  also  in  one  of  the  Methodist  Meeting 
Houses.  From  thence  the  day  following,to  Carrolton,  a  place  which 
had  occasionally  enjoyed  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gray.  There 
I  preached  in  the  Lutheran  Church  and  confirmed  four  persons. 
From  thence  to  New  Philadelphia,  intending  to  preach  there,  but 
being  too  much  fatigued,  Mr.  Gray  took  my  place  and  allowed 
mc  a  little  rest.  The  Sunday  following,  I  reached  St.  Marks,  Mill 
Creek,  a  parish  which  has  for  several  months,  together  with  St. 
Matthew's  Perry,  been  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Arnett.  A 
large  congregation  heard  the  word,and  six  persons  were  confirioed. 

In  the  afternoon  I  rode  to  Coshocton  and  preached  there  at 
night. 

On  tho  28th  of  May,  I  visited  St.  Philip's  Circleville,  then  va- 
cant by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Halscy,  whom  ill  health  had 
obliged  to  go   away.    Preached   twice,  but  held  no  confirmation. 
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From  thence  to  Chillicothe,where  I  preached  once  and  visited  the 
families  of  the  parish.  There  was  no  confirmation.  On  Saturday, 
Juno  1st,  I  reached  Portsmouth,  and  spent  till  ilie  following  Mon- 
day evening  in  visiting  the  parish  of  All  b'aints,  which  had  been 
for  some  months  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burr.  I  preach- 
ed three  times,  administered  the  communion  and  confirmed  fwenty 
two, — There  has  seldom  been  a  case  of  more  pleasing  and  marked 
advance  in  the  character  of  a  parish,  than  has  recently  taken  place 
in  that  of  Portsmouth.  From  being  one  which  seemed  for  a  long 
time,  almost  impossible  to  be  sustained,  it  is  now  greatly  increased 
in  numbers,  piety,  strength,  and  zeal.  It  was  till  recently  a  Mis- 
sionary station  oi  the  Diocesan  Committee.  It  will  need  aid  no 
more — but  1  trust  will  not  forget  that  having  freely  received  in 
time  of  need  from  the  bounty  of  other  parishes,  it  will  be  expected 
now  as  freely  to  give  for  the  purpose  of  strengthening  the  hands 
of  other  feeble  parishes  struggling  for  support.  The  parishioners 
of  Portsmouth  have  done  wisely  in  erecting  a  comfortable  parson- 
age-house for  their  Rector. 

From  Portsmouth,  I  proceeded  to  Cincinnati,where  on  the  5th  of 
July,!  preached  in  Christ's  Church  and  administered  confirmation  to 
twelve  persons.  On  the  evening  following,  I  preached  in  St.  PauPs 
Church. 

A  benevolent  work  has  been  done  since  the  last  Convention,  bj 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Blake,  Deacon,  among  the  poor  of  Cincinnati.  Whilst 
supported  by  the  two  Churches  of  that  city  as"a  city  Missionary,  be 
has  been  the  almoner  to  many  poor,  visiting  them  laboriously  at 
their  houses,  ministering  to  their  bodily,  as  well  as  spiritual  neces- 
sities, preaching  to  them  as  occasion  offered;  and  sustaining  a  large 
and  flourishing  Sunday  School,  composed  of  their  children.  Such 
City-missions  are  of  great  importance.  Multitudes  of  the  most  de- 
stitute can  be  reached  in  no  other  way. 

Leaving  Cincinnati,  I  proceeded  to  Lebanon,  where  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Foster,  ordained  a  Deacon  at  the  last  Convention,  has  since  resided. 
I  preached  once  in  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

From  Lebanon  to  Hamilton,  where  I  passed  Sunday,  July  9th, 
and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Guion,  preached  twice  and 
confirmed^i'ff.  This  parish  has  been  much  crippled  by  the  emi- 
gration of  its  most  efficient  members.  The  Rev.  Seth  Davis,  its 
late  diligent  Rector  has  resigned  its  charge. 

Thence  I  visited  the  new  parish  at  Eaton,  accompanied  by  the 
Rev.   Messrs.  Davis  and  Guion.      There  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
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meeting  the  Rev.  Mr.  Badger  of  Troy,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fiske 
of  Richmond,  Indiana,  for  whoso  frequent  and  faithful  services  at 
Elaton,  the  parish  as  well  as  myself,  is  much  indebted.  Twoser-* 
mons  were  preached,  one  by  Mr.  Fiske,  the  other  by  myself.  From 
Eaton  I  rode  to  Greenville,  accompanied  by  all  the  clergy  before 
named  as  present  in  the  former  place.  The  parish  is  now  connect" 
ed  with  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Badger  of  Troy.  Mr.  Fiske 
preached  in  the  Court  House,  on  which  occasion  I  addressed  the  con- 
gregation on  the  subject  of  confirmation,  and  administered  the  rite 
to  five  persons.  It  is  hoped  that  a  plain,  cheap  church,  sufficient 
for  the  present  wants,*  will  soon  be  built  in  Greenville. 

The  day  following,  I  reached  Trinity  Church  Troy,  in  whwh  1 
preached  once,  and  havmg  visited  the  parish  but  a  short  time 
before,  I  proceeded  the  next  day  to  St.  James^  Piqua,  accompanied 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Badger.  There,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Payne  of  Springfield 
met  us,  and  assisted  in  the  services  of  the  visitation.  I  preached 
once,  catechised  the  childrfen,  and  confirmed  e/^A/  persons.  From 
Piqua  I  visited  Yellow  Springs  and  preached.  Thence  to  Spring- 
field, where  I  spent  Sunday  June  16,  and  preached  twice*  The  in-, 
sufficiency  of  Mr.  Payne's  support,  which  is  derived  mainly  fi'onr> 
the  Greneral  Missionary  Society,  has  obliged  him  to  reside,  for  econ- 
omy at  Yellow  Springs,  many  miles  from  Springfield,  so  that  the 
growth  of  the  parish  has  been  sadly  checked.  Its  prospects  seem 
now  somewhat  improved. 

July  21,  I  visited  St.  Paul's,  Mt.  Vernon;  consecrated  the  new 
church,  preached  once  and  confirmed  eight  persons.  Few  par- 
ishes have  made  a  greater  effort  in  point  of  pecuniary  contribution, 
in  church-building  than  this.  A  beautiful  church,  completely  fin« 
ished  and  furnished,  at  the  cost  of  $12000,  has  been  erected  and 
paid  for,  almost  exclusively  by  the  members  of  the  parish.  I  men- 
tion the  fact  becauuse  I  regret  to  say  that  it  is  not  invariably  the** 
case,  that  parishes  first  do  what  they  can  to  help  themselves  before 
they  apply  to  others,  and  especially  to  those  in  theEkistern  Staler 
for  assistance.  I  think  there  is  some  times  too  little  effort  at  home 
before  application  is  made  abroad. 

Aug.  3d  and  4th,  I  visited  Trinity  Church,  Newark,  prcacharl 
twice,  confirmed  three  persons  and  admitted  to  the  order  of  Deaf- 
cons,  John  Uffbrd,  and  Greorge  B.  Sturges, — the  latter  a  student  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese,  and  Enos  Woodward. 

On  Thursday,  August  16,  I  baptized  at  Gambier  seven  adults^ 
six  of  whom  were   students  of  Kenyon  College.     And  on  the  Son* 
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day  following,  I  oonfirmed  in  the  College  chapel  thirty  peraons/ 
fifteen  of  whom  were  students,  the  rest  inhabitants  of  the  village  of 
Gambier,  and  neighborhood.  This  was  the  second  confirmation  of 
the  year  in  the  same  place.  Tjio  grace  of  God  has  been  recently 
very  richly  manifested  in  the  blessings  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon 
the  means  of  grace  at  our  College  and  in  the  Parish  with  which 
it  is  connected.  M&ny  students  have  been  led  as  we  confidently 
trust,  to  yield  themselves  as  living  sacrificos  to  the  Lord.  The 
whole  number  is  not  indicated  by  the  number  confirmed.  Some 
preferred  to  wait  an  opportunity  of  confirmation,  afler  the  term 
should  have  closed,  and  they  should  be  again  among  their  rela- 
tives— a  few  others  were  of  other  denominations  of  Christians. — 
The  same  good  work  was  manifest  among  the  families  resident  in 
the  college  neighborhood,  and  under  the  parochial  charge  of  the 
Rev.Dr.Colton. 

Oa  Sunday,  Aug.  25,  I  visited  St.  Luke's,  Granville,  preached 
twice  and  administered  confirmation  to  nine  persons.  I  am  hap- 
py to  say  that  the  Episcopal  Female  Seminary  ctablished  in  that 
place,  under  the  auspices  of  the  vestry  and  Rector  of  St.  Luke's 
Charch,  and  of  which  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is  ex-qfficio  Patron 
and  Visiter,  has  flourished  during  the  last  year,  and  bids  fair  to 
answer  the  expectations  of  those  who  have  assumed  so  much  pecu- 
niary responsibility  in  its  establishment. 

On  Saturday,  Sept.  6th,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Matthew's, 
Madison  Township,  Muskingum  Co.,  preached  once  and  confirmed 
four  persons.  This  parish  has  been  roared  by  the  occasional  ser- 
vices of  tke  Rev.  Mr.  Smallwood,  of  Zancsville,  and  is  now  asso- 
ciated with  St.  Marks',  Mill  Creek,  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev. 
Eios  Woodward,  recently  ordained.  The  prospect  of  the  parish, 
and  of  Mr.  Woodward,  for  usefulness  there  and  in  its  vicinity  is 
I  quite  favorable. 

Sunday  last,  was  spent  in  St.  James'  Zanesville.  I  preached 
tvice  and  administered  confirmatiou  to  seven  persons. 

While  at  Zanesville,!  heard  the  painful  intelligence  of  the  depar- 
ture out  of  this  life,  of  one  of  the  eldest  and  most  venerable  of  the 
Bishops  of  this  Church.  The  Right  Rev.  Nathaniel  Bowen,  D.  D., 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  has  gone  to  his  rest,  hav- 
ing finished  his  course  on  Sunday,  Aug.  26,  in  the  sixty-first  year 
of  his  age.  It  appears  that  his  health  was  greatly  impaired  and 
his  life  finally  terminiUed  by  his  assiduous  labors  among  his  people 
during  an  epidemic  sickness  which  recently  prevailed  among  them. 
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He  died  then  at  his  work,  serving  the  Lord,  setting  a  holy  extim- 
pie,  to  the  last,  of  the  same  benevolent  spirit  that  had  always 
marked  his  character.  His  diocese  is  greatly  afflicted — sincerely 
and  affectionately  do  we  sympathise  with  them  in  their  bereave- 
ment. May  the  Lord  and  Head  of  the  Church  grant  them  an 
Overseer  after  his  own  mind  to  take  the  vacant  place  and  preside 
over  the  flock  from  which  he  has  been  pleased  to  remove  the 
Shepherd,  the  Father  and  the  devoted  Friend. 

I  have  now  completed  the  account  of  my  visitations  during  the 
year.  Many  of  them  have  been  either  to  new  and  very  infant  par- 
ishes, or  else  to  places  which  I  had  not  before  seen,  and  where,  al- 
though there  are  numbers  of  our  household,  there  is  no  parochial 
organization.  This  in  a  great  degree  will  account  for  the  fact  that 
the  number  of  the  confirmations  is  much  less  than  it  was  last 
year. 

The  whole    number   confirmed   during   the  year  is  217. 

The  ordinations  have  been  ten^  viz: — The  Rev.  Messrs.  Albert 
Helfenstein,  Sen.  Thomas  B.  Fairchild,  Richard  Gray,  William  Hal- 
sey,  and  Norman  Badger  to  the  Order  of  Priests;  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Charles  Townsend,  John  Foster,  William  W.  Arnett,  John  Wilson, 
John  Ufford,  George  B.  Sturges,  and  Enos  Woodward  to  the  Order 
of  Deacons,  some  of  them  at  the  last  Convention,  but  subsequently 
to  my  Report  of  last  year,  others,  at  various  times  since* 

Two  Churches  have  been  consecrated  since  we  last  mdtj  viz: — St. 
Stephen''s,  East  Liverpool,  and  St.  Paul's,  Mt.  Vernon. 

One  Institution  of  a  Rector  has  taken  place,  viz:— of  the  Rev. 
Henry  V.  D.  Johns  as  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Cincinnati. 

The  candidates  for  orders  are  at  present,   Henry   L.  Bollman, 
Charles  Bronson,  Charles  B.  Douglas,  Rodolphus  K.  Nash,  D.  W 
Tolford,  Stephen  G.  Gassaway,   John  Henshaw,  Robert  S.  Elder, 
John  Sandells,  James  Jay  Okill,  Joseph  Large,  Heman  Russ. — 12. 

The  changes  among  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  have  been  as  fol- 
lows:— 

Removed  from  the  Diocese, — The  Rev.  John  L.  Harrison,  to  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania;  the  Rev.  Thomas  Quinan,  to  the  Dio- 
cese of  Maryland;  the  Rev.  T.  M.Leavenworth  to  that  of  Western 
New-York;  the  Rov.  J.  P.  Bausman,  to  that  of  Delaware;  the  Rev. 
C.  L.  F.  Hffinsel,  tothat  of  Upper  Canada;  the  Rev.  William  Mitch- 
ell, to  that  of  Indiana,  the  Rev.  Ebenezer  Boyden,  to  that  of  Vir- 
ginia; the  Rev.  Seth   Davis   to   that  of  Western  New- York;  the 

Rev.  Anson  B.  Hard,  to  that  of  Vermont. 
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Removed  to  the  Diocese. f-Thc  Rev.  T.  J.  Davis  from  tho  Dioc- 
•osc  of  Conn.,  and  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Akron;  The 
Rev.  Alexander  Varian  from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
has  taken  the  Rectorship  of  St.  James'  Painesvillc;  the  Rev.  M.  K. 
Cushman  from  the  Diocese  of  Michigan,  and  has  taken  charge  of 
St.  Thomas'  St.  Clairsville;  the  Rev.  Samuel  Marks,  from  the  Dio. 
cesc  of  Michigan,  and  has  taken  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John^s, 
Huron,  the  Rev.  Richard  Bury  from  the  Diocese  of  Michigan  and 
has  taken  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Cleveland. 

Tho  Rev.  J.  Mayo,  late  from  England,  has  exhibited  satisfactory 
testimonials  of  having  been  ordained  in  tho  Church  of  England 
and  of  possessing  suitable  character, and  has  been  licensed  to  offi- 
ciate in  this  Diocese. 

C/ianges  in  the  Diocese, — The  Rev.  Norman  Badger  has  taken  the 
Rectorship  of  Trinity  Church,  Troy.  The  Rev.  James  Bonnar 
has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Utica,  and  taken  that  of  St* 
John's,  Cuyahoga  Falls;  the  Rev.  Alfred  Blake  has  become  Do- 
mestic Missionary  in  Cincinnati;  the  Rev.  Erastus  Burr  has  taken 
the  Rectorship  of  All  Saints' Church,  Portsmouth;  the  Rev.  Joshua 
T.  Eaton  has  boon  appointed  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of 
the  Diocese,  Missionary  to  Batavia  and  Parkman;  the  Rev 
Abraham  Edwards  has  removed  from  St.  Paul's,  Radnor,  and  is  min. 
istcring  in  a  colony  of  Welsh  Emigrants  residing  in  Gallia  County,  . 
where  I  believe,  a  parish  has  been  organized,  though  not  yet  re. 
ported.  The  Rev.  William  F.  Halsey  has  resigned  St.  Philip's, 
Circleville,  and  been  succeeded  as  Rector  by  the  Rev.  William 
W.  Arnett;  tho  Rev.  Ephraim  Punderson  has  relinquished  the 
charge  of  St.  Paul's  Norwalk;  tho  Rev.  Charles  Townsend  has  taken 
charge,  as  Missionary  of  St.  Michael's  Union ville,  St.  Matthew's 
Ashtabula,  and  Trinity  Church,  Jeficrson;  the  Rov.  Enos  Woodward 
has  taken  charge  of  Si.  Mark's  Mill  Creek,  and  St.  Matthew's,  Jeffer- 
son Township,  Muskingum  Co.  The  Rev.  Anson  Clarke  has  resign- 
ed St.  Andrew's,  Elyria,  and  St.  John's,  Dover,  and  accepted  the 
Rectorship  of  St.  Paul's,  Norwalk. 

One  new  parish  has  been  organized  and  reported,  viz.,  Wickliffe 
Parish,  at  New  Lisbon. 

It  is  my  painful  duty  to  state  that  the  Rev.  Burton  H.  Hickox, 
having  been  presented  by  the  Standing  Committee  for  trial,  on 
certain  charges,  calling  for  serious  investigation,  a  court  of  Pres- 
byters was  appointed  for  his  trial.  After  due  examination  of  the 
case,  according  to  the  Canon  of  this  Diocese  for  the  trial  of  cler- 
gymen, the  court  recommended  to  me  that  the  accused  be  indefin- 
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itely  suspended  from  the  functions  of  the  ministry;  at  the  same 
time  urgmg  that  as  soon  as  his  life  shall  have  afforded  satisfactory 
evidence  of  repentance  and  amendment,  he  be  restored  to  the  ex- 
ercise of  the  ministry.  Having  examined  the  testimony.  I  approv- 
ed of  the  recommendation  of  the  court,  and  have  suspended  the 
Rev.  B.  H.  Hickox  accordingly.  It  is  believed  that  when  the  time 
shall  come  for  his  restoration,  this  painful  act  of  discipline  will  be 
found  to  have  been  blessed  of  God  to  his  soul's  health  and  the  use- 
fulness of  his  future  work. 

From  Messrs.  John  Williamson,  and  Albert  T.  Bledsoe,  who  at 
the  last  Convention  were  numbered  among  the  Presbyters  of  this 
Diocese,  I  have  received  requests  to  be  displaced  from  the  ministry, 
logetherwith  their  written  renunciation  of  thesame,and  their  writ- 
lea  expression  of  design  never  again  to  exercise  its  functions.'  I 
have  therefore  proceeded  according  to  Canon  xxxviii.  of  1832,  to 
pronounce  and  record  the  displacing  of  said  Williamson  and  Bled- 
soe, together  with  the  declaration  that  they  were  displaced  at  their 
own  request,  and   for  causes  not  affecting  their  moral  character. 

I  take  this  opportunity.  Brethren,  of  expressing  the  obligations 
of  this  Diocese  to  the  kindness  of  the  Bishop  White  Prayer-Book 
Society,  and  to  recommend  that  excellent  and  good-doing  institution 
lo  your  affectionate  regard  and  support.  During  the  last  year  it 
has  given  to  various  parts  of  this  Diocese  1,011  Prayer-books, 
for  which  we  are  very  thankful.  I  wish  I  could  say  that  it  had 
received  a  corresponding  return  in  contributions  to  its  funds.  The 
receipts  from  Ohio  during  the  same  period  were  only  $41  26.  I 
hope  the  clergy  and  laity  of  our  Diocese,  seeing  the  great  need 
of  such  a  Society,  will  not  suffer  another  year  to  pass  without  a 
more  liberal  contribution.  I  would  urge  that  as  far  as  possible  those 
who  obtain  donations  of  Prayer-Books  for  distribution,  should  avoid 
making  them  a  free  gift.  In  almost  every  instance  something  may 
be  obtained  for  them  and  generally  the  full  cost,  and  ihus  the  book 
be  rendered  more  valuable  in  the  eye  of  the  receiver  and  much  ex- 
pense be  saved  the  Society. 

Since  our  last  Convention,  a  very  useful  and  important  publica- 
tion has  been  commencec^  by  the  General  Protestant  Episcopal  Sun- 
day School  Union,  entitled  the  Journal  of  Religious  Education  and 
Family  and  Sunday  School  Visiter.  This  is  rather  a  new  scries  of 
the  former  Visiter,  with  a  new  name  and  an  enlarged  and  improved 
plan  and  execution,  than  a  new  Magazine.  It  is  edited  by  the  Rev. 
Benjamin  O.  Peers  and  the  Rev.  Benjamin  I.  Haight  of  New-York. 
Its  main  object  is  the  promolion  of  the  Christian  education  of  chil- 
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dren  according  to  the  principles,  and  in  connection  with  the  institu* 
tions  and  ministry ,  of  the  Church.     I  like  very  much  the  spirit  and 
principles  as  well  as  the  general   management  of  the  Journal,  on 
the  n)ain   subject  of  religious    education,  and  believing  that  line 
upon  line  is  eminently  needed  on  that  subject,  as  well  to  correct 
prevalent  errors,  as  to  supply  useful  truth,  I  feel  very  desirous  that 
the  Journal  should  he  widely  circulated  incur  Parishes,  and  would 
respectfully  recommend  it  to  the  clergy    nnd  laity  of  the  Diocese. 
You  will  see  by  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  that 
the   attention   of  the  Convention  is  loudly  called    to  our  financial 
arrangements.     On  the   subject  of  the   support  of  the  Episcopate 
your  best  judgment  is  required,  and  I  trust  you  will  not  adjourn  till 
you  have  done  something   effectual  to   relieve    the  incumbent,  not 
only  of  the  great  embarrassments  arising  out  of  non-payment  of 
nearly  half  of  the  stipulated  salary,  but  also   from  the  great    un- 
pleasantness attached  to  the  mode  in  which  the  scattered  payments, 
so  far  as  they  go,  are   obtained.     But  this  is  not  all. — The  paro- 
chial assessments   for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Diocese,   are 
so  tardily    paid  that  1  am  almost  afraid    to   deliver  a  Charge  or 
prepare  a  Pastoral  Letter,  as  required  by   the   Canons,    lest  the 
means  of  publication  should  not  be  provided.     The  Journal  of  one 
Convention  remains  unpaid  for,  until  another  is  ready  for  the  press. 
The  Report  of  the  Missionary  and    Education  Committee    will 
exhibit  a  great  deal  to  convince  you  that  the  Diocese  has  been  most 
lamentably  belijnd  her  duty,  in  regard  to  the  support  of  Diocesan 
Missionaries  and  the  educatioa  of  young  men  for  the  ministry.    It 
would  seem  indeed  as  if  the  greater  number  of  the  parishes  had  en* 
tirely  forgotten  that  there  was  such  a  thing  as  a  Missionary  or  Eidu- 
cation  cause.     It  would  be  some  consokilion,.if  the  deficiency  in  the 
Diocesan  receipts  for  such  purposes,  were  to  be  accounted  for,  in 
any   considerable  degree,  by  the  contributions  to  the  General  Mis- 
sionary Society.     But  alas!  we  have  not  done  our  duty  in  that  di- 
rection; for  the  Domestic  Branch  $176  62,  for  the  Foreign,  $397 
69,  is  all  that  has  gone  from  Ohio  to  the  missions  of  the  General 
Society  during  the  last  year. 

Nearly  connected  with  the  subject  of  Missions  and  Education  for 
the  ministry  is  that  of  an  alarming  and  growing  deficiency  in  the 
support  of  the  parochial  ministry.  I  say  alarming  and  growing 
deficiency^  for  it  is  rapidly  growing  as  the  expenses  of  living 
throughout  the  Slate  increase,  and  the  thirst  for  gain  in  the  commu- 
nity grows  more  insatiate;  and  it  is  alarming  when,  with  regard 
k)  a  very  large  majority  of  our  ministers  it  may  be  said,  that  no 
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raeiiy  with  half  their  toil  and  care,  not  to  speak  of  their  merits , 
are  paid  their  stipulated  support  with  half  as  much  irregularity 
and  uncertaioty,  and  tardiness  and  real  deficiency;  and  no  class  of 
educated  men  are  compelled  to  live  and  cultivate  their  minds,  and 
educate  their  families,  and  consecrate  their  strength  to  their  calling, 
upon  a  pecuniary  support  so  contracted.  It  is  well  known  how 
greatly  theexpenses  of  living  have  increased  throughout  the  l-iocese, . 
and  especially  in  the  larger  towns,  during  the  last  four  years.  It 
is  equal]^'^  true  that  with  a  few  exceptions  the  salaries  of  our  cler- 
gy, graduated  at  first,  to  the  lowest  scale  of  propriety,  have  remain- 
ed as  at  first. — There  has  been  little  proper  consideration  of  the 
decrease  in  the  value  of  money,  arising  out  of  the  increased  cost  of 
the  necessaries  of  life.  Our  ministers,  in  general,are  worse  sustain- 
ed than  they  were  a  few  years  ago,  while  the  wealth  of  the  whole 
country  has  been  rapidly  increasing,  and  th^  demand  for  ministers 
of  finished  education  and  popular  talents;  men  of  iron  sinews  and 
inexhaustible  strength;  men  of  nerves  never  wearying,  spirits  nev- 
er flagging,  resources  never  failing,  has  increased  as  much.  Our 
parishes  insist  upon  having  pastors  well  furnished  in  point  of 
education. — They  are  right.  We  desire  to  ordain  no  others;  but  it 
should  be  remembered  that  such  ministers  are  put  to  the  cost  of  some 
six  or  eight  years  of  expensive  instruction  to  become  thus  furnish- 
ed for  their  work.  Our  parishes  desire  their  ministers  to  be  men 
of  families,  men  of  study,  living  among  their  people,  setting  an 
example  in  the  training  of  their  children,  devoting  all  their  minds, 
attainments,  time  and  strength  to  their  ministry.  But  can  a  parish 
with  reason  expect  all  this,  if  the  support  of  the  Pastor  be 
scarcely  sufficient  to  keep  a  family  from  rags,  and  not  enough  to 
enable  the  head  of  it  ever  to  pass  a  day  without  the  depressing 
sense  of  poverty,  and  the  distracting  thought  of  children  for  whose 
education  he  has  no  means,  and  of  days  of  infirmity^  for  which  he 
has  no  prospect  of  the  least  provision? 

I  fully  believe  that  one  of  the  greatest  dangers  now  to  be  appre- 
hended in  this  country  to  the  cause  of  enlightened,  scriptural  reli- 
gion, is  the  increasing  difficulty  of  supporting  an  educated  and" 
faithful  ministry;  a  ministry  sufficiently  at  ease  from  worldly  care 
to  live  unentangled  in  the  affiiirs  of  this  life;  a  ministry  so  far  se- 
cured from  the  caprices  and  multiform  fancies  of  the  people,  as  to 
feel  it  a  small  thing  to  be  judged  of  man's  judgment;  a  ministry  so 
competently  provided  for  in  worldly  substance,  as  to  have  books  to 
study,  time  to  read  them,  retiremqi^t  to  meditate  thereon,  and  com- 
posure of  mind  and  heart  to  p»ofit  thereby.     Wo    to  the  cause  of 
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religion  when  men  shall  be  willing  to  dispense  with  these  essential 
things   for  l-lic  sake  of  a  race  of  pastors  more  cheaply  supported. 
Such   may  easily  bo  provided. — Men  enough  can  be  raised  up  who 
will  support  themselves  and  preach  besides;  whose  prepai^ation  to 
teach  shall  cost  no  care  to  learn;  whose  sermons  will  require  nei- 
ther books,  nor  thought,  nor  knowledge,  nor  care;  wrought  out  as 
well  from  the  labors  of  the  plough,  or  the  din  of  the  anvil,  as  from 
the  eiforts  of  the  mind  and  the  quiet  of  the  study.     But  who  wants 
such  ministers?    Our  labor  is  more  and  more  to  prepare  the  very 
opposite.     We  found  Seminaries  of  classical  and  theological   learn- 
ing; wc  require  many  years  of  toilsome  study;  we  close  the  door 
of  the  ministry  against  those  who  are  not  well  learned  and  furnish- 
ed for  doctrine  and  instruction  in  righteousness;  when  we  send  out 
our  young  men,  we   exhort  them  to  give  themselves  continually  to 
prayer  and  the  ministry  of  the  word;  we   tell  them   that  "no man 
that  warreth''  in  this  warfare  "entangleth  himself  in  the  afiairs  of 
this  life,  that  he  may  please  him  who  hath  chosen  him  to  be  a  sol- 
dier;" the  Church  in  her  ordination  service  enjoins  them  "to  for- 
sake and  set  aside,as  much  as  possible,  all  worldly  cares  and  stu- 
dies;'' to  give  themselves  wholly  to  the  one  thing  "whereunto  it  hath 
pleased  God  to  call  them,''  to  draw  all  their  studies  and  cares  this 
loay.    They  are  required  solemnly   to  vow  at  their  ordination  that 
they  will  be  diligent  in  prayer  and  in  reading  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
and  in  such  studies  as  Iiclp  to  the  knoxoledge  of  the  satne,  laying  aside 
the  study  of  the  world   and  tJie  Jlesh,^'*     But  what  encouragement  is 
there  to  urge   these  solemn  and  universally    approved  obligations 
if  we  must  send  our  ministers  to  parishes,  where  to  live,it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  that  worldly  cares  and  studies  should  be  endured; 
where  to  be  wholly  given  to  their  stewardship,  is  to  be  worse  than 
infidels,  in  not  providing  for  them  of  their  own  household;  while  to 
obtain  books  and  time  and  retirement  for  study  is  impossible?     Bre- 
thren did  1  suppose  it  out  of  the  power  of  our  parishes  to  do  better 
for  the  ministry,!  should  bo  silent  on  this,  subject     But  I  cannot  sup- 
pose it.     1  know  that   while  our  ministers  have   been  suffering  by 
deficient  support,  the  farmers  have  been  adding  field  to  field,  barn 
to  barn,  enlarging  their   farms;  extending  their  crops; — the  mer- 
chants have  bcen,whatcvcr  the  check  of  the  last  two  years,  increasing 
their  investments;  widening  their  trade;  enriching  their  incomes.  I 
know  too  that  a  very  trifling  increase  in  the  contribution  of  each 
parishioner  would  set  the  paslor  free  from  his  grinding  solicitude  for 
the  decent  maintenance  of  his  family,  and  enable  parishes  that  sup- 
pose they  cannot  sustain  a  pastor,  to  have  the  blessing  of  his  ser- 
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vices. — And  is  it  supposable  that  such  trifling  addition  could  not  bo 
made?  Can  it  be  credited  that  a  people  in  flourishing  agricul- 
ture or  other  business,  did  they  rightly  estimate  the  blessings  of  the 
Church  and  her  worship  and  ministry  to  themselves,  their  wives 
and  their  children  and  neighborhood,  did  they  value  the  things  of 
the  Spirit  of  God,  in  any  proportion  to  their  estimate  of  earthly 
things;  did  they  love  religion  as  gold,  and  her  riches  as  better  than 
gold;  did  they  know  how  to  appreciate  a  ministry  unspotted  from 
the  world  and  how  to  count  all  things  but  loss  for  the  excellency  of 
the  knowledge  of  Christ,— <;ould  not  by  a  hundredth  part  of  the  self- 
denial  which  thoy  daily  practice  for  the  increase  of  their  property, 
afford  a  few  more  dollars,  each,  for  the  increase  of  the  salary  of 
an  impoverished  Paptor?  I  have  known  within  the  last  year,  a  case 
of  a  minister  so  reduced  even  after  the  closest  economy,  that  a  loaf 
of  corn  bread  would  have  been  sometimes  a  luxury  to  his  family,— 
when  two  more  dollars  per  annum  from  each  adult  parishioner 
would  have  made  his  household  glad  and  free.  And  shall  it  be  sup- 
posed they  could  not  do  itT  I  have  known  another  case  of  a  pas- 
tor full  of  toil  for  his  people",  so  poor  that  his  children  were 
sometimes  without  raiment  decent  enough  to  allow  them  to  go  out, 
while  the  domestic  economy  was  sq  rigid,  that  every  article  of 
work  however  menial,was  done  by  the  husband  and  wife;  and  can  it 
be  supposed  that  if  he  had  any  congregation  to  preach  to,  above  the 
grade  of  ])aupcrs,  enough  could  not  have  been  gathered,  had  there 
been  only  a  willing  mind,  to  make  his  condition  abundantly  more 
comfortable f  No  Brethren — the  plea  of  inability  means  too  oAeo, 
I  fear,  only  inconvenience  and  unwillingness,  A  person  is  unable  to 
do  more  for  his  minister,  because  he  wants  all  he  can  get  to  invest  in 
more  business,  additional  acres,  another  farm,  a  new  speculation. 
Public  improvements  find  no  lack  of  means.  Often  the  same  persons 
that  can  find  no  more  pence  for  their  minister,  can  find  many  dol- 
lars for  whatever  will  increase  their  worldly  benefit.  What  then 
if  spiritual  benefit  were  considered  by  then^a  real  and  precious 
benefit?  What  if  such  persons  did  understaWf  how  little  it  would 
profit  them  to  gain  the  whole  world  and  yet  have  their  own  hearts 
run  waste  and  their  children  grow  up  mere  worldlings;  miserable 
idolaters  of  mammon;  perhaps  infidels;  ignorant  at  least,  of  saving 
truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus?  How  soon  then,  would  they  find  their  ability 
to  sustain  the  ministry  of  the  word  increased?  How  soon  would  the 
five  loaves  be  multiplied;  how  soon  would  he  be  made  a  cheerful 
and  liberal  giver  who  now  gives  little,  and  that  grudgingly,  as  of 
necessity?     A  person  of  large  property  will  sec  his  minister  suffer- 
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ing,  or  the  parish  vacant,  and  feel  comforted  with  a  sense  of  having 
done  his  duty,  because  he  has  contributed  hxz  skare^  and  he  has  esti- 
mated his  share  by  an  almost  equal  division  of  the  necessary  sala- 
ry among  the  several  parishioners;  and  he  will  not  give  more,  but 
will  see  his  pastor  in  want  or  his  church  vacant,  not  because  be 
cannot  do  more,  but  because  more  is  not  his  share^  or  because  others 
will  not  do  more,  as  if  in  the  great  day  he  were  to  be  excused  for 
burying  his  talent  in  his  farm  or  his  merchandise,  in  his  barn  or 
the  bank,  instead  of  using  it  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  salvation 
of  souls,  because  his  neighbors  did  so,  or  because  he  buried  it  only 
as  much  as  they.  The  share  of  a  man  in  such  works  is  his  ahilUy^ 
till  the  work  be  accomplished.  The  first  thing  to  be  provided  for 
one's  household  and  neighbors,  is  bread,  and  the  bread  of  life,  at 
least  as  much  as  any  other  bread. 

We  take  that  text  so  oflen  used  in  excuse  for  a  grudging  contribu- 
tion to  the  support  of  the  pastor,  "ijT  any  provide  not  for  his 
owu  and  especially  for  them  of  his  own  houseJ^old,  he  hath  denied  the 
faith  and  is  worse  than  an  infidel^  and  we  ask,  if  a  man  denies  the 
faith  and  is  worse  than  an  infidel  .who  does  not  provide  the  necessa- 
ries of  this  life  for  his  household;  what  do  they  do  to  the  faith,  how 
do  they  compare  with  an  infidcl,who  when  they  can,  do  not  provide 
the  means  of  grace,  the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  the  bread  of  ete^ 
nal  life  for  their  households,  because  it  would  cost  them  a  little 
more  money,  and  perhaps  a  little  self-denial? 

Much  of  the  evil  of  which  1  have  been  speaking  arises  out  of  a 
want  of  punctuality  and  business-faithfulness  on  the  part  of  the  ves- 
tries of  parishesjin  collecting  the  subscriptions  or  pew-rents.  Many 
a  hard  winter  has  a  Mininister'^s  family  endured,  just  because  the 
vestry  on  whom  he  depended  for  the  collection  of  his  salary,  did  not 
find  it  convenient  to  see  about  it.  And  here  let  me  say  that,  by  all 
experience,  the  worst  method  of  supporting  the  ministry,  because 
the  most  changeable,  the  most  uncertain,  the  most  difficult  of  col- 
lection, and  that  which  most  subjects  the  minister  to  all  the  whims 
and  caprices  of  those  whom  his  very  faithfulness  may  offend,  is 
that  of  annual  subscription,  especially  when  connected  with  the 
practice  of  engaging  a  minister  by  the  year, 

I  know  that  till  a  church  is  built,  the  plan  of  subscription  is  ne' 
cessary;  but  I  have  not  the  least  doubt  that  wherever  there  is  a 
Church,  the  most  permanent,  regular  and  and  agreeable  plan,  on  all 
sides,  of  sustaining  the  minister,  is  by  rents.  It  is  not  the  best  mode 
conceivable;  but  it  is  the  best  attainable.  In  almost  every  case  of 
a  pastor  comfortably   supported  you  will  find  the  plan  of  rents 
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adopted.  Where  subscription  is  the  mode,  I  will  answer  for  it  llial 
iu  nine  cases  out  of  ten,the  stipulated  salary  is  defective  in  amount; 
is  more  defective  in  payment,  collected  irregularly,  here  a  little  and 
there  a  little,  decreasing  as  the  times  grow  hard,  scarcely  ever 
improving  as  the  limes  of  the  people  grow  prosperous  and  the  min- 
ister's expenses  grow  heavier. 

I  conclude  this   painful   subject,  Brethren,  on  which  I  have  ad- 
dressed myself  to  you,  that,  through  you,  I  might  speak  to  the  par- 
ishes you  represent,  with  reminding  the    laity,  on  whom  the  min- 
istry depends  for  its  carnal  thinjrs,  as  they  arc    made,  of  God,   de. 
pendant   on  the  ministry  for    their  spiritual  things,  that  whenever 
we  meet  around  the    table  of  the  Lord,  to  celebrate    the    love  of 
Him,  who  when  he  was  rich  for  our  sakes  became    poor    that  we 
through  his  poverty  might  be  rich,  the  sentences  of  Scripture   put 
into  the  mouth  of  the  minister  for    the  remembrance    of  the  com- 
municants,  are  these:  ^^ Let  him  that   is  taught  in  the  word  minister 
unto  him  that  teacheth  in  all  <(ood  things.     Be  not  deceived^  God    is 
not  mocked:  For  whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he  reap*'*^  Again, 
^'Do  ye  not  know  that  they  who  minister  about  holy  things,  live  of  the 
Mcrifce;  and  they  who  wait  at  the  altar,  arc  partakers  with  the  altar? 
Even  so  hath  the  Lord  also  ordained,  that  they  who  preach   the  Gos- 
pel  should  live   of  the  Gospel,'''*    And  once  again:  "^  we  havesdcn 
unto  you  spiritual  things,  is  it  a  great  matter,  if  we  shall  reap  your 
worldly  things?'''' 

I  know  not  in  what  words  the  spirit  of  God  could  have  more  em- 
phatically declared  the  duty  of  men  to  support  the  ministry  of  the 
Grospel,  than  by  thus  identifying  the  Gospel  with  its  ministry;  the 
sacrifice  with  the  priest;  and  1  know  not  how  the  Church  could 
have  spoken  on  the  same  subject  more  solemnly  than  by  thus  con- 
necting it  with  every  commemoration  of  the  death  of  Christ;  writ- 
ing it  upon  the  altar,  preaching  about  it  over  the  holy  symbols  of 
the  sacrifice,  identifying  it  with  the  duty  o[  shewing  forth  the  Lord^s 
death  until  he  come. 

After  one  more  subject.  Brethren,   I  will   release  your  attention. 

You  will  remember  that  for  some  time  it  has  been  thought  desira- 
ble that  the  College-branch  of  our  Theological  Seminary  now  under 
the  ex'ojicio  Presidency  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  but  immediate- 
ly superintended  by  a  Vice-President,  should  be  so  far  separated  from 
the  Theological  Seminary,  as  that  while  continuing  upon  its  proper- 
ty and  equally  joined  to  the  Church  and  equally  episcopal  in  all 
its  character,  it  should  have  a  President  of  its  own.     This  opinion 

was  urged  by   me  in  my  conventional  address  in  1835.    I  then 
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quoted  the  language  of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Cler* 
ical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  the  General  Convention  of  1B32,  in  which 
after  declaring  their  concurrence  in  my  consccratioa,  they  said 
"they  did  not  give  their  sanction  to  any  provision  of  the  College  at 
Garabier,  which  can  be  construed  as  making  a  necessary  connectioa 
between  the  Presidency  of  the  said  institution  and  the  Episcopacy  of 
the  Diocese;  it  seeming  to  the  House  of  Bishops  an  incongruity 
that  the  occupant  of  the  latter  should  be  dependant  for  his  contin- 
uance in  his  station  on  any  authority  not  recognized  by  the  Can. 
non." 

In  addition  to  this,  the  reasons  then  given  by  me  were  drawn 
from  the  necessity  of  relieving  the  Episcopate  from  a  burden  of  res- 
ponsibility which  if  discharged  in  person  was  inconsistent  with  the 
right  supervision  of  the  Diocese,  and  which  therefore  ought  not  to 
be  borne.  A  Committee  of  the  Convention  of  that  year  reported 
favorably  as  to  the  opinion,  and  recommended  that  as  soon  as  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate  should  be  provided  for  by  the  Diocese,  the 
Bishop  should  be  released  from  the  Presidency  of  the  College-branch 
of  our  Diocesan  Institution. — The  reason  assigned  by  the  Com- 
mittee was  "the  interests  of  the  Church  and  the  more  enlarged  use- 
fulness of  the  Diocesan." 

At  the  Convention  following,  it  was  reported  that  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate  was  provided  for  by  the  Parishes;  whereupon  the 
Bishop  relinquished  his  claim  on  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  for  his  salary,  and  accepted  ihe  substitute.  It  was  then 
resolved  by  the  Convention,  that  the  Trustees  be  requested  to  report 
to  the  following  Convention,  a  plan  on  which  the  change  in  the 
Presidency  of  the  College  department  as  before  mentioned,  as 
well  as  any  other  desirable  changes  of  organization,might  be  made. 
No  such  plan  has  been  submitted  by  the  Trustees. 

Now  my  reason  for  introducing  the  subject  at  present,  is  to  ex- 
press to  the  Convention,  as  I  did  at  first  to  the  Trustees,  my  entire 
unwillingness  that  any  such  changes  should  take  place  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese,  without  being  referred  first 
and  last  to  this  body.  I  have  not  changed  my  opinion  as  to  the  ex- 
pediency of  a  separation  of  the  Presidency  of  the  College-branch 
of  the  Seminary  from  the  Episcopate.  I  believe  it  desirable;  not 
however  for  any  changes  it  would  make  in  the  interior  discipline 
and  instruction  of  the  College;  for  in  those  respects  the  students 
and  instructors  can  scarcely  be  less  connected  with  me  than  they 
have  been  for  the  last  three  years;  I  have  retained  indeed  the  ri^ht 
of  acting  in  person,  whilst  I  have  been  represented  in  almost  every 
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thing.     But  I  have  not  withdrawn   from  the  responsibility,  in  the 
eye  of  the  community,  of  all  the  interior  and  minutest  operations 
of  the  whole  institution.     When  a   student  is  dismissed,  those  at 
n  distance  suppose  I  have  done  it,  whether    it  be  right  or  wrong; 
while,  as  has  many  times  been  the  case,  I  have  not  known  that  he 
was  blamed  till  he  had  left  the  premises.     Under  a    responsibility 
for  such  detail8,which  the  necessary  cares  of  the  Diocese  prevent 
me  from  discharging  in   person,  I  do  not  desire  to  remain.     But  I 
say   now,  what  I  said  in  the  Convention  of  1835,  when  this  subject 
was  first  introduced,that  '*one  thing  is  to  be  understood  in  all    pro- 
ceedings,'' with  regard  to  it,  viz.,  "that  whatever  changes  the  par- 
ties concerned  may  consent  to,  there  shall  remain  so  much  relation 
between  the  episcopate  of  the  Diocese  and  the  management  of  the 
College,as  to  afford  all  reasonable  security  against  the  turning  away 
at  anytime  hereafter  of  any  branch  of  the  institution,from  that  dis- 
tinct and  entire  subserviency  and  conformity  to  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  of  the  United  States,  in  doctrine,  discipline,  and  wor- 
ship, and  interest,  on  the  assurance  of  which,  its  endowments  were 
given,  and  on    the   continuance  of  which,  its  great  value  depends." 
The  change  contemplated  is  not  one  of  minor  and  circumstantial 
importarxce.     The  present  collegiate  department  of  the  institution, 
with  its  preparatory  schools,must  long  remain,  in  point  of  numbers, 
far  in  advance  of  the  theological.  It  is  the  school  in   which,  almost 
without  exception,  our    theological  students  are  prepared  for  their 
candidateship  in  divinity,  and  consequently  is  it  the  arena  in  which 
the   minds,  and  spirits,  and  habits,  and  churchmanship  of  our  can- 
didates for  orders  must  be  in  a  great  measure  formed  and  trained. 
The  tone  of  the  College  in  point  of  religious  character  and  what- 
ever is  calculated  to   make  a    minister   of  the  gospel,  a  consistent 
episcopal  minister,will  fix  in  a  great  degree  the  tone  of  the  Theologi. 
cal  Seminary,so  far  as  the  students  are  concerned.     It  is  therefore 
just  as  important,  and  was  originally  just  as  much  intended,  that 
the  College  should  be  strictly  and   thoroughly  episcopal  in  the  tone 
and    spirit  of  its  management,  as  that    the   theological    seminary 
should  be. — Hence  in  the  original  organization  of  the  present  insti- 
tution, the  greatest  caution  was  used  on  this  head;  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  constructed  the  constitution,  and  while  the  Conven- 
tion committed  the  institution  to  a  Board  of  Trustees  elected  by  itself, 
it  took  care  to  make  the  Episcopate  of  the  Diocese  a  special  link  of 
connection  between  the  institution  and  the  Church,  by  constituting 
the  Bishop  not  only  a  member,and  President  ex-q^cio,  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  but  also  President,  by  virtue  of  his  Episcopal  office,  of 
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the  wholo  institution, — President  in  "  immediate  charge  and  tuper- 
vision,'*''  and  thus  making  the  authority  of  the  President  not  subject 
to,  but  co-ordinate  with,  that  of  the  Trustees.     Most  evidently  this 
Presidential  connexion  with  the  Episcopate  was  designed  for  a  main 
security  of  the  institution  in  its  episcopal  character,  and  for  its  epis- 
copal ends.  And  whon,by  the  last  section  of  the  Constitution,  it  was 
declared  not  incompatible  with   previous  provision,  that  a  College 
should  be  anncxcij  to  the  Theological  Seminary  (which    it  should 
be  recollected  is  the  only  mstitution  now  known  in  law)  and  when 
the  present  College  was  so  annexed,  it  is  well  known  that  the  con- 
nexion of  the  same  with  the  Church,  through  the  Bishop,,  as  its  Pre- 
sident, was  a  main  point  considered  and  secured.     Now  then,  when 
the  proposition  is  to  effect  a  change  in  this  very  particular;  when 
the  desire  is  that  the  College  shall  not  be  identified  with  the  Theolo- 
gical Seminary  in  its  President — but  shall  have  a  President  of  its 
own  and  a  Faculty  of  its  own,and  power  to  confer  degrees  of  its  own; 
and  when  that  College,  thus  secured,  is  to  exist  upon  the  property 
and  in  buildings  belonging  to  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  still  to 
its  influence,  we  are  to  look  for  the  training  of  our  theological  stu- 
dents, in  the  very   forming  time  of  their  lives,  most  evidently  the 
questions  involved  in  the  proposition,  and  the  principles  to  be  settled, 
in  carrying  it  out,  are  no  mere  matters  of  by-law^  for  Trustees  to 
settle,  or  for  other  Trustees  to  unsettle;  but  they  are  vital  matters, 
organic    in  their  nature,   affecting  fundamental   principles,  which 
cannot  properly  be  decided   but    by  the  same  authority  that  laid 
the  foundations  of  the  institution,  and  which  ought  not  to  bo  set- 
tled by  any  law  less  solemnly  enacted  or  less  carefully  fortified, 
against  capricious  and  injurious  changes,  than  the  very  constitu- 
tion of  the  Seminary  itself.     It  is  by  no  means  difficult  to  conceive 
that  through   want  of  care  in  the  election  of  Trustees  herea(\er, 
the  majority  of  the  quorum  of  a  Board  may  be  so  constituted  as  to 
have   little  sympathy  with  the  relations  of  the  College  as  an  ex- 
clusively episcopal  institution  in    its  principles  and    regimen,   or 
may  have  little  of  that  habit  of  mind  which  would  enable  them  to 
appreciate  its  position  in  this  respect,  so  that  the  Bishop's  influence 
with  them  as  their  President  raicjht  be  in  an  inverse  ratio  to  his  de- 
sire  to  secure  the  Institution  in  that  its  proper   position;  and  this 
quorum  of  a  Board  for  want  of  right  constitutional  regulation  and 
direction,  might  introduce  such   permanent  officers  into  the    most 
important  chairs  of  instruction,  and  set   forward   indirectly  such  a 
tone  of  sentiment  and  feeling,  as  that  whilst  the  outward  aspect  and 
the  general  procedure  might  be  too  little  astray  to  allow  of  definite 
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arraignment,  by  any  higher  authority,  there  would  be,nevertheless 
such  a  degree  of  negativeness  of  tone  and  spirit  in  regard  to  cer- 
tain important  matters  of  the  Church;  such  an  invisible  but  con- 
stant counter-current  setting  against  the  very  things  which  the  in 
stit'ution  was  designed  to  promote,  as  almost  entirely  to  neutralize 
its  influence  where  it  is  most  required  to  be  positive  and  powerful. 

Now,  under  these  considerations,  you  will  hot  wonder  that  I  en- 
tirely object  to  the  changes  proposed  being  made  by  any  Board  of 
Trustees;  by  any  subordinate  power;  by  any  by-laws;  by  any 
thing  else  than  the  deliberate  act  of  this  Convention,  engrafting  the 
change  upon  the  constitution  of  the  present  Seminary,  and  station- 
ing and  securing  in  that  Conslitulion,the  sacred  principles  on  which 
the  College  is  to  be  kept,  through  the  link  of  the  Episcopate,closely 
united  to  the  Church,  and  as  sacred  to  the  principles  of  the  Church 
as  any  parish  in  the  Diocese.  I  do  desire  the  change  of  Presiden- 
by,  for  my  own  sake  and  that'  of  my  Diocesan  supervision;  but  I 
desire  it  only  on  condition  that,  in  surrendering  the  Presidency,  the 
Bfshop  shall  receive  a  substitute  of  authority  quite  equivalent  for 
the  purposes  originally  contemplated;  only  on  condition  that  the 
college  shall  remain  in  its  new  position  quite  as  much  bound  to  be 
strictly  episcopal  in  its  principles  and  aims  and  influence  as  it  is  at 
present  bound  to  be;  only  on  condition  that  while  such  College  shall 
be  situattsd  on  the  lands  and  in  the  buildings  belonging  to  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  whatever  is  now  the  property  of  said  Seminary 
the  Trustees  shall  not  be  permitted  to  make  in  any  sense  the  pro- 
perty of  the  College.  Let  such  conditions  be  secured;  let  them  be 
secured  by  being  made  part  and  parcel  of  the  constitution  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  and  I  shall  be  satisfied —otherwise,  I  am  en- 
tirely opposed  to  any  change  in  the  present  organization.  I  there- 
fore recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to  consider  and 
report  to  this  body  whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  changes  should 
be  made,  and  under  what  securities  in  the  present  relation  of  Ken- 
yon  College  to  the  Episcopate  and  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Diocese. 

You  will  receive  from  the  Trustees  or  their  Prudential  Commit- 
tee, the  report  required  by  the  Convention,  of  the  state  of  the  Som- 
nary  and  College.  lam  happy  to  say  that  in  both  departments, 
the  institution  is  growing  well  in  the  efficiency  and  completeness  of 
its  instruction.  The  religious  instruction  I  consider  decidedly  ad- 
vanced. In  no  College  probably  is  more  time,  more  of  the  lime  of 
strictly  class-duties,  deyoied  to  this  object.  In  the  Junior  Prepara- 
tory Department,  the  Catechism  of  the  Church  is   required  of  all, 
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and  the  Scriptures  are  carefully  taught,  as  a  part  of  the  duty  of 
every  week^  The  Scriptures  occupy  an  equally  prominent  place  in 
the  Senior  Preparatory  Department.  The  historical  Scriptures  of 
;the  Old  Testament  are  now  made  a  subject  of  examination  for  admis- 
sion to  the  College  course.  And  throughout  the  course,  the  Bible 
is  as  much  a  text  book  as  the  Classics:  the  Vice-President  taking 
this  department  into  his  own  care;  and  at  the  regular  examinations 
for  advancement  in  class,  or  for  degrees,  no  study  has  more  time  do- 
voted  to  it  than  that  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments. 

Brethren,  I  have  now  occupied  your  time  too  long  to  think  of 
adding  any  thing  more  than  my  assurance  of  affectionate  pleasure

through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

M.  to-morrow.

The  Convention  assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment.  After 
prayers  by  the  Bishop  the  roll  was  called.  The  Rev.  J.  T. 
Brooke  and  Rev.  H.  V.  D.  Johns  answered  to  their  names  and 
took  their  seats.  The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

On  motion,  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smallwood,  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  so  much   of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the 
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Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese,  leave  was  granted  to  said 
Committee  to  hold  its  sessions  during  the  sittings  of  this  body. 
The  following  Lay  Delegates  not  previously  present,  answer- 
ed to  theirnamesand  took  their  seats,  viz:  John  Clement,  Bela- 
my  Storer,  Charles  Shutze,  Albert  P.  Smith,  and  Thomas 
Armstrong. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Guion,  Dyer,  and  Clark  were  appointed  a 
Committee  on  Parochial  Assessments. 

The  Rev.  S.  A.  Bronson  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  un- 
finished business  made  the  following  report  which  on  motion  was 
accepted. 

The  Committee  on  unfinished  business  submitted  the  following^  Report: 

That  they  find  the  following: — The  subject  of  Christian  Education  referred 
to  a  Committee  consisting  of  Rev.  Messrs.  Johns,  Brookei  Bronson,  and  McEl- 
roy; — the  Provision  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  referred  to  Rev.  Metsrp. 
Johns,  Brooke,  and  Wing,  and  D.  K.  Este.  and  Belamy  Storer; — and  a  proposi- 
tion to  alter  the  9th  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese  referred  to  on 
the  35th  page  of  the  Journal  of  1838. 

The  Parochial  Reports  having  been  submitted  to  the  Bishop,* 
were  directed  by  him  to  be  laid  upon  the  Secretai-y's  table. 

CHRIST  CHURCH,  DAYTON. 

REV.  ETHAN  ALLEN,  RECTOR. 

The  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Dayton,  reports  that  since  the  last  ConventioHf 
he  has  baptized  1  adult  and  5  children;  married  7  couples;  attended  the  funerals 
of  5  adults  and  5  children,  5  of  which  were  not  of  his  congregation.  Six  have 
been  confirmed,  and  to  the  communion  there  have  been  added  20 — of  which  num- 
ber 11  were  from  other  churches.  One  has  been  ordained,  7  have  f re- 
moved and  4  have  been  stricken  from  the  list  for  habitual  absence  fh>m  public 
worship,  leaving  the  present  number  58.  The  Communion  has  been  adminis- 
tered monthly,  on  which  occasions  the  offerings  received  haVe  amounted  to 
^4  33.  A  subscription  for  the  Sunday  School  amounted  to  $68.  This  School, 
though  somewhat  smaller  than  it  was  last  year,  (two  new  and  efficient  Sun- 
day Schools  having  been  established  in  town  by  other  denominations  during  the 
time)'  is  under  the  instruction  of  eighteen  teachers.  The  Rector  of  the  church 
is  Rector  of  the  school.  The  congregation  as  well  as  the  communion  is  mani- 
festly increasing  in  numbers  and  in  strength,  and  the  word  preached  is  not  with- 
out some  fruit.  May  God  our  Saviour  multiply  it  abundantly  through  the  giv- 
ing of  the  Holy  Ghost.

3— in  St  Matthew's  Church,  Perry  16— in  St  Mark's  Chnrch,  Mill  Creek  ^* 
'  in  St  Paul's  Church,  Utica  8 — in  Trinity  parish  2 — in  Lancaster  2 — in  Salem 
Fairfield  county  I — in  Coshocton  3 — near  Gambier  ] — in  St  Philip's  Church 
Circleville  12. 

In  St  Mark's  Church,  Mill  Creek,  have  been  4  baptisms  (infants)  and  6  per- 
sons confirmed.  In  St  Matthew's  Church,  Perry,  a  Sunday  school  has  been 
established  and  furnished  with  a  small  library. 

Haying  but  very  recently  taken  charge  of  St  Philip's  Circleville,  I  am  not  pre 
pared  to  give  particulars  as  to  the  state  of  the  parish.

Communicants,  died  1,  added  1,  removed  4,  not  enumer- 
ated 6, — 4  on  account  of  their  residing  at  a  distance  from  church  and  never  at- 
tending, and  2  for  other  causes— present  number  11;  confirmed  I;  Marriages  1;

During  the  year,  the  vestry  have  made  a  final  settlement  with  their  church 
building  committee,  and  taken  some  steps  towards  liquidating  the  debt  with 
which  the  church  is  at  present  encumbered,  and  which  is  large  in  proportion  to 
our  numbers  or  ability.

Parish,  Columbia. 

I  am  persuaded  that  some  at  least  of  the  communicants  have  been  growiDg* 
in  grace,  espeoiolly  in  the  spirit  of  prayer. 
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CommuDicants  added  1,  removed  2,  present  number  34;  Baptisms* infants  4. 

There  are  at  present  bat  two  candidates  for  confirmation,  though  I  trust  the 
number  will  soon  be  increased.

The  Rev.  H.  Dyer  reports  that  since  the  last  Convention  he  ha«  been  en- 
gaged principally  in  his  duties  at  Milnor  Hall.  In  addition  to  these,  he  haa 
preached  in  his  turn  in  Rosse  Chapel,  and  performed  some  ministerial  services 
in  several  of  the  parishes  in  ilie  vicinity  of  the  College.  He  haf  jnarried  one 
couple.

Haying  ftiled  to  report  at  the  last  convention  two  years  are  inoladed  in 
the  following.

This  parish  presents  at  present  a  very  gratifying  aspect  Our  number  has 
been  increased  by  the  removal  of  several  families  into  the  parish.  The  atten- 
dance upon  the  public  services  has  been  better  than  beretofore.^And  while  we 
cannot  yet  reckon  any  additions  from  the  world,  we  trust  there  are  some  who 
have  profited  by  the  seed  sown.

But  the  eongregap 
tion  has  greatly  increased,  by  a  change  in  the  place  of  meeting;  and  the  charac- 
ter of  the  attendants  is  such  as  gives  me  hopes  that  this  increase  will  be  pekma- 
nent  and  followed  bythe  happiest  results.

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  able  by  the  good  providence  of  God,  to 
officiate  every  Sabbath,  either  at  home  or  by  exchange  with  a  neighbering  broth- 
er. Besides  the  regular  services,  I  have  preached  several  times  in  Eljrria,  Me- 
dina, Columbia  and  Brunswick.

In  making  up  my  report  for  the  year  ending  this  present  month,  it  affords 
me  pleasure  to  say  that  we  have  peace  within  our  walls,  and  prosnerity  within 
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our  palaces.  The  cloud  which  hung  over  us  at  our  last  convention,  occasioned 
by  the  times,  is  now  removed;  and  the  present  prospect  is,  that  in  a  little  lime 
our  beloved  church  will  be  free  from  embarrasment.  This  has  beeh  effecteii 
by  a  few  of  our  friends  assuming  the  debts  of  liic  church  on  their  own  personal 
responsibility.  The  Ladies'  Aid  Society  have  agreed  to  pay  $80.  Our  spiritual 
state  however  is  the  most  cheehngi  as  at  present  the  Communion  is  reviving. 
Our  Sabbath  School  has  undergone  a  complete  change  for  the  better,  and  now 
numbers  43  Females,  33  Males,  attended  by  1  Superintendent,  1  Librarian,  11 
Teachers.  Our  Ubrary  is  small  having  only  92  volumes,  yet  these  have  been 
s»  given  out  as  to  make  458  changes.

SPRINGFIELD. 

EEV.  RICHARD  GRAY,  RECTOR. 

The  condition  of  the  parish  of  St  James  Cross  Creek  is  much  the  same  as  re- 
ported in  my  last 

The  congregation  continues  regular  and  attentive.  Brotherly  love  is  mani- 
fested by  the  members  towards  each  otlier,  and  constant  respect  ^nd  afiection 
by  all  towards  their  minister.  Our  new  church  will  soon  be  ready  for  con- 
secration, and  nearly  the  whole  debt  contracted  by  its  erection  has  been  jiaid. 
I  have  preached  in  the  parish  thirty-six  times.  There  have  been  besides  several 
other  services  by  other  clergymen  with  whom  I  have  exchanged  pulpits. 

Communicants  added  5,  removed  4,  died  I,  total  71.  Marriages!.  Funer- 
als 3.  Baptisms,  adults  3,  infants  3,  total  6.  Contributions  for  general  purposes

St.  John's  Church,  Springfiexi). — This  congregation  has  been  steadily  ad- 
vancing, and  our  institutions  appear  to  have  a  firmer  hold  on    the  affections  o^ 
the  people  in  the  neigliborhood  than  lost  year. 

The  death  of  one  of  our  most  estimable  communicants  considerably  affected 
the  members,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  appears  to  have  begun  a  good  work  in  the 
hearts  of  some  of  our  hearers.  Our  Sunday  school  I  trust  will  prove  a  nursery 
for  the  Church. 

The  Church  edifice  has  recently  been  inclosed. 

I  have  preached  during  the  past  year,   forty   times  to  thiscongregatioiL 

Communicants  added  11,  died  3,  removed  1,  total  3C.  Marriages  I.  Funerals 
4.  Baptisms,  (infants)  9.     Contributions  for  general  purposes  $16  25. 

My  Missionary  labors  have  been  nearly   as  extensive  as  they  were  last  year, 
and  I  trust  that  in  many  places  in  this  section  of  country,  where  our  people  were 
formerly  discouraged  in  their  hopes  uf  seeing  the  Church  tetablished  among  them 
we  have  now  a  firm  footing.  * 

I   have  visited  New  Lisbon  four  times,  and  preached  twice.     After  the  regu- 
lar notice,  I  organized  a  parish  in  the  village  on  the  fourth  instant,    under   the 
name   of  "WickhtT'  Pariah.      The   article  of  association  was  signed  by  forty- 
four  persons;  many  of  them  among  the  most  influential  in  the  county.     Active 
exertions  are  being  made  to  secure  the  services  of  a  minister.

i  have  preached  at  Amsterdam  fifteen  times.  Our  interest  continues  feeble, 
but  still  I  have  met  with  some  encouraging  circumstances. 

We  have  nine  families  in  Ca(]iz  that  have  been  brought  up  to  the  Church,  and 
have  received  me  very  kindly  as  her  minister.  I  have  preached  among  them  ten 
times,  and  hope  I  shall  soon  be  able  to  report  of  success  in  the  village. 

At  Augusta,  I  have  preached  four  times.  I  cannot  state  exactly  how  many 
fiimilies  belong  to  us  in  the  settlement,  as  they  arc  considerably  scattered,  but 
each  time  I  have  preached,  my  congregation  has  increased.  They  are  making 
exertions  towards  the  support  of  a  minister. 

Our /prospects  at  Carrol  ton  have  been  much  improved  since  last  year.  Six 
persons  in  the  neighborhood  have  joined  the  church,  and  many  of  the  inhabi- 
tants appear  anxious  for  our  prosperity  in  the  town.  I  have  preached  here  four 
times,  but  have  visited  it  frequently  besides,  when  it  was  impracticable  to  preach. 

At  Wayncsburg  also  our  prospects  are  improving.  A  gentleman  in  the  village 
has  promised  us  a  valuable  lot  for  a  church  when  we  are  able  to  build.  I  have 
preached  here  four  times. 

At  Fairfield  I  have  preached  five  times,  and  at  Salem  twice.  The  last  men- 
tioned is  three  miles  from  my  residence,  and  has  a  Lutheran  congregation  at  pre- 
sent without  a  minister.  Many  of  their  hearers  have  expressed  a  desire  to  unite 
with  us  at  Springfield  instead  of  obtaining  a  clergyman  of  their  own  Church. 
I  intend  giving  them  all  the  aid  in  my  power.  The  parish  at  St.  Clairsvifle 
being  destitute  last  spring  of  a  minister  I  ofiiciated  among  them,  accordiag  to 
the  permission  of  the  Bishop,  till  they  were  more  regularly  supplied.  I  preache<^ 
there  twelve  times. 

Besides  these  places  I  have  preached  six  times  in  Steubenyille,  five  times  in 
Wellsburg,  and  eight  times  in  other  villages. 

ST.  JAMES'  CHURCH,  PIQUA. 

REV.  ALVAH  GUION,   RECTOR. 

Through  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  Almighty  God  I  am  permitted  to  present 
another  report  to  my  Bishop  of  my  labors  in  the  Lord's  vineyard.  My  field  of 
labor  which  during  the  last  three  or  four  years  had  been  quite  too  much  for  one 
clergyman,  has  been  diminished. 

Having  received  your  approval,  I  have  resigned  the  charge  of  the  Parishes  of 
Trinity  Churdi  Troy,  and  St.  PauFs  Church,  Greenville.  These  parishes  are 
now  under  the  spiritual  care  of  the  Rev.  N.  Badger.  Should  the  parishioners 
unitedly  and  promptly  discharge  their  duty  in  supporting  this  faithful  servant 
of  God  among  them,   there   can  be  no   doubt    of  their  future   prosperity. 

Agreeably  to  an  engagement  with  the  Vestry  of  St  John's  Church,  Piqua^ 
three  fourths  of  my  time  bus  been  spent  in  this  Parish.  In  temporal  things  this 
parish  is  advancing;  my  support  which  since  my  settlement  has  not  been  equal  to 
more  than  one  half  of  my  expenses,  is  improving.  Small  presents  which  shew 
to  the  minister  that  his  people  remember  him,  and  which  inspire  him  with  new 
zeal  in  the  service  of  God,  are  of  late  more  frequently  received.  The  Parsonage 
has  been  finished,  and  has  since  the  third  day  of  July  last  been  occupied  by  the 
Rector.  It  is  a  neat,  convenient  house,  comfortable  for  the  Rector,  and  credita- 
ble to  the  parish.  In  spiritual  things,  we  have  to  lament  ibat  tliis  parish  is  so 
slowly  advancin^r 
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More  than  the  one  fourth  of  my  time  since  my  ordinati<m  in  1638,  fata  been 
spent  as  a  Missionary  (without  salary,)  in  Urbana,  Troy,  Greenyille,  Sidney, 
and  other  places.  In  Sidney,  where  I  now  spend  a  portion  of  my  time,  there  is 
ground  to  hope  that  a  parish  will  be  organized  before  the  meeting  of  the  neit 
Convention. 

Besides  Sundays,  divine  service  has  been  performed  on  most  of  the  holy  days 
during  the  year,  and  in  passion  week;  and  also  a  day  or  night  service  has  fre- 
quently been  held  in  country  neighborhoods  on  other  days  of  the  weeks.

REV.  THOMAS  HORRELL. 

In  compliance  with  a  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  I  beg  leave  to  pie. 
sent  the  followuig  imperfect  journal  of  my  travels,  and  labors  in  the  roiaistvy.

i  removed  with  my  family  from  St,  Louis  in  tne  state  of  Missouri,  to  Cincin- 
nati in  the  month  of  Jurie  1833,  and  gave  my  genriccs  principally  to  the  congre- 
gation of  St  PauKs  Church  in  that  city,  until  sometime  in  the  following  August, 
i¥hen  the  Rev.  Mr.  Haight  became  their  pastor.  From  that  time  uiitil  the  spring 
of  1836,  when  I  obtained  a  canonical  residence  in  this  Diocese,  I  aided  tlie  Rev. 
Dr.  Aydelotte,  a!nd  his  successor  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brooke,  in  the  services  of  Christ 
Church.  Soon  after  obtaining  the  necessary  testimonials  from  the  Diocese  of 
Maryland,  with  which  I  hod  been  previously  connected,  I  was  elected  assistant 
minister  of  Christ  Chufch,  Cin6innati. 

The  health  of  my  family  became  so  much  impaired  thai  my  family  Physician 
thought  it  advisable  for  them  to  spend  the  winter  ih  a  warmer  climate.  I  left 
Cincinnati  in  November  of  that  year^  and  sperit  a  few  weeks  With  my  relatives 
in  the  southern  part  of  Missouri,  where  I  performed  divine  serVice  and  preached 
several  times.  My  brother  is  the  only  commnnidant  of  the  chtth:h  in  that  sec- 
tion of  the  state,  and  there  are  very  few,  who  haVe  any  decided  attachment  to 
our  church.  I  left  Missouri  sometime  in  December  and  proceeded  up  the  Ten- 
nessee river  to  Tuscumbia  in  the  state  of  Alabama,where  I  spent  the  winter.  A 
short  time  previous  to  my  arrival  the  Rev.  Mr.  Forbes  had  been  labouring  there 
as  a  Missibnai'y,  but  had  become  discouraged,  and  left  it  to  seek  a  more  promis. 
ing  field.  I  preached  as  opportunity  offered  in  the  Methodist  and  Presbyterian . 
churchos  of  that  place.  I  paid  frequent  visits  to  Florence,four  or  five  miles  distant 
from  Tuscumbia,  where  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cook,a  Missionary  of  the  church,  officiat- 
ed, and  where  an  effort  was  making  to  build  a  small  edifice:  I  preached  for  him 
several  times;  and  on  one  occasion  assisted  iif  administering  the  Lord*s  Supper. 
Since  that  time  Florence  and  Tuscumbia  have  been  supplied  by  a  missionary,  who 
Us  laboring  with  some  prospect  of  gathering  a  cohgrcgatiofi. 

I  returned  to  Cincinnati  in  the  month  of  April  1837,  whei'e  I  was  detained  by 
the  illness  of  several  members  of  my  family  until  June;  when  I  again  left  that 
place  on  a  visit  to  Kentucky.  1  spent  three  sabbaths  in  Maysville,  ^here  I 
performed  divine  servi<ie  and  pteadhed  4  oi*  5  times  in  the  Presbyterian  and 
Methodist  churches,  the  use  of  which  was  kindly  offered.'  While  there,  an  effort 
was  made  to  raise  funds  for  building  a  church,  the  subscription  was  headed  by 
a  wealthy  Methodist  gentleman  with  a  contribution  of  $500 ,  whibh  together 
with  4  or  5  other  subscriptions  of  $100  each,madc  the  amount  about  $1000.  It 
was  thought  that  $1000  more  could  be  obtained.  But  as  they  were  disappointed 
in  obtaining  the  services  of  a  minister,  the  committee  in  whose  hands  the  sub- 
scription list  was  left)  did  not  prosecute  the  work  entrusted  to  them. 

Maysville  has  since  been  made  a  missionary  station  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cowgili 
is  now  labouring  there  with  prospects  of  success.  I  visited  Lexington  in  July 
where  I  spent  a  sabbath  and  preached  once.  1  spent  3  or  4  weeks  about  10 
miles  from  Lexington  where  I  preached  twice  in  a  Presbyterian  church  in  that 
neigboinrhood.  In  September  of  that  year,!  went  again  to  Missouri,  and  remained 
with  my  friends  there  (preaching as  opportunity  offered)  until  December;  when 
I  set  out  with  the  intention  of  spending  the  winter  at  Hopkinsville  in  the  south- 
em  part  of  Kentucky.  I  ascended  the  Cumberland  river  about  60  miles  to  a  small 
town  called  Canton,  where  I  spent  a  sabbath  aud  preached,  I  did  not  hear  of  any 
Episcopalians  in  that  neighborhood.  Here  I  abandoned  the  intention  of  going 
to  Hopkinsville,  aud  returned  to  Smithland  at  the  mouth  of  the  Cumberland, 
where  the  Rev.  Mr.  Willis  was  laboring  as  Missionary.  I  spent  2  or  3  sabbaths 
there   and  preached  twice.     I  then  descended  the  Ohio  to  Paducah  which  is  sit- 
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uatcd  at  the  rnoiitii  ofthe  Tennetufee  river,  wliere  I  spent  the  winter,  uniting 
my  labors  with  those  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Noiih,  who  was  stationed  there  is  a  mis- 
Kionary.  I  thousfht  the  prospect  good  for  forming  an  Episcopal  congregation  at 
that  place. 

About  the  beginning  of  April  1638,1  ascended  the  Ohio  to  Augusta  Ky.,  where 
I  remained  until  the  first  of  May  last.  During  the  summer  and  autumn  of  my 
residence  at  Augusta,  I  preached  frequently  in  the  Presbyterian  and  Methodist 
churches  there.  When  winter  came  on,  ray  health  was  so  much  impaired  as  to 
confine  me  most  of  the  time  to  my  house,  and  unfit  me  for  any  thing  like  active 
duty.  The  kind  attention  received  by  some  members  of  the  iamily  of  Augusta 
College,  will  always  be  remembered  with  pleasure.  I  hea^d  of  but  two  £pi8Copa> 
lians  in  the  town  of  Augusta. 

1  arrived  at  Steubenville  early  in  May  last,  intending  to  pay  a  visit  to  Mary* 
land.  The  Rev  Mr.  Morse  was  preparing  to  visit  his  friends  in  New  England,  and 
I  agreed  to  postpone  my  visit  and  officiate  for  him  in  his  absence  which  I  contin- 
ued to  do  regularly  until  his  return,  in  the  latter  part  of  July.  Since  tliat  time 
1  have  preached  twice  in  Wellsburgh,  Va.,  twice  in  Steubenville,  once  at  St. 
James',  Cross  Creek,  and  twice  in  Wheeling,  Va.  and  assisted  at  each  of  those 
places  in  the  administration  ofthe  Lord's  Supper. 

ST.  Paul's  chiuch,  cixciNNAtL

The  Rector  reported  to  the  last  Convention  sixty- two  communicants,  of  which 
number  fourteen  have  from  various  causes  been  removed,  leaving  forty  eight; 
hut  during  the  year  thirty  eight  have  been  added,  of  which  number,  sixteen 
are  new  members.  Thus  our  present  number  is  80.  Marriages  5.  Baptisms 
—adults  2,  infants  12.  Burials — adults  3,  children  4.  Sunday  School  children 
GO.     Contributions  $400. 

ST.  STEPHENS  CHURCH,  COLUMBIANA  COUNTY. 

REV.  U.  L.  LAIRD,    RnCTOR. 

Since  the  Ist  of  April  last,  I  have  had  charge  of  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  Cor^ 
lumbianaco.  I  have  officiated  in  St.  Stephen' s  Church  as  of\ en  as  possible- 
several  times  on  weekdays;  have  dispensed  the  holy  communion  twice,  and 
have  added  two  to  the  list.  Several  persons  were  prepared  to  commune  on 
the  last  occasion  but  were  prevented  by  unavoidable  occurrences.  I  have  distri- 
buted two  dozen  Prayer  Books,  and  expect  shortly  to  supply  the  present 
demand  for  one  doznn.  The  cosgregation  is  increasing  in  numbers  and  devout 
atlention. 

CHRIST  CHURCH,  HURON. 

REV.  SA.MUEL  MARKS.    RECTOR. 

By  the  Providence  of  God,  1  am  in  Huron,  Ohio, — Two  years  since  I  had 
Ihe  honor  and  pleasure,  of  being  the  lirK I  preacher  of  Ihc  Protestant  Kpiscopal 
('hurch  lo  eibibit  the  beautiful  and  devout  sf-rvicc  of  our  Zion    in  this  place. 
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Here  aa  in  every  other  place,  were  those  w}io  could  appreciate  the  conser- 
vative principles  of  our  Liturgy  and  Episcopal  government.  By  the  exertions 
of  Rev.  Mr.  Leavenworth,  a  small,  but  neat  brick  church  has  been  erected. 
We  are  now  preparing  it  for  consecration,  by  painting,  and  trimming  the  interi- 
or. It  frives  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say,  that  oar  prospects  for  usefulness,  are 
encouraging.  My  congregation  is  slowly  increasing.  Good  is  fesulting  from  ser- 
mons to  the  children,  once  a  fortnight,  at  5  o'clock,  F.  M.  The  Sunday  school 
has  b2en  resuscitated.  When  I  came,  there  were  six  communicants — five  have 
been  added,  making  IL  Baptisms  by  me  JO,  8  of  which  are  children.  Fun- 
erals 2.  Huron  is  destined  to  be  a  place  of  great  importance,  but  as  yet  it  has 
no  settled  character.  Much  grace  is  needed  by  its  minister  to  enable  him  to 
persevere  in  the  ways  of  well-doing.  He  begs  to  be  remembered  in  the  prayers 
of  his  Bishop.  Prayer  Books  and  Tracts  are  very  much  wanted. — My  report  ii 
necessarily  hmited,/romthe  fact,  that  I  have  been  but  four  months  in  my  patish. 

ST.  PETER'S  CHURCH,  DELAWARE. 

REV.  JAMES  m'eLROY,  RECTOR. 

Communicants:  suspended  1,  added  from  the  congregation  1,  by  certificate 
C,  present  number  55.  Sunday  school  Scholars  1 10,  Teachers  18.  Baptisms, 
infants  5.  Marriages  ].  The  parochial  contributions  to  benevolent  objects 
have  been  this  year  unusually  small,  owing,  I  have  good  reason  to  believe,  to  the 
pecuniary  pressure  of  the  times.  For  missions  about  $30  00;  for  the  Episco- 
pate $40  00.  The  parish  is  slowly  but  steadily  progressing.  In  addition  tc 
two  services  every  Lord's  day,  I  hold  a  weekly  lecture  in  the  parish  church  everj 
Wednesday  during  the  year,  a  few  weeks  this  summer  excepted,  and  superin- 
tend the  parish  Sunday  School.  The  Sunday  school  has  been  more  fiourishingf, 
during  the  past  year,  than  any  previous  year  of  its  existence. 

St  Peter's  has  had  all  my  time,  during  the  past  year,  a  few  Sundays  spent  in 
gratuitous  missionary  labor  in  and  out  of  the  county,  excepted. 

In  August  I  had  a  most  interesting  visit  to  Marysville,  the  county  seat  of 
Union  country.  Preached  twice,  and  baptized  2  children.  The  Presbyterian 
brethren  kindly  furnished  their  church  for  which  we  are  much  obliged.  This 
was  the  first  Episcopal  service  at  this  county  seat.  I  went  to  Marysville  at  the 
urgency  of  Mr.  Wilkinson,  a  devoted  communicant  of  the  church  from  West- 
em  New- York.  In  addition  to  Mr,  Wilkinson  I  found  two  others  devotedly  at- 
tached to  the  Church,  a  gentleman  from  Connecticut  and  a  lady  from  Virginia. 
The  lady  was  a  communicant;  but,  for  fifteen  years,  she  has  been  cut  oft  fVoni 
our  Zion,  the  church  of  her  choice  and  affection.  She  has  not,  however,  for- 
gotten her  pleasant  ways,  neither  has  she,  I  trust,  suffered  aught  in  her  chris- 
tian integrity.  ,  Most  anxiously  has  she  been  waiting,  all  this  time,  for  her  be- 
loved church,  still  hoping  that  she  would  be  yet  found  out  in  the  wilderness. — 
May  her  expectations  soon  be  realized  I  O  Right  Rev.  sir!  when  shall  we  have 
missionaries  in  sufficient  numbers  to  visit  all  our  scattered  members  and  gather 
them  into  the  fold  I  May  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  send  laborers  into  his  harvest  1 
This  sister  received  the  tnith,  and  first  became  acquainted  with  the  church, 
through  the  missionary  labors  of  the  assistant  Bishop  of  Virginia,  and  of  the 
lato  Rev.  Benjamin  Allen,  of  St.  Paul's,  Pliiladelphia,  on  Buck  Creek,  Virginia. 
Little  could  be,  at  present,  done  in  Marysville  for  the  church;  but  if  favored,  at 
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pr^penii  with  occasional  BenriceH,  the  time  would  come,  I  doubt  p,otf   when  the 
church  might  be  established  there. 

Marysville,  Radnor,  and  Madison  are  quite  conveniently  situated  for  nuasion- 
ary  labor,  and  most  respectfully  and  earnestly  do  I  commend  them  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Domestic  Missionary  Committee.  I  have  spent  Sundays  at  other 
destitute  points,  but  have  nothing  of  special  interest  to  report  of  them. 

CHRIST  CHURCH,  FRANKLIN.

REV.  OREN  MILLER. 

After  the  aession  of  the  last  Convention,  I  continued  to  preach  and  perform 
divine  service  there  on  each  Sabbath  (with  one  or  two  exceptions)  until  about 
the  15th  of  May,  when,  owing  to  the  entire  failure  of  ray  health  I  was  obliged 
to  discontinue  my  ministerial  labors;  and  I  have  not  yet  recovered  so  far  as  to 
be  able  to  resume  them.  Indeed,  my  health  was  so  extremely  poor  during  all  the 
term  of  my  actual  service,  that  I  could  preach  only  in  a  feeble  manner  seated 
on  my  Pulpit  Since  the  discontinuance  of  my  ministry,  the  services  of  the 
church  haye.been  sustained  by  Lay  Reading,  and  it  has  been  favored  with  preach- 
ing  en  three  or  four  Sabbaths  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Bronson,  Davis  and  Bonnar. 

I  have  admitted  to  the  communion  of  the  Church  7;  of  whom  4  had  been 
communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  other  places,  and  3  had 
been  communicants  of  other  denominations.  I  have  suspended  from  the  com- 
niunion  1.  Baptisms,  I  infant.  Marriages  J.  The  present  number  of  commu- 
nicants is  25. 

We  have  a  Sabbath  school  which  has  numbered  aboi;t  30  scholars,  but  which 
has  suflfered  much  for  want  of  a  library.    Our  congregation  continued  regularly 
to  increase  until  our  Church  edifice  became  well  Qlled  with  attentive   hearers. 
But  since  my  illness  it  has  been  much    scattered.     Hoiyever  we  hope  for  better 
times  and  ask  an  interest  in  the  prayers  of  the  Church. 

ST.  Paul's  church,  steubenville. 

BEV.  INTREPID  MORSE,    RECTOR. 

Baptisms,  infants  21.  Confirmed  14.  Funerals  of  the  congregation  10, 
others  12.  Communicants  added  23,  removed  5,  died  3,  total  100.  Sunday  school 
Scholars,  110,  teachers  16.  Church  offerings  $144,  distributed  as  follows: — 
Education  and  Missionary  Committee  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  ^2,  General 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions  $27,  Sunday  School  Depository  at  Columbus 
$24.  In  addition  to  the  purchase  of  a  bell  weighing  upwards  of  700  lbs,  the 
church  edifice  has  been  repaired,  painted  and  newly  furnished  with  lamps. 

Durmg  an  absence  of  about  two  months  at  the  eastward,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hor- 
rell  at  the  time  residing  in  Steubenville  kindly  officiated  for  the  Rector,  to  the 
general  acceptance  and  benefit  of  the  congregation.  The  Wednesday  evening 
lecture  is  regularly  continued  with  a  somewhat  increased  number  of  attendants 
On  the  whole,  the  parish  may  be  considered  in  a  prosperous  condition  in  tempo- 
ral and  it  is  humbly  hoped  also  in  spiritual  things. 

Besides  parochial  duties  as  above,  Mr.  M.  has  performed  divine  service  and 
preached  chiefly  beyond  the  limits  of  the  diocese,  thirty-three  times;  has  bap- 
tized one  infant  and  one  adult,  and  solemnized  one  marriage. 
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REV    JOSEFH    MUEKSCBRR. 

The  Rev.  Joieph  Muenscher  respectfully  reports  to  the  Bishop  that  in  addi- 
tion to  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Professor  of  Biblical  Ijiterature  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese,  he  has  preached  repeatedly  during  the  past 
year,  in  Mount  Vernon,  Utica,  Cirdeville,  Mount  Liberty  and  other  places. 
He  has  also  united  three  couple  in  marriage,  one  in  Gambler,  one  in  Mount  Ver- 
non, and  one  in  Mount  Liberty. 

TRINITY  CHURCH,  NEWARK. 

REV.  W.  H.  NEWMAN,   RECTOR. 

The  Rev.  W.  H.  Newman  reports  to  the  Bishop  as  follows:— Confirmed  3, 
Baptisms  7,  Marriages  8.—- Funerals  9,  communicants  added  by  letter  7,  and  on 
examination  4,  died  3,  removed  2  suspended  1,  withdrawn  ],  present  65. 

Since  the  last  convention  $10  have  been  paid  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dyer  for  the 
Missionary  fund, and  $12  more  are  in  hand  ready  for  payment,  making  the  years' 
subscription  $22.  Three  of  our  communicants  have  been  removed  by  death, 
of  whom  we  have  a   good  hope  through  grace. 

ALL  SOUI,S*  CHURCH,  SPRINGFIELD. 

REV.    HENRY   PAYNE,   MISSIONARY. 

The  Missionary  at  Springfield  and  Yellow  Springs  reports  with  deep  regret 
that  so  little  has  been  done  in  the  past  year,  by  his  anxious  labors,  and  prayers, 
and  tears.  He  hopes  however,  that  the  future  will  be  more  fruitful  of  good  to 
immortal  souls,  as  that  almost  indispensable  requisite  to  usefulness,  a  church  is 
about  to  be  supplied.  Our  Vestry  have  determined  to  commence  the  erection 
of  a  church  immediately,  (estimates  are  now  being  delivered)  on  the  ground  be- 
longing to  the  parish.  The  building  to  be  40  feet  wide  by  50  feet  long  plain  and 
neat,  to  cost  $2000.  The  front  to  be  placed  far  enough  back  from  the  street,  to 
allow  of  an  addition  of  20  feet  to  it  with  handsome  front,  when  such  addition 
shall  become  necessary.  Present  number  of  communicants  15— same  as  last  year; 
Baptisms  2. 

At  Tellow  Springs: — Communicants  5;  Baptisms  3;  Funerals  1.  In  addition 
to  my  labors  at  Springfield  and  Yellow  Springs  I  have  preached  in  Troy,  Day- 
ton, Urbana,  Hamilton,  Cincinnati  each  place  once;  in  Circleville,  Piqua,  Mount 
Vernon,  and  Boardman  each  place  twicef  in  Columbus  three  times. 

ST  Paul's  church,  chillicothe. 

REV.  E.  W.  PEET,    RECTOR. 

The  additions  to  the  communion  have  been  as  follows:  by  profession,  1.  by 
letter  from  other  parishes,  2. — Eleven  communicants  have  removed  to  other 
parishes,  1  has  died,  1  has  withdrawn  to  another  denomination,  and  1  has  been 
suspended.  Thus  the  whole  number  of  communicants  in  this  parish  has  been 
reduced  from  66  as  reported  last  year,  to  51 ,  the  present  number.  There  have 
|>ecn  6  marriages,  15  baptisms,  and  4  Ainerals.— Contributions  to  benevolent 
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objects, as  follows; — $1400,  to  the  Theological  Semiiury  of  the  Diocese  and 
Kenyon  College,  $100  to  the  (General  Episcopal  Missionary  Society,  and  ^50  to 
Diocesan  Missions.    The  contribution  to  the  sapport  of  the  Episcopate  is  ^120. 

TRINITY  CHURCH,  COLUMBUS. 

REV.  WILLIAM  PBESTON,   MINISTER. 

This  parish  has  suffered  much  during  the  past  year  by  emigration.  Some  of 
its  most  valuable  members  have  removed,  several  have  also  died.  The  Lord, 
however,  has  been  pleased  to  add  to  our  numbers  some  of  such  as  we  trust  will 
be  saved.  During  our  Lent  Exercises,  and  especially  those  of  Passion  Week, 
a  very  unusal  interest  was  manifested,  many  were  awakened,  and  a  number  con- 
verted; and  while  we  ascribe  the  praise  and  glory  to  His  name,  we  cannot  but  re- 
gard  the  proper  and  prayerful  observance  of  these  seasons,  as  calculated  to  be  of 
eminent  service  in  advancing  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  Church. 

A  greater  amount  has  been  contributed  by  this  Parish  toward  benevolent  ob- 
jects, during  the  past,  than  during  any  previous  year  of  its  existence.  About 
$1500  have  been  given  to  liquidate  the  debt  of  the  College,  and  about  $501) 
more  to  various  benevolent  objects  not  within  the  limits  of  the  Parish.  Our  Sun* 
day  Schools  and  Benevolent  Societies  continue  nearly  the  same  as  at  the  last  re- 
port.

TRINITY  CHURCH,  LYME,  AND  GRACE  CHURCH,  SANDUfiTKY 

CITY. 

REV.  E.  PUNDERSON. 

Having  lost  by  the  conflagration  of  my  house  and  its  contents,  my  Parish 
Register,  the  statistics  of  my  charge  at  Norwalk  and  elsewhere  must  be  sup- 
plied from  memory.  Added  to  communion  since  the  last  convention  at  Nor- 
walk, I  recollect  1,  censured  1,  suspended  1,  present  number  of  communicants 
over  50.     Baptized,  Infants  1.  ' 

At  Lyme  my  services  have  been  continued  as  usual.  The  parish  increases 
s!owly.  At  Bellvue,  four  miles  distant,  I  have  officiated  the  half  of  three  Sun- 
days. At  this  place  the  charter  of  incorporation  for  an  Episcopal  Church  was 
obtained  some  two  years  ago;  but  nothing  has  since  been  done  about  it. 

With  the  Church  at  Sandusky  City,  I  have  held  a  temporary  connection  since 
the  middle  of  June  last.  The  prospects  of  this  parish  are  reviving.  We  have 
lately  organized  a  Sunday  School  combining  within  it  all  the  advantages  of  a 
Bible  class  which  promises  well  towards  securing  a  permanent  interest  both  in  the 
Teachers  and  Scholars.  I  have  extended  the  privilej^s  of  communion  to  2, 
present  number  of  Communicants  about  20.     Baptized,  Infants  3. 

The  vestry  ar^  still  encumbered  with  a  debt  for  the  building  of  the  church. — 
But  notwithstanding  this,  added  to  the  hardness  of  the  times,  means  are  pro- 
jerted  for  furnisluni;  the  interior  of  the  rljurth. 
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REV.  A.  SANFORD. 

Uev.  A.  Santbrd  reportii  to  the  Bishop  that  duiing  the  past  year  he  has  pcforai- 
ed  but  few  clerical  duties  except  such  as  have  been  connected  with  the  Granville 
Female  Seminary.  He  has  preached  in  St,  Luke's  Church,  Granville  three 
or  four  Sundays,  when  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Bronson,  has  been  necessarily  ab- 
sent, and  assisted  him  in  the  services  on  a  few  other  occasions.  lie  has 
preached  once  at  Hebron,  three  times  at  Alexandria,  and  spent  three  Sundays  at 
Johnstown.     He  has  also  preached  once  at  Medina  and  twice  at  Delaware. 

ST.    JAMEs'    CHURCH,    ZANESVILLE,    AND  ST.   MAT- 
THEW\S    CHURCH,     MADISOX,    MUSKINGUM     CO. 

UEV.  W.  A.  SMALLWOOD,  RECTOR. 

Baptisms  18:  adult  1,  children  17.  Marriages  8.  Funerals  5.  Persons  con- 
firmed 7.  Additions  to  communion  20;  by  removals  10, — by  new  communicants 
10. — Loss  of  communicants  10; — by  removal  8,  by  deaths.  Present  number  86. 
Sunday  School  Teachers  15,  Scholars  108.  Members  of  Bible  Class  16.  Contri- 
butions to  Missions  $75: — to  Diocesan  Sunday  School  Depository  $50;  to  Gran- 
ville Seminary  about  $300;  to  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese  and 
Kenyon  College,  about  $740. 

This  church  has  been  favored  daring  the  past  year  with  the  blessing  of  God, 
at  least  so  far  as  to  encourage  on  the  part  of  its  minister  and  members  a  spirit 
of  increased  diligence  in  prayer,  and  effort  for  the  conversion  of  souls.  The  hope 
is  entertained  that  several  persons  have  been  born  anew  of  the  spirit,  and  that 
many  others  are,  in  a   degree  awake   to   their  eternal  interests. 

It  is  believed  that  the  aspect  of  the  congregation  novi  is  brighter  than  at 
any  former  time. 

St.  Matthew's  Cuurcu,  IVIadison,  Muskingum  County. — The  Rector  of  St. 
James*  Church,  Zanes villa,  has  visited  tlie  region  where  this  church  is  located 
about  a  dozen  times  within  the  last  two  years.  In  the  first  instance,  be  was  led 
there  by  the  vague  report  that  some  of  our  brethren  from  Ireland  would  rejoice 
in  the  opportunity  of  uniting  in  the  services  of  the  Church.  He  went,  scarce- 
ly thinking  of  repeating  his  visit,  and  without  an  idea  of  organizing  a  church. 
But  he  now  feels  it  to  be  a  duty  to  record,  to  the  glory  of  God,  that  every  efibrt 
hM  been  blessed  beyond  the  most  sanguine  hopes.  A  plain,  though  neat  Church 
is  in  a  course  of  erection;  a  share  of  the  services  of  a  most  acceptable  minister 
has  been  obtained,  and  there  is  a  fair  prospect  of  the  formation  of  a  very  respect- 
able congregation.

UEV.    WILLIAM    SPARROW,    D.  D. 

The  Rev.  William  Sparrow,  reports,  that  since  bin  return  to  the  diocese,  in  tlie 
middle  of  November  last,  he  has  preached  in  his  turn  in  the  college  chapel, 
twice  in  Hamilton,  three  times  in  Columbus,  twice  in  Circleville,  once  in  Chilli- 
cothe,  twice  in  Lancaster,  twice  in  Zanesville,  once  in  Newark,  twice  in  Gran- 
ville, and  four  times  in  Mt.  Vernon.  He  has  also  had  charge  of  the  three  classes 
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into  which  the  whole  body  of  the  students  of  the  College  proper  has  been  divid- 
ed for  the  study  of  the  Bible,  and  has  heard  them  recite,  according  to  nsage^ 
once  a  week*     He  has  petformed  no  other  ministerial  duties  worthy  of  notice. 

ST.  TIMOTHY'S  CHURCH,  MASSILLON. 

REV,   JOHN    SWAN,   RECTOR. 

In  the  state  9f  this  parish  there  is  nothing  of  special  intereUt  tb  reporC  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  there  has  been  a'  considerable  increase  on  the  part  of  the  con- 
gregation and  Sunday  schools,  as  well  as  in  the  number  of  communicants.  The 
pews  in  the  basement  story  of  the  church  rent  thb  year  for  between  $700 
and  $600.  Owing  to  the  continued  pressure  of  the  times  it  has  not  yet  been  deem- 
ed advisable  to  make  any  renewed 'effort  to  finish  our  church  edifice. 

Communicants  added  the  past  year  16,  6  of  these  by  removal  and  10  received 
for  the  first  time — lost  by  removal  4  withdrawn  1,  present  number  38.  Baptisms 
14  adults  3  children  11.  F*unerals  5.  Sunday  school  scholars  60;  Teachers  10. 
Infant  Sunday  school  35  children  and  2  teachers;  total  95  soholars  and  12  teach- 
ers.   Missionary  contributions  $25. 

ST.  MATTHEWS'  PARISH,  PLYMOUTH,  ST.  MICHAEL'S  CHURCH, 
UNIONVILLE,    AND  TRINITY  CHURCH,  JEFFERSON. 

REV.  CHARLES  C.  TOWNSEND. 

Afler  my  ordiuation,  at  the  last  Convention,  t  was  detained,  by  the  provi- 
dence of  God,  from  entering  upon  my  duties,  until  the  last  of  November,  and 
have  been  enabled  to  labor,  with  improved  health,  and  without  interruption  fbf 
the  space  of  eight  months.  The  following  is  my  report  for  that  time.  I  havtf 
devoted  one  Sunday  in  three  to  each  Parishj  and,  including  extra  services  in 
other  places,  have   preached  one   hundred  times. 

St.  Matthew's  Parish,  Plymouth,  last  report  20  Families,  present  number  30. 
Communicants,  last  report  26,  present  number  31.     Baptisms  2  infants.    Funer- 
al8,  1  adult. —  Sunday    School,    Teachers,   Male  6,   Female  4 — 10. — Scholars,- 
Male  30,  Female  29— 59. 

St.  Michael's  Unionville,  Families,  last  report  16,  present  number  31.  Com- 
municants last  report  23,  present  number  35.  Baptisms,  4  infants.  Sunday 
School, Teachers,   Male  4,   Female  6—10.     Scholars,  Male  13,  Female  23 — 36. 

Trinity  Church,  Jefferson,    Families,  hist   report  8,  present  ntimber  19.  Com- 
municants last  report  8,  present  number   12.     Baptism,   1  infant.    Funeral,  1 
adult.  Marriage  1. 

In  the  three  Parishes  are  taken  25  copies  of  the  Gambier  Observer  and  Wes^ 
tern  Church  Journal,  besides  some  copies  of  the  Spirit  of  Missions  and  Gos- 
pel Messenger. 

In  the  two  Parishes  first  named  Lay  service  is  regularly  performed,  and  in  the 
second  a  Bible  Class  of  adults  has  been  formed;  and  a  Female  Beneficent  Society 
organized  under  favorable  auspices.  The  missionary  contributions  of  two  Par- 
ishes amount  to  $8.  In  the  second  parish  a  commodious  church  edifice  is 
nearly  completed,  and  in  the  first,  a  subscription  has  been  raised  to  the  amount 
of  $800,  and  a  lot  presented  for  the  erection  of  a  church  during  the  ensuing 
year.     In  view  of  temporal  and  spiritual  things,in  this  interesting  field,  I  thinlr 
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We  may  safely  affirm,  * 'Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us.**  The  growth  in 
grace  has  not  been  as  extensive  and  deep  as  is  desirable;  but,  in  each  Parish 
some  christians  have  been  quickened  to  **a  closer  walk  with  God;"  and  some 
'^sinners  converted  from  the  error  of  their  ways;"  and  a  chosen  few  are  waiting 
for  an  opportunity  to  ''put  on  Christ,"  in  the  holy  rite  of  con6rmation.  In  view 
of  the  good  hand  of  our  God  upon  us  during  the  past  year,  we  enter  upon 
the   next  with  pleasing  expectations. 

ST.  JAMES'  CHURCH,  PAINESVILLE. 

REV.    ALEXANDER  VARIAN,   RECTOR. 

I  assumed  the  duties  of  Rectof  of  this  Parish  in  April  last,  since  which  I  have 
to  report: 

Baptisms,  6  children;  Funerals,  4  (3  adults  dnd  one  youth  of  14);  Commu- 
nicants on  the  Register,  31;  Removed,!;  Present  number,  30;  Sunday  school 
teachers,  7;   Children  in  Sunday  school,  about  30* 

The  children  are  catechised  poSlicly  before  the  congregation,  once  a  montli. 
The  public  services  of  the  sanctuary  are  well  attended.  The  parish  is  under 
heavy  liabilities  contracted  in  the  erection  of  the  Church;  were  these  cancelled, 
our  prospects  would  be  encouraging. 

REV.  THOMAS  WEST,  jMISSIONARY. 

In  the  latter  end  of  August  1838,  I  entered  on  my  field  of  labor,  embracing 
pait  of  three  counties,  viz.  Barrison,  Carroll,  and  Tuscorawas.  I  commenced 
ftt  Deersville,  where  I  found  a  congregation,  chiefly  Methodists  and  Presbyte- 
rians. Here  I  was  informed  that  a  parish  had  been  formed  the  June  previous, 
consisting  of  about  20  families,  but  this  number  I  could  not  find. — Here  I  la- 
bored with  some  satisfaction  to'  myself,  and  I  hope,  profit  to  others,  although 
it  is  to  be  feared  that  much  of  the  labor  has  been  like  the  seed  of  the  way-side. 
In  this  place  my  congregation  and  I  think  our  friends  increased,  and  1  have  no 
doubt  had  we  but  a  few  zealous  and  enterprising  men,  we  should  soon  have  a 
church  established. 

On  the  third  of  last  September  I  laid  the  comer-stone  of  a  Church  edifice  in 
Hagerstown. 

Scott's  Bridge  is  a  large  settlement,  consisting  of  Methodists,  Presbyterians, 
Seceders,  4&c.;  there  are  a  few  aged  people,  who  many  years  since  were  attached 
to  our  Church  in  Ireland,  but  the  younger  branches  knew  nothing  of  us  but 
by  the  hearing  of  the  ear.  In  the  latter  place  (  preach  in  a  dwelling  house, 
and  have  had  increasing  congregations. 

East  Port,  is  a  little  village  on  the  Still  Water.  In  this  place  they  had  none 
of  our  services  until  I  came  here.  Mr.  Gray  preached,  for  the  first  time, 
while  I  read  evening  service.  In  this  place  we  have  a  ;'>chool  House,  which  in 
fine  weather  is  more  than  filled.  We  have  one  member  of  our  Church  here 
(Mrs.  Thompson)  whose  house  and  heart  seem  open  to  our  Ministers. 

New  Philadelphia  is  a  county  town,  in  which  we  have  but  two  families  belong- 
ing to  us:  Mr.  Atherton  and  Mrs.  Canfield.  Under  Mr.  Atherton's  hospitable 
roof,  I  received  much  kindness;  Mrs.  Canfield  is  not  less  kind,  but  her  situation 
|>re vents  her  from  manifesting  her  kindness  as  she  otherwise  would.  In  this 
town   we  had  chiefly  to  worahip  in  the  Court  House.    In  this  town  I  have 
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found  TTiuch  of  the  gentleman  and  the  christian  in  the  Rev.  Mr.  Greenwould, 
Minister  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  In  Deersville  I  understood  a  parish  had 
been  organized  sonne  years  i»ince,  but  owing  to  various  Providences  tlic  members 
^ere  all  removed  but  three.  Here  I  considered  it  ray  duty  to  secure  our  worship, 
and  the  few  times  I  liave  been  there  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  an  in- 
crease to  the  congregation.  These  six  places  I  visited  every  fourth  Sunday, 
and  in  the  intervals  I  visited  my  people,  and  occasionally  preached  at  Norses*  MiUt 
Waterfordf  CotterR,  <&c.  I  have,  on  a  visit  in  behalf  of  the  Church,  preached  at 
Wheeling,  Wellsburg,  Steubenville,  Cross  Creek,  and  Springfield.  By  earnest 
request,  I  have  recently  visited  Summcrfield,  Monroe  county,  and  found  several 
of  our  people  like  lobt  sheep,  calling  for  a  shepherd.  In  this  town  which  is  not 
much  more  than  formed,  I  preached  to  a  house  full  of  serious  and  attentive 
hearers.  On  the  next  day  (Monday)  I  preached  in  a  settlement  about  8  miles  off 
lo  a  respectable  congregation  of  attentive  hearers.  I  left  these  people  making 
arrangemenfts,  if  possible,  to  get  a  Minister. 

I  hope  all  these  places  will  be  favored  with  a  man  of  God,  whose  constitution 
will  be  able  to  bear  the  fatigue  and  labor  of  the  day,  and  whose  zeal  for  God  and 
lovt  for  souls  will  enable   him    to  endure  hardness  as  a  good  soldier.

Rev.  M.  T.  C.  Wing,  has  had  no  parochial  charge  during  the  past  year. 
He  has  preached  however,  more  frequently  than  during  the  year  previous,  hat- 
ing officiated  in  the  college  chapel  regularly  in  his  turn.  He  has  preached  be- 
sides, at  Mt.  Vernon  six  times,  at  Hanover,  Keeue,  Delaware  and  Detriot  each 
twice,  and  at  Ulica  and  Perrysburgh  each  once.  The  communion  wos  ad- 
ministered at  Ulica,  Hanover  and  Keene.  At  Keene  an  infant  was  baptised, 
which  had  been  brought  by  its  parents  for  that  purpose  some  twenty  miles. 

TRINITY  CHURCH,  CLEVELAND. 

Right  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir, 

On  the  first  of  January  li?39,  as  at  that  time  you  were  apprized,  I  took  tem- 
porary charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Cleveland.  The  account  of  clerical  duties 
performed  during  my  stay,  which  continued  until  the  18th  of  April,  is  as  follows: 

In  addition  to  the  usual  services  of  the  Sabbath,  I  generally  either  lectured 
after  evening  prayer  on  Wednesday,  or  conducted  a  very  large  and  assiduous- 
ly attended  Bible  class. 

During  Lent,  and  also  preparatory  to  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper, 
service  was  held  on  Friday  evening,  and  a  lecture  delivered. 

Number  of  Baptisms*  20  including  two  adults;  Communicants  added  16;  Mar- 
riages  2;  Burials  2  both  children— one  my  own  and  only  daughter. 

While  health  permitted,  I  rode  out  on  Sunday  evening  to  destitute  places  in 
the  neigiiboriiood,   and   generally  met  large  and  very  attentive  congregations;

•tin  Touchsafev  to  let  m^ labour  in  his  vineyard.     Never  had  I  been  so  conscioui 

of  assistance  from  on  high.     Never  did  I  feel  myself  so  strengthened  through 

trying  duties,  nor  see  my  labours  so  apparently  prospered,    as  during  the  above 

^  brief  period  (the  third  one)  of  my  ministry  at  Cleveland.

Rev.  H.  V.  D.  Johns  cliaimian  of  the  Committee  on  the  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate  submitted  the  following  Report. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  convention  to  originate  a  more  effective 
and  certain  mode  of  supporting  the  Episcopate  than  the  one  now  in  operation, 
are  prepared  to  report,  that,  in  their  judgment,  the  only  plan  worthy  of  the  Dio- 
cese, is  to  raise  an  Episcopal  fund,  sufficient  to  yield  an  annual  interest  of  ^^2000. 
1st.  That  five  classes  of  donations  be  proposed; — viz.  the  highest  class  {2000: 

the  2nd  class  .$1500:  the  3rd  $1200:  the  4th  $600:  the  5th  £250. 
2nd.  That   the   several  churches  be  requested  to  state,     which  class  of  dona- 
tions   they     will  severally   enter:  obliging  themselves  to   become   responsi- 
ble to    the  Convention   for   the    interest,    at  6  per    cent,  of  thesum  they 
may    select — said   interest  to  be   paid   at    each   Convention    to  the    Trus- 
tee of  the  E[)iscopal  Fund.     Thus,  whilst  the  written  obligations  of  the  seve- 
ral Churches  are  to  be  regard?d  as  constituting  the  Episcopal  Fund,  the  annual 
payment  of  the  interest,  os  proposed,  will  secure  to  tho  Diocese  the  means  of 
support  for  tho  Episcopate.   The  pari8he^'  of  the  Diocese  will  virtually  be  the 
depositaries  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 
3rd.  That  the  wardens  of  eaci*  church  he  a  committee,  put  in  charge  of  the  duty 
i)^  collecting  and  paying  over,  to  the  Trustee  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  the  in- 
terest on  the  sum  for  which  the  church  has  become  responsible:  that  said  pay- 
ment shall  be  made  by  their  delegate,  or  in  case  a  delegate  is  not  in  attendance, 
at  Convention,  by  letter,  addressed  to  the  paid  Trustee  who  shall  report  at  each 
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ConTention  the  Beveral  payments  made. and  alio  the  namet  of  mieh  charchet 
as  are  in  arrears. 

4th.  That  as  new  churches  are  organized  and  admitted  into  union  with  this  Dio- 
cese, they  be  expected  at  the  time  of  applying  for  adqaission,  to  state,  whteh 
class  of  contributors  to  the  Episcopal  fund,  they  will  enter. 

5tb*.  That  the  treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  be  ez-oflEcio,  the  Trustee  of  ^he  Episco- 
pal fund;  and  authorised  to  receive  the  annual  interest  to  be  paid  by  the  sev- 
eral churches:  or  the  principal,  or  such  parts  of  it  as  particular  churches  may 
think  proper  to  pay;  or  any  legacies  which  may  be  lefl  to  this  fund:  and  that,iii 
the  event  of  his  receiving  either  the  principal  or  any  part  of  it,  for  which  any 
church  may  have  become  responsible,  or  a  legacy  for  this  fund,  he  be  author- 
ized to  invest  the  same  in  some  safe  and  productive  manner,  provided  that  be* 
fore  said  investment  is  made,  he  obtains  the  sanction  of  the  standing  committee 
of  the  Diocese,  as  to  the  nature  of  the  investment 

6th.  That  the  Bishop  be  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Trustee  of  the  Episcopal 
fund,  quarterly  in  advance  for  his  salary,  which  shall  be  $2000.

Resolved^  That  an  assessment  of  dollars,  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate  be  made  upon  the  parishes  of  this  Dio- 
cese, to  be  renewed  every  five  years  and  payable  annually  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention. 

Resolved^  That  in  making  said  assessment,  each  parish  be  assess- 
ed in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  salary  collected  in  said  parish 
for  the  support  of  its  Minister. 

Dr.  Andrews  moved  to  amend  the  resolutions  of  Mr. Bucking- 
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ham  by  inserting  after  the  word  "Diocese,"  the  words — ''wliich 
do  not  voluntarily  contribute  prior  to  the  next  Convention/' 

Which  was  carried. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bronson  offered  the  following  substitute  for  the 
resolutions  of  Mr.  Buckingham  as  amended: 

Resolvedj  That  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Committee,  be  adopt- 
ed with  this  proviso,  that  none  of  the  subscriptions  be  on  interest 
untill  the  amount  of be  subscribed. 

Resolved,  That  an  assessment  to  the  amount  of dol- 
lars per  annum,  be  laid  upon  the  parishes  as  equitably  as  may  be 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Resolved,  That  parishes  may  avail  themselves  of  the  fifth  in- 
stalment of  the  old  subscription  to  pay  their  assessment  for  the 
present  year  as  far  as  those  subscriptions  were  made  within  those 

parishes. 

Resolved,  That  the  assessment  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of 

Januar)'. 

Which  amendment  was  lost. 

Rev.  Mr.  Brooke  moved  that  the  resolutions  of  Mr.  Bucking- 
ham be  amended  by  striking  out  all  relating  to  the  salaries  of  the 
Rectors  of  the  respective  parishes. 

Which  was  carried. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Brooke  moved  that  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Buck- 
ingham be  amended  by  substituting  "ow€  year^*  for  "  five." 

Which  was  carried. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  the  amendment  was  stricken  out. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Storer  the  resolution  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

Messrs.  Salmon  Osborne  and  David  D.  Aiken  asked  and  ob- 
tained leave  of  absence  from  the  sittings  of  this  Convention  after 
to-day. 

The  Committee  on  new  parishes  reported  Wicliff  Parish,  New 
Lisbon  :  whereupon  said  parish  was  received,  and  admitted  into 
union  with  this  Convention. 

On  motion,  adjourned  to  meet  at  8  o'clock  to-morrow.

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  After  prayers  by 
the  Bishop,  the  roll  was  called.  The  minutes  of  yesterday  were 
read  and  approved. 
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The  consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Comniittee  on  the  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate  was  resumed. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Brooke  offered  as  a  substitute  tor  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  support  of  the  Episcopate, the  following. 

CANON  XVI. 

To  Raise  a  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopatt. 

Skct.  I.  There  shall  he  elected  by  ballot  on  llie  firgt  day  of  every  aDiiual 
Convention,  a  Financial  Committee  of^ve  laymen  who  shalf  proceed  to  asseM 
the  parishes  in  such  sums  as  will  raise  a  sufficient  amount  to  cover  the  inciden- 
tal expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  pay  towards  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  eight 
hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Skct.  2.  Tlie  assessments  made  as  above  required,  shall  be  payable  at  the 
regular  Convention  next  thereafter:  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall 
give  special  notice  to  the  vestry  of  every  parish  of  the  amount  levied  upon  it, 
ut  least  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  each  annual  Convention.  Provided 
always,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  any  parish,  deeming  itself 
too  heavily  assessed,^  from  appealing  to  the  Convention. 

Sect.  3.  Every  minister  shall,  on  or  about  the  J 5th  of  April  of  every  year, 
solicit  the  $um  of  one  dollar  from  each  communicant  of  his  parish,  whom  he 
may  judge  ablA  to  contribute  the  same,  and  transmit  forthwith  the  same  so  ob- 
tained, to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

Sect.  4.     Out  of  the  amount  so  transmitted,  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  to  the 

Bishop  the  sum  of dollars,  and  the  balance  if  any,  shall  be  invested  by 

the  Financial  Committee  in  a  permanent  Episcopal  fund. 

Resolvedf  That  the  above  proposed  canon,  until  enacted  into  a  law,  be  adopted 
as  the  plan  of  this  Convention  for  raiMing  a  salary  for  the  Bishop;  and  that  the 
Committee  on  the  Episcopate  be  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  same. 

Which  was  lost. 

The  following   resolution  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burr. 
Resolved^  That  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate  be  adopted. 
Which  wjis  carried. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Buckingham, 

Resolved^  That  the  next  nKTting  of  this  Convention  be  held 
in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Mount  Vernon. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Colton, 

Resolved^  That  when  this  Convention  adjourns,  it  adjourn  to 
meet,  in  fSt.  Paul's  CImrch,  Mount  Wtuou,  on  the  day  next  suc- 
ceeding the  Commencement  of  tfin  Thcolo2:ical  Seminary  and 
Kenyon  College. 

'J'he  Rev.  Mr.  (luion  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resitlvedy  That  the  words  "  second  Thursflay  afier  the  first 
Wednesday  in  September"  in  the  second  Article  of  the  Consti- 
iion  be  struck  out,  and  "  the  svcoml  Thursday  In  May*^  be  in- 
serted   in  their  phice. 

Which  on  motion,  was  laid  on  the  table. 
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The  following  resolutions  were  submitted  by  Bellamy  Storer 
Esq. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  pledge  itself  to  pay  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars,  and  that  the  minister  of  each  parish,  in  the  Diocese,  on 
the  first  Sunday  of  October  next,  bring  the  subject  before  his 
people,  and  take  up  a  contribution  or  subscription  for  that  pur. 
pose ;  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  immediately  remitted  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  on  receiving  the  re- 
port from  the  several  parishes,advise  each  parish  without  delay  of 
the  ajTjrregate amount  collected  and  subscribed  in  the  Diocese- 
and  if  it  shall  then  appear  that  the  sum  aforesaid  is  not  raised, 
the  clergy  shall  again  bring  the  subject  before  their  several  con- 
gregations, and  take  prompt  measures,  to  make  up  the  residue. 

Resolved,  That  in  all  parishes  where  there  is  no  clergyman 
officiating,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  minister  in  the  vicinity  there- 
of, immediately  after  the  first  Sunday  of  October,  if  practicable, 
to  visit  the  same  for  the  special  purpose,  contained  in  the  former 
resolution. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  to  whom  the  subject  of  the  sala- 
ry of  the  Episcopate,  has  been  already  referred,  be  authorized  to 
confer  with  those  parishes,  which  have  not  responded  to  the  ques- 
tions proposed  in  the  circular  of  the  said  Committee,  and  so  soon 
as  their  several  replies  shall  be  received,  report  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  immediately  publish  the 
result  in  the  Gambler  Observer  and  Western  Church  Jonrnal ; 
and  whanever  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  shall  be  thus 
pledged  by  the  parishes,  the  said  Treasurer  shall  notify  each  par- 
ish thereof  in  writing,  and  the  plan  reported  by  said  Committee, 
which  has  been  adopted  by  this  Convention  shall  thenceforward 
be  held  to  be  in  full  operation,  and  obligatory  upon  the  parishes 
according  to  t\je  amount  pledged  by  each  of  them,  to  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate. 

Which  were  carried. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Small  wood,  chairmen  of  the  Committee  on  so 
much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary of  the  Diocese  presented  the  following  Report. 

The  Committer,  appointed  upon  ?o  much  of  the  BiBhop'n  AddrcM  as 
refers  to  the  Theological   Seminary  of  the   Diocese,  with   instructions  to  con- 
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hider  and  report  whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  cbanges  should  be  madtf,  and 
under  what  ttccurities,  in  the  present  relation  of  Kenyon  College  to  the  Episco- 
pate and  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Ohio,  have  given  to  the  subject  the  full- 
est examination  in  their  power  and  now  submit  tha  following  Report. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  institution  at  Gambier  was  originally  established  for 
purposes  of  Theological  Education  only.  Subsequently,  it  was  deemed  impor- 
tant to  enlarge  the  plan  by  the  organization  of  a  department  devoted  to  instruc- 
tion in  the  Arts  and  Sciences  usually  taught  in  the  Colleges  and  Academies  of 
this  country.  lu  effecting  this  enlargement  of  the  6rst  design,  however,  a  great 
anxiety  was  felt  to  preserve  the  entire  institution  in  the  interests  of  the  Church, 
by  which  it  was  founded.  Hence  the  collegiate  department  was,  by  its  charter, 
placed  under  the  care  of  the  President  and  Professors  of  the  Theological  Semin- 
ary. They  were  constituted  its  Faculty,  and  thus  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocetfe,  as 
President  of  the  Seminary,  became  also  the'  President  of  tlic  College.  And  in 
this  position  of  her  diocesan,  the  Church  of  Ohio  saw  her  great  security  for  iht 
training  up  of  her  sons  in  the  principles  of  her  precious  faith. 

But,  in  the  course  of  time,  these  duties  in  the  College  were  found  to  be  in- 
consistent witli  the  faithful  discharge  by  the  Bishop,  of  his  peculiar  office  in  a 
rising  Diocese.  It  was,  therefore,  determined,  at  his  suggestion,  to  release  him 
from  his  connexion  with  the  Presidency  of  ihe  College,  with  the  understanding 
as  expressed  by  the  Bishop  at  the  time,  that  so  much  of  the  relation  between 
the  Episcopate  and  the  management  of  the  College  should  be  preserved,  as  to 
guard  against  the  turning  away  of  any  branch  of  the  institution  from  a  distinct 
and  entire  subserviency  to  the  Church.  And  the  Trustees  were  requested  to 
prepare  and  report  to  the  next  Convention  a  plan  by  which  the  contemplated 
change  should  be  made.  No  such  plan  has  yet  been  reported,  but  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  Trustees,  an  act  has  been  obtained  from  the  Legislature  of  tbii 
State  empowering  them  to  appoint  a  President  and  Professors  and  other  officen 
of  a  College  distinct  from  the  President  and  Professors  of  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary. 

The  Committee  du  not  think  this  act  the  best  that  might  have  been  devised 
for  the  object  in  view.  They  conceive  that  it  authorizes  a  departure  from  tbe 
original  principle,  ol  the  whole  Institution  and  that  which,it  was  understood,  wis 
to  be  by  all  means  preserved  when  the  met^ures  were  set  on  foot  for  releasing 
the  Bisliop  from  his  Presidency  of  the  College,  for  it  leaves  him  out  of  view  en 
tirely,  and,  whilst  taking  away  his  power  and  thereby  withdrawing  from  the 
Church  its  great  security  for  the  constancy  of  the  College  in  her  service, — it 
gives  no  countervailing  advantage  or  equivalent  sateguard.  They  are  persuad- 
ed, however,  that  these  defects  may  be  remedied  by  the  introduction  of  s  few  ad- 
ditions to  the  constitution  under  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  appointed,  and 
by  which  they  must  be  governed  in  the  exercise  of  their  oAe,  however  much 
more  extensive  may  be  their  power  under  the  recent  supplement  to  the  charter. 
They  have  accordingly  prepared  for  the  Convention  and  submit  to  their  6onsider. 
tion  three  distinct  additions,  to  tbe  constitution. 

The  first  respects  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  They  propose 
to  separate  and  keep  entirely  apart  the  legislative  and  executive  branches  of 
government  of  the  College  and  Seminary,  by  making  the  Faculty  of  either  de- 
partment inelegible  to  a  seat  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  For  this  purpose  fhey 
offer  the  following  amendment  to  the  constitution  to  be  inserted. 
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In  the  3d  Article,  and  fifth  linot  after  the  word  "chosen,"  these  words,  viz: 
•♦Provided  that  no  office^  of  the  Seminary,  or  of  any  Institution  Ihit  may  be 
annexed  thereto,  shall  be  eligible  to  said  Board.*' 

The  second  amendment  the  Committee  propose,  is  with  regard  to  the  supei*- 
Tiaion  of  the  property  and  the  care  of  the  agencies  and  interests  of  the  Institu- 
tion during  the  recess  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.    They  conceive  that  the  Church' 
of  Ohio  always  meant  that  the  Diocesaivsbonid  be  the  genera]  representative  dnd 
guardian  of  her  interests  and  possessions  under  the  regulations  which  shonid  be 
prescribed  for  his  government  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  that  he  should  have 
the  eiclusive  disposition   of  all  matters  arising  in  the  intervalis  of  their  meetings 
until  such  matters  should  be  passed  upon  regularly  by  them.     This  intention  of 
the  Church,  they  wish  to  render  perfectly  clear,  and  therefore  they  present  the 
fallowing  supplement  to  the  5th  Article  of  the  Constitution  to  be  inserted  at  the 
end  of  said  Article:  **and,  during  the  recess  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  all  mat 
ters,  (not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,)  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Seminary,  its  property  and  all  agencies  for  the  management  of  the  samel*' 

The  last  amendment  proposed  by  the  Committee  provides  for  the  separation  of 
the  College  from  the  Theological  department,  where  their  principal  care  has 
been  to  preserve  the  College  in  a  state  of  subserviency  to  the  Church,  according 
t6'  the  design  of  its  founders,  by  giving  Che  Bishop  the  nomination  of  its  presid- 
ing officer,  and  a  right  of  watching  over  its  spiritual  interests.  Hence  they  re- 
commend that  Article  9  and  10  of  the  Constitution  shall  hereafter  be  numbered 
as  Articles  10  and  11,  and  that  for  Article 9,  the  following  be  inserted: — ■ 

'*The  Board  of  Trustees,  so  soon  as  the  Convention'  of  the  Diocese  shall  so 
instruct  them,  dhiH  annex  to  the  Seminary,  a  College,  with  the  necessiry  pre.

and  [Prosperity  of  said  College:  provided  that  the  President  be  appointed  oil  the 
nomination  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, — provided  also  that  his  Episcopal  super- 
vision and  authority  be  undei^tood  as  embracing  the  spiritual  interests  of  the 
College  ahd  its  preparatory  schools,  and  that  the  present  property  of  the  said 
Seminary,  whatever  use  the  Trustees  may  permit  the  College  to  make  of  any 
part  thereof,  shall  always  remain  exclusively  the  property  of  the  Seminary." 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Sunday  School  Committee  in  preienting  their  Second  Annual  Report, 

rejoice  in  the  evidence  they  have  of  a  growing  interest  in  this  good  cause. — 

Something  has  been  done  in  the  middle  and  southern  dbtricts  towards  discharg- 

'  ing  the  debt  of  the  Committee  and  towards  the  permanent  establishment  of  their 

Depositories.    The  Parishes  have  been  caUed  upon  to  aid  in  this  important  work, 

And  $145  have  been  received  from  those  on  the  Cincinnati  District  and  $96  from 

the  Columbus  District,  to  aid  in  sustaining  depositories  of  books  in  that  place; 

but  we  are  compelled  again  to  say  that  nothing  has  been  received  from  the 

Cleveland  District.     The  sales  of  bQoks  at  the  Depository  'in  Columbus  during 

the  past  year,  have  been  (145  27,  and  at  the  Depository  in  Cincinnati,  $103  04. 

—This  Depository  is  the  only  one  which  has  entirely  paid  its  bill  for  books. 

The  Committee  are  still  in  debt,  and  hope  that  such  Parishes  as  have  not,  will 
^oon  contribute,  so  that  the  depositories  in  Columbus  and  Cleveland  may  be  sus. 
talned.  If  something  should  not  be  done  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of 
this  Convention  to  sustain  the  Depository  in  Cleveland,  the  Committee  are  of 
opinion  that  it  must  be  closed.  Reports  have  been  received  from  34  parishes 
numbering  together  275  Teachers  ^d  2,239  Scholars.

The  following  report  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Com- 
mittee was  submitted  and  on  motion,  accepted. 

Fourth  Annual  Retort  of  thi  Mission  art  and  Education  Committkx. 

Since  the  last  annual  Convention,  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee 
of  the  Diocese,  in  the  execution  of  the  important  trust  committed  to  them,  have 
made  appropriations  in  aid  of  six  pious  /young  men,  who  are  prosecuting  their 
•tadles  fo  r  the  ministry  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  within  the  bounds 
of  jthis  Diocese.    The  aggregate  amount  of  these  appropriations  is  (327  50. 
These  beneficiaries  are  all  connected  with  the  Diocesan  Institution  at  6«nbier. 
Two  have  been  pursuing  academical  studies;  three  have  been  students  of  Ken- 
yon  College,  and  one  is  a  member  of  the  Theological  Seminary.    The  largest 
amount  appropriated  to  any  individual  has  been  $75,  and  the  average  has  been 
li^le  more  than  $50. — This  small  sum,  it  will  be  readily  perceived,   is  en- 
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tirely  insufficient  to  enable  a  student  in  any  stage  of  his  education,  to  pay 
his  necessary  expenses. — Consequently,  unless  he  obtaina  considerable  ud 
from  the  bi>ncf&clions  of  private  fHends,  he  must  resort  to  acbool-keepiDg 
or  some  other  employment  to  procure  means  to  discharge  his  bills.  This 
course  has  in  all  cases  proved  a  serious  detriment  to  the  young  men,  by 
interrupting  their  studies,  and  in  some  instances,  by  inducing  a  hasty  and  su- 
perficial preparation  for  the  ministry,  which  every  consideration  of  duty  to  the 
young  men  themselves,  to  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  to  our  infant  Semidary, 
should  lead  us  to  discourage  and  if  possible  prevent.  If  the  Church  would  have 
thorougly  qualified  men  to  minister  at  her  altars,she  must  be  willing  and  ready  to 
afford  them  ail  the  pecuniary  aid  they  may  require  in  the  preparatory  training. 
The  small  salaries  which  most  of  our  clergy  receive  will  not  justify  any  man  in 
incurring  pecuniary  liabilities  in  preparing  for  his  work,  in  anticipation  of  fundi 
to  discharge  them  arising  from  missionary  and  ministerial  labors.  *  The  Commit* 
tee  have  reason  to  apprehend  that  unless  the  contributions  to  this  object  are  cob- 
siderably  increabed  so  as  to  justify  larger  appropriations  in  particular  instances 
than  have  hitherto  been  made,  indigent  pious  young  men,  instead  of  remaining 
witli  us,  will  resort  to  other  dioceses  and  other  institutions  to  qualify  themselves 
under  more  &vorable  auspices,  for  the  Christian  Ministry,  or  will  become  &• 
heartened  and  abandon  their  preparation  for  the  ministry,  for  some  other  proles- 
sion. — Four  years  have  transpired  since  the  Missionary  and  Education  Commit- 
tee under  the  provision  of  the  13th  Canon,  was  created.  During  the  first  year 
of  its  existence,  the  number  of  beneficiaries  under  the  patroi^age  of  the  Board 
was  20.  During  the  second  year  it  was  16.  During  the  third  year  it  was  9;  and 
the  last  year  it  has  been  reduced  to  6.  There  has  been  a  corresponding  reductioB 
in  the  annual  receipts  for  this  specific  object — During  the  first  year,  the  amovat 
received  for  Education  was  )1S^  47.  During  the  second  year  it  was  $768  00; 
during  the  third  year  it  was  $411  00;  and  during  the  last,  it  has  been  $397  61, 
of  which  sum  $75  00  were  contributed  out  of  the  Diocese.  It  cannot  be  doolit- 
ed  that  a  principal  cause  of  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  beneficiaries  bu 
been  the  diminished  resources  of  the  Committee.  Should  the  benefactions  of 
the  Diocese,  for  the  Education  of  young  men  for  the  Ministry  continue  to  dimin- 
ish in  the  ratio  in  which  they  have  diminished  during  the  last  three  years,  it  if 
manifest  that  there  will  soon  be  neither  applicants  for  aid  nor  fbnds  to  appropri- 
ate. 

The  number  of  missionaries  aided  by  your  Committee  the  past  year  is  9,  to 
whom  appropriations  have  been  voted,  amounting  to  $775  00.  Last  year  there 
were  10  missionaries  aided  by  the  Committee,  and  the  amount  appropriated  to 
their  support  was  $1277  50. 

There  have  been  received  for  missionary  purposes  the  past  yaar  $632  2b; 
about  $150  less  than  the  amount  appropriated  during  the  same  period.

The  following  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theolo- 
gical Seminary  was  submitted,  and  read  by  the  Secretary,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  on  motion  accepted. 

Report  or  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Semihart  aivd 

Kekton  College. 

In  accordance  with   the  resolution  of  the  Convention,  the  Trustees  of  th 
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Theological  Seminary  and  Kenyon  College,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following 
•tatement  as  their  annual  report. 

The  Institution,  as  the  Convention  are  aware,  comprises  four  departments-^ 
a  Theological,  and  Collegiate,  and  two  Academical  or  Preparatory. — Each  has 
ita  appropriate  officers,  its  separate  coarse  of  studies,  and  its  peculiu  regulations 
and  discipline. 

The  Theological  Seminary  has  ever  been  deemed  by  the  Trastegiji^  paramount 
in  importance;  to  the  prosperity  of  which,  their  own  best  effc^l^and  a  large 
proportion  of  the  funds  committed  to  their  care,  were  to  be  sacredly  devoted.  A 
distinct  department  of  Theological  instruction  was  organised  in  the  year  1832^ 
since  which  time  the  most  ample  provision  has  been  made  for  a  regular  course;  still 
however,  the  small  number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  of  th6se  desiring 
to  reap  the  advantages  of  theological  study,  which  are  here  afforded,  has  given 
it  less  prominence,  and  made  it  an  instrument  of  less  good,  than  it  was  earnestly 
desired  it  should  be. 

Twenty,  during  this  period,  have  entered  the  ministry  from  connection  with 
the  Seminary.  The  present  number  of  students  is  ten,  divided  into  three  class- 
es. Instruction  has  been  given  during  the  past  year  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese, in  Ecclesiastical  Polity,  to  the  Senoir  Class;  by  the  Professor  of  Systema- 
tic Divinity  to  the  Senior  and  Middle  Classes,  in  the  Doctrines  of  Natural  and 
Revealed  Religion  and  in  Ethics  and  the  Evidences  of  Christianity;  and  to  the 
■ame  classes  by  the  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  in  the  studies  of  his  de- 
partment The  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  is  chiefly  occupied  with  the  Jo- 
nior  Class  in  giving  instruction  in  Hebrew  and  the  various  other  blanches  of  his 
department,  continuing  however,  certain  portions,  regularly  with  the  Middle, 
and  occasionally  with  the  Senior  Class.  The  Professor  of  Pastoral  Divinity  and 
Sacred  Rhetoric  has  given  instruction  to  the  Middle  and  Senior  Classes  in  the 
•todies  of  his  department,  uniting  the  Junior  Class  with  them  in  certain  ezer- 


It  is  doubtless  known  to  the  Convention  that  more  than  $12,000  were  same 
time  since  obtained  by  the  Bishop  in  England  for  the  erection  of  a  Seminary 
boilding.  l*his  building  is  now  commenced  after  the  beautiful  model  brought  out 
by  Bishop  Mcllvaine,  and  it  is  hoped  by  another  season  will  be  so  far  completed 
as  to  afford  suitable  accommodations  for  all  that  need. 

In  the  College  and  Preparatory  Departments, the  Trustees  believe  the  duties  of 
instruction  and  discipline  have  been  faithfully  and  diligently  discharged.  The 
whole  number  of  undergraduates  during  the  year  has  been  192.  Of  these  S6 
(a  larger  number  than  ever'  before)  are  connected  with  the  College.  The  de- 
partments of  instruction  in  the  College,  having  distinct  Professors,  are  Intellect- 
ual and  Moral  Science — Rhetoric,  Political  Economy  and  History — the  Greek 
and  Latin  Languages  and  Literature — Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy  and 
Chemistry. 

An  additional  course  of  study  has  recently  been  provided  for  the  benefit  of 
resident  graduates,  to  whom  separate  and  regular  instruction  is  given  by  the 
ProfessoTB  in  their  respective  departments. 

The  importance  of  the  College  in  its  influence  upon  the  prosperity  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  is  such  as  deserves  distinctly  to  be  stated  to  the  Conven- 
tion.    From  the  small  experience  of  the  past,  the  Trustees  sre  fully  convinced 
that  the  Seminary  cannot  prosper  without  the  College,  and  that  just  m  propor- 
tion as  the  College  continues  to  flourish  in  the  number  and  piety  of  its  graduates, 
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will  th«  ranki  ef  the  Seminary  be  filled  up,  and  it  be  made  inatrumeni  ofaending 
abroad  into  the  wide  fields  of  the  West,  a  numerous  and  well  furaiahed  body  of 
laborer!. 

In  reference  to  the  pecuniary  intereits  of  the  Institution,  the  Tmateea  regret 
that  they  are  not  able  to  make  a  like  fayorable  report  Its  embarramments  date 
almoat  from  its  origin,  and  the  subsequent  collections,  haying  been  pledged  to 
the  erection  of  new  buildings,  these  embarrassments  hare  continued  to  increase, 
so  thai  the  Iiytitution  if  now  burdened  with  a  debt,  the  annual  interest  of  which 
is  about  $1300,  and  which  thus  subtracts  nearly  one  fourth  of  its  income. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  Trustees  have  been  constrained  to  look  to  the 
friends  ofjeaming  and  religion  in  the  West  for  pecuniary  aid.  Acting  under 
the  sanction  of  a  vote  recorded  on  your  Journals,  they  hare  appointed  an  Agent 
for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  this  aid.  His  application,  so  far  as  made,  has  been 
generally  met  with  the  liberality  which  was  anticipated.  The  amount  yet  sub- 
scribed, however,  will  go  but  a  little  way  towards  relieving  the  Institution  from 
its  embarrassments.  The  principal  places  visited  by  the  Agent  are  Chillieotbt, 
Ciroleville,  Columbus,  Dayton,  Hamilton,  Zanesville,  Lancaster,  Granvilk, 
Mount  Vernon  and  Gambier.  The  subscriptions  amount  to  the  sum  of  $7348  SI 
In  the  further  prosecutions  of  this  enterprise  to  which  the  Trustees  are  impeii' 
tively  bound,  they  look  for  the  approbation  and  concurrence  of  the  Convention.

We  whose  names  are  hereunto  affixed,  deeply  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  the  Christian  religion,  and  earnestly  Wishing  to  pro- 
mote its  holy  influence  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  ourselves,  our 
families  and  our  neighboirs,  do  hereby  associate  ourselves  together 
tiiider  the  name,  and  style  and  titl^  of  (he  Parish  of 
Church,  in  the  Township  of  ,  County  of 

irnd  State  of  Ohio;  and  by  so  doing  do'  adopt  the  Constituion  and 
Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio, 
in  communion  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America. 

N.  B.  After  twenty  persons  shall  haVe  signed  the  above,  a  meeting  of  the  same 
may  be  called  on  ten  days  notice.  Wardens  and  Vestry  being  chosen  and  record- 
ed  together  with  the  minutes  of  the  meeting,  in  a  book,  to  be  thereafter  kept  as  a 
Parish  Register;  a  notification  should  be  immediately  sent  of  the  formation  of  the 
Parish  to  the  Bishop,  which  notification  should  include  a  certified  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting,  the  form  of  Association,  the  name  of  the  Parish  with 
those  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry.  Steps  should  be  taken,  as  soon  as  possible  to 
have  the  Parish  incorporated.  At  the  next  convention  of  the  Diocese  the  Parish 
ahould  apply  by  one  or  more  delegates,  or  by  some  clergyman  of  the  diocese,  to 
be  admlttecT  into  union  therewith,  for  Which  purposes  the  same  papers  as  are  re- 
quired by  the  Bishop,  should  be  sent  to  Uie  Contention,  certified  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Parish.

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CONSTITUTION^ 

OF  THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  OF  THE  PROTESTANT 
EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  OHIO. 


Art.  I.  The  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chorch  for  the  Diocese 
of  Ohio,  do  hereby  establish  a  Seminary  for  the  Education  of  Muiisten  x>f  the 
Gospel  in  said  Church:  such  Seminary  to  be  founded  upon  Ponations  made  and 
to  be  made,  in  the  united  Kingdoms  of  Great  Britian  and  Ireland,  and  in  Amer- 
ica, for  that  purpose,  and  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  **  Tpf  Thsologicix  Sui- 

INAKT   OP  THE    FrOTKITAKT  EpIICOPAL  ChURCH  IK  TBI    I>|OC18^  OP  O^IO.*' 

Art.  II.  The  said  Seminary  shall  be  established  by  the  Convention  of  tlw 
Diocese,  at  such  place  within  the  same  as  shall  be  consistent  with  the  deed  of 
donation,  executed  by  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  in  England,  on  the  87th.  day  of  Nov- 
ember,  1823;  and  when  once  established,  shall  for  ever  after  remain  in  the  f  n>f 
place. 

Art.  III.  The  direction  and  management  of  said  Seminary  shall  be  Tested  in 
a  board  of  Trustees,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time 
being,  and  of  four  clerical  and  four  lay  Trustees,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese,  andf  to  remain  in  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  until  theh* 
successors  are  chosen.  This  article,  so  far  as  it  respects  the  number  of  clerical 
and  lay  Trustees,  may  ftoirt  time  to  time  be  amended  by  a  concurring  resolution 
of  the  Convention,  and  of  the  board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  so  as  to  in^ 
crease  the  number  of  clerical  and  lay  Trustees,  until  the  number  of  each  may  be 
twelve  ;  which  number  shall  thereafler  constitute  the  permanent  board  of  clerical 
and  lay  Trustees. 

Art.  IV.     A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Trustees  shall  be  necessary  to 
constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business.     The  Bishop,  if  present,  shall  preside.     In 
his  absence,  a  President  pro  tem.  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot,  whose  office  shall 
expire  with  the  final  adjournment  of  the  meeting  of  the  board  at  which  the  ap- 
pointment was  made.     If  any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  board  of  Trustees 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Convention  that  may  meet  next  thereafter. 

Art.  V.  The  Seminary  shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge  and  supennten- 
dance  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being,  as  President  offthe  Insti- 
tution. 


•  The  reader  of  the  Journal  is  referred  to  pages  56,  57,  59,  and  60,  of  the 
Journal  for  the  amendments  in  the  Constitution.  These  amendments  it  is  pre- 
sumed, were  designed  by  the  mover  of  the  resolution  in  accordance  with  which  the 
Constitution  is  published  in  the  Appendix,  to  have  been  embodied.  But  on  ac- 
count of  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  for  final  action  on  these  amendments  not 
having  Uken  place,  at  the  time  of  the  publication  of  the  Journal,  the  Committee 
of  publication  did   not  fpel  authorized  to  insert  them.— -[Sir. 
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Art.  VI.  The  board  of  Tnuteei  shall  have  power  to  conititute  professor- 
ships,  and  to  appoint  and  remove  the  professorf,  and  to  prescribe  the  course  of 
study,  and  to  make  allrules,  re|rulations  and  statutes  which  may  be  necessary  for 
the  government  of  the  *Seminary,  and  to  secure  its  prosperity:  provided,  that  all 
such  rules,  regulations,  statutes,  or  other  proceedings,  shall  for  ever  be  in  con- 
formity **tothe  doctrine,  discipline,  constitution  and  canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Churoh  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  course  of  study 
prescribed,  or  to  be  prescribed,  by  the  Bishops  of  the  said  Church." 

Art.  Vir.  If  at  any  time  the  Greneral  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episco 
pal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  shall  by  resolution,  entered  in  their 
Journals,  declare  any  rule,  regulation,  statute  or  other  proceeding  of  the  board 
of  Trustee&  hereby  constituted,  to  be  contrary  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  consti- 
tution, and  canons  of  the  Church,  or  to  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the 
Bishops,  such  rule,  regulation,  statute,  or  other  proceeding,  shall  thenceforth 
cease  to  have  efibct,  and  shall  be  considered  as  abrogated  and  annulled. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  shall  individually,  and  any  two  or  more  of  them,  be  visitants 
of  the  Seminary,  to  take  care  that  the  course  of  discipline,  and  instruction  be 
conformable  to  the  preceding  provisions.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  fbr  any  one  of 
the  Bishops  sforesaid,  at  any  time,  to  institute  in  his  own  name  and  character  of 
Bishop,  any  proper  legal  process  to  enforce  and  secure  the  administration  of  the 
Seminary  according  to  the  foundation  herein  prescribed. 

Art.  IX.  The  board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  at  Gambler,  annually,  on  the  day 
preceding  the  Commencement  The  President  of  the  board  shall  at  any  time, 
upon  the  application  in  writing  of  one  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese,  and  two  clerical  and  two  lay  Trustees,  call  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
to  be  held  at  such  other  time  and  place  as  he  may  appoint,  not  exceeding  thirty 
days  from  the  day  on  which  the  application  shall  be  presented. 

Art.  X.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the 
Bishop,  a  majority  of  the  board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  and  a  majority  of 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Providid,  that  no  alteration  or  amendment  whatever  be  made  in  this  Consti- 
tution, whereby  the  ftinds  of  the  Seminary,  raised  in  England  be  appropriated 
to  any  other  use  than  the  education  and  theological  instruction  of  students,  for 
the  ministry  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  This  proviso,  however,  does 
not  preclude  the  lawfulness  and  constitutionality  of  annexing  a  College  to  the 
Seminary,  and  making  provision  so  far  as  practicable,  for  the  admission  of  other 
students,  at  their  own  expense,  to  the  benefit  of  a  College  education.

ACT  OF   INCORPORATION 

OF  THF!  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  OF  THE  PROTESTANT 
EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  OHIO. 


Whereas  Johu  M*Corkle  aod  Charlei  Hammond,  a  committee  appointed  on  be- 
lialf  of  the  convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  dioceae  of 
Ohio,  have,  by  their  petition  te  this  General  Assembly,  represented  that  a 
seminary  for  Theological  education  has  been  established  by  said  convention 
witliin  this  state,  and  in  order  to  the  more  convenient  management  of  the 
concerns  of  the  said  seminary,  and  to  the  permanency  of  its  establishment  in 
this  state,  have  prayed  that  the  said  seminary  may  be  incorporated — There- 
fore, 

Sec  1.  ^  t^  enaeUd  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  staU  qf  Ohio,  That  the 
Right  Revemed  Philander  Chase,  now  Buhop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  diocese  of  Ohio,  Roger  Sesrle,  Intrepid  Morse,  Ezra  B.  Kellogg, 
Samuel  Johnston,  Bezaleel  Wells,  William  K.  Bond,  John  Johnston,  and  Charier 
Hammond,  the  present  trustees  of  the  said  seminary,  and  thier  successors  ap- 
pointed in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  said  seminary, 
as  now  established,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  in  fact,  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  ^^Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio;"  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  succession^  and  be  capable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued,  defending  and 
being  defended  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  manner  of  actions,  causes  and 
complaints  wluitsoevcr  ;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at 
their  discretion: — aiiU  by  that  name  aiid  style  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity 
of  taking  and  holding  by  devise  and  otherwise,  or  of  purchasing,  holding  and  en- 
joying to  them  and  their  successors,  any  real  estate  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise, 
any  goods,  chattels  and  personal  eEtate,  and  of  sellingt  leasing,  mortgaging  or 
otherwise  disposing  of  said  real  and  personal  estate,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  they 
may  think  proper:  Protulvd,  That  the  clear  annual  income  of  such  real  and  per- 
sonal estate,  exclusive  of  any  lands  or  tenements  that  maybe  occupied  by  the 
said  seminary  for  its  accommodation,  or  that  of  its  officers  or  professors,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dolhirs. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  present  trustees  of  said  seminary  and  their  successors  in 
office*  under  the  constituiion  thereof,  as  now  established,  or  as  the  same  may  be 
hereafter  altered  or  amended,  shall  have  the  care  and  management  of  said  semin- 
ary and  of  its  estate  and  property,  and  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time,  to 
sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  its  estate  and  property,  and  to  apply  the  avails  there- 
of and  all  other  funds  of  said  seminary  for  its  benefit  and  advantage,  as  they  shall 
deem  it  expedient;   and  shall  also  have  power,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
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bf  the  constitution  of  said  feminary,  to  make  by-laws  and  ordinances  for  the  ap« 
pointment  of  Professors  and  other  offices  of  said  seminary,  for  regulating  the  du- 
ties and  conduct  of  the  Professors  officers  and  students  therein,  for  conducting 
its  business  and  concerns,  and  generally  for  the  good  government  ot  the  same; — 
Provided,  The  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 

United  SUtes,  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  be,  and  is  hereby  declared  a  public  act,  and  that  the 
same  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  other  placef,  benignly  and  favourably  for 
every  bene6cial  purpose  therein  intended. 

Sec.  4.     That  the  General  Assembly  may  at  any  time  hereafter  modify  or  re- 
peal this  act;  but  no  such  modification  or  repeal  shall  divert  the  real  and  person- 
al  estate  of  the  Seminary  to  any  other  purpose  than  the  education  of  ministers  of 
the  gospel  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.

Beit  enacted  by  t&s  Oeneral  Assembly  qf  the  State  qf  Ohio,  That  the 
president  and  professors  of  said  Seminary  shall  be  considered  as  the  faculty  of  a 
College,  and  as  such,  have  the  power  of  conferring  degrees  in  the  arts  and  scien- 
ces, and  of  performing  all  such  other  acts  as  pertain  unto  the  Faculties  of  Col- 
leges, for  the  encouragement  and  reward  of  learning,  and  the  name  and  style  by 
which  the  said  degrees  shall  be  conferred,  and  the  certificates  of  learning  given 
■hall  be  that  of  the  **  President  and  Professors  of  Kenyon  College,  in  the  State

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  rules  of  order  adopted  at  the  last  Convention, 
be  adopted  as  the  rules  of  order  of  the  present  Convention,  and  en- 
tered on  the  Journal. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  The  bosineM  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.  The  Minutes  of  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day  tliall  be  read  immediatt- 
ly  after  the  opening  of  Convention. 

3.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or 
■haU  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

4.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House,  unleai  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

5.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  House,  he 
■hall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictly 
to  the  point  in  debate. 

6.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without  leave  of 
the  House. 

7.  While  the  Fl^ident  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue  in 
their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

6.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  is  put,  shall 
on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  discussion. 

9.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  House, 
and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate,  unless  it  should  be  on  a  motion  for  re- 
consideration, which  motion  can  only  be  made  by  a  member  voting  in  the  major- 
ity on  the  question  proposed  to  be  reconsidered. 

10.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  seconded,  and, 
when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

11.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be  made, 
except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  postpone  it;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn 
shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  before  the  original  motion. 

12.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered. 

13.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his  seat  until 
the  President  leaves  his  chair. 

14.  Immediately  afler  the  roll  of  the  Clerical  members  is  called,  the  names  of 
the  Parishes  shall  be  called,  and  the  Lay  Delegates  of  each  parish  shall  come 
forward  and  present  their  credentials,  and  thereupon  the  President  shall  deokre 
the  convention  to  be  duly  organixed:  the  Secretary  shall  then  be  elected;  after 
which,  the  President  shall  appoint  a  committer  oq  the  credentials  of  Lay  Dele- 
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gates,  another  on  Unfiniabed  Bnainesa,  and  then  any  other  Standbf  Cotmaitta— 
uiaally  appointed  by  the  Chair. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Burr,  resolved,  that  Clergymen  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  candidates  for  orders  in  the  same^ 
and  Lay  Readers  of  the  Diocese,  who  maybe  in  this  town  during  the 
sittings  of  this  Convention,  and  are  not  members  thereof,  be  invited 
to  its  sittings,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal. 

The  following  Annual  Address  was  then  delivered  to  the  Conven- 
tion by  the  Bishop. 


ADDRESS. 


My  deae  Brethren  : — 

As  we  are  allowed  by  the  good  Providence  of  our  Grod,  again 
to  meet  together  in  Convention,  permit  me  to  say  a  few  words,  be- 
fore commencing  the  narrative  of  my  official  doings,  concerning 
the  duty  of  this  body  as  a  religious  assembly.  The  Convention  of 
a  Diocese  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  composed  of  thcclergy  and  i\m 
representatives  of  the  laity  of  that  Diocese  met  together  for  the 
highest  interests  of  the  Church,  must  be  in  duty  and  profession, 
and  ought  to  be  in  spirit  and  example,  emphatically  a  religious  bo- 
dy, animated  by  the  mind  that  was  in  Christ  Jesus,  and,  seeking, 
with  a  single  eye,  his  honour  and  glory.  Thus  it  is  necessarily  re- 
garded by  our  people.  Thus  we  are  solemnly  bound  to  make  it,  so 
far  as  the  contribution  of  a  christian  spirit,  by  each  individual  mem- 
ber, can  effect  that  end.  But  the  point  of  view  in  which  I  would 
especially  place  this  subject  before  you  is,  that  of  the  infhienoe  of 
the  Convention,  for  good  or  evil,  as  a  professedly  religious  body, 
upon  the  congregation  of  the  Church  and  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town  in  which  it  assembles.  If  the  Church  be  as  a  city  set  on  a 
hill,  what  to  this  town  must  be  the  prominence  of  the  assembled 
clergy  of  that  Church,  convened  with  the  chosen  delegates  of  their 
several  parishes,  to  consult  for  the  prosperity  of  the  kingdom  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ?  How  conspicuous,  in  the  midst  of  the  popula- 
tion, how  influential  upon  the  minds  of  the  congregation  of  the 
Parish,  how  beneficial,  or  else  injurious,  to  the  ministry  of  our 
brother  who  labours  here  in  word  and  doctrine,  must  necessarily 
be  the  example  of  the  spirit  of  wisdom,  of  soberness,  of  devout 
earnestness  in  religion,  of  brotherly  kindness  and  charity,  which 
this  Convention  shall  exhibit!  Can  any  evil  temper  or  unholy  dis- 
position be  here  manifested  without  its  influence  remaining  long  af^ 
tar  we  have  separated,  to  dishonour  the  Church,  to  afflict  her  derot- 
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ed  friends,  to  harden  jthe  hearts  of  such  as  oppose  themselves  to 
religion,  to  put  words  into  the  mouths  of  gainsayers,  and  to  hin- 
der the  success  of  the  ministry  in  this  place?  But  if  all  here  be  as 
becometh  the  Grospel,  if  it  be  evident  that  we  have  met  together 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  do  continue  together  in  his  spirit, 
transacting  all  business,  however  trying,  or  exciting,  as  brethren 
one  of  another,  in  the  fear  of  God;  especially  if  it  be  seen  that, 
besides  business,  we  give  ourselves  as  much  as  needful  business 
will  allow,  to  prayer  and  the  ministry  of  the  word;  then  how  much 
good,  besides  that  for  which  we  have  especially  assembled,  will 
be  done;  hoV  salutary  must  needs  be  the  impression  remaining, 
long  after  our  deliberations  shall  be  forgotten. 

But  it  is  not  nnerely  when  you  are  met  together  for  business  that 
I  would  urge  the  recollection  of  what  has  been  now  suggested.  It 
is  one  of  the  happy  privileges  of  a  Diocesan  Convention,  that  thenf 
brethren  long  separated  from  one  another,  long  labouring  almost 
alone,  scarcely  enjoying  the  society  of  a  brother  minister,  from  the 
beginning  of  the  year  to  its  end,  may  encourage  and  li(\  up  each 
others  hearts,  by  prayer  one  with  another  and  by  hearing  from  each 
others  lips  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel.  I  would  urge  nothing 
inconsistent  with  a  due  appropriation  of  time  to  the  bosiness  of 
the  Convention,  but  I  would  urge  that  as  much  time  as  possible 
be  given  to  prayer  and  the  preaching  of  the  word  while,  we  are 
assembled  together.  Greatly,  dear  Brethren  do  we  need  more 
prayer.  Our  ministry  needs  it — our  souls  need  it— our  flocks 
need  it — the  Church,  especially  in  these  days,  needs  it.  It  will  be 
my  great  pleasure  to  be  with  you,  whenever  it  is  possible,  when 
you  come  together  for  prayer.  But  remember  that  all  the  intervals 
of  the  business  of  the  Convention  are  necessarily  filled  up  with  oc- 
cupations on  my  part  with  its  several  members,  who  have  some- 
thing of  a  personal  or  parochial  nature  to  transact:  so  that  I  have 
not  time  nor  sufficient  immunity  from  great  fatigue  to  enable  me 
to  meet  with  you  whenever  it  is  desirable  that  you  should  be  as* 
aembled  for  devotion.  But  my  heart  is  always  with  yoo;  and,  far 
better.  He  who  has  promised  to  be  wherever  two  or  three  are  met 
in  his  name.  He  is  always  with  you  on  such  occasions  to  refresh  and 
strengthen  you.  I  earnestly  hope  that  so  may  all  the  business  of  this 
body  be  transacted,  so  may  a  spirit  of  prayer  prevail  in  all  its  de- 
votional assemblies,  so  earnestly,  plainly,  simply  and  faithfully 
may  the  Gospel  be  preached,  and  so  may  you  all  return  the  kind 
hospitalities  which  you  shall  receive  from  the  inhabitants  of  this 
town,  with  the  blessed  influence  of  Christian  example,  conversar 
tion  and  intercession,  that  when  you  are  gone  to  your  several 
homes,   it  may  be  ihe  universal  testinipny  of  all  in  this  congrega- 
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tion  and  town,with  whom  you  shall  have  come  into  eonnectioo,  that 
it  was  good  that  you  were  here. 

.  In  proceeding  to  the  narrative  of  my  official  doings,  since  my  ad- 
dress to  the  last  Convention,  (  begin  with  those  of  the  Lord's  day, 
which  immediately  followed  the  adjournment  of  that  body.  On 
that  day,  I  ordained,  m  St.  Paul's,  8teubenville,  to  the  order  of 
Presbyters  in  the  Church  of  Christ,  the  Rev.  William  W.  Arnett 
and  the  Rev.  Alfred  Blake.  From  Steubenvillo,  I  proceeded  immedi- 
ately after  the  Convention,  to  visit  the  Churches  in  the  North-Eas- 
tern  section  of  the  Diocese,  stopping  first  at  St.  Stephen's,  Can- 
field,  and  St.  James'  Boardman,  two  churches  under  the  same  vestry 
and  in  the  same  parish.  In  each  Church  I  preached, and  in  the  lat. 
ter  administered  confirmation  tojive  persons.  That  parish  had  then 
been  for  some  time  destitute  of  a  Pastor.  Thence  to  St.  Peter's,  Rome, 
where  I  preached  in  a  new  Church,  not  yet  ready  for  consecration, 
but  far  advanced  towards  completion,  and  bearing  impressive  les- 
tinxMiy  how  much  the  courts  of  the  Lord's  house  are  loved  by  one 
ofiicer  of  that  vacant  parish,  who  in  advanced  age  has  not  only  been 
its  main  stay  in  many  respects,  but  has  patiently  labored  as  the 
diligent  and  of\en  solitary  workman,  in  the  putting  up  and  finishing 
of  its  Church  edifice;  his  only  pay  being  the  pleasure  of  his  toil 
and  the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  towards  God.  Five  persons 
received  confirmation  during  that  visit. 

From  thence,  to  Trinity  Parish,  Jefierson. — Here  I  preached,  bat 
in  consequence  of  the  illness  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Townsend,  then  in 
charge  of  the  parish,  by  which  he  had  been  prevented  from  making 
the  requisite  preparation  for  confirmation,  that  ordinance  was  not 
administered. 

Thence,to  St.  Peter's,  Ashtabula.  Preached  on  Sunday  morning, 
Sept.  22,  in  that  Church,  and  administered  confirmation  to  thirteen 
persons.  In  the  aflernoon,  preached  at  St.  Matthew's,  Plymouth. 
The  same  cause  that  prevented  confirmation  at  Jefferson,  prevented 
it  here  alsa 

On  the  day  following,  I  went  to  Unionville,  where  had  been  erect. 
ed  and  nearly  prepared  for  consecration,  a  neat  little  Church  by 
the  members  of  St.  Michael's  parish.  Besides  preaching,  I  should 
have  administered  confirmation,  but  that  the  illness  of  Mr.  Towns- 
end  who  was  in  charge  of  this  as  well  as  the  parishes  in  JefiTerson 
and  Plymouth,  had  prevented  the  proper  preparation.  From 
Unionville,  I  visited  the  two  parishes  at  Windsor  and  Batavia, 
preached  in  each,  but  did  nothing  else  in  public.  Both  parishes  are 
without  the  services  of  a  pastor  and  in  a  very  discouraging  state; 
that  at  Windsor  especially  has  been  most  sadly  torn  by  internal 
dissensions  and  oppo^tionsf  and  I  have  heard  of  no  change  for  the 
better. 
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Thence  to  St.  James^  Paincsville,  where  I  preached  twice  and 
confirmed  two  persons. — This  parish  after  having  sufiered  much  by 
being  destitute  of  a  minister,  has  been  during  the  past  year,  much 
increased  in  prosperity  under  the  care  of  the  Rer.  Mr.  Varian. 

From  Paincsville  to  Cleveland  and  Ohio  City — where  I  spent 
Sunday,  Sept.  29th,  and  the  following  day.  In  Trinity  Church» 
Cleveland,  I  preached  once  and  confirmed  seven.  In  St.  John^s 
Ohio  City,  preached  twice  and  confirmed  ten.  The  Church  in  Cleve- 
land had  suffered  severely  from  the  effect  of  the  long  vacancy  in 
^ta  pastoral  charge;  but  under  the  diligent  care  of  its  present  Rec- 
tor, and  by  the  good  blessing  of  the  Lord  upon  it,  there  has  been 
during  the  last  year,  a  considerable  growth  in  the  congregation 
and  we  trust,  in  the  earnestness,  of  the  piety  of  those  who  compose 
it. 

October  1st  was  passed  in  a  visitation  to  the  parish  of  Bethel 
Churchi  Boston,  a  Missionary  station  under  the  General  Missionary 
Society.  In  the  presence  of,  and  assisted  by,  several  of  the  clergy, 
I  there  consecrated  a  neat  and  well  finished  church  edifice  to  the 
worship  of  Almighty  Ood.  Our  venerable  brother,  the  Rev.  Abra^ 
ham  Bronson,  the  Missionary  at  that  station,  and  much  older  in  the 
ministry  than  any  other  clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  has  labonred 
patiently  amidst  many  discouragements  to  get  so  far  as  to  have  there 
a  place  for  the  Lord,  '^a  habitation  for  the  mighty  Grod  of  Jacob.^ 
A  very  large  part  of  what  had  been  given  and  done  for  that  pur- 
poee,  had  proceeded  from  the  devoted  attachment  of  his  brother, 
the  proprietor  of  the  village,  to  the  institutions  of  the  Church  and 
the  privileges  of  the  sanctuary.  It  was  a  glad  day,  to  them  espe- 
cially, when  their  goodly  temple  was  dedicated  to  the  Lord  and  fill- 
ed with  a  worshipping  people. — Besides  preaching  and  administer- 
ing the  Lord's  Supper,  I  confirmed  two  persons. 

The  next  visit  was  to  the  parish  of  St.  John^s  Cuyahoga  Falls, 
where  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons,  and  admitted  to  the 
order  of  Presbyters,  the  Rev.  James  Bonnar  and  the  Rev.  Charles 
C.  Townsend* 

From  this  paish,  I  visited  that  of  Christ  Church,  Franklin.  This 
congregation  had  suffered  much  from  the  ill-health  of  the  Pastor, 
who  had  long  been  disabled  from  active  service.  It  has  since  been 
amch  revived  and  built  up:  many  have  been  added  to  the  commn- 
nion,  and  the  Church  is  too  small  for  the  flock.  I  preached,  admin- 
istered the  communion  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

From  thence  to  St.  Paul's,  Akron,  where  a  large  upper  room  in 
a  warehouse  had  been  fitted  up  for  a  Church.  There  I  preached, 
catechised  the  young,  addressed  the  parents,  and  confirmed  three. 
This  parish  has  much  prospered  since  that  date. 
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The  parish  of  St.  Timothy,  MassiUon,  was  my  next  poinU  There 
I  spent  Sunday,  Oct.  6th,  preached  twice  and  confirmed  eight.  This 
parish  has  been  much  blessed  during  the  past  year,  in  the  tocreaae 
of  piety  and  the  number  of  those  who  confess  Christ  before  men. 
Thence  I  visited  Waynesburgh,  where  I  preached  to  a  people  whom 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Gray  had  sometimes  visited.  After  that  I  went  to 
the  parishes  of  St.  Barnabas,  Hagerstown,  and  St.  Alban'a,  Deen- 
▼ille,  then  united  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  West,  but  now 
vacant.    I  preached  in  both. 

Soon  after  my  return  from  this  visitation  I  admitted  to  the  order 
of  Deacons,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Dio- 
cese, the  Rev.  D.  W.  Tolford. 

Feb.  2.  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Janies%  Hanover,  preached 
end  confirmed  two  persons.  The  same  day,  preached  in  Trinity 
Church,  Newark. 

During  the  last  week  of  March,  I  visited  the  parish  of  All  Saints, 
Portsmouth,  where  I  preached  four  times  and  confirmed  foar  per 
sons.  My  stay  in  that  parish  was  rendered  the  longer  by  a  meeting 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  Thence  I  visited 
St.  Luke^s,  Marietta,  preached  and  confirmed  ten. 

April  5th  and  6th  were  spent  in  the  parishof  St.  PtoPs,  Chilli- 
cothe,  where  I  preached  four  times  and  confirmed  two.  Theooe  to 
St.  Philip^  Circleville,  where  I  preached  twice  and  confirmed  five. 
Thence  to  Christ  Church,  Dayton,  where  I  administered  oonfirmft- 
tion  to  five  persons  and  preached  twice.  On  my  way  thenoe  to 
Cincinnati,  I  stopped  at  Hamilton  and  preached.  Nearly  all  of 
Passion  Week  was  spent  in  the  two  parishes  in  Cincinnati,  with 
great  pleasure  in  beholding  their  increased  strength  andi'prosperity, 
the  manifest  and  great  blessings  of  the  Lord  upon  the  word  preach- 
ed and  in  answer  to  prayer  continually  offered.  Great  has  been 
the  encouragement  and  refreshment  of  the  Pastors  of  those  flocks, 
during  the  year  past,  and  precious  seem  to  have  been  the  fruits  of 
their  ministry.  The  gracious  Lord  vouchsafe  to  all  our  ministers 
the  like  consolation,  and  to  all  our  churches,  the  like  refreshment 
from  his  presence!  In  St.  PauPs  Church,  I  preached  three  times 
and  confirmed  thirty-three;  in  Christ  Church,  preached  three  times 
and  confirmed  forty-eight.  On  Easter  Sunday,  in  Christ  Church,  I 
admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons  the  Rev.  Stephen  G.  Gaasaway. 
May  10th,  I  held  an  ordination  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Mount  Ver- 
non, and  admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons,  the  Rev.  Abrahau 
Wheeler. 

May    17  th,  1    visited  St.  Paul's,  Nor  walk,  preached  twice  and 
confirmed  ten. 

On  the  2161  visited  St.  Paul's,  Maumee,  one  of  the  stations  of  the 
General  Missionary  Society.     Disappointment  as  to  the  time  ofar- 
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riving  there  caused  a  shorter  stay  and  fewer  services  in  that  im- 
portant town  and  neighborhood  than  I  had  intended.  Perrysburg 
was  necessarily  unvisited.  In  Maumee  I  preached  once  and  con- 
firmed five,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  at 
Toledo. 

Sunday  the  24th  was  spent  in  the  parish  of  Christ  Church,  Hu- 
ron— where  a  new  congregation  is  now  quite  flourishing,  under 
the  diligent  care' of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Marks.  The  edifice,  erected  by 
this  infant  flock,  a  few  individuals  having  taken  on  themselves  the 
whole  burden  of  expense,  was  consecrated  at  that  time,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Ufford  of  Maumee  City,  Clarke  of  Norwalk,  Punderson, 
of  the  parish  of  Lyme,  and  Mr.  Marks,  the  Rector,  assisting. 
I  preached  twice,  addressed  the  children  of  the  Rector^s  Catechism 
class,  with  their  parents,  administered  the  Lord*s  Supper  and  con- 
firmed ten. 

This  was  the  last  of  my  visitations  of  the  year.  The  necessity 
of  going  to  Philadelphia  and  New  York,  and  of  being  absent  some 
seven  or  eight  weeks,  prevented  my  visiting  as  extensively  as 
otherwise  would  have  been  the  case*  On  my^  way  to  the  Eastern 
States,  I  spent  Whitsunday  at  Pittsburgh,  and  there  admitted  to  the 
order  of  Deacons,  the  Rev.  Hugh  Kelly. 

While  at  th^  East,  I  attended  thts  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Church,  and  also  the  annual  examination  of  the  students  of  the  Gen- 
eral Theological  Seminary. 

Besides  the  visitations  and  the  labors  connected  with  them,  I 
have,  whilst  at  home  preached  in  turn  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Theolo- 
gical Seminary  of  the  Diocese  at  Gambier,  sustained  a  lecture  on 
Thursday  night  of  each  week  and  instructed  a  theological  class 
in  the  Government  and  Worship  of  the  Church. 

Much  of  my  time  and  attention  \kZA  been  occupied  in  endeavoring 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  m}'  office  in  the  way  of  writing  for  the 
press.  That  peculiar  form  of  doctrine  which  has  become  so  famous 
of  late,  under  the  name  of  Oxford  Divinity,  has  seemed  to  me,  and 
does  now,  more  than  ever  before,  seem  to  me,  to  be  a  most  essential 
departure  from  the  great  and  precious  truths  of  the  gospel,  as  to 
the  way  of  salvation,  the  basis  of  the  sinner's  hope  before  God,  the 
number,  nature  and  efficacy  of  the  means  of  grace,  and  the  single 
authority  of  inspired  scripture  as  the  Rule  of  Faith.  Whoever 
may  countenance  ^  it,  I  am  deeply  convinced  that  it  is  thoroughly 
unscriptural,  thoroughly  contradictory  to  the  doctrines  of  our  Arti- 
cles and  Homilies  and  great  standard  Divines,  thoroughly  Popish 
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ia  principle  and  to  a  great  extent  Popish  in  its  present  ramifieatiottff 
and  developments.  In  the  manner  however  in  which  this  divinity 
has  been  from  time  to  time  developed  by  its  successive  publications, 
and  especially  in  the  many  mixtures  of  good  things,  from  soand 
divines,  by  which  those  publications  have  been  seasoned  and  com- 
mended, there  is  much  to  deceive  the  unwary,  and  to  make  a  very 
hurtful  impression  upon  the  minds  of  our  young  men  in  divinity; 
confusing  and  debilitating  their  views  of  Gospel  truth,  and  marr- 
ing the  force  and  clearness  of  their  preaching  of  the  great  doctrines 
of  the  cross,  even  though  they  should  not  be  led  decidedly  to  em- 
brace any  of  the  peculiar  tenets  of  the  system  referred  to. 

Under  this  conviction  and  remembering  my  solemn  proniise  to  be 
''ready,  with  all  faithful  diligence  to  banish  and  drive  away  from 
the  church  all  erroneous  and  strange  doctrines  contrary  to  God's 
word,'^  I  have  given  much  time  of  late  to  the  preparation  of  a 
work,  which  is  now  nearly  published,  with  a  view  to  the  shewing 
of  the  entire  departure  of  the  doctrines  of  this  system  from  those 
of  the  Protestant  Churches  in  general,  and  of  the  Anglican  in  par- 
ticular, and  their  singular  identity  with  those  of  the  Church  of 
Rome  against  which  the  most  solemn  protests  of  the  Reformation 
were  directed.  This  work,  the  preparation  of  which  is  fairly 
included  among  my  diocesan  and  official  labors,  I  have  dedicated,  as 
an  expression  of  affection,  to  the  clergy  of  the  diocese,  whose 
soundness  in  the  faith,  must  ever  be  to  its  author  a  subject  of  the 
deepest  concern.  Should  it  have  no  effect  in  helping'to  drive  away 
from  the  church,  a  system  which  emphatically  is  ^^erroneous  and 
strange  doctrine  and  contrary  to  God^s  word ;'*^  il  will  at  least  testify 
that  I  have  bsen  endeavoring  to  do  the  work  of  a  Watchman  over 
that  part  of  the  church,  which  the  Lord  has  especially  committed 
to  my  care  and  oversight. 

The  whole  number  of  confirmations  during  the  past  year  has 
been  one  hundred  and  ninety-Jive. 

Under  the  head  of  clerical  changes,  I  have  to  mention  the  fol- 
lowing: The  Rev.  Richard  Bury,  has  been  received  into  the  Dio- 
cese by  letter  dimissory  from  that  of  Michigan,  and  is  now  in  charge 
of  Trinity  Church,  Cleveland.  While  only  one  clergyman  has 
come  to  the  Diocese,  seven  have  removed  from  it,  to  other  parts  of 
the  Church,  viz. — the  Rev.  Seth  Davis,  has  taken  letters  dimissory 
10  the  Diocese  of  Western  New-York;  the  Rev.  Enos  Woodward 
to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania;  the  Rev.  William  Newman  to  the 
Diocese  of  Rhode  Island,  the  Rev.  John  A.  Wilson  to  the  Diocese 
of  Michigan;  the  Rev.  James  McElroy  to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia; 
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the  Rev.  Heman^Dyer  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania;  the  Kev.S. 
Crane  to  the  Diocese  of  Michigan;  the  Rev.  Thomas  West  to  the 
Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

The  following  removals  have  taken  place  within  the  Diocese. 
The  Rev.  Alfred  Blake  has  resigned  the  place  of  domestic  Mission- 
ary in  Cincinnati  and  become  Associate  Principal  of  the  Junior  Pre- 
paratory School,  connected  with  Kenyon  College.  The  Rev.  Nor- 
man Badger  has  resigned  the  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Troy,  and 
St,  Paul's,  Greenville,  and  become  Associate  Principal  with  Mr. 
Blake  in  the  same  department.  The  Rev.  Stephen  G.  Gassaway, 
(Deacon,)  has  succeeded  to  the  place  of  domestic  Missionary  in  Cin- 
cinnati. The  Rev.  James  Bonnar  has  resigned  the  parish  of  St. 
John's,  Cuyahoga  Falls,  and  became  the  Rector  ofSt.  Luke's  Church, 
Marietta.  The  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Fairchiid  has  resigned  St.  Stephens, 
Graflon,  and  St.  Philip's,  Strongville,  and  succeeded  to  the  charge 
of  St.  John's  Cuyahoga  Falls.  The  Rev.  Marcus  K.  Cushman  has 
resigned  St.  Thomas',  St.  Clair8ville,and  taken  charge  of  St.  Paul's, 
Utica;  the  Rev.  Joshua  T.  Eaton  has  resigned  his  Missionary  sta- 
tion at  Batavia  and  Park  roan,  and  become  the  minister  of  St. 
James',  Boardman,  and  St.  Stephens,  Canfield;  the  Rev.  Albert  Hel- 
fenstein^  sen.,  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  John's,  Worthington 
and  Grace  Church,  Berkshire,  and  has  been  succeeded  in  the  latter 
by  the  Rev.  George  B.  Sturges;  the  Rev.  Heniy  Payne  has  resign- 
ed the  missionary  station  at  Springfield  and  the  Yellow  Springs, 
under  the  General  Missionary  Society,  and  taken  the  charge  of  St. 
Matthews',  Hamilton;  the  Rev.  David  W.Tolford  has  taken  charge 
of  St.  John's,  Church,  Ohio  City;  the  Rev.  John  Ufibrd,  has 
taken  the  Missionary  station  under  the  General  Missionary  Society, 
of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Maumee,  the  two  parishes  till  recently  exist- 
ing in  that  place,  being  now  united  into  one;  the  Rev.  Abraham 
Wheeler  has  been  temporarily  officiating  in  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's, 
Greenville. 

Two  new  Churches  have  been  consecrated  since  the  last  Conven- 
tion, viz.— Bethel  Church,  Boston,  and  Christ's  Church,  Huron. 

The  candidates  for  Orders  at  present  are  Henry  L.  BoUman, 
Charles  Bronson,  Charles  E.  Douglas,  Rodolphus  K.  Nash,  John 
Henshaw,  Robert  S.  Elder,  John  Sandels,  James  J,  Okill,  Joseph 
Large,  Heman  Russ,  Henry  L.  Richards,  Richard  Killin,  Albert 
T.  McMurphy,  Alanson  Phelps — mdkiug  fourteen. 

The  suspension  of  the  Rev.  Burton  H.  Hickox  from  the  functions 
of  the  ministry,  in  pursuance  of  the  advice  of  an  Ecclesiastical 
Court,  which  was  reported  to  the  last  Convention,  I  have  seen  fit 
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ministry,  and  has  taken  letters  diroissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Ken* 
tucky. 

In  pursuance  of  the  resolution  ofihe  last  Convention,  directing 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  obtain  the 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church  and  of  a 
majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of 
Ohio,  in  certam  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  said  Seminary  | 
enacted  by  the  last  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  I  transmitted  copies 
of  those  amendments,  accompanied  by  copies  of  the  original  Consti- 
tution, to  the  Bishops  of  the  several  Dioceses  of  our  Church,  and 
received,  according  to  the  requisition  of  the  Constitution  of  said 
Seminary,  in  reference  to  the  mode  of  amending  the  same,  the  con- 
currence of  a  majority  of  all  the  Bishops  to  all  the  amendments 
submitted.  Having  given  my  consent  to  the  same,  it  only  remain- 
ed that  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees^be  ob- 
tained, to  make  those  amendments  part  and  parcel  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese.  Whereupon  I 
called  a  meeting  oi  said  Board  to  be  holden  at  Qambier  in  the  month 
of  November,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  those  amendments. 
The  meeting  failed  for  want  of  a  constitutional  quorum.  A  second 
call  was  more  successful.  The  board  subsequently  met  at  Ports- 
mouth, on  the  27th  day  of  March  last,  when  the  resolutions  of  the 
Convention,  with  the  letters  ofthe  Bishops,  in  evidence  of  their  con- 
currence therein,  having  been  laid  before  the  Board,  it  was  re- 
solved ufianiraously  that  the  Board  concurred  in  the  amendments 
— by  which  act,  said  amendments  were  finally  ratified,  according 
to  the  Constitution  ()f  the  Seminary,  and  are  now  therefore  among 
its  constitutional  laws. 

Circumstances  seemed  to  the  Board,  to  render  it  inexpedient  to 
proceed,  at  that  time,  to  the  new  organization  contemplated  in 
those  amendments.  Such  organization  was  therefore  deferred,  with 
the  expectation  that  it  would  be  entered  upon  at  the  ireeting  of  the 
Board  expected  to  be  held  during  the  session  of  this  Convention. 

I  must  now  introduce  to  the  special  notice  of  the  Convention,  a 
subject,  to  the  mention  of  which  I  have  a  very  great  aversion, 
and  to  which  I  hope  ever  hereafter  to  be  spared  the  most  unplea- 
sant necessity  of  adverting  before  this  body.  I  mean  the  pecunia- 
ry support  of  the  Episcopate.  I  have  felt  the  grievances^aris- 
ing  out  of  the  condition  in  which  this  matter  has  been  placed,  ever 
since  I  came  to  the  Diocese;  but  have  abstained  from  any  but  tho 
RK)st  general  notice  of  the  real  state  of  the  case.    The  matter

haf  been  growing  worse  and  worse,  and  is  now  at  a  point  beyond 
which  it  cannot  be  further  reduced.    The  time  for  silence,  in  con- 
siderafion  of  my  own  feelings  on  a  subject  of  so  much  delicacy,  has 
passed.    When  it  comes  to   this,  that  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
receives  almost  less  forhis  support,  during  the  progress  of  nearly 
a  whole  year,  than  he  is  obliged  to  pay  to  his  hired  labourer;  when 
it  comes  to  this,  that  aAer  having  spent  all  the  little  means  that 
he  brought  with  him  when  he  came  to  the  Diocese,  and  all  that  he 
has  since  been  able  tb  earn  by  positive  labor  and  toil,  beyond  his 
official  duties,  and  all  that  could  be  borrowed  till  it  would  be  dis- 
honei t  to  borrow  any  more,  for  the  most  economical  support  of  his 
family,  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  is  after  all  sustained,  as  is  ac- 
tually the  case,  by  the  kind  consideration,  the  positive  charity,  of 
friends  out  pf  the  Diocese,  on  whom  he  has  no  manner  of  claim,-— 
the  Churches  on  which  he  has  a  perfect  claim,   having  paid  only 
about  one-tenth  of  what  they  promised  for  the  year,  and  yet  the 
prospects  of  anything  better  for  the  year  to  come  oeing  exceedingly 
unpromising, — it  would  seem  high  time  that  considerations  of  per- 
sonal^ delicacy  were  laid  aside,  and  that  the  crisis  in  the  Episcopate 
of  this  Diocese  should  be  fully  exhibited.    For  particulars  of  ac- 
counts, the  Convention  are   referred  to  the  report  of  the  Trea- 
surer, which  will  be  presented  in  due  time.    Some  parishes  hare 
fully  done  their  duty.    Their  pledges  at  the  last  Convention  have 
been  redeemed.    But  when  it  is  known  that  three-fourths  of  the 
parishes  have  done  nothing,  it  must  be  manifest  that  with  a  deficit 
in  the  salary  of  the  last  year,  of  nearly  seven  hundred  dollars,  to 
make  up,  the  few  that  have  done  their  duty  could  accomplish  little 
more  than  the  filling  up  of  that  deficiency.      Without  dwelling 
any   further  on  what  has  been  done  or  left  undone,  1  must  take 
leave  to  say  that  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  go  on  in  this  way  any 
longer.    Go  any  further  into  debt  for  the  means  of  living,  I  will 
not.   Depend  upon  the  charity  of  individuals  of  other  dioceses,  when 
we  have  some  seventy  parishes  of  our  own,  whose  duty  it  is  to  see 
to  this  matter,  and  who  are  able  to  see  to  it,  and  who  I  believe 
are  willing  to  see  to  it,  and  only  wait  to  be  properly  applied  to,  is 
utterly  out  of  the  ((uestion.    I  must  expect  this  Convention,  to  make 
this  matter  the  subject  of  their  most  mature  and  serious  consid^ 
oration  at  this  time.  That  one  minister  of  this  Diocese,  who  is  the 
most  dependant  upon  all    variations  of  times  and  seasons  add  feel- 
ings, all  whims  and  caprices,  all  negligence,  forgetfulness,  indiffer- 
ence, irregularity,  and  parsimony,  for  his  support,  whose  faithful- 
nets  may  have  the  least  personal  sympathy  for  its  encouragement 
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and  tbe  strongest  personal  temptations  for  its  ruiui  because  every 
other  minister  can  more  easily  relinquish  l^is  place,  if  it  do  not 
please  him, — that  minister  is  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese.  One 
thing,  brethren,  is  absolutely  necessary :  that  I  should  know  this 
year  what  I  am  to  receive  for  the  support  of  my  family — and  when 
I  am  to  receive  it.  If  you  desire  your  Bishop  to  be  able  to  give 
an  unburdened  mind  to  the  great  cares  of  his  Diocese,  and  to  go 
out  upon  his  visitations  of  the  Churches,  and  his  long  and  many 
painful  absences  from  home,  without  being  loaded  wi^h  anxieties 
which  ought  not  to  be  borne  on  such  errands,  you  will  have  to  see 
to  it,  that  he  may  know  not  only  what  amount  the  J)iocese  will 
promise  for  his  support,  but  the  iisnes  when  he  may  count  upon  its 
coming. 

I  come  now  to  a  subject  on  which  I  may  address  you  without 
the  special  disagreeableness  of  having  to  speak  with  referenoe 
to  myself.  1  refer  to  the  support  of  our  diocesan  Missions  and  the 
education  of  young  men  for  the  Ministry  who  need  pecuniary  aid. 
You  will  see  by  the  report  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Com- 
mittee,  which  will  belaid  before  you,  that  there  has  been  a  most 
lamentable  deficiency  in  the  receipts  of  the  last  year.  At  our  last 
Convention,  the  report  seemed  as  discouraging  as  it  could  be^  But 
the  reduction  of  receipts  has  been  still  greater  this.  We  used  to 
be  in  the  habit  of  sustaining  from  twelve  to  fourteen  missionaries 
and  nearly  as  many  beneficiaries  for  the  holy  ministry.  During 
the  last  year*  the  committee  has  made  appropriations  only  to  three 
Missionaries,  amounting  only  to  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars, 
and  the  appropriations  to  beneficiaries  have  been  proportionately  di- 
minished. This  is  a  grief  indeed  1  Shall  we  continue  any .  longer  so 
far  behind  our  duty?  Brethren,  there  must  be  something  exceed- 
ingly wrong  somewhere,  when  the  cause  of  Missions  and  the  duty  of 
sending  forth  laborers  into  the  vineyard  is  so  almost  entirely  neg- 
lected. How,  while  this  sacred  cause  is  thus  languishing,  can 
we  suppose  that  as  a  Church,we_are  doing  our  duty  to  our  blessed 
Master  or  to  the  perishing  souls  of  men?  When  the  Beport  of 
the  Committee  shall  be  presented,  I  do  hope  that  the  Convention 
will  take  the  most  energetic  means  to  revive  our  dying  Missions 
and  to  encourage  onr  necessitous  young  men,  preparing  for  the 
work  of  the  Ministry.  I  will  not  detain  you  longer.  The  intro- 
duction of  other  subjects  for  your  attention  might  prevent  a  sufli- 
ciently  concentrated  regard  to  those  already  mentioned.  I  have 
only  to  add  my  earnest  prayer  that  God  in  all  things  may  be  glori- 
fied in  you.

Mr 
Barker's  testimonials  having  been  previously  submitted  and  re- 
ported upon,  he  took  his  seat  accordingly. 

Rev.  Mr.  Preston  moved  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  audit 
the  Treasurer's  account  and  to  ascertain  \vhether  the  Parochial  As- 
sessments cannot  be  diminished. 

Rev.  Mr.  Peet  moved  that  this  resolution  be  amended  by  substi- 
tuting ''ought  not  to  be  increased*'  for  ''cannot  be  diminished.'' 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Professor  Muenscher, 

Resolved,  That  the  whole  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  Committee  on  unfinished  business  reported  the  following 
items,  viz :

suggestions  in  reference  to  a  plan  for  raising  funds  as  may  assist  the 
Committee  in  making  up  their  report.

After  prayers  by 
the  Bishop,  the  roll  was  called  and  the  minutes  of  the  last  aessioa 
read  and  approved.

The  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  submitted  the  follow- 
ing Report. 
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Fifth  Aviiual  Report  or  tbk  Mimionaky  and  Education  Committix. 

When  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  entered  upon  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  entrusted  to  them,  thej  indulged  the  hope  that  the  report  which 
they  would  be  expected  to  render  to  this  Conyention,  would  be  of  a  more  encour- 
aging character  than  the  one  which  was  presented  to  the  last  Convention.  They 
hoped  there  would  at  least  be  no  diminution  in  the  receipts  of  the  Committee, 
bat  rather  an  increase  proportionate  to  the  increasing  wants  of  the  diocese.  They 
regret  to  say,  however,  that  their  expectations  in  reference  to  pecuniary  contri- 
butions have  not  been  realized,  and  that,  in  consequence,  their  present  report 
must  be  even  less  cheering  than  the  last.  From  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer 
it  will  appear  that  the  receipts  of  Uie  Committee  since  the  last  Convention  have 
been,  for  Missions  $445  41,  for  Education  $196  00,  which  with  a  balance  of 
iflSb  35  remaining  in  the  Treasury  at  last  report  make  a  total  of  $679  76  which 
does  not  vaiy  far  from  the  sum  received  the  previous  year  for  Diocesan  Missions 
alone,  and  falls  short  of  the  aggregate  receipts  during  the  same  period,  about 

$35a 

The  number  of  Missionaries  in  the  Diocese  who  have  received  aid  from  you  i 
Committee  during  the  past  year  has  been  only  three,  which  is  six  less  than  were 
assisted  daring  the  year  preceding.  One  of  these  has  been  diligently  laboring  at 
various  points  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  state;  another  has  performed  Missiona- 
ry work,  fbr  three  months,  in  Coshocton  county,  and  the  third  is  officiating  at 
Utica,  Licking  county.  The  whole  amount  appropriated  towards  the  support  of 
these  Missionaries,  is  $175  00. 

Four  pious  young  men  have  been  aided  in  their  preparation  for  the  work  of 
the  Ministry.  Three  of  these  are  members  of  Kcnyon  College  and  one  is  con- 
nected with  tbe  Theological  Department  of  our  Diocesan  Institution.  The  ap- 
propriations of  these  beneticiariea  amount  to  $200.  The  balance  of  receipts 
has  been  applied  to  the  payment  of  appropriations  voted  to  Missionaries  in  the 
employ  of  the  Committee  during  the  two  previous  years,  but  for  want  of  funds, 
BOt  before  paid.  There  still  remains  due  on  former  appropriations  to  Missiona- 
ries a  balance  of  about  $200.  The  Committee  are  aware  that  an  adequate  cause 
^or  the  diminished  amount  of  contributions  to  the  highly  important  charities  en- 
trusted to  their  care,  may  be  supposed  to  exist  in  the  pecuniary  embarrassment 
and  distress  which  more  or  less  pervade  all  classes  of  the  community.  But  when 
it  is  considered  how  vitally  the  interests  entrusted  to  your  Committee,  are  con- 
nected with  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  feeble  parishes  scattered  over  the 
diocese  and  the  advancement  of  our  Zion  in  this  portion  of  the  Lord's  Vineyard, 
ind  especially  when  it  is  considered  how  essentially  the  well  being  and  the  use- 
fulness of  our  Diocesan  Seminary  depend  on  the  liberality  of  our  churches  to- 
wards those  who  are  struggling  with  pecuniary  difficulties  in  their  efforts  to 
qualify  themselves  for  the  arduous,  responsible  and  self-denying  work  of  the 
christian  ministry,  we  are  persuaded  that  every  individual  member  of  our  com- 
mnnion  will  on  reflection  realize  the  importance  of  the  duty  resting  on  him  to 
contribute  according  to  his  ability  in  aid  of  the  objects  presented  to  his  consider- 
tion  in  this  report. 

In  view  of  the  preceding  remarks,  the  Committee  would  respectfully  ask  the 
attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  "Whether  the  objects  contemplated  in  the  appointment  of  the  Missionary  and 
Education  Committee  are  not  in  the  estimation  of  the  Convention  of  sufficient 
magnitude  and  importance  in  their  bearing  upon  the  interests  of  our  Seminary 
and  of  the  Church  in  this  diocese,  to  justify  and  require,  in  the  present  emergen- 
cy a  decided  expression  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  tbe  Convention  in  relation  to 
them. 
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S.  Wbether,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Convention,  TsluaUe  aid  woold  not  be  ren- 
dered to  ihe  cause  of  MiMions  and  of  Theological  Education  among  ue,  bj  the 
deliyery  of  a  sermon  or  of  addresses  in  behalf  of  these  objecta  at  every  annual 
meeting  of  that  body,  and  by  taking  up  a  collection. 

3.  Whether  in  the  opinion  of  tlie  Convention  the  benefits  in  various  ways  to 
be  expected  from  such  a  measure,  would  not  justify  the  Committee  in  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  clerical  agent  to  visit  the  several  churches  in  the  cUocese  as  often 
as  may  be  deemed  advisable,  to  preach  on  the  subjects  referred  to  and  to  take  up 
collections. 

The  Committee  must  look,  under  the  blestfing  of  God,  to  the  hearty  co-opera- 
tion and  efficient  aid  of  the  Convention,  and  through  that  body,  to  the  several 
Churches  represented  therein,  to  enable  them  to  execute  the  duties  impoaed  on 
them,  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  be  promotive  of  the  divine  kingdom  and  glory; 
and  without  this  co>operation  and  aid,  it  must  be  evident  that  the  cause  of  Blia- 
sions  and  of  Education  in  this  Diocese  roust  continue  to  decline. 

The  expectation  has  prevailed  to  a  considerable  exteni  in  the  IMocese  that 
adequate  aid  might  be  looked  for  from  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Committee  of 
the  Church,  to  sustain  our  feeble  parishes.  This  expectation,  we  have  reason  to 
believe,  is  not  likely  to  be  realized.  That  Committee  have  already  reduced  their 
Missionary  stations  in  Ohio  to  three,  and  there  will  probably  be  a  still  further 
curtailment  before  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention.  The  Churoh  in  this 
Diocese  must  therefore  soon  rely  entirely  upon  her  own  resources  and  christian 
energies  to  strengthen  the  weak  and  cherish  the  things  which  remain  that  an 
ready  to  die.

Reports  to  the  Bishop,  that,  during  the  past  year,  he  has  continued  to  officiate 
in  tiie  parish  of  Windsor  one  half  of  the  time  with  the  exception  of  a  ft  w  Sun- 
days this  spring  and  summer:  no  change  in  the  spiritual  condition  of  this  people 
has  taken  place  the  past  year,  while  the  services  of  your  minister  have  been  ren- 
dered as  usual,  without  any  stipulated  pecuniary  compensation.  2  funerals  have 
been  attended,  and  2  marriages  solemnised  since  last  report;  contributions  to  fund 
of  Episcopate,  collection  in  church  $2  25,  contributions  by  two  individuals  $5, 
total  $7  25. 

Hartsgrove  has  received  my  services  every  fourth  Sunday,  here  the  congrega- 
tion is  small,  made  up  of  those  who  from  conviction  adhere  to  tlie  principles  of 
the  church  while  but  few  christians  of  other  names,attend  our  services.  The  cause 
of  this  may  be  traced  to  the  stand  which  the  Episcopal  Church  has  assumed  in 
relation  to  certain  novel  measures  introduced  to  advance  as  is  alledged  the  pro- 
gress of  vital  religion. 

Funerals  3,  baptisms  1  infant 

Since  Easter  I  have  preached  at  Rome  CYerj  fourth  Sunday.  Here  our  services 
are  generally  well  attended,  and  the  prospects  of  the  Church  I  think,  are  decid- 
edly good.  The  church  edifice  is  still  unfinished  and  must  continue  so  until  the 
times  are  better.  Your  minister  takes  pleasure  in  recording  the  continued  kindness 
and  affection  manifested  towards  him  since  he  has  been  associated  with  them  aa 
their  pastor. 

Baptisms  2,  coufirmations  5,  marriage  1,  communicants  average  number  18, 
but  varies  as  some  attend  from  a  distance; — $2  to  fund  of  Episcopate.

Baptisms,  infant  1,  marriages  2,  confirmations  2,  funerals,  not  of  the  paririi  €, 
eommonicants,  2  admitted,  6  removed,  17,  Sunday  scholars,  about  20,  contri- 
bnted  for  Missions  $2  50,  given  by  the  Rector  for  contingent  fund  $1. 

On  the  first  of  October  was  consecrated  at  the  Peninsula,  centre  of  the  town- 
ship, a  small,  well  finished  church,  capable  of  seating  a  hundred  and  fifly  people, 
with  a  tower  upon  one  end  to  accommodate  a  bell.  The  Parish  has  suffered  much 
by  removals,  and  gained  but  little  by  the  progress  of  religion. 

The  attendance  at  the  old  village  has  been  for  the  past  year,  better  than  for- 
Boerly,  but  has  brought  only  one  addition  to  the  communion.

Baptisms,  infants  8,  adults  3,  total  13,  marriages  2,  funerals  3,  communicants 
added,  from  other  churches  2, new  13, total  15,  removed  5,  died  3,  present  number 
60,  Sunday  school  teachers  11,  scholars  60,  volumes  in  the  library  250,  Bible 
class  25,  offerings  of  the  church  and  other  contributions  for  Missions  $40  OOl 
The  congregation  have  made  their  Rector  life  member  of  the  American  Bible 
Society  by  paying  $30  00,  and  also  of  the  American  Tract  Society  by  pajiof 
$20  00. 

The  Female  Seminary  connected  with  this  Church,  oontinnes  to  prosper  aad 
has  the  past  year  been  blest  with  a  revival  of  religion. 

The  Rector  has  preached  twice  at  Gambier,  twice  at  Steubenville,  onoeat  Utip 
««}  baptized  one  adnlt,  and  one  inftnt*  admitted  one  to  the  eammnaionj  aad  at* 
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waded  ooe  faoeralf  preached  ten  timeeat  Newark  and  aoleBiniaed  one  naimge, 
and  aolemaixed  one  marriage  at  Hanorer. 

ALL  SAINTS  CHURCH,  PORTSMOUTH. 

BEV.   £.   BURR,   BECTOR. 

I  have  nothing  of  apeeial  interest  to  report  in  relation  to  the  pariah  nnder  mj 
charge.  I  have  hkptized  1  \  children,  attended  7  funerals,  solemniied  9  marriages, 
4  persons  have  been  confirmed,  7  have  been  added  to  the  coraroonion,  2  have  died, 
present  number  of  communicants  66,  contributions  to  the  Episcopate  fund  ^60. 

While  I  griere  to  record  that  so  few  have  been  added  to  the  Lord  by  a  saving 
confession  of  his  name, there  are  some  grounds  of  encouragement  fbr  the  future 
in  the  steady  increase  of  the  congregation  and  other  eyidences  of  external  pros- 
perity. 

Our  people  with  praiseworth  aeal  have  enlarged  and  otherwise  improred  the 
church  edifice,and  nothing  seems  to  be  now  wanting  to  our  being  built  up  as  a 
spiritual  house  but  faithful  and  self-denying  and  prayerful  labor  in  the  eanse 
of  oar  Dirine  Master.

CHRIST  CHURCH,  CINCINNATL 

BEV.   J.   T.   BROOKE,  BECTOR. 

The  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Cincinnati,  respectfully  presents  the  fol- 
lowmg  report :  marriages  12,  baptisms,  adulu  14,  infants  41,  total  65,  funerals 
10,  new  communicants  added  during  the  past  year  52,  received  on  certificate 
from  other  Churches  5.  When  the  present  Rector  took  charge  of  the  Chuich,  in 
May  1835,  the  number  of  communicants  registered  were  89:  since  which  there 
have  been  added  by  profession  of  fkith  and  by  certificate  from  other  Churches, 
145.  But  on  examining  the  list  he  finds  that  59  of  the  89  reported  to  him  by 
his  predecessor  have  either  died  or  removed;  and  that  39  of  the  145  recorded  by 
himMlC  have  also  removed  or  died,  leaving  the  present  nomber  136.    Moiftality 
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and  emigration,  it  appeari,  havo  made  their  principal  draughts  from  among  the 
oommunioants.  The  number  of  removali  has  been  especially  great;  a  fact  which 
goes  to  prove  that  they  wiio  are  rich  in  faith  are  not  generally  rich  in  this  world's 
goods;  and  therefore  disposed  to  emigration  as  a  means  of  improving  their  tem- 
poral condition. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a  much  larger  addition  of  new  communi- 
cants this  year  than  usual,  viz:  52.  Grod  *<who  giveth  the  increase"  has  visited 
us  by  his  Spirit  And,  without  any  novel  measures  or  variations  from  our  form- 
olarieff,  which  we  deem  in  the  least  degree  unwarrantable,  he  has  graciously  an- 
swered our  secret,  social,  and  public  prayers  for  a  blessing  upon  his  word.  Du- 
ring the  season  of  special  interest  through  which  we  have  passed,  the  Rector  has 
endeavored  to  guard  against  hasty  admission  to  the  communion:  and  to  watch 
against  any  secret  ambition  to  swell  his  list  by  adding  to  the  Church  those  who 
appeared  to  him,  in  the  judgment  of  charity  and  humility,  to  have  feeling  with- 
out faith,  or  conviction  without  conversion.  May  the  results  show  that  he  has 
not  deceived  himself  by  admitting  to  the  communion  any  who  will  prove  either 
an  open  reproach  to  the  Church  or  a  dead  weight  upon  the  cause  of  Chhst. 

TRINITY  CHURCH,  CLEVELAND. 

REV.   B.   BURY,   RECTOR. 

Having  inadvertently  omitted  making  out  the  accustomed  parochial  report  be- 
fbre  leaving  home,  and  therefore  being  obliged  to  depend  upon  memory,  I  must 
necessarily  foe  somewhat  indefinite.  The  following  is  as  near  correct  as  circum- 
stances win  allow. 

Report  of  Trinity  Church,  Cleveland,  fVom  August  15th,  1839,  the  commence- 
ment of  the  present  incumbent's  services  as  Rector  of  said  parish,  to  this  time: 
baptisms  (adults  11,  children  40)  51,  confirmations  7,  communicants  (added  be* 
tween  50  and  60,  by  decease  and  removal  6,  leaving  present  number  actually 
resident  and  communing)  130  or  thereabouts,  marriages  15,  funerals  18  or 
90,  Sunday  scholars  say  115,  average  attendance  about  75  or  80,  teachers  12 
to  15;  collections,  for  the  Episcopate  $63  00,  parochial  assessments  for  1836  and 
'39  $19  50,  for  1840  and  '41, ;  alms  collected  monthly  at  the  holy  common- 
ion  about  $120  00.

Perry  on  two  occasions  on  the  Sabbath  for  the  purpose  of  performiog  Oiviiie 
Service.    The  present  number  of  communicants  in  my  parish  is  17.

The  condition  of  my  parish  is  much  improved  since  the  last  Convention. 
And  notwithstanding,  that  since  that  time,  we  have  had  many  trials  and  adver- 
sities,  yet  by  a  steadfast  purpose  of  heart,  with  an  endeavor  to  look  constantly 
to  the  great  author  and*  finisher  of  our  faith,  praying  that  he  would  lead  us  not 
into  temptation,  or  suffer  us  to  be  tempted  above  what  we  are  able  to  bear,  we 
are  still  impressed  with  the  blessed  hope,  and  exulting  influence  of  grace,  which 
made  ancient  Israel  say,  The  Lord  endureth  forever!  and  the  Apostle  declare, 
that  where  sin  abounds  grace  doth  much  more  abound. 

I  have  received  into  the  congregation  of  Christ's  flock  by  his  appointed  rite 
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of  holy  btptifm.  One  adult  and  8  children,  attended  6  funerals,  joined  togethet 
in  tibe  holy  bonda  of  matrimony  1  couple,  the  3  persons  confirmed  at  your  last 
▼iaitationi  have  been  admitted  to  the  communion  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  I  have 
erased  1  name  from  the  list  Tliis  person  was  confirmed  and  admitted  to  the 
eommunion,  before  I  took  charge  of  the  parish.  But  failing  to  take  heed,  and 
hold  fast,  to  that  profession  without  wavering,  a  double  mindedness  preyailed, 
tiU  it  resulted  in  absolute  want  of  faith  in  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship 
of  the  church. 

I  have  had  2  added  to  the  list,  from  Trinity  Church,  Buffalo.  And  3  others, 
who  have  not  been  confirmed,  but  are  ready  and  desirous  to  be;  making  the 
whole  nomber  of  communicants  22.  I  have  adopted  the  plan  of  taking  up 
qsarteriy  collections,  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  have  found  it  to  be 
BUCcessfuL  By  this  means,  the  amount  pledged  by  the  parish,  being  15  dol- 
lars, was  raised,  and  has  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

By  a  Society  of  Ladies,  that  comes  under  parochial  care,  and  called  the  Chris- 
tian Knowledge  Society  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  has  been  raised  the  sum  of  $200, 
$100  of  which  has  been  appropriated  towards  the  salary  of  the  Rector,  and  the 
festy  fi>r  finishing  and  furnishing  a  room  for  public  worship.

Our  new  church  edifice  at  St.  James'  Parish,  Cross  Creek,  is  now  read/  ibr 
consecration.  The  building  is  of  brick  55  by  35  feet,  and  is  neatly  finisfaad  in- 
side. We  have  held  our  services  in  it  since  the  commencement  of  the  present 
year,  and  our  congregation  has  from  that  time  increased.  I  have  preached  hm9 
regularly  each  alternate  Sunday,  besides  frequently  in  the  neighborhood  on  the 
week  days. 

Communicants  added  from  the  congregation  6,  added  from  other  pariahaa  6, 
suspended  1,  died  1,  removed  3,  total  77;  baptisms,  adult  1,  infant 6,  total  7;  mi^r- 
riages  1,  funerals  5,  contributions  for  Diocesan  Missions  $15  32|,  contributions 
with  St  John's  Parish  Springfield  towards  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  $15. 

St.  John's  Springfield. — I  have  preached  to  this  congregation  each  alternate 
Sunday,  besides  frequently  on  week  days.  I  trust  the  word  sown,  has  not 
been  in  vain.  This  parish  has  given  me  much  cause  for  thankfulness  during  the 
year  that  is  passed. 

Communicants  added  5,  removed  3,  died  1,  total  37;  baptisms,  infants  3,  con- 
tributions for  Diocesan  Missions  $14. 

I  have  regularly  preached  at  Amsterdam  on  the  day,  on  which  I  have  officiated 
at  Springfield.  Our  numbers  are  small,  but  increasing.  Our  friends  wish  to  or- 
ganize a  parish;  at  present  it  is  connected  with  Springfield. 

Carrolton  would  soon  become  an  important  point  if  it  could  receive  more  of 
a  Missionary's  services.  Our  friends  remain  firm,  and  my  congregation  is  usu- 
ally encouraging. 

The  parish  at  Hagarston  is  considerably  depressed  from  various  local  causes. 
Some  of  the  people  are  however,  much  interested  in  the  spiritual  welfiire  of  the 
church  of  their  fiitlicrs.  I  have  done  what  1  could  to  keep  together  this  congre- 
gation and  the  one  at  Deersville.  Both  are  fiseble,  but  if  attended  to,  will  still 
become  important  parishes. 

1  have  abo  preached  several  times  at  St  Clairsville,  since  they  iiave  been  desr 
titute  of  a  minister,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  to  the  oommonieants, 
and  twice  to  the  sick;  and  baptised  7  children,  and  married  one  coople. 

My  field  for  Missionary  labor  has  unavoidably  increased  this  past  year  as  well 
as  the  pastoral  labor  of  my  two  parishes,  if  my  strength  would  have  allowed, 
I  could  have  addressed  attentive  hearers  in  many  places  that  I  have  been  obliged 
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to  p«M  over.    I  hare  endeavored  to  supply  the  deficiency,  by  more  extenriTe 
paatorml  TisiU. 
I  tnist  an  additional  minister  will  aoon  be  sent  oat  into  this  field  of  labor.

Baptiama,  9, 1  adult  and  8  iniknta;  communicanta,  died  3,  suspended  I,  remov- 
ed 4y  transfored  to  the  new  parish,  expected  to  be  organized  at  St  Mary's*  4, 
added  3,  present  number  60;  marriages  5,  funerals  9,  Sunday  school  teachers  16, 
scholars  69,  ofienngs  for  Missions  $18,  offering  for  Missions  first  quarters,  earn- 
ings of  Parish  Female  Benevolent  Society  $16. 

The  only  encouraging  thing  that  I  ha%e  to  report  of  my  Parish  is  that  the  Fe- 
male Benevolent  Society  which  heretofore  appropriated  its  eaminga  to  no  par- 
ticular object,  has  resolved  henceforward  to  appropriate  them  to  the  Miaaionaiy 
cause,  and  has  paid  over  $10  as  its  earnings  for  the  first  quarter. 

The  one  fourth  of  my  time  has  been  spent  in  Sidney  the  seat  of  justice  for 
Shelby  county.  An  article  of  association  has  been  circulated,  22  persons  have 
anbscribed  it,  4  of  whom  are  communicants;  it  is  expected  that  this  number  will 
•ponbe  increased  to  30,  when  we  propose  to  organize  a  parish.  Mr.  James  Ster- 
^tt  a  commnnicant  of  St  James'  Church,  Piqua,  has  kindly  and  generously 
offbred  to  present  us  with  a  beautiful  lot  for  a  cfaoreb,  and  will  deed  it  to  th« 
Vestry  as  soon  as  the  Parish  is  organized. 

I  have  visited  and  preached  at  Chickasaw,  Deep  Cut  (on  the  line  of  the  Miami 
Canal)  and  St  Mary's,— found  12  Episcopal  families  and  10  communicanta.  I 
spent  a  Sunday  in  St  Mary's  and  administered  the  holy  communion  to  23  per- 
sonii,  Episcopalians,  Methodists  and  Preabyterians.  A  Missionary  of  our  church 
is  much  wanted  in  this  field. 

RtV.   8.   O.   OAtSAWAT,  DSAOON, 

Reports  that  since  his  ordination  on  Easter  Sunday,  he  has  been  diiefly  oocn- 
piedin  supplying  the  pulpits  of  St  Paul's  and  Christ's  Churches  during  the  ab-

Since  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention  I  have  resigned  Grace  Church, 
Berkshire,  to  make  room  for  a  minister  who  would  give  them  all  his  time.  Sob- 
■eqaenUy  in  September  last,  I  also  resigned  St  John's  Church,  Worthington, 
and  engaged  in  a  mission  at  Coshocton  and  vicinity.  There  I  remain^  daring 
a  very  inclement  season,  preaching  every  third  Sunday  alternately  at  Cothoeton, 
BGllcreek,  Madison  and  Dresden,  and  on  several  occasions  on  week  day  evenings. 
While  there,  I  baptised  1  infant,  and  performed  1  marriage.  I  intended  to  tt" 
main  six  months  at  that  station,  so  that,  the  inclement  season  being  over,  I  might 
administer  the  communion,  and  go  more  in  detail,  into  the  work;  bat  a  severe 
cold  and  other  considerations,  induced  me  to  return  to  my  fkmily  after  an  ab- 
sence of  three  months. 

After  my  return  to  Worthington  in  March,  I  preached  by  request  to  that  peo- 
ple regularly,  though  not  as  their  regular  pastor,  every  Sunday  twice,  three 
Sundays  excepted.  One  of  these  saU>aths  I  spent  on  the  Missionary  ground  at 
Springfield  and  Yellow  Springs;  the  other  two  were  given,  one  to  Limm,  Allen 
eoonty,  and  the  other  to  Uibana,  while  in  the  interval  I  visited  St.  Mary^s  In 
Mercer  county,  where  I  preached  on  a  week  day  evening.  In  St  John's  Chuxcb, 
t  coapk  were  united  in  holy  matrimony,  and  8  infknts  baptised.

The  statistics  of  this  parish  are  as  follows  viz:  Families  42,  baptized  persons 
of  all  ages  about  210,  baptisms,  past  year:  adults  3,  infants  2 — 5,  confirmations 
13,  communicants  added  5,  removed  7,  transferred  to  St  Matthew's,  Plyniooth,6, 
admitted  13,  received  from  abroad  2 — 97,  marriages  2,  died  1. 

Changes  more  than  usual  have  occurred  in  this  parish  during  the  past  year, 
affecting  very  materially  its  temporalities.  Many  who  were  formerly  among  the 
leading  pecuniary  supporters  of  the  church,  and  who  deserve  our  gratitode  for 
what  they  have  done,  have  met  with  reverses  of  fortune  which  have  deprived 
them  of  the  ability  to  contribute  of  their  worldly  substance  to  the  institutions 
of  religion.  These  reverses,  however,  have  not  been  without  their  benefits. 
They  have  had  an  apparent  tendency  to  test  the  christian  character  of  those  wh^ 
h^ve  been  immediately  afiected  by  tbem.  While  some  appear  not  to  be  shaken, 
but  confirmed,  in  their  attachment  to  the  christian  religion  and  church,  and  to  be 
seeking  the  comforts  of  religion  in  proportion  to  their  deprivation  of  worldly  ones, 
others  seem  to  manifest  themselves  to  have  been  only  sunshine  christians,  and  to 
have  regarded  the  church,  only  as  it  promoted  them  and  their  worldly  interests 
and  views.  [Adversity  tries  professed  christians,  and  leaves  us  little  to  regret  but 
that  too  many,  of  whom  we  had  hoped  better  things,   prove  not  to  be  sound 
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christians  enough  to  stand  the  trial.  Let  the  furnace  of  adversity  be  heated  up, 
and  we  soon  see  who,  among  those  that  are  cast  into  it,  are  the  ShadziekSy 
Meshacks,  and  Abednegoes  that  have  the  Son  qf  Qod  walking  with  them  m  the 
midst  of  thejire,  that  they  may  receive  no  hurt.  Worldly  adversity  has  many  ad- 
Tantages.  It  is  safer  to  poor  vain  mortals  than  captivating  worldly  prosperity. 
God  sends  it  to  try  the  faith  of  the  sufferers,  and  the  charity  of  their  brethren, 
and  to  induce  them  whom  the  world  has  sorely  disappointed,  to  place  their  hopt 
in  God.  Individuals  err,  and  churches  err,  in  expecting  too  much  firom  the 
world.  Let  temporary  adversity  cause  them  to  smart,  and  teach  them  to  depend 
more  upon  God  and  less  upon  the  world,  and  they  would  soon  realize  more  sub- 
fftantial  benefits  from  both.]  I  tiust  that  poor  old  St.  Peter* s,  by  God's  blessing, 
who  loves  His  church,  will  have  more  prosperity  of  a  temporal  kind,  when  she 
has  been  chastened,  and  made  spiritually  prosperous  enough  to  bear  it.  It  is  no 
boasting  to  say,  that  the  minister  labors  hard,  and  that  many  of  the  parishioneni 
seem  well  disposed  to  sustain  him.  If  they  will  pray  that  God  may  both  direct 
and  sustain,  and  add  their  efforts  to  the  prayer  of  faith,  doubtless  all  will  be 
well.  Besides  two  services  and  sermons  in  the  parish  church  every  Sunday,  a 
third  service  is  attended,  and  a  sermon  delivered  to  a  small  congregation,  at  the 
Ashtabula  harbor. 

On  Thursday,  the  children  are  called  together  to  recite  the  catechism,  and  to 
hear  plain  catechetical  lectures.  So  we  endeavor  to  sow  the  good  seed,  tnisting 
to  God  for  the  harvest    And  so  will  we  go  on,  if  God  permit 

ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  MT.  VERNON.

I  received  a  call  to  this  parish  and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  my  dotiei  last 
October.  My  report  therefore  will  embrace  a  period  something  lest  than  one 
year. 

As  near  as  can  be  ascer&ined  there  are  at  this  time  between  eighty  and  ninety 
communicants  in  this  church.  Since  I  came  here  5  have  been  added  to  our  oom- 
monion,  2  new  members  and  3  by  removal  to  this  place;  baptisms  8,  ftmerale  .6^ 
marriages  1,  Sunday  school  teachers  10,  and  about  55  scholars  regularly  in  atten- 
dance; contributions  from  this  parish  as  follows  $40  91  towards  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate,  $10  for  parish  assessment. 

Our  congregation  has  increased  in  numbers  since  last  spring.  They  are  rerj 
attentive  to  the  preaching  of  the  word,  and  I  hope  yet  to  see  a  better  state  of 
spiritual  feeling  among  them.  There  is  one  duty  which  I  feel  that  we  are  lamen- 
tably remiss  in,  and  that  is  the  duty  of  prayer.  We  do  not  pray  statedly,  and 
in  our  eloeets,  as  we  ought  to  do,  for  an  increase  of  grace  in  onr  own  hearta,  and 
in  the  hearts  of  all  God's  people.  Sure  am  I  that  there  is  no  other  sooroe  flom 
whence  spiritual  life  and  health  can  come,  than  from  above.  Unlets  God  bh 
his  church  and  people,  all  must  be  death  and  barenness.  And  we  have  no 
to  expect  such  a  blessing  unless  we  come  to  him  as  he  has  directed.  Them  that 
honor  me  I  will  honor,  and  they  that  despise  me  shall  be  lightly  esteemed.

BapUsmi,  infants  16,  adults  5,  total  21,  burials,  infants  5,  adults  4,  total  9| 
confirmed  33,  marriages  8,  communicants  123,  Sunday  school  children  119,  teach- 
trs  16,  contributions  total  (905  35;  21  communicants  have  been  receiTed  from 
other  churches,  and  25  hare  been  admitted  for  the  first  time,  as  the  finite  of  a 
season  of  grace,  experienced  by  this  church,  chiefly  during  the  period  of  Lent 
Thus,  whilst  we  have  been  deprived  of  14  communicants,  our  number  has  been 
considerably  increased.    For  which  ^e  desire  to  be  thankfiil. 

We  have  2  Female  Benevolent  Societies:  by  the  Senior,  called  "the  Ladies' 
Sewing  Circle"  $450  have  been  raised,  during  the  year,  and  appropriated  to  the 
payment  of  a  debt,  due  for  the  organ,  to  the  support  of  the  city  Bfissionary,  and 
to  the  purchase  of  two  chancel  chairs.  By  the  Junior  Society  called  the  Toung 
Ladies'  City  Missionary  Society  $84  50  have  been  raised,  and  200  garments 
made,  distributed  to  the  poor;  $150  have  been  raised  since  the  last  Convention, 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  of  the  Diocese,  and,  almost  wholly  by  the  com- 
municants, who  solicited  the  privilege  of  attending  to  this  duty  themselves. 
Oar  late  City  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Blake,  having  left  us,  carrying  with  him 
the  kind  regards  and  sincere  esteem  of  the  congregation  of  St  Paul's,  we  have 
rooeeoded  in  securing  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gassaway,  and  unitiog  with 
the  eoDgregation  of  Christ  Church,  contribute  to  his  support  $200  per  annum.

My  report  to  you  must  necessarily  be  a  very  limited  one.  Since  my  ordina- 
tion on  the  7th  of  June  last,  I  have  performed  divine  service  and  preached  eight 
times  in  St  Stephen's  Church,  East  Liverpool.  The  congregation  may  be  con- 
sidered large  for  that  small  village:  and  the  prospect  for  usefulness  is  very  en- 
couraging; but  I  cannot  learn  that  there  has  been  any  increase  to  the  number  of 
communicants  during  the  year.  The  Bervices  of  a  minister  residing  among  the 
people  appear  to  be  tbtj  much  needed,  but  I  did  not  feel  myself  at  liberty  to  re- 
move thither,  until  I  heard  from  you,  though  the  vestry  have  desired  me  to  do 
so. 

CHRIST  CHURCH,  HURON. 

BEV.   9.    MARKS,   RECTOR. 

Would  I  could  report  to  you,  that  God  had  signally  revived  his  work  in  my 
parish,  during  the  past  year.  However,  I  am  not  without  hope,  that  my  labor 
has  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  Since  my  last  report,  the  church  has  been 
finished,  and  furnished  with  a  bell.  The  pulpit  and  desk  have  been  neatly  trim- 
med, and  the  chancel  carpeted,  and  furnished  with  chairs,  thb  is  the  work  of  the 
Ladies,  to  whom  ministers  and  churches  never  appeal  in  Christ's  name  in  vain. 

To  the  praise  of  my  parishioners,  I  desire  to  record,  their  steady  and  unvray- 
ering  attendance,  to  the  calls  of  the  church.  Fears  were  entertained,  that  when 
the  novelty  wore  off,  the  attendance  would  fail.  Ood  be  thanked,  such  has  not 
been  the  case.  There  has  been  one  part  of  my  labor  more  encouraging  than  the 
rest,  viz:  preaching  to  the  children  of  the  village  at  the  hour  of  5  o'clock,  P.  M. 
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Howerer  hopeleit  it  may  appear  to  manjf  I  firmly  belieTe,  that  in  the  filial  da^, 
some  child  will  blesa  God,  for  prompting  me  to  care  for  hia  eoul.  Uod,  no  doobt* 
will  crown  this  work,  with  hia  blesaiog.  The  children  are  delighted  with  it,  and 
the  parents,  and  cititens  erince  their  approbation  by  their  attendance  and  eneoiii^ 
agement.  Many  neeful  hints  to  adults,  as  weU  as  children,  can  be  gtvdn  in  theae 
services.  Since  my  last  report,  I  have  baptized  9,  6  children,  and  3  adnlts,  mai* 
ried  7  couples,  10  persons  were  confirmed  by  the  Bishop,  at  the  oonsecratioB, 
funerals  10,  at  each  of  which  I  dellyered  a  discourse.  Burdensome  as  this  haa 
been,  1  hsTC  no  doubt  of  its  utility.  A  fine  field  is  opened,  for  pressing  home 
the  truths  of  Holy  Writ,  upon  the  conscience;  Communicants  16,  the  Sunday 
school  is  small,  but  well  instructed.  1  repeat,  what  I  said  in  my  first  report^ 
that  Huron  is  destined  to  be  a  place  of  great  importance,  but,  as  yet  it  has  no 
settled,  no  fixed  character,  and  the  motto  of  him  who  labors  in  the  Lord's  vinoo 
yard  should  be,  ''Faint,  yet  pursuing."  There  is  a  yast  difierence  in  the  support 
a  church  receiyes  from  worldly  motives,  and  that  which  proceeds  from  the  pure 
love  of  the  Redeemer,  and  the  salvation  of  precious  souls.  Was  there  less  ad- 
miration for  sermons,  and  more  for  prayer,  how  delightful  would  be  our  office. 
May  the  Lord  raise  up  a  praymg  people. 

CHRIST  CHURCH.  FRANKLIN, 

REV.   OREN   MILLER,    RECTOR. 

The  minister  of  Christ  Church,  Franklin,  reports,  that  through  the  mercy  of 
a  kind  providence  his  health  was  so  far  restored  that  he  was  able  to  resume  his 
Pastoral  duties,  on  the  second  Sabbath  of  October.  And  since  that  time  he  has 
regularly  perfonned  the  service  of  the  church,  every  Sabbath,  in  his  parish;  In 
addition  to  which,  he  has  preached  several  times  during  the  week,  in  different 
parts  of  his  parish.  He  has  also  preached  once  in  Brimfield,  once  in  Talmage^ 
once  ini  Streetsborough,  once  in  Boston,  onoe  in  St.  John's  Church,  Cuyahoga 
Falls,  and  3  times  in  St  Timothy's  Church,  Massillon,  since  last  Convention.  * 

Confirmations  by  the  Bishop  3,  baptisms,  infknta  10,  adulta  15,  msrriagsa  3» 
fUnerals  7,  of  which  2  were  infants,  and  1  adult,  not  of  the  congregation,  com^. 
municants  added  from  other  churches  7,  and  on  examination  32,  3  have  died, 
present  number  55. 

There  was  a  mistake  made  in  the  number  returned  last  year.  This  mistaka 
was  caused  by  a  want  of  previous  records  of  the  church.  The  true  number  last 
year,  was  19.  Present  number  of  scholars  in  the  Sabbath  school  between  90  and' 
30,  teachers  4,  Bib)e  class  35.  The  congregation  constantly  inoreaaing.  Tba 
weekly  prayer  meeting  well  attended  and  profitable.  The  church  rising  in  spirit- 
uality and  holiness.  The  revival  which  commenced  in  Noveaobery  still  eoBtioOT 
with  increasing  interest 

ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  STEUBENVILLE. 

REV.  INTREPID   MORSB,   RECTOR. 

Baptisms,  infants  14,  adults  2 — 16,  communicants,  removed  4,  died  S,  added 
16 — 110,  funerals,  of  the  congregation  4,  others  3 — 6,  Sunday  school  scholani 
100,  teachers  15,  marriages  2,  catechumens  35. 
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OmMrationf  to  DiooesaDi  Domestic,  and  Fo  reign  MiMions,  about  $200,  ol 
whieh  the  Ladiea*  Sewing  Society  gave  $150,  the  product  of  their  industry  and 
■elf*d«iiiml.  There  wai  alao  collected  on  the  Sunday  after  Conyention  1899, 
aboat  (100,  in  aid  of  the  Education  and  Missionary  Committee  of  this  diocese.

Reports  to  the  Bishop  that  during  the  past  year,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
discharge  of  his  duties  as  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  in  the  Theological 
Seminary  of  the  Diocese,  he  has  preached  in  his  turn  in  the  College  Chapel  and 
occasionally  officiated  in  other  places.

Baptisms  17,  burials  18,  communicants  added  18,  died  4,  removed  14,  present 
number  106. 

TRINITY  CHURCH,  LYME. 

REV.   £.  FUNDERSON,  MINISTER. 

My  temporary  charge  of  Grace  Church,  Sandusky  City,  I  left  at  Easter.  At 
this  time  the  condition  of  the  parish  was  happy.  A  spirit  of  enquiry  turning 
upon  the  peculiarities  of  the  church,  her  order,  usages  and  liturgical  worship,  not 
dboonnected  from  the  economy  of  grace  with  which  the  former  are  associated,  was 
manifestly  visible  and  exhibited  its  fruits  in  a  growing  seriousness.  A  strong 
desire  is  felt  by  the  parish,  (under  an  impression  very  generally  entertained,  that 
the  divine  blessing  is  never  withheld  from  a  regular,  though  humble  administration 
of  the  appointed  means,)  to  have  their  church  supplied  for  the  future  without  in- 
termission. Their  means  are  limited.  And  the  efforts,  they  have  been  and  are 
BOW  making  to  sustain  themselves,  and  the  casting  about  of  their  thoughts  to- 
wards some  supply  for  the  permanent  residence  of  a  clergyman  amongst  them,  is 
tmly  commendable  and  worthy  of  all  praise.  There  were  admitted  by  me  to  the 
privileges  of  the  communion  4,  from  other  denominations,  present  number  be- 
tween 20  and  30,  not  having  by  me  the  parish  register,  I  quote  from  memory, 
baptisms,  infants  3,  funerals,  infknts  3. 

My  services  at  Lyme  have  been  continued  with  a  varied  firequency,  from  half  of 
the  time  to  one  fourth.  This  parish  have  had  their  trials,  but  I  am  happy  to  state 
that  a  better  spirit  is  now  reviving  and  this  from  sections  in  which  it  was  the 
least  to  be  expected.  Their  resources  are  small,  and  they  have  much  to  con- 
tend with  in  this  respeot.  Their  numbers  are  few,  but  yet  under  all  their  dis- 
couragements, I  feel  persuaded  that  could  the  institutions  of  the  chorch  be  for  a 
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lime  rastauied  unongit  them,  they  would  become  a  large  congregation.  If 
other  sUtions  are  deserving  of  Misiionary  aid,  thii  little  flock  ii  truly  for  the  pa- 
tient continuance  and  endurance  of  the  greater  part  of  them  in  well  doing.  And 
•hould  their  Pastor  be  providentially  prevented  fVom  returning  to  his  charge,  it 
is  from  the  purest  and  most  disinterested  feelings,  he  commends  them  to  the  kind 
and  fostering  care  of  his  Bishop.  Present  number  of  communicants  12,  baptisms, 
infants  6. 

ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  CHILLICOTHE. 

REV.   E.   W«   PEET,   BBCTOB. 

Theminister  of  this  parish  reports  to  the  Bishop  its  present  condition.  No 
great  change  either  for  good  or  evil  has  taken  place  in  our  part  of  the  vineyard. 
Three  have  been  added  to  our  communion  within  the  eleven  months  that  have  tran- 
spired since  the  last  Convention.  There  have  been  2  marriages,  6  baptisms  of 
infknts,  and  5  burials.  The  Sunday  school  is  at  present  in  a  more  encouraging 
state  than  usual;  a  male  and  female  Bible  class  were  commenced  in  the  month  of 
May  last;  the  contributions  to  benevolent  objects  have  been  somewhat  diminish- 
ed and  are  as  follows,  Episcopate  Fund  $120,  to  Missions  f  100,  to  Keny on  Col- 
lege $80. 

ST.  MATTHEW'S  CHURCH,  HAMILTON. 
REV.   HENRY  PAYWE,  MINISTER. 

The  minister  of  St  Matthew's  Church,  Hamilton,  reports  that  he  gave  up  his 
charge  as  Missionary  to  Springfield  and  Yellow  Springs  at  the  close  of  the  year 
1839,  and  took  charge  of  St  Matthew's  Church,  Hamilton.  At  Yellow  Springs 
he  reports  5  baptisms,  infants.  At  St  Matthew's  Church,  Hamilton,  he  has 
solemnized  3  funerals,  and  celebrated  1  marriage;present  number  of  communicants 
14.    The  congregation  is  much  enlarged  but  no  addition  to  the  communion. 

He  also  visited  Eaton  and  held  seivice  there  on  five  Sabbaths.  His  visits  to  £•• 
ton  were  discontinued  for  want  of  encouragement,  it  being  the  opinion  of  the 
friends  there  that  monthly  visits  could  not  succeed  in  building  up  a  church. 

ST.  JAMES'  CHURCH,  ZANESVILLE.

Baptisms  12,  adult  1,  children  11,  marriages  4,  funerals  7,  additions  to  th% 
communion  15,  of  which  11  are  by  removal  from  other  parishes,  loss  of  commu- 
aicants  11,  by  removal  9,  by  death  2,  present  number  90;  Sunday  school  teachers 
14,  scholars  121,  members  of  the  Bible  class  10,  contributions  to  Missions  (76y 
to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  (72. 

This  congregation  has  sustained  a  serious  loss  by  the  removal  of  seyeral  val- 
vable  families  during  the  past  year.  Others,  however,  have  been  added,  so  that 
the  number  of  attendants  upon  the  services  of  the  church,  is  not  diminished* 
The  same  remark  applies  to  the  communion,  which,  notwithstanding  conaiden- 
Ue  inroads,  shews,  on  the  whole,  a  small  increase.  The  state  of  religious  ftel 
ing,  at  this  time,  is  interesting  and  encouraging. 
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ST.  MATTHEW'S  CHURCH,  MADISON. 

Af  the  Rector  of  St  Jamei'  Church,  Zaneflrille,  hai  recently  Tinted  thia  pw 
kh,  he  deema  it  his  doty  to  atate  its  present  condition.  Soon  after  the  last  Con- 
▼ention,  it  was  deprived  of  the  services  of  its  much  esteemed  minuter.  This, 
in  connexion  with  the  pressure  of  the  times,  put  a  stop  to  the  erection  of  the 
churcli.  During  the  winter,  it  was  favored,  for  two  or  three  months,  with  a 
part  of  the  valuable  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Helfenstein,  who  however  was  cos- 
stramed  to  retire  at  the  end  of  that  time  for  the  want  of  an  adequate  aopport. 
The  parish  has  since  resumed  the  erection  of  the  church,  of  the  completion  of 
which,  so  far  as  to  be  used  in  public  worship,  there  can  be  no  doubt.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  only  change  in  the  communion  is  the  removal  of  two  of  its  mem- 
bers from  the  parish,  leaving  20  as  its  present  number. 

BEV.   WILLIAM  SPARROW*  D.  D. 

Rev.  William  Sparrow  reports,  that  besides  officiating  as  usual  in  hia  torn  in 
the  College  Chapel  and  attending  to  the  College  Bible  Classes,  he  has  preached, 
during  the  past  year,  in  Mt  Vernon,  six  times;  in  I*?ewark  five  times,  and  baptis- 
ed one  child;  in  Delaware,  twice;  in  Columbus  once;  in  Granville,twice;  and  to 
congregations  in  the  vicinity  of  Gambier,  nine  times. 

GRACE  CHURCH,  BERKSHIRE. 

REV.   G.   B.    STURGES,  MINISTER. 

,  Afler  my  ordination,  on  the  fourth  day  of  last  August,  I  preached  13  times  at 
different  places  in  the  Diocese,  before  the  27th  day  of  October,  at  which 
time  I  became  minister  of  Grace  Church. 

From  the  report  rendered  to  the  last  Convention,  I  learn  that  there  were  then 
in  connection  with  this  parish  28  communicants.  The  present  number ia34,8how« 
ing  an  increase  of  6  during  the  past  year.  I  have  baptized  1  infant,  And  attend* 
ed  2  funerals,  both  infants.  There  are  2  Bible  classes,  one  on  Saturday  even- 
ing, the  other  on  Sunday  morning,  the  former  consisting  of  13  members,  the 
latter  of  11,  our  Sabbath  school  numbers  75  scholars  and  10  teachers. 

This  parish  has  never,  until  it  called  its  present  pastor,  undertaken  the  entire 
support  of  a  minister,  and  the  past  year  has  been  considered  by  them  as  a  time 
of  trial  Bui,  although  peculiarly  oppressed  with  the  pecuniary  difficulties  of 
the  times,  they  are  now  encouraged  to  hope  that  their  efforts  to  retain  amongst 
them  constant  ministerial  services,  will  be  blessed  with  success.  In  addition  to 
th^  regular  services  in  our  church,  we  have  services  in  the  aflemoon  of  every 
other  Sabbath  at  Sunbury  three  miles  distant,  and  also  occasional  services  at 
other  places  in  the  vicinity. 

ST.  TIMOTHY'S  CHURCH,  MASSILLON. 

REV.   JOHN    SWAN,  RECTOR. 

In  reporting  the  state  of  this  parish,  the  Rector  wouhl  record  with  gntitade 
to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  the  goodness,  of  the  Lord  to  the  people  of  his 
charge.  During  the  past  year  the  Lord  has  revived  his  work  in  our  midst  Ear- 
ly in  the  spring  an  awakening  interest  was  felt  by  many  about  their  soul* a  salva- 
tion—a  goodly  number  have,  it  is  trusted,  truly  embraced  the  Savkwr,  and  on 
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the  part  of  the  people  of  Grodi  there  ie  manlBfetted^an  increased  devotednen  and 
eDga^pedness  injspiritual  things. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  Wednesday  evening  lecture,  a  Friday  evening  prayer 
meeting  is  carried  around  from  house  to  house.  There  is  likewise  held  a  female 
prayer  meeting  every  Friday  ailernoon,  and  a  male  prayer  meeting  every  Satur- 
day evening,  and  a  Bible  class  also  meets  weekly^Jwhich  whilst  generally  usefUl 
to  its  members,  [it  is  hoped,  will  prove  a  useful  auxiliary  to  the  Sunday  school 
teachers. 

Communicants  added  since  last  Convention  90,  of  whom  22  were  received  for 
the  first  time,  removed  8,  suspended  1,  present  number  59,  baptisms  11,  5  chil- 
dren and  6  adults,  confirmed  8,  marriages  5,  burials  3,  Sunday  school  children 
85,  teachers  13,  infant  school  40,  with  2  teachers,  total  125  scholars  and  15  teach- 
ers, Bible  class  28  members. 

Contributions  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  $25 — the  sum  pledged  at  last 
Convention,  to^Missions  $36,  to  SuQday  school  library  $30,  toUl  $91. 

BEV.   A.   8ANF0KD. 

Reports  to  the  Bishop  that  since  the  last  Convention  his  time  and  attention 
have  mostly  been  confined  to  his  duties  in  connection  with  the  Granville  Female 
Seminary.  He  .has  performed  service  and  preached  on  a  few  occasions  for 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Bronson,  and  baptiied  one  child. 

ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH,  OHIO  CITY. 

REV.   D.    W.   TOLFORD,   MINISTER. 

Reports  to  the  Bishop,  that  from  the  time  of  his  ordination,  up  jto  last  Easter, 
when  able  to  preach,  his  time  was  given  to  St  Matthew's  Church,  Perry,  and 
Trinity  Parish,  in  Pleasant  Township,  Knox  county.  Since  that  time  he  has  been 
in  charge  of  St  John's  Church,  Ohio  City.  Parochial  report  of  St  John's  as 
ibllows:  baptisms,  infant  1,  adult  1 — ^2,  conmiunicants,  died  or  removed  5,  added 
10,  present  number  78,  marriages  2,  funerals  1.

Since  mj  last  report,  4  meroben  haye  been  added  to  onr  commanioiiy  I  has  le* 
mored,  and  1  has  been  suspended:  present  number  32,  the  riteof  baptioD  has  been 
administered  to  4  infants,  and  I  have  also  to  report  5  funerals,  2  adnlta,  and  3 
children,  2  marriages,  and  2  confirmed.  Our  Sunday  school  has  increased  within 
the  past  year.

T.  C.  Wing  reporU  to  the  Bishop  that  his  clerical  services  during  the 
past  year  have  been  chiefly  confined  to  preaching  in  his  turn  in  the  College 
ChapeL    In  one  instance  he  administered  private  baptism  to  a  sick  child. 

ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH,  DOVER. 

This  parish  continues  to  struggle  under  difficulties,  and  in  conseqoence  has 
made  but  little  progress.  There  has  been  no  preaching  except  by  Rev.  Messrs. 
Crane  and  Fairchild.  Lay  reading  has  been  kept  up  regularly,  and  though  great- 
ly discouraged,  yet  we  are  anxiously  looking  for  the  living  minister  to  break  to  us 
the  bread  of  life. 

Number  of  communicanU  12,  burials  1,  2  Sunday  schools,  1  in  the  church  at 
12  o'clock,  5  teachers,28  to  30  regular  scholars,  1  at  school  house  having  8  teach- 
ers and  about  60  schoUrs.

The  Committee  on  the  temporal  support  of  the  Episcopate  sub- 
mitted the  following  Report. 

The  Committee  upon  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  beg  leave  to  report  the 
following  plan,  to  relieve  the  present  wants  of  the  Bishop  and  provide  for  his  sup- 
port for  the  ensuing  year. 

BMohoed,  That  each  clergyman  at  or  before  his  next  communion  sobcit  from 
each  communicant  (whom  he  may  deem  able  to  pay  the  same)  the  sum  of  one 
dollar,  and  forthwith  transmit  the  amount  so  obtained  to  the  Tieasorer  of  the 
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CoDTention— and  in  addition  to  this  measure  let  each  Lay  Delegration  immedi. 
ately  call  upon  the  wardena  and  yeatry  of  the  pariah,  to  solicit  (through  the  col- 
lectors of  the  pariah  dues,)  from  each  house-holder  or  pew-holder  of  the  pariah 
who  is  not  a  communicant,  the  like  sum  of  one  dollar,  to  he  forwarded  as  soon 
as  received,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

2nd.  Out  of  the  sum  so  received  by  the  Treasurer  he  shall  pay  the  Bishop  the 

sum  of dollars,  as  his  salary  for  the  ensuing  year:  reserving  the 

balance  if  any,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  next  Convention. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  permanent  support  of  the  Episcopate,  your  Com- 
mittee recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  Canon: 

CANON  XXL 

8kct.  1.  Every  minister  shall  on  or  about  the  15th  of  April  of  every  year,  sofi* 
cit  the  sum  of  one  dollar  from  each  communicant,  whom  he  may  deem  able  to 
pay  the  same,  and  transmit  the  amount  so  obtained  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dio. 
cese. 

SxcT.  2.  On  or  about  the  15th  of  September  of  each  year  the  vestry  of  every 
parish  shall,  through  their  parish  collector,  or  otherwise,  solicit  from  every 
house-holder  or  pew-holder,  who  i^^ommunicanf,  the  like  sum  of  one  dollar  to 
be  transmitted  forthwith  to  the  TreMlrer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  3.  Out  of  the  sums  so  received,  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  Bishop 
the  sum  of  ^— *— —  dollars  per  annum.  The  same  to  be  paid  in  equal  semi- 
annual instalments. 

Tour  Committee  hope  that  this  plan  may  be  so  carried  into  eflbot,  as  to  pro* 
vide  not  only  an  adequate  salsry  to  the  Bishop  for  the  time  to  come,  bat  to  leave 
a  surplus  which  will  be  sufficient  by  a  gradual  process  of  eitinguishment  to  re- 
move the  debt  due  to  the  Bbhop  on  account  of  his  past  salary.  But  your  Com^ 
mittee  are  well  aware  that  neither  this  nor  any  other  plan  can  prove  effectual, 
until  every  clergyman  and  pious  layman  shall  be  impressed  with  the  truth  that 
fair  contributions  to  the  support  the  chief  minister  of  the  church,  are  not  in 
the  nature  of  gratuities,  but  a  solemn  duty,  just  as  binding  as  any  other  christian 
duty  whatsoever,  and  based  upon  passages  of  scripture  so  plain  that  none  ^'need 
err  therein."    All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

Address  as  relates  to  the  Education  and  Missionary  Committee  sab- 
mitled  the  following  Report: 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop**  Address  m 
relates  to  ihe  cause  of  Missiona  and  Education  withia  the  Diocese,  and  alao  the 
report  of  the  education  and  Missionary  Committee,  beg  leave  to  report,  that 
they  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  add  any  thing  to  the  statements  and  appeals  of 
the  documents  committed  to  them,  but  would  submit  for  the  action  of  the  Con- 
yentinn,  the  following  resolutions — embodying  a  plan  of  operations,  which  they 
hope  if  adopted,  will  be  an  efficient  one  in  promoting  the  object  desired. 

1.  Reaolvedt  That  a  missionary  sermon  shall  be  preached  annually  before  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese,  at  such  time  and  by  such  clergyman  as  the  Bishop 
shall  appoint;  at  which  time  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  in  behalf  of  Missions 
and  Theological  education. 

2.  Resolved^  That  the  Diocese  be  divided  into  six  Missionary  districts,  aa  fol- 
lows: the  North-East,  the  North- West,  the  Central,  the  Scioto,  the  South-East, 
and  the  South- Went,  (the  precise  boundaries  to  be  fixed  by  the  Bishop,)  in  each 
of  which  there  shall  be  held  an  annual  Convocation  of  the  clergy  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  appoint,  the  special  object  of  which  shall  be  the 
taking  up  of  collections  and  the  promotion  generally  of  the  Missionary  work  in 
their  respective  districts.  Each  Convocation  may  appoint  a  committee  to  act  in 
ita  recess,  or  adopt  any  other  organization  which  shall  best  promote  the  interests 
of  Missions  within  its  bounds.  The  funds  collected  by  each  Convocation  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Committee,  and  shall  be  appro- 
priated, if  desired,  with  reference  to  the  wants  of  the  district  from  which  they 
come. 

3.  Resolved,  further,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  parishes  of  the  Diocese 
having  resident  clergymen,  to  release  their  respective  pastors  from  parochial  du- 
ty at  least  two  Sundays  in  each  year,  to  be  spent  by  them  in  missionary  labors, 
within  the  Missionary  districts,  to  which  they  belong,  acting  under  the  direction 
of  the  Convocation  of  that  district  and  to  have  in  view  the  collection  of  fhnds 
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for  the  Missionary  caoie,  at  well  as  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  to  the  destitute. 
4.  Retolvedf    That  each  Missionary  district,  out  of  the  funds  which  shall  be 
collected  shall  establish  in  the  Diocesan  Institution  at  least  one  scholarship  for 
the  education  of  pious  young  men  for  the  ministry.

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  submitted 
the  following  Report,  through  their  Secretary. 

That  the  number  of  Students  who  have  prosecuted  the  study  of  Divinity  in 
connection  with  this  Seminary  during  the  past  year,  has  been  nine.  Of  these 
four  were  members  of  the  Senior  Class;  three  of  the  Middle,  and  two  of  the 
Junior  Class.  The  Senior  Class  has  prosecuted  with  Bishop  McIIvainei  a  full 
course  of  study  in  Church  Government  and  Worship;  Potter  on  Church  Gov- 
ernment, Bishop  Onderdonk's  Episcopacy  tested  by  Scripture,  with  Sinclair's 
Dissertations  on  Episcopacy  and  Liturgies,  have  been  the  chief  books  of  study. 
Hooker's  Ecclesiastical  Polity,  Bowden's  and  Miller's  Letters,  Palmer's  Origi- 
nes  LitnrgiciB  have  been  the  books  of  reference  most  used.  The  study  was 
preceded  by  a  view  of  the  Patriarchal  and  Jewish  Dispensations  with  special  le- 
ference  to  the  illustration  of  the  institutions  of  the  Christian  Church. 

With  the  Professor  of  Systematic  Theology,  during  the  past  year,  the  Middle 
Class  has  studied  the  Evidences  of  Christianity,  and  made  some  progress  in  the 
prescribed  course  of  Systematic  Divinity. 

The  Senior  Class  has  completed  that  course  and  spent  two  or  three  months  on 
the  subject  of  Confessions  of  Faith  in  general,  and  the  history  and  interpreta- 
tion of  the  XXXIX  Articles  in  particular.  The  Junior  and  Middle  Classes,  at 
their  own  request,  have  been  taken  through  Butler's  Analogy,  as  an  extra  study. 

With  the  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  the  Junior  Class  has  read  Henry's 
Christian  Antiquities  and  the  Middle  and  Senior  have  prosecuted  the  study  of 
Ecclesiastical  History  from  the  commencement  of  the  Ifith  ccntur^,  using  Mos- 
heim,  and  Le  Bas'  Life  of  Cranmer  as  text  books — with  reference,  however,  to 
Milper  for  the  period  of  the  Lutheran  Reformation,  and  to  Burnet  and  Short  for 
the  history  of  the  English  Church,  subsequent  to  the  death  of  Archbishop  Cran* 
mtr. 
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The  Uiree  claMea  under  the  initraction  of  the  ProfcMor  of  Paetoral  Divbiity 
and  Sacred  Rhetoric,  have  been,  during  the  year,  purraing  the  atudies  be- 
longing to  bis  respective  departments.  The  Junior  Middle  and  Senior  ClaMCS 
have  met  him  weekly  in  liomiletical  exercises  in  connexion  with  the  services  of 
the  church;  the  Middle  and  Senior  Classes,  in  the  delivery  of  original  ser- 
mons, and  the  Junior  Class,  in  the  reading  of  dissertatiuns  4nd  Theses.  The 
text  book  chiefly  used  in  Homilitics  has  been  Claude's  Essay  on  the  Composi- 
tion of  a  S(?rmon,  with  references  to  other  works  on  Pulpit  Eloquence.  In 
Tastoral'Theology,  the  text  books  chiefly  used  in  recitation  have  been  Bishop 
White's  Commentary  on  the  Ordination  Offices  and  Bridges  on  the  Christian 
Ministry. 

With  the  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  the  Junior  Class  have  been  engaged 
in  the  study  cf  the  Hebrew,  in  which  there  have  been  recitations  daily  during  the 
entire  year.  In  addition  to  the  thorough  and  repeated  study  of  the  Grammar, 
the  Clat>s  has  read  Stewart's  Hebrew  Chrestomathy  and  forty  Psalms  in  course. 
The  Principles  of  Interpetation  have  been  carefully  inculcated,  and  a  considera- 
ble portion  of  Newcome's  Harmony  of  the  Gospels  has  t)een  read  critically  and 
excgetically.  The  same  class  has  also  attended  to  the  subject  of  Biblical  Geo- 
graphy and  recited  Jahn's  Biblical  Antiquities.  The  Middle  Class  has  read  some 
portion  of  Isaiah  and  several  of  the  Minor  Prophets  in  Hebrew  and  the  Epistles 
of  Paul  to  the  Hebrews,  Galations  and  Ephevians  in  Greek.  The  Senior  Class 
has  read  the  Epistles  to  the  Romans  and  Ephcsians  and  the  1st  General  Epistle 
of  John. 

Which  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  rosolved,  that  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to 
make  arrangements  for  a  Missionary  meeting  and  for  th«  taking  up 
of  a  collection  to-morrow  afternoon. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Bronson,  Muenscher  and  Allen  were  appoint- 
ed said  Committee. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPIS- 
COPAL CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  OHIO, 
AS  AMENDED  IN  1839-40. 


Art.  I.  The  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Diocete 
of  Ohio,  do  hereby  establish  a  Seminary  for  the  Education  of  Ministeii  of  the 
Gospel  in  said  Church;  such  Seminary  to  be  founded  upon  Donations  made  and 
to  be  made,  in  the  united  Kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  in  Amer- 
ica, for  that  purpose,  and  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  "The  Theological  Semin- 
ary of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio."' 

Art.  II.  The  said  Seminary  shall  be  established  by  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  at  such  place  within  the  same  as  shall  be  consistent  with  the  deed  ol 
donation, executed  by  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  in  England,  on  the  27th  day  of  Nov- 
ember, 1823;  and  when  once  established,  shall  for  ever  after  remain  in  the  nine 
place. 

Art.  III.  The  direction  and  management  of  said  Seminary  shall  be  vetted  in 
a  board  of  Trustees,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the 
time  being,  and  of  four  clerical  and  four  lay  Trustees,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese,  and  to  remain  in  office  for  the  term  of  three  yean,  and 
until  their  suceessors  are  chosen,  provided  that  no  officer  of  the  Seminary  or  of 
any  institution  that  may  be  annexed  thereto,  shall  be  elegible  to  said  board.  ThUi 
artide,  so  far  as  it  respects  the  number  of  clerical  and  lav  Trustees,  may  fron 
time  to  time  be  amended  by  a  concurring  resolution  of  the  Convention,  and  of 
the  board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  so  as  to  increase  the  number  of  clerical 
uid  lay  Trustees,  until  the  number  of  each  may  be  twelve;  which  number  shall 
therearter  constitute  the  permanent  board  of  clerical  and  lay  Trustees. 

Art.  IV.  A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Trustees  shall  be  necessary  to 
constitute  a  quorum  to  do  busmess.  The  Bishop,  if  present,  shall  preside.  In 
his  absence,  a  President  pro  tem.  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot,  whose  office  shall 
expire  with  the  final  adjournment  of  the  meeting  of  the  board  at  which  the  ap- 
pointment was  made.  If  any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  board  of  Trustees, 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Convention  that  may  meet  next  thereafter. 

AaT.  V.  The  Seminary  shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge  and  superintend 
dance  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being,  as  President  of  the  Insti- 
tution, and  during  the  recess  of  the  board  the  Bishop  shall  be  the  Prudential 
Committee  in  all  secular  matters  of  the  institution. 

Art.  VI.  The  board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  constitute  professor- 
ships, and  to  appoint  and  remove  the  professors,  and  to  prescribe  the  course  of 
study,  and  to  make  all  rules,  regulations  and  statutes  which  may  be  necessary  for 
the  government  of  the  Seminary,  and  to  secure  its  prosperity:  provided,  that  all 
such  rules,  regulations,  statutes,  or  other  proceedings,  shall  for  ever  be  in  con- 
formity 'Ho  the  doctrine,  discipline,  constitution  and  canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  course  of  study 
prescribed,  or  to  be  prescribed,  by  the  Bishops  of  the  said  Church.'' 

Art.  VII.  If  at  any  time  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  shall  by  resolution,  entered  in  their 
Journals,  declare  any  rule,  regulation,  statute  or  other  proceeding  of  the  board  of 
Trustees  hereby  constituted,  to  be  contrary  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  constitu- 
tion, and  canons  of  the  Church,  or  to  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Bi- 
shops, such  rule,  regulation,  statute,  or  other  proceeding,  shall  thenceforth  ceaae 
to  have  effect,  and  shall  be  considered  as  abrogated  and  annulled. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  shall  individually,  and  any  two  or  more  of  them,  be  visitants 
of  the  Seminary,  to  take  care  that  the  course  of  discipline,  and  instruction  be 
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oonformable  to  the  preceding  proyisiona.  And  it  shall  be  lawflil  for  any  one  of 
the  Biihops  aforesaid,  at  any  time,  to  institute  in  his  own  name  and  character  of 
Bishop,  any  proper  legal  process  to  enforce  and  secure  the  administration  of  the 
Seminary  according  to  the  foundation  herein  prescribed. 

Art.  IX.  The  board  of  Trustees,  as  soon  as  the  Conyention  of  the  Diocese 
shall  so  instruct  them,  shall  annex  to  the  Seminary,  a  College,  with  the  neces- 
sary preparatory  schools;  subject,  like  the  Seminary,  to  the  provisions  of  the  7th 
and  8th  Articles  of  the  Constitution,  which  College  shall  haye  a  separate  Presi- 
dent and  Faculty,  the  Trustees  haying  power  to  make  ail  needful  by-laws,  and  to 
appoint  and  remoye  all  Professors  and  other  officers,  necessary  to  the  goyemment 
and  prosperity  of  said  CoUejre:  provided  that  the  President  be  appointed  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  that  in  case  he  shaU  not  so  nomin- 
ate within  two  months  afler  beinff  requested  so  to  do  by  the  board  of  Trustees, 
then  they  shall  proceed  to  electa  President  without  such  nomination, — provid- 
ed also  that  his  Episcopal  supenrision  and  authority  be  understood  as  embracing 
the  spiritual  interests  of  the  College  and  its  preparatoir  schools,  and  that  the 
present  property  of  the  said  Seminary,  whatever  use  the  Trustees  may  permit  th« 
College  to  make  of  any  part  thereof,  shall  always  remain  exclusively  tlie  proper- 
ty of  the  Seminary. 

Art.  X.  The  board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  at  Gambler,  annually,  on  the  day 
preceding  the  Commencement  The  President  of  the  Board  shall  at  any  time, 
upon  the  application  in  writing  of  one  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese,  and  two  clerical  and  two  lay  Trustees,  call  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
to  be  held  at  such  other  time  and  place  as  he  may  appoint,  not  exceeding  thirty 
tdays  from  the  day  on  which  the  application  shall  be  presented. 

Art.  XI.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the 
Bishop,  a  majority  of  the  board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  and  a  sonority  of 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

JPropuMy  that  no  alteration  or  amendment  whatever  be  made  in  this  Conati- 
tation,  whereby  the  funds  of  the  Seminary,  raised  in  England,  be  appropriated  to 
any  other  uae  than  the  education  and  theological  instruction  of  students,  for  the 
ministry  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  This  proviso,  however,  does  not 
preoluifo  the  lawfulness  and  constitutionality  of  annexing  a  College  to  the  Sem- 
inary, and  making  provision  so  far  as  practicable,  for  the  admission  of  other  sti^ 
dents,  at  their  own  expense,  to  the  benefit  of  a  College  edocation.
